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MINUTES  OF  THE  REGULAR  SESSION 

OF   THE 

Thirty-Third  Annual  Council 

OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS 


The  Thirty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  con- 
vened at  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs,  on  Wednesday, 
May  lo,  1905,  at  10:15  a.  m.  It  was  opened  by  a  celebra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  being  the  cele- 
brant, assisted  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
Kues. 

In  place  of  the  sermon,  the  Bishop  made  a  short  address 
on  **The  Relation  of  the  Incarnation  to  the  Atonement  and 
the  Doctrine  of  Immortality." 

After  the  service  the  Council  w^as  called  to  order  bv 
the  Bishop,  who  appointed  Mr.  John  H.  Judaschke  to  act 
as  Secretary  pro  tem.  The  roll  of  the  Clergy  was  called,  to 
which  the  following  responded :  The  Rev.  Walter  D.  Buck- 
ner,  the  Yen.  W.  K.  Llovd,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Chas  H.  Kues. 

The  Ven.  W.  K.  Lloyd  and  Mr.  Morris  C.  Tombler 
were  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  act  as  a  Committee  on 
Credentials,  who  reported  that  only  the  three  Lay  Dele- 
gates of  St.  Luke's  Parish,  Hot  Springs,  were  present. 

The  Council  being  declared  duly  organized,  Capt.  Jas. 
P.  Mellard  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
duly  seconded  and  carried,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  Thirty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Dio- 
cese, assembled  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs,  on  May  10, 
1905,  hereby  adjourns  to  meet  at  Trinity  Cathedral.  Little  Rock, 
Ark.,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  May  24,  1905. 
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The  Secretary  pro  tern,  then  read  the  minutes  of  to- 
day's proceedings,  and  after  the  collects  and  benediction 
by  the  Bishop,  the  Council  was  adjourned.

SECOND  DAY 


The  Thirty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  convened  pursuant  to  adjournment,  May  24,  1905, 
at  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  and  was  opened  by  a 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  being  the 
Celebrant ;  the  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D.,  reading  the 
Epistle,  and  the  Ven.  W.  K.  Lloyd,  D.  D.,  the  Gospel. 

In  place  of  the  sermon  the  Bishop  read  a  part  of  his 
annual  address.  (See  Appendix  1.) 

After  service  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop.     The  roll  of  Clergy  was  called  and  all  answered  to 

their  names.  (See  Clergy  LlRt,  p.  8.) 

The  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham,  Fay  Hemp- 
stead and  P.  K.  Roots  a  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay 
Delegates.     The  committee  submitted  the  following  report:

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  the  Thirty-third 

Annual  CounciL 

May  12,  1904 — The  Standing  Committee  elected  by  the  Thirty- 
second  Council  met  in  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  and  organized 
by  electing  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D.,  President,  and  Maj. 
P.  K.  Roots,  Secretary. 

July  5,  1904 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Consent  was 
given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Strange,  D.  D.,  to  be 
Coadjutor  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina.  Recommended 
Mr.  William  E.  Williamson  to  the  Bishop  as  a  candidate  for  Hbly 
Orders. 

December  29,  1904 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Consent 
was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Edward  Wood- 
cock, D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  Kentucky. 

March  i,  1905 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Consent  was 
given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  James  Henry  Darlington, 
D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  Harrisburg. 

May  23,  1905 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Mr.  John  Henry 
Judaschke  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders. 

The  Committee  on  Constitutions  and  Canons,  pursuant 
to  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Annual 
Council,  presented  its  report  upon  the  revision  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons,  and  it  appearing  that  said  report  had 
been  prepared,  printed  and  distributed  ninety  days  before 
this  Annual  Council,  in  strict  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  said  resolution,  said  report  was  submitted  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Council.      Thereupon,  that  portion  of 
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said  report  which  was  presented  as  a  revision  of  the  Con- 
stitution was  considered  by  Articles  and  by  Sections,  and 
after  having  been  amended  in  sundr^*^  particulars,  it  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  that  portion  of  said  report,  as 
amended,  be  adopted  as  a  whole,  and  that  when  approved 
by  the  Bishop,  the  same  shall  be  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas ;  and,  the  roll  being  called,  by  orders 
upon  the  adoption  of  said  motion,  all  of  the  Clergy  present, 
and  all  of  the  Lay  Delegates  present  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive; whereupon  the  Bishop  expressed,  in  writing,  his  ap- 
proval of  said  Constitution,  which  is  in  words  and  figures 
as  follows : 

To  the  Diocesan  Council: 

I  hereby  formally  approve  the  Constitution  as  proposed  by 
authority  of  the  last  Annual  Council,  and  recognize  the  same  as  the 
present  Consitution  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

May  25,  1905.  Wm.  M.  Brown, 

Bishop  of  Arkansas. 

Thereupon  that  portion  of  said  report,  as  amended, 
adopted  and  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  by  more  than 
two-thirds  of  the  Clergy,  and  by  more  than  two-thirds  of 
the  Laity  present,  was  declared  to  be  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

That  portion  of  said  report  which  was  presented  as 
Canons  was  considered  by  the  Council  by  Canons  and  by 
Sections,  and  after  having  been  amended  in  sundry  particu- 
lars, and  verbally  approved  by  the  Bishop,  it  w^as  moved 
and  seconded  that  this  portion  of  said  report,  as  amended, 
be  adopted  as  a  whole,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  the 
Canons  of  this  Diocese ;  and,  the  roll  being  called,  by  orders, 
upon  the  adoption  of  said  motion,  all  of  the  Clergy  present, 
and  all  of  the  Laity  present,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 
Whereupon,  that  portion  of  said  report  which  was  pre- 
sented by  Canons,  having  been  approved,  as  amended,  by 
more  than  a  majority  of  the  Clergy,  and  by  more  than  a 
majority  of  the  Lay  Delegates,  the  same  was  declared  to  be 
the  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 

Said  Constitution  and  Canons,  as  approved  and  adopt- 
ed, are  in  words  and  figures  as  follows,  which  is  to  say : 
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PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas,  grateful  to  God  for  civil  and  religious  liberty, 
obedient  to  His  Word,  and  desirous  of  maintaining  the  Apostolic 
form  of  church  government  for  ourselves  and  for  posterity,  do 
ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  L 
Declaration  of  Principles. 

Sec.  I.  We  acknowledge  the  supremacy  of  the  General  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  agree  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  heretofore 
adopted  by  said  General  Convention  and  now  in  force,  and  to  such 
changes  therein  as  may  hereafter  be  made  conformably  to  the  Word 
of  God  and  ecclesiastical  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Diocesan  Council  provided  for  in  Article  II.  of  this  Consti- 
tution. 

Sec.  3.  The  right  of  petition  and  remonstrance  to  the  consti- 
tuted authority  of  this  Church,  in  any  and  all  of  its  branches,  is 
hereby  guaranteed  to  all  of  its  members,  and  when  exercised  peace- 
ably and  conscientiously  it  shall  never  be  abridged. 

Sec.  4.  The  power  of  suspending  or  setting  aside  any  Canon  or 
Canons  of  this  Church  shall  never  be  exercised  except  by  the  Coun- 
cil. 

Sec.  5.  The  title  of  this  Church  shall  be  "The  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,"  and  its  jurisdiction  shall 
be  coextensive  with  the  boundaries  of  the  Stale  of  Arkansas. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  the  Council.        ♦ 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  a  Council  held  annually  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  May,  at  such  place  as  the  Council,  from 
time  to  time,  may  designate;  and  in  case  of  its  failure  to  do  so  the 
Bishop  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  shall  be  President  of 
the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  the  clergy-  who  are  now  canonically  resident  in  the 
following  Parishes,  and  their  canonical  successors,  to-wit: 

Christ  Church Little  Rock,  Ark. 

Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd Forrest  City.  Ark. 

Church  of  the  Redeemer Nashville,  Ark. 

St.  Agnes's  Church Morrilton,  Ark. 

St.  Andrew's  Church Mammoth  Spring,  Ark. 

St.  Andrew's  Church ^L^rianna,  Ark. 

St.  James's  Church Eureka  Springs,  Ark. 
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St.  John's  Church Camden,  Ark. 

St.  John's  Church Fort  Smith,  Ark. 

St.  John's  Church Helena.  Ark. 

St.  Luke's  Church Hot  Springs,  .A.rk. 

St.  Mark's  Church Hope,  Ark. 

St.  Paul's  Church Batesville,  Ark. 

St.  Paul's  Church Fayetteville.  Ark. 

St.  Paul's  Church Newport,  Ark. 

Trinity  Church Pine  Bluff,  Ark. 

Trinity  Church Van  Buren,  Ark. 

Trinity  Cathedral Little  Rock,  Ark. 

And  of  three  Lay  Delegates  from  each  of  the  said  Parishes,  to 
be  chosen  annually  by  their  respective  Parishes  or  V^estries  from  the 
male  communicants  of  lawful  age  of  their  respective  congregations; 
also,  of  the  Clergy  who  are  now  canonically  resident  in  the 
following  organized  Missions,  and  their  canonical  successors,  to-wit: 

Grace  Mission Siloam  Springs,  Ark. 

Grace  Mission Washington,  Ark. 

St.  Thomas's  Mission Searcy,  Ark. 

And  of  one  Lay  Delegate  of  like  qualifications  from  each  of 
said  Organized  Missions,  to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Minister 
in  charge  of  the  respective  congregations,  and,  also,  of  such  other 
Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  as  may  be  admitted  from  time  to  time 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of  this  Article.  Provided,  any 
Parish  may  be  reduced  in  grade  to  a  Mission,  and  any  Mission  may 
be  reduced  in  grade  to  an  Unorganized  Mission,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  provided  by  Canon. 

Sec.  4.  The  Chancellor,  the  Secretar3%  the  Treasurer  and  the 
Registrar  and  the  Trustee,  or  Trustees,  of  Diocesan  funds  of  the 
Diocese,  shall  be  entitled,  ex-ofiicio,  to  seats  in  the  Council,  w^ith 
the  right  to  debate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  as  such. 

Sec.  5.  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates,  other  than  those  provided 
for  in  Section  3  of  this  Article,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  in 
the  Council  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  Cler- 
ical Members  of  the  Council  and  three-fourths  of  all  the  Lay  Mem- 
bers of  the  Council  voting  by  orders  and  by  ballot. 

Sec.  6.  The  Council  shall  deliberate  and  vote  without  any  dis- 
tinction as  to  orders,  except  in  those  cases  where  it  is  specifically 
provided  by  Canon  or  by  the  Constitution  that  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  orders. 

Sec.  7.  Without  the  concurrence  of  the"  Clergy  and  the  Laity 
voting  by  orders,  no  rule  of  law  of  the  Church  shall  be  adopted, 
amended  or  repealed. 

Sec.  8.  The  Clergy  and  the  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body 
and  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  of  order  as  may  be  adopted  by 
resolution. 
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Sec.  9.  In  case  of  the  prevalence  of  any  infectious  disease  at 
the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council, 
or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Dio- 
cese may  change  the  time,  or  place,  or  both,  as  the  emergency  may 
require:  provided,  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  such  change  shall  be 
given  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Senior  Warden  of 
every  Parish  and  Mission  not  under  charge  of  a  Clergyman. 

Sec.  10.  Special  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  by  the 
ecclesiastical  authority  when  the  welfare  of  the  Diocese  shall  re- 
quire it.  Notice  of  such  special  meeting  shall  be  given  by  mail  to 
every  Clergyman  and  to  the  Senior  Warden  of  every  Parish  and 
Mission  in  the  Diocese  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  such  meet- 
ing, in  which  the  business  to  be  proposed  at  such  special  meeting 
shall  be  specified.  No  business,  except  that  for  which  such  meeting 
may  be  called,  shall  be  transacted  at  such  meeting  unless  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

Sec.  II.  Five  Clergymen  and  representatives  from  five  Parishes 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Council:  provided,  the  number  herein  required  for 
a  quorum  may  be  increased  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  those  present  at  any  regular  meeting,  voting  by  ord<*rs; 
and,  provided  further,  that  such  resolution  shall  take  effect  at  the 
next  suceeding  meeting,  regular  or  special,  after  its  adoption. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Congregations. 

Sec.  I.  All  Parishes  and  Missions  shall  be  organized  in  con- 
formity with  the  Canons  relating  thereto,  and  no  new  Parish  shall 
have  an  organized  existence  in  this  Diocese  unless  it  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Bishop  and  acknowledged  by  the  Council  by  a  vote 
of  three-fourths  of  all  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Council  and 
three-fourths  of  all  the  Lay  Members  of  the  Council,  voting  by 
orders  and  by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  The  Missions  named  in  Section  3  of  Article  II  may  be 
acknowledged  as  Parishes  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  present,  at 
any  annual  Council. 

Sec.  3.  Any  association  of  persons,  communicants  of  the  Pro^ 
testant  Episcopal  Church,  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now,  or  may 
hereafter  be,  provided  with  a  suitable  house  of  worship,  held 
by  proper  tenure,  as  provided  by  Canon,  or  the  Constitution,  which 
shall  make  ample  financial  provision  for  the  support  of  a  Rector, 
and  all  parochial  expenses,  and  which  shall  meet  all  assessments 
made  against  it  by  the  Diocesaii  Council,  receiving  no  financial  aid 
from  the  General  or  Diocesan  Missionary  Funds,  and  which  shall  be 
duly  organized  according  to  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be 
and  become  a  Parish  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Parish. 
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Sec.  4.  Any  association  of  persons,  communicants  of  the 
Church  which  is  dependent  upon  any  Missionary  aid  for  parochial 
expenses,  or  receives  from  the  General  Missionary  Fund,  or  any 
other  Missionary  Fund,  any  money  for  the  support  of  its  Minister, 
or  for  its  incidental  expenses,  and  which  shall  perfect  an  organiza- 
tion as  provided  by  Canon,  shall  be  designated  as  a  Mission  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  5.  Any  association  of  communicants  or  baptized  persons 
of  the  Church,  not  having  perfected  an  organization  as  provided  by 
Canon,  shall  be  designated  as  an  Unorganized  Mission  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  6.  Upon  the  failure  of  any  Parish  for  the  period  of  one 
year  to  meet  the  requirements  specified  in  Section  3,  of  this  Article, 
or  upon  the  refusal  of  any  Parish  to  conform  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  it  may  be  reduced  in  grade  to  a  Mission, 
by  resolution  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  failure  of  any  Mission  to  maintain  its  organi- 
zation as  required  in  Section  4,  of  this  Article,  or  upon  the  refusal 
of  any  Mission  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Diocese,  it  may  be  reduced  in  grade  to  an  Unorganized  Mission,  by 
resolution  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  8.  Any  Parish  or  Mission  may,  for  any  cause  specified  by 
Canon,  be  suspended  from  its  rights  in  the  Council  by  resolution 
adopted  at  any  annual  Council,  and  may  be  restored  by  like  resolu- 
tion. Such  suspension  shall  not  absolve  such  Parish  or  Mission 
from  its  obligations  to  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity. 

Sec.  I.  There  are  three  Orders  of  the  Ministry:  (i)  The 
Bishop,  who  exercises  all  the  functions  of  the  Ministry,  presides 
over  the  Church  by  Apostolic  authority,  and  has  the  sole  right  to 
Ordain,  to  Confirm,  and  to  pronounce  judicial  sentence,  and 
governs  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  according  to  the  Holy 
Scriptures  and  Canons  of  this  Church.  (2)  ^he  Priests,  or  Presby- 
ters, who  preach  the  Word,  administer  the  Sacraments  of  the 
Church,  and  have  the  oversight  and  pastoral  care  of  their  several 
congregations.  They  also  have  the  right  to  advise  their  Bishop, 
and  when  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Diocesan  Council,  as  pro- 
vided in  Article  II,  they  shall  share  in  the  government  of  the 
Church,  according  to  the  Canons.  Provided,  the  minister  in  charge 
of  each  congregation,  whether  or  not  he  be  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil, may  exercise  the  same  authority  in  his  congregation  as  is  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  Canon.  (3)  The  Deacons,  who, 
having  received  limited  office  in  the  general  Ministry,  serve  in  the 
same  where  they  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  They  are  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  of  the  Bishop,  cannot  take  the  Rectorship  of  a 
Parish,  and  must  be  under  the  care  and  supervision  of  some  Priest, 
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who  shall  direct  them  in  their  work.     They  shall  have  seats  in  the 
Council  with  the  right  of  debate,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 

Sec.  2.  The  Laity  are  divided  and  organized,  according  to  local 
convenience,  into  Parishes  and  Missions.  The  Parishes  commit  the 
general  management  of  their  parochial  business  to  a  portion  of  their 
own  number,  annually  elected,  and  called  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 
To  these  belong  the  administration  oi  all  the  secular  concerns  of 
their  particular  Parish.  They  shall  perform  such  duties  and  be 
vested  with  such  authority  as  may  be  provided  by  Canon.  The 
secular  affairs  of  the  Missions  shall  be  entrusted  to  a  Warden  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority. 

.\RTICLE  V. 
Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  I.  The  Council  shall  elect  annually,  by  the  concurrent 
ballot  (if  both  Orders,  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three 
Presbyters  and  three  Laymen,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Chancellor. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  must 
be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Lay  mem- 
bers must  be  communicants  in  good  standing,  and  actually  resident 
in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  shall  meet  for  organization  before  the 
adjournment  of  the  Council  at  which  they  were  elected,  and  shall 
choose  a  President  from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secre- 
tary, either  Clerical  or  Lay,  and  shall  immediately  report  their 
organization  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  The  Records  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  al.l  paper> 
in  their  official  possession,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of 
the  Bishop  and  the  Council.  A  full  report  of  their  actions  shall  be 
made  at  each  annual  Council.  Four  members  of  the  Committee  (at 
least  two  of  the  four  being  Clergymen)  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Com- 
mittee may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members. 

Sec.  5.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  councH  of  advice 
to  the  Bishop.  They  may  be  summoned  by  the  Bishop  whenever 
he  shall  desire  their  advice,  and  they  may  of  their  own  accord, 
advise  the  Bishop  when  they  shall  think  it  needful  to  do  so.  All 
the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee,  when  acting  as  a  coun- 
cil of  advice  to  the  Bishop,  shall  be  secret,  unless  the  Bishop  and 
the  Committee  shall  otherwise  determine. 

Sec.  6.  During  any  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  in  case  of  the 
Bishr>p's  incapacity  io  act,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  during 
his  absence  from  the  Diocese,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
Ecclesiastical  auih<»rity  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  e.xercise  the  pow- 
ers and  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of 
discipline,  except  in  those  cases  where  such  powers  and  duties  may 
be  specially-  <lelegated  to  or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical  members  of 
the  said  Ct^nniittee;    provided,  that  in  the  absence  of  the   Bishop, 
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or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  no  sentence  shall  be  pronounced 
upon  any  Clergyman  by  any  other  than  a  Bishop  whom  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  may  call  in  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Of  the  Officers  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  I.  The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  a  Sec- 
retary, a  Treasurer,  a  Chancellor,  and  a  Registrar.  J'hey  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot.  In  the  election  of  all  officers  and  of  Deputies  to 
the  General  Convention,  a  majority  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Dele- 
gates, voting  jointly,  and  counted  as  a  whole,  shall  be  necessary 
and  sufficient  to  elect.  Provided,  in  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
or  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  same  shall  be  held  as  provided  by  Arti- 
cle IX  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President 
of  the  Council.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  preside  over  the  Council,  and  in  the 
absence  of  both  the  Bishop  and  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee the  Council  shall  elect  from  the  Clerical  Delegates  present  a 
President  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  3.  The  Council  shall  elect  annually  a  Secretary,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  until  the  next  annual  Council,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  be  elected.  He  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  select 
one  or  more  assistants,  who  shall  serve  during  the  session  of  the 
Council.  The  Secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Coun- 
cil in  a  well  bound  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  He 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  books  and  documents  pertaining  to  his 
office. 

Sec.  4.  The  Council  shall  elect  annually  a  Treasurer,  who  shall 
receive  and  disburse  all  funds,  and  keep  a  true  account  of  same,  by 
order  of  the  Council.  He  shall  execute  such  bond  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Council.  He  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until 
his  successor  shall  be  elected. 

Sec.  5.  At  the  annual  Council  to  be  held  in  the  year  1906,  and 
at  the  annual  Council  to  be  held  every  third  year  thereafter,  there 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  a  Chancellor,  who  shall  be  a  communicant 
of  the  Church,  a  resident  of  the  Diocese,  and  a  person  learned  in  the 
law.  He  shall  hold  office  for  the  period  of  three  years  and  until  his 
successor  shall  be  elected.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  elect  a  substitute,  who 
shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  Council,  which  shall  then  elect  a 
Chancellor  to  serve  during  the  unexpired  term.  The  Chancellor 
shall  be  the  legal  advisor  of  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  the  Council;  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  membership  in  the 
Council,  but  shall  have  no  vote  as  such. 

Sec.  6.  The  Council  shall  elect  annually  by  ballot  a  Registrar, 
who  shall  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  and  a  resident  of  the 
Diocese.     Pie  shall  prepare  and  preserve  in  a  well-bound  book  to  be 
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kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  such  historical  and  statistical  infor- 
mation as  the  Council  may  direct,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  officers  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
He  shall  perform  such  other  services  as  may  be  provided  by  Canon. 
He  shall  be  entitled,  ex-officio,  to  a  seat  in  the  Council,  with  all  the 
privileges  of  membership  except  the  right  to  vote  as  such.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  a  substitute  shall  be  chosen  in  like  manner  as  in  case 
of  the  Chancellor.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  deeds  and 
other  papers  to  Church  property.  He  shall  make  a  report  at  each 
annual  Council. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  I.  At  the  annual  Council  next  before  each  triennial  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters,  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Council,  and  four  Laj'men,  communicants  of  this  Diocese,  and 
actually  resident  therein,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  as  Deputies  to 
the  General  Convention  for  the  next  three  years.  The  same  num- 
ber of  provisional  Deputies,  similarly  qualified,  shall  also  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect  lo  notify  the 
Bishop  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention of  their  acceptance  or  declination  of  the  appointment,  and 
if  any  of  the  Deputies  elect  shall  fail  so  to  do,  or  if  any  vacancies 
shall  subsequently  occur  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, the  Bishop  shall  notify  so  many  of  the  Provisional  Deputies, 
in  the  order  of  their  election,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  a  full  repre- 
sentation of  the  Diocese.  In  the  absence  of  a  Bishop  the  Secretary 
of  the  Council  shall  act  herein. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

Of  Assessments. 

The  Council  may  provide,  by  resolution  or  by  Canon,  for  assess- 
ments against  Parishes  and  Missions,  in  union  with  the  Council,  for 
the  necessary  expense  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  assessments  and 
apportionments  of  the  General  Convention,  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Council. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Election  of  a  Bishop. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  or  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  be  by 
orders  and  by  ballot.  The  Clergy  shall  nominate  by  ballot,  a  major- 
ity of  the  Presbyters  present  being  necessary  and  sufficient  for  a 
nomination;  whereupon,  the  Laity  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  majority 
of  the  Lay  Delegates  present  being  necessary  and  sufficient  for  an 
election.  Such  election  shall  be  held  in  manner  and  form  as  may 
be  provided  by  Canon. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  Tenure  of  Church  Property. 

Sec.  I.  The  legal  title  to  all  lands  and  real  estate  held  for  the 
use  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  and  his  successors 
in  office,  in  trust.  The  legal  title  to  all  lands  and  real  estate  held 
for  the  use  of  a  Parish  or  Mission  may  be  vested  in  the  Rector, 
Wardens  and  Vestry  of  such  Parish  or  Mission,  and  their  succes- 
sors, in  trust. 

Sec.  2.  No  real  estate  held  for  the  use  of  the  Diocese  may  be 
encumbered,  sold,  conveyed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  except  in  pur- 
suance of  a  resolution,  adopted  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those 
present  at  the  annual  Council.  The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry, 
or  other  person  or  persons,  in  whose  names  the  property  of  any 
Parish  or  Mission  may  be  vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or  otherwise, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  given 
in  writing,  convey,  alienate  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  lands,  tene- 
ments, or.  hereditaments  in  them  vested  for  the  use  of  such  Parish 
or  Mission,  nor  charge  nor  encumber  the  same  in  any  manner  what- 
ever, without  such  written  consent. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Of  Amending  the  Constitution. 

Every  proposal  to  amend  this  Consitution  shall  be  submitted,  in 
writing,  to  the  annual  Council,  and,  if  approved,  final  adoption  shall 
be  deferred  until  next  annual  Council.  A  copy  of  such  proposed 
Amendment,  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be  forwarded,  by 
mail,  to  the  Rector  and  the  Senior  Warden  of  each  Parish  and  Mis- 
sion in  union  with  the  Council  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  next 
annual  Council.  If  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be  approved  by 
two-thirds  of  all  the  delegates  present  at  the  annual  Council,  Cler- 
ical and  Lay,  to  which  it  shall  have  been  deferred,  and  by  the 
Bishop,  it  shall  thereupon  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution.  Pro- 
vided, not  more  than  three  proposals  to  amend  the  Constitution 
shall  be  submitted  at  any  annual  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

All  articles  and  provisions  of  all  Constitutions  of  this  Diocese 
heretofore  adopted  and  in  conflict  with  this  Constitution  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  this  Constitution  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on 
and  after  its  adoption.

Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of

Clergy.  authority  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of 

all  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures,  Parishes, 
Missions,  or  of  the  institution  of  learning  to  which  they  may 
have  been  assigned,  and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  as 
above,  their  places  of  residence  only,  specifying  at  the  same  time 
who  of  any  class  are  Deacons,  and  who  are  entitled  to  seats  and 
votes  in  the  Council.  Clergymen  while  suspended  from  the  Min- 
istry shall  be  so  designated  on  such  list.  Such  list  shall  be  laid 
before  Council  immediately  after  it  shall  be  called  to  order,  and 
the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be  called  therefrom,  and 
those  entitled  by  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  shall  thereupon 
take  their  seats.  The  same  list  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal, 
and  form  a  part  thereof.

In  all  cases  of  a  contested  right 
to  a  scat,  the  evidence  of  employment  as  a  Missionary,  or  the  con- 
nection of  a  Clergyman  with  a  seminary  of  learning  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Church,  or  with  a  Parochial  School,  or  as  a  Chap- 
lain in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  Bishop;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate 
from  a  Parish  shall  be  a  certificate  after  such  form  as  the  Council 
may  prescribe,  from  the  Rector,  a  Warden,  or  the  Secretary  of  the 
Vestry  of  such  Parish.  The  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay 
Delegate  from  a  Mission  shall  be  a  certificate  as  above  from  the 
Missionary  in  charge,  or  from  the  W^arden  or  Secretary  of  such 
Mission. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  Parishes  and  Missions 
to  provide  for  the  expense  of  their  Clergy  in  attending  the  Council. 
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CANON  III. 

Sec.  I.  The  Secretary  shall  be  chosen 
Of  the  Secretary  upon  the  assembling  of  the  annual  Council. 

of  the  Council  and  remain  in  ofHce  until  the  organization  of 

the  next  annual  Council.  His  duty  shall  be 
to  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  preserve  its 
journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faith- 
fully to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  pamphlets, 
and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Council  which  may  be  in 
his  possession.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  the  constitutional  notice 
required  for  any  special  Council.  He  shall  also  transmit  annually  to 
each  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  last  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  and  Missionary 
Jurisdiction,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  this  Council.  He  shall  also 
transmit  a  copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  each 
Delegate  attending  the  Council,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Vestry 
or  Mission,  and  copies  to  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese 
as  they  may  request. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  transmit  to  every  General  Conven- 
tion, in  addition  to  the  documents  called  for  by  its  Canons,  a  cer- 
tificate, to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list  of  the  Clergy  of 
this  Diocese;  and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Depu- 
ties to  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  this 
Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  fund. 

Sec.  4.  Immediately  upon  the  close  of  each  Council,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  transmit  to  every  officer  or  committee  of  the  Council,  and 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  certified  copy  of  all  the  acts  of  the 
Council  bearing  upon  the  duties  of  such  officer  or  committee,  and 
upon  the  duties  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  At  any  annual  or  special  Council  the  Secretary  may 
appoint  one  or  two  persons  as  assistants,  as  he  may  desire,  and  who 
may  or  may  not.  be  members  of  the  Council.  But  whenever,  during 
a  recess  of  the  Council,  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  the  Council,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee.

with  the  several  am-'unts  paid  by  them  respectively,  and  shall  pub- 
lish quarterly  in  the  otricial  organ  of  the  Diocese,  if  there  be  one. 
an  account  of  the  indebtedness  of  each  Parish  and  Mission.  Before 
the  opening  of  each  Council  he  shall  prepare  and  hand  to  the  Secre- 
tary a  list  of  all  Parishes  and  Missi^'-ns  delinr4uent  in  ihe  full  pay- 
ment of  dues,  assessments,  or  other  charges  imp«.»sed  by  order  of 
the  Council,  and  the  liability,  if  any.  incurred  by  said  delinquent, 
and  if.  in  consequence  'A  this,  the  Parish  or  Mission  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  representation,  he  *hall  state  the  fact,  and  the  name  of 
the  said  Parish  or  Missi^tn  shall  be  omitted  by  the  Secretary  in 
calling  the  roll  for  the  presentation  of  the  certificates  of  Lay  Dele- 
gates. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  from 
any  predecessor  in  otnce.  or  from  his  estate,  any  balance  due  from 
such  predecessor.  He  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  in  relation  to  the  mode  and  place  of  depositing  the 
funds  received  by  him.  and  the  manner  of  paying  them  out;  and  his 
accounts  and  books  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Standing  C'^^jmmittee.  or  any  two  members  thereof.

Sec.   I.     The  Secretary  of  the   Standing

Committee;  preserve  them  carefully  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  alone;  preserve  the  original 
of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Committee;  attest  their 
public  acts;  perform  such  other  duties  as  they  may  require;  and' 
faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  papers, 
letters,  and  other  documents  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him.

Sec.  2.  The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  so 
assigned  shall  constitute  a  Convocation,  and  shall  act  as  an  advisory 
board  to  the  Bishop  and  Archdeacon  in  the  administration  of  the 
Missionary  work  in  such  District. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  as  Canon  thereof  one  of  the 
Clergy  in  each  of  such  Convocations.  The  Bishop,  and  in  his 
absence,  the  Archdeacon,  shall  be  ex-otTicio  President  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee  of  each  Convocation.

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Sec.  4.  Every  Parish  shall  appoint  one  delegate  to  the  Convo- 
cation, and  every  Missionary  in  charp^e  of  each  Mission,  or  the 
Canon  of  Convocation  shall  appoint  one  Lay  Delegate  from  each 
Missi<»n. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  congregations  and  the  Ministers  in  charge 
thereof,  who  are  not  now  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  or  of 
existing  Convocations,  and  who  may  not  hereafter  become  members 
.thereof,  shall  be  organized  into  a  Convocation,  or  into  Convoca- 
tions, in  which  such  Ministers  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat,  and  every 
such  i\\\\y  organized  congregati<>n  of  such  Convocation  shall  be 
entitled  to  representation  therein  by  three  Lay  Delegates,  the 
Bishop,  or  his  duly  authorized  representative  to  be  ex-officio  chair- 
man of  such  Convocation.  All  Consitutional  and  Canonical  meas- 
ures adopted  by  such  Convocation  or  Convocations,  in  order  to 
become  effective,  shall  be  presented  to  and  ratified  and  confirmed 
by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Sec.  6.  The  Convocation  provided  for  in  Section  5  of  this 
Canon  shall  convene  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be 
provided  by  resolution  of  said  Convocation  spread  upon  its  min- 
utes; provided  the  annual  session  of  said  Convocation  shall  be  held 
not  more  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  session  of  the  Diocesan 
Council. 

Sec.  7.  All  funds  that  may  be  contributed  by  the  members  of 
the  Convocation  provided  for  by  Section  5  of  this  Canon,  and  all 
funds  that  may  be  appropriated  to  said  Convocation  by  the  annual 
Council,  or  donated  to  it  from  any  source,  shall  be  expended  by 
authority  of  said  Convocation  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop 
for  the  pr(miotion  of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  said  Convocation. 

Sec.  8.  The  Convocation,  provided  for  in  Section  5,  may,  when 
six  separate  Parishes  or  Missions  shall  have  been  organized  accord- 
ing to  the  Canon,  and  admitted  to  membership  in  said  Convocation, 
adopt  for  their  government  a  Constitution  and  Canons  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  general  Constitution  and  general  Canf>ns,  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council, 
and  the  Constitution  when  so  adopted  shall  provide  that  said  Con- 
vocation shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Dio- 
cese; that  all  Canons  adopted  by  it  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop 
before  becoming  operative;  and  may  provide  for  its  independence 
of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Sec.  9.  All  Canons  hereafter  adopted  by  the  Council  having 
special  and  exclusive  reference  to  the  Convocation  provided  for 
in  Section  5.  before  becoming  operative  shall  be  approved  by  the 
said  Convocation  and  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  10.  After  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Convo- 
cation provided  for  in  Section  5  of  this  Canon,  no  alteration  thereof 
shall  be  made  except  in  the  manner  provided  by  Article  XI  of  the 
Constitution   «»l"  this   Diocese.     And   all   propositi(»ns  to  amend  the 
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Constitution  of  said  Convocation  before  becoming  operative  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  by  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  Clerical 
members  of  the  Council  and  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  Lay  members 
uf  the  Council  voting  by  orders. 

Sec.  II.  The  Convocations  provided  for  by  Section  5  of  this 
Canon,  and  the  Parishes  or  Missions  composing  the  same,  shall  at 
all  times  conform  to  the  general  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  methods  of  discipline  as 
are  now  provided  by  Canon.  The  committees  and  subordinate  offi- 
cers of  said  Convocations  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  12.  The  annual  sessions  of  the  Convocations  provided  for 
in  Section  5  of  this  Canon,  may,  by  resolution  duly  certified  by  its 
presiding  ofHcer  and  Secretary,  express  its  choice  for  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  and  for  delegates  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, and  in  the  event  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  a  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor, a  Chancellor,  or  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  may  express  its 
choice  for  the  officer  so  to  be  elected,  stating  separately  the  number 
of  votes  cast  by  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity  in  Convocation  for  each 
person;    and  the  v(;te  so  certified  to  the  Council  shall  be  estimated

Said  Board  shall  have  the  management  of  Missionary'  operations 
and  the  distribution  of  all  funds  raised  in  the  Diocese  and  contrib- 
uted by  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  the  sup- 
port of  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  be  President  of  the  Board,  and  shall 
have  the  sole  power  of  appointing  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  from  its 
members  a  Chairman  pro  tem.  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop;  to 
appoint  its  own  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  to  fill  vacancies  during 
the  recess  of  the  Council;  to  make  by-laws  and  rules,  and,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  to  do  all  such  other  acts  as  may  be 
needful  to  carry  out  the  office  and  trust  conferred  upon  it. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  distribute  the  moneys  in  its  hands  in 
equitable  proportions  among  such  of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Dio- 
cese as,  in  its  judgment,  stand  in  need  of  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  make  an  annual 
report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  Council,  containing  the  names  of 
the  Missions  and  Missionaries  within  the  Diocese,  a  statement  of 
its  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  of  the  Churches  contributing, 
the  sums  contributed,  and  of  .such  rules  as  the  Board  may  have 
adopted,  together  with  whatever  else  may  be  deemed  advisable  to 
bring  before  the  Council. 
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Sec.  6.  The  members  r>f  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  are,  by 
their  baptism,  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Dio- 
cesan Council  is  the  proper  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  7.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  sit  as  a  Board  of  Missions 
at  such  times  as  the  Council  shall  itself  determine  by  its  rules  of 
order,  or  by  special  vote  at  any  time. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Council  is  not  in  session,  the  Missionary 
interests  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  cared  for  by  a  Missionary  Board, 
consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  President  ex-officio.  the 
Archdeacons  and  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  elected 
annually  by  the  Council,  sitting  as  a  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  <.>f  Managers  shall  be  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Treasurer,  and  its  meetings  shall  be  held  not  less  than 
four  times  during  the  year.  The  Archdeacon,  senior  by  appoint- 
ment, shall  be  Secretary  r>f  the  Board. 

Sec.  10.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund  shall 
receive,  hold  and  pay  out  funds  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Mission- 
ary Board.  His  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  the  Council  as  a  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  fund. 

Sec.  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Missionary  B<^»ard  to  make 
a  report  to  the  Board  of  Missions  at  the  close  of  the  year's  work, 
reviewing  the  proceedings  of  the  Missionary  Bf>ard  itself  and  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  12.  The  Bishop  may  at  his  discretion  appoint  one  or  more 
Presbyters  as  .Archdeacons  to  assist  him  in  carrying  out  the  Mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Diocese  and  in  the  care  of  the  scattered  and 
pastorless  people  who  are  out  of  reach  of  our  ordinary  ministra- 
tions, and  also  to  supply  services  in  vacant  Parishes  and  Missions. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  Archdeacons  thus  appointed  shall  have 
no  work  assigned  them,  as  Archdeacons,  in  any  Parish  having  a 
Priest  in  charge.  Such  Archdeacons  will  be  expected  to  report 
annually  to  the  Board  of  Missions  concerning  their  work  in  the 
Diocese,  with  special  reference  to  the  care  of  the  neglected  and  the 
subject  of  openings  for  new  work.  Their  stipends  shall  be  paid  as 
directed  by  the  Missionary  Board.

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Treasurer  and  Conimitlee  of  riie  Mission,  and  such  appointments 
are  to  be  renewed  by  the  Bishop  every  Monday  of  Easter  week,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient. 

Sec.  3.  The  title  to  any  property  acquired  by  the  Mission  for 
Church  purposes  shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop,  who  shall  hold  the 
property  in  trust  for  Parochial  or  Mission  purposes,  and  assurance 
of  this  must  be  given  in  the  application  for  organization. 

Sec.  4.  An  organized  Mission  shall  come  into  union  with  the 
Council  upon  written  application,  which  application  must  have  the 
endorsement  of  the  Bishop  that  it  has  been  duly  organized. 

Sec.  5.  The  Minister  in  charge  of  each  Mission  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop.

sire to  organize  a  Parish  at  any  place  within 
the  Diocese,  they  shall  make  written  application  to  the  Standing 
Committee  for  permission  to  organize.  Such  application  shall  be 
signed  by  the  communicants,  and  shall  state  all  facts  pertaining  to 
the  proposed  organization,  and  shall  especially  show  that  the  per- 
sons making  the  same  are  attached  to  the  doctrine,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Church,  and  that  they  will  become  members  of  the 
said  Parish.  They  shall  also  state  in  their  application  whether  or 
not  they  propose  to  erect  or  have  their  place  of  worship  at  any 
point  within  one-half  mile,  in  a  direct  line,  from  the  place  of  wor- 
ship of  any  other  Parish,  or  of  any  Mission,  or  from  land  acquired 
by  such  Parish  or  Mission  for  the  erection  of  a  place  of  worship. 
They  shall  also  state  that  the  Parish  so  organized  will  at  once  be 
able  to  make  ample  financial  provision  for  the  support  of  a  Minister, 
and  to  meet  all  reasonable  assessments  made  upon  it  by  the  Council. 
Sec.  2.  Such  application  having  been  consented  t(^  by  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  Bishop  shall  consider  the  same,  and  if,  in 
his  judgment,  the  interests  of  the  Church  will  be  promoted  thereby, 
he  shall  have  power  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners.  But  he 
shall  not  deny  such  prayer  on  the  grc^und  that  petitit)ners  propose 
to  erect  or  to  have  their  place  of  worship  within  said  distance  of 
land  acquired  by  another  Parish  for  the  erection  of  a  place  of 
worship,  but  upon  which  none  shall  then  have  been  built, 
unless  the  Parish  or  Mission  holding  the  said  land  shall,  when 
required,  satisfy  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  that  it  will 
immediately  proceed  in  good  faith  to  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
building,  and  that  they  will  complete  the  same  within  the  period  of 
one  year.  These  sections,  so  far  as  they  refer  to  the  location  of 
Church  buildings,  shall  apply  to  Parishes  and  Missions  already  in 
union  with  the  Council  which  shall  desire  to  erect  or  change  the 
location  of  their  Church  buildings. 
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Sec.  3.  If  said  application  be  granted,  the  persons  who  sig^ned 
the  same,  or  a  majority  of  them,  together  with  such  other  persons 
as  may  unite  with  them,  shall  give  notice  of  their  intention  to 
organize  a  Parish,  specifying  the  time  and  place  of  such  organiza- 
tion, and  such  notice  shall  be  given  on  two  occasions  of  public 
w<^»rship.  at  least  one  week  apart,  and  within  one  month  of  said 
time.  .-\t  such  time  and  place  the  persons  signing  the  said  applica* 
tion.  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  proceed  to  organization  by  the 
election  of  a  President  and  Secretary  of  the  meeting.  They  shall

^"^*^s-  annual  meeting,  at  such  hour  as  the  Rector 

and  Vestrymen  may  determine  and  express 
in  the  notice  of  said  meeting,  to  elect  a  Vestry,  and  to  transact  such 
other  business  as  may  be  brought  before  them.  At  such  meeting 
the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  if  he  be  present,  shall  preside, 
and  the  polls  $hall  be  kept  open  for  such  length  of  time  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  notice.  The  right  of  challenge  shall  be  admitted, 
and  when  a  challenge  is  made  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish  meeting 
shall  keep  a  record  of  such  challenge  and  the  cause,  and  referenc-e 
shall  be  made  to  the  Bi«jhop,  whose  decision  in  the  matter  shall  be 
final.  The  Vestry  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  eleven  male  members,  the  number  to  be  determined  by  the 
Parish  meeting  for  each  year;  provided,  however,  that  notice  of 
any  proposed  change  of  an  existing  number  shall  be  duly  given  at 
least  thirty  days  previously  by  the  person  officiating  at  a  regular 
Sunday  service.  They  shall  be  baptized  adults,  and  they  shall  not 
be  under  suspension  as  communicants,  but  no  suspended  communi- 
cant who  shall  have  appealed  to  the  Bishop  to  remove  such  suspen- 
sion shall  be  disqualified,  either  as  a  Vestryman  or  as  an  elector, 
until  the  Bishop  has  passed  upon  such  appeal,  and  sustained  the 
suspension. 

Sec.  2.  The  electors  shall  be  communicants,  of  full  age — that 
is.  not  less  than  twenty-one  for  males  and  eighteen  for  females — 
and  who  have  been  enrolled  as  communicants  in  the  Parish  for  not 
less  than  six  months  prior  to  the  day  of  election,  and  who  are  not 
under  suspension;  and  such  other  baptized  persons,  of  like  age.  as 
may  have  regularly  contributed  to  the  support  of  the  Parish,  and 
regularly  attended  the  services  of  the  Church,  for  the  full  six 
months  preceding  the  day  of  election;  the  evidence  r)f  such  contri- 
bution shall  be  the  testimony  of  the  Wardens  or  the  Treasurer  (»t 
the  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector,  or  Minister  in 
charge,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish 
meeting,  to  call  the  Vestry  together  7s  soon  thereafter  as  possible, 
to  organize,  at  which  meeting,  as  at  all  other  meetings  of  the  Ves- 
try, the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  shall  preside,  when  present. 

Sec.  4.  From  their  number  the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge, 
shall  appoint  a  Senior  Warden,  and  the  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Junior 
Warden,  both  of  whom  shall  be  communicants,  one  of  whom  shall 
preside  in  the  absence  of  the  -Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  the 
Senior  Warden  taking  precedence.  They  shall  also  elect  a  Secre- 
tary and  a  Treasurer.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  prevent  the 
use  of  the  Church  edifice  for  unhallowed  purposes;    to  cause  it  to 
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be  kept  in  good  order  and  repair,  and  to  be  duly  warmed  and 
lighted  at  seasonable  hours;  to  provide  a  sufficient  supply  of  books 
and  Ecclesiastical  vestments  for  use  in  the  public  ministrations  by 
the  Minister;  to  provide  proper  elements  for  the  celebratioh  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  and  to  preserve  order  during  the  services. 

Sec.  5.  The  Vestry  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected.  Vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  may  be 
filled  by  the  remaining  members.  But  persons  so  elected  shall 
possess  all  the  qualifications  for  the  office. 

Sec.  6.  The  duties  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  of  the  Parish;  to  attend  to  and  regulate  with  business-like 
exactness  and  promptitude  all  its  temporal  concerns;  to  provide 
for  the  support  and  prompt  payment  of  its  Rector;  and  in  case  of 
his  death  or  resignation,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  ecclesi- 
astical authority,  to  supply  his  place  as  soon  as  possible;  and  in 
general  to  act  as  helpers  \o  the  Minister  in  whatever  is  appropriate 
for  Laymen  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  and  the  building  and 
strengthening  of  the  Parish.  But  be  it  understood  always  that  the 
services,  worship  and  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Parish  are  under  the 
exclusive  control  and  direction  of  the  Minister,  in  subordination  to 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  who  may  be  honored  by  their 
fellow-parishioners  with  the  office  of  Vestryman,  and  who  thus 
become  representatives  of  the  Parish,  to  endeavor  faithfully  to  be 
worthy  exemplars  in  all  Parish  work  and  duty,  and  in  attendance 
upon  the  services  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  7.  The  Vestries  of  the  several  Parishes  and  the  Commit- 
tees of  the  several  Missions  of  this  Diocese  shall  have  charge  of 
the  temporal  affairs  of  their  respective  Churches:  of  the  collection 
and  disbursement  of  funds;  of  the  selection  and  compensation  of 
employes;  and  of  the  preservation  and  protection  of  Church  prop- 
erty. They  shall  make  to  the  annual  meeting  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  such  recommendations 
as  they  may  deem  proper.  Such  disposition  of  statements  and 
recommendations  shall  be  made  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  Each  Vestry  shall  determine  the  days  on  which  it  shall 
h(»ld  its  regular  meetings,  and  may  be  assembled  in  special  meeting 
on  call  of  the  Minister  or  on  the  written  call  of  three  members 
thereof.  If  any  member  of  the  Vestry  shall  absent  himself  from 
three  consecutive  regular  meetings  of  the  Vestry,  of  which  due 
notice  has  been  given,  and  without  satisfactory  reasons  given  to  the 
Minister,  he  shall  be  considered  as  having  abandoned  his  office,  and 
the  remaining  members  shall  at  once  elect  some  one  to  fill  the 
vacant  office.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  given 
by  the  Secretary,  in  writing,  or  publicly  by  the  pers«Mi  officiating  at 
some  service  preceding  the  meeting. 
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Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  outgoing  Vestry,  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  Parish,  to  make  a  full  written  report  of  the 
temporal  condition  of  the  Parish  in  every  particular.  The  outgoing 
Vestry  shall  also  make  such  suggestions,  through  its  Wardens,  as 
it  may  deem  wise  and  helpful  to  the  Parish,  and  as  may  conduce  to 
the  increase  of  zeal  and  devotion  of  the  people. 

Sec.  10.  Special  Parish  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Rector, 
or  other  person  in  charge,  on  his  own  motion,  or  shall  be  called  on 
the  written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Vestry,  or  on  the 
written  request  of  ten  members  of  the  Parish,  of  full  age,' not  being 
Vestrymen.  Due  notice  of  such  special  meetings  shall  be  given  at 
all  the  principal  services  on  the  two  Sundays  preceding  the  time 
designated  in  the  notice  for  such  meetings.  All  voters  at  such 
meetings  shall  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  Section  2  of 
this  Canon. 

Sec.  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  every  Vestry 
to  keep  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  with 
his  minute  book,  and  to  make  himself  sufficiently  familiar  with  the 
laws  of  the  Church  bearing  upon  Vestry  and  Parochial  matters  so 
as  to  instruct  the  Vestry  or  Parish  meeting  thereupon  whenever 
necessity  shall  require. 

Sec.  12.  The  Vestries  and  Committees  shall  make  annually  to 
the  Council,  by  their  delegates,  a  full  statement  of  their  financial 
condition  and  the  condition  and  value  of  their  property. 

CANON  XIII. 

Sec.    I.     Every    Parish    and    Mission    in 
Of  Parish  ^^^^^  Diocese  shall  procure  and  keep  a  Parish 

Registers  and  Register,  after  such  form  as  may  be  required 

Parish  Reports.  by   Canon,   or  by  the   Bishop.     It   is  hereby 

made  the  duty  of  every  Minister  in  charge 
of  a  Parish  or  Mission,  or,  in  the  absence  of  a  Minister,  of  the 
Warden,  or  someone  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose,  to 
faithfully  and  promptly  record  in  such  Register  all  the  particulars 
required  to  be  so  recorded.  Such  Register  shall  contain  the  names 
of  all  persons  baptized,  confirmed,  married  or  buried  in  the  Parish 
or  Mission.  It  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  communicants,  of  all 
families,  and  of  individuals  not  thus  included,  belonging  thereto.  f>r 
regularly  attending  the  services. 

Sec.  2.  The  Parish  Register  shall  specify  the  name,  time  and 
place  of  birth  of  each  person  baptized,  with  the  names  of  parents, 
sponsors,  or  witnesses;  the  names  and  conditir)ns  of  persons  mar- 
ried, and  the  place  where  the  marriage  was  sr)lemnized;  the  names 
and  ages  of  persons  buried;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was 
performed,  and  the  signature  or  name  of  the  Minister  performing 
the  rite.  It  shall  also  contain  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  persons 
confirmed  in  the  Parish  or  Mission,  giving  their  ages,  and  a  care- 
fully kept  list  of  all  the  communicants  of  the  Parish,  with  incidents

of  additions,  removals,  deaths,  discipline,  and  change  of  name  by 
marriage.  It  shall  also  contain  a  list  of  the  families  and  individu- 
als not  in  families  in  the  Parish,  so  far  as  practicable. 

Sec.  3.  In  making  a  Parochial  report  for  the  Bishop  annually, 
the  records  made  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  section,  together 
with  all  other  information  required  by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  given 
according  to  the  forms  provided  in  the  Canon  on  forms.  The  finan- 
cial reports  of  the  Parish  or  Mission  shall  be  made  by  the  Wardens 
thereof. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  a  Clergyman  shall  perform  any  service  in  a 
Parish  or  Mission  which  he  has  not  in  charge,  the  records  required 
by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  and  of  this  Diocese  shall 
be  made  in  the  Registry  of  that  Parish  or  Mission,  but  if  the  acts 
performed  shall  be  beyond  the  limits  of  any  Parish  or  Mission 
where  there  is  a  Register,  then  they  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Reg- 
ister of  the  Parish  or  Mission  of  which  he  has  charge,  and  the 
record  shall  state  where  the  acts  were  performed.  But  if  the  acts 
shall  be  performed  by  any  Minister  who  has  no  regular  Cure,  and 
beyond  the  limits  of  any  Parish  or  Mission,  then  he  shall  report  all 
ministerial  acts  so  performed,  in  writing,  to  the  Bishop,  which  re- 
port shall  be  a  complete  statement  of  the  acts  as  if  recorded  in  a 
Parish  Register. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  to 
issue  to  the  parties  concerned  baptismal  and  marriage  certificates. 

Sec.  6.  All  Parish,  Mission  and  other  reports  required  to  be 
made  to  the  Bishop  or  the  Council-  shall  embrace  the  time  from 
May  I  to  May  i;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  send  out 
the  canonical  blanks  for  such  reports  not  less  than  ten  days  prior 
to  May  i;  and  the  said  reports  shall  be  made  out  and  sent  in  not 
later  than  three  days  after  the  said  date. 

CANON  XIV. 

Sec.  I.  Whenever  a  Parish  becomes 
Of  Vacant  vacant  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to 

Parishes.  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop, 

or.  in  the  absence  of  a  Bishop,  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  No  Clergyman  shall  take  charge  of  any  Parish  or 
Mission  in  this  Diocese,  or  become  a  Minister  or  Assistant  Minister 
in  any  Parish  or  Mission,  without  first  having  obtained  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  Parish  shall  have  elected  a  Rector,  they 
shall  notify  the  Bishop  of  such  election,  stating  the  terms  of  such 
election,  and  if  the  Bishop  should  approve  such  election,  he  shall 
notify  such  Parish,  and  upon  receipt  of  the  Bishop's  approval  of 
such  election,  the  Vestry  may  notify  the  Rector  (^f  his  election.  If 
he  should  accept  such  election  the  Vestry  shall  so  notify  the  Bishop, 
whry  chall  make  proper  record.

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Sec.  4.  In  the  event  any  Parish  should  desire  to  call  a  Rector, 
the  Vestry,  before  taking  any  definite  action  in  that  behalf,  shall

gates, or  fail  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  fail  to 
make  such  reports  as  are  required  by  Canon,  the  Bishop,  unless  the 
reasons  of  failure  are  satisfactory  to  him.  shall  report  the  fact  of 
such  failure  to  the  Council.  If  the  Parish  shall  not.  before  the  next 
annual  Council,  be  revived,  it  shall  be  suspended,  and  shall  not  be 
restored  until  it  shall  comply  with  such  conditicm  as  the  Council 
may  prescribe.

Sec.  2.  \x  each  stated  meeting  rif  the  Council  a  committee 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  up«»n  the  Parishes 
and  Missi<Mis  of  this  Diocese,  .severally,  an  aniouni  tn  be  paid  by 
them  for  the  supi)ort  of  the  Episcopate,  and  to  meet  the  contingent 
expenses  of  the  Council  and  the  Diocese. 
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Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  to  notify  the  Warden  or  Parish  Treasurer  of  every  Parish 
and  Mission  ten  days  before  the  middle  of  each  quarter  that  a 
fourth  of  such  annual  assessment  will  be  due  on  such  a  date,  and 
to  request  the  prompt  payment  of  the  same.  If  such  quarterly 
payment  be  not  received  within  five  days  after  it  shall  be  due,  then 
the  Treasurer,  over  his  own  signature,  shall  urgently  request  from 
the.authorities  of  the  delinquent  Parish  or  Mission  the  prompt  pay- 
ment of  their  dues,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  or  per- 
son in  charge  of  such  Parish  or  Mission  to  read  the  second  notice 
to  the  people  upon  the  first  occasion  that  they  shall  assemble  for 
public  worship  after  the  notice  shall  have  been  received. 

Sec.  4.  The  mode  and  basis  of  any  or  all  assessments  made  by 
the  Council  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  shall  be  determined 
each  year  by  the  Committee,  and  reported  to  the  Council  with  the 
assessment.  But  any  Council  may  instruct  the  Committees  as  to 
what  shall  be  the  mode  and  basis  of  the  assessment  for  that  year.

First — For  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of 
the  South,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  ^dvent. 

Second — For  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund,  on  National 
Thanksgiving  Day.  and  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday. 

Third — For  the  Permanent  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  an 
annual  offering  on  Septuagesima  Sunday,  and  on  the  visitation  of 
the  Bishop,  unless  on  Easter  Day. 

Fourth — For  ihc  American  Church  Building  Commission,  on 
such  Sunday  as  the  Rector*  or  Minister,  may  designate  by  an- 
nouncement at  each  regular  service  one  week  in  advance. 

Sec.  2.  Offerings  shall  be  made  quarterly  on  the  Sunday  next 
following  the  Easter  Days  by  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  this 
Diocese  for  Missionary  assessments;  provided,  however,  that  such 
Parishes  and  Missions  as  shall  annually  pledge  a  specific  amount 
for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  left  to  their  own  methods  of  collect- 
ing such  amounts  from  the  people,  but  they  shall  remit  to  the 
proper  Treasurer  quarterly  payments  to  redeem  their  pledges. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council  to  give  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  to  the  persons  in  charge 
of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  this  Dfocese  of  all  offerings  or 
payments  called  for  under  this  Canon,  which  notice  shall  state  the 
name  and  address  of  the  Treasurer  to  whom  such  offerings  are  to 
be  sent.

Sec.  I.  Every  annual  Council  shall  elect 
Of  Trustees.  Trustees  for  all  funds  that    may    have  been 

or  may  hereafter  be  created. 

Sec.  2.  A  Trustee  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council, 
who  shall  be  known  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate 
Fund,  and  who  shall  be  charged  specially  with  responsibility  for  the 
investment  and  accumulation  of  said  fund. 

Sec.  3.  As  often  as  the  amounts  received  by  said  Trustee  shall 
aggregate  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  he  shall  invest  the  same  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee.

If  any  Parish  or  Mission,  or  the 
members  thereof,  should  take  part  with  any  contumacious  Clergy- 
man, it  shall  forfeit  its  rights  in  the  Council.  All  parochial  prop- 
erty is  held  by  a  tenure  subject  to  this  rule. 

CANON  XXIII. 

Sec.  I.  If  any  Parish  in  this  Diocese 
Qf  should  desire  to  effect  a  corporate  existence 

Incorporation.  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  a 

resolution  to  that  effect  may  be  adopted  at 
the  Easter  meeting,  a  majority  of  the  communicants  of  lawful  age 
of  such  Parish  being  present  and  voting,  whereupon  such  resolution 
shall  be  certified  t(j  the  Bishop,  and  if  he  approve  the  same,  such 
Parish  may  file  with  the  proper  civil  authorities  its  Articles  of 
Association,  as  set  forth  in  Form  C,  Canon  XXV'III,  and  procure 
the  Certificate  of  Incorporation  provided  by  law. 
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Sec.  2.  Any  Parisli  which  may  be  incorporated  under  Section 
I  of  this  Canon  may  receive,  hold,  own,  control,  and  dispose  of.  in 
its  proper  corporate  name,  real  and  personal  prperty,  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Parish:  but 
the  House  of  Worship  of  such  Parish,  and  the  Rectory  belonging 
thereto,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  like  manner 
and  under  the  same  restrictions  as  may  obtain  in  the  case  r)f  Mis- 
sions and  Parishes  not  so  incorporated. 

Sec.  3.  Nothing  in  this  Canon  provided  shall  be  sf>  construed 
as  to  increase  or  diminish  the  duties  devolving  upon  any  Parish  in 
union  with  the  Diocese,  nor  to  modify  its  relations  as  existing  prior 
to  such  incorporation. 

CANON  XXIV. 

Whenever  the  word  "Communicant"  is 
Q-  ..  used  in  these  Canons,  or  in  the  Constitution. 

Definition  of  a  ^^  shall  be  held  and  taken  to  mean  a  regular 

Communicant.  Communicant,   which  s^hall   be  evidenced  by 

the  person's  being  confirmed,  and  communi- 
cating at  least  once  each  year  in  the  Parish  or  Mission  to  which  he 
or  she  may  belong.  And  when  the  fact  of  being  a  Communicant 
is  brought  in  question,  a  certificate  of  the  fact  from  the  Minister 
of  his  or  her  Parish  or  Mission,  or  in  his  absence,  from  the  Senior 
Warden,  or  the  person  acting  as  such,  shall  be  taken  as  sufficient 
proof  thereof;  provided,  that  this  Canon  shall  not  be  held  to  apply 
to  any  who  shall  have  been  prevented  by  just  cause  from  receiving 
the  Holy  Communion  as  prescribed,  his  or  her  Minister  to  be  the 
judge  of  such  cause. 

CANON  XXV. 

Sec.  I.  Whenever  any  Clergyman  of 
Of  the  Present-  ^^*^   Diocese,   not  being  a  Bishop,  shall  be- 

ment  and  Trial  of  come  liable  to  trial  under  the  provisions  of 

a  Clergyman,  not  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  or  of 

Being  a  Bishop.  ^^^  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the   Diocese, 

the  trial  shall  be  on  presentment  to  the  eccle- 
siastical authority  in  writing,  specifying  the  offense  or  offenses  with 
which  the  accused  is  charged,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time, 
place  and  circumstances;  provided,  however,  that  no  presentment 
or  trial  may  be  had  for  the  offense  or  offenses,  unless  committed 
within  three  years  next  before  the  day  on  which  charges  may  be 
made  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2..  The  presentment  may  be  made: 

First — By  at  least  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of 
the  Parish,  or  of  the  Church  Committee  of  the  Mission,  of  which 
the  accused  is,  or  at  any  time  within  one  year  next  before  the  pre- 
sentment, has  been  a  Minister  or  Missionary;    or. 

Second — By  any  three  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Council. 
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Third — Whenever,  from  his  own  knowledge,  or  otherwise  than 
as  set  out  above,  the  Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any 
Clergyman  has  committed  any  such  offense  against  the  godly  dis- 
cipline or  usages  of  the  Church  as  requires  investigation,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  lay  the  case  and  all  information  thereon 
in  his  possession  before  the  Standing  Committee,  as  a  Council  of 
Advice,  and  if  the  Standing  Committee  shall  concur,  the  Bishop 
shall  appoint  three  communic'ants,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be 
Presbyters,  to  examine  into  the  matter;  and  if.  in  the  opinion  of 
the  majority  of  the  examiners,  there  shall  appear  sufficient  cause 
for  a  presentment,  the  examiners  shall  present  the  Clergyman  ac- 
cordingly. 

Sec.  3.  Any  Clergyman  canonically  resident  in  .this  Diocese 
who  shall  believe  that  he  is  under  imputation  of  conduct  which,  if 
proven,  wc>uld  subject  him  to  ecclesiastical  discipline,  may,  as  of 
right,  demand  of  the  Bishop  an  investigation  thereof;  whereupon 
it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  Bishop  to  appoint  three  examiners,  at 
least  two  of  whom  shall  be  Presbyters,  who  shall  examine  into  the 
matter  and  report  their  proceedings  and  findings  in  writing  to  the 
Bishop;  and  upon  such  report  the  Bishop  shall  either  give  a  cer- 
tificate exonerating  the  demandant,  or  direct  presentment  against 
him  by  the  examiners. 

Sec.  4.  Every  presentment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Bishop, 
who,  if  the  matters  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute 
an  offense,  or  if  the  specifications  do  not  appear  to  him  to  sustain 
the  charge,  or  if  a  trial  thereon  appears  to  him  to  be  unnecessary, 
or  fruitless,  may  dismiss  the  same;  or  the  Bishop  may  sustain  it 
in  part,  disallow  it  in  part,  or  cause  it  to  be  modified,  remodeled  or 
amended,  to  the  end  that  it  shall,  in  clear  and  concise  language,  set 
out  such  facts,  by  way  of  charges  and  specifications,  as,  if  found 
true,  will  constitute  substantial  offense  or  offenses. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  presentment  is  approved  by  the  Bishop,  he 
shall  cause  one  copy  thereof  to  be  delivered  to  the  accused  and  one 
to  the  presenters,  or  sf)mc  one  of  them,  and  shall  at  the  same  time 
transmit  to  the  accused  and  the  presenters  a  precept.  re(|uiring  them 
to  appear  before  him  at  a  day,  hour  and  place  named,  prepared 
for  trial.  The  lime  for  appearance  shall  be  not  less  than  fifteen 
days  from  the  dale  of  service,  if  the  same  can  be  served  on  the 
accused  within  twenty-four  hours'  travel  from  the  place  for  appear- 
ance to  the  place  of  service  thereof,  by  usual  routes  and  convey- 
ance, and  an  additional  day  for  every  twenty-four  hours  or  fraction 
over  twelve  hours  beyond  that;  provided,  the  lime  may  be  short- 
ened by  agreement  between  the  parlies  or  their  representatives. 

Sec.  ().  Service  of  presentment  and  precept  shall  be  made  by 
personally  delivering  the  same  to  the  accused  and  one  of  the  pre- 
senters, or  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  place  of  residence  of  the 
above  named,  or  by  mailing  the  same  t<>  the  parties  by  registered 
letter,  addressed  to  their  place  of  residence.     Service  may  be  made 
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by  any  communicant  of  the  Church,  and  proof  of  service  shall  be 
by  the  party  serving  it,  giving  a  written  statement  of  the  facts. 

Sec.  7.  If  on  the  day  named  in  the  precept,  and  within  three 
hours  of  the  time  named,  or  if,  at  iany  subsequent  stage  of  the 
proceedings  before  the  selection  of  the  triers,  the  accused  fails  to 
appear,  or  to  show  cause  for  his  failure  satisfactory  to  the  Bishop, 
the  presentment  may  be  taken  as  confessed,  and  sentence  may  be 
passed  by  the  Bishop  accordingly,  with  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee.  If  none  of 
the  presenters  appear,  or  show  cause  for  such  failure  satisfactory 
to  the  Bishop,  the  latter  may  either  dismiss  the  presentment,  or 
appoint  representatives  for  the  presenters,  as  in  his  discretion  ap- 
pears best;  provided,  the  Bishop  may,  for  cause  satisfactory  to 
himself,  renew  the  precept  or  extend  the  time  for  appearance  to 
such  date  as  he  deems  best,  of  which  change  all  parties  shall  be 
promptly  notified. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  appearance  of  the  parties,  or  at  any  time 
before  the  commencement  of  the  taking  of  testimony,  the  accused 
may,  if  he  so  desire,  confess  in  writing  the  truth  of  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  presentment,  whereupon  the  Bishop  may  set  the 
matter  down  for  hearing  as  to  such  parts  as  are  not  confessed;  or 
may  set  the  whole  presentment  for  hearing;  or,  with  the  consent 
and  approval  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
may  pass  judgment  upon  the  part  confessed  and  dismiss  the  re- 
mainder, as  in  his  discretion  shall  appear  just. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  accused  demand  a  trial,  or  refuse  to  confess  the 
truth  of  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  the  presentment,  or  stand  mute, 
and  the  Bishop  considers  a  trial  advisable,  he  shall  require  the 
accused  to  proceed  to  trial  thereon;  whereupon,  the  accused  may 
present  any  objections  he  may  have  to  the  form  of  presentment, 
and  the  same  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop,  who  may  permit 
any  amendments  or  quash  and  dismiss  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
presentment,  to  the  end  that  the  same  shall  fully  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  presentments  as  set  out  in  Section  4  of  this  Canon. 
The  decision  of  the  Bishop  on  the  sufficiency  of  the  presentment 
shall  be  final,  subject  to  his  own  right  of  review  on  a  motion  for 
rehearing  at  the  conclusion  of  the  trial;  nor  shall  the  Triers  have 
power  to  hear,  pass  upon,  or  determine  any  questions  as  to  the 
sufficiency  of  the  presentment,  nor  permit  any  change  therein,  or 
amendment  thereof,  except  for  the  correction  of  clerical  errors  or 
dates  and  names,  or  matters  n<U  affecting  the  merits  of  the  case  or 
substance  of  the  charge. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  the  presentment  being  duly  settled,  as  above, 
the  Bishop,  with  the  concurrence  c»f  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
list  the  names  of  nine  qualified  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  Coun- 
cil, from  whom  three  Triers  shall  be  selected. 

No  Presbyter  who  is  of  kin  to  cither  the  accused  or  any  of  the 
presenters,  within  the  fourth  degree  ai  consanguinity  or  affinity,  or 
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who  is  to  be  a  witness  in  the  cause,  or  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  or  who  has  formed  or  expressed  an  opinion 
concerning  the  matter,  or  as  to  any  material  fact  in  controversy, 
or  as  to  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused,  which  opinion  may 
influence  the  judgment  of  such  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  competent 
Trier  in  the  cause,  or  listed  as  such;  provided,  that  the  opinion 
formed  or  expressed  must  be  one  based  on  more  than  mere  rumor 
or  newspaper  report;  and.  provided  further,  that  if  nine  Presbyters, 
qualified  as  prescribed  by  this  section.  canniH  be  found  among  th  * 
Presbyters  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  the  deficiency  maj 
be  supplied  from  the  Presbyters  resident  in  one  or  more  adjoining 
Dioceses. 

Sec.  II.  After  nine  qualified  Presbyters  shall  have  been  thus 
selected,  the  Bishop  shall  immediately  summon  the  parties  to  meet 
at  a  certain  time  and  place,  and  present  to  thera  the  list  of  names 
selected  as  above.  The  accused  may  challenge  peremptorily  three 
of  them,  and  the  presenters  may  together  challenge  peremptorily 
three  others;  the  presenters  announcing  their  challenge  first.  The 
three  remaining  shall  constitute  the  Triers  of  the  cause,  and  the 
Bishop,  giving  at  least  ten  days*  notice,  shall  summon  them  and 
the  parties  to  the  cause  to  meet,  at  a  designated  time  and  place,  in 
his  presence.  If  any  challenges  are  waived  or  duplicated,  the  first 
three  remaining  on  the  list  shall  be  the  Triers. 

Sec.  12.  Having  thus  assembled,  the  three  Triers  shall  sign  an 
affirmation  that  they  will  well  and  truly  try  the  cause  on  the  pre- 
sentment made,  and  a  true  verdict  rendered  according  to  the  rules 
and  usages  of  the  Church. 

The  Triers  shall  appoint  some  discreet  person.  Lay  or  Clerical, 
a  communicant  of  the  Church,  possessed  of  the  qualifications  of  a 
Trier,  except  that  he  need  not  be  a  Clergyman  or  member  of  the 
Committee,  as  Commissioner  to  hear,  take  down,  or  cause  to  be 
taken  down,  all  competent  and  relevant  testimony  the  accused  and 
the  presenters  may  offer,  under  the  presentment.  No  Trier,  after 
being  duly  selected,  shall  be  present  at  the  taking  of  any  part  of 
the  testimony;  nor,  pending  the  taking  of  the  testimony,  discuss 
the  merits  of  the  cause  or  of  any  fact  material  thereto,  or  permit 
the  same  to  be  presented  to  or  discussed  with  him.  or  in  his  pres- 
ence. The  Triers  shall  also  prescribe  the  order  and  lime  within 
and  place  or  places  at  which  the  testimony  shall  be  taken  by  the 
Commissary.  They  shall  then  adjourn  to  meet  at  such  lime  and 
place  as  shall  be  afterward  designated  by  the  Commissary. 

Sec.  13.  The  Commissary,  giving  each  party  at  least  ten  days* 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  commencement,  shall  attend  at  the 
place  or  places  and  times  thus  designated,  and  reduce  or  cause  to 
be  reduced  to  writing  all  competent  testimony  either  party  to  the 
controvors}'  may  produce  relevant  to  the  issues,  and  also  note  and 
report  any  objections  to  the  admission  or  exclusion  of  any  testi- 
mony offered. 
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Upon  completion  thereof  he  shall  deliver  or  send  to  the  Senior 
Trier  said  written  record  and  report,  who  shall  then,  giving  ten 
days'  notice,  call  together  the  other  Triers,  and  notify  the  parties 
to  the  cause  of  such  meeting.  The  Commissary  shall  also  act  as 
Clerk  to  the  Triers  if  they  so  desire. 

Sec.  14.  Upon  the  assembling  of  the  Triers,  all  the  testimony 
taken  shall  be  read  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  all.  and  they  shall 
hear  and  pass  upon  such  objections  as  may  have  been  made  before 
the  Commissary  or  as  may  be  m^de  before  them,  to  the  competency 
and  relevancy  of  testimony,  or  to  the  action  of  the  Commissary  in 
admitting  or  excluding  testimony,  and  shall  also  permit  argument 
on  behalf  of  the  parties  to  the  cause.  If  the  Triers  are  of  opinion 
that  the  Commissary  has  erred  in  excluding  testimony  offered,  they 
may  order  him  to  take  and  report  the  same.  In  determining  the 
competency,  relevancy  and  materiality  of  testimony,  the  Commis- 
sary and  the  Triers  shall  follow  as  nearly  as  possible  the  rules 
adopted  in  the  Civil  Courts  of  this  State. 

Sec.  15.  The  accused  and  presenters  may  be  represented  by 
counsel  before  the  Bishop,  the  Triers  and  Commissary  at  all  steps 
of  the  proceedings  after  the  approval  of  the  presentment  by  the 
Bishop;  but  no  counsel  not  a  communicant  of  the  Church  shall  be 
heard,  and  the  Bishop.  Triers  and  Commissary  may  limit  the  time 
of  argument,  and  shall  have  power  to  regulate  all  matters  of  detail 
in  proceedings  before  them,  so  as  to  conduce  to  the  orderly,  decent 
and  speedy  hearing  of  the  case.  All  trials  for  alleged  immorality 
or  viciousness  of  life,  and  hearing  of  testimony  therein,  shall  be 
conducted  in  private,  unless  the  Bishop  otherwise  orders. 

Sec.  16.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  the  Triers,  having 
duly  considered  the  evidence,  shall,  before  final  adjournment,  render 
such  verdict,  and  recommend  to  the  Bishop  such  judgment  of  sen- 
tence as  from  the  facts  and  under  the  Constitution,  Canons.  Laws 
and  Usages  of  the  Church,  will  be  right  and  proper;  and  shall 
reduce  the  same  to  writing,  sign  it  and  deliver  it  to  the  Bishop, 
together  with  all  the  testimony  taken,  and  a  full  report  of  their 
action  on  all  .objections  to  the  testimony,  and  a  synopsis  or  memo- 
randum of  all  proceedings  before  them. 

Sec.  17.  Upon  receipt  of  the  verdict  and  judgment,  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  delivered  to  the  accused  and  the 
presenters,  and  shall  notify  them  to  appear  before  him  at  a  time 
and  place  designated  by  him,  and  show  cause,  if  any  either  has. 
why  the  verdict  and  judgment  should  not  stand  and  be  carried  into 
effect. 

Sec.  18.  Upon  the  day  named,  either  or  both  parties  may  ap- 
pear and  show  cause  before  the  Bishop  for  or  against  the  verdict, 
and  judgment,  or  either.  The  Bishop  shall  have  the  power  to  hear 
said  appeal,  and  shall  examine  the  testimony  and  proceedings  in 
the  cause;  and  may  grant  a  new  trial,  or  modify  the  judgment;  or 
may,  of  his  own  motion,  disregard  the  verdict  and  judgment  and 
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dismiss  the  presentnienl;  but  he  shall  have  no  power  to  inflict  a 
m<jre  severe  or  a  higher  penalty  than  that  called  for  in  the  judgment. 
If,  on  such  appeal,  it  is  made  to  appear,  by  affidavit  to  the  Bishop, 
that  an  incompetent  Trier  sat  in  the  cause,  or  that  competent  and 
relevant  testimony  was  excluded  to  the  prejudice  of  the  accused, 
or  that  new  evidence,  which  could  not  have  been  produced,  or  the 
existence  of  which  was  not  known,  or  by  reasonable  diligence 
could  not  have  been  found  by  the  accused  or  his  counsel  at  the  first 
trial,  has  been  discovered  and  can  be  procured,  or  that  for  any  other 
cause  justice  has  not  been  done,  the  Bishop  may  award  a  new  trial; 
provided,  hovvevcr.  that  a  new  trial  shall  be  granted  in  any  case 
only  on  application  of  the  accused.  If,  in  any  case,  the  Bishop 
shall  be  in  doubt  as  to  whether  a  new  trial  should  be  granted  or 
refused,  he  may  call  to  his  counsel  the  Clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  as  advisers, 
and  may  require  their  opinion  in  writing  as  to  the  right  of  the 
matter;  but  such  opinion  shall  be  advisory  only,  and  not  binding 
upon  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  19.  If  a  new  trial  is  granted,  new  Triers  shall  be  selected 
as  in  the  first  trial,  and  the  evidence  produced  at  the  first  trial  as 
written  out,  and  such  new  evidence  as  may  be  taken  and  reduced  to 
writing  by  the  former  Commissary,  or  a  new  one  appointed  by  the 
new  Triers,  shall  be  submitted  to  them,  and  the  cause  shall  proceed 
as  in  the  first  instance  before  the  new  Triers,  the  Commissary  and 
the  Bishop;  save  that  but  one  new  trial  shall  be  granted  in  any 
case,  unless  the  Bishop,  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  concurring,  shall  for  good  cause  otherwise 
order. 

Sec.  20.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  before  him,  the 
Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  Canonical  or  Ecclesiastical  sentence  as 
shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper;  provided,  however,  that  such  sen- 
tence shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  judgment  of  the  last  Triers, 
who  sat  in  the  cause.     The  sentence  of  the  Bish(»p  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  21.  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence  the  Bishop  shall 
summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy  to  meet 
at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  and  in  some 
Church  to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be 
open  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence 
shall  then  and  there  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop;  provided,  how- 
over,  that  if  the  accused  shall  have  been  convicted  of  no  other 
offense  than  error  in  doctrine  or  non-conformity  to  the  Rubrics  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  if  at  such  public  assembly  at  such 
Church  he  shall  then  and  there  in  w'riting  renounce  the  error  of 
which  he  has  been  convicted,  or  avow  his  purpose  of  future  con- 
formity to  the  Rubrics,  as  the  case  may  require,  and  submit  himself 
to  the  judgment  of  the  Church,  then  for  the  first  offense  the  sen- 
tence shall  not  exceed  in  severity  that  of  admonition. 
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Sec.  22.  In  all  trials  the  witnesses  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed 
before  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths;  their 
testimony  may  be  taken  down  in  shorthand  and  then  written  out  in 
longhand  or  printed,  and  shall  be  certified  to  as  correct  by  the 
Commissary,  and  may  be,  but  shall  not  necessarily  be  subscribed 
by  the  witness.  If.  however,  not  so  subscribed,  the  Commissary 
shall  certify  to  its  correctness,  and  shall  state  the  reason  for  the 
omission  of  signature  in  his  report.  If  the  testimony  of  any  wit- 
ness is  required  who  resides  at  a  distance,  it  may  be  tak^n  by  a 
special  commissioner  appointed  by  the  Commissary  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bishop  on  interrogatories  and  cross-interrogatories 
settled  by  the  Commissary  and  sent  with  the  commission.  When 
received  it  shall  be  read  and  treated  as  the  other  testimony  in  the 
case. 

Sec.  23.  In  all  trials  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  the  Triers 
shall  prevail;  the  Clergyman  senior  by  ordination  shall  preside  and 
preserve  order;  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two  Triers  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  decision.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  number  of 
Triers,  the  Bishop  shall  be  notified  and  the  vacancy  filled  in  the 
same  manner  as  was  observed  in  constituting  the  board,  a  sufficient 
number  of  qualified  Triers  being  selected  to  give  each  side  one 
peremtory  challenge  for  each  Trier  to  be  chosen,  and  thereafter  the 
cause  shall  proceed  as  if  no  vacancy  had  occurred. 

Sec.  24.  In  no  proceedings  shall  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 
appear  or  act  as  counsel  for  cither  party,  but  he  may  be  called  upon 
by  the  Triers  or  by  the  Bishop  for  advice  as  to  any  question  of 
procedure  or  practice,  and  shall  act  as  adviser  only,  and  shall  have 
no  voice  or  vote  in  the  determination  of  any  question,  save  as  in 
Section  18  of  this  Canon  is  provided. 

Sec.  25.  The  Bishop  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  had 
before  him  down  to  and  including  the  final  selection  of  the  Triers, 
and  shall  furnish  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Triers,  who  shall  embody 
the  same  in  their  report,  and  all  subsequent  proceedings  of  the 
Triers,  Bishop,  or  Standing  Committee  in  the  cause  shall  be  reduced 
to  "writing  and  attached  to  the  record  of  the  cause. 

Sec.  26.  The  Triers  and  Commissary  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  time  and  from  place  to  place  in  the  Diocese,  and  may  adopt  such 
rules  for  sessions,  order  of  hearing  and  procedure  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary. 

Sec.  27.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  party  against  whom 
the  offense  is  charged  to  have  been  ccmimitted,  or  shall  be  a  neces- 
sary or  material  witness  in  the  case,  the  Clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  perform  all  the  duties  in  this  Canon  pre- 
scribed for  the  Bishop,  except  that  of  pronouncing  sentence.  But 
either  party  to  the  cause  may  call  the  Bishop  as  a  witness,  even 
though  he  may.  up  to  the  time  his  attendance  is  required,- have  per- 
formed the  duties  devolving  upon  him  in  the  cause.  In  case  the 
Bishop  is  called  as  a  witness  in  the  course  of  the  trial,  it  shall  b^ 
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at  his  option  to  perform  the  remaining  duties  prescribed  for  him 
by  this  Canon,  or  to  delegate  them  to  the  Clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  28.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  after  the  Triers  are 
selected,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment; 
in  whole  or  in  part,  and  shall  not  demur  thereto,  or  if,  during  or 
after  the  commencement  of  the  trial,  he  shall  fail  to  appear  and 
defend  the  case,  the  Triers  may  require  the  Commissary  to  proceed 
to  hear  and  to  report  to  them  the  evidence,  as  if  the  accused  were 
present,  or  may  dispense  with  further  evidence  and  proceed  at  once 
to  finding  and  judgment,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  29.  If,  in  the  course  of  any  proceeding  begun  under  and 
in  accordance  with  this  Canon,  circumstances  arise  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Bishop,  are  not  covered  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Canon,  and  the  Bishop  shall  ask  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee thereon,  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  such 
rules  and  regulations,  the  Bishop  concurring,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  meet  the  emergency,  and  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Canon.  But  all  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
reported  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  there- 
after be  of  any  force  unless  approved  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  30.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon, 
the  service  of  which  is  not  otherwise  herein  provided  for.  may  be 
served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
or  the  Triers  or  the  Commissary,  and  the  certificate  of  such  sum- 
moner or  «ummoncrs  shall  be  evidence  of  service.  In  case  of  serv- 
ice by  any  other  person,  it  shall  be  proved  by  his  affidavit  and  a 
written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party  or  left  at  his  place  of 
residence  with  some  person  of  the  family  over  the  age  of  fifteen 
years  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  personal  service  therof;  provided, 
that  service  on  the  accused,  if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice  of  at 
least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  31.  If  any  communicant  of  the  Church  shall  be  summoned 
as  a  witness  before  the  examiners.  Commissary,  Triers  or  Bishop, 
and  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  or 
shall  refuse  to  testify,  or  to  affirm  or  to  be  sworn,  such  person  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  violation  of  godly  discipline. 

Sec.  32.  The  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  any  investigation 
or  trial  under  this  Canon,  including  those  of  the  accused  when 
acquitted,  shall  be  audited  and  settled  under  the  direction  of  the 
"^riers,  and  shall  be  reported  by  them  to  the  next  Council  for  pay- 
ment as  the  Council  may  direct.  If  the  accused  is  convicted  he 
shall  be  liable  for  his  own  costs,  as  well  as  such  other  costs  of  the 
proceeding  as  may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Triers. 
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CANON  XXVI. 

Sec.  I.  Persons  in  connection  with  this 
Of  Lay  Church  by  baptism,  who  are  habitually  neg- 

Discipline.  lectful  of  the  duty  of  public  worship  and  of 

other  Christian  obligations,  shall  be  kindly 
admonished  by  the  Minister.  The  confirmed,  who  have  never  been 
communicants,  shall  be  earnestly  urged  by  the  Minister  to  prepare 
themselves  for  that  bounden  duty.  Communicants  absenting  them- 
selves from  Divine  service,  or  from  the  Holy  Communion  for  six 
months  without  reasonable  excuse,  shall  be  exhorted  to  return  to 
this  duty. 

Sec.  2.  No  Minister  shall  be  obliged  to  receive  into  his  Parish 
or  Mission  as  a  regular  communicant  any  person  by  removal  from 
another  Parish  or  Mission,  except  on  a  certificate  showing  such 
person  to  be  a  communicant  in  good  standing.  Such  certificate 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  no  Minister,  by  one 
of  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish  or  Mission  from  which  such  person 
removes.  The  Bishop  may  give  such  certificate  whenever  in  his 
opinion  the  circumstances  require  it. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Ministers  of  this 
Diocese,  and  of  the  Wardens  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  having 
no  Ministers,  to  give  the  certificate  contemplated  by  the  next  pre- 
ceding section  hereof,  whenever  such  certificate  shall  be  required 
of  them  by  regular  communicants  of  their  respective  Parishes  and 
Missions.

Article  i.     The  name  of  this  Parish  shall  be

Art.  2.  This  Association,  called  herein  "Parish,"  is  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  aiding  the  worship  of  God  ac- 
cording to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  according  to  the  use 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  of 
promulgating  its  Doctrines. 

Art.  3.  This  Parish  acknowledges  its  allegiance,  in  ecclesias- 
tical affairs,  to  be  due  to  the  One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church  of  Christ,  and  acknowledges  itself  to  be  a  member  of  and 
to  belong  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and  as  such  accedes  to, 
recognizes  and  accepts  the  Canons.  Doctrines,  Discipline,  and  Form 
of  Worship  of  the  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accord- 
ingly. 

Art.  4.  All  property  which  belongs  to  this  Parish,  or  which  shall 
hereafter  be  acquired  by  it,  or  which  shall  come  under  its  control, 
is  and  forever  shall  be  held  by  it  (so  long  as  it  continues  to  own  or 
control  it)  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Bishop  of  the

1.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  unless  to  address  the 
Chair.

3.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Council,  the  fol- 
iovving  Ctunmittees  shall  be  appointed,  viz.:

(2)  On   Crmstitution  and   Canons. 

(3)  On  Unfinished  Business. 

(4)  On  Finance. 

(5)  On  Ways  and  Means. 
(0)  On  Missions. 

(7)  On  Christian  Education. 

(8)  On  Sunday  School  Work. 

(9)  On  Permanent  F.piscopate  l^'und. 
(  10)   On  the  Slate  of  the  Church. 

(  u)   On  Credentials. 
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4.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

5.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the 
Secretary,  and  by  him  read;  and  a  motion  shall  not  be  considered 
before  the  House  until  seconded. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  House,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

7.  A  member  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

8.  A  member,  other  than  the  Chairman  of  a  Committee,  whose 
report  is  under  consideration,  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  in 
the  same  debate,  nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time  without 
ieave  of  the  House. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  House  may  call  for  a  vote  by  ayes  and 
nays. 

10.  When  a  question  has  once  been  determined,  it  shall  stand 
as  the  judgment  of  the  House,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into 
debate,  except  on  motion  for  reconsideration,  which  must  be  made 
by  a  member  who  had  previously  voted  in  the  majority;  and  all 
motions  to  reconsider  must  be  made  on  the  day  the  vote  is  taken 
or  on  the  next  succeeding  day. 

11.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  shall 
not  be  received,  except  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a 
certain  time,  to  postpone  it  indefintely.  to  commit  it,  to  divide  it, 
or  amend  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  herein  named.  If  a  motion  to  lay  an  amend- 
ment on  the  table  be  carried,  the  matter  before  the  House  shall  be 
proceeded  with  as  if  no  such  amendment  had  been  offered.  The 
motions  to  lay  upon  the  table  and  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate.     The  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

12.  Debate  shall  not  be  allowed  upon  a  resolution  to  refer  any 
motion  to  a  Committee,  or  upon  a  motion  to  recommit  any  subject 
which  has  been  before  a  Committee,  but  the  member  who  offers 
such  resolution  or  motion  may  speak  for  five  minutes  for  the  pur- 
pose of  explaining  its  object. 

13.  All  amendments  may  be  considered  in  the  reverse  order 
in  which  they  are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under 
consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  An 
after-amendment  to  such  second-amendment  shall  not  be  in  order; 
but  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration, 
a  substitute  to  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  A  proposition 
different  from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  not  be  received 
under  color  of  an  amendment  or  substitute. 

14.  Every  member  who  may  be  in  the  House  when  any  ques- 
tion is  put  on  a  division  shall  be  counted,  unless  he  be  excused  by 
the  Council. 
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15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first  instance 
by  the  Chair,  without  debate;  an  appeal,  however,  may  be  made 
from  his  decision  to  the  Council  by  any  member  of  the  same. 

16.  The  Secretary  may  employ  one  or  more  Pages,  not  exceed- 
ing three,  to  act  as  messengers  during  the  sessions  of  the  Council. 

17.  The  reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  received  of  course  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless 
recommitted  by  vote  of  the  House.  All  reports  recommending  or 
requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  House  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  House  therein.

The  University  of  the  South  shows  for  the  year  a  gratifying 
prosperity  and  improvement  in  conditions.  About  the  same  num- 
ber of  stvdents  are  enrolled  in  the  various  departments  in  1904-1905 
as  in  the  previous  years — that  is.  512.  Both  the  Academic  and 
Grammar  School  Departments,  however,  now  show  an  increase. 

The  Lent  term  of  1905  has  shown  a  marked  increase.  340  stu- 
dents being  now  upon  the  rolls,  about  40  more  than  for  the  same 
period  last  year.  The  greater  part  of  this  increase  is  in  the  gram- 
mar school,  now^  enrolling  150  students. 

The  Semicentennial  Fund  has  seadily  increased,  and  funds  are 
now  on  hand  sufficient  for  such  portion  of  the  All  Saints  Memorial 
Chapel  as  shall  b«  erected  this  year.  The  laying  of  the  corner- 
stone will  be  a  feature  of  the  approaching  Coinmencemcnt.  The 
Hodgson  Memorial  Chapel,  for  the  use  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  the  University,  is  nearing  completion,  and  is  a  handsome 
edifice,  adding  much  to  the  architectural  beauty  of  the  University. 

The  University  Press  has  been  established,  with  a  modern 
plant  and  an  attractively  built  home,  and  is  doing  much  to  sustain 
the  literary  reputation  of  Sewanee. 

During  the  year  several  notable  gifts  have  been  received,  con- 
spicuous among  which  are:  A  gift  of  $5,000  from  Mr.  George 
Foster  Peabody  of  New  York,  for  the  establishment  and  maintain- 
ing of  the  Columbus  Graduate  Scholarship;  a  gift  of  $1,000  from 
the  Rt.  Rev.  George  W.  Perkins.  D.  D..  for  general  endowment; 
a  gift  of  $10,000  for  general  endowment  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W. 
Aldrich;  a  gift  of  $5,000  for  All  Saints  Memorial  Chapel  from  Mrs. 
Herman  Aldrich  of  New  York,  and  another  gift  from  the  same 
benefactress  of  $5,000  for  the  foundation  and  maintaining  of  a 
scholarship  in  memory  of  the  late  Rt.  Rev.  T.  U.  Dudley.  Chan- 
cellor of  the  University.

S.  S.  Faulkner  being  the  only  nominee  for  Trustee  of 
the  Episcopate  Fund,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the 
vote  of  the  Council  for  him,  and  it  was  done,  and  S.  S.  Faulk- 
ner was  declared  duly  elected  as  such  Trustee. 

Fay  Hempstead  being  the  only  nominee  for  Registrar, 
the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Coimcil 
for  him,  which  was  done,  and  he  was  declared  duly  elected. 

Noonday  prayer  for  Missions  was  offered,  and  the 
Council  took  a  recess  until  1 130  p.  m. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  at  i  .30  p.  m.,  and 
was  opened  with  collects  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Committee  on  the  .State  of  the  Church  reported  as 
follows : 

That  the  Parochial  reports  have  been  very  few  in  number,  and 
until  they  were  completed  it  was  impossible  for  the  committee  to 
make  further  report. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  the  Bishop,  the  Archdea- 
con and  the  Secretary  were  appointed  to  procure  and  tabu- 
late the  Parochial  reports  and  hand  them  to  the  committee 
for  investigation  and  report. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood  submitted  the  following  letter, 
which  was  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 
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New  York,  May  4.  1905. 
The  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood.  D.  D..  Helena,  Ark.: 

My  Dear  Doctor: — You  were  kind  enough  last  year  to  present 
a  report  to  your  Diocesan  Convention  about  the  Church  Building 
Fund.  I  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  sending  to  you  this  year  a 
statement  as  before,  and  some  reports  to  be  distributed  tr>  the  Lay- 
men in  the  Convention. 

I  know  that  your  Bishop  is  a  good  friend  of  the  Commission, 
and  I  hope  that  he  will  be  willing  to  speak  of  it  to  the  Convention 
and  ask  ittv  contribution  from  Churches. 

We  now  have  Auxiliary  Committees  in  each  Diocese  where  the 
Commission  thinks  that  it  may  be  of  service  tr>  them.  The  Trus- 
tees would  gladly  appoint  you  a  member  of  this  Auxiliary  Com- 
mittee fr)r  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and  I  trust  that  you  will  be 
willing  to  serve.  I  enclose  a  printed  letter  which  will  give  you 
information  with  reference  to  the  duties  expected  of  Auxiliary  Com- 
mittees.

That  Article  I.  Section  6  of  the  Constitution  by  amended  by 
adding  after  the  words  "of  the  United  States"  the  wr^rds  **and  one 
Clerical  and  one  Lay  Deputy  to  be  chosen  by  the  Convocation  of 
the  American  Churches  in  Europe.''

Thompson,  and  Rev.  I^'red  L.  DeLongy  were  nominated 
for  membership  in  this  Council. 

The  vote  being  by  orders  and  election,  the  l>ishop  ap- 
pointed Rev.  C.  I).  K.  Weed  and  V.  X.  lUirke  tellers.  The 
tellers  reported  the  ballot  unanimous,  and  they  were  de- 
clared dulv  elected. 
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The  Council  resolved  itself  in  a  Board  6f  Missions,  and 
Treasurer  H.  C.  Rather  submitted  his  report :

The  report  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee. 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted : 

Resolved.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missir>ns  be 
instructed  to  notify  such  Parishes  as  are  delinquent  in  the  payment 
of  their  assessment  for  Missions  of  such  delinquency  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  May  i,  1905.  That  he  call  upon  them  to  pay  such 
delinquency  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Board  of  Missions  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  old  Board  of  Managers  was  nominated,  with  the 
exception  of  Yen.  \Vm.  M.  Jefferis,  I).  D.,  and  the  Secretary 
was  authorized  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Board,  which  was 
done,  and  the  following  declared  duly  elected.  The  Bishop, 
ex-officio  President;  the  Archdeacon,  ex-officio,  Secretar>s 
the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D., ;  the  Rev.  G.  Gordon 
Smeade;  the  Rev.  Walter  U.  Buckner;  Mr.  Nichols  P>.  Tru- 
lock,  Mr.  H.  C.  Rather,  the  Citizens'  J^ank,  Little  Rock, 
Treasurer;  Mr.  John  Gatling.

I  welcome  you  to  the  Thirty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Arkansas,  and  I  pray  that  j?race.  mercy,  and  peace  from 
God.    our    Father,   and    the    Lord  Jesus    Christ    may   be   multiplied 

among  you.     Amen. 

NECROLOGY. 

It  is  fitting  that  first  of  all  we  should  remind  ourselves  of 
those  losses  which  the  Church  has  sustained  during  the  past  Coun- 
cil year.  Vou  will.  I  am  sure,  be  good  enough  to  rise  while  I  recite 
the  names  of  the  departed  Fathers  and  Saints,  and  then  kneel 
with  me.  while  we  offer  up  a  prayer  appropriate  to  our  common 
bereavement: 

The  Rt.  Rev.  [''rederic  Dan  Huntington.  D.  D..  L.  H.  D.. 
LL.  D..  the  first  liishop  f)f  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  and 
the  ninety-third  in  the  American  Apostolic  Succession.  He  was 
consecrated  on  l-'ebruary  2.  i86q.  and  died  on  July  11,  1904,  in  the 
eighty-fifth  year  of  his  age.  and  in  the  thirty-sixth  of  his  Episco- 
pate. 

The  Ri.  Rev.  William  PIdward  McLaren.  D  D..  D.  C.  L..  LL. 
D..  the  first  Bishop  (ti  Chicago,  and  the  one  hundred  and  four- 
teenth in  the  American  Apostolic  Succession.  He  was  conse- 
crated on  December  8.  1S75.  and  died  on  F^ebruary  h;.  1905.  in  the 
seventy-fourth  year  of  his  age.  and  in  the  thirtieth  of  his  Epi.sco- 
pate. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Watson.  D.  D..  the  first  Bishop  of  East 
Carolina,  and  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-fourth  in  the  American 
Apostolic  Succes^i<»n.  He  was  c(»nsecrated  ()n  April  17.  1884.  and 
died  on  .April  21.  T<;o5.  in  the  eighty-seventh  year  of  his  age.  and  in 
[he  twenly-fir>t    <>f  his   ICi)iscopate. 

Major  John  J.  H«»rnor  of  St.  John's  Church.  Helena.  Arkansas, 
depart c<l  this  life  «»n  February  6.  1905.  He  was  for  many  years  one 
of  the  delegate*^  from  his  Pari>h  to  this  Council,  and  a  member 
of  the  Standing  ConiniitK'v  <»f  the  l.)iooe>e. 
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About  the  time  of  my  coming  among  you.  an  unfortunate 
combination  of  circumstances  alienated  Major  Hornor  from  the 
work  of  the  Diocese,  and  so.  to  my  great  regret,  I  never  had  his 
helpful  cooperation;  but,  unlike  what  many  would  have  done  under 
similar  circumstances,  he  did  not  abandon  the  Church,  but  was  a 
liberal  supporter  of  his  Parish,  and  a  worker  in  its  Sunday  School, 
until  the  end.  I  hope  that  God  will  raise  up  to  his  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  many  Laymen  of  the  Major  Hornor  type,  and  that  he 
will  enable  me  to  rally  them  about  me  in  the  great  work  we  have 
to  do. 

So  far  as  I  am  aware,  no  other  person  that  has  been  promi- 
nently connected  with  this  Council  has  passed  away  within  the 
year,  but  several  of  our  Parishes  mourn  the  loss  of  one  or  more 
of  their  most  helpful  exemplary  members. 

Helena  has,  besides  Major  Hornor.  also  been  bereaved  of  Dr. 
^  H.  M.  Grant,  a  former  Vestryman  of  St.  John's  Parish.  Mrs.  Mary 
Rice,  and  Mrs.  Laurel  Rice,  two  ever  willing  workers  of  that  model 
Parish.  This  is  true  of  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  which  has  been 
bereaved  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  George  E.  Valiant,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Hunn, 
and  of  Mr.  H.  Wm.  Barlow;  and  of  Trinity  Church.  Van  Buren, 
which  has  been  bereaved  of  Mrs.  Bryan;  and  of  Christ  Church. 
Little  Rock,  which  has  been  bereaved  of  Mrs.  Mary  Knapp,  and 
General  T.  J.  Churchill,  at  one  time  Governor  of  this  State,  and 
beloved  and  honored  by  all;  and  of  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock, 
which  has  been  bereaved  of  Mrs.  Adams  and  her  daughter.  Miss 
Jessie  Adams,  whose  work  and  suffering  and  Christlikeness  were 
well   known   throughout   this    Diocese. 

"Almighty  and  everliving  God.  we  yield  unto  Thee  most  high 
praise  and  hearty  thanks  for  the  wonderful  grace  and  virtue  de- 
clared in  all  Thy  Saints,  who  have  been  the  choice  vessels  of  Thy 
grace  and  the  lights  of  the  \vt>rld  in  their  several  generations;  most 
humbly  beseeching  Thee  to  give  us  grace  so  to  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  their  steadfastness  in  Thy  faith,  and  obedience  to  thy 
Holy  Commandments,  that  at  the  day  of  the  general  resurrection, 
we,  with  all  those  who  are  (^f  the  mystical  body  of  Thy  Son.  may 
be  set  on  His  right  hand  .and  hear  His  most  joyful  voice:  'Come. 
ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  Kingdom  prepared  for  you 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world.'  Grant  this,  O  Father,  for  Thy 
Son,  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  our  only  Mediator  and  Advocate.  Amen. 

THE   RECORD    OF     MY    OFFICLAL    ACTS    AND    VISITA- 
TJONS  FOR  THE  COUNCIL  YEAR,  1904-1905. 

Bishops  arc  required  by  the  General  Canons  of  the  Church  to 
keep  a  record  of  their  olTicial  acts,  and  report  them  to  the  Council. 

Pine  Bluff.  Tuesday.  .May  10: — Came  here  to  attend  the  .Annual 
Diocesan  Council.  Was  the  guest  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Buckner.  who 
tendered  a   reception   to  me  and  the   Council    Delegates. 
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Pine  Bluff.  Wednesday.  May  ii: — This  was  the  first  day  of  the 
Council.  It  was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  this  city,  the  opening^ 
service  beginning  at  lo  a.  ni..  when  I  administered  Holy  Com- 
ninnion  and  made  my  td'ticial  address.  The  part  relating  to  the 
Xegr(»  problem  was  delivered  at  3  p.  m.  At  7:30  p.  m.  1  presided  at 
a  Mi.»»si(>nary  meeting  at  which  the  Arcluleacon  of  the  Diocese  and 
the  Canons  uf  our  several  Convocations  made  most  interesting* 
reports.  The  Rev.  C.  C.  Leman.  Rector  of  Trinity  Church.  Van 
Huren,  pointed  out  the  greal  need  of  an  Industrial  School  for 
Mountain  Girls  at  Winslow.  Arkansas.  His  representations  made 
a  profound  mipression.  A  collection  was  taken  for  the  school  in 
the  hope  that  it  might  be  founded.     It  amounted  to  $50. 

Pine  Bluff.  Thursday,  May  12.- -Celebrated  Holy  Communion 
at  7:30  a.  m.,  and  ordained  Mr.  .Mcxander  Crawford  to  the  Dia- 
conate.  The  Council  to(>k  recess  during  the  forenot)n  in  order  to 
give  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  an  opportunity 
for  a  conference.  I  spent  the  morning  with  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary, presiding  at  their  meeting  and  making  an  address  The 
Council  reassembled  at  3  p.  m.  At  the  evening  session,  the 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  relating  to  the 
"Arkansas  Plan"  for  the  work  of  the  Church  among  Colored 
People  were  considered.     I   presided  at   both  sessions. 

Pine  Bluff,  Friday.  May  13. — The  Council  was  in  session  during 
the  morning  and  adjourned  at  noon.  Ii  was  by  common  consent 
the  best  Council  in  many  respects  since  the  beginning  of  my  Epis- 
copate.

I  desire  to  say  a  few  words  respecting  the  work  done  by  our 
Parish  Clergy  and  Lay  Missionaries.  It  affords  me  great  pleasure 
to  give  expression  to  the  belief  that  there  are  few  fields  at  home 
or  abroad  which  can  boast  of  a  better  class  of  men  than  those  who 
have  been   laboring  with  us. 

There  is  very  little  work  in  this   Diocese  that  appeals  to  the 

world  at  large.   It  is  constantly  looking  for  heroes  and  heroic  deeds. 

When  the  troops  arrived  home  from  the  Spanish  War  much  praise 

was  bestowed,  and  very  justly,  too,  upon  the  volunteer  regiments 

and  their  officers,  and  the  cities  vied   with  one   another  in   doing 

them  honor.     On  one  such  public  occasion  a  man  wearing  an  army 

uniform  was  asked,  "Are  you  one  of  the  heroes?"     He  meekly  and 

sadly  replied,  **No,  I  am  only  a  REGULAR."     So,   I   am  inclined 

to  think,  many  of  our  Clergy  might  speak  to  those  who  are  looking 

for  heroes.     They  are  only  "regulars."  but  they  are  serving  in  the 

army  of  the  Living  God,  with  heroic  faithfulness,  in  the  face  of  lon- 

liness,  discouragement,  and,  in  many  cases,  with  scant  provision  for 

their  material  needs.    I  should  be  glad  if  I  could  see  a  way  to  lessen 

these   burdens   which   weigh    so  heavily    upon   my   brethren   in   the 

Ministry.    Isolation  is  hard  to  endure,  but,  it  seems,  for  the  present 

at   least,   that    it   must  be   b<»rne   by   those   who   serve   the    Lord   in 
D— 4 
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remote  places.  Di.scouragenicnt  will  come  to  all  workers  and  very 
often  it  oppresses  those  the  most  who  are  doing  the  best  work 
and  laying  the  foundation  upon  which  others  will  build.  The  only, 
but  nevertheless,  unfailing  remedy,  is  a  child-like  faith  in  God,  a 
faith  so  strong  and  powerful,  that  it  will  lift  the  heaviest  burdens 
and  make  the  road  into  the  future  appear  bright  and  clear. 

1  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  great  appreciation  of 
the  self-denying  work  and  devoted  services  of  our  good  Arch- 
deacon, the  Yen.  W.  K.  Lloyd.  D.  D.  To  understand  his  work  it  is 
necessary  to  know  the  whole  story  of  the  opening  up  of  new 
•Mission  fields  and  the  development  of  them  to  the  organizing  and 
building  points,  and  of  individuals,  who,  but  for  him  would  have 
lived  and  died  without  the  administrations  of  the  Church.  I  am 
strongly  impressed  with  the  very  great  value  of  his  self-sacrificing 
.services,  and  am  deeply  grateful  for  all  his  help. 

Several  changes  among  our  Clergy  and  Lay  Missionaries  have 
taken  place.  The  Rev.  Joshua  Brown  Whaling,  M.  A.,  who  had 
been  canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese  since  1899,  and  was 
last  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville,  left  us  on  March 
I,  1905,  to  accept  a  call  to  New  Orleans,  I^a.  He  had  done  faithful 
work  in  both  fields  of  his  labor,  and  it  was  with  deep  regrets  that 
I  issued  to  him  the  letter  dimissory.  After  a  stay  of  nearly  four 
years  with  us  the  Rev.  John  Cyril  h'rancc.  removed  on  March  I, 
1905,  to  Chattanooga,  Tenn.  The  Rev.  William  R.  Agate  resigned 
as  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Haiesville.  and  he  was  succeeded 
by  the  Rev.  August  M.  Treschow,  formerly  in  charge  of  the  work  at 
Mena.  The  latter's  work  was  taken  up  bj-  the  Rev.  Fred  E.  De- 
Longy.  who  came  to  us  from  the  Diocese  of  West  Missouri. 
The  Rev.  C.  C.  Lcman  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Paul's  Church.  Fay- 
etteville, and  entered  upon  his  work  there  on  May  i.  The  Rev. 
R.  A.  Heath,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Crawford,  and  the  Rev.  D.  L. 
Ferguson  have  also  left  us  to  take  up  work  in  neighboring  Dioceses.

A    NATIVE   MINISTRY. 

The  time  has  come  in  the  course  of  the  development  of  the 
Diocese  when  we  must,  by  Gods  blessing  upon  our  endeavors, 
raise  up  a  native  Ministry.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  rely  'any 
longer  upon  the  outside  Ministry  for  our  recruits.  Such  men  as 
we  want  arc  not  to  be  had  in  sufficient  numbers,  and  if  they  were, 
we  should  be  unable  to  provide  the  financial  support  which  they 
would  require.  On  February  6,  1905,  our  excellent  Archdeacon,  to 
whom  belongs  in  large  measure  the  credit  for  the  increased  de- 
mand  for  workers,  wrote  me  the  following  letter: 

My  Dear  Bishop: 

You*  told  me,  if  I  could,  to  get  a  few  young  men  of  good 
education  who  wanted  to  study  for  the  ministry,  and  place 
them  in  the  mission  field,  where  they  could  work  and  at  the 
same  time  study  under  my  direction. 

I  therefore  put  a  notice  in  the  "Churchman"  oflfering  "hard 
work  and  poor  pay,"  and  have  had  about  twenty  applicants: 
they  range  in  age  from  19  to  35.  have  all  had  experience  in 
Church  work,  and  are  highly  recommended  by  their  respective 
Rectors.  All  of  the  applicants  have  had  more  or  less  of  a  col- 
lege education;  rjne  is  a  Heidelberg  graduate,  another  has  his 
diploma  from  the  University  of  Calcutta,  and  is  today  drawing 
a  larger  salary  than  the  Bishop  of  .Arkansas:  another  is  a  second 
year  man  from  Huron  Theological  School.  Canada:  still 
another   writes   that    he   is   a    Ph.    D.   and   was   principal   of  an 
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academy  in   Missouri,  whilst   some   are   in   business,   but   want 
to  go  mio  THE  business. 

Vou  promised  me  $200  per  year  each,  for  six  men,  if  the 
new  Missions  could  supply  the  rest,  and  they  will  do  so.  I 
have  oflfcred  six  men,  "Board  and  room  and  $10  per  month  for 
books  and  clothing,"  and  they  will  begin  to  arrive  shortly, 
each  having  from  three  to  six  points  to  look  after  and  acting 
as   "Episcopal   Church   Circuit   Riders." 

Could  you  not  possibly  give  me  the  same  offer  for  six 
more  men?  The  places  are  wanting  the  men,  and  the  men 
are  ready  to  go.  A  scholarship  of  $200  per  year  in  our  little 
Diocesan  Theological  School  will  educate  one  of  these  appli- 
cants for  the  Ministry.  The  giving  of  such  a  scholarship 
would  make  an  investment  that  would  give  a  hundred  per  cent 
dividend  and  should  therefore  appeal  to  business  people,  as 
the  security  is  "gilt  edge."  "He  who  giveth  to  the  poor 
lendeth  unto  the  Lord." 

Hoping  that  the  Good  P'ather  of  us  all  may  put  it  into 
the  hearts  of  the  faithful  in  other  parts,  financially  more 
blessed,  to  have  a  personal  representative  in  the  Mission  fields 
of  Arkansas,  I  remain,  my  dear  Bishop,

So  far,  the  Archdeacon's  appeal  has  brought  us  four  Lay  Mis- 
sionaries. Two  or  three  others  are  coming,  but  still  he  is  crying 
for  more.  Within  the  present  Council  year  he  will  have  need  of 
fifteen,  and  perhaps,  even  twenty  men  for  the  occupation  of  the 
new  fields  which  he  is  constantly  opening  up.  I  shall  have  to 
wrestle  with  the  problem  of  supporting  these  men.  and  the«addi- 
tion  of  this  financial  burden  to  that  I  am  already  bearing,  will 
cause  me  to  stagger  a  little.  I  hope  that  it  will  not  prove  to  be 
"the  straw  that  breaks  the  camel's  back."  I  do  not  want  to  be 
oblhged  to  cry  "halt"  to  the  Archdeacon.  The  necessity  of  doing 
so  would  cool  his  enthusiasm,  and  that  would  be  a  great  mis- 
fortune to  the  Diocese.  I  wish  that  individual  members  and 
Churches  in  sufficient  numbers  would  each  undertake  the  support 
of  one  of  these  men.  As  the  Archdeacon  says  in  his  letter,  these 
men  would  cost  us  comparatively  little,  only  about  $200  apiece. 
Perhaps  the  Council  will  take  this  matter  up  at  its  meeting  as  a 
Board  of  Missions. 

THE  ARKANSAS  THEOLOGICAL  CH.\UTAUQUA  SCHOOL 

The  third  session  of  this  rather  unique  institution  was  held 
this  year  in  the  hospitable  parish  of  St.  Andrew's.  Marianna.  We 
missed  several  of  the  Clergy,  and  much  regretted  their  absence, 
and  there  was  only  one  Layman  looking  forward  to  the  Ministry 
who  attended  to  receive  the  instruction  of  the  school.  But  the 
Clergymen  were  represented  by  the  apostolic  number  of  twelve; 
and  twelve  Clergymen  like  those  with  which  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  is  blessed,  cannot  come  together  without  having  a  good, 
profitable   time,  socially,  religiously,  and  intellectually. 
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There  are,  lam  sorry  to  say,  some  among  the  Clergy  who 
are  either  systematically  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the  school, 
or  who  condescendingly  favor  it  with  their  presence  only  on  the 
day  on  which  they  are  to  hold  forth.  They  represent  themselves 
to  be  so  busy,  that  they  cannot  give  the  school  their  crowded 
valuable  time,  and  they  probably  "pull  the  wool"  over  the  eyes 
of  some  of  the  younger  unsophisticated  Clergy,  but  not  over 
those  of  the  Bishop.  He  knows  very  well  that  the  real  reason  for 
the  staying  away  of  the  habitual  absentees  is  that  they  place  a  low 
estimate  upon  the  success  and  value  of  the  school.  But.  I  am  sure 
all  those  who  were  present  at  the  Batesville  and  Marianna  sessions, 
will  bear  me  witness  that  the  Arkansas  Theological  Chautauqua 
School  is  a  very  great  success  and  of  inestimable  value.  We  all 
agree  that  it  is  at  gnce  the  very  best  convocation  and  the  very  best 
Clericus,  and  the  very  best  Chautauqua  that  any  of  us  have  ever 
attended.  And  so  far  as  the  Parish  is  concerned,  we  concur  in  the 
conviction  that  a  session  of  the  school,  is  almost  as  good  as  a 
Mission.  I  do  not  want  to  reflect  upon  this  dignified  and  influen- 
tial body,  but  as  the  Arkansas  Theological  Chautauqua  School  is 
one  of  my  pet  hobbies,  and  as  I  am  anxious  to  get  those  who 
are  standing  aloof  from  it  to  lend  me  a  helping  hand  in  doing  the 
great  work  which  I  am  hoping  to  accomplish  through  it,  I  am  sure 
that  you  will  pardon  me  for  stating  the  fact  that  some  of  our 
Clergy  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  a  session  of  the  school  will  do 
more  good  in  a  Parish,  than  a  session  of  this  Council. 

St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  has  kindly  invited  us  to  meet 
with  them  in  their  interesting  city  and  important  Parish  next 
Autumn.  We  are  to  assemble  for  the  opening  service  on  Monday 
night,  November  13,  and  the  closing  service  will  be  on  Sunday 
night,  November  19. 

We  now  have  four  or  five  postulants  and  candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  who  are  likely  to  be  present  for  instruction,  and 
probably  their  number  will  be  increased.  I  do  not  want  to  lay 
myself  open  to  the  accusation  of  unreasonableness,  and  so  I  do 
not  request  that  all  the  Clergy  should  be  there  throughout  the 
whole  session  of  seven  days,  but  I  am  going  to  venture  to  beg 
of  all,  even  the  wonderful  busy  ones,  who  are  not  prevented  by 
some  really  good  and  sufficient  excuse,  should  put  in  an  appearance 
as  early  as  Tuesday  night,  and  continue  with  us  until  Thursday 
night,  and  I  hope  that  all  who  possibly  can  manage  it  will  come 
earlier  and  stay  longer. 

A   BEQUEST. 

One  of  the  recent  issues  of  the  Churchman  contained  the 
following   item: 

"By  the  will  of  the  late  C.  W.  Klauder.  a  member  of  St. 
Asaph's,  Hala,  Pa.,  the  principal  of  the  estate,  valued  at  not 
less  than  $100,000.  is  to  be  converted  into  cash  twenty  years 
after  the  decease  of  the  last  living  child  of  the  testator.    The 
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Bishop  of  Arkansas  and  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania  and 
then  to  receive  each  one  twentieth  part  of  the  cash,  to  be 
donated  to  the  poor  Parishes  in  Pennsylvania  and  Arkansas, 
for  assisting  in  erecting  new  small   Churches." 

You  may  imagine  how  rejoiced  I  was  when  my  attention 
was  called  to  this  notice.  Further  information  which  I  obtained, 
more  thati  verified  the  same.  While  fully  three-score  years  may 
elapse  before  our  Diocese  will  reap  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Klauder's 
bequest,  still  T  am  sure  that  the  gift  will  be  as  welcome  then  as  it 
would  be  now.  I  hope  and  pray,  that  the  Lord  will  raise  up 
many  such  benefactors,  who  will  remember  in  their  will  the  v.'ork 
of  the  Church  in  this  poor  Diocese. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  one  of  the  best  known  Laymen 
in  this  Diocese  has  taken  out  an  insurance  policy  on  his  life  to 
th^  amount  of  $2,500.  said  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  unconditionally  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Surely  this  is  an 
excellent  example,  which  ought  to  find  many  imitators  and  fol- 
lowers, for.  while  we  generally  make  ample  provision  for  the 
welfare  of  our  immediate  families,  we  are  apt  to  overlook  the 
fact,  that  we  ought  to  remember  also  those  "that  arc  of  the 
household  of  faith." 

In  this  connection  let  me  call  the  attention  of  the  Council 
to  a  society  in  the  Church  which  exists  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
Asylums,  Hospitals.  Schools,  and  all  the  enterprises  of  a  religious, 
educational  character.  It  labors  in  any  Diocese  or  Missionary 
District  without  expense  to  either.  My  understanding  that  the 
chief  eflFort  of  this  society  in  securing  endowments  is  along  the 
line  of  persuading  individuals,  vestries,  and  trustees  to  carry  Jife 
insurance  on  behalf  of  the  institution  which  it  is  proposed  to 
endow. 

It  is,  I  imagine,  very  desirable  that  a  local  board  of  this 
Endowment  Society  should  be  formed  in  our  Diocese,  for  the 
work  of  this  Society,  if  properly  sustained,  might  prove  to  be  of 
incalculable  good  to  us.  I  hope  this  Council  will  take  steps  and 
appoint  a  Committee  which  will  make  known  to  all  in  this  Diocese 
the  excellent  work  of  this  Society.  The  Rev.  E.  W.  Hunter, 
Rector  of  St.  Ann's  Church.  New  Orleans.  La.,  is  the  Secretary- 
General,  who  will  gladly  furnish  all   further  information. 

THE  ARKANSAS  CHURCHMAN'S  CLUB. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  important  events  of  the  year 
at  the  Capital  Hotel,  in  the  city  of  Little  Rock,  on  St.  Paul's 
Day,  January  25,  1905.  This  dinner  was  gotten  up  for  the  purpose 
of  organizing  a  Church  Club  for  Laymen  in  Arkansas.  It  was 
the  result  of  a  suggestion  made  at  a  previous  dinner  which  was 
given  by  myself  to  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and 
Board  of  Managers  for  Diocesan  ^^issions.  On  that  occasion  we 
had  the   honor   of   the   presence   of   the    Rt.    Rev.    Herbert    Logan 
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Roots,  M.  A.,  who  had  recently  been  consecrated  to  the  Episco- 
pate of  Hankow.  The  primary  object  of  that  dinner  was  to 
consider  the  advisability  and  possibility  of  carrying  out  the 
Very  Rev.  Dr.  Herbert  E.  Bower's  idea  of  a  Diocesan  Theological 
School.  Dr.  Bowers  was  with  us  at  both  dinners,  and  the  second  as 
well  as  the  tirst  had  for  one  of  its  objects  the  consideration  of 
his   scheme   for   a   Theological    School. 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  of  mine  to  the  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese,  relative  to  what  was  done  at  the  first  dinner, 
is   likeiy  to   become  of  historic  interest: 

"Pursuant    to   my   call,   a   joint   meeting   of   the    Standing 

Committee,    the    Board    of   Missions,   and    the    Committee     on 

Education    of    the    Diocese    of    Arkansas    convened    at    Little 

Rock,  on  December  29.  at  6  p.  m.,   in  a  private  dining  room 

of  the  Capital    Hotel. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Herbert  Logan  Roots,  M.  A.,  Bishop  of  Hankow, 
Trinity  Church,  Marshall,  Texas,  and  Dean  of  his  Convocation, 
were  the  guests  of  the  evening.  Dean  Robottom  was  also  with 
us  by   special    invitation.

Reeves,  Maj.  N.  B.  Trulock,  Col.  John  Gatling,  and  Capt.  H.  C. 
Rather. 

After  the  dinner,  which  lasted  until  about  seven  o'clock,  the 
members  and  guests  remained  about  the  table,  and  I  opened  the 
meeting  (which  from  beginning  to  end  was  entirely  informal  and 
unofficial  in  character)  by  explaining  that  I  had  given  the  dinner  in 
Honor  of  the  Bishop  of  Hankow,  and  called  the  joint  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  Diocesan 
Theological  School  in  accordance  with  the  idea  and  suggestion 
of  Dean    Bowers. 

In  the  course  of  my  remarks  1  showed  that  within  the  four 
years  since  God  had  raised  up  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas, 
missionary  benefactors  whose  contributions  aggregated  annually 
about  $10,000,  twenty-two  Mission  Churches  had  been  built,  eleven 
Mission  Rectories  had  been  built  or  purchased,  and  the 
Clerical  force  of  the  Diocese  had  increased  from  nine  to  twenty- 
three.  Besides  all  this,  an  Episcopal  residence  had  been  purchased, 
and  also  a  fine  property  for  the  Helen  Dunlap  Memorial  Industrial 
School,  which  was  opened  in  September.  1904,  at  Winslow, 
Arkansas. 

After  exhibiting  quite  fully  the  gratifying  progress  that  had 
been  made,  I  proceeded  to  point  out  the  fact  that  after  all.  we 
had    only    barely   touched   the    hem    of   the    garment    of   the    great 
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work  that  was  t(»  be  done  in  this  extensive  undeveloped  Diocese, 
and  that  wc  had  just  reached  a  staj^c  in  our  progress,  where  wc 
were  in  a  position  to  devise  ni<»re  liberal  and  undertake  greater 
things;  so  that  in  the  course  of  the  next  five  years  we  could  and 
should  undertake  and  accomplish  very  much  more  than  what  had 
been  undertaken  and  accomplished  in  the  past  five  years. 

1  then  called  attention  to  and  dwelt  upon  the  palpable  fact 
that  in  order  to  enter  the  "great  door"  which  providence  had 
opened  to  the  Clergy  and  T.aity  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  wc 
must  have  both  missir)naries  and  money.  I  placed  missionaries 
first,  because,  though  the  need  of  money  is  very  great  and  some- 
times gives  ipe  much  concern,  I  realize  from  experience  and 
observation  that  the  need  of  men  is  even  greater.  I  affirmed  and 
illustrated  the  truth  of  the  statement  that  the  need  of  fit  men  for 
the  Holy  Ministry  is  the  great  crying  need  of  the  American  Church 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Twentieth  Century.  Not  only  must  we 
have  many  more  missionaries  in  Arkansas,  but  we  must  have  the 
right  kind  of  men.  and  the  r)nly  hope  of  securing  the  requisite 
number  and  quality  lay  in  the  direction  of  Dr.  Bowers  idea  and 
plan. 

Dr.  Bowers  gave  a  lucid  and  impressive  explanation  of  his 
Diocesan  Theological  School  idea.  From  what  he  said  in  his 
address  and  from  his  answers  to  questions  which  were  asked  in 
the  informal  conversation  which  followed,  it  appeared  that  the 
inauguration  and  maintenance  of  the  school  would  require  the 
following  equipment  and  outlay:  (i)  a  furnished  house  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  Dean  of  the  school,  with  his  family 
and  ten  students,  and   (2)   the   Dean's  salary  of  $150  per   month. 

The  expenses  of  maintaining  the  house,  according  to  the 
Doctor's  plan,  would  be  divided  equally  between  its  inmates,  and 
each  student  would  pay  his  proportion.  The  estimated  monthly 
cost  of  living  in  the  Seminary  would  not  exceed  $15  per  capita. 
There  would,  he  thought,  be  n(»  difficulty  in  finding  some  men 
who  could  meet  this  smal  expense,  and  others  could  help  them- 
selves by  work  in  the   Mission   field. 

In  the  course  of  the  evening  every  person  at  the  dinner  made 
some  remarks  on  the  subject  of  the  suggested  school,  and.  when 
it  was  all  over,  it  was  seen  that  there  was  a  remarkable  unanimity 
of  feeling,  both  as  rcp^ards  the  necessity  of  the  school,  and  the 
ability  of  the  Diocese  to  inaugurate  and  support  it. 

The  Rev.  !Mr.  Snieade  confined  his  remarks  almost  wholly 
to  the  important  and  practical  (lucstion,  whether  the  requisite 
building  for  the  school  should  be  rented  or  owned  by  the  Diocese, 
and  he  maintamed  with  much  show  of  reason  that  we  had  better 
make  an  effort  to  secure  a  lot  and  build.  This  suggestion  was 
commended  by  Chancellor  Hicks  and  Captain  Rather,  and, 
indeed,   it   met   with   general   favor. 
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I  therefore  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smeadc,  Chancellor  Hicks, 
and  Captain  Rather,  a  committee  of  three  to  solicit  from  the 
Pulaski  Hoighis  Land  Company  sufficient  j^round  for  the  buildings 
of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  any  other  school  or  schools  we 
may    wish    to    ally   with   it. 

Dr.  Lockwood  spoke  feelinj?ly  and  forcibly  of  the  necessity 
of  the  general  and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Laity  of  the  Diocese 
with  the  Clergy  in  efforts  to  accomplish  the  proposed  great  and 
much  needed  undertaking,  and  suggested  that  the  organizatii^n 
of  a  Layman's  Church  Club  would  do  much  towards  securing  the 
indispensable  co-operation.  This  suggestion  was  greeted  with 
enthusiastic  cries  of  ''Hear!  hear!  that  is  what  we  want!  let  us 
have    a    Churchman's    Club!" 

The  Laity  seemed  to  be  especially  taken  with  the  idea,  and 
the  Chancellor  acting  as  their  spokesman,  proposed  that  another 
and  much  larger  dinner  be  arranged  for  within  a  month  tV)r  tlie 
express  purpose  of  organizing  the  club,  and  for  the  further  dis- 
cussion ol  the  school  idea.  The  time  fixed  upon  for  the  dinner 
was  January  25,  at  6  p.  m.,  and  the  place  was  the  Capital  Hotel, 
Little    Rock. 

At  my  reciuest,  a  committee  consisting  of  Chancellor  Hicks, 
and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Smeade  and  Robottom,  furnished  a  list  oi 
about  seventy-five  gentlemen  of  Little  Rock,  who,  in  their  judg- 
ment, were  likely  to  be  interested  m  the  Church  Club  movement, 
and  to  all  of  these  were  sent  by  me  a  circular  letter,  of  which  the 
following    extract    is    the    substance: 

*Tt  is  proposed  to  invite  the  Clergy  and  a  number  of  the 
Laity  from  various  parts  of  the  Diocese  to  a  dinner  at  the 
Capital   Hotel   on   St.    Paul's   Day,  January   25,    1905. 

"The  chief  purpose  of  this  gathering  is  to  organize  an 
Episcopalian  Laymen's  Club  in  the  Diocese,  the  object  of 
which  shall  be  to  promote  the  material  interests  of  the  Church. 

"About  seventy-five  gentlemen,  members  of  Trinity 
Cathedral  and  Christ  Church,  this  city,  are  being  requestetl 
to  take  part  in  this  meeting,  acting  as  hosts  and  sharing  the 
expenses  of  the  dinner,  which,  I  believe,  will  not  exceed  $3 
each.  Will  you  not  become  one  of  this  number  and  assist  in 
this   movement?" 

The  dinner  was  a  most  enjoyable  occasion.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Lacy,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer.  Brooklyn.  N.  V., 
was  the  guest  of  honor,  and  made  a  pleasing  address.  Dr.  Bowers, 
of  Marshall.  Texas,  was  with  us  again,  and  made  one  of  the  chief 
addresses.  He  re-stated  and  explained  his  plan  for  a  Theological 
School  and  created  considerable  interest.  The  Rev.  C.  C.  Leman 
spoke  concerning  the  need  and  opportunity  for  Missionary  work 
in  the  mountain  regions  of  Arkansas,  and  told  us  about  the  w^ork 
that  had  been  commenced  at  Winslow,  in  the  founding  of  the 
little  Helen  Dunlap  Memorial  Industrial  School  for  Mountain 
Girls.     Chancellor  Hicks  and  other  Laymen  made  short   speeches. 
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The  most  formal  of  the  addresses  was  made  by  myself  at  the 
beginning  of  the  speechmaking.  What  I  said  was  written,  and  I 
spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

"From  my  point  Of  view  the  principal  object  of  this  dinner 
is  l<)  give  me  the  opportunity  of  making  known  to  some  among 
the  chief  Laymen  of  the  Diocese  «>f  Arkansas  my  desire  to  have 
them  gather  around  me  and  hold  up  my  hands. 

'*'J"he  Bishop  and  the  Laity  are  the  permanent  elements  of 
the  Diocese.  The  personnel  of  the  Clergy  is,  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
constantly  changing.  If  a  I'arish  and  its  Rector  do  not  get  on 
well  together,  the  ordinary  vestry  and  congregation  undertake 
either  to  freeze  or  starve  him  out,  and  generally,  sooner  or  later, 
they   succeed. 

"1  say  the  ordinary  Vestry  and  congregation  do  this,  for, 
1  am  glad  to  concede  that  there  is  a  Parish  here  and  there  scattered 
throughout  the  country,  the  people  of  which  are  too  high-toned, 
and  have  learned  too  much  of  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel  to  make  it 
possible  for  them  to  res<jrt  to  this  course.  Such  Parishes,  which 
are  very  few  and  far  between,  have  another  and  more  commendable 
way  of  gettmg  rid  of  their  unacceptable  Rectors.  The  men,  women 
and  children  turn  in  and  do  all  they  can  to  make  up  for  his  real 
or  imaginary  defects,  and,  as  a  result,  the  Parish  soon  becomes 
conspicuous  for  its  Nourishing  c«»ndition,  the  Rector  gets  the  credit 
for  it,  «\nd  r'*ceives  a  call  U)  one  of  the  great  Churches  of  the  land, 
or  is  elected  Jiishop  somewhere,  and.  of  ct>urse,   he  accepts. 

"If  there  should  ever  be  what  is  called  a  'misfit'  Clergyman 
in  one  of  y<mr  Parishes,  1  h(.)pe  that  you  will  do  all  you  can  to 
have  the  people  pursue  this  course.  The  effect  upon  the  Parish, 
and  also  upon  the  man  will  be  so  much  more  desirable  than  the 
other  policy,   it    will    be   the  making   of   both. 

"But,  whether  the  "freezing,"  'starving  out'  or  the  'boosting* 
policy  of  dealing  with  the  'misfits'  be  adopted,  in  either  case  they 
move  on,  and  so  do  'rolling  stones'  and  the  'Roaming  Catholics.' 
Of  the  active  Clergy  now  in  the  Diocese,  only  two  were  here 
when  1  came  less  than  seven  years  ago.  A  Clergyman  comes 
today  and  leaves  tomorrow,  but  the  Bishop  and  the  Laity  remain 
until   death   parts  them. 

"No  matter  how  unacceptable  the  Bishop  may  be,  he  is  here 
to  stay.  There  are  Episcopal  'misfits'  but  it  is  comparatively 
difficult,  if  not,  indeed,  almost  inip<»ssible  to  either  'freeze*  or  'starve' 
them  out  and.  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  seldom  undertaken.  My 
friend  feared  that  it  might  be  undertaken  in  my  case,  but  I  believed 
that  the  opposition  to  me  would  not  last  long,  and  that.  I  would 
soon  be  able  to  secure  as  much  co-operation  from  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  of  my  Diocese  as  is  accorded  to  most  Bishops.  Events  have 
happily  shown  that  I  was  right.  I  doubt  whether  there  is  a  more 
united   Diocese   in    the   whole   American    Church   than    Arkansas   is 
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now,  and  has  been  for  several  years,  and  I  believe,  will  be  through- 
out the  remainder  of  my  Episcopate.  It  takes  two  to  make  a 
quarrel,  and.  as  for  myself,  1  am  determined  to  obey  the  precepts 
of  last  Sunday's  epistle.  *lf  it  be  possible,  as  much  as  lieth  in 
you,  li\c  peaceably  with  all   men.' 

"Every  Bishop  feels  the  need  of  the  helpful  sympathy  and 
c<)-(>|)erati()n    of  his   Clergy  and    Laity. 

"So  far  as  the  Clergy  are  concerned,  I  feel  that  I  would  be 
•  ipen  to  the  accusaiion  of  unreasonableness  if  I  were  to  ask  for 
more  in  these  respecis  than  the  majority  among  them  have 
accorded  me.  We  have  a  noble  band  of  self-sacrificing,  capable 
Clergymen,  and  I  am  glad  on  this  suitable  occasion  to  do  them 
the  simple  justice  of  testifying  that  they  have  done  as  much  to 
lighten  my  burdens  and  support  me  as  any  other  equal  number 
(ii  Priests  and  Deacons  anywhere  in  Christendom  have  done  for 
their    Bishop. 

"As  for  the  Laity,  the  same  may  be  said  of  many  among 
them.  There  is  not  a  Diocese  in  the  world  that  has  a  better 
Secretary  than  John  M.  Daggett,  or  Treasurers  than  P.  K.  Roots, 
H.  C.  Rather,  and  S.  S.  Faulkner,  or  Chancellor  than  John  T. 
Hicks,  or  Recorder  than  Fay  Hempstead.  The  same  is  generally 
true  of  the  Laymen  who  are  represented  in  our  Diocesan  Councils 
and  upon  our  Diocesan  Boards,  and  who  compose  our  Parish 
V^estries    and    Missionary    Committees. 

"These  men  and  many  others  have,  in  varying  degrees,  accord- 
ing to  their  opportunities  and  abilities,  been  a  great  help,  en- 
couragement, and  comfort  to  me,  and  I  thank  them  for  all  they 
have   done,  and   I   thank  my   God   for  surrounding  me  with   them. 

"And  yet,  with  all  1  have  in  my  Laymen  to  be  thankful  for, 
I  am  not  satisfied  with  them.  My  dissatisfaction  arises  from  the 
fact  that  there  are  not  so  many  of  them  around  me  as  I  would  like 
to  have,  and  as  I  feel  the  need  of.  I  want  to  be  surrounded  by 
ten,  or  better  yet.  twenty  times  as  many  Laymen;  and,  as  I  have 
said,  my  chief  object  in  calling  you  together  around  this  table 
was  that  I  might  make  known  this  heart's  desire  of  mine  and 
ask  each  one  of  you  to  do  what  you  can  to  gratify  it.  I  feel  the 
need  of  at  least  loo  Laymen  who  will  group  themselves  around 
me  and  give  my  undertakings  the  great  benefit  of  their  moral 
suppr)rt,  financial  help,  and  eloquent  advocacy. 

"There  are  two  or  three  minor,  but  still  quite  important 
reasons  why  I  am  quite  anxious  that  our  leading  Laity  should 
organize    themselves    into    a    Church    Club. 

"i.  Among  such  reasons  1  mention  first,  the  fact  that  a  Dio- 
cesan Laymen's  Club  would  have  a  salutary  tendency  to  lessen 
the  evils  of  the  'Congregationalism'  or  'Parochialism*  by  which  this 
Diocese  in  common  with  many  others,  has  suffered  a  great  deal. 
When  I  first  came  to  your  midst  it  seemed  to  me  that  this  evil 
was  more  general  and  deep  seated  in  Arkansas,  than  in  any  other 
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Diocese  of  which  I  knew  anything.  We  have  gotten  rid  of  a  great 
deal  of  it  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  and  a  good 
Diocesan  Church  Club  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  refor- 
mation to  completion  and  preventing  a  relapse  is  greatly  needed. 

"2.  Again,  we  need  an  orginazation  of  leading  Laymen  to  act 
for  the  Diocese  as  Master  of  Ceremonies  and  Host  on  State  occas- 
ions. As  matters  now  stand  it  would  be  almost  impossible  for 
us  to  have  a  great  ecclesiastical  function  or  social  event  Suppose 
one  of  our  distinguished  and  worthy  Clergymen  were  to  be  elected 
to  the  Episcopate  (and  more  improbable  things  than  that  have 
happened)  we  would  be  embarrassed  in  making  suitable  arrange- 
ments for  his  consecration. 

**The  visits  of  Bishop  Roots,  first,  as  distinguished  Foreign 
Missionary  hero,  and  afterward  as  the  honored  Bishop  of 
Hankow,  called  for  at  least  one  great  Missionary  meeting  and 
public  reception,  but,  under  present  conditions,  nothing  of  the 
kind  was  possible. 

"Some  of  us  are  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  the  General 
Convention  will  meet  in  Hot  Springs,  but,  unless  we  have  a  Dio- 
cesan Layman's  Church  Club,  with  some  years  of  training  and 
experience  behind  it.  there  would  be  an  element  of  absurdity  about 
our   undertaking  to   entertain    that   august   body. 

"3.  We  are  also  in  great  need  of  a  Diocesan  Laymen's 
Church  Club  for  educational  purposes.  L  am  not  now  thinking  of 
the  Church  Schools  which  the  Clergy  feel  that  we  must  have,  and 
know  that  we  cannot  have  without  the  co-operation  of  the  Laity, 
but  of  lecture  courses  and  special  Lenten  services.  Every  now 
and  then  we  should  have  a  course  of  three  or  four  lectures  on  the 
distinctive  doctrines  and  claims  of  Christianity  and  the  Church. 
The  presence  of  the  distinguished  men  who  would  be  invited  to 
deliver  the  lectures  and  their  utterances  would  be  a  great  uplift 
to  us. 

**4.  Again,  we  are  in  need  of  the  Laymen's  Club  upon  which 
I  have  set  my  heart  for  the  purpose  of  setting  our  Diocesan  house 
in  order  against  the  day  when  we  are  expected  by  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  other  benefactors  to  reach 
the  goal  of  an  independent,  self-supporting  condition.  That  day 
is  now  only  about  five  years  off,  and  if  we  would  be  prepared  for 
it,  we  must  at  once  be  up  and  doing. 

"5.  But  the  first,  last,  great  and  all-sufficient  reason  for  my 
desire  that  such  a  club  be  organized,  is  the  deeply  felt  need  on  my 
part  of  a  more  general  and  better  organized  co-operation  of  the 
Laity  .with  me  in  the  great  work  which  lies  before  us." 

The  dinner  was  one  long  to  be  remembered,  and  an  epoch 
making  event  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  hoped  and  believed 
that  the  Churchman's  Club  will  grow  from  this  small  but  auspicious 
beginning  until  it  becomes  a  great  Diocesan  Institution,  a  towei 
of  strength  to  me  and  to  my  successors. 
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I  shouid  be  very  glad  if  this  Council  should  see  its  way  clear 
to  endorse   this  movement   and  contribute   to  its   success. 

..  THE    DEPARTMENT    MISSIONARY    CONFERENCES. 

It  is  intended  that  these  Conferences  shall  take  the  place  of 
the  Missionary  Council  which  was  discontinued  at  the  last  General 
Convention. 

Our  Diocese  belongs  to  the  Eighth  Missionary  Department, 
the  Secretary  of  which  is  the  Rev.  Edward  A.  Temple,  Waco, 
Texas.  The  Conferences  of  this  department  will  probably  be  held 
from  November  2  to  24  at  Dallas,  Texas,  I  am  heartily  in  sym- 
pathy with  these  undertakings,  and  even  at  this  early  date  I  must 
earnestly  ask  the  brethren  to  stimulate  interest  for  the  same 
throughout  the  Diocese,  and,  if  possible,  attend  in  person.  Further 
particulars  and  information  will  be  given  by  the  Secretary  in  due 
time. 

THE   MISSIONARY    THANK   OFFERING. 

To  be  presented  at  the   General   Convention   in   Richmond  by  the 
Men    of   the   Church    in    Gratitude   for   300    Years    r)f    English 
Christianity — Jamestown   1607,  Richmond   1907. 

With   pleasure,   I   beg  to  present   through   the   Council,   to   all 

the  members  of  this  Diocese  the  following  resolutions  which  were 

adopted  by   the   Board  of  Missions    (both   Houses  of  the   General 

Convention    sitting   together). 

Boston.   October   20,    1904. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas: 

Resolved.  That  the  Board  of  Missions  affectionately 
recommend  to  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  that  they 
send  through  the  Deputies  to  the  next  General  Convention, 
an  extra  offering  for  Missions  to  be  presnted  at  the  opening 
services  as  a  special  recognition  of  thankfulness  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  blessings  He  has  vouchsafed  to  this  Church  during 
the  300  years  since  it  has  been  planted  in  Jamestown. 

In  taking  action  on  the  above  resolution,  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers for  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  at  its  meet- 
ing in  New  York  on  December  31,  passed  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to 
formulate  and  put  into  execution  a  plan  to  insure  the  presen- 
tation at  Richmond  in  1907,  of  a  Missionary  offering  by  the 
men  of  the  Church  as  a  thanksgiving  for  300  years  of  English 
Christianity.  The  committee  shall  have  power- to  associate 
with  themselves  local  committees  in  each  Diocese  and  Mis- 
sionary District,  consisting  of  the  Deputies  to  the  late  General 
Convention,  and  such  other  agencies  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 
The  fund  shall  be  applied  FIRST  to  restore  the  reserve  funds 
of  the  Society  (if  they  shall  not  then  have  been  restored), 
and,  SECOND  to  provide  permanent  equipment  in  the  Domes- 
tic and  Foreign  Fields.  Each  giver  shall  be  asked  to  contribute 
ander  a  pledge  that  his  gift  shall  not  diminish  his  payment 
toward   the   Apportionment. 
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At  its  meeting  on  January  lo.  1905.  the  Board  also  passed  the 
frjllovving  resolution: 

Resolved.    That    the    pending   resolution    be    referred    with 
power  to  a  special  committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop-Coad- 
.jutor  of  New  York,  Mr.  Thomas,  and  Mr.  Pepper,  to  make  it 
effective — with   the   hearty   endorsement  of   the    Board, 

The   committee   provided    for    in    the   above    resolution   having 

issued  a  letter  to  the   American   Bishops,   from  which   I  quote  the 

following: 

"In  1907.  when  the  General  Convention  meets  at  Rich- 
mond, three  centuries  will  have  elapsed  since  the  first  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Communion  in  an  English  Colony  in  North 
America.  The  time  will  be  a  fitting  one  for  the  making  of  a 
Thank  Ofifering  by  the  men  of  the  Church  for  the  blessings 
of  300  years   of   English    Christianity. 

**It  is  accordingly  proposed  that  all  men  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  the  Church,  whether  as  Communicants,  or  as 
occasional  worshipers,  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  unite 
in  making  a  great  Missionary  Thank  Offering  to  be  presented 
at  Richmond  in  that  year.  The  fund  will  be  used  for  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Church  in  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Fields. 

"A  plan  for  bringing  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  every 
Churchman  has  been  carefully  formulated.  So  far  from  making 
it  more  difficult  to  raise  your  annual  Apportionment,  it  is  con- 
fidently expected  that  the  movement  about  to  be  set  on  foot 
will  diminish  the  difficulty  of  your  annual  task.  With  your 
hearty  co-operation  a  result  can  be  obtained,  the  importance 
of  which'  it  is  impossible  to  overestimate.  The  plan  is  definite 
and  feasible.  Its  history,  its  details,  and  the  source  of  our 
authority  to  call  upon  y<ni  for  aid  will  appear  uuon  reference 
to  the  enclosed  memorandum.  Earnestly  and  prayerfully 
we  appeal  for  your  assistance." 

You  will  see  that  it  is  of  the  essence  of  this  plan  that  a  personal 
appeal  shall  be  made  to  each  individual  Churchman.  T  heartily 
concur  in  the  committee's  suggestion  that  immediate  steps  be 
taken  to  organize  a  District  Committee  in  our  Diocese,  and  it  is 
thought  that  the  Deputies  to  the  late  General  Convention  would 
make  very  suitable  constituents  oi  such  a  committee.  The  work 
as  outlined  by  the  General  Committee  seems  to  me  to  be  of  such 
vital  importance,  that  T  hope  we  will  not  get  away  from  here 
until  the  necessary  plans  have  been  perfected.  I  do  not  believe 
that  anything  has  been  undertaken  so  important  for  the  Missionary 
Department  of  the  Church's  work  as  the  plan  now  proposed, 
since  it  will  advertise  the  work  in  every  Parish  of  the  Church, 
and  will  for  the  first  time  bring  before  men  as  their  own  responsi- 
bility, the  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  chiefest  obstacle  to  what  is  called  the  Mission  of  the 
Church  is  the  impression  that  is  very  general,  that  it  is  work 
belonging  to  women  and  children.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  time 
the    General    Convention    meets,    the    men    throughout    the    Church 
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will  have  had  their  attention  so  called  to  the  matter  as  to  enable 
them  to  realize  whatever  assistance  may  be  rendered  by  women 
and  children,  the  obligation  really  rests  upon  the  men  themselves. 

THE    BROTHERHOOD    OF    ST.  ANDREW. 

Mr.  Frank  G.  Shelby,  the  Western  Traveling  Secretary  of  the 
Brotherhood,  with  headquarters  at  Denver,  Col.,  was  with  us  a 
number  of  days  last  winter.  He  conducted  meetings  in  Little 
Rock.  Pine  BlufF.  and  Helena,  and  has  expressed  the  desire  to 
visit  our  Diocese  again  in  the  Autumn.  He  will  always  be  wel- 
comed hack,  for  it  is  my  most  earnest  wish  that  more  and  more 
interest  in  the  Brotherhood  should  be  manifested  in  our  Diocese, 
that  more  Chapters  be  added  to  the  few  we  now  have,  and  that 
Brotherhood  men  may  be  raised  up  throughout  the  Diocese,  who 
will  become  the  "Rector's  right  hand"  in  the  full  sense  of  the  term. 
Every  Rector  needs  a  Chapter  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew, 
and  one  of  the  Daughters  of  the  King  to  gather  around  him  as 
much  as  every  Bishop  needs  a  Diocesan  Layman's  Club  and  Branch 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  with  representatives  in  each  Parish  to 
surround  him  and  hold  up  his  hands  by  helpful,  co-operative 
efforts. 

On  the  way  to  the  General  Convention  it  was  my  great  privilege 
to  attend  the  Brotherhood  Convention  and  Twenty-first  Anniver- 
sary in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  It  was  a  splendid  meeting.  Both 
the  Senior  and  Junior  Departments  were  strongly  represented. 
I  became  very  much  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Juniors.  At 
the  joint  meeting  of  both  Departments,  which  was  addressed  by 
the  Bishop  of  Canterbur}',  there  must  have  been  3,000  men  in  the 
congregation. 

The  next  National  Convention  is  Ut  be  held  in  Chicago  fr(>m 
September  21  to  24.  1  hope  that  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  will  be 
represented  by  both   its   Clergy  and  Laity. 

Thijse  who  have  attended  a  National  Convention  know  that 
it  is  well  worth  the  requisite  sacrifice  of  the  time  and  money. 

The  sessions,  meetings  and  Cf)nfcrences  will  be  held  in  the 
halls  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  the  delegates,  visitors,  and 
speakers  will  be  lodged  in  the  dormitory  buildings.  In  this  way 
the  whole  body  of  the  Convention  will  practically  live  in  fellow- 
ship together  for  the  four  days.  A  uniform  rate  of  $2  per  day 
will  be  charged,  to  cr)yer  board  and  lodging,  and  reduced  railroad 
rales   can  be   had    from   all  parts  of  the  United   States. 

THE    AMERICAN    CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND 

COMMISSION. 

With  grateful  heart  I  beg  to  state  here  again,  that  this  Fund 
has  continued  to  give  us  $100  for  each  Church  that  we  have  been 
able  10  build  free  of  debt  in  our  large  and  undeveloped  Diocese. 
I   know   of  no   Fund   belonging   to   Church   or   State   which   makes 
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a  better  showing  than  that  of  this  Commission.  Its  wtjrk  seems  to 
be  of  such  importance,  as  to  justify  the  printing  in  full  of  the 
following   communication,   which   its    Secretary   has   sent   me: 

**At  the  last  General  Convention  a  change  was  made  in 
the  Constitution  of  the  American  Building  Fund  Commission, 
whereby  the  plan  of  having  two  commissioners  in  each  Dio- 
cese, appointed  by  its  Bishop,  was  so  altered  that  in  their 
stead  Auxiliary  Committees  might  be  appointed  by  the  Trus- 
tees, in  such   localities  as  should  seem   to  them  expedient. 

"The  Trustees  appreciate  very  highly  the  interest  which 
has  been  manifested,  and  the  service  which  has  been  rendered 
by  many  of  the  former  Clerical  and  Lay  Commissioners;  and 
they  express  the  hope  that  these  gentlemen  will  continue  their 
services  in  aid  of  the  Church  Building  Fund. 

**An  Auxiliary  Committee  composed  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
members  can  be  very  helpful  to  the  Commission  in  many 
ways : 

"First.  By  urging  the  Rectors  to  comply  with  the  oft- 
repeated  resolution  of  the  General  Convention,  which  recom- 
mends that  an  annual  collection  shall  be  taken  from  every 
congregation  of  the  Church  for  the  increase  of  the  permanent 
Fund. 

"Secondly.  By  exerting  personal  intluencc  among  their 
friends,  and  giving  information  concerning  this  most  important 
branch  of  Missionary  work,  and  by  asking  contributions  and 
legacies    therefor. 

"Thirdly.  By  giving  informatin  when  requested,  as  to  the 
value  of  real  estate,  and  the  responsibility  of  parties  with 
whom  the  Trustees  are  negotiating  a  loan. 

"Fourthly.  By  sending  yearly  a  reminder  to  all  Rectors, 
of  the  expected  collection;  and  by  making  a  report  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention  of  the  gifts  and  loans  made  by  the 
Commission  within  the  Diocese,  and  the  amounts  of  money 
contributed  during  the  past  year  by  individuals  and  Churches. 

"Fifthly.  By  adopting  such  organized  measures  to  secure 
these  ends  as  may   seem  expedient  to  the   Committee   itself." 

The  Secretary  of  the  Building  Fund  Commission,  the  Rev. 
J.  Mewton  Terkins,  has  asked  me  to  submit  to  him.  the  names  of 
two  men.  who.  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood.  as  Chairman,  would 
be  willing;  to  serve  as  an  Auxiliary  Committee  in  this  Diocese. 
Inasmuch  as  this  Commission  has  been  of  such  great  assistance 
and  help  to  our  Diocese,  I  do  not  hesitate  in  complying  with  his 
reasonable   request. 

JOINT    COMMISSION    OF  THE   GENERAL    CONVENTION 
ON    SUNDAY    SCHOOL    INSTRUCTION. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  H.  L. 
Duhring.   the   Secretary  of   the   Commission,   was   received  by  me: 

"My    Dear    Bishop: 

"The  Joint  Commission  appointed  by  the  recent  General 
Convention  to  investigate  Sunday  School  Instruction  is  about 
to  issue  various  lists  of  questions,  asking  for  information  con- 
cerning the  condition  of  Sunday  Schools  and  their  instruction. 
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In  Dioceses  where  Sunday  School  Commissions,  or  Institutes 
exist,  we  have  decided  to  work  through  that  agency.  Not 
knowing  of  any  Commission  being  yet  appointed  in  your 
Diocese  through  which  we  might  secure  the  information,  we 
venture  to  ask  if  you  would  be  willing  to  name  a  special 
committee,  which  could  act  temporarily  in  the  capacity  of  an 
investigating  committee  in  securing  the  desired  information, 
and  whose  answers  to  our  questions  would  probably  represent 
the  general  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  your  Diocese, 
and  to  whom  we  may  submit  a  communication  already 
addressed  to  the  Sunday  School  Commissions  and  Institutes 
of  the  various   Dioceses   in  the  United   States." 

In  compliance  with  the  above  request  I  have  appointed  the 
following  committee:  The  Rev.  C.  C.  Leman,  Mr.  Robert  E. 
Wait,  and  Mr.  John  H.  Judaschke.  I  trust  this  committee  will 
do  all  in  its  power  to  assist  the  Joint  Commission  in  their  noble 
efforts. 

CHURCH  LEAGUE  OF  THE  BAPTIZED. 

In  connection  with  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund,  I  beg 
to  call  your  attention  to  an  auxiliary  of  that  Fund,  which  is 
already  accomplishing  a  vast  amount  of  good  in  other  Dioceses, 
and  I  am  glad  to  know  that  a  Chapter  has  been  recently  organized 
at  Eureka  Springs.  Permit  me  to  quote  and  endorse  what  the 
Bishop  of  Easton  had  to  say  in  his  last  annual  address  about 
this   League. 

"There  has  come  to  my  knowledge  a  way  in  which  we 
can  add  very  largely  to  the  General  Fund  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Disabled  and  Aged  Clergy,  and  if  I  mistake  not,  it  will, 
if  carried  out,  be  an  almost  equal  relief  to  those  who  are 
neither  old  or  disabled.  Miss  Louise  Winthrop  Koues,  2914 
Broadway,  New  York,  has  organized  a  society  of  ladies,  by 
name,  "The  Church  League  of  the  Baptized,"  of  which  Miss 
Koues  is  President.  I  have  longed  ardently  to  see  collections 
for  this  Fund  taken  entirely  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Clergy. 
I  have  always  taken  a  deep  interest  in  it — again  and  again  I 
have  urged  its  claims  on  my  Clerical  brethren,  but  it  has  been 
like  throwing  a  feather  against  the  wind.  They  feel  it  to  be 
personal,  and  a  gentleman-like  instinct  causes  them  to  treat 
it  with  a  chilling  indifference.  It  belongs  of  right  to  the  Laity, 
and  there  has  been  something  ungracious  and  wanting  in  con- 
sideration and  delicacy  in  ever  putting  it  on  the  Order  that 
constitutes  the  object  of  it.  The  Clergy  have  nothing  to  do  in 
collecting  the  oft'erings.  All  they  have  to  do  in  the  matter 
is  simply  give  one  or  two  ladies  of  the  Parish  a  list  of  the 
Baptized  members  of  the  congregation.  These  ladies  then 
apply  and  ask  for  ten  cents  per  annum  from  each  member. 
We  have  it  now  in  our  power,  my  dear  brethren,  to  co-operate 
with  the  Laity — and  the  better  part  of  them — the  ladies — 
and  I  do  most  earnestly  entreat  you,  when  you  return  to 
your  Parishes,  to  make  out  your  list  of  the  Baptized  and 
begin  your  work.  One  must  have  the  heart  of  a  nether 
millstone  to  whom  this  cause  does  not  appeal.  They  say 
that  corporations  have  no  souls,  but  with  hearts  Miat  give 
evidence    of    more    tenderness    and    regard    for    thci  •      Id    and 
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faithful  servants  than  the  Church  has  so  far  shown;  and 
this.  1  believe,  is  because  the  Clergy  have  been  called  upon 
to  provide  for  themselves." 

I  should  be  glad  to  see  k>cal  chapters  of  this  League  formed 
in  every  congregation  of  the  Diocese.  For  further  particulars 
address:  Miss  Louise  Winthrop  Kues.  2914  Broadway,  New  York 
City. 

1  recommend  that  this  Council  appoint  a  committee  of  Laymen 
to  wait  upon  the  Council  (.)f  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  now  in 
session  at  Christ  Church,  this  city,  to  call  attention  to  this 
League,  and  to  request  them  to  do  what  they  can  to  have  it 
become  widely  established  and  effective. 

THE    GENERAL    CLERGY    RELIEF    FUND. 

I  wish  again  this  year  to  commend  to  the  Diocese  the  General 
Clergy  Relief  Fund,  with  the  hope  that  at  least  one  offering  in 
every  Parish  and  Mission  (which  the  General  Convention  recom- 
mends to  be  taken  Quinquagesima  Sunday)  may  be  set  aside  for 
its  use  All  remittances  should  be  made  to  the  Rev  Alfred  J.  P. 
McClure,  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Financial  Agent,  the  Church 
House,  Twelfth  and  Walnut  Streets,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  at  whose 
request   I   gladly  insert   here  the  following: 

The  Church,  in  its  official  capacity,  by  profttundly  wise  legis- 
lation, in  its  General  Canons,  provides  for  a  uniform,  comprehen- 
sive annuity  or  pension  and  relief  fund  for  the  Clergy  and  their 
families  throughout  the  whole  Church.  The  machinery  comprises 
an  automatic  pension  at  64,  when  sufticicnt  money  is  provided. 
It  is  the  only  pension  and  relief  fund  for  which  the  General  Con- 
vention 

(a)  Has  ever  legislated. 

(b)  Provides  Trustees  triennially. 

(c)  Sets  apart  a  definite  day  for  offerings. 

(d)  Recommends  a  portion  of  the  Communion  Alms. 

(e)  Gives  the   royalty  on   the   Hymnal. 

This  General  Fund  has  the  same  status  in  the  General  Canons 
as  the   Missionary  Society. 

THE  GENERAL  CLERGY  RELIEF  FUND  HAS  IN 
THE  LAST  FOUR  YEARS— 

(a)  Merged  with  it  the  organizations  for  relief  of  about 
forty   Dioceses   and    Missionary  Jurisdictions. 

(b)  Increased  the  number  of  annuitants   to  about  450. 

(c)  Increased    the    annuities    paid    three    and    four    fold. 

It  is  the  only  fund  in  the  Church  which  gives  a  pension  or 
annuity  without  the  payment  of  dues  or  fees  or  premiums  or  age 
re(iuircmcnts   or    Diocesan    limitations — 

(a)  To  the  young  disabled  Clergyman. 

(b)  T<»  the  old  disabled  Clergyman. 
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• 

(c)  To  the  widow  of  a  Clerg^yman. 

(d)  To  the  orphan  of  a  Clergyman. 

and  it  is  today  dispensing  more  money  than  any  other  society 
of  its  kind  in  the  whole  Church. 

The  statistics  of  Clerical  changes  prove  that  only  a  small 
percentage  of  Clergymen  remain  in  one  .  Diocese  all  their  lives, 
therefore,  the  relief  fund  they  have  built  up  in  their  early  Ministry 
is  frequently  the  very  fund  to  which  they  cannot  appeal  in  later 
years  when  they  need  it.  Through  no  fault  of  their  own,  the 
great  body  of  Clergy  arc  ineligible  to  local  funds  by  reason  of 
removals  or  Canonical  requirements,  or  they  are  debarred  by  the 
fund's  inadequacy.  This  is  the  reason  THE  GENERAL  CLERGY 
RELIEF  FUND  has  about  450  annuitants,  while  the  largest  local 
funds  have  but  a  score. 

It  ought  to  be  clearly  understood  that  the  General  Clergy 
Relief  Fund,  created  by  the  representatives  of  the  Church  has 
all  the  necessary  machinery  and  authority  for  successfully  doing 
this  work,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  supported  and  protected  in  its 
efforts,  now  that  it  has  reached  an  "effectual  and  hopeful  stage 
in  its  progress." 

Do  not  confuse  with  other  funds  and  societies  limited  both 
geographically  and  as  to  persons  helped. 

The  inestimable  good  done  by  the  Clergy  Relief  Fund,  induces 
me  to  recommend  to  the  Council,  that  a  special  committee  be 
appointed,  who  will  constantly  keep  before  us  this  excellent  fund 
and  see  to  it,  that  at  least  one  offering,  as  suggested  by  the  General 
Convention,  is  taken  up  every  year  in  all  the  Churches  throughout 
the   Diocese. 

COMMITTEE    ON     CONSTITUTION     AND    CANONS. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  has  been  distribu- 
ted throughout  the  Diocese  for  more  than  two  months,  and  I  hope 
it  has  been  carefully  studied,  and  that  it  will  receive  the  flower 
of  this  Council's  attention.  The  report  is,  as  might  be  expected, 
considering  its  authorship,  an  exceedingly  able  document,  and.  if 
it  should  be  adopted  without  change  except  the  correction  of 
typographical  errors,  it  would,  as  a  whole,  be  a  great  improvement 
upon  the  Constitution  and  Canons  now  in  force. 

But.  as  I  understand  it.  the  committee  does  not  expect  or 
desire  that  the  work  to  which  it  has  devoted  so  much  thoughtful 
and  painstaking  attention,  shall  pass  into  law  without  the  most 
critical  examination  of  each  section,  and  the  full  discussion  of 
every  important  question  by  the  Council. 

As  might  be  expected.  I  have  read  the  whole  document  with 
profound  interest  and  care.  and.  I  must  confess,  though  the  con- 
fession will  of  necessity  reflect  unfavorably  upon  my  canonical 
education   and  acumen,   that   my  copy   is   marked   at   a   n  miber   f)f 
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places  where  I  should  be  glad  to  see  modifications  to  which  I 
attach  more  or  less  importance.  T  do  not  think  it  possible  or 
desirable  to  go  into  details  at  this  time.  I  feel,  however,  that  it 
is  my  duty  and  privilege  to  request  that  you  as  members  of  the 
Council,  while  engaged  in  the  work  of  considering  the  report, 
remember  that  you  are  legislating  for  a  branch  of  the  Historic, 
Catholic  Church,  and  that  one  of  the  characteristics  of  all  branches 
of  this  Church  is  the  Apostolic  Episcopal  form  of  goverment.  I 
am  afraid  that  the  committee  now  and  then  loses  sight  of  this  fact. 
•Indeed,  I  am  pretty  well  convinced  that  it  did  so  at  three  points 
to  which  I  beg  to  direct  your  thoughtful  attention. 

I.  It  looks  to  me  as  if  the  committee  contemplated  the 
passing  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  without  any  special  refer- 
ence to  the  Bishop.  I  believe  that  respect  for  historic  precedent 
and  General  Convention  analogy  requires  that  all  legislative  en- 
actments of  a  Diocese  should  have  the  approval  of  its  Bishop  before 
they  can  be  properly  regarded  as  law. 

In  primitive  times,  the  General  Laws  of  the  Church  were 
enacted  in  Councils  which  were  composed  exclusively  of  Bishops. 
The  more  local  laws  by  which  Dioceses  were  regulated  were 
formulated  and  adopted  by  Provincial  Councils  in  which  also 
oniy  Bishops  had  a  vote,  Diocesan  Councils  were  composed  of 
the  Bishop  and  his  chief  Clergy,  and  their  deliberations  and 
enactments  had  more  of  the  character  of  State  Cabinet  Meetings 
than  those  of  a  modern  Diocesan  Council.  It  follows  as  a  matter 
of  course  that  none  of  its  recommendations  or  rulings  had  any 
weight  without  the  sanction  of  the  Diocesan  Bishop. 

"Do  nothing  without  the  Bishop"  is  a  patristic  maxim  which 
I  venture  to  affirm  no  Diocesan  Council  ever  lost  sight  of  until 
the  organization  of  the  American  Episcopal  Church.  What  there 
was  of  the  Church  in  the  original  colonies  was  governed  by  a 
foreign  Bishop  for  nearly  lOO  years,  and  this  anomalous  condition 
of  affairs  opened  the  door  for  some  departure  from  ancient  prece- 
dent. But  1  contend  that  the  deviations  of  the  early  American 
Church  from  primitive  custom,  and  the  irregularities  which  grew  up 
with  them.  aflFord  no  ground  upon  which  such  a  thing  can  now  be 
justified  as  the  passing  of  a  Diocesan  Constitution  and  Canons 
without   any   special   reference   to   the    Bishop. 

A  strong  argument  against  the  taking  of  any  such  action  as 
the  proposed  one  which  I  am  calling  in  question,  may  be  built 
upon  General  Convention  precedent.  That  body  consists  of  two 
houses — The  House  of  Bishops,  and  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Delegates  or  Deputies.  No  law  can  be  enacted  by  that  body 
without   the  concurrent  vote  of  both  houses  in  its  favor. 

2.  To  my  way  of  thinking,  the  second  imperfection  in  the 
report  is  the  fact  that  the  Bishop  is  practically  excluded  from  the 
Standing  Committee.  He  can  only  attend  its  meetings  as  an 
intruder,  and  when  he  does  so,  he  must  be  very  modest,  and  take 
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a  back  seat  until  he  is  invited  to  "come  up  higher."  I  submit, 
that  human  nature  being  what  it  is,  the  Bishop  cannot  reasonably 
be  expected  to  attend  many  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
My  idea  is,  that  the  Standing  Committee  should  be  organized  as 
that  it  will  be  a  Diocesan  Council  in  miniature,  and  that  the  Bishop 
should  be  expected  to  be  present  at   its  meetings  and  to  preside. 

3.  In  the  third  place  I  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Missionary  machinery  proposed  by  the  report.  There  are 
several  things  about  it  that  do  not  suit  me  very  well,  but  I  shall 
not,  at  this  time,  trouble  you  with  the  details  of  my  dissatisfaction. 
1  want,  however,  to  humbly  give  expression  to  the  opinion  that  the 
Bishop  should  be  regarded  as  supreme  in  the  Missionary  field  of 
his  Diocese,  and  to  ask  you  to  eliminate  everything  in  the  Canon 
which  may  have  any  tendency  to  curtail  my  supremacy  in  the 
Missionary  Field  of  Arkansas. 

4.  Finally,  if  such  a  thing  is  possible,  I  would  like  to  have  a 
simple  Canon  for  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman.  It  was  the  boast  of 
some  that  a  Clergyman  could  not  be  tried  under  the  old  Canon.  I 
am  afraid  that  if  the  one  recommended  by  the  committee  is  passed 
we  shall  not  be  much  better  oflF. 

THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

From  October  5  to  October  21,  I  was  in  attendance  upon  the 
General  Convention  which  met  in  the  city  of  Boston.  The  opening 
service  was  in  Trinity  Church,  famous  both  because  of  its  magnifi- 
cence and  because  its  pulpit  was  occupied  for  so  many  years  by 
Phillips  Brooks.  It  was,  by  common  consent,  one  of  the  most  in- 
spiring of  all  the  Ecclesiastical  functions  that  have  ever  taken  place 
in  the  American  Church.  About  100  Bishops  occupied  the  spacious 
chancel  of  the  great  Church.  They  formed  a  semi-circle  about 
the  Altar.  It  seemed  to  me  there  must  have  been  2,000  people  in 
the  nave  and  transept.  The  weather  was  fine,  and  fully  5,000 
people,  who  probably  had  no  expectation  of  getting  in,  came,  and 
for  three  hours,  stood  in  the  spaces  and  streets  about  the  Church 
to  see  the  procession  and  recession  of  Bishops,  which  were  led 
by  the  Convention's  distinguished  guest,  the  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury. Of  course,  they  could  not  hear  anything  of  the  service, 
except  the  music. 

One  of  the  distinguishing  features  about  this  Convention,  the 
feature  which  undoubtedly  contributed  a  great  deal  to  make  it 
such  a  splendid  and  exceptional  success,  was  the  presence  of  the 
Most  Rev.  Randall  Davidson,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and 
Primate  of  all  England.  Canterbury  is  one  of  the  most  illustrious 
Sees  of  Christendom,  and  this  was  the  first  visit  of  an  occupant 
of  it  to  the  American  Continent.  The  interest,  which  was  naturally 
created  by  the  presence  of  such  a  personage,  was  greatly  in- 
creased by  the  charming  personality  of  Dr.   Davidson. 
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The  Archbishop  was  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Davidson.  As  she 
was  known  to  be  the  daughter  of  the  last  Archbishop,  Tate,  and 
the  pet  of  Queen  Victoria  who  treated  her  as  a  daughter,  the 
interest  which  gathered  around  her,  soon  came  to  be  almost  as 
great  as  that  which  was  centered  in  the  Archbishop  himself.  T 
confess  to  a  little  trepidation  at  the  thought  of  meeting  one  of  the 
first  ladies  of  England,  who  had  seldom  been  f)Utside  of  the  inner- 
most circles  of  royalty.  But  after  the  first  experience.  I  had  less 
hesitation  at  a  repetition  of  it  than  T  ordinarily  have  at  meeting 
a   sixteen  year  old   American   school   girl. 

The  Archbishop  and  Mrs.  Davidson  illustrated  the  truth  of  the 
too  often  forgotten  proverb  "true  greatness  and  humility  go  hand 
in  hand."  They  owed  the  ovation  which  was  accorded  to  them 
everywhere  very  largely  to  their  lack  of  <»stentation  in  dress  and 
manner  and  to  their  captivating  naturalness.  The  opportune  visit 
with  which  they  favored  us.  has  undoubtedly  dc^me  the  American 
Church  a  great  deal  of  good,  and  I  hope  it  will  do  American  society 
an  equal  service  by  teaching  simplicity  of  manner  and  obedience  to 
the  Apostolic  precept  which  requires  people  of  even  exalted  sta- 
tion not  to  think  of  themselves  too  highly. 

The  presentation  of  the  Archbishop  to  the  Houses  of  Bishops, 
and  afterwards  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  T-ay  Delegates,  were 
never  to-be-forgotten  scenes,  and  are  destined  t')  become  historic. 
In  each  case,  the  Archbishop  was  presented  by  the  spt)kesman  of 
a  Committee  to  the  Presiding  officer,  who  made  an  address  of  wel- 
come; then  his  Grace,  in  both  instances,  made  a  response.  He 
spoke  to  the  Bishops  without  notes,  but  his.  address  to  the  Clerical 
and  Lay  Delegates  was  a  carefully  prepared.  imp»)rtant  written  ut- 
terance. 

His  Grace  did  not  favor  the  Upper  H(»usc  with  more  than  two 
or  three  visits;  but  it  is  said  that  he  frequently  slipped  into  the 
Lower  House,  in  the  proceedings  of  which  he  seemed  to  be  greatly 
interested.  His  partiality  to  this  House  was  no  doubt  due  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  legislative  machinery  of  the  English  Church  ther*^ 
is  nothing  that  very  closely  correspcmds  to  it.  It  is  said  that  when 
the  Upper  House  was  ready  to  receive  the  Archbishop,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Presentation  Committee  had  some  difficulty  in  finding 
him.  He  was  known  to  be  somewhere  about  the  Church  in  which 
the  Lower  House  was  in  session,  and  finally  he  was  discovered 
in  an  out-of-the-way  gallery,  lying  on  his  stomach  and  witnessing 
the  proceedings  by  peeping  through  the  banisters.  He  seemed 
to  be  bent  on  observing  and  studying  the  work  of  the  Lower 
House  when  it  was  free  from  the  restraint   of  his  presence. 

Both  the  -A.rchbishop  and  Mrs.  Davidson  contributed  much  to 
make  the  Missionary  meetings  of  the  Boston  Convention  the  most 
successful,  in  two  important  points  of  attendance  and  interest,  that 
have  ever  been  held  m  the  United  States.  The  great  buildings  in 
which    the   meetings   took  place   could   not   begin    to  accommodate 
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the  crowds  which  came.  In  one  case,  two  overflow  meetings  had 
to  be  provided.  The  Archbishop  went  from  one  to  the  other, 
and  spoke  three  times  on  that  occasion. 

According  to  all  accounts,  the  most  interesting  and  remark- 
able of  the  whole  series  of  splendid  and  inspiring  Missionary  meet- 
ings was  the  one  in  Trinity  Church  at  which  the  triennial  offering 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  taken.  The  great  Church  was 
crowded  to  overflowing,  and  the  offering  amounted  to  very  nearly 
$150,000.  I  believe  that  before  the  end  of  the  Convention  it  was 
fully  made  up  to  that  amount.  It  was,  by  far.  the  largest  collec- 
tion that  had  ever  been  taken  at  any  General  Convention  Mission- 
ary Mass  Meeting. 

I  was  especially  interested  in  three  things  that  were  to  come 
before  the  General  Convention:  (i)  the  Divorce  Canon;  (2)  the 
petition  to  the  Convention  of  the  Conference  of  Workers  among 
Colored  People;  and,  (3)  the  election  of  Missionary  Bishops. 

From  first  to  last,  I  voted  in  favor  of  an  amendment  to  our 
Canon  Law  which  would  make  it  illegal  for  our  Clergy  to  re-marry 
a  person  who  had  been  divorced  for  any  cause  whatsoever,  so  long 
as  the  other  party  to  the  divorce  is  living.  My  last  act  before 
leaving  the  Council  was  to  cast  a  vote  to  this  effect.  The  compro- 
mise measure  which  was  finally  adopted,  passed  after  I  left.  The 
Canon  reads  as  follows: 

1.  Ministers  of  this  Church  shall  be  careful  to  secure  the 
observance  of  the  law  of  the  State  governing  the  civil  contract 
of  marriage  in  the  place  where  the  service  shall  be  per- 
formed. 

2.  (i)  No  Minister  shall  solemnize  a  marriage  except 
in  the  presence  of  at  least  two  witnesses.  (2)  Every  Minister 
shall,  without  delay,  formally  record  in  the  proper  register,  the 
name,  age  and  residence  of  each  party.  Such  record  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Minister  who  solemnizes  the  marriage,  and,  if 
practicable,  by  the  married  parties,  and  by  at  least  two  wit- 
nesses of  the  marriage. 

3.  No  Minister,  knowing  after  due  inquiry,  shall  solemnize 
the  marriage  of  any  person  who  has  been,  or  is.  the  husband  or 
the  wife  of  any  other  person  then  living,  for  whom  he  or  she 
has  been  divorced  for  any  cause  arising  after  marriage.  But 
this  Canon  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  innocent  party  in 
a  divorce  for  adultery;  provided,  that  before  the  application 
for  such  re-marriage  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year  shall 
have  elapsed,  after  the  granting  of  such  divorce:  and  that 
satisfactory  evidence  touching  the  facts  in  the  case,  including 
a  copy  of  the  Court's  Decree,  and  Record,  if  practicable,  with 
proof  that  the  defendant  was  personally  served  or  appeared 
in  the  action,  be  laid  before  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  and 
such  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  having  taken  lepal  advice  there- 
on, shall  have  declared  in  writing  that  in  his  judgment  the 
case  of  the  applicant  conforms  to  the  reauiremonts  of  this 
Canon,  and  provided,  further,  that  it  shall  be  within  the  dis- 
cretion of  any  Minister  to  decline  to  solemnize  any  marriage. 

4.  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  have  reasonable 
cause  to  doubt  whether  a  person   desirous  of  being  admitted 
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to  Holy  Baptism,  or  to  Confirmation,  or  to  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, has  been  married  otherwise  than  as  the  word  of  God 
and  discipline  of  this  Church  allow,  such  Minister,  before 
receiving  such  person  to  these  ordinances,  shall  refer  the  case 
to  the  Bishop  for  his  godly  judgment  thereupon:  provided, 
however,  that  no  Minister  shall  in  any  case  refuse  these  ordi- 
nances to  a  penitent  person  in  imminent  danger  of  death. 

This  Canon  seems  to  be  explicit  and  clear,  unusually  so,  but 
as  it  is  new  and  relates  to  a  most  important  matter  I  recommend 
that  it  be  read  at  some  time  in  this  Council,  in  order  that  there 
may  be  an  opportunity  for  asking  and  answering  questions. 

I  was  very  much  disappointed  with  the  course  pursued  respect- 
ing the  petition  of  the  Conference  of  Workers  among  Colored 
People  for  Missionary  Jurisdictions  and  Bishops  of  their  own.  It 
seemed  to  me  that  this  was  one  of  the  great  matters  which  came 
before  the  Convention  and  that  Boston  was  logically  just  the  place 
for  the  giving  of  such  a  question  the  full  consideration  which  its 
importance  demanded.  But  the  Convention,  I  think,  shirked  its 
duty  and  shifted  its  grave  responsibility  by  turning  over  the  peti- 
tion to  a  Joint  Committee  wliich  has  no  authority  or  responsibility 
in  the  matter  beyond  reporting  at  the  next  session  of  the  General 
Convention.  However,  the  committee  is  a  large,  representative 
and  able  one.  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  its  report  will  be  one  of 
the  most  interesting  features  of  the  Richmond  Convention. 

In  my  humble  judgment,  the  Missionary  work  of  a  General 
Convention,  is  always  the  best  work  done  by  it.  The  Boston 
Convention  established  two  new  Missionary  Districts,  Mexico  and 
Cuba,  and  elected  four  Bishops,  one  for  Hankow.  Salt  Lake,  Cuba 
and  Mexico. 

I  was  especially  interested  in  the  last  of  these  elections,  for 
the  lot  Providentially  fell  upon  one.  Herbert  Logan  Roots,  who, 
though  not  born  in  Arkansas,  is  nevertheless  proudly  claimed  by 
her  as  a  .son,  because  he  was  brought  here  in  infancy  and  made 
this  his  home  until  God  put  it  in  his  noble  heart  to  leave  his 
father  and  mother,  friends  and  country  and  take  up  his  abode  in 
the  far  away,  strange  land  of  China.  Let  us  bless  this  heroic 
man  with  the  blessing  wherewith   Moses  blessed  Joseph  when   he 

said: 

"Blessed  of  the  Lord  be  his  land,  for  the  precious  things  of 
Heaven,  for  the  dew,  for  the  deep  that  coucheth  beneath,  and  for 
the  precious  fruits  brought  forth  by  the  sun,  and  for  the  precious 
things  brought  forth  by  the  moon,  and  for  the  chief  things  of  the 
ancient  mountains,  and  for  the  precious  things  of  the  lasting  hills, 
and  for  the  precious  things  of  the  earth  and  the  fullness  thereof, 
and  for  the  god  will  of  Him  that  dwelt  in  the  bush;  let  the  blessing 
come  upon  the  head  of  Joseph,  and  upon  the  top  of  the  head  of  him 
that  was  separated  from  his  brethren." 

So,  and  more  also,  may  it  be  to  the  second  hero  Bishop  of 
Hankow  and  to  the  lovely  heroine  whose  heart  beats  and  whose 
brain  and  hands  work  with  his,  and  so  may  it  be  to  their  children 
through  all   generations. 
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The  Rev.  Henry  Damerel  Aves,  LL.  D.,  was  a  classmate  of 
mine,  and  T  feel  that  we  have  great  reason  to  thank  God  for  his 
election,  too,  and  acceptance  of  the  Mexico  Episcopate.  He  is  a 
wise  man  of  the  judicial  type  of  mind  and  he  has  had  a  legal  train- 
ing. I  am  confidently  expecting  that  we  shall  have  no  more  of 
the  perplexing  and  humiliating  "Mexican  muddle." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Albion  W.  Knight,  Bishop  of  Cuba,  and  I,  have 
known  each  other  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
University  of  the  South  since  my  coming  to  Arkansas.  He  is  a 
young,  vigorous,  zealous,  and  courageous  man,  who  will  undoubt- 
edly undertake  great  things  and  with  God's  blessing  upon  his  en- 
deavors, accomplish  them. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Franklin  S.  Spalding  is  unknown  to  me,  but  my 
great  confidence  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  who  presented  his 
name,  caused  me  to  vote  for  him. 

There  were  several  nominations  in  the  case  of  each  of  the 
Bishoprics  to  be  filled.  It  so  happened  that  I  voted  for  all  who 
were  elected,  and  though  with  one  exception  there  were  several 
ballots  cast,  1  voted  for  no  one  who  was  not  elected.  1  am  inclined 
to  think  1  was  the  only  Bishop  who  had  this  rather  remarkable 
experience.  My  rule,  as  (observed  in  Boston,  is  to  vote  first  for 
the  nominee  whom  I  think,  all  things  considered,  to  be  best  quali- 
fied for  the  othce  and  work,  and  if  he  is  not  elected  on  the  first 
ballot,  or  does  not  lead  in  the  number  of  votes  received,  to  go 
over  to  the  one  who  received  the  highest  vote. 

Those  who  had  the  Missionary  matters  of  the  Convention  in 
hand,  in  my  humble  judgment,  made  a  mistake  in  practically  turn- 
ing everything  over  to  the  representatives  of  Foreign  Fields  and 
leaving  no  opportunity  for  a  hearing  on  the  part  of  those  who  have 
large  Domestic  Missionary  Fields  with  great  opportunities  and 
pressing  needs.  I  could  not  be  induced  to  allow  myself  to  be 
classed  with  those  who  say  that  they  do  not  believe  in  Foreign 
Missions,  but  in  view  of  the  weakness  of  the  American  Church, 
and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  United  States  I  feel  that  the  Bishops 
of  such  large,  undeveloped,  promising,  but  poverty-stricken  fields 
as  Arkansas,  should  have  had,  at  least,  a  chance  to  get  in  a  word 
edgeways  now  and  then^  at  the  great  Missionary  meetings;  but 
there  was  no  opening  for  us.  1  was  by  no  means,  the  only  one 
who  noticed  and  felt  this  mistake,  but  there  seemed  to  be  no  help 
for  it  so  far  as  the  Boston  Convention  was  concerned.  I  hope 
that  those  who  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  lengthening 
the  cords  and  strengthening  the  stakes  of  the  Church  at  home,  will 
receive  less  partial  treatment  at  the  hands  of  our  Missionary  au- 
thority at  Richmond. 

The  hospitality  and  social  features  of  the  Boston  Convention 
were  superb  and  I  am  not  expecting  that  they  ever  will  be  excelled, 
not  even  when  the  Convention  sees  fit  to  accept  the  standing  invita- 
tion to  meet  at  our  famous  Hot  Springs.

APPENDIX  V. 
Address  of  President  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Reverend  Father  in  God,  Clergy,  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  Friends: 

As  we  come  together  again  each  extends  to  the  other  a  hearty 
greeting,  a  warm  handclasp,  and  while  we  have  no  shibboleth  or 
pass  word,  God  Bless  You,  if  it  falls  not  from  the  lips,  emanates 
from  the  heart.  As  the  years  come  and  go,  if  our  growth  has  not 
been  as  rapid  as  we  wished  for,  our  little  band  of  workers  has  been 
closely  drawn  together,  as  it  realizes  more  and  m^ore  the  majesty, 
the  dignity,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  great  work  of  which  we  arc 
doing  such  a  small  share.  As  we  review  the  year  past,  we  know 
that  God  has  been  good  to  us.  Our  whole  hearted  devotion  is  not 
too  much  to  offer  him,  but  what  about  our  stewardship?  Can  we, 
as  trustees  of  this  society,  conscientiously  say  we  have  done  our 
best,  with  God's  help,  to  forward  his  kingdom?  Have  we,  in  this 
busy,  enterprising  Twentieth  Century,  which  offers  us  many  oppor- 
tunities, been  as  energetic  as  the  industrious  Martha,  not  forgetting 
to  find  time  with  Mary  to  sit  at  the  Master's  feet?  The  growth  of 
the  influence  and  work  of  women  in  the  Church  is  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  features  in  the  Church's  life,  and  should  be  an  inspira- 
tion to  us  to  put  forth  higher  effort. 

I   had  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Triennial   Convention  in 

Boston  last  fall,  and  today,  when  I  recall  that  assemblage  of  foreign 

and  home  Bishops  and  Clergy,  many  of  whom  traveled  thousands 
D— 5 
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of  miles,  enduring  many  difificulties  and  dangers  to  be  present  at 
this  grand  meeting;  then  the  many  Laymen  who  were  glad  to  leave 
the  busy  marts  of  trade,  whose  business  every  year  involved  mil- 
lions upon  millions  of  dollars,  and  give  their  valuable  time  to 
•  Mother  Church.     First  among  this  notable  throng  came  His  Grace, 

the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Grand  Primate  of  all  the  Angli- 
can Church.  He  endeared  himself  to  all  by  his  unassuming  manner, 
his  interest  in  all  things,  and  his  charming  personality. 

Women  from  almost  every  quarter  of  the  globe,  many  of  whom 
had  consecrated  their  lives  to  the  Lord;  representative  women  they 
were,  all  filled  with  one  high,  deep  purpose,  all  instinct  with  the  love 
of  Christ  and  His  Church.  Among  the  many  delightful  women  we 
met,  none  could  surpass  Mrs.  Davidson,  daughter  of  the  former  and 
wife  of  the  present  Archbishop.  She  brought  greetings  from  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  far-away  England,  and  gave  a  very  good  and 
attractive  little  talk. 

I  am  filled  with  enthusiasm  and  with  thankfulness  that  I  could 
be  a  witness  of  that  grand  array.  It  was  pre-eminently  a  Missionary 
Convention,  and  I  felt  if  our  little  Diocese  could  be  transported 
there  for  a  few  days,  never  again  wi^uld  there  be  any  difficulty  in 
interesting  our  people  in  Missions. 

The  day  the  United  Offering  was  presented,  1  was  feeling  so 
happy  that  our  part  was  nearly  four  hundred  dollars,  and  that  I 
was  allowed  with  my  own  hands  to  place  it  with  the  thousands  of 
our  morely  highly  favored  sister  branches  in  the  alms  basin. 

And  I  sat  in  the  very  front  pew  of  Trinity,  the  Church  of  the 
gifted  lamented  Phillips  Brooks,  with  Miss  Eno  of  V^an  Buren  by 
my  side.  Oh,  women  of  Arkansas,  if  you  had  been  present  at  that 
service  your  souls  would  have  been  stirred  to  their  very  depths! 
Then  the  army  of  women  who  knelt  around  the  Altar  for  their 
thanksgiving  Communion,  many  so  aged  and  feeble  that  they  had  to 
lean  on  some  stronger  arm.  others  in  the  very  hey-day  of  life.  ' 

Again,  at  the  later  service,  when  men  and  women  who  had 
given  up  home  and  country,  and  almost  life  itself,  told  of  their  work 
and  of  the  fields  lying  fallow,  and  of  what  they  could  do  if  they  only 
had  the  help  from  home,  y(»u  would  have  felt  like  giving  your  last 
cent,  the  difficulty  would  have  been  in  deciding  where — whether  to 
!>  Bishop  Rovvc  in  his  Alaskan  work,  or  to  Bishops  Graves  and  Roots 

for  China,  or  Bishops  McKim  and  Partrido  for  the  Japanese,  Bishop 
i  Brent  for  his  work  among  the  Filipinos  and  Moros,  or  to  the  native- 

[  born  liishop  Ferguson  of  Africa,  where  he  claims  he  has  only  one 

•  white   Clergyman.      Porto  Rico,   Cuba  and    Brazil,  we   know,  need 

help  badly.  Then  leaving  foreign  and  distant  countries,  our  Domes- 
tic and  Missionary  Bishops  are  working  so  hard,  we  want  to  extend 
to  them  a  helping  hand  in  their  work  for  the  Indians,  the  Negroes 
and  the  Mountain  Whiles.  It  is  bewildering  if  we  did  not  know 
that  Gfid's  lo' c  will  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  hear 
tluir  n  any   far  av.  av  .Macedonian  cries. 
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With  regard  to  our  home  work  I  feel  encouraged,  not  becau&e 
our  membership  has  increased,  for  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  no  new 
branches  have  been  formed  since  our  last  annual,  but  because  the 
women  have  been  so  willing  and  glad  to  redeem  their  pledges  by 
keeping  up  their  apportionment  and  giving  to  the  United  OflFering. 
Our  apportionment  is  $260  for  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  $40  for 
the  Juniors. 

Some  of  the  branches  have  given  to  the  Columbia  Scholarship, 
but  the  larger  number  have  not.  I  wish  we  could  see  a  way  to  help 
our  Bishops  in  this,  as  there  are  several.  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese 
who  have  daughters  that  would  be  so  glad  to  have  this  advantage. 

Another  most  praiseworthy,  admirable  and  unselfish  project  of 
our  Bishop  is  "The  Helen  Dunlap  Memorial  Industrial  School  for 
Mountain  Girls."  While  we  have  but  few  such,  we  have  many  well- 
to-do  people,  and  we  do  hope  that  they  will  contribute  what  they 
can  to  the  education  of  the  poor  girls  and  boys  scattered  through- 
out our  Ozark  Mountain  region.  This  part  of  our  State  is  very 
little  known,  and  it  was  a  surprise  to  many  of  us  to  learn  how  many 
children  in  those  regions  are  without  even  Sunday  School  privileges. 

I  have  made  but  one  visit  during  the  year,  which  was  to  the 
Marianna  branch,  and  a  most  delightful  visit  it  was;  the  people  are 
so  cordial  and  hospitable,  and  the  Auxiliary  is  doing  such  fine  work. 
The  arrangement  of  the  meeting  was  most  excellent  and,  to  me, 
unique.  Frf)m  every  Church  in  the  city,  while  all  the  women  mem- 
bers were  invited,  one  was  asked  to  have  a  paper  on  Missions.  The 
papers  were  good  and  helpful,  and  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  idea 
for  all  of  us  to  adopt  their  plan.  An  exchange  of  ideas  would  be 
both  pleasant  and  profitable.  I  enjoyed  exceedingly  meeting  with 
the  Cathedral  branch  when  I  was  last  in  the  city.  It  was  election 
day,  and  the  only  thing  to  mar  the  harmony  was  the  disinclination 
of  the  members  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  office,  a  rather  un- 
usual occurrence  in  a  society  of  women. 

I  have  written  many  letters  in  the  Diocese  and  several  to  the 
other  Dioceses.  I  felt  very  much  gratified  that  they  wanted  to 
know  what  we  were  doing,  and  how  we  were  doing  it,  and  it  was  a 
pleasure  to  reply.  I  have  written  and  received  from  the  Presidents  of 
other  Diocesan  branches  many  letters,  and  those  received  have  been 
so  cheering  and  encouraging,  offering  to  help  us  with  suggestions 
from  their  longer  and  more  extensive  work. 

I  believe  if  our  Parochial  Presidents  and  members  would  try  to 
interest  in  Missions  women  who  arc  in  the  Church,  but  not  in  the 
Auxiliary,  we  might  win  many  f)f  them.  They  arc  warm-hearted 
women — women  who  are  ever  ready  to  help  the  needy,  but  Missions 
to  them  is  something  far  away,  though  possibly  if  some  particular 
case  were  brought  to  their  knowledge,  with  its  specific  needs,  they 
might  become  interested.  Some  might  give  money,  others  their 
time  and  prayers.  Let  us  all  try  what  we  can  do  in  getting  mem- 
bers. 


ik. 
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I  have  never  found  any  club  study  more  fascinating  than  our 
study  of  Alaska.  I  urge  all  branches  to  take  up  some  Missionary 
study  during  Lent,  if  at  no  other  time.  While  but  few  of  us  are  so 
situated  that  we  could  have  lectures  by  persons  fitted  by  position 
and  education  on  those  matters  to  instruct  us,  yet  we  can  get  valu- 
able helps  from  the  Church  Mission  House,  and  the  result  will  as- 
tonish you. 

It  would  be  well  while  we  are  together  to  outline  methods  of 
work  for  next  year,  and  in  planning  let  us  try  to  get  some  woman 
who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Auxiliary  interested.  We  recall  the 
blessing  that  comes  to  him  who  gives  a  cup  of  cold  water  to  a 
thirsty  traveler,  but  what  is  that  thirst  compared  to  the  soul  of 
some  woman  parched  with  selfishness  in  spiritual  things?  Let  that 
soul  be  watered  and  tended  and  it  will  turn  towards  the  sunlight  of 
God's  love  like  some  chance  flower  springs  up,  and  many  a  weary 
l\eart  will  be  refreshed  by  its  sweet  perfume. 

This  is  pre-eminently  the  age  of  Missions,  and  the  tokens  of  the 
times  are  more  and  more  in  that  direction.  nr)i withstanding  the 
prevalence  of  error,  and  the  time  approaches  when  every  knee  shall 
bow  to  our  Lord,  and  every  tongue  confess  Him.  It  is  the  high 
privilege  of  the  Christian  woman  to  aid  in  the  triumphal  march  of 
our  dear  Lord,  to  give  her  money,  her  work,  and  her  prayers  for 
the  furtherance  of  Missionary  enterprises.  The  carrying  on  of  the 
work  assumed  by  women  is  no  light  task,  and  they  appeal  urgently 
for  sympathetic  co-operation  from  the  workers  at  home.  We  too 
often  make  the  mistake  of  leaving  the  whole  responsibility  to  the 
missionaries  themselves,  feeling  that  they  arc  at  the  front  and  can 
better  cope  with  difficulties  and  solve  problems  as  they  are  pre- 
sented. 

But  just  as  much  as  they,  we  have  enrolled  ourselves  under 
Christ's  banner,  and  each  should  be  a  color-bearer.  As  soldiers  of 
Christ,  made  so  at  our  baptism,  we  are  to  stand  ready  at  all  times  to 
obey  unquestioningly  every  order,  and  as  servants  of  Christ  we  are 
to  be  ever  watchful  of  the  interests  of  our  Master,  serving  Him 
^ith  loyalty  and  devotion.  As  His  life  from  beginning  to  end  was 
the  expression  of  love  to  men,  and  showing  it  always,  from  the 
sharing  in  the  joy  of  the  wedding  feast  of  Cana  until  he  laid  down 
His  life  on  Calvary,  so  are  wc  to  be  filled  with  the  spirit  of  love  and 
self-sacrifice  as  a  dim  reflection  of  what  He  has  done  for  us. 

Though  our  spheres  of  action  may  be  limited,  our  gifts  vary 
according  to  His  bestowal,  yet  wherever  there  is  a  willing  mind 
there  is  always  something  we  can  do  or  give.  Whatever  they  are, 
He  takes  them  and  uses  them  for  the  "love's  sake  found  therein." 
"Small  service  is  true  service  while  it  lasts,"  and  be  careful  not  to 
overlook  the  opportunities  of  rendering  it  quietly  and  efficiently. 
Everyone  has  some  gift,  some  talent,  some  acquirement  for  which 
he  must  give  account  when  the  Lord  of  those  servants  cometh  and 
reckoneth  with  them.     The  five  talents  will  gain  "five  more,"  and 
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"the  two  can  gain  two  other  talents  beside  them,"  and  it  is  only  the 
"wicked  and  slothful  servant"  who  will  be  afraid  and  hide  his  talent 
in  the  earth.  Every  day  we  can  see  fulfilled  the  promise:  "For 
unto  everyone  that  hath  shall  be  given,  and  he  shall  have  abundance, 
but  from  him  that  hath  not  shall  be  taken  away  even  that  which  he 
hath." 

In  the  restlessness  which  is  such  a  marked  characteristic  of 
modern  life,  many  of  the  quiet,  unobtrusive  virtues  which  fit  one  for 
a  life  of  service  are  apt  to  be  undervalued  and  overlooked  until 
experience  proves  their  worth  and  demonstrates  their  value.  The 
powers  that  be  are  ordained  by  God;  civilization  is  distinguished, 
from  barbarism  by  a  submission  to  law,  and  society  from  its  reverse 
by  obedience  to  the  rule  which  the  accumulated  experience  of  ceiitu- 
ries  has  imposed  upon  its  members.  God's  government  is  pre-emi- 
nently one  of  strict  rule;  and  to  educate,  develop,  and  govern  our 
bodies,  minds  and  souls,  we  must  render  constant  obedience  to  the 
laws  He  has  given  us  for  our  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  welfare. 

Concert  of  action  is  essential  to  all  successful  work  in  the  Par- 
ish and  Diocese,  and  the  rules  in  them  are  those  to  whom  by  God's 
appointment  we  should  obey.  It  may  involve  some  surrender  of 
our  rights  of  private  judgment  of  what  is  good  and  best,  but  few  if 
any  human  judgments  can  be  so  clear  as  to  be  infallible,  and  one's 
own  is  as  liable  to  be  mistaken  as  any  other.  We  should  do  this 
when  we  do  what  is  opposed  to  our  inclinations,  and  in  so  doing 
learn  a  lesson  in  humility. 

Woman's  best  work  is  that  of  influence.  It  is  the  atmosphere 
we  create  that  permeates  and  controls.  Do  you  remember  the  par- 
able of  our  Lord  when  he  was  speaking  of  the  growth  of  the 
Church?  He  said  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  was  like  unto  leaven 
which  a  woman  took  and  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal  till  trie 
whole  was  leavened.  That  parable  might  be  a  prophecy  of  much  of 
the  best  work  which  the  Church  has  done  in  the  world,  and  of  the 
influence  that  has  been  at  the  heart  of  it — the  influence  6f  woman. 
In  so  many  cases,  what  is  done  for  the  upbuilding  of  God's  King- 
dom has  had  its  birth  in  the  heart  of  some  good  woman.  Whether 
it  be  some  great  work,  like  the  building  of  a  big  Church,  or  caring 
for  some  little,  poor,  sick  waif,  the  leaven  of  activity  is,  and  ought 
to  be,  put  there  by  a  woman's  hand.  I  do  not  mean  to  disparage  or 
undervalue  the  meal  which  was  leavened,  because  it  is  very  good 
and  useful,  and  a  very  necessary  element  in  making  the  bread  by 
which  the  life  and  growth  of  any  enterprise  is  to  be  sustained.  But 
isn't  it  true  that  when  anything  is  to  be  done,  and  we  all  agree  that 
it  ought  to  be  done,  men  stand  by  inactive  as  the  three  measures  of 
meal  were  until  warmed  into  life  by  the  leaven  of  woman's  influ- 
ence? Woman's  ability  to  work  is  established  and  her  power  to 
execute  unquestioned.  Now,  the  question  is,  who  can  afford  to  lose 
her  share  in  the  uplifting  of  the  nations  to  our  Lord  and  His  King- 
dom? 
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Finally,  let  us  not  look  backward,  but  steadily  look  forward, 
determined  that  it  shall  be  said  of  each  and  all.  "She  hath  done  what 
she  could.''  As  the  breath  of  the  lily  and  the  perfume  of  the  rose 
rise  from  God's  Altar  on  Easter  Day,  showing  the  touch  <.f  Easter 
love  and  Easter  fragrance,  surely  may  our  sin-sick  souls  be  led  to 
His  throne  on  the  wings  of  love  for  h.imaniiy.  If  the  spirit  of  the 
Lord  be  upon  us,  there  can  be  no  failure. 

1  will  greatly  rejoice  in  the  Lord.  My  soul  shall  be  joyful  in 
my  God,  for  he  has  clothed  me  with  the  robe  of  righteousness. 
For  as  the  earth  bringcth  forth  her  bud,  and  as  the  garden  causeth 
the  things  that  are  sown  in  it  to  spring  forth,  so  the  Lnrd  God  will 
cause  righteousness  and  praise  to  spring  forth  before  all  the  nations.

Right  Reverend  and  Dear  Bishop: — I  beg  leave  to  present  my 
report  of  the  work  for  the  year  ending  Easter,  IQ05. 

Services,  with  a  sermon  or  lecture  upon  the  Church,  257.  or  an 
average  of  5  each  week  for  the  year;  celebrations  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  60;  Baptisms.  26;  Funerals,  5;  Marriages,  3;  presented 
for  Confirmation,  12;  Confirmation  class  instruction,  14;  private 
instructions  given,  unrecorded;  Choir  practices.  20;  Sunday  School 
addresses,  25;  Guilds  organized,  5;  Sunday  Schools  organized,  3; 
Vestry  meetings,  5;  miles  traveled.  14,203.  being  an  average,  month- 
ly, of  1,184. 

The  following  is  a  brief  account  of  tfte  work  in  the  field: 

Stuttgart,  Arkansas  County. 

A  year  ago  we  had  no  Church  in  the  county;  today  we  have, 
nearly  completed,  a  fine  solid  brick  Church  and  three  lots  on  Main 
Street;  the  lots  cost  $150.  but  before  the  Church  was  started  we 
were  offered  $600  for  them. 

About  the  time  the  walls  were  ready  fort  he  roof  a  cyclone 
ruined  everything,  but  inside  of  three  weeks  the  builder  was  at  it 
again,  and  the  Church  will  be  ready  for  consecration  about  the  end 
of  June. 

There  are  about  ten  Communicants  here,  but  they  are  jewels, 
and  in  a  few  years,  if  they  continue  as  they  have  in  the  past,  there 
will  be  a  healthy  little  parish  there,  for  already  several  people  of 
influence  and  standing  have  signified  a  wish  to  be  instructed  for 
Confirmation.     They  have  service  every  Sunday. 

Pulaski  Heights,  Pulaski  County. 

Three  lots  have  been  deeded  to  the  Bishop  and  a  $5,000  Church 
erected  thereon.  I  am  proud  to  be  able  to  put  on  record  the  fact 
that  we  are  the  "first  on  the  ground"  at  this  place.  Regular  Sunday 
services  are  maintained  and  there  is  a  fluorishing  Sunday  School. 

Under  Dr.  Judaschke,  this  Mission  is  a  veritable  bee-hive;  with 
the  town  growing  as  it  is,  I  predict  that  in  ten  years  St.  Mark's 
will  be  one  of  the  strongest  Parishes  in  the  Diocese. 

St.  Philip's  Church,  Little  Rock  (Colored). 

•  A  handsome  property  has  been  bought  by  the  Bishop  at  a  cost 
of  about  $5,000,  and  a  pretty  brick  Church  erected  upon  the  same. 
In  a  few  years  this  will  be  very  valuable  property.     With  all  due 
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respect  to  other  congregations  in  the  Diocese,  those  who  want  to 
hear  and  take  part  in  a  really  hearty  and  at  the  same  time  reverent 
:servicc.  should  pay  a  visit  to  St.  Philip's. 

Morrilton,  Conway  County. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Gunn  bought  the  lot  adjoining  the  Church  for 
$500,  paying  $40  down.  In  less  than  a  month  we  were  offered  an 
advance  of  $250  for  the  same  lot,  but  we  need  it.  This  Mission  is 
developing  nicely. 

Stamps,  Lafayette  County. 

Xo  Church  in  the  county;  regular  services  have  been  held  by 
Rev.  J.  W.  Sykes;  land  has  been  promised,  and  we  can  also  get 
lumber  at  cost  price  for  the  Church. 

Monticello,  Drew  County. 

No  Church  in  the  county;  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Thompson,  with  only 
a  handful  of  Communicants,  have,  through  the  generosity  of  a 
Churchman,  acquired  a  fine  lot  on  the  business  street;  they  have 
in  view  enough  money  for  a  Church,  and  will  begin  building  in  the 
fall;  the  plans  show  one  of  the  prettiest  little  buildings  in  the 
Diocese. 

Mr.  Thompson  has  been  working  under  great  disadvantages 
here  in  having  to  use  the  upstairs  of  a  dirty  court-house,  and  yet 
they  are  flourishing.     There  is  a  good  Rectory. 

Eudora,  Chicot  County. 

We  have  only  one  Church  in  the  county.  A  fine  building  site 
has  been  offered  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson,  and  most  of  the  lumber  will 
be  given. 

Warren,  Bradley  County. 

Again,  no  Church  in  the  county.  With  six  other  places  to 
attend  to,  Mr.  Thompson  has  added  this  one;  there  are  a  good 
many  Churchmen,  and  Warren  could  be  made  a  strong  Church 
center,  if  the  Missionary  could  be  given  some  help. 

Brinkley,  Monroe  County. 

Heretofore  this  Church  has  had  but  one  service  per  month; 
now  they  have  service  every  Sunday,  and  it  will  be  their  own  fault 
if  they  do  not  grow. 

Wynne,  Cross  County. 

No  Church  in  the  county,  but  services  have  been  held,  and  a  lot 
has  been  promised. 

Yellville,   Marion  County. 

No  Church  in  the  county.  Services  were  held  in  this  town  for 
the  first  time  about  six  months  ago,  the  Missionary  going  there  on 
a   stage.     Eighty  per  cent   of  tht   people   there   had   never   seen   a

service  of  ihe  Church.  The  Missionary  explained  the  teachings  of 
the  "Episcopal  Church,"  and  it  seemed  to  be  very  much  appreci- 
ated; a  Methodist  has  offered  us  three  of  the  choicest  lots  in  the 
town  if  we  will  build.  The  trouble  is,  there  are  so  many  places 
offering  land  and  money  for  an  Episcopal  Church  that  it  is  impos- 
sible to  get  around.     I  could  be  kept  busy  in  a  quarter  of  the  State. 

Cotter. 

Same  county,  same  conditions,  same  offer  of  three  lots.  This 
is  the  end  of  a  railroad  division,  and  will  be  an  important  town. 
There  are  some  loyal  Church  people  there  ready  to  go  to  work. 

Gillett,  Arkansas  County. 

Six  business  lots  deeded  to  the  Church. 

Jonesboro,  Craighead  County. 

Although  this  is  the  sixth  largest  town  in  the  State,  neverthe- 
less they  have  been  able  to  have  services  but  every  other  Sunday, 
the  usual  result  followed.  Beginning  this  Lent  they  have  services 
every  week  and  are  "looking  up"  accordingly. 

There  is  a  nice  Church  and  Rectory,  all  paid  for. 

ToUville,  Prairie  County. 

No  Church  in  the  county.     An  English  gentleman  and  his  wife 

years  ago  went  to  one  of  the   Northern   States.     There   "was  no 

Church"   (same  old  story);    children   were   born,   but   the   Church 

apparently  cared  nothing  for  them,  but  with  all  this  neglect,  the}' 

remained  loyal.     Later  they  moved  to    Prairie   County,  prospered 

and  multiplied,  still  loyal  to  the  Church,  though  knowing  little  of 

Her.     I   "discovered"  this   Community   whilst   on  a   "prospecting" 

tour  mapped  out  by  the  Bishop.    They  still  wanted  the  Church,  and 

as  anyone  who  wants  tjie   Church  in  Arkansas  can  get  Her,   Mr. 

Rounds,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was  immediately  sent  there. 

On  my  last  visitation  I  christened  twelve,  with  others  to  come  next 

time.     A  Confirmation   class  is  ready,  and  this  same  family,  now 

composed  of  seven   sons  and   two  daughters,  most   of  whom   arc 

heads  of  families,  are  going  to  erect  a  Church,  the   Bishop  having 

agreed  to  furnish  the  same.     This  will  be  the  first  Church  in  the 

Diocese  off  the  railroad.     The  corner-stone  of  the  Church  is  to  be 

laid  June  14. 

Booneville,  Logan  County. 

Has  a  nice  little  Church,  and  a  faithful  Churchwoman  keeps  the 
Sunday  School  going. 

Hartford,  Sebastian  County. 

Services  have  been  held  here.  There  are  a  large  number  of 
English  miners  at  this  place,  and  something  will  have  to  be  done 
soon. 
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Prescott,  Nevada  County. 

The  Church  at  this  point  was  burned  down  in  the  disastrous 
tire  rif  about  nine  months  ago.  This  was  our  only  building  in  the 
county. 

Fulton,  Hempstead  County. 

Services  are  held  regularly,  a  fine  Sunday  School  is  kept  alive 
by  two  of  the  best  women  in  Arkansas,  and  a  good  l'>t  has  been 
deeded  for  a  Church. 

Spadra,  Johnson  County. 

A  "discovery"  of  Rev.  Dr.  Gunn's  is  a  mining,  town  and  one  of 
the  oldest  towns  in  the  State;  has  no  Church  building  of  any 
description  in  the  town. 

We  have  been  offered  some,  three  or  four  acres  of  land,  and 
the  Bishop  has  promised,  if  the  miners  will  raise  half  oi  the  cost. 
to  erect  a  two-story  building  which  will  do  for  a  Chapel  and  at  the 
same  time  have  a  room  upstairs  for  a  night  school,  reading  room, 
etc.  Anything  to  keep  the  men  out  of  the  only  resort  in  town  at 
present,  which  is  a  "blind  tiger."  This  Mission  will  be  worked  on 
the  order  of  a  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

Bentonville,  Benton  County. 

Until  this  year  a  service  of  the  Church  has.  never  been  held  in 
this  town;   it  is  a  county  seat. 

Searcy,  White  County. 

Good  brick  Church  and  good  congregation;  a  Rectory  will  be 
the  next  move. 

Siloam  Springs,  Benton  County. 

The  only  Church  we  have  in  that  county;  this  is  to  be  made 
the  center  of  a  new  Mission  field  next  year.  They  are  a  faithful 
few  and  deserve  encouragement. 

Paragould,  Greene  County. 

This  is  the  only  Mission  which  has  not  responded  to  the  work 
and  anxiety  put  upon  it;  the  townspeople  are  more  than  willing  to 
help  us.  and  a  fine  congregation  could  soon  be  made,  but  our  people 
seem  to  be  unable  to  rise  to  the  occasion.  Fortunately  for  the 
work,  a  lady  has  moved  there  from  the  southern  part  of  the  State, 
and  my  hope  rests  now  upon  her,  and  I  think  she  will  save  the 
situation.  We  ha.ve  bought  two  lots  and  have  paid  nearly  $300  on 
them,  and  hope  to  pay  the  rest  inside  this  year. 

I  have  visited  and  held  service  (sometimes  giving  a  series  of 
lectures)  at  the  following  places:  Washington,  Dumas,  Conway, 
DeVall's  Bluff,  Lonoke,  Osceola,  Pocahontas,  Rogers,  and  many 
other  points  that  space  will  not  permit  me  to  mention,  many  of 
them  never  having  seen  such  a  service  before;    but  still  the  needs 
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are  appalling;  with  all  of  the  work  of  the  past,  with  more  aggres- 
sive Missionary  work  going  on  than  possibly  in  any  other  Diocese 
in  the  country,  so  far  we  have  but  thirty-two  counties  where  wc 
have  a  Church,  leaving  forty-three  yet  to  be  covered;  many  of 
these  latter  have  services,  however,  but  alas!  many  do  not. 

All  of  the  Lay  Missionaries  working  under  my  directions  are 
doing  splendidly,  but  I  would  suggest  that  some  medals  be  struck 
to  commemorate  the  "masterly  inactivity"  of  some  of  the  Canons 
of  Convocations  who  are  supposed  to  assist  me  in  their  respective 
Convocations;  the  honor  might  just  as  well  be  conferred  upon  some 
of  the  Japanese  admirals. 

Might  I  also  suggest  that  if  the  various  Rectors  would  go  out 
and  "mother  along"  some  little  Mission  near  their  Parish  by  an 
occasional  week  night  service,  they  would  be  none  the  more  "tired" 
— I  mean  the  Rectors,  not  the  Missions. 

I  would  be  ungrateful,  however,  if  I  did  not  in  the  same  breath 
record  my  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  for  their 
innumerable  courtesies  to  me  personally  in  the  prosecution  of  my 
work;  every  Rectory  in  the  Diocese  is  as  much  my  home  as  my 
own  house,  and  there  is  always  the  proverbial  "plate  and  crust." 
When  I  see  them  working  week  in  and  week  out,  frequently  never 
a  holiday  for  years,  skimping  to  make  a  small  stipend  go  a  long 
way,  with  no  possibility  of  being  able  to  save  a  little  for  old  age 
when  Parishes  do  not  want  us  because  we  are  "old  fogies,"  wonder- 
ing what  will  happen  when  the  "dead  line"  is  reached.  I  thank  God 
that  I  am  permitted  to  be  a  Priest  among  such  men.

FIRST  DAY. 


The  Thirty-'Fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  convened  May  9,  1906,  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  New- 
port, and  was  opened  by  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, the  Bishop  being  the  celebrant;  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood, 
D.  D.,  reading  the  Epistle  and  the  Rev.  George  B.  Norton, 
D.  D.,  the  Gospel. 

In  the  place  of  the  sermon  tUe  Bishop  read  a  part  of  his 
annual  address,  being  a  charge  to  the  Clergy  on  "The  Call 
to  and  preparation  for  the  Sacred  Ministry  and  the  Necessity 
of  Clearing  the  way  for  the  Raising  up  of  a  Native  Clergy." 

After  the  service  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Bishop.  The  roll  of  Clergy  was  called  and  a  quorum 
answered  to  their  names.

McCormick,  D.  D.,  to  be  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Western  Michigan. 

March  15,  1906 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Mr.  Elmer  Allen 
Rounds  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  become  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders.  Consent  was  g^'en  to  the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Little  Rock,  to  mortgage  the  parish  property.  A  resolution  was  adopted 
expressing  the  sympathy  of  the  Committee  with  the  Rev.  Chas.  H. 
Lockwood,  D.  D.,  in  his  recent  illness,  with  earnest  hopes  for  a  speedy 
recovery. 

REPORT  OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

To  the  Venerable,  The  Diocesan  Council  of  Arkansas: 

Brethren:    In  compliance  with  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  in  such 

case  made  and  provided,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  as 
my  report  as  Registrar  for  the  year  ending  with  this  Council.  In  doing 
so,  howi^ver,  there  is  but  little  that  I  have  to  lay  before  you,  for  outside 
of  the  matter  of  receiving  and  filing  away  certain  deeds  of  conveyance, 
and  insurance  policies  which   have   been   from  time   to   time   sent  to 

me  for  the  purpose,  nothing  of  note  has  transpired  in  the  Registrar's 
office. 

On  entering  upon  this  office  some  years  ago,  I  made  the  sugges- 
tion, which  I  reiterated  in  several  subsequent  reports,  that  the  Sectors 
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of  Parishes,  and  the  Missionaries  in  Mission  Stations,  should  collect 
up  historical  data  connected  with  their  respective  helds  of  labor,  to 
the  end  that  they  might  be  inserted  in  a  book  of  records  which  I  pro- 
cured for  the  purpose,  and  thus  secure  the  f ram*: work  oi  Diocesan 
history.  Out  of  my  own  personal  knowledge  of  the  course  of  events 
in  Christ  Church  in  Trinity  Cathedral,  and  in  St  Paul's  Church  of 
Little  Rock,  I  wrote  into  said  book  a  running  sketch  of  these  tlircc 
places,  but  outside  of  this  only  one  minister  has  ever  furnished  any 
such  data.  Rev.  A.  A.  Robertson.  Rector  of  St  John's,  Fort  Smith, 
filed  with  me  a  printed  sketch  of  St.  John's  Parish,  which  is  preserved 
among  the  papers  of  the  office.  If  anything  is  ever  done  hereafter 
on  this  subject,  the  few  entries  that  have  been  made  may  serve  as  a 
nucleus  for  my  successor  in  the  development  of  the  data.

to  whom  I  can  turn  over  the  papers  and  documents  that  are  at  present 
in  my  charge.

On  motion  of  Gustave  Jones  the  hour  of  ii  A.  M.,  to- 
morrow was  set  to  hear  Archdeacon  McGuire  as  recommended 
in  the  Bishop's  address. 

Under  suspension  of  the  rules  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Episcopate  Fund  was  referred  to  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee.

Missionary  Rally  was  held,  the  Clergy  and  the  Choir 
entering  singing  Hymn  No.  507. 

After  saying  the  Creed  and  Prayers  and  singing  Hymn 
No.  249  the  Bishop  spoke  of  the  great  need  of  men  for  the 
work  in  Arkansas  ^nd  introduced  Mr.  McAllister,  who  ad- 
dressed the  Council  on  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  and 
the  coming  Convention  to  be  held  in  Memphis  in  October. 

The  Bishop  introduced  the  Rev.  C.  B.  DuBois,  who  spoke 
of  the  Mission  and  School  at  Winslow,  and  also  Archdeacon 
Lloyd,  who  delivered  a  stirring  address  in  behalf  of  Missions. 

The  Bishop  presented  his  Church  Building  Fund  and 
after  an  offertory  for  Missions  and  prayers  the  Clergy  retired 
with  Hymn  No.  252  as  a  recessional. 

The  Council  adjourned  until  tomorrow  morning  at  9:30 
o'clock.

Rev.  C.  B.  K.  Weed  submitted  the  following  report  as 
Clerical  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  University  reports  reports  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  for  the  year  1905  over  previous  years,  the  number  being  502 
as  against  480  in  1904;  and  the  University  opened  this  year  with  un- 
usually favorable  prospects.  The  increase  above  noted  was  principally 
in  the  Grammar  School  Department,  which  now  has  150  students 
enrolled  for  the  present  term,  but  all  other  departments  of  the  Univers- 
ity are  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Of  the  students  in  attendance  last 
year,  ten  were  from  Arkansas. 

During  the  past  year  the  funds  for  the  new  All  Saints  Memorial 
Chapel  have  been  considerably  augmented ;  the  cornerstone  of  the  chapel 
was  laid  in  June  and  the  work  of  building  is  being  pushed  forward  as 
rapidly  as  oossible  with  the  hope  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  at  the  Semi-Centennial  of  the  foundation  of  the  University 
in  1907.  The  new  chapel  for  St.  Luke's  Hall  (Theological  Depart- 
ment), the  gift  of  Mrs.  Telfair  Hodgson,  and  a  memorial  of  the  late 
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Vice-Chancellor  Dr.  Hodgson,  is  approaching  completion  and  is  an 
exquisite  specimen  of  architecture,  and  a  great  addition  to  the  archi- 
tecture of  Sewanee. 

The  Summer  School  of  Theology  had  its  second  annual  session 
in  August,  1905,  and  met  with  such  success  that  this  summer  school 
has  not  only  become  a  permanent  institution  of  the  University,  but  it 
is  leading  to  a  similar  movement  in  the  other  departments.  A  summer 
school  will  be  inaugurated  in  the  Academic  Department  this  year. 

The  University  Press,  established  in  1904,  with  an  attractive  home 
and  modern  printing  plant,  has,  by  the  publication  during  the  past 
year  of  "Bishop  Quintard's  Memoirs  of  the  War,"  edited  and  extended 
by  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Noll  and  "The  Historic  Episcopate,  a  Bar  to 
Church  Unity,"  by  the  Rev.  Edward  McCrady,  done  much  to  enhance 
the  literary  reputation  of  the  University  of  the  South  and  to  establish 
the  reputation  of  Sewanee  as  a  literary  centre. 

We  would  heartily  commend  the  University  in  all  its  departments 
to  the  parents  having  sons  to  educate,  because  it  is  the  Church 
University  of  the  South,  and  because  of  its  recognized  standing  among 
the  Itistitutions  of  learning  in  our  country.

Sec  III.  We  have  considered  the  suggestion  that  the  right  to 
alienate  mission  property  be  vested  in  the  Bishop,  Archdeacon  and 
Chancellor.  We  find,  and*  so  report,  that  this  would  require  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  and  cannot  be  done  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

We  have  considered  the  suggestion  that  the  Sunday  School  be 
given  Canonical  standing.  We  find,  and  so  report,  that  the  rubrics 
provide  for  the  teaching  of  the  young  and  power  to  give  this  stand- 
ing is  not  within  the  Council,  without  some  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  General  Church.  But  the  Committee 
recommends  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  five  mem- 
bers, to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  next  Council.

BEPOBT    OF    COMMITTEE    OF    SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 


Your  Committee  regret  the  comparatively  small  size  of  the  Sun- 
day Schools  of  our  Diocese.  We  hereby  present  certain  suggestions 
and  resolutions  looking  toward  their  improvement. 
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1.  The  number  of  scholars  in  our  schools  in  proportion  to  our 
Communicant  list  is  smallar — very  much  smaller — than  is  the  propor- 
tion of  scholars  to  the  Communicant  list  of  the  bodies  of  Christians 
about  us.  They  canvass  the  cities  and  villages  annually  to  reach 
the  "unchurched"  and  "unschooled."  If  we  would  do  similar  work 
we  could  nearly  double  the  numbers  in  our  schools  in  a  year  or  two. 
Statistics  show  that  85  per  cent  of  the  Communicants  of  all  the 
churches  come  through  the  Sunday  Schools.  Therefore  we  can 
double  the  membership  in  our  schools  if  we  double  the  ultimate  possi- 
bilities of  our  Communicant  list. 

2.  A  uniform  lesson  for  the  whole  Church  seems  exceedingly 
desirable.  To  this  end  we  recommend  that  as  far  as  possible  there  be 
a  uniform  lesson  for  the  Diocese.  As  the  joint  Diocesan  lessons  are 
more  largely  used  through  the  whole  Church  than  any  other,  we 
recommend  that  as  the  one  to  be  settled  upon. 

3.  There  is  a  serious  lack  in  our  teaching  ability.  This  can  be 
remedied  by  courses  of  normal  study,  including  the  study  of  the 
Bible,  Child  Nature,  Methods  of  Teaching,  etc.  We  strongly  urge 
in  every  parish  a  definite  course  or  courses  of  study  in  normal  work, 
and  recommend  the  course  offered  by  the  Arkansas  Sunday  School 
Association,  to  be  procured  from  the  headquarters  at  Little  Rock. 

4.  The  Home  Department  opens  an  especially  valuable  way  of 
increasing  the  use  of  the  Bible  in  the  home,  of  assisting  to  prepare 
teachers,  and  of  reaching  families  not  otherwise  reached. 

It  is,  perhaps,  the  most  hopeful  way  at  present  open  of  increas- 
ing and  spreading  the  Church  influence.

Resolved,  That  any  Rector  or  Minister  who  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  this  request,  and  with  his  duty  as  outlined  by  Canon  XHI,  shall 
be  regarded  as  derelict  in  his  duty.  Hicks.

3.  Home  Department  work:  (a)  Method  of  winning  men  in 
the  parish;  (b)  better  knowledge  of  the  Bible;  (c)  build  up  religion 
in  the  home. 

After  Offertory  and  Prayer  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  retired 

with  Hymn  No.  491.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMAITTEE 


The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
address  referring  to  his  absence  from  the  Diocese  during  a  part  of 
the  summer  and  fall  of  each  year,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  the  Bishop  has  not 
"broken  the  law."  But  to  put  his  mind  at  ease,  recommend  that  the 
Council  by  resolution  grant  him  such  time  outside  of  the  Diocese 
as  he  may  see  fit  to  take  in  attending  to  and  caring  for  a  field  as 
large  and  as  needy  as  the  Council  knows  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  to  be. 
(Signed.)  C.  H.  Lock  wood. 

The  report  was  approved. 

The  following  resolution  made  by  Dean  Robottom  and 
seconded  by  Rev.  W.  D.  Buckner  and  Dr.  Lockwood  and 
Messrs.  S.  S.  Faulkner  and  P.  O.  Thweatt,  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  most  hearty  thanks  of  this  Council  be  extended 
to  Dr.  Norton  and  the  Congregation  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  and  the 
citizens  of  the  City  of  Newport,  for  the  hospitable  entertainment  of 
the  Thirty-Fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese." 

It  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary  have  i,ooo  copies  of 
the  Journal  printed,  and  distribute  them  to  the  several  par- 
ishes and  missions  of  the  Diocese  in  proportion  of  one  copy 
to  each  ten  Communicants. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary  be  allowed  $150.00 
as  an  honorarium  and  $5.00  be  allowed  to  the  Sexton  of  St. 
Paul's  Church  for  his  services. 

After  discussion,  Ascension  Day  coming  on  the  9th  day 
of  May,  1906,  the  Bishop,  under  Sec.  9  of  Art.  2  of  the  Con- 
stitution made  the  following  order: 

I,  Wm.  M.  Brown,  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  hereby  appoint  Wednes- 
day, May  15,  1907,  as  the  day  on  which  the  Thirty-Fifth  Annual 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  shall  assemble,  inasmuch  as  the 
second  day  of  the  next  regular  time  of  assembly   (May  9th)    is  As- 
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cension  Day.     This  appointment  is  made  acting  under   Section  9  of 
Article  2,  of  the  Constitution. 

The  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  Journal  was  left  with 
the  Bishop  and  the  Archdeacon. 

After  prayers  and  benediction  by  the  Bishop  the  Council 
adjourned  sine  die.

TO  THE 

COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF 

ARKANSAS 


PART  I. 

GREETING  AND  CHARGE. 

Dearly  Beloved  Brethren  in  the  Lord: 

The  privilege  of  welcoming  you  to  this  Council  is  a  great,  inex- 
pressible joy  to  tne;  and  I  atn  sure  that  you  will  rejoice  with  me  and 
join  me  through  this  Holy  Eucharistic  Service  in  devout  thanksgiv- 
ing to  God  when  I  tell  you  that  the  past  Council  Year,  all  things 
considered,  is  the  most  satisfactory  of  the  eight  years  since  my  com- 
ing to  Arkansas,  and  that  the  New  Year  upon  which  we  are  entering 
this  day  gives  bright  promise  of  being  in  some  respects  an  improvement 
upon  the  old. 

We  owe  all  the  progress  in  the  work  of  Church  extension  and 
upbuilding,  which  is  the  occasion  of  our  rejoicing  and  thanksgiving 
primarily  to  God's  Gracious  goodness  in  vouchsafing  His  blessing  upon 
the  endeavors  of  one  of  the  most  faithful  bodies  of  Ministers*  Catech- 
ists,  Laymen,  and  Laywomen  with  which  any  Bishop  has  ever  been 
blessed,  and  secondarily  to  the  generous  assistance  that  we  have  re- 
ceived from  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  the 
American   Church    Building   Fund   Commission,    and    from    Parochial 

Branches   of   the   Women's   Auxihary,    Sunday    Schools   and    individ- 
uals at  the  North  and  East. 

We  are  engaged  in  the  Church's  great  sei;vice  of  thanksgiving. 
Let  us  bless  God  for  what  he  has  done  for  us  in  the  past  and  for 
the  hope  of  even  better  things  in  the  future. 

It  is  Easter-tide — the  season  of  hooe  and  joy  and  peace.  May  the 
God  of  Hope  fill  us  with  all  joy  in  believing,  that  we  may  abound  in 
hope  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 

Our  Canon  law  requires  that  Bishops  shall,  at  least  once  in  the 
course  of  every  three  years,  preach  a  sermon  which  technically  is  called 
"a  charge,"  upon  some  timely  subject  of  great  doctrinal  and  practical 
importance.  I  am  to  deliver  one  of  these  charges  this  morning.  The 
rest  of  my  official  address  will  be  read  this  afternoon.  The  subject  of 
the  charge  is,  "The  call  to,  and  the  preparation  for  the  Holy  Ministry." 
The  object  which  I  have  in  view  is  to  clear  the  way  for  the  meeting 
of  one  of  the  great  needs  of  our  Diocese,  and,  indeed,  of  the  Ameri- 
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can  Church  as  a  whole,  namely  the  raising  up  of  a  sufficient  native 
Ministry.     The  Text  is: 

"As  My  father  Hath  Sent  Me,  Even  So  I  Send  Vou^  St.  John, 
20:21. 

The  passage  selected  for  the  Gospel  for  the  first  Sunday  after 
Easter  contains  an  account  of  the  cotnmission  and  ordination  of  the 
Apostles,  the  first  representatives  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  It  is  so 
short  and  so  important  that  I  quote  the  whole  of  it. 

"Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
when  the  doors  were  shut  where  the  Disciples  were  assembled  for  fear 
of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them, 
'Peace  be  unto  you/  And  when  he  had  so  said,  He  showed  unto  them 
His  hands  and  His  side.  Then  were  the  Disciples  glad,  when  they 
saw  the  Lord.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again,  'Peace  be  unto  you: 
as  My  Father  hath  sent  Me,  even  so  I  send  you.  And  when  He  had 
said  this,  He  breathed  on  them,  and  saith  unto  them:  Receive  ye  the 
Holy  Ghost:  Whosoever  sins  ye  remit;  they  are  remitted  unto  them, 
and  whosoever  sins  ye  retain,  they  are  retained." 

The  appropriateness  of  the  selection  of  this  passage  as  the  Gospel 
for  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter  will  appear  when  it  is  remenjbered 
that  Easter  Day  is  the  birthday  of  the  Church  and  that  the  Apostles 
after  the  Ascension  were  the  representatives  of  the  Lord.  It  is  per- 
fectly certain  that,  if  Christ  had  not  risen  from  the  dead  there  would 
have  been  no  Church;  and  therefore  Easter  is  the  Church's  birthday. 
It  is  equally  certain  that,  if  the  Apostles  had  not  been  called  by  Christ 
to  be  His  Disciples  and  prepared  and  appointed  by  Him  to  be  His 
representatives  there  would  have  been  no  Church  because  it  would 
have  died  in  its  infancy  after  the  Ascension. 

Therefore  it  may  be  said  truly  that  the  existence  of  the  Church 
was  due  to  the  resurrection  of  Christ  of  which  we  had  an  account  in 
the  first  of  the  Easter  Gospels  and  that  its  perpetuation  was  due  to 
the  commission  and  ordination  of  the  Apostles  of  which  we  have  an 
account  in  the  Gospel  for  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter^  I  offer  this 
as  an  explanation  of, the  fact  that  the  accounts  of  the  Resurrection  of 
Christ  and  the  institution  of  the  Christian  Ministry  are  associated  in 
the  Gospel  narrative  and  in  the  Christian  year. 

IL 

Since  the  Sixteenth  Century  Reformation  one  of  the  great  con- 
troversies among  Christian  people  has  centered  around  the  question: 
What  constitutes  a  valid  Ministry?  The  Denominations  which  are 
the  outgrowth  of  the  Reformation,  such  as  the  Presbyterian,  Congre- 
gationalist,  Methodist,  and  Baptist  Churches  agree  that  the  first  indis- 
pensable essential  of  a  valid  Ministry  is,  that  a  man  should  in  his 
heart  of  hearts  feel  himself  to  be  Divinely  called  to  be  a  Preacher 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  they  also  agree  that  the  second  indispen- 
sable requisite  is,  that  he  should  be  commissioned  as  a  Preacher  by 
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the  Denomination  or  Congregation  in  which  he  is  to  exercise  his 
Ministry. 

So  far  as  we  Ijnow,  not  one  of  the  Apostles  or  any  of  the  Min- 
isters of  which  we  have  an  account  in  the  New  Testament  entered  upon 
their  Ministry  because  of  the  "inward  call"  to  which  Denominational- 
ists  attach  so  much  importance.  Certainly  the  original  Apostles  did 
not  do  so.  St.  Matthias,  who  took  Judas'  place,  did  not  do  so.  These 
entered  the  Ministry  of  the  Infant  Church,  and  the  validity  of  their 
Ministry  was  recognized,  becau.se  of  an  outward  call  from  God, 
through  Christ  and  of  an  appointment  which  was  given,  either  by 
Christ  Himself,  or  as  in  the  case  of  Matthias  by  Christ  acting  through 
those  whom  He  had  sent. 

The  case  of  St.  Matthias  is  instructive.  There  is  not  the  slightest 
ground  for  the  supposition  that  he  was  in  the  least*  degree  actuated 
by  an  inward  call  or  that  he  had  any  such  call,  but  it  is  perfectly 
evident  that  the  call  upon  which  he  acted  came  from  without,  and 
but  for  such  an  extraneous  call  he  never  would  have  thought  of  enter- 
ing the  Christian   Ministry. 

St.  Matthias  is  the  only  representative  of  the  first  generation  of 
Christian  Ministers,  which  succeeded  the  Apostles  after  the  Ascen- 
sion, of  whose  call-  and  ordination  we  have  a  clear  account  in  Holy 
Scriptures.  We  may  learn  from  the  case  of  St.  Matthias  what  is  to  be 
the  nature  of  the  call  of  all  Christian  Ministers  in  all  generations. 
Since  so  much  of  such  far-reaching  importance  hinges  upon  the  call  of 
St.  Matthias,  let  me  refresh  your  memory  by  quoting  the  record  of  it. 

"In  those  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the  Disciples 
and  said:  'Of  these  men  which  have  companied  with  us  all  the 
time  that  the  Ix)rd  Jesus  went  in  and  out  among  us,  beginning 
from  the  baptism  of  John,  unto  the  same  day  that  He  was  taken 
up  from  us,  must  one  be  ordained  to  be  a  witness  with  us  of 
His  resurrection.  And  they  appointed  two.  Joseph  called  Bar- 
sabas,  who  was  surnamed  Justus,  and  Matthias.  And  they  prayed 
and  said,  Thou,  Lord,  which  knowest  the  hearts  of  all  men,  show 
whether  of  these  two  thou  hast  chosen,  that  he  may  take  part 
of  this  Ministry  and  Apostleship,  from  which  Judas  by  transgres- 
sion fell,  that  he  might  go  to  his  own  place.  And  they  gave  forth 
their  lots;  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Matthias;  and  he  was  numbered 
with  the  eleven  Apostles.    Acts  i  15-26." 

We  see  from  this  that  St.  Matthias'  call  was  an  outward  call 
which  came  to  him  indirectly  from  Christ,  through  His  Church,  and 
not  directly  from  Christ  to  his  heart.  No  doubt  the  Holy  Spirit,  which 
has  ^verned  the  Church  since  the  day  of  Pentecost,  disposed  the  heart 
of  St.  Matthias  to  accept  the  call  and  no  doubt  this  disposition 
was  necessary  to  complete  the  call.  It  may  be  admited  even  that  the 
willingness  to  accept  has  in  many  cases  preceded  the  call.  Still  it 
cannot  be  claimed  that  this  essential  willingness  did  con.stitute  the  call 
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in  the  case  of  St.  Matthias  or  that  it  ever  has  constituted  a  call  to  the 
Ministry  in  the  case  of  any  person.  To  put  the  same  thing  in  clearer 
terms,  St.  Matthias  might  have  been  ever  so  willing  and  desirous  to 
enter  the  Ministry  without  being  called  to  do  so. 

We  have  no  great  quarrel  with  the  Brethren  of  the  new  Churches 
as  to  the  importance  which  they  attach  to  the  inward  call  or  dis- 
position to  enter  the  Christian  Ministry,  and  yet  we  must  insist  that 
the  call  of  the  Apostles  of  both  the  first  and  second  generations 
came  from  without.  It  was  so  in  the  case  of  the  original  twelve 
Apostles,  and  it  was  so  in  the  case  of  St.  Paul.  The  same  is  also 
true  of  St.  Matthias,  the  first  successor  of  an  Apostle,  because  the 
nomination  and  election  by  the  Church  signified  that  he  was  out- 
wardly and  not  inwardly  called  of  God. 

The  probabifity  that  in  the  case  of  St.  Matthias  the  outward  call 
to  the  Ministry  preceded  the  inward  call  and  the  certainty  that  it 
did  so  in  the  case  of  St.  Paul,  have  lead  me  to  the  conclusion  that 
in  the  important  matters  of  outward  and  inward  calls  to  the  Chris- 
tian Ministry  we  have  somehow,  through  the  influence  of  Denomina- 
tionalism,  "got  the  cart  before  the  horse,"  by  making  the  outward 
call  secondary  to  the  inward,  whereas  the  reverse  order  is  both  the 
Scriptural  and  rational  one. 

III.        . 

The  fact  that  the  Scriptures  in  the  cases  of  St.  Matthias  and  St 
Paul  make  comparatively  so  very  little  of  the  "inward  call,"  leaving 
its  very  existence  as  a  subject  of  reasonable  inference,  instead  of  mak- 
ing it  a  matter  of  record,  has  lead  me  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  not 
safe  for  us  to  make  too  much  of  it. 

If  therefore  a  man,  wHom  I  judge  to  be  qualified,  or  capable  of  quali- 
fication for  usefulness  in  the  Christian  Ministry,  were  to  tell  me  that 
he  is  willing  to  consecrate  his  life  to  its  work,  but  that  he  hesitates 
in  doing  so  because  he  is  not  sure  about  the  "inward  call,"  I  would 
advise  him  to  become  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  to  regard  my 
recommendation,  when  approved  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  as  constituting  the  outward  call  and  to  let  the  inward  call 
take  care  of  itself. 

I  have  often  thought  that  the  Church  would  fare  better  both  as 
as  to  the  number  and  quality  of  its  Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  if 
She  were  to  trust  to  the  call  of  Her  Bishops  and  Rectors,  rather 
than  to  the  inward  dispositions  of  her  young  men.  Anyhow  it  is 
certain  that  the  call  of  the  original  Twelve  Apostles  and  of  St. 
Matthias  and  St.  Paul,  was  of  the  nature  of  an  outward  authorita- 
tive demand,  not  of  an  inward  disposition.  In  the  whole  of  the  New 
Testament  times,  so  far  as  is  recorded,  Simon,  the  Samaritan  Sor- 
cerer, was  the  only  one  who  sought  to  enter  the  Ministry  because 
of  an  inward  disposition  to  do  so,  and  he  was  rejected. 
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It  is  an  impressive  fact  that  even  the  Divine  Jesus,  our  great 
High  Priest,  did  not  undertake  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  His 
own  accord,  because  of  an  "inward"  call.  We  loam  from  our  text 
that  He  was  "sent.*'  He  did  not  come  of  His  own  motive,  but  He 
was  "sent"  into  the  world,  "As  My  Father  has  sent  Me,  even  so  I 
send  you."  Elsewhere  we  are  told,  "God  so  loved  the  world  that 
He  sent  His  only  begotten  Son  into  the  world." 

The  lack  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  has  become  a  source 
of  great  concern  throughout  the  American  Church.  I  believe  that 
the  Denominational  "cant"  about  the  necessity  of  an  "inward  call  to 
preach"  is  largely  responsible  for  the  fact  that  so  few  young  men 
are  coming  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  in  this  day  of  His  great  need 
of  laborers  m  the  fields  that  are  white  for  the  harvest. 

Our  experience  in  Arkansas  proves  that,  if  the  call  for  men  who 
arc  willing  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  Ministry  is 
made,  responses  in  sufficient  numbers  from  the  right  kind  of  men 
will  not  be  wanting.  After  repeated  futile  efforts  to  get  Clerg>'men 
we  finally  concluded  to  make  a  call  through  the  Church  papers 
for  competent  Lay  Readers  or  Catechists,  who  would  become  Can- 
didates for  Holy  Orders  and  work  in  the  Mission  Field  while  pre- 
paring  for  their   ordination   examinations. 

The  result  of  the  experiment  has  been  upon  the  whole,  a  most 
gratifying  success,  both  as  to  the  number  of  prepossessing  men  who 
have  come  and  remained  with  us  and  also  as  to  the  quality  of  the 
work  done  by  them.  We  have  already  ordained  four  men  who  came  to 
us  in  response  to  such  calls  and  the  little  Diocese  of  Arkansas  can 
now  boast  of  eight  Postulants  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  This 
is  more  than  is  reported  by  many  a  large  Diocese  and  I  take  much 
satisfaction  and  pride  in  the  belief  that  the  Postulants  and  Candidates 
of  no  Diocese  will  average  up  better  than  ours. 

Moreover,  it  is  my  opinion,  an  opinion,  in  which  our  Archdeacon 
and  others  among  the  Clergy  concur,  that  when  our  men  finally 
reach  the  Priesthood  they  will  be  equipped  for  usefulness  in  our  Mis- 
sion Field  or  in  any  other  field  to  which  they  may  be  called,  better 
than  the  average  Seminarian.  The  reason  for  this  advantage  we 
claim  is  to  be  found  in  the  following  facts : 

1.  They  are  picked  workers.  It  is  understood  by  them,  that  in 
addition  to  the  ability  to  pass  Canonical  examinations,  they  must  prove 
themselves  to  be  workmen  that  need  not  be  ashamed  or  else  they  will 
never  be  ordained.  As  soon  as  we  find  that  a  man  is  lacking  in  the 
common  sense  or  in  the  energy  or  in  the  magnetism  which  is  requisite 
to  success  in  our  Missionary  Field,  we  drop  him.  And  it  is  a  strange 
if  not  a  significant  fact  that  those  who  in  their  correspondence  and 
interviews  have  most  to  say  about  their  "inward  call"  are  generally 
the  ones  that  sooner  or  later  are  dropped. 

2.  Another  reason  why  we  think  that  our  field  Candidates  are  to 
be  preferred  to  Seminarian  Candidates  is  the  fact  that  they  are  not 
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so  likely  to  be  educated  out  of  touch  with  their  work.  The  glamour 
of  the  Church  in  the  great  cities  in  which  our  Seminaries  are  gen- 
erally located,  usually  has  an  abiding  influence  upon  the  young  Sem- 
inarian and  his  longing  for  the  **flesh  pots  of  Egypt"  is  so  great  and 
disquieting  that  he  seldom  remains  with  us  long  or  does  much  while 
he  stays.  The  experience  of  eight  years  has  convinced  me  that  the 
Bishops  of  the  poorer  Dioceses  lean  on  broken  reeds  unless  they  cen- 
ter their  hopes  in  a  native  Ministry,  or  at  least  in  a  Ministry  that  has 
been  educated  on  the  ground. 

We  have  had  a  great  deal  to  say  about  the  **cair'  to  the  Chris- 
tian Ministry  because  we  are  convinced  that  the  unscriptural  and 
cantish  talk  upon  this  subject  which  is  so  common,  accounts  in  a 
large  measure  for  the  lack  of  fit  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  which 
is  an  increasing  source  of  concern.  I  for  one,  think  that  there 
would  be  Candidates  of  high  quality  and  in  sufficient  numbers,  if  the 
Hishops  and  Rectors  and  Standing  Committees  of  other  Dioceses 
would  adopt  our  policy  of  calling  for  Lay  Missionaries  to  do  self- 
sacrificing  Missionary  Work  while  preparing  to  pass  ordination  exam- 
inations. 

IV. 

Another  thing  which  interferes  with  the  securing  of  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  is* the  prevailing  idea  that  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew  languages  is  an  almost  indispensable 
part  of  the  requisite  preparation  for  a  successful  Ministry.  I  am  well 
aware  that  when  what  we  are  doing  in  Arkansas  becomes  generally 
known  the  cry  will  go  up,  "they  are  letting  down  the  bars  to  the 
Ministry  I"  Nevertheless  1  make  r.o  secret  of  the  fact  that  I  have 
resolved,  so  far  as  my  influence  prevails,  not  to  keep  any  successful 
worker  and  otherwise  well  qualified  man  out  of  the  Ministry  because 
of  "the  bars"  of  the  dead  lan^ages. 

I  am  fully  persuaded  from  my  own  personal  experience  and  ob- 
servation that  the  day  has  come  when  the  Church  should  revise 
thoroughly  its  course  of  Theological  studies,  in  order  to  meet  the 
need  of  educated,  efficient,  consecrated  men  who  did  not  take  the 
dead  languages  in  their  academic  or  collegiate  courses.  The  time 
was  when  the  classical  course  was  strongly  recommended  and  greatly 
emphasized  in  nearly  all  institutions  of  higher  learning,  but  it  is 
not  nearly  so  much  so  now.  If  I  am  correctly  informed,  some  of  our 
oldest  and  best  universities  are  graduating  men  who  never  studied 
Latin  or  Greek,  and  it  goes  without  saying  that  they  know  nothing 
about   Hebrew. 

I  am  very  certain  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  time  which  I 
spent  upon  the  languages,  (three  years  on  Latin,  five  on  Greek  and 
three  on  Hebrew)  was  to  little  or  no  purpose.  The  mental  endowment 
which  would  enable  me  to  acquire  proficiency  in  the  languages  is 
wanting.  Besides  even  if  1  had  possessed  it,  I  commenced  my  edu- 
cation too   late.     Linguists  are  born,  not  made,  and   even   those  who

come  into  the  world  with  the  linguistic  faculty  seldom,  with  rare  ex- 
ceptions, are  able  to  make  much  use  of  it,  unless  they  begin  the  cul- 
tivation of  it  in  early  youth. 

I  think  that  all  our  Candidates  before  ordination  to  the  Priest- 
hood should  be  expected  to  acquire  a  rudimentary  knowledge  of 
Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew,  such  as  will  enable  them  to  read  English 
Dictionaries  and  Commentaries  intelligently.  While  acquiring  this 
"smattering"  the  linguistic  geniuses  will  be  discovered  and  may  be 
encouraged  to  give  more  time  to  the  languages.  As  for  the  rest,  it 
will  be  much  better  for  the  future  of  their  work,  if  they  will  devote 
their  time  to  the  study  of  English  and  the  sciences,  I  have  less  hesi- 
tanc\'  in  giving  expression  to  this  sentiment  because  one  of  the  ablest 
among  the  theological  professors  of  the  American  Church  recently  told 
me  that  he  is  in  entire  accord  with  it. 

According  to  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  they  stand  since  their 
revision  at  the  last  General  Convention,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Or- 
ders, upon  recommendation  of  the  Standing  Committee,  acting  upon 
the  advice  of  at  least  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chap- 
lains, may  be  dispensed  by  the  Bishop  from  Latin  and  Greek  and 
from  such  other  studies  belonging  to  the  Academic  Course  which  arc 
not  strictly  of  an  ecclesiastical  character,  until  after  his  ordination  to 
the  Diaconate.  it  being  understood  that  the  studies  included  under 
the  head  "not  strictlv  ecclesiastical"  must  be  made  up  before  ordina- 
tion to  the  Priesthood,  unless  in  the  cases  only  of  Latin  and  Greek 
an  additional  and  final  dispensation  is  given. 

I  have  been  asked  whether  English  Grammar,  Rhetoric  and  Liter- 
ature might  thus  be  temporarilv  dispensed  with  and  T  replied  with  some 
emphasis.  "No.  indeed,  they  may  not,  and  the  same  is  true  of  Logic. 
Before  T  ordain  any  man  to  the  Diaconate  I  must  be  well  assured  that 
he  is  capable  of  speaking  the  King's  English  correctly  and  of  writing 
a  forceful  and  logical   style." 

When  our  scheme  for  raising  up  a  native  Ministry,  the  only 
Ministry  with  which  we  can  hope  to  develop  this  Diocese,  is  more 
fully  and  generally  understood  T  am  sure  that  there  will  be  few  to 
accuse  us  of  an  unjustifiable  letting  down  of  the  educational  bars. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  we  do  not  admit  that  all  things  considered,  we  arc 
letting  them  down  at  all.  For  while  we  are  taking  advantage  of  our 
prerogative  in  the  matter  of  giving  dispensations  from  the  study  of 
the  dead  languages,  we  are  requiring  more  in  the  way  of  the  study 
of  English  and  of  the  Sciences  And  Philosophy  than  is  required  by 
our  Canons  or  by  any  Theological  Seminary  in  the  land. 

I  hope  that  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Diocese  and  Council 
appreciate  with  me  the  supreme  importance  of  raising  up  a  native 
Mini.stry  and  T  beg  that  they  will  cooperate  with  me  in  my  effort 
to  meet  this  great  and  pressing  need.

NECROLOGY. 

Since  we  met  last,  two  Bishops  of  the  American  Church  and  two 
Priests  of  our  own  Diocese  have  gone  to  their  reward.  May  I  ask 
you  to  stand  while  I  recite  the  names  of  these  departed  Fathers  and 
friends,  and  then  to  kneel  with  me  while  I  lead  in  giving  thanks  for 
the  good  examples  of  these  brethren  and  fellow-workers  in  the  Lord, 
and  in  praying  that  we  may  be  prepared  when  the  hour  of  our  depar- 
ture comes. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Frederick  Davics,  D.  D.,  LL.  D,  the  third 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Michigan,  and  the  one  hundred  and  fifty 
second  in  the  American  Apostolic  Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on 
October  i8,  1889,  and  died  in  Detroit  on  November  9,  1905,  in  the 
seventy-fifth  year  of  his  age,  and  in  the  seventeenth  year  of  his 
Episcopate. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Benjamin  Wistar  Morris,  D.  D.,  the  first  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Oregon,  and  the  ninetieth  in  the  American  Apos- 
tolic Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on  December  3,  1868,  and 
died  in  Portland,  Oregon,  on  April  27,  1906,  in  the  eighty-sixth  year 
of  his  age,  and  in  the  thirty-eighth  year  of  his  Episcopate. 

The  Rev.  Daniel  Breck  Ramsey  suddenly  passed  away  as  the  re- 
sult of  heart  failure  on  September  23,  1905,  at  Newport,  Kentucky. 
Mr.  Ramsey  was  born  at  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  February  i,  1843. 
He  received  his  academic  education  at  Knoxville  College.  His  father 
was  a  physician  who  desired  his  son  to  follow  in  his  footsteps,  and 
he  made  a  beginning.  When  the  war  broke  out  the  father  became 
a  surgeon  in  the  Confederate  Army,  and  the  son  a  hospital  steward 
and  dispensary  assistant.  But  the  fiery  spirit  of  the  young  man 
was  too  strong  for  such  a  position  and  he  enlisted  in  the  artillery. 
He  rose  in  rank  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  was  discharged  as 
Captain   Ramsey  of  Ramsey's   Battery. 

In  1870  Mr.  Ramsey  graduated  from  Nashota  Theological  Sem- 
inary and  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  by  Bishop  Quintard  in  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Memphis,  Tennessee.  He  came  to 
Arkansas  in  1876  and  was  advanced  to  the  Priesthood  by  Bishop 
Pierce  in  Little  Rock  on  June  18,  of  that  year.  His  first  Rectorship 
was  that  of  St.  Paul's  Church  at  Batesville.  After  four  years  of  ser- 
vice there,  he  took  up  work  in  other  Dioceses,  but  finally  he  returned 
and  accepted  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's  Church,  Camden,  Arkan- 
sas, where  he  spent  eleven  years,  the  remainder  of  his  active  life. 
In  failing  health,  he  removed,  some  four  years  ago,  to  Newport,  Ken- 
tucky, where  he  devoted  his  closing  days  to  his  family,  and  friends  and 
to  study. 

The  Rev.  George  Ewin  Hancock,  late  Rector  of  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Forrest  City,  also  passed  away.  In  his  death 
our  Diocese  mourns  the  loss  of  one  of  its  most  youthful,  faithful, 
energetic,  successful  and  beloved  Priests.  Mr.  Hancock  was  of  the 
St.  John  type  of  man.     He  belonged  to  an  old  Southern  family  and

was  bom  August  2,  1871.  in  Warren  County,  Kentucky.  His  mother 
died  when  he  was  only  three  years  old,  and  so  he  was  compelled  to 
learn  the  lesson  of  self-reliance  when  very  young.  He  attended 
Public  Schools  until  he  was  fifteen  years  of  age.  Always  studious 
and  ambitious  for  a  higher  education,  he  entered  Union  College  at 
Barbourville,  Kentucky,  on  January  i,  1894,  graduating  two  years 
later  with  honors.  His  record  was  such  that  he  was  elected  to  the 
chair  of  History  and  Latin  in  his  Alma  Mater.  After  faithful  ser- 
vice of  four  years,  he  resigned  his  professorship  and  became  super- 
intendent of  Public  Schools  in  Piiie  Bluff,  Kentucky. 

It  was  about  this  time  that  he  first  became  interested  in  the 
Episcopal  Church.  On  January  i,  1901,  he  was  sent  by  the  Bishop  of 
Lexington  to  Corbin,  Kentucky,  where  he  began  Missionary  Work 
among  the  native  mountaineers.  He  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate 
by  the  Bishop  of  Lexington.  Mr.  Hancock  came  to  us  on  Jan- 
uary I,  1904,  to  take  charge  of  the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd at  Forrest  City.     At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Lexington  I 

advanced  him  to  the  Prisethood  on  Thursday,  June  9,  1905. 

Mr.  Hancock  was  married  June  7,  1894,  to  Miss  Salome  Otey, 
who  is  a  relative  of  the  Pioneer  Bishop  Otey  of  Tennessee.  One  child, 
Inez  Morrell.  blessed  this  happy  union.  Both  wife  and  child  survive 
him. 

While  at  Forrest  City  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hancock  succeeded  beyond 
the  most  sanguine  expectations.  He  was  greatly  beloved  by  all  who 
came  under  his  influence,  and  he  did  a  great  work  there  for  the 
Master.  In  the  short  period  of  his  incumbency  he  baptized  twenty, 
presented  for  confirmation  twenty-one  and  was  instrumental  in  add- 
ing thirty  to  the  number  of  the  Communicants  of  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd.  Under  his  enterprising  leadership  the  Church  Build- 
ing was  repaired  and  renovated  and  the  Rectory  remodeled  and 
enlarged.  He  also  started  a  mission  and  building  project  at  a 
neighboring  village. 

Mr.  Hancock  was  thoroughly  in  love  with  his  work  and  made 
many  sacrifices  for  its  sake.  Yes,  to  accomplish  it,  he  even  took  his 
life  in  his  own  hands.  To  the  great  sorrow  of  his  people  and  Bishop 
the  Lord  Jesus  whom  he  loved  and  served  so  well  called  him  home  on 
Monday,   November  27,    1906. 

LET  us  PRAY. 

"Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  we  yield  unto  Thee  most  high 
praise  and  hearty  thanks  for  the  wonderful  grace  and  virtue  declared 
in  all  Thy  Saints,  who  have  been  the  choice  vessels  of  Thy  grace  and 
the  lights  of  the  world  in  their  several  generations;  most  humbly 
beseeching  Thee  to  give  us  grace  so  to  follow  the  example  of  their 
steadfastness  in  the  faith,  and  obedience  to  Thy  Holy  Command- 
ments, that  at  the  day  of  the  general  resurrection,  we,  with  all  those 
who  are  of  the  mystical  body  of  Thy  Son,  may  be  set  on  His  right 
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hand,  and  hear  His  most  joyful  voice :  'Come  ye  blessed  of  My  Father, 
inherit  the  Kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the 
world.'  Grant  this,  O  Father,  for  Thy  Son,  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  our 
only  Mediator  and  Advocate.     Amen."

Eureka  Springs,  also  be- 
came vacant  January  i,  1906,  at  which  time  the  former  Rector,  the 
Rev.  J.  B.  C.  Beaubien  began  work  in  the  neighboring  Diocese  of  Mis- 
souri, but  for  the  present  he  remains  canonically  resident  in  Ar- 
kansas. We  regret  the  departure  of  all  these  brethren.  They  worked 
faithfully  while  with  us,  and  we  wish  them  God  speed  in  their  work 
wherever  it  may  be. 

We  welcome  today  as  a  newcomer  among  our  Clerg>',  the  Rev

Church.  Van  Buren,  and  about  a  month  later  took  charge  of  th^* 
Helen  Dunlap  Memorial  School  at  Winslow,  Arkansas.  The  Rev. 
George  Alexander  McGuire,  an  Afro-American  Priest,  formerly  Rec- 
tor of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  has  been  appointed 
bv  mc.  General  Missionary  and  Archdeacon  of  the  Convocation  of. 
Arkansas.     He  entered  upon  his  duties  on  November  i. 

The  following  young  men  have  come  to  us  to  work  as  Catechists 
in   our   vast    Missionary   Field   and   to   become    Candidates    for    Holy 
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Orders,  namely:  Mr.  W.  P.  Reaney,  who  after  filling  in  for  some  time 
at  Forrest  City  began  Missionary  Work  in  Northeastern  Arkansas 
with  headquarters  at  Jonesboro.

PART  IV. 


MISCELLANEOUS  MATTERS  OF  IMPORTANCE 
The  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew 

The  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  is  an  organization  of  Laymen  in 
our  great  Anglican  Communion.  Its  sole  object  is  "The  spread  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  among  men,  especially  young  men."  It  is  com- 
posed of  men  of  all  ages  and  conditions,  who  recognize  that  as 
baptized  Churchmen  they  are  pledged  to  do  the  will  of  God,  in  try- 
ing to  help  other  men  to  know  our  Lord  through  His  Church. 

The  Brotherhood  works  only  by  the  approval  and  under  the 
leadership  of  the  clergy.  Chapters  may  be  formed  in  parishes,  mis- 
sions or  educational  institutions,  but  only  with  the  written  consent  of 
the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge,  or,  in  the  case  of  colleges,  of  the 
Bishop.  The  Chapters  are  independent  in  all  Parochial  and  local 
affairs,  but  are  dependent  upon  and  are  responsible  to  one  another 
as  regards  the  interests  and  obligations  common  to  all. 

Any  baptized  man  is  eligible  for  membership,  but  membership 
can  be  had  only  through  a  local  chapter.  There  is  no  membership 
at  large. 

A  convenion  is  held  each  year,  at  which  every  Chapter  in  good 
standing  is  entitled  to  be  represented.  The  Convention  appoints  a 
Council,  which  is  charged  with  the  executive  direction  of  the  Broth- 
erhood. This  Council  maintains  an  office  in  the  Broad  Exchange 
Building,  88  Broad  Street,  Boston,  Mass.,  as  headquarters  for  the 
Brotherhood,  through  which  the  different  Chapters  are  brought  into 
communication  with  one  another.  It  publishes  the  International 
Brotherhood  Monthly  Magazine,  St.  Andrew's  Cross,  and  other  litera- 
ture about  Brotherhood  work  and  methods. 

Chapters  in  the  same  neighborhood  often  unite  in  worship  and 
work,  and  local  organizations  have  been  formed  in  many  cities  and 
Dioceses.  While  the  Brotherhood  is  a  federation  of  parochial  socie- 
ties, yet  its  very  name  and  the  whole  idea  of  its  mission  should  give 
its  members   large   conceptions   of   Church   life   and   activity   and   the 
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practical  value  of  union  and  co-operation  is  forcibly  presented  to  them 
in  all  their  work. 

Among  the  methods  to  extend  the  Kingdom  of  God  are:  Daily 
prayer,  personal  influence,  invitation  to  Church  services,  showing 
cordial  attention  to  men  who  attend  them,  visiting  men  in  their 
homes,  distributing  notice  of  services,  providing  Mission  services, 
conducting  Bible  classes,  endeavoring  to  bring  men  to  baptism  and 
confirmation,  bringing  back  to  the  Holy  Communion  those  who  have 
become  negligent,  and  trying  in  all  relations  of  life,  business,  social 
and  religious,  to  exert  a  wholesome,  manly  influence  on  those  with 
whom  they  associate. 

Under  the  Constitution,  no  Chapter  cm  be  formed  in  any  Parish 
or  Mission  without  the  written  approval  of  the  Rector  or  the  Minister 
in  charge.  No  Chapter  can  continue  to  exist  without  that  continuing 
approval.  If  it  be  withdrawn,  the  Council  will  withdraw  the  charter 
of   the   Chapter. 

The  Brotherhood  insists  on  four  things:  (i)  That  the  object 
of  the  Chapter  shall  be  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  among  men.  (2) 
That  each  member  shall  pray  daily  for  this  object.  (3)  That  each 
member  shall  work  steadily  and  systematically  for  this  object.  (4) 
That  all  shall  be  done  under  the  charge  and  direction  of  the  Rector. 
The  Brotherhood  is  general  as  to  those  four  points;  it  is  parochial 
as  to  all  details  of  administration  and  work.  All  local  matters  are 
left  to  the  decision  of  the  Chapter. 

It  is  understood,  however,  that  Chapters  of  the  Brotherhood,  as 
such,  shall  conduct  their  work  on  truly  spiritual  lines,  and  shall  not 
undertake  the  management  of  entertainments,  fairs  and  similar  func- 
ions. 

This  year  the  National  Convention  will  meet  in  our  immediate 
neighborhood,  in  the  city  of  Memphis,  Tennessee,  from  October  18, 
to  the  2 1  St.  This  will  be  the  fir.st  time  that  the  Brotherhood  Con- 
vention has  been  held  in  a  Southern  Diocese,  and  I  do  hope  that  our 
Diocese  will  be  represented  by  both  its  Clergy  and  Laity,  in  fact  it 
is  my  earnest  desire  that  each  and  every  Parish  or  Mission  will  have 
a  delegation  at  this  Convention. 

You  will  all  receive  full  particulars  about  the  Convention  in  due 
time,  and  one  of  the  Traveling  Secretaries  of  the  Brotherhood,  Mr. 
E.  C.  McAllister,  will  be  with  us  at  this  Council,  and  will  address 
us  on  the  most  important  subject,  "How  to  create  interest  for  tlie 
General  Convention  for  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew."

Mi^s  Kniily  Paddock,  who  recently  resigned  as  the  General 
Organizer  of  the  G.  F.  S.  paid  us  an  extended  visit  last  November  and 
as  a  result  of  her  cff^orts  several   Chapters  of  this  excellent  Society 
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were  organized  and  have  been  doing  good  work.  At  my  earnest 
solicitation  Mrs.  W.  S.  Mitchell  kindly  accepted  the  office  of  Diocesan 
President  and  Mrs.  "Howard  T.  Bunch  that  of  Diocesan  Secretary 
and  Treasurer.  I  am  sure  we  all  feel  very  grateful  to  Miss  Paddock 
for  her  great  kindness  in  coming  to  us  for  so  much  work  before  she 
retired  from  active  service.  Her  visit  will  be  long  remembered  by  all 
those  who  had  the  opportunity  and  privilege  of  coming  in  contact 
with  her. 

The  Girls  Friendly  Society  is  a  newcomer  to  our  Diocese.  It  was 
founded  in  England  and  encouraged  by  Queen  Victoria  and  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury.  It  has  spread  throughout  the  world  wherever  the 
English  tongue  is  spoken.  It  claims  to  be  the  largest  Society  of  eirls 
and  women  in  existence,  and  is  constantly  growing  in  numbers  and 
usefulness.  Its  motto  is,  "Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,"  and  its 
first  avowed  object  is,  **To  bind  together  in  one  society  Church 
women  as  asociates  and  girls  and  young  women  as  members  for 
mutual  help,  for  sympathy  and  prayer."  Another  of  its  fundamental 
rules  provides  that.  "No  girl  who  has  not  borne  a  virtuous  character 
may  be  admitted  as  a  member." 

In  this  Society  the  lonely  girl  will  find  friends,  young  friends 
and  companions,  and  also  older  women  who  can  advise  and  help 
her  over  the  hard  places  of  life.  The  studious  girl  will  find  opportun- 
ities for  self-improvement,  and,  through  the  numerous  classes,  and 
reading  unions,  can  gain  much  desirable  knowledge.  The  girl  whose 
life  is  dull  and  whose  work  is  hard,  will  find  brightness  and  amusement 
in  the  weekly  meetings  and  the  numerous  entertainments  provided  by 
her  Branch.  The  girl  whose  heart  is  full  of  love  for  others  and 
desires  to  help  those  less  fortunate  than  herself,  will  find  happiness 
in  carrying  out  the  command  of  the  Master,  and  by  bearing  the  bur- 
dens of  others,  help  and  strengthen  herself  as  well. 

Every  girl  whose  heart  is  pure,  who  is  willing  to  obey  the  few 
simple  rules,  is  welcome,  no  matter  what  her  work,  her  home,  or  her 
religious  belief,  and  each  will  find  in  the  Society  the  occupations,  the 
amusements  and  the  friends  which  she  most  desires. 

The  dues  of  Members  are  three  cents  per  month,  part  of  which 
goes  to  the  Branch,  and  part  to  the  support  of  the  National  Society. 
Ought  not  every  girl  to  belong  to  this  great  Society  united  by  the 
same  high  aims,  the  same  badge,  the  same  prayer  and  all  striving 
for  the  same  great  end? 


The  Missionory  Thank  Offerini^ 


At  the  session  of  the  last  Council  steps  were  taken  to  present 
the  Missionary  Thank  Offering  to  all  the  men  in  our  Parishes  and 
Missions  and  a  Committee  was  organized  to  prepare  plans  for  such 
a  movement.     While  in  a  great  many  of  the  other  Dioceses  consider- 
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able  active  work  has  been  done  and  much  good  accomplished,  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  our  Committee  has  not  made  much  progress  as 
yet.  Let  me  therefore  urge  once  more  the '  importance  of  this  great 
movement  among  men. 

The  fellowship  called  the  Church  is  weak  in  two  respects — (i) 
The  men  who  are  members  lack  interest  in  the  work  of  the  organiza- 
tion; and  (2)  the  number  of  male  members  is  too  small.  New  interest 
must  be  aroused,  and  more-  men  must  be  reached. 

1.  The  lack  of  interest  must  be  due  either  (a)  to  some  defect 
inherent  in  Christianity  as  a  religious  system  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  men;  or  (b)  some  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Church  as  an  inter- 
preter of  Christian  truth;  or  (c)  to  some  incapacity  on  the  part  of 
the  Clergy  as  teachers  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  fellowship; 
or   (d)   the  blindness  and  deafness  of  the  laymen  of  the  CMirch. 

Of  these  possible  explanations  of  the  admitted  evil,  (a)  and  (6) 
may  be  discarded,  for  we  will  not  admit  that  there  is  any  inherent 
defect  about  Christianity  or  about  the  Church's  interpretation  of  it 
which  truthfully  can  be  said  to  account  for  the  fact  that  so  many 
men  are  standing  aloof  from  Christ's  Kingdom,  the  Church,  and  for 
the  fact  that  so  many  men  in  the  Church  do  not  live  up  to  their 
privileges  and  duties.  Perhaps  the  Clergy  will  consent  to  bear  a  part 
of  the  blame,  but  the  greater  part  of  it  rests  with  the  laymen  themselves. 

2.  That  the  number  of  male  members  in  the  fellowship  is  so 
small  is  directly  attributable  to  the  failure  of  the  existing  members  to 
set  a  just  value  on  their  membership.  If  we  were  not  blind  we  should 
see  that  without  the  Church  our  homes  would  be  less  happy,  our 
national  ideas  less  noble,  and  our  own  lives  less  worthy.  If  we  were 
not  deaf  we  should  hear  the  cry  of  those  all  over  the  world  who  are 
appealing  for  the  spiritual  privileges  which  we  esteem  so  lightly. 

The  Missionary  Thank  Offering  movement  has  as  its  basis  the 
conviction  that  the  laymen  need  sight  and  hearing. 

It  is  proposed  that  in  every  congregation  throughout  the  entire 
Church,  a  committee  of  laymen,  working  with  the  approval  of  the 
Rector  or  minister  in  charge,  shall  ascertain  for  themselves  exactly 
who  the  men  and  boys  are  who  attend  the  services,  whether  regularly 
or  occasionally;  whether  they  are  Communicants  or  not.  The  list  of 
these  names  will  constitute  a  muster  roll  of  the  male  strength  of  the 
congregation.  A  really  accurate  communicant  list,  kept  up  to  date, 
is  not  a  common  thing.  A  list  which  reveals  the  names  of  the  men 
and  boys  who  might  become  communicants,  if  properly  influenced, 
is  a  very,  very  rare  parochial  asset.  One  reason  for  its  rarity  is 
that  it  is  so  hard  to  make  up.  Many  men  slip  into  Church  just  as 
service  is  beginning,  and  slip  away  the  instant  it  is  over.  Other  men, 
from  shyness,  elude  the  clergyman;  and  he,  fearing  to  intrude,  hesi- 
tates to  force  himself  upon  them.  Experience  shows  that  the  com- 
mitteeman can  easily  give  to  these  fugitive  Christians  the  right  hand 
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of  fellowship.  Laymen  can  obtain  names  and  addresses  where  a 
Clergyman  would  fail. 

This  muster  roll,  when  obtained,  improves  the  sight  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee.  They  see  more  cleary  just  who  are  their 
brethren  in  the  ranks.  Even  the  Rector  sees  the  situation  better.  A 
new  sense  of  brotherhood  begins  to  develop.  The  committee,  as  a 
next  step,  invite  all  the  men  and  boys  on  the  muster  roll  to,  say  a 
"Smoker"  or  to  something  else  that  is  likely  to  get  them  together,  in 
the  Parish  building  or  in  a  private  house.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittee reinforce  the  written  invitations  by  personally  exacting  prom- 
ises to  attend. 

At  the  meeting  a  simple  and  short  statement  is  made  (preferably 
by  a  layman)  of  the  -  importance  of  the  Church,  and  of  each  man's 
responsibility  for  perpetuating  it.  The  statement  usually  follows  the 
lines  of  the  little  pamphlet  "Is  the  Church  worth  while  ?"— copies  of 
which  can  be  obtained  from  the  district  secretary,  together  with  the 
handy  files  of  the  Missionary  Thank  Offering  literature  and  pledge 
cards. 

No  one  is  asked  at  the  meeting  to  give  or  promise  money.  The 
purpose  is  only  to  make  men  see.  Each  is  asked,  however,  to  promise 
to  read  the  literature  handed  out  to  him,  and  to  give  a  hearing  to  the 
member  of  the  committee,  who  thereafter  will  be  assigned  to  approach 
him  for  his  offering.  If  the  meeting  is  poorly  attended,  another  is 
forthwith  determined  upon  and  announced  and  those  present  are 
pledged  to  come  and  bring  others.  At  every  meeting  and  at  every 
opportunity  men  are  told  that  their  first  obligation  is  to  support 
parochial  work;  that  their  second  is  to  recognize  Diocesan  claims; 
and  that  their  third  is  to  help  meet  the  apportioned  expense  of  the 
Church's  annual  appropriation  for  Mission  Work. 

When  all  have  thus  been  given  a  chance  to  see  how  great  is  the 
importance  of  the  fellowship,  and  how  direct  is  the  obligation  of  each 
to  maintain  it,  the  next  business  is  to  make  them  hear.  The  men  of 
the  committee,  and  such  associates  as  will  volunteer  for  duty,  divide 
up  the  names  on  the  muster-roll  and  seek  personal  interviews  with 
those  whose  names  are  assigned  to  them.  The  purpose  of  the  visits 
is  to  give  to  each  man  an  opportunity  to  express  his  gratitude  for 
Christian  privileges  and  in  some  measure  to  discharge  his  responsi- 
bility by  contributing  to  the  Thank  Offering. 

This  fund  thus  collected  is  to  be  presented  at  Jamestown  in  1907, 
and  is  to  be  expended  for  increasing  the  extent  and  efficiency  of  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Church.  In  other  words,  the  gifts  of  the 
members  whose  eyes  have  been  opened  and  whose  ears  have 
heard,  are  to  be  used  to  bring  more  members  into  the  fellowship,  and 
thus  perpetuate  it  and  make  it  grow. 

The  visitor  may  state  his  message  in  his  owr.  way,  or  he  may 
merely  hand  to  his  brother  the  little  pamphlet  "The  responsibility  of 
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Lfaynien  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church."  obtainable  from  any 
district  secretary. 

When  the  pamphlet  is  made  use  of  the  giving  of  it  is  to  be 
accompanied  with  the  request  that  it  be  read  on  the  spot  in  the 
presence  of  the  visitor  while  he  waits.  After  the  explanation  by 
the  visitor,  or  the  reading  of  it  by  the  person  visited,  comes  the 
.soHciation  on  the  spot  for  a  promised  offering  of  a  sum  as  large  as 
the  ability  of  the  giver  will  warrant.  If  we  all  give  more  than  we 
can  afford,  we  shall  still  be  debtors. 

Full  information  about  remitting  funds  and  accounting  for  money 
received  can  be  obtained  from  anv  district  sccretarv. 

This  is  a  brief  statement  of  what  the  Thank  Offering  is.  From  what 
has  been  said  certain  conclusions  follow  respecting  what  that  offering 
is  not. 

It  is  not  a  movement  which  obscures  the  dutv  of  each  lavman  to 
support   Diocesan    activities. 

It  is  not  a  movement  which  interferes  with  the  raising  of  th« 
Missionary  apportionment. 

It  is  not  a  deep  laid  scheme  to  obtain  lists  of  parishioners  to 
be  used  for  some  unauthorized  and  nefarious  purpose. 

It  is  not  a  movement  in  which  Clerg>'men  have  no  part,  but  a 
movement  in  which  Clergymen  and  laymen  are  lal>oring  together  to 
attain  a  common  end. 

It  is  not  a  movement  to  raise  a  million  dollars,  or  any  other 
sum  of  money,  or.  indeed,  primarily  to  raise  any  money  at  all.  It  is 
a  movement  organized  to  help  men  to  see  and  hear,  and  to  give  them 
an  opportunity  to  express  their  gratitude  when  sight  and  hearing 
have  been  vouchsafed  to  them. 

Will  only  one  return  to  give  thanks?  Can  we  not  reach  some 
of  the  nine? 


The  Sewonee  Summer  School  of  Theoioi^y 

This  Institution  was  established  two  or  three  years  ago,  and.  accord- 
ing to  all  reports,  it  is  likely  to  have  a  long  and  useful  career.  In 
view  of  our  efforts  to  raise  up  a  native  Ministry  for  Arkansas  from 
workers  in  our  Mission  Field  who  cannot  be  sent  to  a  Theological 
Seminary  for  the  sufficient  reasons  that  we  can  neither  provide  for 
their  support  or  spare  them  away  from  the  field,  the  establishment  of 
this  School  of  Theology  is  really  a  Godsend  to  us  for  which  we  are 
profoundly  grateful. 

Archdeacon  Lloyd  is  planning  to  take  all  our  Candidates  and 
Postulants  to  the  next  session  which  will  begin  on  Monday,  August 
6th  (the  Feast  of  the  Transfiguration),  and  will  close  on  Tuesday.

The  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Daughters  of  the  King  was  held 
from  November  1st  to  3d  in  Christ  Church.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Fenn  of  Wichita,  Kansas,  was  the  guest  of 
honor  and  delivered  a  stirring  address,  which,  together  with  several 
of  the  papers  prepared  by  members  of  the  Convention,  was  pub- 
lished in  detail  in  the  Order's  quarterly. 

Miss  Ryerson,  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Order,  said  recently 
that  there  were  hardly  any  better  and  more  active  Chapters  to  be 
found  anywhere  than  those  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.

A   Record  of  Officio!  Acis  and  Visilotions  for  the  Council  Year 

I90S-I906 


Bishops  are  required  by  the  General  Canons  to  keep  a  record  of 
their  official  doings  and  to  report  them  to  the  Council.  My  diary 
for  this  year  covers  fifty-six  typewritten  pages,  and  it  is  both  too  long 
and  prosaic  for  reading  upon  this  occasion  and  I  do  not  see  how 
it  can  be  published  in  the  Journal  without  increasing  its  size  and 
expense  unjustifiably.  I  have  concluded,  therefore,  to  read  and 
publiFh  only  the  most  important  and  interesting  parts  of  it  and  to  place 
the  document  as  a  whole  in  the  archives  of  the  Diocese  for  preserva- 
tion. 


Our  New  Constitution  and  Canons 


Friday,  May  26:  Presided  at  closing  sessions  of  the  Council, 
Promised  representatives  of  our  Missions  at  Monticello  and  Tollville 
to  give  them  respectively  $500  and  $300  towards  the  erection  of 
Churches. 

The  Council  of  1905  will  always  be  notable  in  the  annals  of  the 
Diocese  because  of  the  adoption  at  it  of  a  new  Constitution  and 
Code  of  Canons.  The  Canon  relating  to  our  Convocation  system  by 
which  so  far  as  this  Diocese  is  concerned  the  perplexing  "Race  Prob- 
lem" has  been   settled  to  the  greatest  possible   degree  of  satisfaction 
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to  both  White  and  Colored  Churchmen  has  attracted  wide,  and  for  the 
most  part   favorable   attention. 


The  Scwanee  Conference 

June  2^  to  28 :  At  Sewanec.  Attended  a  conference  of  the  Southern 
Bishops  relative  to  the  united  action  that  should  be  taken  in  response 
to  the  appeal  of  the  Conference  of  Church  Workers  among  Colored 
People  for  the  Missionary  Episcopate.  We  held  three  or  four  pro- 
longed and  earnest  sessions.  The  influence  of  this  conference  will 
be  felt  at  the  next  General  Convention  when  the  appeal  of  our  Col- 
ored Brethren  comes  up  for  consideration. 


My  Residence  Out  of  the  Diocese 

Tuesday,  October  24 :  Took  up  my  residence  at  Little  Rock  for  the 
season.  According  to  the  law  of  the  Church  as  it  now  stands  a 
Bishop  may  not  be  out  of  his  Diocese  more  than  three  consecutive 
months  without  the  consent  of  his  Council  or  Standing  Committee. 
Last  year  I  left  on  the  5th  day  of  July  and  returned  on  October  the 
24th.  1  was,  therefore,  out  of  the  Diocese  only  two  consecutive  months 
but  I  was  Rfone  109  days.  Now  the  business  world  reckons  only  90 
days  in  three  months.  Did  I  break  the  law?  I  must  confess  to  a 
little  misgivings  of  conscience  and  I  would  be  glad  if  the  Council 
would  settle  the  question  for  me.  If  it  regards  my  way  of  reckon- 
ing as  incorrect,  I  beg  that  it  will  grant  me  four  months  absence 
from  year  year,  and  I  make  the  request  not  upon  the  ground  that  I 
want  a  vacation  of  that  duration  or  that  I  expect  to  be  gone  that  long, 
but  because  I  can  do  more  for  the  Diocese  during  the  heated  months 
in  my  humble  Summer  Home  than  I  can  in  your  fine  Episcopal 
residence.  In  the  strict  sense  of  the  term,  1  have  never  had  a 
vacation  of  so  much  as  a  week  since  1  came  to  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas.  I  don't  want  a  rest,  but  I  do  want  to  be  in  position  to 
work  to  the  best  possible  advantage.  Even  when  I  am  in  Ohio  I  am 
always  present  with  you  in  spirit  and  I  can  be  with  you  in  person  at 
any  time  within  twenty- four  hours. 

Wednesday,  October,  25,  Little  Rock:  This  was  President  Roose- 
velt's day  in  Arkansas  and  a  memorable  day  it  was  too.  I  would 
not  have  missed  it  for  a  great  deal.  Through  the  highly  appre- 
ciated courtesy  of  the  Committee  of  arrangements  I  was  invited  to  a 
seat  on  the  platform  in  the  Park,  from  which  the  addresses  were  made 
and  also  to  the  luncheon  which  followed  in  the  Banquet  Hall  of 
the  Masonic  Building.  The  President,  in  the  literal  sense  of  the 
term,  captured  the  great  majority  of  the  vast  throng   (estimated  at 
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25,ocx))   who  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  and  hearing  him. 

The  impression  made  upon  me  by  the  President's  visit  was  such 
as  to  keep  me  thinking  and  talking  about  him  ever  since.  I  have 
made  up  my  mind  that  the  best  thing  that  could  happen  to  the 
United  States  would  be  his  re-election  for  three  or  four  more 
terms.  If  that  man  could  be  President  for,  say,  24  years,  many  of  our 
greatest  political  and  social  problems  would  be  settled  forever,  to  the 
gfreat  good  of  the  country  in  all  future  generations.  I  am  very 
sure  that  many  others,  both  North  and  South,  share  with  me  my 
profound  admiration  for  this  God-fearing,  conscientious,  courageous 
man  who'  is  manifestly  trying  to  be  the  President  of  the  people,  instead 
of  the  tool  of  the  party  which   elected  him. 


Our  Afro-American  Archdeacon 


Wednesday,  November  i :  All  Saints  Day.  Little  Rock,  10.30 
A.  M.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  and  made  address  at  the 
Cathedral.  3  P.  M.,  Christ  Church.  Presided  at  the  opening  of 
Annual  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Daughters  of  the  King  and 
introduced  Miss  Paddock  to  the  ladies.  7.30  P.  M.  St.  Philip's  Afro- 
American  Church,  Little  Rock.  Introduced  the  Rev.  George  Alexander 
McGuire  to  the  congregation  and  listened  to  his  excellent  All  Saints' 
Day  sermon.  Upon  the  nomination  of  several  of  the  leading  colored 
Clergymen,  I  had  previously  appointed  about  October  i,  1905,  Mr. 
McGuirc  to  be*  General  Missionary  or  Archdeacon  among  his  people 
in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

With  this  appointment  commenced  a  work  for  the  large,  long 
neglected,  ignorant  and  degraded  Negro  population  of  this  Diocese, 
which  is  likely  to  prove  to  be  the  most  extensive  and  successful  that  has 
ever  been  accomplished  among  this  people  by  the  American  Episcopal 
Church. 

With  God's  blessing  upon  our  endeavors  we  are  expecting  within 
the  next  ten  years  to  organize  at  least  twenty  A  fro- American  con- 
gregations and  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Church  and  in  connection  with 
them  to  establish  as  many  little  industrial  schools.  Our  industrial 
school  work,  in  which  we  center  much  hope,  will  be  very  closely 
allied  with  our  religious  work. 

There  are  400,000  colored  people  distributed  over  the  great  "Black 
Belt"  of  Arkansas.  Their  moral  and  physical  condition  and  their 
future  outlook  are  deplorable  to  a  pathetic  and  alarming  degree. 
Religious,  humanitarian,  and  political  considerations  unite  in  demand- 
ing that  every  Christian,  Philanthropist  and  Patriot  shall  do  what  he 
can  to  raise  them  out  of  the  slough  of  degredation  into  which, 
with  comparatively  few  exceptions,  they  are  sinking  ever  deeper 
and  deeper. 
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I  am  tliorouglily  convinced  that  the  Episcopal  Church  can,  if  it 
will,  do  more  for  the  p(X)r  Afro-American  than  any  other  body  of 
Christians.  So  far.  be  it  said  to  our  reproach  and  shame,  we  have 
done  very  little  for  them  in  Arkansas  or  in  any  other  Diocese  of 
the  Southwest.  As  for  me  and  my  house,  we  have  determined  by 
the  help  of  God.  to  "Turn  over  a  new  leaf"  by  undertaking  a  work 
for  the  colored  people  which  is  more  worthy  of  the  Church  than  any 
which  so  far  has  been  attempted.  This  undertaking  involved  the 
absolute  necessity  of  a  venture  of  faith  by  planning  the  work  on  a 
scale  beyond  the  financial  resources  which  were  in  sight.  Our  plans 
provide  for  an  expenditure  of  $4,500  per  year  for  ten  yeafs.  At 
this  writing  we  have  only  $1,700  in  view  for  the  fir.st  year's  work, 
but  the   rest   will   come. 


The  General  Secretary's  Visit 


Saturday,  Noveml)er  18.  7  A.  M.  The  Rev.  Dr.  A.  S.  Lloyd, 
General  Secretary  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
arrived  at  Little  Rock  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  Missionary 
rally  and  looking  over  our  work.  After  a  conference  with  the  Arch- 
deacon and  myself  he  read  a  report  which  I  had  prepared  at  his 
request,  covering  the  work  of  the  first  five  years  sinqe  the  Domestic 
nd  Foreign  Mis.sionary  Society  conmienced  to  give  us  an  appropriation 
of  $4,500  annually,  upon  condition  that  I  would  raise  $1,000  from  my 
own  people  and  $4,500  from  friends  that  I  could  make  at  the  North 
and  East.  The  Report  covered  105  typewritten  pages  and  it  took  the 
General  Secretary  three  hours  to  read  it. 

T  was  of  course  anxious  to  know  the  impression  made  by  my  report 
which  had  cost  me  no  little  labor  and  so  was  delighted  when  he  told 
me  over  and  over,  with  much  enthusiasm  that  mine  was  the  most 
complete,  satisfactory  and  interesting  report  that  had  ever  come  to 
him  from  any  Mission  Field.  Moreover,  every  time  he  spoke  of  the 
report  he  insisted  that  it  must  be  published,  not  only  because  of  the 
good  that  it  would  do  our  work  by  making  it  easier  for  us  to  raise 
fimds,  but  also  because  it  would  have  a  similar  effect  upon  the  work 
of  the    Domestic   Field   as  a   whole. 

The  General  Secretary  expressed  himself  as  greatly  pleased  with 
our  plan  of  operation  and  with  what  he  saw  of  its  results.  His 
visit  was  a  great  uplift  and  inspiration  to  Archdeacon  Lloyd  and 
myself,  so  far  as  the  general  work  is  concerned. 

Secretary  Lloyd  also  took  a  great  interest  in  our  plan  for  work 
among  the  Colored  people  and  gave  us  some  very  helpful  sugges- 
tions, especially  in  respect  to  the  industrial  school  work  in  which 
we  center  nuich   interest  and  hope. 
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Sunday,  November  19 :    Little  Rock,  9  A.  M.,  Celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  at   St.   Paul's,  Dr.   L<loyd  made  an  address.     11   A.   M., 
Christ  Church.     Took  part  of  the  service  and  introduced  Dr.  Lloyd. 
4  P.  M.    Introduced  the  General  Secretary  at  St.  Philip's  Afro-Amer- 
ican  Church.     8   P.   M.    Trinity   Cathedral.     Made   a   short   address 
of    welcome    at    the    Missionary    Rally    service,    and    introduced    the 
General   Secretary.     It  was  one   of  the  grandest   Services   ever   held 
in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  and  it  suggested  to  me  the  possibility  of 
having  the   next   Missionary   Council   at   Little  Rock.     The  music  of 
the  combined  vested   Choirs  of  the  City  and  the  great  congregation 
which  almost  completely  filled  our   spacious  Cathedral   Church,  were 
certainly  inspiring  to  a  high  degree  and  it  was  easy  to  see  that  the 
General  Secretary  felt  the  inspiration  while  he  was  making  his  mag- 
nificent address. 

Monday,  November  20:  Introduced  the  General  Secretary  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  which  was  held  in  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Pulaski  Heights.  This  is  one  of  the  thirty  chapels  which 
have  been  built  since  we  commenced  to  get  outside  help.  I  explained 
that  it  is  a  better  building  than  the  average,  but  not  as  good  as 
St.  Paul's,  Newport,  St.  Thomas',  Searcy,  St.  Mark's,  Hope  and  no 
better,  though  a  little  larger  than  St.  Mark's  Jonesboro,  St.  John's.  ^ 
Harrison,  or  Calvary  Church,  Osceola.  The  Church  at  Tollville  is 
also  a  fine  structure.  The  delegates  to  this  Council  will  bear  me 
witness  that  St.  Paul's,  Newport,  is  in  some  respects  the  best  Church 
in  the  Diocese  and  it  has  few  superiors  in  any  Diocese  among 
Churches  of  the  same  size. 


The  Eighth  Missionary   District  and   the   Coming   Little   Rock   Con- 
ference 


Tuesday,  November  21 :  Dallas,  Texas.  At  the  last  General 
Convention,  what  has  heretofore  been  the  Missionary  Council  for  the 
whole  American  Church  was  abolished.  It  had  been  meeting  every 
year,  except  in  the  years  when  the  General  Convention  met.  In  its 
place  has  been  substituted  the  Missionary  Conference  of  the  several 
Departments  into  which  the  country  has  been  divided.  Under  the 
new  regime  these  Department  Conferences  are  to  meet  annually,  except 
in  the  General  Convention  years,  when  there  is  to  be  a  Grand 
Missionary  Rally  of  the  whole  American  Church.  There  are  eight 
Missionary  Departments  and  Arkansas  belongs  to  the  Eighth  with 
Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory,  Dallas,  Western  Texas,  Texas  and 
Louisiana. 

The  first  conference  of  our  Department  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Dallas,  and  it  was  a  notable  success.  All  the  Dioceses  belonging 
to  it  were  well  represented  and  we  had  enthusiastic  and  helpful  meet- 
ings, though  some  of  them  were  not  largely  attended. 
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The  second  conference  is  to  be  held  in  our  Sec  City.  It  will 
open  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  November  20,  and  continue  through 
November  21st  and  22d.  The  local  Committee  on  the  program  of 
arrangements  is  composed  of  the  Bishop  and  Archdeacon  of  the 
Diocese  and  of  the  Rectors  of  Little  Rock.  It  is  our  ambition  to  make 
this  the  best  attended,  most  interesting  and  enthusiastic  Missionary 
Conference  that  the  Church  will  have  this  year,  and  I  know  you  all 
will  co-operate  with  us  in  our  efforts  to  have  it  so. 


The  Arkansas  Theological  Chautauqua  School 


In  December  last,  from  the  4th  to  the  nth,  St.  John's  Church, 
Fort  Smith,  opened  its  hospitable  doors  to  the  fourth  session  of 
our  interesting  Diocesan  School  Convocation.  For  six  days,  twelve  of 
our  Clergy  and  Cathechists  were  together  for  a  good  part  6f  the 
time  to  listen  to  the  courses  of  lectures  and  to  enjoy  one  another's 
society. 

The  most  notable  of  the  lecture  courses  was  by  the  Very  Rev. 
Dr.  Bowers,  Dean  of  the  Marshall  Convocation  of  the  Diocese  of 
Texas.  The  Rev.  C.  C.  Leman  also  delivered  a  fine  course  on  the 
"Inspiration  of  the  Bible."  A  great  deal  of  interest  centered  in  the 
Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham's  course  of  illustrated  lectures  on  Sunday  School 
Instruction. 

My  course  of  lectures  at  this  session  of  the  School  was  upon  the 
subject  of  Christian  Science.    There  are  fourteen  lectures  in  the  course. 

These  lectures  grew  o3t  of  a  charge  which  I  prepared  for  the 
last  Council,  but  which  I  did  not  deliver  because  I  felt  that  the 
ground  of  that  dangerous  heresy  had  been  imperfectly  and  incompletely 
covered.  I  commenced  the  charge  with  the  idea  of  showing  that  there 
was  no  need  of  Episcopalians,  who  accept  Christian  Science,  leaving 
the  Church  as  so  many  have  done  because  our  braiicfi  of  the  Church 
Catholic  is  comprehensive  enough  to  include  Christian  Scientists,  but 
before  it  was  completed,  I  discovered  that  no  real  Christan  or  real 
Scientist,  can  be  a  Christian  Scientist. 

I  saw  therefore  that  I  was  not  dealing  with  a  more  or  less  injurious 
fad  which  might  and  should  be  tolerated  in  the  Church,  as  has  been, 
and  is  the  case  with  so  many  other  eccentricities  of  one  kind  and 
another,  but  with  dangerous  heresy,  such  as  I  am  under  a  solemn 
oath  to  do  all  I  can  to  banish  from  the  Church.  In  order  to  do 
mv  humble  part  to  this  end  I  wrote  the  course  of  fourteen  lectures 
in  which  I  show  (i)  that  Eddyism  is  not  Christianity,  because  it 
denies  the  humanity  of  Jesus  Christ;  (2)  that  Eddyism  is  not  a 
Religion  of  any  kind,  because  it  denies  the  Personality  of  God;  (3) 
that  Eddyism  is  not  even  a  rational  philosophy  because  it  attributes 
personal  qualities,  such  as  power  and  goodness,  to  an  impersonal  be- 
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ing,  and  (4)  that  therefore  Eddyism  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  an 
unchristian,  irreligious,  irrational  vagary  which  disqualifies  its  adher- 
ents for  membership  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  I  stand  ready  at  any  time 
to  prove  each  and  every  one  of  these  propositions  from  the  pulpit 
or  through  the  press. 

The  next  session  of  the  School  will  be  held  in  St.  Paul's  Mission 
Church,  Little  Rock,  beginning  on  the  day  of  the  opening  of  the 
Conference  of  the  Eighth  Missionary  District,  Tuesday,  November 
the  20th,  and  continue  until  Wednesday,  November  28th. 

The  probabilities  are  that  the  next  session  will  be  in  all  respects 
the  most  interesting  session  of  the  school  that  we  have  had.  I  expect 
the  presence  of  the  Rev.  Chas.  L.  Arnold,  M.  A.,  of  Detroit,  Michigan, 
a  fine  scholar  and  thinker,  who  will  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  which 
none  of  the  Clergy  can  afford  to  miss.  We  probably  shall  have  ten 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  attendance  and  the  congregations  are 
likely  to  average  larger  than  ever  before. 

I  hope  that  every  Clergyman  who  has  any  interest  in  this  unique 
institution  of  the  Diocese,  and  who  cares  to  cooperate  with  me  in  my 
undertakings,  will  go  to  the  little  trouble  necessary  to  prepare  at 
least  one  lecture  on  some  phase  of  the  general  subject  assigned  to 
him  and  that  he  will  favor  us  with  his  presence  anvhow  for  two  or 
three  days  after  the  Council. 

As  for  the  rest  who  do  not  care  enough  for  the  school  either 
for  its  own  sake  or  my  sake  to  do  the  little  work  we  ask  of  them,  I  hope 
that  they  will  not  go  to  the  trouble  of  sending  us  a  telegram  or  of 
writing  an  explanation,  because  your  Bishop,  though  too  easily  im- 
posed upon,  is  not  quite  so  unsophisticated  and  credulous  as  not  to 
know  the  real  reason  why  you  do  not  lend  him  a  helping  hand.  So 
you  might  as  well  save  the  money  and  nervous  energy  which  you  put 
into  your  ingenious  excuse  communications  and  go  right  along  on 
your  fishing  trip  to  some  lake  with  a  hook  and  line  or  to  some  fair 
maiden's  home  with  your  most  winning  love  songs,  or  to  some  vacant 
Parish  outside  the  Diocese  with  your  best  and  well-tried  sermon. 


The  Winslow  School 


Tuesday,  December  12 :  Winslow.  Appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  DuBois 
my  temporary  representative  as  Head  of  the  school.  Appointed 
Mrs.  Maitland  temporary  Matron  of  the  School.  I  assisted  at  Morn- 
ing Prayer  and  had  another  conference  about  the  school  after  the 
service.  This  most  interesting,  important  work  had  been  closed  for 
three  or  four  months  after  the  Rev.  Mr.  Leman,  owing  to  the  critical 
condition  of  his  health,  was  obliged  to  give  it  up,  but  I  hope  and 
believe  that  it  will  now  proceed  without  interruption  and  that  it  will 
gradually  develop  into  a  great  institution  of  inestimable  value  to  our 
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mountaineer    population,    which    is   very    large   and   has   been   greatly 
neglected  both  in  respect  to  religious  and  educational  opportunities. 


A  Spccinfien  Day's  Work 


Thursday,  December  2\.  Consecration  of  St.  Thomas*  Church, 
some  idea  of  the  many  things  that  often  come  before  a  Bishop  in  a 
single  day. 

Conference  with  Archdeacon  McGuire  about  the  Industrial 
School  and  other  matters.  Much  correspondence.  Meeting  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  Consent  was  given,  (i)  to  the  ordination  of 
'  mv  Secretary,  Dr.  Judaschke  to  the  Diaconate.  (2)  to  the  sale  of  the 
Church  lot  at  Prescott,  Ark.,  in  order  to  reinvest  in  other  more  desir- 
able property.  (3)  to  the  reception  of  Francis  Nesbit  Cullen  as  a 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  (4)  to  the  receptioai  of  Howard  Cady  as 
a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  (5)  to  the  reception  of  George  W.  Chris- 
tian as  a  candidate  for  Deacons  orders  only. 


The  Consecration  of  one  of  our  Many  New  Churches 

Thursday,  December  21.  Consecration  of  St.  Thomas'  Church, 
Searcy,  at  10:30  A.  M.  Made  an  address.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Norton 
preached  the  sermon.  The  Archdeacon  and  Rev.  Mr.  Treschow  as- 
sisted at  the  service  at  3:30  P.  M.  Baptized  two  infants,  and  con- 
firmed two  ladies  and  a  boy.  The  Church  here  is  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  attractive  of  all  the  ecclesiastical  structures  in  the  Dio- 
cese. We  are  largely  indebted  to  Dr.  Norton  for  the  building  of  it 
and  to  Mr.  Sproat,  a  Catechist  and  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  for 
the  finishing  touches.  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  gave  the  pipe  organ, 
which  for  a  village  church  in  Arkansas  is  a  very  unique  feature.  A 
furnace  which  is  also  a  very  rare  luxury  in  Arkansas  Churches  has 
been  installed  as  the  result  of  a  suggestion  of  mine.  This  is  the 
second  Church  that  has  been  built  at  Searcy  since  my  coming  to 
the  Diocese;  the  first  one,  a  comparatively  very  inferior  structure, 
having  been   destroyed  by  fire. 


A  Good  Church  School 

Thursday.  December  28:  The  Rev.  Dr.  Leffingwell,  a  distinguished 
Church  school  educator  of  both  boys  and  girls,  honored  us  with  a 
day's  sojourn  at  Little  Rock.  Several  of  our  younger  ladies  and 
even  some  of  the  older  ones  were  educated  at  his  St.   Mary's  school 
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for  girls,  at  Knoxville,  Illinois.  I  know  of  no  school  to  which  I  would 
rather  have  our  people  send  their  daughters.  St.  Alban's  School  for 
Boys,  which  is  not  more  than  two  miles  from  St.  Mary's,  is  an  equally 
good  place  for  their  sons.  As  Mrs.  Brown  was  a  St.  Mary's  girl,  1 
feel  especially  competent  to  give  reliable  testimony  to  the  excellency 
of  that  instiution,  and  1  take  great  pleasure  in  saying  that  there 
is  nothing  better  of  its  kind  in  the  land. 


Holy  Day  Services 


Monday,  January  i :  Feast  of  the  Circumcision.  Little  Rock.  I 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  St.  Paul's  and  made  an  address 
9:30  A.  M.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  so  many  of  our  Clerg>' 
do  not  observe  the  Holy  Days  of  the  Church  year.  I  believe  that  we 
owe  it  to  ourselves  as  well  as  to  our  people  to  observe  all  the  Fes- 
tivals and  Fasts,  by  at  least  one  service,  and  a  short  address.  The 
attendance  will  generally  be  very  small,  sometimes  discouragingly  so, 
but  as  time  goes  on  it  will  improve  and  anyhow  the  influence  of  a 
Service  does  not  wholly  or  even  principally  depend  upon  the  size  of 
the  Congregation.  I  believe  that  it  would  be  a  great  gain  to  the 
Church  if,  wherever  and  whenever  it  is  possible,  the  Clerg^y  would 
have  a  service,  not  only  on  Holy  Days  but  upon  every  day  of  the  year.

Wednesday,  February  28:  Ash  Wednesday.  9:30  A.  M.,  St. 
Paul's  Church.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  and  preached.  7:30 
P.  M;  said  the  Litany  and  made  an  address.  Both  services  were  well 
attended.

The  New  Bishop  of   Michigan 

Thursday,  January  ii  :  Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Charles  David  Williams,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Michigan.  Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Edward 
Melville  Parker  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  New-

My  visits  to  him  are  always  one  of  the 
pleasures  to  which  I  look  forward  in  connection  with  my  Helena 
Visitation.  The  Judge  is  a  liberal  supporter  of  my  beloved  Arkansas 
Mission  Church  Building  Fund.  His  subscription  is  $10  for  each 
Church  that  we  can  build  and  he  has  made  provision  in  his  will  for 
a  continuation  of  this  benefaction  and  for  the  building,  in  due  time, 
of  a  Church  in  the  community  where  his  plantation   is  located.

The  Petition  of  the  Conference  of  Church  Workers  Among  Colored 
People  for  Afro-American  Missionary  Bishops  and  Jurisdiction 


At  the  last  General  Convention,  a  joint  committee  of  five   Bllh- 

ops,  five  Priests  and  five  Laymen  was  appointed  to  consider  the. 
memorial  of  the  Conference  of  Church  Workers  among  Colored  Peo- 
ple in  which  they  asked  that  provision  be  made  for  Afro-American 
Missionary  Jurisdictions  and  Bishops.  This  Committee  was  charged 
with  the  duty  of  gathering  information  concerning  the  mind  of  the 
Church   upon   the  subject  of  the  memorial,   and   to   report  the   result 

of  their  inquiries  and  conferences  at  the  next  General   Convention. 
The   chairman    of   the   committee,   the    Bishop   of   Louisiana,   has 

requested  from  all  the  Southern  Bishops  an  expression  of  views  re- 
specting the  action  that  should  be  taken  in  response  to  the  memorial. 
I  received  the  letter  in  which  he  asked  for  my  opinion  some  months 
ago,  but  have  delayed  compliance  with  his  request  until  the  meeting 
of  this  Council  in  order  that  my  reply  might  be  made  a  part  of  this 
official  address  and  draw  out  an  expression  of  opinion  from  our 
Clergy  and  representative  Laity. 
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I  shall  be  glad  to  send  to  the  committee,  as  an  appendix  to  my 
answer,  any  resolution  that  you  pass.  I  shall  not  be  at  all  hurt  if 
you  do  not  see  things  as  I  do.  What  the  committee  wants  to  know 
is  the  mind  of  the  Church  touching  this  exceedingly  important  matt€f 
which  has  become  one  of  the  burning  questions  of  the  Church,  and 
I  could  think  of  no  better  way  of  making  them  aware  of  that  mind, 
so  far  as  it  is  represented  to  the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  our 
little  Diocese  than  by  pursuing  the  course  which  1  have  taken  the 
liberty  to  adopt.  I  trust  that  you  will  not  object  to  my  eflFort  to 
draw  you  out  and  1  am  sure  that  the  Committee  will  be  grateful 
to  you  for  your  help  in  enabling  it  to  discharge  its  duty.  Moreover 
our  discussion  will  contribute  to  prepare  our  delegates  to  take  a 
helpful  part  in  the  great  discussion  that  is  destined  to  be  one  of  the 
memorable  features  of  the  General  Convention  which  is  to  be  held  in 
Richmond  next  year. 

Our  Colored  Brethren  in  the  Lord  have  asked  for  the  Missionary 
Episcopate,  but,  in  what  I  have  to  say  about  the  response  that  should 
be  made  by  the  General  Convention  to  their  petition,  I  shall  assume 
that,  if  they  cannot  have  what  they  want,  they  will  take  what  they 
can  get,  rather  than  have  things  go  on  as  at  present.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  General  Convention  could  make  any  one  of  the  following 
four  replies:  (i)  We  are  unable  to  grant  your  request.  (2)  We 
will  give  you  that  for  which  you  ask,  Missionary  Bishops  and  Juris- 
dictions. (3)  We  cannot  give  you  the  Missionary  Episcopate  but  we 
are  glad  to  offer  you  Suffragan  Bishop.s.  (4)  We  cannot  give  you 
the  Missionary  or  Suffragan  Episcopate,  but  if  you  desire  it,  by  con- 
secrating three  independent  Colored  Bishops,  we  will  make  it  possible 
for  you  to  have  an  autonomous  A  fro- American  branch  of  the  Catholic 
Church. 

I  propose  to  discuss  each  of  these  possible  replies,  and  to  try 
to  make  it  appear  that  the  last  is  the  one  that  shou!d  be  made,  for  I  have 
retched  the  conviction  which  is  constantly  deepening  that  we  ought 
to  create  i-n  au  onomous  Afro-American  Church. 


We  arc  Unable  to  Grant  Your  Request 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  many  in  both  Houses  of  the 
General  Convention  will  be  unalterably  in  favor  of  this  reply.  Indeed, 
I  feel  quite  sure  that  if  the  General  Convention  were  to  meet  in 
October,  1906.  instead  of  1907,  this  would  be  true  of  the  majority. 

But  though  I  am  not  in  favor  of  granting  the  request  of  our 
Colored   Brethren   for   Missionary   Bishops   and   Jurisdictions,   I   think 
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it  would  be  a  great  mistake  not  to  offer  them  some  form  of  the 
Episcopate,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  entertain  a  hope  that  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention  the  change  of  opinion  will  be  such  as 
to  put  the  majority  in  the  ranks  of  those  who  feel  as  I  do  about 
this  perplexing  matter.  I  found  this  hope  upon  some  remarkable 
chancres  of  opinion  in  high  places  of  which  I  personally  know  that 
have  taken  place  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 
These  changes,  it  seems  to  me  clearly  indicate  that  public  sentiment 
in  the  Church  is  setting  in  the  right  direction,  and  that  it  is  likely 
to  continue  so  until  it  accumulates  force  enough  to  carry  the  day 
by  a  small  majority. 

The  arguments  which  those  who  are  against  a  favorable  renly 
of  any  kind  are  using  at  this  stage  of  the  discussion  are:  (i)  "They 
have  no  man  to  fill  the  position  which  they  desire  us  to  create  for 
them/'  and  (2)  "If  we  comply  with  their  request  it  will  be  only 
a  very  short  time  before  they  will  create  a  schism  by  going  out  from 

US. 

1.  With  respect  to  the  first  of  these  reasons  why  the  General 
Convention  should  not  make  a  favorable  reply  to  its  Afro-American 
memorialists,  those  who  take  my  view  of  our  duty  arc  admitting 
that,  if  we  create  a  Colored  Episcopate,  its  personnel  cannot,  in  the 
nature  of  things,  be  of  as  high  an  average  as  that  of  our  Episcopate, 
but  we  say  the  Colored  Bishops  would  bear  the  same  relation  to  their 
Clergy  and  l^ity  as  the  White  Bishops  do  to  theirs! 

We  white  people  are  far  from  having  perfection  in  our  Bishops. 
This  being  the  case,  upon  what  ground  can  we  reasonably  expect 
perfection  in  Colored  Bishops.  In  all  the  National  Churches  of  the 
world  there  is  not  a  single  College  of  Bishops  which  would  not 
collapse  today,  if  perfection  were  a  pre-requisite  of  its  existence.  I 
know  of  at  least  one  Colored  Priest  that  I  should  have  no  hesitancy 
in  nominating  for  the  Episcopate  and  I  know  of  other  Bishops  who 
feel  the  same  way  about  Colored  Clergymen  within  their  respective 
circles  of  acquaintances.  This  being  the  case,  we  think  the  first 
of  these  two  objections  to  the  creation  of  a  Colored  Episcopate  will 
not  stand. 

2.  The  other  objection  to  the  giving  of  the  Episcopate  to  our 
Colored  Brethren  is  based  upon  the  fear  of  a  schism.  This  objection 
will  naturally  come  up  for  careful  consideration  when  we  come  to 
discuss  the  advisability  of  creating  an  independent  Afro-American 
Church,  but  in  passing  let  me  say  that  I  am  hoping  to  show  that 
it  rests  upon  a  misconception  respecting  the  Catholicity  and  unity  of 
the  Church. 
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II. 


We  Will  Give  You  That  For  Which  You   Ask,   Missionary  Bishops 

and  Jurisdictions. 


Among  those  who  ar-e  disposed  to  grant  the  petition  of  Colored 
Churchmen  for  the  Episcopate,  probably  a  majority  are  in  favor  of 
giving  them  what  they  ask  for :  Missionary  Bishops.  But  this  is  not 
the  case  with  myself.  I  believe  that  the  creation  of  a  Colored  Epis- 
copate would  be  such  an  uplift  to  the  work  of  the  Church  among 
Afro-Americans  and  that  the  wide  dissemination  of  our  Prayer 
Book  religion  would  be  so  great  a  blessing  to  them,  that  sometimes 
I  almost  bring  myself  to  the  point  of  willingness  to  vote  in  favor 
of  giving  them  our  Missionary  Episcopate  rather  than  have  them 
fail  in  getting  Bishops  of  any  kind. 

But  1  am  fully  persuaded  in  my  own  mind  (and  a^  time  goes  on, 

many  among  the  colored  as  well  as  white  people,  who  are  not  now 

in  accord  with  me,  will  come  to  see)   that  the  Missionary  Episcopate 

would  not  be  the  best  thing  for  either  of  the  races  concerned.     In  fact, 

the  conviction  grows  upon  me,  that  the  giving  of  Missionary  Bishops 

and    Jurisdictions    to    our    Colored    Brethren    would    defeat    the    end 
they   have   in   view,   so   much   so,   that   while   seemingly   it   would  be 

a  granting  of  their  petition,  it  would  in  reality  be  a  practical  denial 

of  it. 

What  A  fro- American  Churchmen  really  want,  or  at  least  what 
they  need  are  two  things :  ( i )  They  want  or  need  to  be  in  a  position 
which  will  make  it  possible  for  them  ultimately  to  have  a  Bishop 
for  every  Southern  State  and  three  or  four  Bishops  for  the  Northern 
States,  and  (2)  they  want  or  need  to  be  in  a  position  ultimately  to 
develop  a  national  church  for  themselves  along  racial  lines. 

If  the  statement  that  these  are  needs  of  Afro-American  Church- 
men is  challenged,  and  I  am  well  aware  it  will  be,  both  in  white  and 
colored  quarters,  I  reply:  Afro- Americans  already  number  ten 
millions  and  it  is  quite  within  the  range  of  probabilities  that  before 
the  close  of  the  present  century  they  will  reach  fifteen  millions.  But 
even  if  there  should  not  be  such  a  rapid  increase  of  population,  no 
reflecting  person  who  knows  anything  about  the  stupendous  work  to 
be  accomplished  will  seriously  argue  that  a  college  of  fifteen  or 
twenty  Bishops  will  be  any  too  large;  on  the  contrary,  everybody 
with  any  experience  in  Missionary  undertakings  must  admit  that  it 
would  be  far  too  small. 

2.  And  in  defense  of  the  claim  that  Afro-Americans  need 
freedom  for  the  ultimate  development  of  a  national  church  for  them- 
selves along  racial  lines,  let  me  say,  that  it  is  now  freely  admitted 
on  every  hand  that  we  must  ultimately  give  a  native  Episcopate  to 
the  Japanese  and  Chinese  and  allow  them  to  develop  national  Churches. 
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Many  among  us,  are  contending  that  the  sooner  we  do  so  the  better 
it  will  be  for  Christianity  in  Japan  and  China. 

Well,  then,  if  we  ought  to  give  China  and  Japan  a  native  Episco- 
pate in  order  that  they  may  have  racial  churches,  why  should  we 
not  do  the  same  for  the  Afro- Americans  who  are  at  our  door? 
I  think  that  this  question  can  never  be  satisfactorily  answered  by  those 
who  object  to  the  granting  of  the  petition  to  the  General  Convention 
made  by  the  Conference  of  Church  Workers  among  colored  people. 

But,  however  all  this  may  be,  it  is  an  indisputable  fact  that 
our  Colored  Brethren  want  Bishops  enough  and  freedom  enough  to 
enable  them  through  the  Church  to  do  for  themselves  very  much  more 
than  has  so  far  been  accomplished  or  is  now  being  done.  No  one, 
I  think,  black  or  white,  will  call  this  statement  in  question.  Here  we 
are  certainly  upon  solid  ground.  We  take  our  stand  upon  this  secure 
position  and  say  that  the  Missionary  Episcopate  would  not  give  Afro- 
American  Churchmen  what  they  need  in  respect  either  to  number  of 
Bishops  or  degree  of  freedom.  The  arguments  which  I  offer  against 
the  granting  of  the  petition  presented  by  the  Conference  of  Church 
Workers  among  colored  people  are  the  folowing : 

1.  The  first  objection  against  the  creation  of  a  Colored  Missionary 
Episcopate  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  it  would  involve  the  overlapping 
of  jurisdictions  and  therefore  it  could  not  be  extended  to  Dioceses  of 
Bishops  who  do  not  want  it.  Now,  there  are  several  among  the 
Southern  Bishops  who  are  known  to  be  strongly  opposed  to  the 
giving  of  any  form  of  the  Episcopate  to  Negroes  and  this  is  also 
true  of  not  a  few  "Border  line"  and  Northern  Bishops.  It  appears 
therefore  that  the  Missionarv  Episcopate  would  be  shut  out  of  a 
number  of  Dioceses  because  their  Bishops  would  not  consent  to  its 
entrance.  The  introduction  of  Colored  Bishops  to  some  Dioceses 
and  their  exclusion  from  others  certainly  would  be  a  great 
disadvantage  to  the  A  fro- American  Episcopate  and  such  unev'enness 
of  treatment  would  inevitably  give  rise  to  criticism,  friction  and  heart 
burnings.  The  overlapping  of  jurisdictions  and  its  unhappy  conse- 
quences constitute  an  almost,  if  not  quite,  inseparable  difficulty  in  the 
way  of  the  creation  of  Colored  Missionary  Bishops  and  Jurisdictions. 

2.  Another,  to  my  mind,  even  greater  objection  to  creating  such 
an  Episcopate  arises  from  the  fact  that  its  representatives  would 
have  seats  and  votes  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  that  their  Clergy 
and  People  would  send  delegates  to  the  House  of  Deputies. 

If  the  proposed  Missionary  Episcopate  is  to  cover  the  field  to 
any  efficient  purpose,  there  must  be  from  the  beginning  at  least  five 
or  six  Bishops  and  as  time  goes  on  this  number  must  be  increased 
until  there  are  twenty  or  more  of  them.  1  do  not  know  of  anybody 
who  very  seriously  objects  to  the  presence  of  our  one  Foreign  Negro 
Bishop  in  the  Upper  House  whose  jurisdiction  is  not  represented  in 
the  Lower  House,  but  I  think  that  I  know  of  a  good  many  who 
would  squirm  a  little  if  half  a  dozen  American  Negro  Bishops  with 
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delegations  were  to  have  seats  and  votes  in  the  General  Convention; 
and  I  am  morally  certain  that  the  presence  of  as  many  as  twenty 
of  them  would  be  intolerable  to  the  majority  in  both  the  House  of 
Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  would  work  great  harm  to 
the  Church. 

The  expectation  of  complications  arising  from  an  increasing 
Negro  representation  in  their  legislative  bodies  is  keeping  Northern 
and  Southern  Presbyterians  from  coming  together.  The  Southerners 
are  insisting  upon  the  elimination  of  the  Negro  from  local  and 
general  assemblies,  and  they  have  a  very  respectable  minority  of 
Northern  sympathizers. 

It  may  be  well  for  us  to  note  also  that  the  Northern  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  has  not  been  able  to  adjust  the  question  of  Negro 
Bishops.  In  three  or  four  of  iti  General  Conferences  this  matter  has 
been  of  paramount  importance.  There  is  a  disposition  to  grant 
Negro  Bishops  for  Negro  Conferences,  of  which  there  are  seventeen, 
but  the  Negfroes  want  Bishops  of  their  race  to  preside  over  conferences 
of  white  people  also,  as  the  white  Bishops  preside  over  Negroes  as 
well  as  over  their  own  race.  A  majority  has  always  been  against  the 
granting  of  this  demand  and  it  is  likely  to  continue  so. 

3.  Another  serious,  and  I  think  conclusive  objection  against 
granting  the  Conference  of  Church  Wprkers  among  Colored  people 
what  they  ask  for,  Missionary  Jurisdictions  and  Bishops  is  based  upon 
the  fact,  that,  for  reasons  which  have  just  appeared,  it  would  prevent 
the  realization  of  their  hope.  For  the  granting  of  their  request  would 
in  all  probability  give  them  only  one  Bishop  to  begin  with,  as  an 
experiment,  and  as  under  such  conditions  as  would  confront  him, 
failure  would  be  inevitable,  there  would  be  little  or  no  increase  to  the 
A  fro- American  Episcopate,  and  so  the  whole  m.'ivement  in  which 
so  much  hope  is  centered  by  our  Colored  Brethren  would  come  to 
a  disappointing  end,  and  harm  rather  than  good  to  all  the  interests 
would  be  the  net  result. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  ^eation  of  an  Afro-American  Mission- 
ary Episcopate  would  be  a  great  mistake,  because,  as  I  have  shown, 
it  involves  the  overlapping  of  Jurisdictions,  representation  in  our 
General  Convention  and  the  consecration  of  an  inadequate  number 
of  Bishops  who  will  be  handicapped  to  such  an  extent  that  they  will 
not  be  able  to  accomplish  the  good  that  is  hoped  for. 


III.

Some  among  the  leading  men  of  both  the  South  and  North  have 
been  inclined   to  prefer  the   Suffragan  to  the  Missionary  Episcopate 


C. 
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for  Afro- American  Churchmen,  because  they  would  not  necessarily 
have  a  seat  and  they  could  not  have  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops; 
nor  could  colored  Priests  and  Laymen  be  represented  in  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Others  prefer  the  Suffragan  form  of  the  Episcopate  because  they 
thing  that  in  the  course  of  time  the  conditions  which  now  make  separ- 
ate race  Bishops  necessary  will  pass  away  and  that  then  the  practice  of 
electing  them  can  be  discontinued. 

But  while  I  would  very  much  prefer  the  Suffragan  to  the  Missionary 
Episcopate  if  compelled  to  choose  between  them,  yet  I  am  convinced 
that  the  conditions  which  make  Colored  Bishops  a  necessity  at  this 
time  arc  here  to  stay,  and  that  the  Suffragan  Episcopate  would  not 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  situation  because  the  Colored  Bishops 
would  be  tied  to  the  apron  strings  of  the  white  Bishops.  This  objec- 
tion to  the  creation  of  a  Suffragan  Episcopate  obtains  also  to  some  de- 
gree against  the  Missionary  Episcopate. 

If  our  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  is  ever  to  take  root  among 
Afro- Americans  and  be  one  of  the  great  means  of  their  salvation, 
we  must,  in  my  humble  judgment,  give  them  an  Episcopate  which  will 
have  a  much  freer  hand  than  they  would  have  if  either  the  Suffragan 
or  even  the  Missionary  type  of  it  were  given  them. 

A  Suffragan  Bishop,  practically,  would  be  only  an  Archdeacon 
and  I  really  believe  that  all  things  considered  an  independent  convo- 
cational  system,  such  as  we  have  in  Arkansas,  headed  by  a  Priest- 
Archdeacon  works  with  less  friction  and  as  good  practical  results 
as  it  would  with  a  Bishop- Archdeacon.  But,  though  our  system  is 
altogether  the  best  solution  of  the  race  probelm  that  has  so  far  been 
reached  in  any  Diocese  of  the  American  Church,  yet  even  it  is  con- 
fessedly of  an  incomplete  character.  Unless  our  Afro-American  Con- 
vocation develops  into  an  A  fro- American  Diocese  with  an  Afro- 
American  Bishop  at  its  head,  there  is  no  great  future  before  it.  It  will 
bring  no  fruit  to  perfection.  Under  the  sunny,  warm  influence  of  the 
hope  of  better  things,  there  will  be  for  a  time  much  promising  budding ; 
but  if  that  hope  is  long  deferred  and  ultimately  disappointed  the  blos- 
soming will  diminish  and  issue  in  dust.

So  far  as  I  know,  I  am  the  only  Bishop  who  feels  what  the 
Afro-American  needs  and  what  we  should  ^ve  t->  him  is  an  inde- 
pendent Episcopate  such  as  the  Mother  Church  of  England  gave  to 
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us  .about  one  hundred  years  later  than  it  should  have  been  given. 

I  say  that  1  know  of  no  Bishop  who  takes  the  view  of  this  mat- 
ter that  I  do  and  I  may  add  that  there  seem  to  be  very  few  ClcrgxTnen 
and  laymen,  colored  or  white,  who  look  at  it  from  my  point  of 
view.  The  obstacle  in  the  way  of  their  doing  so  is  the  supposition 
that  such  an  Episcopate  would  involve  the  creation  of  a  schism. 

Let  nic  lead  up  to  my  argument  in  favor  of  an  Autonomous 
rather  than  a  Missionary  or  Suffragan  Colored  Episcopate  by  the 
confession  that  I  am  wholly  given  over  to  the  somewhat  unpopular 
idea  that  if  Afro- Americans  are  ever  to  develop  inti,  a  great  people 
they  must  ultimately  return  to  Africa  or  go  to  some  place  where  they 
will  be  able  to  set  up  their  own  national  institutions  and  govern  them- 
selves, making  use.  in  their  more  favorable  environments,  of  what 
they   have   learned    in   America. 

The  American  Negro  can  never  do  anything  great  until,  so  to 
speak,  he  gets  through  school  and  strikes  out  for  himself.  While  he 
remains  with  us,  and  this  probably  will  be,  and  for  his  own  good 
ought  to  be,  two  or  three  hundred  years  longer,  he  will  always  be 
overshadowed  by  the  white  man  and  he  will  be  kept  down  and 
depressed  by  the  hardships  and  persecutions  which  through  all  history 
have  been  the  lot  of  every  people  who  have  been  situated  as  he  is. 
At  present,  one  of  his  great  defects  is  his  lack  of  race  pride.  This 
defect  must  be  corrected  before  there  can  be  any*  outlook  and  hope 
for  the  race.  But  this  cannot  be  accomplished  without  self-govern- 
ment. 

Now,  inasmuch  as  political  self-government  for  a  race  situated  as 
the  American  Negro  is,  always  has  been,  is  now  and  ever  will  be 
impossible  and  out  of  the  question,  the  only  field  in  which  he  can 
get  off  by  himself,  and  try  his  hand  at  self-government  is  the  ecclesi- 
astical field. 

With  the  Negro,  religious  self-government  must  necessarily  come 
first :  and,  for  that  matter,  it  generally  has  come  first  in  the  case  of 
the  other  race.  It  was  certainly  so  with  the  Jews,  and  it  has  been 
more  or  less  so  with  ourselves.  The  Jews  never  would  have  gone  out  of 
Egypt  but  for  their  religion.  Their  leaders  were  ecclesiastical  princes. 
The  Heptarchy  of  our  English  ancestors  was  fu.sed  into  one  nation 
and  slowly  developed  into  the  Empire  of  Great  Britain,  through  the 
influence  of  our  historic  Church  of  the  English  speaking  race.  Even 
the  (lovernment  of  these  United  States,  as  Bishop  Randall  has  shown, 
was  largely  shaped  according  to  ecclesiastical   lines. 

Therefore,  1  say,  that  one  of  the  best  and  most  far  reaching 
things  that  the  American  Church  could  do  at  her  next  General  Con- 
vention, would  be  to  make  provision  for  the  Consecration  of  three 
Colored  Priests  to  the  Episcopate,  and  turn  them  loose  to  organize 
a  .separate  Autonomous  A  fro- American  branch  of  the  Catholic 
Church..  I  feel  that  anything  short  of  this  is  sure  to  be  only  a  half- 
way, temporary,  unsatisfactory  measure. 
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But,  it  will  be  asked,  do  you  believe  in  the  Catholicity  of  the 
Zhurch,  and,  if  so,  how  do  you  reconcile  the  idea  of  racial  churches 
with  that  belief? 

I  answer,  yes;  I  do  believe  in  the  Catholicity  of  the  Church. 
[t  is  Christ's  Church,  and,  therefore,  it  must  be  Catholic.  He  founded 
His  Church  to  save  the  world,  the  whole  world.  He  founded  only 
3ne  Church  and  He  founded  it  to  save  the  black  world,  and  the 
yellow  world,  and  the  white  world,  in  the  whole  world.  Yes,  indeed; 
[  do  believe  in  the  One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

But,  nevertheless,  I  think  that  it  was  the  Lord's  intention  to  save 
each  of  these  three  worlds  by  its  own  Episcopate.  He  said,  to  a 
white  Jewish  Episcopate,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
Cjospel,"  that  is,  make  provision  for  the  preaching  of  it  to  every 
^rcatuye.  That  He  did  not  intend  to  save  every  part  of  the  whole 
world  by  the  Jewish  Epi.scopate  is  evident  from  the  simple,  palpable 
fact  that  as  soon  as  Christianity  spread  to  the  Gentile  part  of  white 
Mrorld,  a  Gentile  Episcopate  developed.  The  Gentile  Episcopate  came 
into  existence  so  early,  and  it  has  been  so  widespread,  continuous. 
:)vershadowing  and  fruitful  as  to  conclusively  prove  from  every  point 
^f  view  its  right  to  existence  by  Divine  appointment. 

Moreover,  the  fact  that  the  Gentile  Episcopate  exists  also  proves. 
3y  a  necessary  logical  inference,  that  the  Lord  did  not  intend  the 
>lack,  yellow  and  white  worlds  to  be  saved  by  one  Episcopate,  for 
if  the  Gentile  part  of  the  white  world  could  not  be  saved  by  the 
episcopate  of  the  Jewish  part  of  that  world,  what  ground  is  there  in 
reason  upon  which  to  rest  the  supposition  that  the  black  and  yellow 
worlds  can  be  saved  by  the  Episcopate  of  the  white  world? 
\(Ve  answer,  "None  whatsoever;"  and  we  are  ready  to  prove  that  no 
Jther  answer  can  be  supported  by  either  logical  arguments  or  histori- 
:al  facts.  - 

^Tiile  I  was  settling  down  to  the  conviction  that  it  is  our  duty 
:o  give  an  autonomous  Episcopate  to  our  Colored  Brethren  in  the 
Lord,  I  had  a  conversation  with  the  learned  Dr.  Williamson  Smith,  who 
vas  Bt  that  time  the  President  of  Trinity  College.  After  some  dis- 
:ussion  he  said  as  nearly  as  I  can  remember  his  encouraging  words. 
*I  believe  you  are  on  solid  ground,  for  in  traveling  through  eastern 
rountries  where  different  races  are  found  together  much  more  than 
n  Western  lands,  I  observed  that  in  some  places  there  were  as  many 
is  three  or  four  Bishops  each  ministering  to  his  own  people;  and  upon 
nquiry,  I  found  this  to  have  been  the  case  from  time  immemorial." 

I  therefore  believe  in  the  Catholicity  of  the  Church  as  a  whole. 
lot  in  the  Catholicity  of  individual  congregations  or  Dioceses  or  even 
)f  national  or  racial  churches.  There  never  has  been  and  never 
vill  be  any  such  Catholicity  in  this  world. 

As  matters  now  stand,  no  one  but  an  unobserving,  impractical, 
heorist  would  maintain  seriouslv  that  any  congregation  can  be  Catho- 
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lie  enough  to  include  both  the  black  and  the  white  people  in  a  South- 
ern community,  and  what  is  true  in  this  respect  of  our  congregations, 
is  true,  or  rapidly  becoming  so,  of  our  Diocesan  Councils*  and  would 
become  so  of  our  General  Convention  in  proportion  to  the  increase 
of  Colored  Bishops  and  delegates. 

But  did  not  St.  Paul  say,  "There  is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek,  there 
is  neither  bond  nor  free,  there  is  neither  male  nor  female,  for  ye  are 
all  one  in  Christ  Jesus?" 

In  replying  to  the  objection  to  my  views  based  upon  this  text, 
I  will  say  that  I  am  willing  to  add,  what  the  Apostle  for  some  inex- 
plicable reason  left  out,  namely,  "In  Christ  Jesus  there  is  neither 
black  nor  white."  Nevertheless,  I  contend  that  this  and  other  texts 
of  the  same  import  cannot  legitimately  be  so  interpreted  as  to  condemn 
such  distinctions  and  separations  among  Christians  as  would  be 
effected  by  the  drawing  of  the  ecclesiastical  color  line,  because  such 
an  interpretation  would  make  nonsense  of  them. 

Take  the  text  under  consideration,  which  is  the  chief  and  conse- 
quently the  most  frequently  quoted  of  all  such  texts;  if  it  be  inter- 
preted in  accordance  with  the  views  of  those  who  consider  that  the 
true  doctrine  of  the  Church's  Catholicity  involves  the  necessity  of 
ignoring  the  color  line,  it  would  plainly  teach  that  Christian  men  and 
women  are  obliged  to  ignore  all  t)ther  distinctions,  such  for  instance 
as  "male  and  female." 

Therefore,  all  that  such  texts  can  legitimately  be  made  to  mean, 
is  that  Christians  should  not  draw  disinguishing  lines  which  God 
has  not  drawn.  But  the  color  line,  like  the  sex  line,  was  drawn  by 
God,  and  this  being  the  case,  it  is  evidently  the  duty  of  all  concerned 
to  recognize  its  existence  in  the  social  institutions  of  the  Family,  State 
and  Church,  and  to  govern  ourselves  accordingly. 

The  Anglican  Communion  is  divided  into  national  churches, 
such  as  the  Church  of  England,  the  Church  of  the  United  States,  the 
Church  of  Canada  and  the  rest.  These  national,  autonomous  divis- 
ions in  the  church  are  largely  due  to  the  geographical  lines  which  God 
has  drawn. 

Now,  as  we  have  said,  God  has  also  drawn  the  color  line  between 
the  white  and  black  races.  This  line  is  as  distinct  and  as  insurmount- 
able a  barrier  to  ecclesiastical  unity  as  any  geographical  line.  Why 
then  may  not  Catholic  black  and  white  Bishops  occupy  overlapping 
Afro-American  and  Anglican  Catholic  Dioceses  in  the  United  States 
without  dividing  the  body  of  Christ? 

Thus  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  we  should  allow 
the  Catholic  Church  in  the  United  States  to  be  divided  by  the  color 
line,  resolves  itself  into  a  question  of  expediency  pure  and  simple. 
Is  it  wise  or  is  it  not  wise  to  create  the  division?  The  whole  matter 
hinges  upon  the  wisdom  of  the  proposal  and  not  at  all  upon  any 
Catholic  principle  involved  in  it. 
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It  will  be  contended  that  an  Autonomous  Church  even  more  than 
a  Missionary  Episcopate  would  deprive  Colored  Churchmen  of  our 
financial  support  and  moral  guidance.  But,  if  the  now  generally 
accepted  theory  respecting  the  necessity  "of  drawing  the  color  line,  in 
order  that  the  unfortunate  gulf  between  the  whites  and  blacks  of  the 
South  may  be  bridged,  be  correct,  the  effect  of  autonomy  would  be 
highly  beneficial  in  drawing  out  the  sympathy  and  help  of  the 
stronger  race  towards  the  weaker.  And  that  such  would  be  the 
case  is  demonstrated  (on  a  small  scale,  to  be  sure,  but  straws  show 
which  way  the  wind  is  blowing)  by  our  experience  in  Arkansas. 

We  have  effected  an  entire  and  complete  separation  of  the  work 
of  the  Church  among  our  colored  and  white  people,  so  much  so  that 
we  practically  have  two  Dioceses  in  Arkansas  but  with  only  one 
Bishop  over  both.  The  first  steps  in  the  rugged  way  of  such  a  sep- 
aration were  taken  in  1903  and  the  goal  was  reached  at  our  last 
Council  in  1905.  Before  this  was  done  the  outlook  for  the  work  of 
the  Church  among  the  colored  people  of  Arkansas  was  very  unsatis- 
factory, in  fact  it  was  absolutely  hopeless.  But  in  one  short  year 
the  whole  prospect  has  become  bright  and  encouraging  to  a  high 
degree. 

Until  we  set  our  colored  work  off  as  practically  wholly  separate 
and  distinct  department  of  the  Church  in  Arkansas  we  had  only  one 
Afro-American  Congregation,  St.  Philip's,  Little  Rock.  And  there 
was  no  substantial  hope  for  another  anywhere  in  the  Diocese.  But 
though  that  was  all  we  had  to  show  as  the  result  of  twenty  years  of 
work  along  the  old  unnatural  lines,  its  property  was  out  of  the  way, 
cramped,  insignificant  and  dilapidated  so  that  it  had  to  be  abandoned. 
As  soon  as  the  separation  was  resolved  upon  we  sold  that  property 
and  have  bought  a  lot  100  by  150  feet  in  the  very  center  of  that 
portion  of  the  Negro  population  to  which  the  Church  most  strongly 
appeals.    This  lot  alone  with  two  small,  but  useful  dweUings,  cost  $4,500. 

We  have  built  a  combination  Sunday  School  and  Industrial 
School  costing  $1,500.  We  have  bought  another  large  lot  in  South 
Little  Rock  and  are  building  a  combination  Church  and  School  House 
upon  it.  That  property  will  be  worth  $2,500.  We  have  opened  up 
a  very  promising  work  at  Hot  Springs  and  are  planning  to  go  to  New- 
port and  Pine  Bluff  in  the  near  future.  At  least  two  new  Churches 
are  to  be  built  and  two  additional  workers  to  be  put  in  the  field 
every  year  from  this  on  for  ten  vears.  Such  accomplishments  and 
plans  would  have  been  altogether  out  of  the  question  under  the  old 
conditions. 

We  believe  that  an  Autonomous  Colored  Episcopacy  would  cap- 
ture in  ten  years  the  Negro  population  of  Arkansas  for  the  Afro- 
American  Catholic  Church  which  we  recommend  the  1907  General  Con- 
vention to  establish. 
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APPENDIX  II 

The  Missionary    Report    of    the    Venerable    W.    K.   i^loyd,    D.  D., 

Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas 


To  the  Right  Rcz\  The  Bishop  of  Arkansas  atid  the  Council: 

1  beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Easter,  1906. 

With  a  district  comprising  over  53,000  square  miles,  it  has  been 
absokitely  impossible  to  do  all  that  could  have  been  done  in  the  way 
of  progressive  jvork,  neither  has  it  been  possible  for  me  to  answer 
all  of  the  pressing  calls  made,  to  visit  places  and  organize  Missions. 

Although  I  have  traveled,  on  an  average  over  1,500  miles  per 
month,  for  the  past  year,  nevertheless  whole  districts  have  been 
left  untouched  which  simply  need  a  little  fostering  care  and  work 
to  build  up  flourishing  Missions. 

Would  to  God  we  could  have  more  men  to  fill  this  crying  need. 
I  can  get  all  the  workers  necessary,  but  they  have  to  live,  and 
for  the  first  few  years,  whilst  foundations  are  being  laid  we  cannot 
expect  much  support  to  come  from  the  people. 

The  ''New  South"  is  making  such  strides  that  if  we  are  to  keep 

up   with    the   great   tide   of   immigration   which    is    flowing   into   this 

section    of    the    country,    we    must    have    more    helpers.     People    are 

writing   to    me    every    week    for    services,    land    is   being   offered    for 

Churches,  people  in  the  East  are  begging  us  to  visit  and  minister  to 

their  loved  ones  who  are  moving  here,  yet  1  cannot  find  the  time  to 

go  myself  and   have   no   support   for  young   self-sacrificing  men   who 

are  willing  to  come  here  and  take  up  this,  the  noblest  of  all  good  work, 
because  of  the  lack  of  a  few  hundred  dollars. 

The  ignorance  existing  in  many  of  the  rural  sections  of  the 
State  is  simply  appalling.  At  one  place  where  I  held  a  week's  Mission 
in  an  empty  printing  office,  a  woman  wanted  to  know,  "Is  he  the 
Pope?"  A  gentleman  with  whom  I  stayed  lately  told  me  that  ten 
years  ago  when  he  worked  a  mine  in  the  Northern  part  of  the 
State  every  other  man  had  to  make  his  mark  on  the  payroll,  and 
these  were  white  men,  too. 

In  one  county,  where  the  voice  of  the  Church  had  never  been 
heard,  whilst  1  was  holding  a  Mission  there,  I  found  that  there  were 
many  families  living  in  one  room,  without  a  single  window,  and  that 
many  of  them  did  not  take  the  trouble  even  to  remove  their  clothes 
when  they  went  to  bed.  Shall  the  Christian  Church  keep  pace  with 
the  magnificent  growth  of  this  State?  That  is  the  burning  ques- 
tion. There  were  more  railroads  built  through  Arkansas  last  year 
than  in  any  other  State  in  the  Union;  the  mineral  deposits  which  are 
vast,  are  only  just  beginning  to  be  uncovered;  our  noble  old  trees 
in  the  virgin  forest  are  being  bought  up  by  Northern  lumbermen, 
who  are  coming  here  by  the  hundreds.     Italian  immigration   is  turn- 
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ing  this  way,  and  all  the  prospects  are  bright  for  a  grand  State  in  a 
few  years. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  Episcopal  Church  has  a  genius  for 
doing  the  right  thing  a  day  too  late,  and  that  will  be  true  in  Arkansas 
unless  we  can  have  more  help;  for  the  workers  at  present  in  the 
field  have  hundreds  of  miles  to  cover  now,  and  can  do  no  more;  they 
frequently  have  to  do  without  the  necessities  of  life;  enduring  without 
complaint  the  hardships  incidental  to  Missionary  work,  never  a  holi- 
day to  rest  a  weary  mind  and  body,  with  no  prospect  of  ever  being 
elected  "Rector  Emeritus"  with  a  comfortable  support  when  they 
are  too  old  and  worn  out  to  stand  the  strenuous  life  necessary  in 
this  w^ork;  of  course  no  parish  will  want  them,  and  as  there  is  prac- 
tically no  superannuation  fund  and  as  it  is  against  the  law  to  shoot 
them,  they  have  the  pleasant  prospect  of  hearing  it  said  "Well  done, 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant,  now  go  and  starve." 

We  read  of  the  heroes  of  the  early  Church,  but  they  can  also 
be  seen  today  scattered  over  this  Diocese,  unheralded  it  is  true,  but 
equally  willing  with  St.  Paul  of  old,  to  g^ve  their  lives  for  the 
Master. 

We  have  now  eight  Catechists  at  work  and  they  are  all  doing 
splendidly,  and  there  are  eight  more  ready  to  come  when  you  can 
give  them  $300.00  per  year,  each. 

Of  course  they  are  making?  more  work  for  the  Archdeacon  as 
they  must  have  some  one  to  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion,  christen  the 
unbaptized,  and  give  them  a  hand  generally  which  makes  it  impossible 
for  me  to  get  among  the  people  in  tae  unchurched  counties  as  often 
as  I  ought,  but  what  else  can  I  do' 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  my  work  during  the  year:

A  number  of  the  Candidates  for  Confirmation  were  presented  by 
the  Catechists. 
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Five  Churches  have  been  built,  with  most  of  the  money  raised 
locally,  and  over  two  thousand  dollars  worth  of  land  has  been  given 
to  the  Church. 

A  farm  of  120  acres  has  been  offered  if  w^e  will  put  a  building 
of  some  kind  on  it  and  use  the  same  for  a  Diocesan  orphanage;  I 
have  been  waiting  for  two  years  now  for  some  good  soul  to  give 
us  enough  money  to  erect  a  frame  structure,  and  sooner  or  later  I  am 
confident  it  will  come  and  probably  from  the  most  unexpected  source. 

Time  and  space  will  not  permit  my  going  into  details  as  to  the 
work  in  each  new  place.  I  would  that  1  could  picture  to  our  friends 
a  service  recently  held  in  a  country  schoolhouse  where  some  of  the 
people  came  eight  miles  and  then  were  so  wedged  into  the  chil- 
dren's seats  that  it  caused  a  good  deal  of  physical  effort  to  get  out 
every  time  they  should  stand;  how  there  were  people  looking  in  the 
windows  because  there  was  no  more  room  inside  and  they  were  deter- 
mined to  see  those  fourteen  children  christened,  how  the  ceiling  was 
so  low  and  the  thermometer  was  so  high  that  the  perspiration  was 
dripping  off  the  Minister  and  people,  tlie  children  crying  and  the 
men  trying  to  work  themselves  out  of  the  seats.  How,  inside  of  a 
year  from  that  time,  we  had  a  beautiful  church  built  and  paid  for 
and  two  classes  confirmed,  with  a  Catechist  in  charge. 

I  would  that  I  could  picture  our  despair  in  another  place  where 
the  only  available  place  to  hold  service  was  in  a  storeroom  filled 
with  coffins  which  we  would  have  to  use  to  sit  on. 

Would  that  I  could  picture  the  joy  of  the  old  woman  who  had 
not  heard  the  voice  of  the  Church  for  years  and  who,  after  express- 
ing her  gratitude  that  our  Holy  Father  should  think  enough  of  her 
to  send  a  Missionary  nineteen  miles  on  horseback  to  celebrate  the 
Holy  mysteries,  said,  if  she  could  only  once  again  sit  in  the  old  home 
Church  and  hear  the  words,  "The  Lord  is  in  His  Holy  Temple,  let 
all  the  earth  keep  silence  before  Him,"  she  could  die  in  peace. 

I  would  that  our  benefactors  in  the  East  could  see  for  them- 
selves the  appreciation  shown  and  the  good  that  is  being  done  by 
their   help. 

I  would  that  I  could  stir  up  our  people  in  the  Diocese  to  even 
greater  effort.  But  for  what  has  been  done  let  us  thank  God  and  take 
courage.

Missionary   Report  of  the  Rev.  Georj^e  Alexander  McGuire,  M.   A. 
Archdeacon  of  the  Convocation  of  Arkansas  to  which  is  Added, 
by  the  Bishop's  Request.  Remarks  upon   the  Appeal 
for  Afro-American  Bishops  and  Jurisdictions 


To  the  Rt.  Rev.  IVm.  Montgomery  Brown,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Arkansas, 
and  the  Members  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  1906: 

Rt.  Rev.  Father  in_  God  and  Brethren :  Acting  under  authority 
of  Canon  VII,  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  deeming  it  needful  for  the 
development  of  our  Church  work  among  the  people  of  African  descent 
in  this  State,  established  the  Convocation  of  Arkansas  and  appointed 
me  on  November  i,  1905,  its  first  Archdeacon.  It  is  with  much  satis- 
faction that  I  submit  this  report  covering  my  six  months  service  in 
this  field  of  labor. 

When  I  began  work  last  All  Saints'  Day,  I  was  the  only  missionary 
to  the  half  a  million  Afro-Americans  in  this  State.  I  found  one  con- 
gregation— St.  Philip's,  Little  Rock — which,  after  a  score  of  years 
numbered  but  fifty  communicants.  I  started  to  reorganize  and  develop 
the  activities  of  this  parish,  and  gave  it  two  full  months  of  attention. 
I  then  began  work  in  the  southern  section  of  Little  Rock,  known 
as  Braddock's  Addition,  and  in  the  city  of  Hot  Springs,  calling,  with 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  two  young  men  to  my  assistance  as  catechists. 
Acting  upon  a  suggestion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lloyd  of  New  York,  General 
Secretary  of  Missions,  which  met  also  the  hearty  approval  of  my 
Bishop,  I  launched  an  industrial  movement  known  as  St.  Philip's 
House  of  Industry,  and  now  have  the  assistance  of  two  females  in 
this  department.     I  beg  leave  to  offer  some  details  of  the  work  done. 

ST.  PHII.IP'S  CHURCH,  LITTLE  ROCK. 

During  the  six  months  ending  April  30,  1906,  107  services  have 
been  held,  and  90  sermons,  lectures  or  addresses  given.  The  number 
of  communicants  has  increased  from  50  to  70,  or  40  per  cent,  and  the 
attendance  at  Sunday  School  which  averaged  15,  now  averages  45, 
and  at  the  services,  against  an  average  of  20,  we  now  have  50.  A 
male  vested  choir  was  organized,  and  sang  for  the  first  time  on  Good 
Friday  evening  at  the  Confirmation  service.  An  embroidery  class 
has  been  started  among  the  girls  by  the  wife  of  the  Archdeacon,  which 
will  be  of  much  usefulness  to  the  girls  themselves  and  to  the  church. 
There  are  now  18  members.  A  course  of  14  lectures  delivered  by  me 
during  Lent  upon  "The  Church  and  Her  Ways,"  was  well  attended 
by  our  people  and  fortified  them  to  make  answers  to  the  many  ques- 
tions being  constantly  asked  them  by  their  neighbors  and  friends  of 
other  Christian  bodies.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  Aho- 
Americans  of  Little  Rock  are  more  interested  in  the  Episcopal  Church 
than  ever  before.     Lost  confidence  has  been   regained.     The   sincerity 
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of  Churchmen  in  extending  the  blessings  of  our  church  to  our  people 
is  no  longer  a  question  of  doubt,  and  the  pains,  eflFort  and  sacrifices 
made  by  the  Bishop  for  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  this  branch  of 
his  work  have  not  been  overlooked.  Large  congregations  greet  him 
on  his  visits,  and  even  those  not  of  our  communion  speak  words  of 
encouragement  and  praise.  When,  added  to  our  beautiful  lots,  we 
shall  have  erected  an  imposing  ecclesiastical  edifice  in  Little  Rock, 
that  will  compare  favorably  with  the  large  and  beautiful  churches  of 
other  colored  brethren,  mark  well  this  assertion,  and  stick  a  pin  here — 
the  rest  will  be  easy  for  St.  Philip's.  Such  a  church  will  soon  be 
needed  as  the  center  of  the  Convocation  work  and  which  will  be  to 
the  Bishop  as  a  Cathedral  for  ordinations  of  Colored  Candidates 
of  which  there  are  now  two,  and  also  suitable  for  entertainment  of 
any  body  of  Xegro  Churchmen  who  may  -be  invited  to  hold  their 
Conference  in  our  midst,  enjoy  our  hospitality,  watch  our  progress, 
and  cheer  us  by  their  presence.  St.  Philip's,  in  the  three  months 
prior  to  my  arrival,  raised  altogether  $15.00,  and  did  not  pay  its  cur- 
rent expenses.  Since  November  i.  1906,  we  have  raised  $255.00,  an 
average  of  about  $40.00  per  month.  This  has  been  due  to  the  envelope 
system  recently  introduced,  entertainments,  and  voluntary  contribu- 
tions. All  debts  have  been  paid,  about  $70.00  placed  in  the  bank  in 
the  Tru.steeship  of  the  Bishop  for  our  Cathedral  Building  Fund,  and  we 
have  a  balance  of  $50.00  in  our  Treasurer's  hands.  With  my  increas- 
ing work,  a  young  man  must  soon  be  chosen  for  St.  Philip's,  and  a 
portion  of  his  stipend  should  then  be  paid  by  the  parish, 

ST.    PHIUr's    HOUSE   OF    INDUSTRY*,    LITTI.E   ROCK. 

The  House  was  opened  last  January,  the  Bishop  furnishing  the 
necessary  supplies,  and  permitting  the  use  of  one  of  the  .small  houses 
on  the  lots  of  St.  Philip's  for  the  work  of  the  department.  It  has,  for 
its  chief  purpo.sc,  the  training  of  girls  and  women  in  the  various 
branches  of  domestic  work  so  as  to  render  them  capable  of  keeping 
their  own  houses,  or  of  doing  eflFective  and  reliable  work  in  the  houses 
of  others  who  might  employ  them  in  a  domestic  capacity.  A  laundry 
feature  has  beeiL  conducted  in  connection  with  this  enterprise,  and  1 
should  like  to  add  a  kindergarten  in  the  fall.  The  trouble  which  I 
have  hitherto  encountered  is  to  get  the  suitable  woman  for  its  head. 
My  wife  gave  three  months  as  Matron,  and  rendered  excellent  ser- 
vice, considering  that  it  was  all  a  new  experience  to  her,  but  the 
duties  of  her  own  home  rendered  it  imperative  for  me  to  appoint 
another  person.  I  have  placed  temporarily  in  charge  a  woman  who 
understands  domestic  work  thoroughly — but  who  has  little  education 
or  ability  for  organization.  Few  capable  women,  trained  in  domestic 
science,  seem  willing  to  come  to  Arkan.sas  at  my  invitation,  and  those 
willing,  do  not  see  any  inducement  in  $15.00  per  month  as  salary. 
But  as  we  have  in  the  four  months  placed  three  young  women  in  good 
places,  and  as  there  are  frequent  calls  upon  us  for  domestics,  it  is 
my   hope   that   we   shall   be  able   to   pursue   this   industrial    feature  on 
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a  small  scale  until  funds  and  friends  shall  enable  us  to  put  it  on  a 
sure  footing.  With  kindergarten,  sewing,  cooking,  housecleaning 
and  laundry  classes,  we  shall  lay  the  proper  foundation,  supplemented 
by  talks  upon  deportment,  honesty,  truthfulness  and  punctuality. 
We  have  prejudices  to  overcome.  We  are  told,  "We  know  how  to 
work,'*  "We  don't  want  to  be  trained  as  servants."  **How  much  are 
you  going  to  pay  us?"  It  will  take  patience,  effort,  money  and  prayer 
to  train  many  of  our  people  towards  the  development  of  their  hearts, 
minds  and  hands.  But  we  shall  stick  to  our  guns,  and  carry  the  fight  to 
a  successful  finish. 

ST.  James's  mission,  little  rock. 
The  report  of  this  work  is  best  given  in  the  words  of  the  catechist 
in  charge:  "During  the  latter  part  of  February,  1906,  two  fine  lots 
were  purchased  by  Bishop  Brown  at  Thirty-first  and  Izard  streets. 
Braddock's  Addition,  on  the  recommendation  of  Archdeacon  McGuire, 
as  the  site  of  St.  James's  Mission.  This  is  a  most  excellent  location 
at  the  center  of  a  rapidly  growing  section,  inhabited  almost  entirely 
by  colored  people,  and  new  buildings  are  going  up  with  great  celerity, 
in  most  cases  the  people  purchasing  their  own  homes.  There  is  at 
present  a  Baptist  congregation  in  the  vicinity  which  laid  a  cornerstone 
for  a  church  building  in  1903.  This  was  practically  all  that  was  done 
until  our  advent  in  the  community.  During  the  last  two  months  it  has 
been  walled  and  roofed  but  is  far  from  completion,  the  people  wor- 
shipping in  a  corner  of  the  building  partitioned  off  from  the  main  room. 
Already,  however,  the  congregation  has  had  a  "split,"  and  the  dis- 
gruntled members  are  now  worshipping  in  a  canvas  tent,  10x8, 
about  two  blocks  away.  There  is  no  Sunday  School  nor  day 
school  nearer  than  one  and  one-half  to  two  miles.  The  younger 
children  on  Sunday  and  weekdays  run  about  as  wild.  For  the  past 
two  months  I  have,  with  the  assistance  of  Archdeacon  McGuire,  and 
members  of  St.  Philip's,  held  outdoor  meetings  on  Sunday  afternoons, 
when  weather  would  permit,  upon  the  grounds ;  the  largest  attendance 
being  83.  I  have  visited  thoroughly  this  neighborhood,  and  the  people 
have  convinced  me  in  various  ways  that  they  will  attend  and  aid  in  the 
development  of  a  well  organized  and^  orderly  church,  free  from  con- 
fusion, strifes  and  "splits."  One  prominent  and  intelligent  man  .says, 
"No  more  Baptist  fights  for  me."  No  field  is  riper  for  our  church, 
and  the  Archdeacon  showed  excellent  judgment  in  his  choice  of  loca- 
tion. The  contract  has  been  let  for  a  buildin'*  to  serve  the  purpose 
of  a  chapel  and  a  day  .school,  and  it  is  hoped  that  early  in  June  before 
the  Bishop's  departure,  it  will  be  ready  for  the  opening  services.  I 
shall  begin  aggressive  work  immediately  thereafter  and  hope  to  make 
an  excellent  report  one  year  hence.

Lay  Missionary. 
I   can  only  endorse  the  statements  and  hopes  of   Mr.   Knox   with 
thanks  for  his  kind  remark  concerning  me. 
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ST.  Mary's  mission,  hot  springs. 

The  work  here  was  begun  in  the  latter  part  of  January.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Kues  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  had  kindly  interested  himself  in 
us  by  request  of  Archdeacon  Lloyd,  and  through  his  eflForts  I  was 
able  to  meet  a  number  of  citizens  ::f  color  in  their  large  auditorium. 
The  Reverend  gentleman  presented  me  to  the  audience,  and  his  co- 
operation gained  for  me  immediare  recognition  and  assured  success. 
He  still  maintains  his  interest  in  the  work  and  in  the  catechist 
whom  I  have  placed  there.  A  service  is  held  every  Sunday  evening 
at  which  I  alternate  with  Mr.  Cleghorn  who  is  in  charge,  in  a  room 
belonging  to  the  Masons,  and  as  large  a  congregation  as  70  has  been 
present.  A  number  of  Church  people  have  been  found  there,  as  many 
as  19.  These  have  come  to  Hot  Springs  from  St.  Louis,  Chicago, 
Louisville  and  other  places.  Findine  no  church  home,  most  became 
Methodists.  About  six  or  eight  of  these  have  already  returned.  The 
others  visit  the  services  and  join  once  again  in  the  beautiful  worship 
in  which  they  were  reared.  They  fear  to  break  away  from  the  denom- 
inations which  have  sheltered  them  until  they  see  a  lot  bought,  assur- 
ing* them  of  the  reality  and  sincerity  of  our  efforts.  I  do  not  blame 
them.  Six  persons  are  now  being  instructed  for  confirmation,  and  on 
June  loth  the  Bishop  will  visit  this  mission  for  the  first  time.  It 
meets  all  its  expenses  of  hall  rent,  fuel,  lighting,  sexton  and  organ 
rent.  In  winter  a  large  number  of  young  men  go  to  Hot  Springs, 
and  among  these  are  several  churchmen.  I  predict  for  this  place  a 
strong  church  in  the  future.  We  are  late  on  the  field  in  Arkansas. 
Commodious  and  well-equipped  Negro  churches  are  in  every  town. 
But  give  us  a  church ly  edifice  everywhere,  and  the  worship,  organiza- 
tion and  intelligence  of  the  Episcopal  church  will  invariably  draw  our 
best  colored  people. 

Before  another  Council  meets,  St.  Mary's  Mission,  Hot  Springs, 
must  have  its  church  building.  We  now  have  in  view  an  excellent 
and  well  located  lot  and  our  hope  for  getting  it  is  first  in  God,  and 
then  in  our  Bishop  who  has  been  responsible  for  the  vigorous  cam- 
paign that  we  are  now  waging. 

OTHER    POINTS. 

It  is  my  intention  to  canvass  the  field  thoroughly  while  here  in 
Newport,  and  to  start  missionary  work  here  and  in  Pine  Bluff  before 
the  summer  is  much  older.  I  shall  be  very  grateful  if  any  of  the 
clerical  or  lay  delegates  to  this  Council  will  give  me  any  information 
that  will  assist  our  cause  in  the  Diocese.  I  have  a  most  encouraging 
offer  of  help  from  Dr.  Lockwood  of  Helena,  and  as  soon  as  I  shall 
have  made  some  showing  in  nearby  towns,  and  have  increased  my 
staff  of  workers,  I  shall  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  visit  the 
more  distant  points. 
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GENERAL   STATEMENTS. 

Having  given  this  report  of  half  a  year's  work  in  a  new  and 
difficult  field,  I  ask  permission  to  make  some  statements  of  a  more 
general  nature. 

When  the  Council  took  Canonical  measures  providing  for  the 
separation  of  the  Afro-American  work  from  its  general  work,  much 
unfavorable  criticism  was  heard  in  many  quarters.  From  my  experi- 
ence in  the  field,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  such  separation  was  wise 
and  timely,  and  will  prove  to  be  of  advantage  to  the  growth  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  among  both  races.  If,  as  is  evident,  Abraham 
and  his  herdsmen,  and  Lot  and  his  herdsmen,  cannot  dwell  together 
in  perfect  peace  and  prosperity,  then  let  them  divide  the  land  between 
them,  the  one  party  dwelling  on  the  right  hand  and  the  other  on  the 
left. 

There  need  be  no  strife  between  us,  for  we  be  brethren.  Like 
the  two  rails  of  the  track,  we  may  parallel  each  other  throughout 
the  journey,  supporting  the  same  train,  without  meeting  at  any  point, 
each  rail  preserving  its  identity  and  independence  of  the  other,  yet 
each  being  necessary  to  the  onward  movement  The  Canon  creating 
this  Convocation  also  directs  that  when  there  shall  be  six  parishes 
or  missions  in  its  membership,  a  Constitution  and  Canons,  not  conflict- 
ing with  those  of  this  Diocese  or  of  the  General  Church,  shall  be 
adopted,  and  that  said  Convocation  may  provide  for  its  independence 
of  this  Council.  The  legislation  here  referred  to  is  fair,  far-reaching, 
an4  statesmanlike,  and  the  leading  Negro  clergy  and  laity  are  asking 
that  the  Church  at  large  shall  take  steps  to  have  all  its  work  in  the 
South  among  colored  people  arranged  after  this  plan,  with  added 
Episcopal  oversight  by  Bishops  of  the  same  race.  The  Church  should 
meet  this  issue  as  squarely  as  this  Diocese  has  done. 

The  most  vexed  problem  of  the  American  people  is  that  which 
concerns  the  Afro-American.  He  is  the  storm-center  around  which 
rages  our  greatest  controversies,  whether  in  politics,  religion,  society 
or  education.  The  American  Church  is  being  irresistibly  drawn  into 
the  whirlpool.  Other  religious  bodies,  which  include  in  their  member- 
ship a  Negro  following,  and  are  concerned  about  their  responsibility 
for  the  extension  of  their  work  among  Afro-Americans,  have  been 
grappling  bravely  with  the  situation,  recognizing  meanwhile  the  tradi- 
tions and  pecuRarities  of  our  Southland.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the 
Episcopal  Church  has  been  indifferent  to  her  responsibility  as  well 
as  her  adaptability  to  the  Negro  race.  She  has  accomplished  much 
good.  But  that  she  has  been  lethargic,  impecunious,  lacking  in  enthusi- 
astic and  united  action,  and  in  the  thorough  arousing  of  her  con- 
science in  this  matter,  cannot  be  gainsaid. 

It  became  necessary,  therefore,  for  the  Twentieth  Annual  Con- 
ference of  Colored  Church  Workers  to  send  a  Memorial  to  the  last 
General  Convention  asking  the  adoption  of  a  Canon  providing  for  the 
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arrangement  of  the  Southern  Negro  work  into  Missionary  Juris- 
(hctions,  under  Special  Missionary  Bishops  of  the  Negro  race,  who 
shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Missionary  Bishops,  and 
who  shall  be  advised  by  the  Diocesan  Bishops  in  whose  Dioceses  their 
Jurisdictions  may  l)e  located.  Knocking  at  the  door  of  the  Church, 
our  voice  has  been  heard,  and  we  now  await  the  answer  of  the  next 
General  Convention.  We  have  asked  for  bread,  shall  we  receive  a 
stone?  For  fish,  shall  we  receive  a  serpent?  We  have  asked  for  the 
adoption  of  this  Canon  only  after  deliberate  judgment  and  mature 
thought  on  the  part  of  our  leading  Negro  churchmen,  believing  it 
to  be  the  best  means  of  correlating  the  Negro  work  of  the  Church 
to  her  other  efforts  without  unnecessary  friction  and  along  the  lines 
of  least  resistance.  Loyal  as  churchmen,  second  to  no  other  race  in 
love  for,  and  loyalty  to  the  standards  of  the  Church,  and  eager  that 
the  advantages  which  we  have  derived  from  membership  in  her  shall 
be  extended  to  our  fellow  Afro-Americans,  we  petition  the  "powers 
that  be"  to  so  equip  us  that  we  may  be  able  to  do  self-respecting 
work  among  our  brethren.  Will  the  Church  deal  with  this  question 
impartially,  or  will  she  further  befog  the  problem?  Will  she  simply 
introduce  and  apply  to  our  needs  the  Suffragan  Episcopate,  which, 
while  a  long  step  in  the  right  direction,  would  be  labor  spent  upon 
the  scaffolding  rather  than  upon  laying  a  solid  foundation  for  the 
future  superstructure?  Or,  will  she  decide  that  it  is  expedient,  at 
this  time,  to  grant  that  which  we  ask? 

The  question  is  passing  through  the  refining  pot.  The  crucial 
hour  is  upon  us.  Ten  million  Afro-Americans  await  anxiously  the 
result  of  the  test.  The  Church  cannot  afford  to  treat  us  in  beautiful 
afeneralizations  any  longer.  She  must  be  definite,  decisive  and  clear. 
An  entire  race,  comprising  over  one-ninth  of  the  toial  population  of 
the  land  and  containing  over  ten  times  as  many  souls  as  communicants 
in  our  Church,  appeals  to  the  fair-minded,  libjrty-loving.  Catholic 
Church  of  the  Anglo-Saxon,  as  a  court  of  last  resort.  Will  she 
rise  supremely  to  the  opportunity  and  the  duty  of  the  hour,  and 
considering  racial  differences,  prejudices  and  peculiarities,  relieve 
her  Negro  clergy  and  people  of  much  embarrassment  and  supply 
them  with  the  entire  machinery  for  doing  successful  work  among 
their  own  race  without  becoming  schismatics,  or  asking  for  an  au- 
tonomous "ccclcsiola  in  ccclesiaf" 

Two  great  objections  have  been  raised  against  special  Missionary 
Jurisdictions.  One  of  these  can  be  very  readily  answered  and  dis- 
missed. It  is  feared  by  some  that  Negro  Bishops,  as  members  of 
the  House  of  Bishops,  would  add  difficulties  in  the  matter  of  pro- 
viding them  with  hospitality  and  entertainment.  1  do  not  think  so. 
Were  I  a  member  of  this  Council,  as  I  have  been  in  all  other  Dioceses  in 
which  I  have  labored.  North  and  South,  I  should  not  seek  hospitality 
from  any  other  source  but  among  my  own  race,  even  as  I  have  done  here 
in    Newport,   to   the   people   of  which   town    1    am   a   perfect   stranger. 
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I  should  not  expect  or  accept  invitations  to  functions  that  might  be 
embarrassing  to  me  or  any  other  person  or  persons.  And  just  as 
the  only  Negro  member  of  the  House  of  Bishops  was  entertained 
by  the  Negroes  of  Boston "  in  1904,  so  could  several  such  have  been 
entertained.  The  Church  need  give  herself  no  uneasiness  on  this 
phase  of  the  question.  Negro  churchmen  arc  possessed  of  common 
sense.  They  respect  their  own  feelings,  as  well  as  the  customs  and 
traditions  of  the  land.  At  the  last  Quadrennial  Conference  of  the 
great  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  there  were  eighty-three  Negro 
delegates  in  attendance  out  of  a  total  of  750,  or  one  in  nine,  and 
their  entertainment  afforded  no  problem,  as  Negroes  prefer  to  be 
entertained  by  Negroes,  even  as  Whites  by  Whites.  The  Colored  Church- 
men of  Richmond  are  even  now  looking  forward  to  the  entertain- 
ment of  any  of  their  brethren  who  may  visit  the  next  General  Con- 
vention. 

The  strong  objection  made  is  that  violence  would  be  done  to  the 
well-established  principle  of  ecclesiastical  and  diocesan  territorial 
rights,  and  that  a  dangerous  and  radical  precedent  would  be  estab- 
lished if  Missionary  and  Diocesan  Bishops  were  permitted  to  operate 
in  the  same  territory.  Is  it  forgotten  that  in  Apostolic  times,  St. 
Peter  was  sent  to  the  Circumcision  and  St.  Paul  to  the  Uncircum- 
cision  by  the  Mother  Church,  in  Jerusalem,  each  to  minister  in  the 
same  wide  field,  and  each  given  jurisdiction,  not  over  so  many 
square  miles,  but  over  people  differing  racially,  socially  and  other- 
wise? It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  American  Church 
has  already  departed  from  the  ancient  ecclesiastical  law  of  geograph- 
ical limitations,  justifying  her  action  on  the  ground  of  expediency 
and  the  needs  of  the  times.  She  is  not  concerned  so  much  with 
theories  as  with  conditions.  What  has  become  of  the  old  law  ol 
parochial  authority  and  jurisdiction?  Has  it  not  been  rendered  ob- 
solete by  the  frequent  erection  of  Negro  yarishes  with  Negro  Rec- 
tors in  towns,  or  portions  of  towns,  in  which  there  is  already  in 
existence  a  white  parish  with  its  rector?  And  in  a  larger -way.  are 
there  not  two  Archdeacons  in  this  very  Diocese,  appointed  by  the 
same  Diocesan,  whose  fields  are  geographically  identical,  but  each  one 
confining  his  labors  to  the  people  of  his  own  race?  What  the  Ne- 
groes ask  is  that  the  General  Convention  shall  simply  exercise  on  a 
scale  larger  than  the  parish  or  the  archdeaconry,  the  privilege  which 
the  Diocese  or  its  Ecclesiastical  Authority  is  exercising  within  its 
limits.  If  we  have  Negro  parishes  operating  within  white  parishes, 
and  Negro  convocations  overlapping  white  convocations  or  Dioceses, 
does  it  seem  a  hard  and  radical  thing  to  erect  a  Missionarj^  Juris- 
diction out  of  a  Negro  convocation,  or  several  Negro  convocations, 
and  to  place  over  such  a  Negro  Bishop?  If  it  is  expedient  to  make 
some  adaptation  of  the  parish  idea  and  to  ordain  Negro  priests  for 
Negro  congregations — if  it  be  further  expedient  to  make  some 
adaptation    of    the    archdeaconry    idea,    and    to    appoint    Xcgro    arch- 
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deacons  for  Negro  convocations  (as  now  obtains  in  four  Southern 
dioceses) — is  it  any  the  less  expedient  or  logical  to  so  adapt  the 
episcopate  idea  by  consecrating  Negro  Missionary  Bishops  for  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdictions  made  up  of  Negro  parishes  or  convocations. 
May  not  the  General  Convention  do  for  the  Negroes  in  the  Church 
at  large  what  the  Bishops  do.  as  far  as  possible,  in  their  Dioceses? 

The  cry  is  being  sent  up,  by  Afro-Americans  all  through  this 
Southland,  for  Bishops  of  their  own  race.  Negro  Methodists  and 
Baptists  point  contemptuously  at  us  as  "a  black  body  with  a  white 
head."  We  dare  not  hope  to  bring  into  our  mejnbership  any  large 
number  of  self-respecting,  intelligent  Negroes  of  the  South,  who  are 
now  in  other  reHgious  bodies,  until  we  can  supply  them  with  Bish- 
ops of  their  own  race  who  will  fully  sympathize  with  their  condi- 
tion, who  will  fully  share  all  their  weals  and  their  woes,  who  can 
enter  their  homes,  enjoy  their  hospitality,  ride  with  them  in  their 
separate  railway  coaches,  and  who  can  be  loved  and  not  simply 
respected  by  wl.^.n.  The  white  Bishop  cannot  meet  these  demands. 
When  duty  call*:  him  to  our  churches,  if  he  gives  us  a  shake  of  the 
hand,  as  many  do.  this  is  all  we  can  expect.  Besides,  Negro  clergy 
need  loving,  fraternal,  and  social  intercourse  with  their  Bishop.  The 
good  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  may  come  to  your  homes  and  receive 
your  hospitality;  you  may  be  permitted  to  visit  him  and  sit  at  the 
Episcopal  board.  /  neither  desire  nor  expect  t.'ie  same.  Receivmg 
many  considerations  of  kindness,  official  and  perso  ir.l,  from  my  present 
Bishop,  nevertheless,  my  manly  dignity,  my  self-respect  ray  whole 
nature — intellectual,  social  and  spiritual — yearns  for  a  Bishop  of  my 
own  race,  who,  besides  giving  me  godly  admonitions,  will  enter  into 
my  life  as  he  alone  can,  and  who  is  not  prohibited  from  intermingling 
in  every  way,  with  me  and  the  congregations  committed  to  our 
charge.  And  this  feeling  I  share  with  all  my  Negro  brethren,  within 
and  without  the  church. 

Personally  I  do  not  think  the  Church  is  ready  and  desirous  to 
grant  all  ^  that  Colored  Churchmen  are  asking  for.  On  the  Confer-^ 
ence  floor  I  have  expressed  this  conviction,  and  advocated  that  we 
pray  the  Church  to  authorize  the  appointing  of  Suffragan  Bishops, 
thus  permitting  those  Southern  Bishops  who  are  kindly  disposed  and 
conscientiously  concerned  in  doing  all  in  their  power  to  extend  the 
blessings  of  this  Church  to  their  Negro  people,  to  make  convenient 
arrangement  for  special  Episcopal  oversight  for  them.  Not  that  I 
do  not  feel  with  my  brethren  that  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  is  the 
desired  goal,  but  rather  that  I  believe  the  chances  are  far  greater  for 
getting  Negro  Suffragan  Bishops  than  Missionary  Bishops.  Diocesan 
Bishops  are  human  after  all  and  they  will  not  readily  acquiesce  in  the 
setting  up  of  Jurisdictions  in  their  Dioceses  in  the  care  of  Missionar>' 
Bishops  over  whom  they  may  have  little  or  no  control.  Meanwhile, 
with  the  Suffragan  arrangement,  we  could  be  marching  on  in  the  good 
work,  awaiting  the  riper  judgment  of  the  Church  to  do  right,  as  she 
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has  always  done,  even  if  slow  in  her  changes.  All  this  I  showed  to 
my  brethren  but  I  was  argued  down  and  told  by  those  older  than  I 
in  point  of  service,  "We  know  what  we  want.  Let  us  ask  for  that 
and  nothing  less,  leaving  it  to  the  Church  to  give  what  she  will." 

The  General  Convention  has  placed  our  Memorial  in  the  hands 
of  a  Joint  Commission,  which  is  now  at  work  securing  data  upon  the 
whole  subject  of  the  Negro  work  and  especially  the  mind  of  the 
Southern  Bishops,  in  order  that  an  exhaustive  report  may  be  made 
at  Richmond  in  1907.  It  is  believed  that  several  of  our  Councils  and 
Conventions  in  the  South  will  express  themselves  upon  the  question, 
as  to  whether  Missionary  Jurisdictions,  Suffragan  Bishops,  or  some 
other  adjustment  should  be  tried. 

I  am  heartily  in  accord  with  the  conservative  belfef  that  the  most 
feasible,  as  well  as  the  least  radical  plan,  and  that  least  likely  to 
arouse  antagonism,  is  the  Suffragan  idea.  I  do  not  know  the  mind 
of  this  Council,  but  I  can  assure  you  gentlemen,  that  born  in  the 
Church  of  England,  receiving  Orders  in  the  Ami?ifican  Church — 
loyal  and  devoted  to  her  standareds,  no  legislation,  nor  lack  of  it, 
shall  drive  me  from  the  Anglican  Communion.  Desirous,  however, 
with  my  Neg^ro  brethern  of  the  clergy  and  20,000  of  the  laity,  to  make 
churchmen  of  a  larger  number  of  the  millions  of  Afro-Americans 
who  hold  aloof  from  the  Church  because  of  the  handicap  placed  upon 
us,  I  join  in  the  prayer  for  better  equipment  along  the  line  designated. 
We  have  race  pride;  and  it  is  that  which  prompts  us  to  ask  for  Negro 
Bishops.  We  care  naught  about  social  equality.  But  we  do  want  the 
full  development  of  our  inherent  capacity  for  constructive  leadership, 
in  secular  as  well  as  ecclesiastical  matters  where  our  own  race  is 
concerned.  Whatever  the  outcome  may  be,  Nbgro  Episcopalians  will 
pray,  hope  Jfnd  labor  on,  believing  that  "The  Lord  Reigneth,"  and  that 

"Honor  and  shame  from  no  condition  rise; 

Act  well  your  part, — there  all  honor  lies."

Resolutions  Passed  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  at  its 
1906  Session,  After   Hearing   the   Parts  of  Bishop   Brown's 
Address  and  Archdeacon  McGuire's  Report  Bearing 
Upon  the  Appeal   for  Afro-American   Mis- 
sionary Bishops  of  Jurisdictions 


Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  looking  to 
the  creation  of  an  autonomous  Afro-American  Church  be  and  is 
hereby  affirmed. 
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It  is  further  resolved  that  the  General  Convention  be  memorialized 
or  petitioned  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  consummate 
that  plan. 

This  resolution  was  offered  by  Judge  Gustave  Jones  of  Newport, 
and  seconded  by  Chancellor  Hicks,  General  Reeves,  Judge  Thweatt  and 
others.  It  was  carried  almost  unanimously,  there  being  only  three 
votes  against  it,  and  it  is  well-known  that  those  who  cast  them  did  so, 
not  because  they  are  opposed  to  the  idea  of  an  Afro-American  Epis- 
copate, but  because  they  were  not  quite  settled  in  their  own  mind 
as  to  what  its  fdrm  should  be.  Missionary,  Suffragan  or  Autonomous, 
though  two  of  the  three  have  since  told  me  thaf  upon  the  whole  they 
are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  1  am  right  in  my  contention  that  it 
should  be  autonomous. 

APPENDIX  IV 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 


Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  records  with  pro- 
found thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  the  many  evidences  of  growth 
throughout  our  beloved  Diocese.  In  recording  the  wonderful  growth 
of  the  past  year,  we  feel  that  we  have  reached  the  high-water  mark 
in  our  Diocesan  life.  But  remembering  the  wise,  tactful  and  consecrated 
zeal  of  our  beloved  Diocesan,  we  feel  that  the  future  is  full  of  hope, 
and  not  at  a  far  distant  day,  this  Diocese  will  rank  among  the  strong 
Dioceses  of  the  South. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  report  by  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner, 
Trustee  of  Invested  Funds.  These  funds  have  earned  over  eight 
per  cent,  during  the  year.  The  careful  management  of*  these  trust 
funds  has  been  continued  with  a  primary  view  to  security,  and  the 
results  are  such  as  to  impart  absolute  confidence  in  Diocesan  funded 
interests. 

The  summary  of  parochial  improvements  during  the  past  year 
have  been  very  large.  St.  John's,  Fort  Smith,  has  installed  in  their 
beautiful  stone  Gothic  church,  a  new  organ  at  an  expense  of  $4,500.00. 
St.  Paul's,  at  lyittle  Rock,  has  just  completed  a  handsome  parish  build- 
ing. The  growth  and  success  of  this  church  has  really  been  phe- 
nomenal. In  the  near  future  this  will  be  one  of  the  strong  parishes 
in  the  See  city.  Another  hopeful  mission  has  been  started  in  the 
extreme  southwestern  portion  of  the  city,  where  two  beautiful  lots 
have  been  secured.  The  enthusiastic  workers  of  this  mission,  with 
the  aid  of  the  Bishop,  will  erect  at  once  a  handsome  stone  chapel. 
This  will  give  us  five  churches  in  Little  Rock,  when  a  few  years 
ago  we  had  only  two,  and  one  of  these  a  very  feeble  church. 
The  beautiful  stone  Gothic  church  just  completed  at  Newport,  at  a 
cost  of  over  $10,000.00,  is  one  of  the  very  handsomest  churches  in 
the   South.     Surely,  the  Rector  and  congregation  deserve  the  thanks 
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and  praise  of  Jhe  whole  Diocese.     It  speaks  volumes  for  both  Rector 
and  people. 

A  new  church  has  been  completed  at  Hope,  DeVall's  Bluff,  Fulton 
and  Tollville.  The  new  churches  under  way,  and  that  will  be  com- 
pleted in  a  few  months,  are  Monticello,  Caldwell  and  St.  James's, 
Little   Rock    (colored.) 

In  turning  from  the  material  to  the  missionary,  the  same  en- 
couraging features  are  manifest.  The  tide  of  missionary  enthu- 
siasm is  rising.  The  missionary  apportionment,  so  much  dreaded 
by  some,  will  be  fully  met  again  this  year. 

Your  Committee  would  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  Dio- 
cesan Missionary  Society  as  the  most  potent  factor  for  the  exten- 
sion and  upbuilding  of  the  Church  within  our  borders. 

The  time  was  never  more  opportune,  and  the  demands  never  so 
great,  as  at  present,  for  zeal,  aggressive  work  of  this  branch  of  the 
Catholic  church. 

If  we  fail  to  enter  these  open  doors  at  once,  then  we  will  become 
powerless  in  the  qreneral  uplift  of  the  people  of  this  great  and  growing 
state.  Yes,  the  harvest  is  truly  ripe  and  the  field  inviting,  and  we 
thank  God  for  having  put  into  the  hearts  of  so  many  Godly  young 
men  the  desire  to  work  in  this  great  field.  As  the  result  of  the 
strenuous  work  of  the  past  year  of  the  clergy  and  catechists  and 
especially  the  Archdeacon,  the  Bishop,  reports  the  largest  number  of 
confirmations  ever  reported  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Theological  Chautauqua  School  (a  pet  of  the  Bishop's)  is 
growing  in  usefulness  and  power  each  year.  No  one  who  attends 
this  school  can  fail  being  helped  spiritually  and  mentally. 

We  pray  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  continue  to  send 
us  more  laborers — men  of  consecration — men  of  singleness  of  pur- 
pose— men  uncompromising  in  their  love  for  the  Church — ever  up- 
holding with  a  beautiful  devotion  the  doctrines,  and  sacraments  and 
discipline  of  Christ  as  the  Lord  hath  commanded  and  as  this  Church 
has  received  the  same.  May  it  always  be  our  unspeakable  privilege 
to  ever  hold  up  Christ  as  the  very  life  and  the  very  light  of  the 
Church.  To  present  him  to  individual  souls  as  the  "Lamb  of  God 
which  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world."  May  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church  and  the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  our  souls  bless  our 
beloved  Diocesan,  the  clergy  and  laity,  and  may  we  all  daily  increase 
in  His  Holy  Spirit  more  and  more  until  we  come  unto  His  ever- 
lasting Kingdom.

Address  by  Mrs.  J.  B.  Pillow 


Reverend  Father  in  God,  Members  of  the   Woman* s  Auxiliary f  and 

Friends: 

My  first  words  to  you  must  be  those  of  greeting  and  congratu- 
lation that  we  are  once  again  come  together.  While  we  have  the 
record  of  another  year's  work,  we  must  also  realize  that  another 
link  has  been  dropped  from  the  ever-shortening  chain,  another  year 
has  been  taken  from  our  lives.  How  happy  I  feel  to  have  the  privi- 
lege of  again  being  in  the  charming  little  City  of  Newport.     I   recall 
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with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  my  first  visit  here,  then,  as  now,  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  my  mission.  I  was  with  Miss 
Emery,  our  General  Secretary,  one  of  the  most  charming  women 
I  ever  met,  and  whose  presence  is  like  a  benediction.  We  came  here 
to  organize  an  Auxiliary  branch.  Your  women  responded  nobly,  and 
ever  since  they  have  stood  faithfully  to  their  promises.  Then,  as 
now,  the  same  genuine  Southern  hospitality  was  extended  us,  the  same 
lovely  home  was  ours.  As  we  review  the  year  past,  we  know  God 
has  been  good  to  us,  our  whole-hearted  devotion  is  not  too  much 
to  offer  Him.  But  what  about  our  stewardship?  Can  we  as  Trustees 
of  this  Society  cbnscientiously  say,  we  have  done  our  best  with  God's 
help  to  forward  His  Kingdom?  Have  we  in  this  busy  enterprising 
twentieth  century  which  offers  so  many  opportunities,  been  as  ener- 
getic as  the  industrious  Martha,  not  forgetting  to  find  time  with 
Mary  to  sit  at  the  Master's  feet? 

The  growth  of  the  influence  and  work  of  woman  in  the  Church 
is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  features  in  the  Church's  life,  and 
should  be  an  inspiration  to  us  to  put  forth  greater  effort.  I  can  not 
report  any  visits  made  outside  my  own  parish.  Circumstances  were 
such,  I  couldn't  conveniently  do  so.  Though,  had  a  request  come  to 
me  for  a  visit,  I  would  have  gone  at  any  sacrifice.  In  order  to  feel 
an  interest  in,  and  to  work  for  any  object,  we  must  be  thoroughly 
in  touch  with  it,  by  understanding  the  reasons  for  its  being  and  what 
it  is  endeavoring  to  accomplish.  So  when  any  parish  branch  feels 
it  would  like  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  the  objects  and 
methods  of  the  Auxiliary  before  giving  their  time  and  work  to  it, 
I  am  at  all  times  ready  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  give  them  my  help, 
either  by  correspondence  or  personal  visit. 

This  work,  which  should  be  so  dear  to  our  hearts,  is  God's 
work,  and,  as  such,  deserves  our  best  thought  and  action.  While 
our  Diocese  is  not  a  large  one,  neither  are  the  branches  of  the 
Auxiliary  numerous,  yet  each  seems  to  do  missionary  work  in  its 
own  way,  yet  at  the  same  time  there  is  a  uniformity  in  the  work,  so 
that  each  fills  its  own  place.  l?ut  to  strengthen  the  Diocesan  relation- 
ship, it  seems  to  me  it  would  be  better  to  have  more  concert  of  action, 
to  organize  some  plan  which  will  not  be  complete  unless  each  parish 
branch  has  a  part. 

Why  is  it  w^e  hear  so  many  women  say  they  are  not  interested  in 
missions?  And  yet  the  same  women  are  generous  to  a  fault,  and 
easily  touched  by  the  sight  of  a  starving  child  or  a  needy  woman, 
but  they  are  deaf  to  the  appeals  from  the  Mission  field.  Possibly, 
if  some  specific  case  could  be  brought  to  their  notice,  their  interest 
might  be  aroused.  Some  of  the  women  who  thus  become  interested 
might  give  money,  others  who  could  not  afford  to  give  money  might 
give  of  their  time,  thought,  and  work  and,  by  thus  reorganizing  these 
two  classes  of  givers,  the  result  would  be  surprising. 
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In  planning  our  work  for  another  year,  let  each  of  us  try  to 
interest  some  woman  who  is  not  already  a  member  of  the  Auxiliary. 
In  looking  over  the  work  of  the  past  year,  I  am  filled  with  a  sense 
of  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  continued  blessings.  Not 
that  we  have  gained  numerically,  but  that  our  work  is  being  done 
faithfully  by  devoted  women,  and  that  the  Angel  of  Death  has  left 
unbroken  our  list  of  diocesan  and  parochial  offices. 

Lanon  Lidden  said :  "The  wish  to  spread  the  Knowledge  .of  the 
love  of  Jesus  Christ  is  a  strong  one — mastering  impulse  in  every  man 
and  every  woman  who  really  knows  and  loves  Him.  The  absence  of  any 
anxiety  for  the  spread  of  the  truth,  implies  spiritual  paralysis,  if  it  does 
not  imply  spiritual  death.  If  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  it  is  occu- 
pied according  to  what  a  man  hath  and  not  according  to  what  he 
hath  not." 

In  our  Church  work  let  God's  glory  be  our  ruling  motive,  let  us 
try  to  have  an  elevation  of  thought  and  mind  that  will  lift  us  above 
many  of  the  little  annoyances  by  which  we  are  beset.  Be  always  and 
everywhere  a  learner,  and,  in  cases  of  failure,  look  where  we  might 
have  done  better  and,  finding  the  cause,  avoid  it  in  the  future.  In  the 
business  world,  certain  qualifications  are  essential  to  prosperity,  and 
success  is  the  reward  of  the  earnest,  faithful  seeker,  and  not  a  chance. 
Many  care  not  and  do  not  prosper  because,  owing  to  ignorance,  indo- 
lence, lack  of  judgment  and  honesty,  they  do  not  deserve  to  do  so. 
Study  self-control,  and  one  of  the  most  effectual  ways  of  doing  this 
is  by  strict  guard  over  speech.  If  our  motives  are  pure,  we  will 
avoid  many  disappointments  and  vexations. 

System  should  characterize  our  efforts  in  the  Master's  service. 
There  is,  of  course,  good  done  without  it,  but  "Order  is  Heaven's 
first  law."  Of  all  Societies,  the  Auxiliary  is  the  one  which  should 
be  in  sympathy  with  the  clergy.  Loyalty  to  Church  in  all  directions 
is  the  first  duty,  and  as  patriotism  to  country  makes  us  uphold  the 
government,  so  is  churchmanship.  It  should  make  us  rise  to  the 
full  measure  of  our  responsibilities  and  recognize  the  wider  needs 
of  the  Church. 

I  am  sorry  we  have  not  more  delegates  present.  Such  ab- 
sences hinder  the  dissemination  of  the  wide  knowledge  of  missions 
and  their  needs  which  should  be  carefully  and  constantly  kept  before 
the  members  of  the  different  branches.  We  do  not  realize  how  com- 
plete the  chain  of  missionary  intelligence  is.  By  applying  to  the 
General  Secretary  at  the  Church  Mission  House,  New  York,  you  can 
get  all  the  literature  you  can  read,  and  all  the  information  you  will 
possibly  need  about  missions  all  over  the  world. 

No  one  woman  can  possibly  master  all  the  details  of  missionary 
information,  but  she  can  place  herself  in  the  atmosphere  of  general 
knowledge.  The  sorrow,  the  ignorance,  the  sin  of  the  world,  touched 
our  Savior  because  He  loved  them. 
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The  needs  of  humanity  are  still  appealing,  and  pray  God  that  as 
Christ's  love  becomes  more  general  amongst  us,  the  more  love  we  will 
have  for  our  fellowman. 

If  we  bestir  ourselves  in  the  work  of  missions,  it  will  be  a  tie' 
to  draw  us  nearer  to  our  own  state  parishes,  and  through  them  to 
the  great  world  of  which  we  are  such  a  small  part.  Women  coming 
together  in  this  way  realize  that  the  weak,  struggling  parish  at 
home  is  not  all  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  They  come  to  realize  more 
fully  what  St.  Paul  meant  by  the  "Body  of  Christ."  For  whole 
perfection,  no  single  member  must  be  lacking  in  its  duty  to  the  whole 

To  tlie  letters  I  have  written,  I  have  received  replies  that  delighted 
my  soul,  for  they  were  all  so  full  of  promise  of  good  works.  I  don't 
believe  that  in  all  the  time  I  have  been  President,  I  have  had  more 
encouraging  letters.  Some  few  forgot  to  answer  my  letters  and 
questions,  but  they  were  decidedly  in  the  minority.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  preside  over  an  organization  composed  of  such  lovely,  thoughtful 
members.  They  have  redeemed  their  pledge  by  keeping  up  their  ap- 
portionment, which,  as  you  know,  is  two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars 
($260.00)  for  the  Auxiliary  and  forty  dollars  ($40.00)  for  the  Juniors; 
also,  they  contributed  to  the  unit'^d  offering,  besides  doing  their  special 
work. 

Such  a  ^hort  time  has  passed  since  Good  Friday,  we  can  still 
hear  the  petition  in  one  of  the  collects  to  "So  fetch  them  home 
Blessed  Lord  to  their  flock,  that  they  may  be  saved."  They  refer  to 
the  unbelievers,  those  who  sit  in  darkness.  Can  we  feel  that  we  have 
helped  in  this  great  work  to  bear  His  word  to  the  utmost  parts  of  the 
world. 

In  China  alone,  four  hundred  millions  are  ignorant  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  Savior.  The  possibilities  for  missionary  work  in  our 
own  State  are  great,  with  so  much  of  the  population  illiterate,  its 
need  of  Clergy,  Churches,  and  Rectories,  its  "Helen  Dunlap  Memorial 
School"  and  the  thousands  of  colored  people  who  need  more  light. 

But  shall  we  work  only  for  ourselves?  Shall  we  keep  the  "good 
news"  at  home,  in  the  face  of  the  command,  "to  tell  it — out"?  "No, 
a  thousand  times  no,"  I  hear  you  say.  Shall  we,  in  the  words  of  our 
Bishop,  "Lengthen  the  cords,"  the  diffusion  policy,  or  "strengthen  the 
stakes,"  the  concentration  policy.  I  feel  almost  sure  that  most  of  us 
will  agree  that  we  should  "lengthen  the  cords,"  not  "neglecting  to 
do  what  the  hand  findeth  to  do."  We  must  remember  that  "as  ye 
sow,  so  shall  ye  reap,"  and  that  if  we  sow  sparingly,  we  shall  Hkewise 
reap  sparingly. 

If  we  plant  or  sow  in  the  proportion  we  are  able,  we  need  not 
worry  about  the  watering,  for  the  dews  from  heaven  and  the  bless- 
ings of  the  Father  will  give  the  increase.  It  is  certainly  our  duty 
to  inform  ourselves  as  to  what  the  Church  is  doing  in  our  own  land 
and  throughout  the  world,  for  if  we  know  of  the  work  and  its  needs, 
it  will  be  hard  for  us  to  remain  indifferent. 
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Surely,  our  hearts  should  prompt  us  to  stretch  out  helping  hands 
to  those  who  are  carrying  the  glorious  message  to  our  far-away 
missionary  fields.  "The  duty  and  privilege  of  every  one  of  us  is  to 
•support  this  work  which  has  been  undertaken  in  our  name  by  our 
chosen  representatives.  If  our  women  would  understand  that  the 
Auxiliary  does  not  interfere  with  other  Church  work,  does  not  demand 
money  which  is  badly  needed  for  other  purposes,  but  adds  to  the 
dignity  and  breadth  of  our  other  labors,  they  would  rally  to  its  sup- 
port and  become   enthusiastic   in   the   cause. 

It  is  a  known  fact  that  if  a  community  or  parish  is  imbued  with 
missionary  zeal,  so  surely  will  it  be  industrious  in  all  good  works, 
and  the  more  beautifully  will  God's  grace  be  poured  out  upon  it,  and, 
the  more  sucessful  will  they  be  in  all  of  their  undertakings. 

We  are  coming  to  know  the  fullness  of  joy  in  reaching  out  to 
each  other.  This  century  has  seemed  to  manifest  the  results  of  ages. 
In  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  world  can  we  find  stronger  incentives 
to  Christian  effort  and  Christian  work  than  in  the  hundred  years 
just  passed. 

Individuals  taking  up  the  work  of  God  and  seeing  for  themselves 
the  fullness  of  joy  in  believing,  give  it  out  to  others.  No  wonder 
that  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  finds  and  holds  its  way  in  so  many 
parishes  and  missions.  Each  of  us  knows  something  of  the  joy  that 
comes  in  response  to  loving  effort  for  others,  how  it  enkindles  by 
sympathy  and  interest.  How  much  more  quickly  and  with  what  greater 
ease  results  are  accomplished  when  there  is  unity  of  purpose. 

Each  of  us  as  individuals  must  realize  her  own  responsibility  to 
the  purpose  for  which  our  Lord  came  into  the  world.  Our  Church, 
sharing  the  burdens  with  other  Christians,  is  responsible  for  its  own 
sons  and  daughters  who  have  gone  to  China,  Japan,  Africa,  South 
America  and  the  Islands  of  the  Sea,  to  help  make  the  people  understand 
the  significance  and  blessings  of  6od's  gift  to  them. 

The  Church  is  intrusted  with  a  mission  to  carry  the  message 
to  all  mankind.  That  mission  is  to  everybody  and  all  sorts  of  people, 
whether  they  live  next  door  or  whether  they  live  on  the  other  side 
of  the  earth.  Wherever  there  is  a  man  or  woman  bound  in  sin,  there 
is  it  the  Church's  mission  to  go  and  carry  the  good  news.

(An  Address  by  Mrs.  M.  A.  Dorsey  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport, 

Arkansas,  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  our  Diocesan  Branch  of 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  which  was  held  in  Connection 

with  the  Last  Council  of  the  Diocese.) 


Madam   President,   Delegates,   Ladies: 

When  the  word  came  to  me  that  'I  was  to  write  a  paper  on 
Missions  for  this  meeting,  I  got  a  number  of  copies  of  "The  Spirit 
of  Missions,"  and  began  to  look  up  my  material.  I  had  looked  but 
a  little  while,  before  I  asked  the  question  "why  should  I  attempt  to 
write  a  paper  on  this  subject,  seeing  how  completely  and  how  force- 
fully the  reports  are  herein  given  from  every  quarter  of  the  globe, 
and  by  those  who  are  on  the  ground;  those  who  know  whereof  they 
speak;  those  who  testify  concerning  what  they  have  seen,  and  have 
suffered.  And  the  story  is,  in  many  instances,  of  thrilling  interest. 
Doubtless  you  are  all  more  or  less  familiar  with  it.  How  can  any- 
thing I  may  write  approach  it  in  interest?  But,  seeing  how  large 
a  proportion  of  the  books  of  the  world  are  made  up  of  men's  and 
women's  opinions  of  other  men's  and  women's  books,  how  large 
a  proportion  of  our  ideas  and  characters  are  the  product  or  reflex  of 
the  ideas  and  characters  of  others,  and  seeing  that  nearly  every  woman 
who  writes  a  paper  on  any  subject,  will,  before  she  is  through,  feel  a 
very  considerable  enthusiasm  for  that  subject,  I  herewith  make  the 
attempt.  This  last  consideration  being  the  only  good  and  sufficient 
one.  And  let  me  say  that  after  reading  the  accounts  of  the  splendid 
work  the  Church  is  doing  in  all  lands,  I  have  indeed  been  impressed 
as  never  before,  I  have  felt  that  these  men  and  women  are  making 
the  romance  of  our  time,  and  the  Epic  of  the  age  will  be  the  story 
of  the  Progress  of  the  Kingdom. 

What  were  the  strength,  the  courage,  the  wisdom  of  the  heroes 
of  antiquity,  compared  with  that  of  the  men  who  are  leading  the  van- 
guard of  the  Church  today?  What  were  the  noblest  and  best  of 
the  women  who  encouraged  and  inspired  these  heroes  of  old  compared 
with  those  who  (the  love  of  Christ  constraining  them)  renounce 
all  the  comforts  and  pleasures  of  home,  all  the  enticements  of  the 
world,  and  go  forth  to  bear  the  message  of  a  crucified  Redeemer, 
of  a  Risen  Lord,  to  those  who  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of 
death?  What  was  the  shield  of  Achilles  as  described  by  Homer  with 
all  its  marvelously  cunning  workmanship,  as  compared  with  that 
of  these  messengers  of  the  Gospel  of  Peace,  who  can  claim  as  their 
shield  the  Mighty  God.     Yes,  it  is  a  marvelous  story.

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Coming  back  to  my  starting  point,  "The  Spirit  of  Missions"  one 
cannot  open  the  journal  at  any  page,  that  the  interest  is  not  imme- 
diately enlisted;  but  this  paper  would  be  far  too  long  should  I  attempt 
even  the  briefest  resume  of  the  contents  of  a  single  number. 

The  editorials  are  always  under  the  title  **The  Progress  of  the 
Kingdom"  and  turning  from  this  to  the  Treasurer's  Report  in  the 
back  of  the  volume,  it  seemed  to  me  that  columns  of  figures  never 
meant  so  much  before.  As  you  run  down  the  columns  a  panaroma 
unrolls  before  your  eyes,  and  you  see  the  individual  behind  the  offer- 
ing. Here  is  a  "Thank  offering,"  there  a  memorial  gift;  here  is  a 
"friend;"  there  a  "Communicant,"  whose  name  is  modestly  withheld 
from  a  generous  contribution;  and  here,  is  one  item  that  will  appeal 
to  most  of  us  "From  Grandmother  Bliss' "  Mite  Box  $4.80.  One  sees 
the  aged  saint  dropping  her  mite  into  the  Lord's  treasury,  and  remem- 
bering his  mercy  and  goodness  through  all  the  years.  And  so  with 
the  offerings,  great  and  small  the  amount  rolls  up  making  the  re- 
ceipts for  a  single  month   more  than   a  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Think  of  the  labor  involved  in  acknowledging  and  distributing 
this  money!  Think  of  the  wisdom  required  for  the  best  appropria- 
tion of  it!  And  then  you  will  realize  that  it  has  a  very  essential 
part  in  "The  Progress  of  the  Kingdom."  Here  let  me  quote  from  an 
editorial,  "With  no  desire  to  exalt  the  place  of  money  in  the  Mis- 
sionary enterprise,  we  say  there  is  scarcely  any  other  news  that  could 
be  so  gratifying  as  the  announcement  that  the  gifts  for  the  fiscal  year, 
closing  August  31st,  last,  were  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  the  appropriation 
for  the  current  work.  "This  fact  goes  beyond  a  mere  question  of  dollars 
and  cents.  It  means,  for  one  thing,  that  the  missionary  life  of  the 
Church  is  deepening,  and  finding  expression  in  larger  offerings."  Ah, 
yes!     It  does  mean   more  than   dollars   and  cents!     These  offerings 

* 

tell  of  sorrow  and  comfort;  of  conflict  and  victory;  of  pardon  and 
deliverance;  of  the  outflowing  of  joy  and  gladness;  of  patient  hope 
and  love  and  faith  and  obedience;  from  the  pittance  of  the  poor, 
from  the  coffers  of  the  rich  they  are  brought,  and  in  the  hands  of 
Him  who  wrought  the  miracle  at  Canna  of  Galilee,  these  dollars  and 
cents  are  transmitted  into  the  loving  labors  of  men  and  women  and  thus 
become  an  essential  part  in  that  marvelous  plan  of  salvation  which 
reaches  from  the  infinite  love  of  God  unto  the  infinite  need  of  man, 
from  the  uttermost  bounds  of  heaven  unto  the  uttermost  ends  of 
the    earth  ? 

One  thought  comes  to  me,  as  I  consider  my  own  lack  of  knowl- 
edge of  the  details  of  this  great  work — my  failure  to  keep  posted, 
even  to  know  the  names  of  the  workers  in  different  fields.  I  feel 
deeply  chagrined,  and  I  think  of  a  day  that  may  come,  when  meeting 
some  of  these  elect  servants  of  our  Father,  I  shall  with  shame  acknowl- 
edge "I  did  not  even  know  you  by  name,  I  did  not  know  the  field 
of  your  labors."     And  yet  I  have  known  the  names  of  most  of  the 
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writers  of  hooks,  the  musicians,  actors,  artists,  soldiers  and  states- 
men of  my  time.  Shall  I  not  feel  ashamed?  And  then  if  with  the 
spirit  of  the  Master,  his  servant  should  answer  "you  "lay  not  have 
known  me,  but  perhaps  you  have  helped  me  to  do  my  Master's  work. 
Without  the  money  that  was  collected  at  home  1  could  never  have  had 
part  in  the  Progress  of  the  Kingdom  and  then  shall  I  not  feel  thank- 
ful for  every  penny  I  ever  gave  to  Missions?  Shall  1  not  wish  every 
penny  had  been  a  dollar.  Women  of  the  Church,  let  us  rally  to  the 
support  of  this  work.  Let  us  inform  ourselves  of  its  needs !  Let 
us  study  missions,  and  then  we  shall  be  enthusiastic  to  help.  Instead 
of  the  "funny  ^eet"  of  the  big  Sunday  papers  let  the  Spirit  of  Mis- 
sions be  seen  in  our  homes;  let  the  Spirit  of  Missions  come  into 
our  hearts!  And  who  can  foretell  the  result?  Who  can  say  what 
part  any  of  us  may  be  given  in  The  Progress  of  the  Kingdom. 

I  wish  I  might  tell  of  the  many  branches  of  the  work  that 
have  interested  me  greatly  in  reading  for  this  paper,  but  a  few  incid- 
ents must  suffice.  There  is  no  story  of  adventure  more  thrilling  than 
that  of  "How  the  Church  Went  to  Alaska."  The  perilous  journeys, 
the  laborious  days  and  nights  of  the  pioneers  there.  Dr.  Driggs 
landing  at  Point  Hope  among  a  strange  people,  with  no  chance  of 
communicating  with  home  or  friends  for  a  year,  or  until  the  steamer 
should  return;  going  to  work  to  get  his  .schoolhouse  ready,  and  when 
at  last  everything  was  in  readiness  to  have  a  snow  storm  come  up 
which  lasted  nine  days,  so  when  school  opened  only  one  boy  presented 
himself;  but  before  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  more  than  fifty 
pupils.  And  now  St.  Thomas'  Mission  at  Point  Hope  is  the  best 
Christian    work    among    the    Alaskan    Eskimos.      The    work    of    Dr. 
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Mary  Glcnnon  and  Miss  Bertha  Sabine  at  Anvick,  of  Miss  Carter 
and  Miss  Farthing  and  Archdeacon  Stuck  at  Fairbanks,  and  I  cannot 
resist  a  few  passages  from  liishop  Rowe's  'diary.  This  was  on  his 
journey  from  Fairbanks  to  Valdez  a  distance  of  500  miles.  There 
was  no  trail;  the  way  was  uncertain.  "Did  not  sleep  last  night," 
writes  the  Bishop;  "very  cold,  must  be  sixty-five  below.  Dogs  un- 
willing to  start;  too  cold  for  their  feet.  Steam  covered  the  whole 
river;  this  showed  the  presence  of  water  on  the  ice;  had  a  terrible 
time  working  around  it  came  to  places  where  the  water  ceased, 
and  ten  feet  below  the  water  flowed  like  a  millrace.  Dogs  very 
weary;  feet  bleeding."  The  many  difficulties  made  traveling  much 
slower  than  usual,  so  the  food  supply  ran  short.  One  sled  was  aban- 
doned, and  some  of  the  dogs  were  not  needed,  and  to  save  food 
three  of  the  dogs  were  shot."  *^It  was  hard,"  says  the  Bishop,  "but  it 
had  to  be  done."  "Hard  but  it  had  to  be  done!"  Is  not  that  the 
key  note  of  it  all?  On  the  Bishop  pushed  through  the  pathless  land, 
and  the  bitter  storm.  They  were  reduced  to  tea  and  biscuit  for  a 
meal.  "The  dogs  were  also  suffering  but  none  the  less  faithful  and 
willing."  "The  day  came  when  there  was  no  more  food,  then  for 
three    never-to-be-forgotten    days   man    and    dogs    went    hungry    while 
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i  they  battled  for  life,  and  then  the  Bishop  turns  it  off  with  a  "however, 
I  finally  hit  Copper  River,  a  mail  cabin,^and  there  I  got  food.  And  oh, 
how  good  the  bread  tasted !     How   I  did  eat !" 

There  are  many  more  experiences  of  the  workers  in  other  lands 
that  are  just  as  thrilline.  "Is  it  worth  while?"  I  hear  some  one 
asking.  **Is  it  worth  while?"  The  answer  depends  upon  our  table 
of  values.  These  men  and  women  value  a  human  soul  according"  to 
God's  table  **For  God  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  His  only 
begotten  Son  that  whosoever  believeth  on  Him  should  not  perish, 
but  have  everlasting  life."  These  men  know  the  meaning  of  perish- 
ing, they  know  the  meaning  of  suffering,  and  it  has  given  them  a  larger 
vision  of  the  meaning  of  "everlasting  life." 

How  the  horizon  widens,  how  labors  multiply,  how  opportunities 
increase  with  every  advance  movement  in  this  Progress  of  the  King- 
dom. Schools,  hospitals,  training  schools,  ministers  to  body  and 
mind,  how  they  follow  in  the  wake  of  the  Missionary.  Here  I 
should  like  to  mention  the  Auxiliary's  training  school  for  Bible 
women  at  Shanghai.  The  Consecration  of  the  Auxiliary's  Church  at 
Sendai.  In  writing  of  the  building  of  this  Church  one  of  the  ladies 
says:  "When  the  first  batch  of  work  people  arrived,  I  was  surprised 
to  see  that  more  than  half  were  women,  and  very  neat  little  women,  they 
were,  in  tight,  dark-blue  leggins  and  knickerbockers  and  tunics  to  the  top 
of  the  knees.  They  went  gaily  to  work,  carrying  water  and  stones,  and 
by  and  by  brick  and  mortar.  When  all  the  brick  work  and  stone 
courses  were  laid,  they  vanished.  Leaving  these  details  of  the  work, 
let  us  make  the  acquaintance  of  some  of  the  workers.  In  the  Spirit 
of  Missions  for  last  October  we  are  introduced  to  some  of  the  more 
recent  accessions.  Miss  Woodward,  prepared  for  college  at  a  pri- 
vate school  in  Morristown,  N.  J.,  a  graduate  of  Smith  College,  and 
then  a  graduate  of  the  New  York  traininc^  school  for  Deaconesses. 
Going  with  Miss  Woodward  to  Shanghai  is  Deaconess  Pain.  After 
graduating  from  the  high  school  in  Troy,  Pa.,  and  from  Smith 
College  in  1896,  she  was  private  Tutor  of  Latin,  also  of  Greek  and 
drawing,  but  such  work  did  not  satisfy  her  and  after  two  years  at 
home,  she,  too,  entered  the  training  school  for  Deaconesses,  from 
which  she  was  graduated  in  1902,  and  then  for  three  years  served  in  a 
large  city  parish.  Yet  another  of  the  same  type.  Miss  Katherine 
Phelps  of  New  York,  educated  in  private  schools  of  her  home  city 
and  in  Boston  had  to  give  up  a  college  course  on  account  of  ill 
health,  but  a  five  years'  residence  in  Europe  gave  opportunity  for 
travel  and  study.  Though  not  reared  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  she 
decided,  after  much  earnest  thought,  to  become  a  Churchwoman  and 
was  confirmed  in  Florence,  Italy,  in  1900.  Determined  to  get  the 
best  possible  training  for  the  life  of  service,  she  entered  the  Deaconesses 
school  and  took  the  full  course,  and  in  offering  for  Missionary  ser- 
vice decided  for  the  foreign  field,  because,  as  she  said,  the  need  is  so 
great   and   the   workers    so    few.     This   is    the   kind   of   workers   the 
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Church  is  sending.  May  she  not  reasonably  expect  results?  They  • 
all  go  to  China,  and  with  them  three  others.  Miss  Hill,  Miss  Ogdea, 
Miss  Danton.  whose  training  as  nurses  is  equally  as  thorough  and  as 
comprehensive.  I  cannot  end  this  consideration  of  the  personnel  of  the 
workers  without  mention  of  one  other  in  whom  I  feel  a  nearer 
interest.  In  my  research  through  the  Spirit  of  Missions,  I  met  with 
frequent  mention  of  the  name  of  Miss  Ridgely.  who  has  gone  to 
Cape  Mount  Africa,  and  seeing  her  photograph  carries  me  back  a 
good  many  years  to  one  golden  October  day.  spent  at  her  beautiful 
home  "Hampton''  near  Catonsville.  Maryland.  It  is  one  of  die  old 
manor  places  of  Maryland,  the  seat  of  the  Ridgely's  for  many  genera- 
tions. I  remember  well  the  little  girl  leading  me  to  a  bed  of 
daisies  in  a  shaded  comer  of  the  fine  old  terraced  garden.  I  remem- 
ber the  lovely  mother,  the  beautiful  home,  the  rare  old  china  and  sil- 
ver, but  more  than  all  the  gracious  hospitality,  the  fine  courtesy  of  the 
old-time  gentlewoman,  and  then  I  read  that  the  little  girl  so  delicately 
reared  in  that  home,  is  teaching  under  the  trees  the  nadve  children 
in  far-away  Africa.  She  might  have  found  abundant  interest  in 
social  life,  in  club  life.  She  might  have  been  a  Colonial  Dame,  a 
Daughter  of  the  .\merican  Revolution,  but  she  chose  rather  to  be  a 
follower  in  the  train  of  the  Son  of  God.  "Is  it  wortli  while?"  Do  you 
ask  again?  .\nd  I  answer  "Is  it  not  worth  while?"  -\nd  is  it  not  worth 
while  for  us:  is  it  not  indeed  a  great  priWlege  that  we  may  be  per- 
mitted through  our  offering,  through  our  prayers,  through  our  efifoits 
to  keep  up  an  interest  in  Missions,  that  we  may  be  permitted  to  join 
hands  with  such  women?  Does  it  not  give  a  lareer  meamng  to  the 
words.  ".\11  things  come  of  Thee.  O  Lord,  and  of  Thine  own  have 
we  civen  Thee."

During  the  latter  part  of  February,  two  fine  lots  were  pur- 
chased by  Bishop  Hrown  at  Thirty-first  and  Izard  streets,  Braddock's 
Addition,  on  the  recommendation  of  Archdeacon  McGuire,  as  the  site 
of  what  is  to  be  known  as  St,  James's  Mission.     This  is  a  most  ex- 
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cellent  location  as  it  is  about  the  center  of  this  rapidly  growing  sec- 
tion, which  is  inhabited  almost  entirely  by  colored  people,  and  new 
buildings  are  going  up  with  great  celerity,  in  most  cases  the  people 
purchasing  their  own  homes. 

There  is  at  present  one  church  building  (?)  St.  Mark's  (Baptist), 
the  cornerstone  of  which  was  laid  in  1903,  and  practically  that  is  about 
all  that  has  been  done  towards  the  erection  of  the  building  until  the 
last  two  months  when  it  was  walled  and  roofed,  but  is  still  far  from 
completion,  the  people  still  worshipping  in  a  small  room  *portioned 
off  in  one  corner  of  the  building.  In  the  meantime  the  congregation 
has  seen  fit  to  "split,"  and  the  other  part  worships  in  a  large  wall  tent 
two  blocks  away.  There  are  no  Sunday  or  Day  Schools  nearer  than 
from  one  to  two  miles  distant,  which  is  too  far  for  the  younger  ones 
to  travel.    This  is  about  the  condition  which  confronts  us. 

For  the  past  two  months,  I  have,  with  the  assistance  of  Arch- 
deacon McGuire  and  members  and  friends  of  St.  Philip's,  been  holding 
outdoor  meetings  on  the  lots  when  weather  permitted,  no  offerings 
being  taken.  The  people  have  shown,  not  only  by  their  talks  and 
promises  when  visited,  but  by  their  attendance  at  these  meetings  that 
they  are  willing  and  ready  to  attend  and  aid  a  well  organized  church, 
one  free  from  confusion,  strife,  etc.  The  work  has  been  thoroughly 
advertised,  both  by  visits  and  meetings,  and  I  believe  the  field  is  ripe. 
The  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  building  will,  it  is  thought,  be 
awarded  this  week,  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  will  be  able  to  hold  the 
opening  services  early  in  June  before  the  Bishop's  departure  on  his 
summer  vacation.  It  is  my  intention  to  immediately  start  a  Sunday 
School  and  a  Parochial  School  (primary)  for  the  younger  ones,  as 
soon  as  the  building  is  available,  and  during  the  ensuing  year  I  hope, 
"Deo  volentc,"  to  make  St.  James's  Mission  "the  one  thing  needful."

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JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST  DAY. 


The  Thirty-Fifth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Ar- 
kansas convened  on  Wednesday,  May  15th,  1907,  at  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock.  The  Session  was  opened  at  10  A.  M. 
by  fthe  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  being 
the  celebrant,  assisted  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev. 
G.  Gordon  Smeade,  and  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D. 

In  place  of  the  sermon,  the  Bishop  read  a  part  of  his  An- 
nual Address. 

Immediately  after  the  Service  the  Council  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  and  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council 
was  called,  and  a  quorum  answered  to  the  names. 

(See  Clergy  List   Page  6.) 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of 
Lay  Delegates,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Thompson,  the 
Rev.  W.  D.  Buckner,  and  Major  P.  K.  Roots.  This  Com- 
mittee reported  that  the  majority  of  the  delegates,  according 
to  the  credentials  submitted  by  them,  were  entitled  to  seats 
in  this  Council. 

(See  List  Page  12.) 

A  Constitutional  quorum  being  present,  upon  motion  duly 
made  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Windiate,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Fitz- 
hugh,  together  wrth  an  amendment  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ingham, 
and  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buckner,  the  roll  call  of  Lay 
Delegates  was  dispensed  with  at  this  time,  to  be  made  im- 
mediately after  the  reassembling  of  the  Council,  in  the  after- 
noon at  half  past  2  o'clock. 

Election  of  the  Secretary  being  in  order,  the  present  in- 
cumbent, Mr.  John  M.  Daggett,  nominated  as  his  successor 
the  Rev.  John  H.  Judaschke,  which  nomination  was  duly 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  B.  Norton.     A  vote  was 
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taken  and  Dr.  Judaschke  was  unanimously  elected.  After 
remarks  by  the  Bishop  commenting  favorably  upon  the  faith- 
ful service  of  Mr.  Daggett  as  Secretary  for  eleven  years,  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  the  retiring  Secretary. 
Upon  motion  by  the  Rev.  G.  G.  Smeade,  and  seconded  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Norton,  the  fjishop  appointed  a  special  Committee 
of  three  to  draft  appropriate  resolutions  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Daggett,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  the  Rev. 
W.  D.  Buckner,  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  the  Bishop  that  the  present  order 
of  business,  as  contained  in  our  rules  of  order,  could  not 
be  followed  out.  and  he  submitted  a  draft  of  a  new  set  of 
rules,  asking  for  the  pleasure  of  the  Council  in  this  mat- 
ter. Upon  motion  by  Dean  McPherson,  which  was  duly 
seconded  and  carried,  the  old  rules  of  order  were  suspended, 
and  the  revised  rules  were  ordered  to  be  used  at  this  Council 
Session. 

The  Rev.  George  Gordon  Smeade  moved  that  the  Bishop's 
Address  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  Diocese  as  speedily  as 
possible,  and  distributed  broadcast  in  Arkansas  as  well  as 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Norton  heart- 
ily seconded  the  motion.  The  Bishop  asked  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Smeade  to  take  the  chair,  and  the  resolution  as  offered  bv  him 
was  unanimausly  adopted. 

Upon  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Norton,  and  seconded  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Buckner,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 
Resolved,  That  the  Sessions  of  this  Council  be  held  from  9  A.  M. 
to  12  M.,  and  from  2:30  P.  M.  to  5  P.  M.

The  hour  for  recess  having  arrived,  the  Bishop  closed  the 
morning  session  with  Noon-day  Prayers  for  Missions. 


AFTERNOON    SESSION. 


The  Council  re-assembled  at  2 145  P.  M.,  with  the  Bishop 
in  the  chair. 

After  the  reading  of  the  lesser  Litany  by  the  Bishop,  the 
Secretary  called  the  roll  of  lay  delegates,  and  the  following 
answered  to  their  names: 

J.  Conway  Fitzhugh,  John  W.  Ferrill,  Jas.  P.  Adams,  of 
Batesville;  C.  H.  Stone,  Joseph  A.  Reeves  and  O.  C.  Reeves, 
of  Camden;  Arthur  M.  Harding,  of  Fayetteville;  G.  W. 
Christian,  of  Forrest  City;  Gustave  Jones,  and  Dr.  H.  O. 
Walker,  of  Newport ;  Dr.  W.  T.  Gate,  of  Fort  Smith ;  S.  S. 
'  Faulkner,  of  Helena ;  Captain  J.  P.  ^lellard  and  Morris  Tom- 
bler,  of  Hot  Springs ;  P.  K.  Roots,  C.  H.  Yost,  and  Dr.  VV.  N. 
Stewart  (Trinity  Cathedral),  Little  Rock;  and  J.  E.  Steven- 
son, F.  N.  Burke  and  J.  M.  Daggett,  of  Marianna. 

The  Council  confirmed  the  Secretary's  appointments  of 
Mr.  J.  Kuehnle  as  Assistant  Secretary  and  Messrs.  J.  H. 
Boosey  and  C.  C.  Burke  as  pages. 
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The  Bishop  then  read  the  remaining-  part  of  his  Address. 

Upon  motion  made  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Norton,  and  duly 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson,  the  Bishop  was  re- 
quested to  appoint  such  special  Committees  as  should  be 
required  to  report  to  the  Council  on  the  Bishop's  recommenda- 
tions contained  in  his  address.  The  Committees  appointed 
were  as  follows: 

1.  Committee  to  present  to  the  General  Convention  the  Memorial 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  on  the  reply  that  should  be  made  to 
the  appeal  of  Afro-American  Churchmen  for  Bishops  and  Missionary 
jurisdictions  of  their  own — Deputies  to  the  General   Convention. 

2.  Committee  on  the  preparation  of  a  Memorial  to  the  General 
Convention  on  the  subject  of  Ritual  Uniformity — 'Deputies  to  the 
General   Convention. 

3.  Committee  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  Council  respecting 
the  wisdom  of  allowing  the  title  of  the  Church  property  in  this 
Diocese  to  run  to  the  Bishop  and  his  successors,  and  also  to  secure 
relief  of  our  Episcopal  Residence,  Rectory,  and  School  Properties 
from  taxation — John  T.  Hicks,  Gustave  Jones,  W.  T.  Cate,  the  Rev. 
T.  D.   Windiate. 

4.  Committee  on  the  change  of  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Council  from  the  second  Wednesday  in  May  to  the  second  Wednesday 

in   June— The   Very   Rev.    W.    B.    McPherson,   The    Rev.    George   B. 
Norton,  Dr.   H.   O.  Walker,  John  Gatling,  Horatio  Riley. 

5.  Committee  to  promote  interest  in  and  secure  collections  for 
the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission — F.  N.  Burke. 

6.  Committee  to  secure  collections  from  our  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions, for  a  fund  to  be  known  as  "The  Washington  Rebuilding  Fund" 
— The  Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham,  Joseph  A.  Reeves,  Captain  West,  Judge 
Gibson. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Major  P.  K.  Roots,  sub- 
mitted his  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee. 

(See  Appendix  VHI.) 

Among  the  delinquent  Parishes  appeared  St.  Luke's, 
Hot  Springs,  as  having  paid  nothing,  and  Trinity  Paris-h,  Van 
Buren,  and  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Fayetteville,  as  having  paid  only 
part  of  their  assessments.  Hot  Springs  and  Fayetteville  were 
both  represented  by  lay  delegates.  The  Hot  Springs  delegates 
stated  that  their  Rector  was  expected  to  arrive  with  the  full 
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amount  of  the  assessment  at  any  time,  and  they  were  permitted 
to  retain  their  5eats  on  the  floor. 

Motion  was  duly  made  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buckner,  and 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson,  to  donate  the  balance 
of  $50  Diocesan  Assessment  to  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Fayette- 
ville;  however,  this  motion  was  withdrawn  after  a  successful 
plea  made  by  Judge  Jones,  asking  for  personal  subscriptions 
to  pay  said  balance. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood  offered  the  following  resolution : 
Resolved,  That  the  Trustee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate  Fund 
be  requ-ested  to  read  his  annual  report  on  the  night  when  the  Council 
sits  as  a  Board  of  Missions. 

After  having  been  duly  seconded  by  the  Rev.  G.  G. 
Smeade,  it  was  adopted  unanimously. 

The  report  of  the  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South 
was  read  by  the  Secretary  in  the  absence  of  the  Clerical  Trus- 
tee, Rev.  C.  B.  K.  Weed,  who  has  removed  his  canonical 
residence  to  Tennessee. 

(See  Appendix  XII.) 

The  Council  ordered  said  report  to  be  placed  on  record. 

The  rqx)rt  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  past  year 
was  submitted  and  read  bv  its  President,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lock- 
wood,  and  received  by  the  Council. 

Report  of  Standing  Committee. 

May  10,  1906 — The  Standing  Committee  elected  by  the  Thirty- 
Fourth  Annual  Council  met  in  St.  Paul's  Church  Newport,  and 
organized  by  electing  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D.,  President,  and 
P.  K.  Roots,   Secretary. 

August  I,  1906 — The  Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Consent  was 
given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Beverly  Dandrisge  Tucker,  D. 
D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Charles 
Scadding  to  be  Bishop  of  Oregon. 

Edward  Cornelius  Knox  (colored)  and  Walter  Thomas  Matthew 
Cleghorn  (colored)  were  respectively  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Consent  was  given  the  Bishop  and  St.  Margaret's  Church  to 
mortgage  lots  five  and  six,  block  eighteen,  Braddock's  BoulevaTd 
Addition,  for  Twelve  Hundred  Dollars.     The  Bond  for  S.  S.  Faulk- 
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ner,  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate  Fund,  was  unanimously 
approved,  and  ordered  filed  with  the  Registrar. 

November  22,  1906 — Francis  Nesbitt  Cullen  and  Elmer  A.  Rounds 
were  respectively  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the 
Diaconate.  The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  authorized 
and  requested  to  procure  blanks  u^n  which  to  certify  to  the  Bishop, 
recommendations   of   Candidates    for    Holy   Orders. 

May  14,  1907 — The  Standing  Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  The 
Committee  recomn>ended  William  E.  Williamson  to  the  Bishop  for 
ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

Permission  was  given  to  the  petitioners  in  the  Mission  of  Mena 
to  organize  a  Parish. 

At  4:30  P.  M.,  Upon  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood, 
and  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buckner,  the  Council  took  a 
recess  until  8  P.  M.,  at  which  time  it  is  to  sit  as  Board  of 
Missions. 


EVENING   SESSION. 


A  Missionary  service  was  held  at  8  P.  M.,  the  Bishop, 
Clergy,  and  Choir  entering,  singing  hymn  No.  253  as  a 
processional.  After  saying  the  Creed  and  prayer  by  the  Rev. 
C.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D.,  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Ven.  W.  K.  Lloyd,  D.  D.,  read  his  report  of  the  work  done 
by  him  in  the  Mission  field  of  Arkansas  during  the  past  year. 

(See   Appendix    II.) 
Hymn  No.  263  was  sung,  after  which  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner, 
the  Trustee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate  Fund,  presented  his 
report.    The  Rev.  Thomas  D.  Windiate  made  an  address  on 
behalf  of  the  University  of  the  South  at  Sewanee,  Tennessee. 

The  Dean  of  the  Arkansas  Theological  School,  the  Very 
Rev.  W.  B.  McPherson,  read  his  report. 

(See  Appendix  IV.) 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Sykes  then  spoke  in  the  interest  of  the 
Missionary  Thank  Offering.     (M.  T.  O.) 

After  the  singing  of  two  verses  of  hymn  143  and  Col- 
lects and  Benediction  by  the  Bishop,  the  Clergy  retired,  sing- 
ing No.  516  as  a  recessional. 
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The  Council  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  9:30 
o'clock. 


SECOND    DAY — THURSDAY^    MAY    l6,    Q    A.    M. 


Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the 
Yen.  W.  K.  Lloyd,  D.  D.,  Archdeacon  of  Arkansas.  The 
lessons  were  read  by  Mr.  C.  C.  Burke,  the  Catechist  at  Ft. 
Smith. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Council  to  order  at  9:30  A.  M. 
The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  proceedings,  as  read  by 
the  Secretar}',  were  approved  by  the  Council,  after  making 
several  minor  corrections. 

Upon  motion  by  th-e  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood,  and  seconded 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bujkner,  the  report  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner, 
Trustee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate  Fund,  as  read  by  him 
at  the  Wednesday  evening  session,  was  referred  to  the  Finance 
and  Auditing  Committee. 

(See  Appendix  X.) 

The  Bishop  presented  to  the  Council  the  following  three 
questions : 

1.  When  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  has  been 
adopted,  is  it  to  be  regarded  as  an  assessment  upon  our 
Parishes  and  Missions? 

2.  Does  the  payment  of  the  amount  expected  upon  the 
basis  of  the  report  for  Missions  constitute  a  requisite  of  repre- 
sentation in  the  Council? 

3.  Does  our  Canon  upon  the  subject  give  the  Convoca- 
tions a  right  to  the  floor  of  this  Council  for  representatives  to 
make  reports  and  requests? 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood  moved  that  these  questions  be 
referred  to  the  Chancellor,  so  that  he  could  express  an  opin- 
ion ;  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Windiate,  and  carried. 

Tlic  Council  was  asked  by  the  Bishop  to  release  him 
from  the  re-payment  of  a  loan  of  $1,000  made  from  the  Per- 
manent Episcopate  Fund,  and  also  from  the  balance  due  on 
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rent  of  the  Episcopal  residence,  amounting  to  $300,  stating 
that  the  Episcopal  residence  property  had  been  improved  by 
him  to  the  extent  of  $1,825.  After  remarks  by  the  Rev.  C. 
H.  Kues  and  the  Rev.  T.  D.  Windiate,  Mr.  Faulkner  offered 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Buckner : 

Resolved,  That  the  amount  of  $1,825  be  appropriated  from  the 
Permanent  Episcopate  Fund  to  pay  the  amount  expended  by  the 
Bishop  on  the  improvement  of  the  Episcopal  residence. 

The  following  Clergymen  and  Laymen  were  nominated 
for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee:  The  Rev.  C.  H. 
Lockwood,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  G.  G.  Smeade,  the  Rev.  W.  D. 
Buckner,  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Treschow,  Messrs.  P.  K.  Roots, 
Joseph  A.  Reeves,  and  John  M.  Daggett. 

Th  Bishop  appointed  as  tellers  tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Windiate 
and  Messrs.  Harding  and  Christian. 

While  the  tellers  retired,  the  Bishop  introduced  Mr.  C.  H. 
Stone,  of  Camden,  to  the  Council.  Mr.  Stone  made  a  few 
remarks  about  the  first  Council  of  the  Diocese,  held  in  1871, 
to  which  he  also  had  been  a  lay  delegate. 

The  tellers  returned  and  announced  the  following  votes 
cast. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D.,  26;  the  Rev.  G.  G. 
Smeade,  26;  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Buckner,  25;  the  Rev.  A.  M.

The  chair  declared  the  following  elected  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Lockwood,  Smeade, 
Buckner,  and  Messrs.  Roots  and  Daggett. 

The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  being 
in  order,  the  following  Clergymen  were  nominated: 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Lockwood,  Windiate,  Smeade,  Buck- 
ner, Norton,  Kues,  Lloyd,  Treschow.  Archdeacon  Lloyd  with- 
drew his  name. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  tellers  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sykes,  and 
Messrs.  Burke  and  Stevenson. 

While  the  tellers  retired,  the  following  nominations  were 
made  for  lay  deputies: 
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Messrs.  P.  K.  Roots,  John  T.  Hicks,  Gustave  Jones,  J. 
H.  Rodgers,  (Ft.  Smith),  Joseph  A.  Reeves,  John  M.  Daggett,

Wait,  Wm.  Rogers  (Nashville).  Messrs.  Faulkner  and  Burke 
asked  permission  to  withdraw  their  names.

The  first  four  mentioned  were  declared  duly  elected,  by 
the  chair. 

The  Council  proceeded  with  the  election  of  lay  deputies, 
and  the  Bishop  appointed  as  tellers  Archdeacon  Lloyd  and 
Messrs.  Burke  and  Ferrill. 

During  the  retirement  of  the  tellers,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lock- 
wood  called  attention  to  Canon  20,  dealing  with  special  of- 
fering, and  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Canon  20  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  be  printed 
in  laTge  type  on  the  outside  cover  of  the  Journal,  for  the  purpose  of 
calling  the  attention  of  Clergy,  Parishes,  and  Mission  Stations  to 
the  special  offerings  provided  for  by  the  Canon  law  of  the  Church. 

This  resolution,  being  duly  seconded  by  the  Rev.  H.  M. 
Ingham,  was  unanimously  carried. 

The  tellers  returned  and  announced  the  votes  cast  for 
Lay  Deputies  to  the  General   Convention: 

John  T.  Hicks,  20;  Gustave  Jones,  19;  J.  H.  Rodgers 
(Fort  Smith),  18;  Robert  E.  Wait,  17;  P.  K.  Roots,  16;

Cracken, 3;  and  Wm.  Rogers  (Nashville),  i. 

The  first  four  mentioned  were  declared  duly  elected  as 
lay  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  by  the  chair. 

The  Council  proceeded  with  the  election  of  Alternate 
Clerical  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention.  The  following 
Clergymen  were  nominated : 
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The  Verv  Rev.  W.  M.  McPherson,  the  Rev.  Thos.  D. 
Windiate,  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Treschow,  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Kties, 
the  Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Thompson. 

The  same  gentlemen  acted  as  tellers.  While  they  retired, 
the  following  names  for  alternate  lay  deputies  to  the  General 
Convention  were  submitted:

The  tellers  returned,  and  announcement  was  made  of  the 
following  votes  cast  for  alternate  Clerical  deputies  to  the 
General  Convention: 

The  Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham,  27 ;  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Thompson, 
22;  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Treschow,  17;  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Kues,  15; 
the  Rev.  W.  B.  McPherson,  13;  the  Rev.  T.  D.  Windiate,  6; 
the  Very  Rev.  J.  P.  Robottom,  2;  the  Yen.  W.  K.  Lloyd j. 

The  first  four  mentioned,  having  received  the  majority 
of  votes,  >vere  declared  duly  elected. 

Upon  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Norton,  and  duly  seconded 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  for  the  four  gentlemen  nominated  for  alternate 
lay  deputies.  Carried.  After  remarks  by  Chancellor  John  T. 
Hicks,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Norton,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lock- 
wood,  asked  for  a  reconsideration  of  his  original  motion. 
Thereupon  the  Council  proceeded  with  the  election  in  regular 
form  by  ballot. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  tellers  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Sykes, 
and  Messrs.  Harding  and  Christian.  The  result  of  the  vote 
as  reported  by  them  was:  P.  K.  Roots,  20;  John  M.  Dag- 
gett, 20;  John  Catling,  20;  S.  S.  Faulkner,  20;  Joseph  A. 
Reeves,  4;  J.  E.  Stevenson,  2;  F.  N.  Burke,  i.  Messrs.  Roots, 
Daggett,  Catling,  and  Faulkner  were  declared  duly  elected,  but 
inasmuch  as  all  four  of  these  gentlemen  had  received  the  same 
number  of  votes,  the  question  of  precedent  arose.  The  Chan- 
cellor advised  the  chair  that  according  to  his  interpretaition 
of  the  Canons  this  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop. 

At  this  time  the  Chancellor  presented  his  answers  to  the 
Bishop's  question  presented  earlier  in  the  day,  stating  that 
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according  to  our  Canons  a  negative  answer  had  to  be  given 
to  each  of  the  questions  submitted.

After  noon-day  prayers  for  Missions,  said  by  the  Bishop, 
the  Council  took  a  recess  until  2 130  oclock. 


AFTKRNOON     SESSION. 


The  Council  reassembled  at  2:45  P-  ^^y  with  the  Rev. 
G.  G.  Smeade  in  the  chair,  the  Bishop  being  present  at  the 
opening  service  of  the  Woman^s  Auxiliary. 

It  was  duly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  rules  of  order 
be  suspended. 

Upon  motion  by  Dean  McPherson,  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  duly  seconded  by  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Buckner, 
was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council   of  the   Diocese 
of  Arkansas  be  held  in   St.  John's   Parish,   Fort  Smith. 

The  Registrar  read  his  report,  which  was  received  and 
ordered  filed. 

(See   Appendix   IX.) 

The  Bishop  returned  and  took  the  chair. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the  M.  T.  O.,  Mr.  F.  N. 
Burke  presented  an  informal  report  showing  that,  so  far, 
$57.25  had  been  received  by  him.  The  chair  instructed  the 
Secretary  to  read  the  list  of  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the 
Diocese,  asked  for  individual  pledges  from  Rectors  and  dele- 
gates present.  About  $500  was  pledged.  After  extended  dis- 
cussion. Dr.  Cate  moved  to  accept  Mr.  Burke's  report  and  to 
continue  the  Committee.    Carried. 

Upon  motion  by  Mr.  Yost,  and  seconded  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Ingham,  it  was  resolved  that  a  Committee  of  three  be 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  suitable  resolutions 
calling  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  collection  of  the 
Missionary  Thank  Offering. 
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The  Bishop  appoin'ted  as  such  Committee,  Messrs.  Burke, 
Gate,  and  Yost. 

The  Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  duly  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood : 

Whereas,  There  is  need  of  more  money  for  carrying  on  the 
work  of  the  Master  and  His  Church,  and 

Whereas,  The  money  is  by  His  gift  now  in  the  hands  of  and 
within   the   reach   of  the    Communicants   of   His   Church,   and 

Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  need  of  systematic,  regular,  propor- 
tionate giving,  also  need  that  our  people  be  instructed  in  regular, 
systematic,   and  proportionate  giving, 

Therefore,  Resolved  that  a  Committee  on  Proportionate  Giving  be 
appointed  by  this  Council,  to  urge  upon  the  Church,  in  all  fitting 
ways,  a  regular,  systematic,  and  proportionate  setting  aside  of  a 
fair  portion  of  the  several  incomes  of  our  people  for  the  work  of 
the   Master. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  Committee,  the  Rev,  H. 
M.  Ingham,  Archdeacon  Lloyd,  Dean  McPherson,  F.  N. 
Burke,  and  S.  S.  Faulkner.

The  hour  of  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  time  was 
extended  by  one  hour. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  on  the  tenure  of  Church 
Property  submitted  the  following  report  by  its  Chairman, 
Chancellor  Hicks: 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  the 
tenure  of  parochial  property,  have  to  suggest  that  the  provisions  of 
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Article   X   of  the   Constitution   are   sufficient   for   all   purposes   in   the 
premises,  and  that  no  action  of  this  Council  could  modify  them. 

As  to  the  matter  of  exemption  of  Diocesan,  and  other  Church 
property  from  taxation  for  State  and  Municipal  purposes,  we  suggest 
that  no  relief  can  be  had  except  from  legislative  enactment. 

Which   was   accepted   by   the   Cotincil. 

Archdeacon  McGuire,  of  the  Convocation  of  Arkansas, 
sent  his  report  for  the  past  year,  which  was  duly  received  by 
the  Council  and  ordered  filed. 

(See  Appendix  III.) 

Mr.  John  M.  Daggett  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  New  Parishes: 

To  the  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 

Your  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions 
respectfully  report : 

That  the  applications  of  the  following  Missions  are  in  due 
form,  and  recommend  that  they  severally  be  admitted  to  membership 
in  the  Council  as  organized  Missions:  St.  John's,  Harrison;  St.  Cy- 
prian's, Clarendon;  St.  Margaret's,  Little  Rock;  St.  Peter's,  Toll- 
ville;    St.   Michael's,   De   Vall's  Bluff;    St.   Mark's,    Pulaski    Heights. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted,  and  the  Mis- 
sions above  mentioned  were  admitted  as  organized  Missions 
in  union  with  the  Council. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Change  of  Date  of  the  Meet- 
ing of  the  Council  submitted  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bis-hop  to  consider  his  recom- 
mendation that  the  date  of  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Council  be 
changed  from  the  second  Wednesday  in  May  to  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  June  has  considered  the  matter,  and  find  on  examination  that 
the  date  of  the  Council  meeting  is  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Diocese,  and  this  Committee  has  no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter, 
and  the  question  should  properly  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitutions   and   Canons.

On  motion  made  bv  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ruckner.  dulv  seconded 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Windiate,  the  Council  decided  to  sit  as  Board 
of  Missions. 

Archdeacon  Lloyd  presented  an  informal  report  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Board  of  Manap^ers.  which  was  received, 
after  which  the  Board  resolved  itself  again  into  Council. 

Upon  motion  by  Mr.  John  T.  Hicks,  seconded  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Windiate,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
ballot  of  the  Council  for  tlie  old  Board  of  Managers,  sub- 
stituting the  name  of  Joseph  A.  Reeves  for  Nicholas  B.  Tru- 
lock.  This  was  done,  and  the  following  were  declared  duly 
and  constitutionally  elected:

Mr.  Burke,  on  behalf  of  the  special  Committee  on  the 
M.  T.  O.,  presented  the  following  resolutions: 

Realizing  the  great  importance  of  the  Men's  Missionary  Thank 
Offering  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and  the  attention  which  has 
been  so  far  given  it  in  this  Diocese  being  so  disproportionate  to  the 
interest  which  it  has  in  the  matter,  the  Diocesan  Council,  assembled 
in  Christ  Church.  Little  Rock,  send  out  this  appeal  to  Clergj-  and 
Laity  alike,  feeling  hopeful  that,  upon  a  proper  presentation  of  facts 
to  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  people,  liberal  response  may  be  made, 
which  has  been  so  characteristic  upon  former  occasions  of  extreme 
necessity. 

First,  we  desire  to  urge  upon  all  that  the  time  for  work  is  short, 
and    such    being    the    case,    that    an    immediate    campaign    should    be 
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prosecuted  in  the  various  Parishes  and  Mission  stations  under  the 
direction  and  leadership  of  Rector,  Wardens,  and  local  collector 
heretofore  appointed,  and  we  hereby  embody  the  request  this  day 
made  that  the  offering  taken  on  the  third  Sunday  after  Trinity 
be  set  aside  for  the  parochial  M.  T.  O.  Fund. 

We  also  urge  upon  our  people  the  important  fact  not  to  be 
overlooked  that  Arkansas  is  a  Missionary  Diocese,  and  will  un- 
doubtedly receive  much  more  than  the  amount  it  shall  contribute, 
thuLs  making  it  a  paramount  obligation  that  we  should  not  simply 
expect  to  receive   without  having  freely  given  before  time. 

The  report  this  day  made  shows  less  than  $100  so  far  in  the 
District  Secretary's  hands,  and  if  a  good  showing  is  to  be  made,  no  time 
must  be  lost. 

W^e  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  any  amount  which 
may  be  given  can  be  applied  to  whatsoever  Missionary  purpose  the 
donor  desires — exclusive  of  work  in  his  own  Parish — thus  affording 
a  wide  range  of  opportunity  of  aiding  the  particular  Missionary  ef- 
fort most  appealing  to  such  person. 

Each  Rector  is  hereby  requested  to  prepare  and  deliver  a  special 
M.  T.  O.  Sermon  on  the  third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  and  by  all 
other  means  seek  to  arouse  the  present  dormant  enthusiasm  of  the 
men  of  his  Parish  or  charge.  Where  it  is  impracticable  through  sick- 
ness or  absence  to  deliver  tlie  sermon  on  that  day,  then  the  next 
Sunday  following,  when  no  special  offering  is  canonically  called  for, 
shall  be  selected  by  him. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  That  this  Council  heartily  endorse  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  R  N.  Burke,  District  Secretary,  in  his  efforts  toward 
arousing  interest  in  this  important  movement,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that 
the  time  has  arrived  for  an  earnest,  painstaking  effort  upon  the  part 
of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  .in  raising  this  fund,  and  seeing  that  the 
money  so  raised  is  remitted  to  the  District  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  N. 
Burke,    of    Ma'^ianna,    Arkansas. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  each  Parish  and  Mission, 
in  order  that  the  same  shall  be  read  at  a  regular  Sunday  at  least 
once  before  the  third   Sunday  after  Trinity.

Resolved,  That  Section  i  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Section,  i.  The  Council  shall  elect  annually,  by  the  concurrent 
ballot  of  both  Orders,  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three 
Presbyters  and  two  Laymen." 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  certified  to  the  several  Parishes 
and  Missions  in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  and 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  deferred  until  the  next  Annual 
Council.. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

After  informal  remarks  by  the  Bishop,  the  Council  ad- 
journed until  9:30  A.  M.  to-morrow. 


THIRD    DAY. 


The  Council  reassembled  at  10  A.  M.,  with  the  Bishop  in 
the  chair.  The  hour  from  9  to  10  was  given  over  to  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  at  which  time  the  Holy  Communion  was 
celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  Archdeacon  Dr.  Lloyd 
and  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham.  A  short  address  was  made  by 
the  last  named  Clergyman. 

The  Council  having  been  called  to  order,  the  Secretary- 
read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day,  which  were  approved 
as  corrected. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Annual  CouiKil  held  in 
Newport  to  consider  the  Canonical  Standing  of  the  Sunday  School  begs 
leave  to  report: 

That  it  agrees  with  the  Committee  on  Constitutions  and  Canons. 
That  the  rubrics  .in  the  Prayer  Book  provide  for  the  thorough  and 
complete  teaching  of  the  young,  and  make  isuch  work  an  important 
part  of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the 
Diocese,  as  well  as  the  Church  at  large;  not  something  separate 
and  distinct  from  the  life  of  the  Church,  but  a  part  of  it,  and  a  very 
important  part  of  it,  and  quite  in  accord  with  our  Lord's  teaching  in 
St.  John's  Gospel,  "Feed  my  lambs"  as  well   as  "Feed  my  Sheep."

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee 
of  Missions,  asked  for  instructions  regardinp^  the  du'ties  of 
said  Committee.  Inasmuch  as  the  ground  for  Missions  had 
been  fullv  covered  bv  other  Committees,  it  was  moved  bv 
the  Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham,  and  seconded  by  the  Rev.  W.  D. 
Buckner,  to  drop  this  Committee,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  John  Catling,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  and  Audit- 
ing Committee,  presented  the  following  report : 

To   the  Bishop   and   Thirty-Fifth   Annua!   Council   of   the   Diocese   of 
Arkansas: 

We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Trustee  of  the  Epis- 
copate Fund,  report  that  we  have  examined  and  checked  up  both 
accounts,  and  find  them  correct.  The  Trustee  exhibited  to  us  his 
securities  for  the  loans  made  by  him.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ingham  submitted  the  following  report  from 
the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools: 

Your  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows : 

In  the  judgnicuit  of  your  Committee  the  number  of  pupils  in 
our  Schools  is  far  less  than  it  should  be.  The  statistics  of  the  Arkan- 
sas State  Sunday  School  Association  show  that  for  every  10  scholars  in 
the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  State,  t^icre  are  15  now  outside  the  Schools 
who  should  be  gathered  in.  Here  is  a  field  which  i-s  open  to  us  all 
to  reap,  and  the  Church  should  do  its  share  of  the  reaping. 

We  need  teachers  with  a  more  full  preparation  for  their  sacred 
work,  so  we  recommend  that,  as  far  a^  possible,  normal  study  should  be 
in  some  way  taken  up.  Wc  count  the  weekly  teachers'  meeting  as 
most  desirable.  A  part  of  each  weekly  session  could  admirably  be 
used  for  Normal  study. 

We  recommend  that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  Conventions  and 
Institutes  of  the  Arkansas  Sunday  School  A.«vsociation  be  attended  by 
our  Rectors  and  teachers,  as  they  oflFer  more  admirable  opportunities 
for  the  study  of  Sunday  School  methods  than  are  offered  in  any  other 
way. 
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This  is  an  era  of  Adult  Bible  study  in  Sunday  Schools.  More 
definitely  now  than  in  the  last  twenty  years  is  the  movement  promi- 
nent for  large  Bible  classes  for  young  men  and  young  women.  This 
is  one  of  the  marked  signs  of  the  times — emphasizing  Bible  study  by 
the  older  members  of  our  Parishes.  We  can  not  afiFord  to  be  left 
out   of   this   growing   and   now   very   general    movement. 

We  feel  that  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  desire  of  the  Diocese 
for  the  development  of  a  native  ministry  may  find  its  partial  fulfill- 
ment in  a  more  vigorous  administration  of  our  Sunday  School  affairs.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education  be- 
ing called  for,  the  ]5ishop,  as  Chairman,  made  some  informal 
remarks  about  the  work  of  Dean  McPherson  of  the  Theolog- 
ical School,  and  the  Rev.  T.  D.  Windiate  reported  about  the 
Helen  Dunlap  Memorial  Industrial  School  at  Winslow. 

The  Rev.  A.  •M.  Treschow,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  desired  further  time  to  make  his 
report,  which  was  jjranted. 

(See    Appendix    V.) 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Smeade  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  duly  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  McPherson  and 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  make  a  tabulated 
form  of  the  several  Parochial  reports  to  be  handed  by  him  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson,- seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lock- 
wood,  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  its  thanks 
are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Rector,  Vestry,  and  people 
of  Christ  Church,  and  all  others  concerned,  for  the  hospitality  and 
kindness  extended  in  the  entertainment  of  said   Council. 

Also  to  Mrs.  Logan  PI.  Roots  and  the  Woman'^  Auxiliary  for 
the  beautiful  reception  to  its  members. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Buckner  introduced  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted : 
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Resolved,   That   the   Treasurer   pay  the   sexton   of   Christ   Church 
the  sum  of  $5  for  his  services  at  the  present  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Jolin  M.  Daggett,  and  seconded  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  IxKkvvood,  the  S<:cretary  was  allowed  a  hono- 
rarium of  $150. 

The  Rev.  G.  G.  Smeade  moved  that  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  pay  the  IJisliop  on  account  of  his  traveling  expenses 
the  sum  of  S3C0  per  annum.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Judge  John  T.   I  licks  and  unanimously  carried. 

Tpon  motion  of  Mr.  F.  N.  Hurkc,  seconded  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Windiatc,  the  rules  of  order  were  susj)endcd. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  P>uckner  placed  in  nomination  for  re-elec- 
tion the  present  Registrar,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Judaschke,  and  the 
Council  instrticted  the  Rev.  Mr.  lUickner  to  cast  the  ballot 
for  Dr.  Judaschke,  which  was  done,  and  he  was  declared  duly 
elected  Registrar. 

Mr.  V.  X.  Hurke,  seconded  ])y  the  Rev.  Afr.  Buckner, 
put  in  nomination  for  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Major 
P.  K  Roots.  He  being  the  only  nominee,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for  him,  which 
was  done,  and  he  was  declared  dulv  and  constitutionallv 
elected. 

Mr.  V.  X.  lUtrkc,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  lUickner, 
placed  in  nomination  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  as  Trustee  of  the 
Permanent  Episcopate  Fund.  The  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for  him,  which  was  done, 
and  he  was  duly  elected  Trustee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate 
Fund. 

Nominations  for  Clerical  Trustee  of  the  University  of 
the  South  being  called  for,  the  Rev.  Mr.  VVindiate  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood  were  nominated,  but  the  latter  asked  per- 
mission to  withdraw  his  name. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  Council  in- 
structed the  Secretarv  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Windiate,  which  was  done,  and  he  was  declared  constitution- 
allv elected  Clerical  Trustee  of  the  Universitv  of  the  South. 

Dr.  Walter  I>hice  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  were  nomi- 
nated for  Lav  Trustee  of  the  Universitv  of  the  South,  to  fill 
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the  vacancy  created  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  Dr. 
Bruce.  The  Bishop  appointed  as  tellers,  Captain  Mellard  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Windiate,  who  announced  the  following  vote 
cast :  S.  S.  Faulkner,  0 :  Walter  B.  Bruce,  M.  D.,  4 ;  Rev.  T. 
D.  Windiate,  i.  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  was  duly  declared  elec- 
ted. 

I  j)on  motion  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buckner,  and  seconded  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Norton,  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Kues  was  nominated 
for  Trustee  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  There  be- 
ing no  other  nomination,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast 
tlic  ballot  of  the  Council  for  him,  which  was  done,  and  he 
was  declared  dulv  elected. 

On  motion  of  Chancellor  John  T.  Hicks,  and  seconded  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  P>uckner,  the  Registrar  was  allowed  the  sum  of 
$100  for  his  services. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood  submitted  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  Coun- 
cil for  the  services  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Daggett,  for  eleven  years  Secretary, 
begs  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

Eleven  years  is  a  long  time  to  serve  in  the  office  of  Secretary, 
and  when  it  is  faithful  service,  it  means  much  to  the  man  who  ren- 
ders .it,  but  much   more   to  the  Counci!   receiving  it. 

Resolved.  That  the  Council  place  on  record  its  grateful  apprecia- 
tion of  all  that  Mr.  Daggett  has  done  of  faithful,  loyal  service  for 
the  Council,  and  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkan- 
sas, all  the  years  of  his  filling  the  office  of  Secretary. 

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Rev.  IT.  M.  Ingham,  and  seconded 
bv  Archdeacon  Llovd,  the  followinii:  Parishes  were  reduced 
in  grade  to  organized  Missions: 

St.  Agnes,'  Morrilton ;  St.  Andrew's,  ^Tamnioth  Spring: 
Redeemer,  Nashville. 

The  Rev.  G.  G.  Smeade  read  the  report  of  Mr.  H.  C. 
Rather,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  which 
was  received  and  adopted. 

(See  Appendix  XT.) 
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Upon  motion  of  Chancellor  John  T.  Hicks,  seconded  by 
the  Rev.  G.  G.  Snicade,  the  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  pay 
all  claims  for  current  expenses  during  the  coming"  year. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  T.  D.  Windiate,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  Secretary  have  printed  i,ooo  copies  of  the  Journal,  and 
distribute  same  to  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  approval  of  to-day's  minutes  was  left  with  the 
Bishop. 

Closing  remarks  were  made  by  the  Bishop,  who  urged 
still  greater  activity  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy  and  Mission- 
aries, and  after  Collects  and  benediction  by  the  Bishop,  and 
the  singing  of  the  doxology,  the  Council  adjourned  sine  die.

DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS.  BEING  THE  NINTH 
OFFICIAL  ADDRESS  TO  THE  COUNCIL  BY 
THE  RT.  REV.  WILLIAM  MONTGOMERY 
BROWN,  D.  D. 


CONGRATULATIONS  AND  WELCOME 

In  the  name  of  God  the  Father,  God  the  Son  and  God  the  Holy 
Ghost,  I  extend  to  you,  well  beloved  Brethren,  my  affectionate  con- 
gratulations upon  being  pennitted  again  to  assenible  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  part  in  this  Diocesan  Council  of  the  Church  ol  our  Triune 
God.  It  is  the  thirty-fifth  regiular  Annual  Session  of  the  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and  the  ninth  session  of  it  since  my 
coming  among  you. 

So  far.  the  meeting  of  our  Council  has  been  to  me  always  the 
occasion  of  great  thanksgiving  and  for  two  reasons  this  is  especially 
true  of  the  present  session. 

I.  This  has  been,  all  things  considered,  the  most  prosperous 
year  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  From  a  Missionary  point  of  view 
everything  has  gone  usually  well  with  us,  and  that  certainly  is  saying 
a  great  deal.  Our  endeavors  in  some  directions  have  been  blessed 
with  almost  phenomenal  success.  Nearly  all  of  our  Parishes  and 
organized  Missions  have  gone  on  in  the  even  tenor  of  their  upward 
way  and  at  least  four  of  them,  St.  John's,  Fort  Smith;  St.  Pa^ul's, 
Fayetteville;  St.  John's,  Camden  and  St.  Paul's,  Batesville  have 
reached  a  much  higher  plane  than  they  have  ever  occupied:  the  out- 
look in  each  case  is  inspiring. 

Our  extensive  Missionary  undertaking  along  new  lines  among 
the  !ong-neglected  Colored  people  of  Arkansas'  "great  Black  Belt" 
has  successfully  passed  the  experimental  period  and  its  future  is  as 
promising  and  secure  as  almost  any  among  all  our  Church  extension 
and  upbuilding  undertakings.  The  present  condition  and  future 
prospects  of  this  work,  in  itself,  would  be  enough  to  make  the  heart 
of  any  Bishop  leap  for  joy. 

Our  spiritual  growth,  as  evidenced  by  the  number  of  confirmations, 
has  been  greater  than  ever  before  and  our  material  advance,  as  shown 
by  the  o>pecially  numerous  fine  and  large  lots  of  land  which  we  have 
secured  and  the  Chapels,  Rectories  and  Parish  Houses  which  we  have 
built  and  purchased  makes  this  Council  year  a  record-breaker.     Surely 
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God  has  blessed  us  as  a  Dioca-.e  richly  and  the  meeting  of  this  Council 
will  he,  as  it  ought  to  be,  the  occasion  for  offering  to  Him  the  sacrifice 
of  praise  and  thanksgiving  for  all  His  benefits. 

2.  But  another  and  even  greater  reason  for  thanksgiving  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  this  Council  occurs  on  the  three  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  settlement  of  the  first  colony  of  our  race  and  of 
the  holding  of  the  first  services  of  our  historic,  racial  Church  in  this 
country. 

And  surely  we,  as  Anglo-American  Churchmen  in  this  Diocese 
of  Arkansas  have  much  for  which  to  give  thanks.  We  are 
the  happy  citizens  of  the  greatest  country  in  the  world,  and  of  one  of 
the  fairest  and  most  promising  states  of  this  mighty  Union,  and  we 
are  members  of  the  great  Anglo-Saxon  Race,  the  most  highly  favored 
and  the  dominant  people  of  the  whole  human  family.  Moreover  we 
arc  living  in  the  Gulden  Age  of  our  race's  history.  And  last  and 
best  of  all.  we  are  members  of  this  great  nation's  great  Anglo-Saxon 
branch  of  the  great  Christian  Church,  the  branch  of  the  Church  which 
has  done  infinitely  more  than  any  other  institution  or  influence  what- 
soever to  make  our  race's  civil  and  religious  history  what  it  is,  the 
most  glorious  record  that  has  so  far  been  made  by  any  portion  of 
mankind. 

The  conjunction  of  the  thirty-fifth  session  of  our  Council  with 
the  tri-centenary  commemoration  of  the  founding  through  our  Church  of 
Anglo-American  Christianity  makes  this  the  legitimate  occasion  for 
grateful  self-congratulation  and  for  the  offering  up  unto  God,  the 
author  of  every  blessing,  all  the  praise  and  thanksgiving  of  which 
we  individually  and  collectively  are  capable.  If  the  remembrance  of 
our  inestimably  great  and  blessed  heritage  as  Anglo-Saxons,  as 
Am-ericans  and  as  Anglo-Anierican  Churchmen  does  not  fill  our 
hearts  to  overflowing  with  gratitude  and  our  mouths  with  thanks- 
giving we  must  condemn  ourselves  as  unworthy  of  them  and  pray 
God  to  forgive  our  strange  and  unnatural  deadness  to  all  the  benefits 
which  He  has  showered  upon  us  until,  so  to  speak,  they  cover  the 
ground  upon  which  we  live  and  move  and  have  our  being  as  the 
waters  cover  the  sea. 

This,  then,  is  for  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  the  natural  occasion 
for  a  most  thankful  commemoration  of  the  establishment  of  our 
Race  and  Church  in  this  country  and,  as  the  head  of  the  Diocese, 
I  desire  to  speak  about  the  duty  of  the  American  branch  of  the 
Anglo-Catholic  Church  to  the  world  in  general  and  to  the  United 
States  in  particular.  I  am  sure  you  will  desire  me  to  have  something 
to  say  upon  this  subject,  for  you  realize  with  me  that  the  most 
acceptable  thanksgiving  which  we  can  offer  to  our  gracious  God 
for  all  His  many  and  great  benefits  to  us  American  and  Arkansas 
Churchmen  is  a  sincere  effort  to  find  out  our  duty  *-o  our  fellow  man 
in  order  that  we  may  do  it  as  a  thank  offering  to  the  Father  of  us  all. 
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It  is  Ascension-tide  and  I  have  selected  as  the  text  of  what  T 
have  to  say  upon  this  subject  at  this  service  the  words  of  the  great 
commission  which  the  Lord  Jesus,  our  Incarnate  God,  gave  to  his 
disciples  just  before  He  ascended  to  the  Right  Hand  of  the  Father 
in  the  Heaven  of  Heavens  from  whence  He  sent  the  Holy  Ghost  to 
comfort,  and  illumine,  to  strengthen  and  guide  His  Church,  and 
where  he  ever  liveth  to  make  effectual  intercession  for  her.  This  is 
His  commission  or  command:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 

These  words  will  serve  as  a  motto  not  only  to  what  I  have  to 
say  at  this  open  Eucharistic,  or  thanksgiving,  Service,  but  also  to  my 
Council  address  as  a  whole  the  greater  part  of  which  will  be  delivered 
this  afternoon.  Let  us  make  them  the  motto  of  this  Council,  yes,  of 
this  Diocese. 

Our  blessed  Saviour  is  saying  to  us,  the  representatives  of  His 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  in  Council  assembled,  "If  ye  love 
me,  keep  my  commandments,"  especially  my  great  commandment  to 
the  Aporstol'ic  Church,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel 
to  ei.'ery  creature!* 

At  our  Baptism  we  all  took  a  solemn  oath  of  obedience  to  Christ. 
We  arc  asked,  "Wilt  thou  obediently  keep  God's  holy  will  and  com- 
mandments and  walk  in  the  same  all  the  days  of  thy  life?"  To  this 
question  we  or  our  sponsors  replied.  "I  will  by  God's  help."  Now  the 
last  commandment  which  God  in  Christ  gave  to  the  infant  Church  and, 
through  it,  to  the  Christian  Church  of  all  ages  and  placets,  even  to  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  in  this  Twentieth  Century  was, 
as  St.  Mark  records  it,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature"  St.  Matthew's  version  of  this  the  greatest 
and  most  far-reaching  commandment  which  the  whole  Word  of  God 
contains  is,  "Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptising  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son.  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
teachiufi  them  to  obserz'e  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you, 
and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  ahvay,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

As  has  been  observed,  so  often  and  so  truly,  in  view  of  this  com- 
mandment, no  person  can  be  a  true  follower  of  Christ,  that  is,  no 
person  can  be  a  true  Christian,  unless  he  is  doing  what  he  can  to 
spread  the  Gospel  of  Christ  and  to  extend  and  build  up  His  Church 
throughout  the  world.  And  if  this  be  true  of  individuals,  how  much 
more  is  it  so  of  Parishes  and  Dioceses. 

Brethren,  in  view  of  all  the  many  and  great  blessings  that  have 
come  to  us  through  the  Church  of  our  race  and  Country  and  Diocese, 
I  trust  that  we  all  shall  realize  this  morning  as  we  have  never  done 
before  that  the  individual  or  the  Parish  or  the  Diocese  which  is  not 
iealous'y  working  and  giving  and  praying  in  obedience  to  Christ's  As- 
cension command  is  dead  spwritually,  and  cannot  properly  be  regarded 
as  being  truly  Christian.     Such  a  person,  such  a  Parish,  such  a  Dio- 
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cc?c,   such   a   National  Church,  may  have  a  Christian   name,  but   has 
not  the  root  of  Christianity. 

Yes,  if  we  have  any  real  gratitude  and  love  to  Christ  we  shall 
keep  His  commandmcntF.  especially  His  last  great  commandment,  "Go 
ye  into  all  the  ivorld  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature."  More- 
over in  our  endeavors  to  keep  it  our  chief  concern  will  be  to  make 
known  the  comforting,  saving,  elevating  truths  of  the  Gospel  to  the 
poor.  H  we  as  individuals,  as  Parishes,  as  a  Diocese  and  as  a  National 
Church  are  what  we  ought  to  he.  the  poor  are  having  the  Gospel 
preached  unto  them  by  us.  Is  such  the  case?  God  grant  that  from 
this  on  lit  may  be  more  so  than  ever  before! 

Among  the  poor  in  this  fair  Southland  is  a  great  Negro  popula- 
tion. And  O !  how  desperately  and  almost  hopelessly  poor  is  this  peo- 
ple! And,  unhappily,  its  worst  poverty  is  not  lack  of  this  world's 
goods,  though  God  knows,  and  you  and  I  know,  how  very  poor  it  is 
in  this  respect.  Rut  this  great  and  pitiable  poverty  is  really  almost 
inconsiderable  as  compared  with  their  almost  utter  emptiness  in  respect 
to  sjifiritual  riches  in  its  moral,  saving,  elevating  forms.  Thank  God 
there  is  an  awakening  among  "their  elect."  the  "small  remnant*'*  upon 
which  the  salvation  of  the  race  as  a  whole  must  depend. 

Some  of  this  "elect"  class  are  our  Brethren  in  the  Lord  and  they 
have  made  an  appeal  for  Bishops  of  their  own.  At  our  last  Council, 
Archdeacon  McGuire  and  I  had  much  to  say  about  this  appeal,  but 
in  view  of  the  motto  which  I  hav<e  adopted  for  this  Council,  "Go  ye 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,  especially 
to  the  poor,"  you  will  not  wonder  or  grow  impatient  if  now  I  add 
something  more  to  what  was  then  -said  about  the  "burning  question" 
which  that  appeal  has  brought  before  this  Church. 

As  you  know,  I  am  in  favor  of  giving  an  autonomous  form  of 
our  Episcopate  to  Negro  Churchmen ;  but  since  our  last  meeting  T  have 
come  to  look  at  the  question  of  the  extension  of  the  Anglo-American 
Episcopate  in  the  light  of  three  hundred  years  of  American  Christian- 
ity, and  this  has  so  extended  my  view  that  what  I  have  to  say  this 
morning  has  reference  to  the  religious  need  of  the  people  of  these 
United  States  as  a  whole  a'most  as  much  as  to  Afro-Americans  in 
particular.  This  immense  widening  of  my  views  will  be  apparent  to 
you  from  the  subject  of  the  following  brief  "canonical  charge"  which 
I   have   elected   to   deliver  at   this   service. 
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THE  EPISCOPAL  CHARGE  TO  THE  1907  COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  ARKANSAS,  IN  WHICH  IT  IS  MAINTAINED  THAT  THE 
CREATION  OF  AUTONOMOUS  BRANCHES  OF  THE  ANGLO- 
AMERICAN  EPISCOPATE  WOULD  BE  THE  SOLUTION  OF  THE 
RELIGIOUS  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  GROWING 
OUT  OF  OUR  PROTESTANT  SECTARIANISM  AND  RACE  AN- 
TIPATHIES. 

I. 

There  is  no  doubt  among  ecc'.esiastical  historians  that,  in  the  age 
succeeding  the  sub-Apostolic  times,  it  was  the  general  rule  of  the 
Church  to  permit  only  one  Bishop  in  a  city  or  Diocese,  and  that  this 
prevailing  regulation  was  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  overlapping 
of  Episcopal  jurisdictions;  but  the  authorities  also  quite  generally 
agree  that  there  were  exceptions  to  this  rule  which  were  allowed  in 
order  to  meet  temporary  exigencies;  and,  moreover,  some  of  the  best 
among  them  have  supposed  that  the  rule  did  not  obtain  in  the  Apostolic 
and  sub-Apostolic  ages,  a  supposition  which  seems  from  their  showing 
to  rest  upon  solid  ground.  For,  unless  the  Apostles  and  their  im- 
mediate successons  were  responsible  for  overlapping  of  Episcopal  juris- 
dictions it  is  difllcsult,  if  not  indeed  impossible,  to  explain 
satisfactorily  the  assertion  of  Epiphanias  (who  flourished  about  375) 
tliat  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  were  contemporaneously  Bishops  of  Rome. 
He  also  raises  the  interesting  question  whether  they  did  not  ordain  two 
other  Bishops  to  supply  their  respective  places  in  their  absence.  Fur- 
thermore he  makes  the  almost  conclusive  observation  that  "Alexandria 
never  had  two  Bishops  as  other  Churches  had."  (Bingham,  Book  II, 
diapter  13.) 

The  assumption  that  the  earliest  Episcopate  of  the  great  cities  was 
dual,  by  reason  of  the  existence  of  Jewish  and  Gentile  Bishops,  with 
overlapping  jurisdictions  affords  the  only  *  rational  explanation  that 
has  ever  been  offered  of  the  general  and  persistent  tradition  that  the 
Church  of  Rome  had  both  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  as  its  founders. 
Besides  in  this  well-grounded  supposition  we  have  the  only  satisfactory 
explanation  of  the  association  of  Linus  and  Clement  as  contemporary 
Bishops  of  the  City  of  Rome.  One  was  probably  the  successor  of  St. 
Peter  who  had  jurisdiction  over  the  Jews,  and  the  other  of  St.  Paul 
who  had  jurisdiction  over  the  Gentiles.  As  Milman  in  his  History  of 
Christianity  (Vol.  2,  page  476)  obser\'es,  "All  difficulties  in  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  succession  to  the  Episcopal  See  of  Rome  vanish  if 
we  suppose  two  contemporary  lines,"  and,  he  might  have  gone  on  to 
observe  that,  if  this  is  not  the  solution  of  the  historical  problem,  its 
difficulties  are  inexplicable. 

It  seems  alnwst  impossible  to  avoid  the  conclusion  that  there  was 
a  great  deal  of  overlapping  in  the  case  of  the  Apostles.     No  doubt  St. 
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James  was  the  Bishop  of  Jerusalem;  but,  for  some  years,  all  the 
Apostles  made  that  metropolis  of  Christianity  their  headquarters  and 
it  is  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  they  did  not  feel  free  to  exercise 
their  ministry  as  they  had  opportunity  without  much  if  any  reference 
to  him. 

And  when  Samaria,  as  the  result  of  St.  Philip's  preaching,  received 
the  Gospel,  "the  Apostles,"  not  St.  James,  sent  two  of 
their  number,  St.  Peter  and  St.  John,  to  that  city  for  the  purpose  of 
confirming  the  converts.  Upon  the  hypothesis  that  St.  James  had 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  Jerusalem  we  must  suppose  that  the  other 
Apostles  were  his  coadjutors  and  consequently  that  when  there  was 
any  sending  to  be  done  he  was  the  one  to  do  it,  but  SS.  Peter  and 
John  were  sent  by  the  Apostles.  The  relationship  to  and  the  authority 
over  his  brethren  maintained  by  St.  James  were  doubtless  similar  to 
those  of  an  Archbishop,  not  of  a  Diocesan.  It  is  difficult,  if  not  indeed 
impossible,  to  imag?ine  that  the  other  Apostles  regarded  Jerusalem,  or 
any  part  of  the  Holy  Land,  or  even  of  the  world  as  given  over  ex- 
clusively to  the  jurisdiction  of  St.  James  so  that  if  one  of  them  wanted 
to  preach  or  baptise,  confirm,  or  administer  the  Holy  Communion  he 
must  first  secure  his  permission.  Think,  if  you  can,  of  St.  Peter 
or  any  other  of  **the  Eleven"  feeling  any  restraint  as  to  the  exercise 
of  their  ministry  on  the  account  of  the  over-lordship  of  St.  James. 

St.  Peter  and  St.  John  were  sent  to  Samaria,  or  elected  to  go 
there,  by  the  Apostles,  and,  in  all  probability,  they  organized  arid 
jointly  governed  a  Church  in  that  section  of  the  Holy  Land.  Anyhow, 
two  Apostles  could  not  go  to  any  place  to  perform  any  joint  Episcopal 
function  without  more  or  less  of  overlapping.  We  hear  a  great  deal 
in  our  days  from  some  quarters  about  the  necessity  of  returning  to 
and  holding  fast  to  primitive  and  universal  practices  which  have  pre- 
vailed in  all  ages  and  places  from  the  days  of  the  Apostles  until  the 
present  time.  It  sometimes  seems  to  me  that  first  among  such  things 
is  the  overlapping  of   Episcopal  jurisdictions. 

The  system  of  auxiliary,  coadjutor  or  assistant  Bishops  which 
has  obtained  in  varying  degrees  in  all  ages  throughout  the  Church  is 
against  the  contention  that  overlappings  in  Episcopal  jurisdictions  are 
upon  Catholic  principles  inadmissible.  So  also  is  the  Arch-Episcopal 
System  which  arose  so  early  and  has  prevailed  so  universally. 

Then,  as  was  observed  in  our  last  Council  address,  there  are  now, 
and  from  the  most  ancient  times  there  have  been  in  all  Oriental  coun- 
tries from  one  to  five  Bishops  in  the  greater  cities,  ministering  to  as 
many  races  or  sects,  no  one  of  which  can  make  good  a  claim  to  ex- 
c'usive  jurisdiction.  And,  for  that  matter,  throughout  Western  Chris- 
tendom there  are  but  few  if  any  great  cities  in  which  there  are  not 
two  or  more  Bishops  with  overlapping  Episcopal  jurisdictions.  Such 
overlapping^  are  almost  universal  throughout  both  the  English  Empire 
and  the  United  States. 
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Indeed  the  Catholic  Episcopate  has  in  all  places  and  in  every  age 
manifested  an  universal  and  irresistible  tendency  to  overlap.  It  would 
seem  therefore  that  there  must  be  something  wrong  about  the  claim 
that,  upon  Catholic  principles,  there  properly  can  be  only  one  Bishop 
in  a  city;  there  is,  in  short,  no  escape  from  the  conclusion  that  it 
is  based  upon  an  idealistic  fiction.  It  cannot  endure  the  light  of  the 
historical  facts  and  of  the  realistic  conditions  which  confront  it.  Both 
the  English  and  American  branches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  are 
responsible  for  overlappings  in  the  jurisdictions  of  Catholic  Bishops 
whiich  would  be  wholly  unjustifiable  or  at  least  highly  embarrassing, 
if  the  objections  urged  against  the  duplication  of  out  Episcopate  in 
order  to  render  it  possible  to  embrace  within  its  jurisdiction  all  the 
people  as  well  as  all  the  territory  of  this  country  will  stand. 

I  once  heard  a  converted  Jew  say  that  in  his  judgment  the  great 
difficulty  about  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  his  people  arose 
from  the  fact  t*hat  when  one  of  them  became  a  Christian  it  was 
generally  supposed  that  he  ceased  to  be  an  Israelite.  "Both  Christians 
and  Jews,"  he  said,  "seem  tenaciously  to  hold  to  this  view 
and  it  is  a  great  misfortune  that  such  is  the  case.  No  one  thinks  or 
speaks  of  a  Gentile  when  he  becomes  a  Christian  as  ceasing  to  be 
a  Gentile.  Well,  then."  he  continued,  "if  we  have  Gentile  Christians, 
do  let  us  also  have  Jewish  Christians,  Japanese  Christians,  Chinese 
Christians,   Indian   Christians,  and   Negro   Christians," 

It  had  not,  apparently,  occurred  to  the  speaker,  but,  while  I  was 
listening  to  him,  it  did  occur  to  me,  that  the  egregious  failure  of 
our  mission  to  the  Jews  is  due  largely  to  the  same  cause  as  the 
notorious  failure  of  our  Mission  to  the  Negroes,  that  is,  the  lack  of 
wisdom  in  not  creating  a  special  Episcopate.  I  verily  believe,  and  I 
am  by  no  means  alone  in  the  belief,  that  our  missions  to  the  Japanese 
and  Chinese  ultimately  will  fail  if  we  withhold  from  them  native 
Episcopates. 

An  attentive  and  reflective  study  of  the  history  of  Catholic  Chris- 
tianity wi'l  convince  anyone,  I  think,  that  there  is  deep  philosophy  in 
a  statement  which  among  the  primitive  Christians  was  regarded  as 
axiomatic,  "No  Bishop,  no  Church.**  I  contend  that  races  having  no 
Episcopate  of  their  own,  really  are  without  Bishops,  for,  in  the  very 
nature  of  things,  a  representative  of  one  race  cannot  really  be  the 
religious  pastor  to  the  representatives  of  another  race.  There  is 
something  inherent  in  the  differentiating  features  of  human  nature 
which  prevents  the  possibility  01   such  a  thing. 

In  view  of  this  fundamental  fact  and  in  the  light  of  history,  I 
maintain  that  the  primitive,  Catholic,  axiom,  "No  Bishop,  no  Church," 
may  quite  legitimately  be  paraphrased  thus:  Unless  we  create  per- 
manent racial  Bishops  and  temporary  sectarian  Bishops  the  American 
Branch  of  the  Anglican  Communion  has  no  really  great  Catholic,  per- 
manent mission  to  the  people  of  these  United  States. 
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II. 

The  conviction  is  growing  upon  me  that  the  great  blunder  of  the 
whole  Anglican  Communion  since  the  Reformation  has  been  its  failure 
to  recognize  the  fundamental  truth  of  Catholic  Christianity,  "No, 
Bishop,  no  Church,"  and  to  magnify  the  Episcopate  in  the  right  way, 
that  is,  by  its  multiplication  and  duplication.  We  indeed  quite  general- 
ly have  exalted  the  Episcopate  as  a  regal,  lordly  institution,  but,  we 
should  have  done  so  by  such  an  increase  of  it  a^  would  extend  its 
ministrations  to  all   races  and  orthodox  sects  of  Christians. 

We  have  improved  somewhat  upon  the  idea  of  our  fathers,  for 
they  intended  that  Dioceses  in  the  United  States  should  be  conter- 
minous with  the  States.  Fortunately  we  now  have  two  Sees  in  many 
states  and  more  in  several  of  them.  But  Brshop  Coxe's  famous  recom- 
mendation that  there  should  be  a  Bishop  in  almost  every  city  of 
twenty-five  or  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  is,  I  have  long  thought,  worthy 
of  much  more  consideration  than  it  so  far  has  received.  We  have 
cramped  our  Episcopate  by  confining  it  to  a  small  college.  Thus,  to 
use  a  classic,  commercial  term,  we  have  "cornered"  it,  and  given  the 
world  to  understand  that  those  who  want  its  benefits  must  become 
members  of  our  little  "syndicate,"  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America. 

I  would  not,  of  course,  advise  a  disregard  of  the  precept  about 
the  care  of  "pearls"  but  I  think  we  have  been  altogether  too  careful 
of  our  Episcopal  pearl  and  that  our  General  Convention  could  not 
do  better  than  to  make  the  forthcoming  Three  Hundredth  Anniversary 
of  the  Anglo-Saxon  colonization  and  Christianization  of  this  country 
the  occasion  of  an  official  proclamation  to  the  effect  that  we  stand 
ready  to  share  our  Episcopate  with  all  the  distinct  races  and  with  all 
the  sects  of  orthodox  Christians  in  this  country. 

While  we  are  remembering  the  precept  concerning  the  care  of 
pearls,  do  let  us  not  forget  altogether  the  proverb  about  that  form  of 
withholding  which  "tendeth  unto  poverty,"  the  truth  of  which  is  so 
strikingly  illustrated  by  the  results  of  our  lamentable  parsimony  in 
the  matter  of  creating  a  timely  and  adequate  Episcopate.  So  far  as 
the  giving  of  the  Episcopate  is  concerned,  let  the  motto  of  the  next 
General  Convention  be,  "Cast  thy  bread  upon  the  waters"  for  "after 
many  days  it  unit  return  to  thee  again" 

And  indeed  if  we  were  to  give  the  Episcopate  to  the  Great  Method- 
ist, Lutheran,  Presbyterian  and  Baptist  bodies,  it  would  at  once  establish 
a  communion  between  us  and  them  resembling  that  which  now  exists 
between  the  various  branches  of  the  Anglo-Catholic  Communion,  and 
such  an  Anglo-American  Communion  would  be  an  inestimable  gain 
to  Christianity  in  the  United  States,  And  I  venture  to  say  it  would 
not  be  many  generations  until  we  should  have  as  the  result  of  such  a 
statesmanlike    announcement    some    kind    of    an    organic   unity    which 
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would  give  this  country  a  more  representative  and  real  national  Church 
than  it  now  possej»«;es,  or  ever  can  possess,  in  our  historic  but  small 
branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race. 

The  world  is  to  be  saved  by  giving,  not  by  keeping.  This  Church 
has  not  been  giving  as  much  through  its  Episcopate  as  it  should  have 
given  towards  the  salvation  of  the  people  of  these  United  States. 
Let  us  reform  by  making  the  Three  Hundredth  Anniversary  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  American  Chris- 
tianity by  adequately  giving  our  Apostolic,  Catholic  Episcopate  to 
the  Negroes  who  so  urgently  arc  asking  for  it,  and  by  offering  it  to 
the  several  orthodox  Iwdies.  among  others  the  Congregationalists, 
Presbyterians,  Lutherans.  Methodists,  Baptists,  Christians  and  in  short 
to  all  who  accept  the  Lord  Jesus  as  the  Divine  Saviour  of  the  world 
even  though  they  have  not  the  slightest  desire  for  it.  The  offer  may 
create  the  desire.  In  any  case  no  harm  can  result  from  the  doing 
of  a  great  duty. 


in. 


It  will  be  objected  to  the  recommendation  of  this  charge  that  the 
Anglo-Catholic  Episcopate  is  to  us  a  sacred  trust  and  that  conse- 
quently it  cannot  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  my  suggestipn  with- 
out unfaithfulness  in  our  stewardship. 

I  admit  that  the  Episcopate  is  a  trust,  but  contend  that  it  is  only 
so  in  the  sense  that  the  Gospel  is  such.  Now  as  we  are  made 
partakers  of  the  Gospel  not  only  that  we  ourselves  may  be  saved  through 
it,  but  also  that  we  may  offer  it  to  others  for  their 
salvation,  and  as,  according  to  Catholic  Dostrine,  the  Gospel  and  the 
Apostolic  Ministry  are  almost,  if  not  quite,  inseparably  connected,  it 
follows  that  we  are  under  about  as  great  obligation  to  offer  our  Episco- 
pate to  others  as  our  Gospel.  We  are  commanded  to  go  into  all  the 
world  with  the  Gospel  and,  if  our  doctrine  concerning  the  Episcopate 
be  correct,  we  discharge  scarcely  more  than  half  of  the  Missionary 
duty  imposed  by  this  command  when  we  offer  our  version  of  the  Gospel 
without  our   line  of  the  Episcopate. 

Let  us,  then,  give  our  Jewish  and  Colored  Brethren  Bishops  of 
their  own;  and,  by  all  means,  let  us  proclaim  that,  under  some 
proper,  but  liberal,  concordat,  we  stand  ready  to  consecrate  three 
autonomous  Bishops  for  any  and  every  orthodox  Christian  body,  leav- 
ing them   free  to  multiply  themselves  as  rapidly  as  they  may  desire. 

And  last  but  not  least  let  us  create  a  pan-American  conference 
of  Apostolic  Bishops  to  which  we  shall  invite  the  Bishops  of  the 
Reformed  Epfscopal  Church  and  of  the  old  Catholic  Church  and  of 
the  Polish  Church,  and  of  the  great  Greek  and  Roman  Churches  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  seats  on  entirely  equal  terms. 
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By  pursuing  such  a  course  the  next  General  Convention  would 
create  an  epoch  in  the  religious  history  of  the  United  States,  and, 
indeed,  of  the  whole  of  Christendom,  and  it  would  be  following  the 
precedent  established  by  the  Apostolic  and  Primitive  Church.  For 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  ancients  recognized  the  necessity  of 
racial  Episcopates  and  created  them  and  that  their  plan  for  the  healing 
of  schisms  was  the  recognition  and  even  the  creation  of  overlapping 
Episcopates. 


IV. 


Confining  myself,  from  this  point,  more  particu'arly  to  the  appeal 
of  our  A  fro- American  Birethren  for  Missionary  Jurisdictions  and 
Biphops  of  their  own,  I  desire  to  give  expression  to  the  belief  that 
logically  the  possibility,  if  not  even  the  duty,  of  making  a  favorable 
reply  was  conceded  in  the  ordination  of  their  first  representative  to 
our  Ministry.  If  I  were  a  logician,  I  think  that  I  could  make  it 
appear  that,  unless  we  have  the  right  to  create  an  autonomous  Afro- 
American  Episcopate  and  Church,  the  admittance  of  colored  men  to 
Holy  Orders  cannot  be  justified.  For  when  a  candidate  is  made  a 
Deacon  we  pray  that  he  may  be  found  worthy  of  advancement  to 
the  higher  orders  of  the  Ministry.  Is  that  prayer  meaningless  in  the 
case  of  a  colored  man?  The  word-;  of  the  Prayer  Book  would  seem 
to  potentially  open  the  door  to  both  the  Priesthood  and  the  Episco- 
pate for  every  Deacon. 

The  original  Episcopate  was  Jewish.  If  the  various  branches  of 
the  Gentile  race  have  a  right  to  an  autonomous  Episcopate  and  Church, 
why  has  not  the  An>erican  braiich  of  the  African  race  the  same 
right  ? 

If  the  Jewi5<h  Episcopate  had  the  right  to  give  an  autonomous 
Episcopate  and  Church  to  the  Gentiles,  why  has  not  the  Anglo-Ameri- 
can Episcopate  a  right  to  confer  them  upon  Afro- Americans? 

Finally,  if  the  Jewish  and  Gentile,  Greek  and  Roman,  the  European 
and  Asiatic  Churches  always  have  overlapped,  and  in  all  probability 
always  will  overlap,  why  may  not  the  Anglo-American  and  the  pro- 
posed Afro-American  Churches  overlap  in  the  United  States? 

I  feel  quite  confident  that  the  objectors  to  autonomy  cannot  give 
a  satisfactory  answer  to  these  questions. 


V. 


But,  while  the  overlapping  objection  has  no  force  against  an 
autonoinous  Episcopate,  in  my  judgment,  it  opposes  an  almost  insuper- 
able obstacle  in  the  way  of  either  the  Missionary  or  Suffragan  Episco- 
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pate  for  our  colored  Brethren,  because  neither  the  one  nor  the  other 
could  be  introduced  into  Dioceses  without  official  consent. 

Now  there  are  several  among  the  Southern  Bishops  who  are 
known  to  be  strongly  opposed  to  the  giving  of  any  form  of  the 
Episcopate  to  Negroes  and  this  ts  also  true  of  not  a  few  "border  line" 
and  Northern  Bishops.  It  appears  therefore  that  the  Missionary  Epis- 
copate would  be  shut  out  of  a  number  of  Dioceses  because  their  Bishops 
would  not  consent  to  its  enCrance,  The  introduction  of 
Colored  Bishops  to  some  Dioceses  and  the  exclusion  of  them  from 
others  certainly  would  be  a  great  disadvantage  to  the  Afro-American 
Episcopate,  and  such  unevenness  of  treatment  would  inevitably  give 
rise  to  criticism,  friction  and  heart  burnings.  I  do  not  sec  how  the 
overlapping  difficulty  in  the  way  of  an  Afro-American  Missionary 
Episcopate  can  be  overcome.  And  the  Suffragan  Episcopate  would 
also  be  limited  and  cramped  to  an  extent  that  would  greatly  interfere 
with  its  usefulness. 

Thus  it  would  seem  that  the  great  overlapping  objection  whidi 
has  been  urged  so  plausibly  and  persistently  against  the  granting  of 
the  appeal  of  our  Afro-American  brethren  is  valid,  but  it  would  have 
no  validity  against  a  request  or  the  offer  of  an  Autonomous  Epis- 
copate. Indeed  there  really  would  not,  and  in  the  nature  of  things, 
could  not  be  any  overlapping  of  jurisdictions  in  the  case  of  independent 
black  and  white  Bishops.  For  at  least,  so  far  as  the  Southern  part 
of  the  United  States  is  concerned,  though  the  Anglo-American  and 
Afro-American  works  of  the  Church  cover  the  same  ground,  they  are 
divided  by  the  color-line  as  widely  and  completely  as  they  would  be  if 
the  Atlantic  ocean  rolled  between  them. 

VI. 

I  should  like  to  detain  you  only  a  minute  or  two  longer  in  order 
that  I  may  call  attention  to  a  fact  which  itself  should  be  sufficient  to 
elicit  a  favorable  response  to  the  natural  and  touching  appeal  of  our 
Afro- American  brethren  in  the  Lord. 

The  written  and  the  unwritten  laws  of  our  Southland  really 
make  it  impossible  for  me  or  any  white  man  to  be  the  Bishop  of 
the  Colored  people.  The  truth  of  this  observation  >s  illustrated  over 
and  over  by  the  experience  of  every  Southern  Bishop.  On  Sunday, 
June  17th,  I  opened  our  combination  Chapel-School  and  industrial  hall 
for  St.  James'  colored  Mission,  South  Little  Rock.  Immediately  after 
the  Service  Archdeacon  McGuirc  and  I  went  to  the  station  to  take 
a  train  for  Hot  Springs,  where  I  was  to  administer  Confirmation  to 
the  first  fruits  of  our  newly  established  and  flourishing  Mission  there. 
I  talked  with  him  and  his  wife  and  a  friend  of  theirs  until  the  train 
came  along.    Then  I  was  compelled  by  the  written  laws  of  our  State 
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to  leave  them  to  go  into  one  car  while  they  went  into  another. 
The  same  would  have  been  true  to  some  degree,  if  we  had  been  going 
from  one  part  of  the  city  of  Little  Rock  to  the  other  in  a  street 
car.  They  would  have  been  expected  to  ride  in  one  end  of  the  car 
and  I  in  another. 

In  view  of  such  laws  and  experiences,  I  ask,  how  can  an  Anglo- 
American  be  the  Bishop  of  an  Afro-American  in  the  State  of  Arkan- 
sas? The  answer  must  be:  It  is  simply  impossible.  And  what  is 
true  of  Arkansas  is  practically  true  of  every  State  in  the  South,  if 
not  indeed,  in  the  whole  Union.  There  certainly  rs  no  Southern  State 
in  which  at  least  an  unwritten  law  docs  not  prevent  a  white  Priest 
or  Bishop  from  being  a  real  pastor  to  a  colored  congregation. 

The  Bishops  who  were  present  on  that  memorable  occasion  will 
remember  the  touching  confession  of  Bishop  Dudley  at  the  Pan-Ameri- 
can Conference  of  Bishops  when  he  solemnly  declared  that  his  minis- 
terial life  had  been  a  failure,  so  far  as  his  efforts  to  be  a  pastor  and 
Bishop  to  the  colored  part  of  his  flock  were  concerned.  And,  if  that 
exceptionably  gifted  and  tactful  man,  with  his  great  heart  full  of  love 
for  the  Negro,  was  obliged  to  make  such  a  confession,  it  would  seem 
to  leave  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  some  favorable 
response  should  be  made  to  the  appeal  which  we  are  considering,  es- 
pecially since  his  experience  was  and  is  not  at  all  exceptional. 

The  Colored  people  realize  that  they  have  not  true  pastors  in 
white  Priests  and  Bihops  even  more  keen'y  than  we  do.  I  can  not 
do  better  than  close  with  these  burning  words  from  the  address  of 
my  colored  Archdeacon  to  the  last  meeting  of  this  Council.  It  is  a 
perfectly  natural  and  pathetic  appeal  for  a  real   racial  Bishop. 

"The  cry  is  being  sent  up,  by  Afro-Americans  all  through  this 
Southland,  for  Bishops  of  their  own  race.  Negro  Methodists  and 
Baptists  point  contemptously  at  us  as  'a  black  body  with  a  white 
head.*  We  dare  not  hope  to  bring  into  our  membership  any  large 
number  of  se.f-respecting,  intelligent  Negroes  of  the  South  until  we 
can  5up7ly  them  with  Bishops  of  their  own  race  who  will  fully 
sympathize  with  their  condition,  who  will  fully  share  all  their  weals 
and  woes,  who  can  enter  their  homes,  enjoy  their  hospitality,  ride 
with  them  in  their  separate  railway  coaches,  and  who  can  be  loved 
and  not  simply  respected  by  them.  The  white  Bishop  cannot  meet 
these  demands.  When  duty  calls  him  to  our  Churches,  if  he  gives  us 
a  shake  of  the  hand  this  i^  all  we  can  expect.  Besides  Negro  clergy 
need  loving,  fraternal,  and  social  intercourse  with  their  Bishop.  The 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese  may  come  to  your  homes  and  receive  your 
hospitality,  you  may  be  permitted  to  visit  him  and  sit  at  the  Episco- 
pal board.  I  neither  desire  nor  expect  the  same.  Receiving  many 
considerations  of  kindness,  official  and  personal,  from  my  present 
Bishop,  nevcrthc'ess  my  manly  dignity,  my  self-respect,  my  whole 
nature — intellectual,   social   and   spiritual— yearns   for  a   Bishop   of  my 
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own  race,  who,  besides  giving  me  godly  admonitions,  will  enter  into 
my  life  as  he  a'one  can,  and  who  is  not  prohibited  from  intermingling 
in  every  way,  with  me  and  the  congregations  committed  to  our  charge, 
And  this  feeling  I  share  with  all  my  Negro  brethren,  within  and 
without  the  Church." 


MY  APPEAL  FOR  A  PROPORTIONATE  PART  OF  THE  MEN»S  MIS- 
SIONARY THANK  OFFERING 

The  following  letter  and  representation  to  the  Rev.  Arthur  S. 
Lloyd,  D.  D.,  General  Secretary  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,  will  be  of  much  interest  to  you  and  so  I  give  it  a 
place  in  my  address.

"My  Dear  Dr.  Lloyd: 

"I  understand  that  'The  Men's  M'issionary  Thank  Offering*  is 
to  be  devoted  entirely  to  new  Church  extension  and  upbuilding  work, 
and  that  a  contributor  to  it  has  the  privilege  of  designating  the  object 
towards  which  he  may  desire  his  gift  to  go. 

"I  have  great  and  pressing  need  of  funds  with  which  to  take 
advantage  of  the  most  splendid  of  opportunities  for  lengthening  the 
cords  and  strengthening  the  stakes  of  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  and, 
this  being  the  case,  I  am  venturing  to  ask  you  to  present  our  claims 
to  a  proportionate  part  of  the  offering.  I  have  stated  these  claims  as 
best  I  possibly  can,  in  the  accompanying  representation  entitled  *The 
Missionary  Fields  of  Arkansas/  I  am  sorry  that  it  is  so  voluminous, 
but  I  trust  that  you,  and  the  Committee  upon  whom  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  lay  the  responsibility  of  disbursing  the  *M.  T.  O.,' 
will  find  it  interesting  and  that  it  will  induce  you  and  that  Committee 
to  favor  the  granting  of  my  appeal.

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THE  MISSIONARY  FIELDS  OF  ARKANSAS 

In  Arkansas  the  Episcopal  Church  has  at  once  one  of  the  most 
extensive,  varied,  needy,  and  successful  nwssion  fields  in  all  the  United 
States.  Our  need  of  outside  help  may  be  judged  of  by  the  facts 
that  we  have  three  vast  Missionary  fields,  and  that,  financially,  our 
people,  as  a  whole,  are  the  poorest  in  the  United  States. 

But  we  do  not  base  our  appeal  wholly  upon  the  unusual  number 
and  size  of  our  Mission  fields,  and  upon  the  comparative  poverty  of  our 
people,  but  equally  upon  the  excellency  of  the  fields  and  the  use 
that  has  been  made  of  the  money  which  has  so  far  been  given  for 
the  planting  and  developing  of  the  Church  in  them.  Seven  years 
ago,  before  we  commenced  to  get  outside  help,  the  Church  in  Ar- 
kansas was  conspicuous  for  its  backwardness;  in  fact,  instead  of 
advancing,  it  was  losing  ground.  Since  then,  in  response  to  my  ap- 
peals, I  have  been  receiving  assistance  amounting  to  about  $10,000 
per  year,  less  than  many  Rectors  of  parishes  at  the  North  and  East 
have  for  their  work,  and  not  one-third  as  much  as  some  Bishops  with 
smaller  and  richer  fields  have  had,  and  now  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas  is  conspicuous  for  the  advance  it  is  making. 

Last  year  we  were  second  among  all  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary 
Junfsdictions  in  the  United  States  in  respect  to  the  rate  of  our 
growth,  and  by  comparison  with  the  Diocese  which  was  ahead  of 
us,  we  profited  very  little  by  emigration.  The  General  Secretary 
of  the  Domestic  and  l^oreign  Missionary  Society,  who  has  favored  us 
with  two  helpful  visat-s,  always  speaks  of  the  progress  we  are  making 
with  much  enthusiasm.  It  was  at  has  earnest  and  insistent  solicita- 
tion that  I  published  my  report  to  the  Society,  entitled  "Five  Years 
of  Missionary  Work  in  Arkansas,"  which  has  been  characterized  as 
the  Romance  of  Present  Day  American  Missions. 

I. 
Arkansas'  Ordinary  Mission  Field 

In  Arkansas  we  have,  first  of  all,  "the  Ordinary  Mission  Field" 
among  the  white  people.  Every  Diocese  and  Missionary  Juiisdiction 
in  the  United  States  has  this  field,  and,  therefore,  I  desig^nate  it 
as  the  "ordinary"  field. 

With  us  this  field  is  conterminous  with  the  whole  State.  In  it 
we  have  found  and  are  finding  places  of  as  many  as  500  white  people 
in  which  no  public  service  for  worship  and  instruction  ever  has  been 
held  by  any  body  of  Christians.  In  such  places  the  sick  and  dying 
have  no  Minister  of  the  Gospel  to  \Tsit  them,  and  the  bereaved  often 
bury  their  dead  without  the  consolation  of  a  religious  service.  Not  a 
few  of  our  own  brethren  in  the  Lord  have  been  and  are  being  thus 
neglected. 

In  the  course  of  the  seven  years  since  I  commenced  to  make  my 
appeal  for  $10,000  per  year  outside  help,  we  have  built  32  Churches 
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and  13  Rectories  in  this  field,  and  increased  our  Ministerial  force  from 
9  to  32. 

1.  Our  great  need  in  this  field  is  an  adequate  native  ministry,  and 
in  order  to  secure  this,  we  must  have  a  Theological  School.  But 
such  a  school  costs  money.  We  ought  to  have  at  least  $12,000  for 
its  equipment.  The  crying  need  for  a  Theological  School  in  this 
territory,  from  which  men  can  be  sent  out  to  minister  to  our  scattered 
Church  population,  and  to  plant  the  doctrines  of  a  reasonable  faith 
where  the  Church  is  not  known,  must  be  apparent  to  all.  Of  course, 
we  have  the  University  of  the  South,  where  our  Candidates  for  the 
Ministry  can  receive  their  training,  but  we  have  no  money  with  which 
to  send  and  support  them  there,  and  even  if  we  had,  they  would 
not  be  available  for  work  in  our  Missionary  Districts,  which,  without 
them,  could  not  be  occupied. 

Another  objection  to  Northern  and  Eastern  Seminaries  for  us 
is  based  upon  a  sad  experience.  When  one  of  our  men  does  go  to 
one  of  them,  he  desires  to  stay  w'here  the  Church  is  strong,  or,  if 
he  comes  back,  he  is  unfitted  for  our  territory.  What  we  need  is  a 
Theological  School  where  our  men  can  study  during  the  week,  and 
from  which  they  can  go  out  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  to  plant  the 
seeds  of  Anglican  Christianity  and  Catholicity. 

Nor  is  this  a  new  venture,  a  doubtful  experiment,  which  we 
are  asking  you  to  help  us  to  launch.  It  is  a  plan  which,  on  a  very 
small  and  insufficient  scale,  we  have  had  in  successful  operation  for 
nearly  five  years.  But  we  have  been  handicapped  by  lack  of  funds 
and  permanency  of  location.  Our  Catechists  have  been  studying  alone, 
aided  only  by  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  other  Clergymen  whom 
I  could  secure  to  come  in  and  give  them  courses  of  lectures.  But 
last  fall  I  was  so  happy  as  to  secure  a  splendidly  equipped  educator 
to  take  charge  of  the  studies  of  my  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and 
to  press  them  on  in  that  work.  What  I  now  need  is  a  small  building 
in  which  this  man  may  live  and  my  students  may  be  housed  during 
the  sessions  of  our  School  and  a  guarantee  of  some  support  to  him 
and  others  who  do  the  work  of  instruction. 

Our  first  and  greatest  need,  then,  in  out  "Ordinary  Mission  Field" 
is  a  native  Ministry  and  a  Theological  School  for  supplying  it.  I  beg 
for  $12,000  for  this  most  important  work. 

2.  A  Churchman's  Hall  at  the  seat  of  our  State  University, 
Fayetteville,  Arkansas,  would  be  a  great  help  in  the  necessary  work 
of  raising  up  a  native  Ministry,  and,  at  the  same  time,  it  would  le 
the  center  from  which  a  most  helpful  knowledge  concerning  the 
Church  and  her  ways  would  be  disseminated  throughout  the  Diocese. 
There  are  1,200  students  at  Fayetteville,  very  few  among  whom  know 
anything  whatsoever  of  out  Church.  Probably  the  majority  of  them 
never  heard  of  her  existence  before  going  there.  The  proposed  Church- 
man's Hall  would  be  indeed  a  ligiit  set  upon  a  hill  that  would  shine

throughout  the  State.     If  I  had  $10,000  at  my  command  for  the  pur- 
pose.  I   could  establish  this  much-needed  institution. 

3.  I  am  in  urgent  need  of  money  with  which  to  improve  golden 
opportunities  to  buy  lots  and  to  build  Churches  and  Rectories.  The 
cost  of  lots  and  buildings  is  rapidly  advancing,  and  nearly  every  dollar 
that  is  put  into  them  now  will  be  $5  saved  ten  years  hence.  Much 
of  the  property  purchased  within  the  last  seven  years  is  now  worth 
five  times  more  than  we  paid  for  it. 

II. 
Arkansas'  Mountaineer  Mission  Field 

We  al?o  have  a  large  Mountaineer  Missionary  Field.  The  Moun- 
taineers of  the  South,  as  you  no  doubt  know,  are  a  greatly  neglected 
white  people,  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  in  Arkansas  about 
400,000  of  them.  The  illiteracy  of  tlvis  people  is  almost  incredible, 
and,  according  to  the  report  of  the  American  Sunday  School  Union, 
there  are  among  them  a  great  number  of  children  and  young  people 
of  school  age  who  have  never  crossed  the  thres»hold  of  either  a  common 
or  a  Sunday  School.  We  have  made  a  beginning  in  this  field  by  start- 
ing a  little  Industrial  School  for  girls,  with  thirty  pupils.  It  is  the 
Helen  Dunlap  Memorial  School,  of  the  founding  of  which  there  is 
a  full-  account  in  the  report.  "Five  Years  of  Missionary  Work  in 
Arkansas."  If  you  can  read  it  without  being  touched  to  tears,  you 
have  better  control  of  your  emotional  nature  than  I  have  of  mine. 
We  wish  that  it  might  be  within  our  power  to  increase  this  School 
to  300  and  to  build  others  like  it. 

Our  Mountaineer  Mission  Field  covers  a  vast  territory  of  more 
than  20,000  square  miles.  I  want  to  establish  Mission  services  and 
Sunday  Schools  in  many  places  where  they  are  sadly  needed  and 
where  the  results  would  be  most  gratifying. 

We  are  in  great  need  of  a  branch  of  some  Missionary  sisterhood 
in  our  Mountain  region.  A  colony  of  consecrated  women  with  their 
headquarters  at  the  Helen  Dunlap  School  could  do  religious  and 
philanthropic  work  of  inestimable  value. 

What  a  boon  would  be  $25,000  for  work  among  our  poor 
Mounta'nccr  population !  Do  give  us  that  much  for  this  work,  if  you 
can. 

III. 
Our  Black  Belt  Mission  Field 

We  have  a  third  great  Mission  field  in  the  va?t  "Black  Belt" 
of  Arkansas,  so  called  because  the  soil  is  very  black  and  also  because 
the  majority  of  the  people  arc  very  black.  Our  Negro  population  is 
fully  350.000.

So  far  as  we  Americans  are  concerned,  I  solemnly  declare  that 
there  is  no  field  for  Missionary  and  philanthropic  endeavor  on  this 
globe  that  is  for  one  moment  comparable  in  its  importance  with 
that  which  tlws  poor,  benighted,  degraded,  degenerating  people  affords. 
Their  present  condition  and  future  prospects  are  crying  loudly  to 
heaven  against  our  neglect  of  duty. 

We  have  commenced  one  of  the  largest  and  most  promising  of 
all  the  missionary  works  that  ever  have  been  undertaken  by  any 
religious  body  for  the  American  Negro.  Our  plans  provide  for 
building  of  at  least  two  Churches  and  one  rectory,  and  for  the 
placing  of  one  additional  •Missionary  in  the  field  every  year. 

For  this  work,  which  is  stupendous  at  once  in  its  magnitude, 
difficulties,  and  importance.  I  should  have  at  least  $20,000  for  the 
next  ten  years,  but  if  I  can  have  $5,odo  only,  in  addition  to  the  $2,500, 
I  can,  with  God's  b'cssing,  accomplish   wonders. 

I  most  strongly  commend  the  work  among  our  Negro  population 
in  Arkansas  to  your  attention,  sympathy,  and  help.  Within  the  last 
eighteen  months  we  have  been  able  to  carry  on  aggressive  work 
among  this  poor  people  upon  the  well-defined  lines  of  our  new  Con- 
vocational  plan.  Instead  of  the  one  congregation  that  we  had  eighteen 
months  ago.  we  now  have  six.  Six  men  and  one  woman  are  now 
in  the  field,  doing  work  under  the  leadership  of  an  Archdeacon  of 
their  own  race.  The  communicant  membership  has  more  than  trebled 
itself.  Eleven  Confirmation  services  have  been  held  by  me  within 
the  eighteen  months.  Two  day  schools  and  six  Sunday  Schoo's  are 
in  operation.  Two  new  Missions  are  to  be  opened  in  the  fall.  We 
possess  valuable  lots  with  Chapels  and  houses  upon  them  worth  $12,000. 

We  need,  in  addition  to  Chapels,  Schools,  and  Rectories,  an 
educational  institution  combining  industrial  with  general  training.  We 
need  also  a  hospital  for  accommodation  of  Negro  patients. 

The  colored  people  have  raised  nearly  $t,ooo  towards  local  self- 
support  during  the  past  year.  They  are  also  doing  what  they  can 
to  create  building  funds.  But  nearly,  or  quite,  sevent>'-five  per  cent, 
of  the  burden  of  support  and  building  rests  upon  me.  I  get  an 
appropriation  from  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
a  little  over  $2,000.  But  this  has  not  even  paid  the  stipends  of  the 
Missionaries.  Accordingly  T  have  had  a  hard  time  in  keeping  my 
head  above  water  since  beginning  this  work.  In  fact,  a  wave  in  the 
form  of  a  $3,000  deficit  submerged  me  for  a  while,  and,  no  doubt, 
would  have  ruined  me  but  for  the  most  timely  and  generous  assistance 
of  people  who  came  to  my  rescue  with  special  contributions.  One 
dear  young  man  gave  $1,500.  and  another  man.  who  is  much  older 
in  good  works  and  whose  praise  is  in  all  the  Church,  gave  me  $500. 

I  can  not  abandon  what  has  been  undertaken.  I  am  de-irous  of 
pushing  the  Church  into  every  corner  of  the  "Black  Belt"  of  Arkan- 
sas. I  appeal,  therefore,  for  generous  assistance  in  this  work.  I 
feel  sure  that,  of  the  400,000  Negroes  in  Arkansas,  the  small  number 
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of  10,000,  or  one  in  every  forty,  could  soon  be  brought  into  the  Episco- 
pal Church. 

I  wish  that  we  might  have  $10,000  with  which  to  build  up  a 
strong  Central  "Cathedral"  Plant  at  Little  Rock.  We  have  a  fine 
lot  and  a  good  hall  as  the  beginning  of  such  a  plant,  but  we  need  a 
Church  Clergy  House,  Industrial  School,  and  Hospital. 

Then  I  should  be  so  thankful  if  we  should  have  an  average  of 
$3,000  with  which  to  purchase  lots  and  to  erect  Churches  and  rectories 
at  Hot  Springs,  Fort  Smith,  Pine  Bluff,  Newport,  Helena,  Marianna, 
Forrest  City,  Lake  Village,  Hope,  and  several  other  places,  where 
work  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the* men  and  means  at  our 
command  will  render  it  possible. 

Our  need  of  outside  help  in  the  work  of  extending  and  developing 
the  Church  in  Arkansas  will  appear  from  what  information  has  now 
been  given  regarding  the  exceptional  size  and  number  of  our  separate 
and  distinct  fields  and  the  poverty  of  our  people  as  a  whole.  Their 
banking  credit  i-s  less  than  $5  per  capita,  while  that  of  the  United 
States  averages  nearly  $40,  and  of  the  Northern  and  Eastern  States, 
more  than  $200. 


THE  SECOND  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  EIGHTH  MISSIONARY 

DEPARTMENT 

The  Eighth  Missionary  Department  is  territorially  the  largest  and 
numerically  the  smallest  of  all  the  eight  Departments.  It  held  its 
Second  Annual  Session  in  the  Qty  of  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  from 
November  20th  to  the  22nd  inc'usive,  and  as  far  as  enthusiasm  and 
attendance  is  concerned  it  was  one  of  the  most  successful  among^ 
all  the  Conferences  so  far  held  in  any  Department.  The  Department 
includes  all  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  in  the  States 
of  Texas,  Louisaana,  Oklahoma  and  Arkansas. 

As  this  Conference  was  the  first  meeting  in  Arkansas  of  any 
general  organization  of  the  Church  I  naturally  was  very  anxious  as 
to  the  outcome  of  our  maiden  undertaking  in  the  way  of  entertaining 
such  a  body:  but  when  it  was  all  over  my  pride,  on  account  of  the 
way  our   people   do  things,   knew   no   bounds. 

And  from  the  other  point  of  view,  I  was  equally  proud  of  the 
Church  as  "it  was  represented  in  the  Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity  who 
attended  the  Council,  especially  in  those  who  in  sermonis  and  ad- 
dresses did  the  chief  speaking.  Some  among  them  left  a  deep  im- 
pression upon  the  community  that  will  long  have  its  influence.  This 
is  perhaps  especially  true  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  who  had  a 
prominent  place  on  the  program.  Some  of  his  sermons  and  addresses 
rose  to  the  height  of  sublimity.  This  wonderfully  gifted  man  who 
is  as  lovable  as  he  is  brilliant  seemed  to  throw  his  whole  soul   into 
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the  Conference.  We  owe  him  and  the  Bishops  of  Texas,  Missouri 
and  Tennessee  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  splendid  contributions 
to  the  success  of  the  Conference.  The  sermons  and  addresses  of 
these  man  would,  if  repoduced  and  printed,  make  a  good-sized  volume 
which  would  take  rank  among  the  classics  of  Missionary  and  Church 
literature. 

I  realize  that  the  inspiration  which  lifted  these  and  some  among 
the  other  speakers  to  such  heights  of  powerful  eloquence  was  largely 
due  to  the  great  and  sympathetic  congregations  to  which  they  spoke. 
We  owe  the  attendance  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Little  Rock  Confference, 
which  are  not  likely  to  be  excelled  elsewhere,  very  largely  to  the  Rev. 
R.  W.  Patton,  District  Secretary,  and  the  Chairman  and  Secretary 
of  our  local  Committees,  Mt.  H.  K.  Cochran  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Judas- 
chke.  Nor,  in  accounting  for  the  splendid  success  of  the  Council, 
mu^  we  forget  the  courtesies  of  our  City  and  commercial  organiza- 
tions and  of  the  ladies  who  ministered  at  the  great  dai^  luncheon 
which  made  the  Conference  such  a  signal  success  from  a  social  point 
of  vnew. 

The  memory  of  the  Little  Rock  Missionary  Conference  will  always 
be  one  of  the  most  pleasant  retrospects  of  my  Episcopate  and  I  take 
this  opportunity  to  make  permanent  record  of  my  gratitude  to  all 
who  in  any  way  contributed  to  make  it  the  great  success  that  it 
was. 


REVIEW  OF  THE  SECOND  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  EIGHTH  MISSION- 
ARY DEPARTMENT 

On  the  Sunday  preceding  the  Conference,  November  i8th,  special 
Missionary  Services  were  held  in  Christ  Church  and  Trinity  Cathedral. 
The  Rt.  Rev.  D.  S.  Tuttle,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Missouri,  presided  at 
the  Morning  Service  in  Christ  Church  at  which  Bishop  Sessums 
preached.  )BSshop  Kinsolving  preached  at  the  Cathedral  morning 
service.     Both   preachers   struck  the   Missionary   keynote. 

In  the  afternoon  a  meeting  for  men  was  held  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Auditorium  addressed  by  the  Bishop  of  Texas,  Dean  Robottom,  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Judaschke,  the  local  Secretary  of  the  Conference.  A 
children's  Missionary  Rally  took  place  at  3 130  P.  M.  in  Christ  Church, 
the  Bishops  of  Missouri  and  Louisiana  being  the  speakers.  A  special 
service  was  held  at  5  P.  M.  in  St.  Philip's  Church  addressed  by  the 
Bishops  of  Missouri  and  Texas. 

The  great  service  of  the  day  was  the  "Missionary  Rally"  in 
the  Cathedral  at  8  P.  M.  Special  music  was  furnished  by  the 
combined  vested  choirs  of  all  the  Episcopal  Churches  in  the  City 
and  there  were  more  than  120  in  the  procession;  although  the  weather 
was  very  inclement  there  was  a  large  congregation.     Bishops  Tuttle, 
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Scs^ums,  and  Kinsolving  were  the  speakers,  and  their  addresses  made 
the   meeting  a  notable  one. 

The  majority  of  the  delegates  arrived  on  Monday  night  and 
Tuesday  morning,  at  which  time  more  than  forty  had  registered.  On 
Tuesday  at  10  A.  M.  the  first  pub  Ac  meeting  was  held  at  the  Board 
of  Trade.  Mr.  George  W.  Rogers,  President  of  the  Board,  cordially 
welcomed  the  visitors  on  behalf  of  the  business  men  of  Little  Rock, 
of  wlicm  a  very  large  number  were  in  attendance.  This  meeting 
was  followed  by  another  one  at  the  Business  Men*s  League  where 
the  Hon.  W.  F.  Lenon,  Mayor  of  Little  Rock,  extended  the  freedom 
of  th3  City  and  Mr.  S.  W.  Reyburn  greeted  the  delegates.  Appro- 
priate  responses   were  made   by   the   Bishops   present. 

On  account  of  the  stormy  and  rainy  weather  the  proposed  street 
car  ride  had  to  be  abandoned  and  the  luncheon  which  was  to  have 
been  served  at  the  Country  Club  was  given  in  the  well-appointed 
home  of  the  Quapaw  Club.  There  were  80  guests  and  the  affair 
was  a  most  enjoyable  one.  Mr.  J.  F.  Loughborough  acted  as  toast- 
master.  The  toasts  were  as  fol'ows :  "Our  Country,"  Bishop  Tuttle 
oF  Missouri;  "The  New  South,"  Bishop  Sessums  of  Louisiana;  "The 
L-niversity  of  the  South,"  Bishop  Gailor  of  Tennessee,  and  "The 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  South,"  Bishop  Brown  of  Arkansas. 

The  opening  Service  of  the  Conference  was  held  on  Tuesday 
evening  in  Christ  Church.  After  an  address  of  welcome  by  the 
Bishop  of  Arkansas,  the  Rt.  Rev.  G.  H.  Kinsolving,  D.  D.,'  Bishop 
of  Texas,  spoke  with  great  force  on  "The  American  Episcopal  Church 
and  Its  Place  in  the  Life  of  the  Nation."  The  Bishop  strongly  and 
convincingly  asiserted  that  the  Church's  place  in  the  life  of  the 
people  was  on  "the  ground  floor."  It  had  in  a  sense  been  born 
with  the  nation.  It  was  the  oldest  Protestant  Church  in  America 
and  had  been  established  with  the  founding  of  the  first  colony  in 
Virginia;  coming  thus,  we  are  here  to  stay  and  do  our  share  in 
the  deve'opment  of  the  American  people.  The  Church  has  always 
stood  preeminently  for  two  principles:  Conservatism  and  Liberty; 
paradoxical  though  they  seemed,  they  were  the  foundation  stones  of 
the    Church. 

The  Rt  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Tennessee, 
was  next  .introduced  and  delivered  a  splendid  address  on  "The 
Church  and  Its  Present  and  Future  Work  for  the  Nation."  The  speak- 
er pointed  out  that  all  government  is  based  upon  the  ground  of  reli- 
gious principles  and  that  law,  purity,  virtue,  and  in  fact  everything 
commendable  rests  on  Christian  principles.  He  urged  the  return 
to  the  idea  of  individual  rcsponisibility.  Modern  life  had  made 
things  impersonal  and  had  thus  removed  the  feeing  of  responsibility 
from  individuals.  Hence  it  is  dangerous.  But  a  change  is  coming 
and  in  this  change  a  great  part  is  being  played  by  the  Church.  Let 
us  be  optimistic,  let  ouf  religion  be  the  consecration  of  education, 
if  we  succeed  dt  is  because  our  religion  is  based  upon  the  principles 
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of  truth  and  right,  while  underneath  thev  are  supported  by  the 
everlasting  arms. 

Wednesday  Morning,  9  o'clock,  found  more  than  60  delegates  at 
the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  and  at  10  o'clock  the  Bishop 
of  Arkansas  opened  the  regular  conference  meeting  with  prayer. 
Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Patton,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Judas- 
chke  was  elected  Secretary  pro  tem.  The  general  subject  discussed 
was  "the  success  of  the  Missionary  campaign  depending  upon  the 
strength  and  loyalty  of  the  home  base."  The  Rev.  H.  E.  Bowers, 
D.  D.,  of  Grace  Church,  Galveston,  Texas,  spoke  on  "The  Minister's 
Essential  Relations,"  and  the  Hon.  D.  H.  Cantrell  of  Little  Rock. 
Arkansas,  on  "the  Latent  Resources  of  Laymen."  Archdeacon  C.  C. 
Kramer  of  New  Iberia,  LDuisiana,  on  "The  Effective  Use  of  Mis- 
sionary Literature,"  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  F.  K.  Brooke,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Oklahoma,  on  "The  Vital  Relation  of  Intercessory  Prayer."  These 
addresses  were  followed  by  a  general  discussion,  led  by  the  Bishop 
of  Mi-ssouri.  When  the  hour  of  noon  arrived,  noonday  prayers 
were  said  for  Missions. 

At  the  close  of  the  morning  session  the  delegates  adjourned  to 
the  Sunday  School  room  of  Christ  Church  where  luncheon  was 
served  by  the   ladies. 

At  the  afternoon  service  addresses  were  made  by  all  the  Bishops 
present  outlining  the  conditions  of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  their 
respective  Dioceses  and  reports  were  also  made  by  Archdeacon  Lloyd 
of  Arkansas,  Archdeacon  Kramer  of  Louisiana,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Powers 
of  Brownwood,  Texas,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wickens  of  Dallas,  Texas. 
This  session  was  the  best  attended  day  sessnon  of  the  whole  Con- 
ference, every  seat  in  Christ  Church  being  occupied  and  many  of 
the  Denominational  ministers  were  present.  At  the  evening  service 
the  Rev.  Hiram  R.  Hulse  of  New  York  made  an  earnest  plea  for 
the  Missionary  Thank  Offering  and  the  Department  Secretary,  the 
Rev.  R.  W.  Patton,  although  in  ill-health  spoke  forcibly  on  "The 
Gift  and  Return  of  Missionary  Effort." 

On  Thursday  morning  the  Conference  assemb'ed  at  9:30  o'clock 
and  discussed  the  subject  "How  can  the  Board  of  Missions  best 
serve  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Department  and  how  can 
the  Church  in  the  Department  co-operate  most  effectively  with  the 
Board  of  Missions."  The  Rev.  C.  L.  Arno'd  took  the  subdivision 
"In  Church  Extension,"  The  Rev.  E.  A.  Temple  of  Waco,  Texas, 
"In  enlisting  and  co-opcratinn  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,"  the  Bishop 
of  Missouri  "In  training  the  young,"  the  Rev.  H.  R.  Huke  "In 
securing  interest  in  the  Missionary  Thank  Offering,"  Mr.  John  W. 
Wood  "In  furthering  the  Laymen's  Forward  Movement."  These  ad- 
dresses produced   quite   an   animated   and   instructive   discussion. 

After  recess  a  photograph  was  taken  of  the  Delegates  and  Bishops 
present  and  luncheon  was  served  in  the  Sunday  School  room  by  the 
ladies  of  the  Church. 
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At  the  afternoon  session  the  general  subject  was  "The  Outlook." 
Addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev  Loaring  Clark  of  St  Louis,  Mis- 
souri, on  "Some  Missionary  Needs  and  Opportunities  at  Home"  and 
by  the  Rev.  Benj.  L.  Ancell,  of  Souchow,  China,  on  "Some  Mission- 
ary  Needs  and   Opportunities  Abroad."     Mr.   Clark   said: 

"There  is  no  reason  why  the  Church  or  any  member  of  it  should 
not  be  interested  in  the  work  of  Missions.  There  is  the  excuse  of 
•ignorance  but  for  reason  there  is  none.  The  Church  must  grow 
or  else  it  would  wane  in  influence,  for  the  gjrowth  is  the  only 
sure  evidence  of  life.  The  position  of  the  Church  is  a  most  unique 
one;  it  is  the  only  religious  organization  that  stands  touching  the 
sccts^rian  bodies  on  the  one  hand  and  Romanism  on  the  other.  The 
only  Church  that  can  look  forward  to  a  time  when  it  can  unite 
with  the  best  in  the  Church  of  Rome,  it  appeals  to  all  followers  of 
Christ  alike  asking  no  one  to  give  up  the  things  that  appeal  to  him 
as  good  for  his  spiritual  nature.  The  power  of  the  Church  is  the 
prayer  behind  the  matenial  gift,  there  must  be  prayer  to  make  an 
organization  strong.  In  fact,  it  is  the  motive  force  that  makes 
the  engine  of  organization  effective." 

Mr.  Ancell  spoke  of  his  seven  years  of  Missionary  work  in  China 
and  told  of  the  wonderful  city  of  Souchow  and  its  great  awakening 
to  the  needs  of  Spiritual  life. 

The  Conference  closed  with  a  great  Union  Missionary  Rally,  held 
in  Trinity  Cathedral  and  this  occasion  was  one  of  the  greatest  of 
its  kind  ever  held  in  Little  Rock.  The  Cathedral  was  packed  to 
its  doors,  every  available  scat  being  occupied  while  many  had  to 
stand.  A  vested  choir  of  over  loo  voices  led  the  long  procession 
of  Clergy  and  Bishop  Tuttle  spoke  most  feelingly.  He  declared  that 
the  Conference  had  been  a  most  gratifying  one  and  although  the 
Department  was  the  weakest  in  point  of  numbers  of  all  the  eight, 
yet  it  had  carried  out  its  work  with  an  enthusiasm  that  foretold  of 
a  splendid  fufture.     He  said: 

"It  is  these  heart  to  heart  meetings  we  have  in  which  we  come 
to  know  each  other's  hopes  and  aspirations  that  count  for  good  in 
the  great  movement  towards  higher  and  better  things.  We  meet 
like  ships  upon  the  sea  and  greet  each  other  with  'All's  well,'  *all 
hair  and  then  pass  on  swiftly  and  silently  to  our  life  duties  beyond 
the  present  movement  and  try  to  stand  ready  to  push  on  and  fight 
hard  for  the  work  of  the  Church;  and  as  time  flies  (and  how  swift 
is  its  flight)  let  us  go  home  to  our  work  while  the  day  lasts,  for 
the  night  cometh  when  no  man  may  work.  And  God  help  us,  that 
we  may  be  able  to  say,  like  the  great  Apostle  of  old,  when  we  come 
to  the  end  of  life,  7  haz'e  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my 
course,  I  have  kept  the  faith'  and  may  there  also  be  laid  up  for  us 
a  crown  of  righteousness  as  for  those  others  who  have  kept  inviolate 
the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints.     Amen." 
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Bishop  Tiittle  was  followed  by  Mr.  John  W.  Wood,  correspond- 
ing Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  New  York,  who  di-scussed  at 
length  the  methods,  purposes  and  ideals  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 
Mr.  Wood  tendered  his  thanks  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
for  the  successful  manner  in  which  the  Conference  had  been  conducted 
and  declared  that  such  a  meeting  equips  us  better  than  anything  else 
for  the  great  work  of-  spreading  the  Missionary  spirit. 

Following  Mr.  Wood  came  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  Sessums,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  Louisiana,  who  delive»red  beyond  question  one  of  the 
most  brilliant  addresses  given  during  the  course  of  the  Conference. 
His  subject  was  "The  Origin  and  Genius  of  Christian  Mission-s."  He 
saiid  in  part: 

"Our  concern  is  with  the  originating  cause  of  Missions,  and  the 
genius  of  that  Cause,  and  I  can  answer  that  question  in  a  single 
sentence:  The  originating  cause  of  Missions  is  a  God  of  love,  and 
the  genius  or  potent  factor  of  Missions  is  the  Divine  spirit  of  love." 

"It  is  that  God  who  created  the  world,  and  who  proposed  ultimately 
to  produce  in  the  hearts  of  men  a  love  like  unto  His  own;  a  God, 
not  abstract,  lonely  and  set  apart  from  the  world,  but  a  God  who 
deserves  the  name  of  God.  A  God  who  proposes  to  toil  and  suffer 
with  His  creatures  until  they  shall  have  arisen  to  the  destiny  set 
for  them.  This  love  is  the  motive  for  all  activities  toward  the 
alleviation  of  the  ills  of  another's  life;  it  As  the  very  essence  of 
the  divine  in  man's  nature.  That  God  is  love  is  proven  by  the 
statement  that  *God  so  loved  the  world'  that  He  gave  His  Son  to 
be  crucified,  and  that  love  follows  in  the  lives  of  His  true  children. 
The  sacrificing  of  Christ  did  not  beget  God's  great  love  for  the  world, 
but  rather  His  great  love  constrained  Him  to  undergo  the  sacrifice 
of  His  only  beloved  Son.  The  cause  of  Missions  is  therefore  the 
working  out  of  the  Divine  in  the  human,  and  is  the  great  force 
that  cements  men  to  men  and  men  to  Christ. 

"The  cause  of  the  Missionary  spirit  in  the  disciples  and  in  the 
Christian  of  today  is  identical,  the  consciousness  that  the  spirit  of 
the  Master  is  working  in  their  hearts,  that  a  new  life  is  springing 
up  within  them  and  to  possess  them.  His  own  spirit  was  shared 
with  them  and  they  were  lifted  up  to  His  plane.  There  could  be 
no  explanation  of  the  change  in  the  lives  of  these  rude  Galilean  fisher- 
men, but  that  the  spirit  of  the  Christ  had  entered  theirs.  Their  new 
conception  of  the  divine  kingdom  could  be  explained  .in  no  other 
way.  Hence  the  great  and  innpelling  cause  of  Missions  can  be 
nothing  but  the  animation  of  the  spirit  by  the  Divine  Master.  And 
this  must  possess  us  of  today.  The  lincarnation  was  not  a  period 
of  two  thousand  years  ago,  merely,  but  for  all  time  and  all  ages. 

"As  to  the  genius  or  ability  of  Missions,  its  greatest  element  was 
the  power  to  save,  not  merely  from  a  persecution  or  punishment 
for  sins  committed,  but   from  the  sins  themselves;  to  teach  man  to 
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lead  a  positive  life,  and  to  raise  him  out  of  animalism.  Men  are 
wrecks,  not  because  they  have  been  doomed  for  sins  committed,  but 
because  they  have  not  avoided  the  sins  by  developing  the  higher  side 
of  their  lives. 

"But  why  should  we  take  a  hand  in  this  lifting  up  of  man; 
is  not  God  able  to  carry  out  His  work?  True;  but  only  in  doing 
lies  our  own  self-development.  The  holding  aloof  from  this  would 
destroy  our  own  life  spiritual,  for  we  grow  by  sharing  the.se 
blessings  with  others.  God  could  carry  out  these  purposes,  but 
it  is  the  purpose  of  our  lives  to  live  as  nearly  as  may  be  like  God. 
What  is  our  reward  for  this  service  to  our  brethren?  Our  reward 
is  to  grow  in  Godlikeness,  to  win  the  love  of  our  fellow-man,  to 
be  the  means  of  bringing  in  happiness  and  wiping  away  all  tears, 
until  in  the  heavenly  consummation  of  things  the  great  blessings  of 
Peace  and  Joy  shall  reign  untrammeled  among  mankind." 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Conference  will  be  held  at  Houston, 
Texas,  in  the  Epiphany  season  of  1908.  The  selection  of  the  exact 
date  was  left  to.  a  committee  of  five  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 
No  session  will  be  held  in  1907,  on  account  of  the  meeting  of  the 
General   Convention. 


THE  ANNUAL  MISSIONARY  RALLY  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF 

ARKANSAS 

I  have  fully  made  up  my  mind  that,  so  far  as  it  is  possible  for 
me  to  make  it  such,  Arkansas  is  to  be  a  Missionary  Diocese.  Accord- 
ingly I  propose  to  have  a  great  Missionary  Rally  annually  in  this  See  City. 
In  all  except  the  General  Convention  years  the  Rally  will  take  place 
either  immediately  before  or  after  our  Department  Conference. 

Fortunately,  for  the  success  of  this  undertaking,  Little  Rock  is 
so  situated  that  in  going  to  or  from  any  place  within  the  District 
where  a  Conference  is  likely  to  be  held  the  Secretaries  of  the  E>omestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  other  dvstingwshed  speakers, 
sent  out  from  the  Church  Missions  House,  either  must  pass  through 
this  way  or  may  do  so  easily.  Accordingly  we  can,  without  much 
loss  of  time  or  trouble  to  them,  secure  an  annual  visit  from  Dr. 
Lloyd  and  Mr.  Patton  who  always  will  have  something  of  great  in- 
terest to  say  to  us  each  year,  we  also  can  have  the  inspiration  of 
some  new  voice.  This  Rally  will  be  concerned  with  men  but  the 
women  will  not  be  less  interested  in  it  on  that  account.  We  hope 
to  make  it  the  instrument  by  which  this  Diocese  will  be  lifted  up 
towards  the  realization  of  Christian  ideals,  until  we  have  become 
a  great  and  increasing  Missionary  force. 

Brethren,  do  co-operate  with  me  in  this,  the  greatest  of  all  my 
undertakings  on    behalf    of    this    Diocese.      Everything  depends  upon 
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its  success,  and  successful  it  is  sure  to  be,  if  only  you  will  give  me 
your  co-operation  until  our  peope  generally  have  learned  the  luxury 
of  working  for  and  giving  to  Diocesan  and  General  Missions.  I 
am  not  particularly  concerned  as  to  the  part  of  the  field  in  which 
your  interest  begins,  only  so  you  begin  to  be  interested !  When  once 
a  commencement  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  any  portion  of  the 
world-wide  field,  the  interest  will  increase  until  it  will  be  limited 
only  by  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

It  is  my  heart's  desire  that  this  tri-centennial  Anniversary  year 
shall  mark  a  new  era  of  this  Diocese  in  the  great  fundamental 
matter  of  interest  in  missions,  and  in  my  efforts  to  promote  this 
interest  upon  which  the  very  life  of  our  Diocese  depends  more  than 
upon  anything  else  over  which  we  have  control,  T  must  look  to  the 
members  of  this  Council  for  co-operation.  A  Rector  can  do  nothing 
great  for  his  parish  without  the  co-operation  of  a  strong  vestry  of 
men;  and  I  can  do  no  real,  permanent  and  great  work  for  Arkansas, 
without  the  co-peration  of  my  Diocesan  Vestry  which  is  composed 
of  the  members  of  this  Council. 

May  I  not  look  to  you  from  this  on  to  rally  around  me  and  to 
hold  up  my  hands  as  the  Vestries  of  our  Parishes  hold  up  the 
hands  of  the  Rector.  If  our  Parochial  Vestries  are  not  co-operating 
with  their  Rectors  there  is  something  wrong  with  either  the  Vestries 
or  the  Rectors,  probably  the  fault  should  be  about  equally  divided 
between  them.  But  wherever  the  fault  lies  there  can  be  no  question 
about  the  fact  that  the  Parish  will  not  develop  as  it  should  until  it 
is  corrected.  This  is  true  on  a  much  larger  scale  of  the  Diocese 
whose  Bishop  can  not  depend  upon  the  members  of  his  Council  for 
cordial  and  generous  co-operation. 

Therefore,  Brethren,  I  want  and  must  have  your  assistance  in 
our  Missionary  or  Church  extension  and  upbinilding  work.  Wlien  you 
hear  the  reports  of  my  Archdeacons  who  are  my  lieutenants  in  this 
work,  and  the  report  of  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
I  think  you  will  give  me  credit  for  doing  my  part  about  as  well  all 
things  considered,  as  reasonably  can  be  expected.  If  my  health  had 
been  as  good  all  along  as  it  is  now,  and,  if  I  and  my  General  and 
Circuit  Missionaries  could  have  had  a  greater  supply  of  "the  sinews 
of  war"  with  which  to  carry  on  the  campaign,  we  might  have  in- 
vaded more  territory  and  established  stronger  forts  in  the  places  that 
we  have  occupied;  but  all  competent  judges  in  Missionary  matters, 
w4io  know  anything  about  our  accomplishments  and  the  difficulties 
under  which  we  have  labored  will  give  us  credit  for  having  made  a 
pretty  good  use  of  the  resources  that  have  been  placed  at  our  com- 
mand. Our  needs  are  many  and  great  but  the  greatest  of  all  our 
needs  is  co-operation  in  the  way  of  work  from  our  Clergy  and  in 
the  way  of  funds  from  our  Larty. 

This  indispensable  co-operation  from  both  sources  wnll  come  in 
proportion    to    the   increase   of   Missionary   enthusiasm    and   that   will 
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be  increased  perceptibly  from  year  to  year  by  our  Great  Missionary 
Rally.  The  next  one  will  occur  as  near  Advent  Sunday  as  can  be 
arranged  for,  and  I  wish  to  ask  every  member  of  my  Diocesan  Vestry, 
that  is,  every  member  of  this  Council,  to  try  to  be  present.  I  feel 
perfectly  certain  that,  if  this  request  is  complied  with,  the  re9a«It  of 
the  next  Rally,  which  promises  to  be  a  most  interesting  one,  will 
be  a  lifting  up  to  a  much  higher  plane  of  Missionary  interest  and 
endeavor  than  the  one  which  we  now  occupy. 


THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION  AND  THE  M.  T.  0. 

There  are  two  matters  of  general  interest  and  pressing  importance 
to  which  I  desire  to  direct  your  attention. 

We  are  on  the  eve  of  the  assembling  of  the  1907  General  Con- 
vention. It  will  be  a  memorable  and  historical  event,  for  it  will  com- 
memorate the  Three  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  first  Anglo-Saxon 
Christian   Service  held  on   American   soil. 

The  Convention  will  meet  at  Richmond  in  October,  and  by 
suitable  Services  will  commemorate  this  historic  event.  I  hope  that 
Arkansas  may  be  fully  repesented  by  both  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
and  by  Delegates  from  the  Woman's  AuxiKary. 

And  in  this  connection  let  me  refer  agann  to  "The  Missionary 
Thank  Offering,"  called  also  the  "Men's  Thank  Offering,"  and,  more 
briefly,  the  "M.  T.  O."  This  offering  is  to  be  made  at  the  great 
Jamestown  Memorial  Service,  and  the  money  will  be  applied  to  the 
extension  of  Chrtst's  kingdom  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  special  feature  of  the  offering  is  that  it  is  to  be  made  ex- 
clusively by  the  men — Laymen  and  Clergymen— o£  the  Church.  In 
the  past  our  good  women  have  always  stood  in  the  foreground  with 
their  General  Convention  gifts,  while  the  men  seemed  to  remain  in 
dark  seclusion.  Someone  has  recently  said,  in  sarcaistic  humor,  "The 
women  give  every  three  years  and  the  men  every  three  hundred 
years." 

Brethren,  let  us  come  forward  at  this  time,  not  dn  leisure,  but 
with  haste,  and  with  thankful  hearts  present  our  gifts  to  our  Divine 
Lord,  who  hais  blest  us  and  our  forefathers  during  all  these  three 
hundred  years  of  American  Christianity.  Let  us  do  our  share,  so 
that  we  may  come  forward  with  boldness  at  Richmond,  and  not  be 
obliged  to  hide  our  heads  in  shame. 

All  who  contribute  to  the  "M.  T.  O.**  have  been  given  the  privilege 
of  designating  their  offering  for  some  particular  Missionary  object. 
Thus  the  money  raised  within  the  boundaries  of  our  Diocese  may  be 
returned  to  us  from  Richmond  for  the  extension  of  our  work,  if  a 
previous  designation  to  that  effect  has  been  made. 
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But  I  do  not  recommend  such  a  course.  In  this  comparatively  poor, 
undeveloped  Diocese  we  need  much  more  money  than  we  have  been 
able  to  secure,  with  which  to  carry  out  plans  that  mean  everything  to 
many  souls  and  to  the  future  of  our  beloved  Church  and  State;  but 
let  us  cast  our  bread  upon  the  waters.  In  the  long  run  it  will  be 
better  for  the  eternal  interests  concerned  that  we  should  rely  upon  the 
truth  of  our  Saviour's  saying,  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than 
to  receive." 


THE  AMERICAN  CHURCH  BUILDING  FUND  COMMISSION 

As  its  name  indicates,  this  society  exists  for  the  laudable  pur- 
pose of  helping,  by  gifts  and  loans,  in  Church  building  undertakings, 
and  I  desire  to  bear  my  humble,  grateful  testimony  to  the  fact  that, 
so  far  as  Arkansas  is  concerned,  it  is  fulfilling  its  mission  as  well 
as  any  Church  extension  and  upbuilding  Society  of  wbich  I  have 
any  knowledge.  In  the  course  of  my  Episcopate  it  has  given,  most 
generously,  $200  for  the  building  of  each  of  the  following  Churches : 
St.  Thomas/  Searcy:  Calvary,  Osceola;  St.  James,'  Little  Rock;  and 
$100  each  towards  the  building  of  our  Churches  in  Mbnticello,  Lake 
Village,  Foreman,  Conway.  Pocahontas,  Plarrison,  Siloam  Springs, 
Hope.  Tollville,  Stuttgart,  and  St.   Paul's,  Little  Rock.  $1,700  in  all. 

This  is  a  unique  showing  of  generous  helpfulness  to  our  Diocese 
on  the  part  of  the  Building  Fund.  What  has  Arkansas  given  in 
return?  Less  than  $180,  collected  in  the  course  of  twenty  years.  We 
have  only  returned  a  tenth  of  what  we  have  received.  Is  not  this 
showing  also  unique?  Is  it  not  so  unique  that  it  should  cause  a 
crimson  blush  of  shame? 

We  have  made  provision,  by  a  standing  resolution,  and  also  by 
Canon  20,  for  an  annual  offering  to  be  taken  for  the  support  of  this 
splendid  Fund.  Rut,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  Parishes,  this 
collection  has  been  systematically  neglected.  This  dereliction  of  duty 
on  your  part  is  becoming  a  source  of  embarrassment  to  me.  I  am 
really  ashamed  to  ask  the  Commission  for  further  help.  Please  do 
send  in  a  collection  this  year  from  every  Parish  and  Mission  station, 
even  if  .it  cannot  be  a  large  one. 

I  wish  the  Council  won'd  Fet  aside  a  special  Sunday  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  up  a  collection  for  the  American  Church  Building 
Fund,  and  appoint  a  special  committee  of  one  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  this  invaluable  fund.  I  should  like  to  appoint  Mr.  F.  N. 
Burke  as  this  Committee,  and  unless  the  Council  objects.  I  shall 
do  so. 
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THE  BROTHERHOOD  OF  ST.  ANDREW 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Brotlicrhood  of  St.  Andrew  met 
last  year  in  our  limmcdiate  neighborhood,  in  the  City  of  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  from  October  i8th  to  21st,  and  I  was  glad  for  the  privilege 
and  honor  of  presiding  at  one  of  its  sessions.  A  goodly  number  of 
our  Clergy  and  Catechists  were  in  attendance,  and  there  is,  as  the 
result,  much  more  interest  in  this  splendid  order  than  there  was 
before  the  meeting.  We  now  have  active  and  effective  Chapters  work- 
ing at  Ratesv'ille  and  Fayetteville.  The  Brotherhood  is  doing  much 
good  in  the  Church  elsewhere,  and  I  reiterate  what  I  have  said  on 
former  occasions,  that  I  wish  it  were  possible  for  every  Clergyman  in 
OUT  Diocese  to  have  a  Chapter  of  it  in  his  Parish  or  Mission. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Brotherhood  will  meet  this  year 
in  the  City  of  Washington,  a  few  days  preceding  tfie  General  Con- 
vention. I  recommend  that  all  those  who  can  do  so,  especially  our 
deputies,  arrange  to  be  present.  I  wish  that  we  might  designate  one 
of  our  Lay  Deputies  as  an  official  Delegate. 


THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH 

I  have  an  interesting  communication  from  the  Vice  Chancellor 
of  our  University,  which   reads  as   follows: 

"As  the  university  celebrates  the  Semi-Centennial  of  its  organiza- 
tion June  22nd  to  27th,  I  write  to  request  that  you  will  impress  upon 
the  Trustees  from  your  Diocese  the  importance  of  attending  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  convenes  on  June 
22nd,  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

"We  are  most  anxious  to  have  a  full  attendance  of  the  Trustees 
and  Alumni  of  the  University. 

"I  would  suggest  that  in  case  it  becomes  apparent  that  the 
Trustees  elected  will  be  unable  to  attend,  that  the  Convention  take 
steps  to  fill   the  vacancies." 

I  hope  that  the  Vice  Chancellor's  suggestion  will  be  complied  with, 
by  your  taking  the  necessary  measures  to  secure  as  complete  a  repre- 
sentation as  is  possible  of  this  Diocese  at  the  Scmi-Centennial  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 


UNIFORMITY  IN  MATTERS  OF  RITUAL 

I   am   in   receipt  of  a  letter   from   one  of  our  Clergy   which  lays 
upon    me    the    responsibility    of    making    a    pronouncement    upon    two 
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questions  of  ritual:  (i)  Shall  the  Lord's  Prayer  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Communion  Ofilcc  be  said  by  both  Minister  and  people,  or 
by  the  Priest  or  Bishop  a'one?  (2)  Which  is  the  "right  side"  of 
the  Altar  or  '*Lord's  Table"  where  the  Minister  is  directed  by  rubric 
to  begin  the  communion  service? 

The  body  of  the  letter  reads  as  follows : 

• 

"Whereas,  there  are  son>e  communicants  of  this  Parish  who  are 
requesting  the  privilege  of  repeating  the  Lord's  Prayer  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Service  of  the  Holy  Communion,  basing  such  prayer  on 
the  rubric  in  the  order  for  Daily  Morning  Prayer,  which  reads :  'Then 
the  Minister  shall  kneel  and  say  the  Lord's  Prayer;  the  people  still 
kneeling  and  repeating  it  with  him,  both  here,  and  wheresoever  else 
'it  is  said  in  the  Divine  Service.' 

"And,  whereas,  some  hold  that  the  Lord's  Prayer  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Communion  Service  should  be  said  by  the  Priest  alone,  basing 
their  view  on  the  rubric  just  preceding  the  Lord's  Prayer  in  that 
Service,  which  ends  as  follows:  *And  the  Minister,  standing  at 
the  right  side  of  the  table,  or  where  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer 
are  appointed  to  be  said,  shall  say  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  other 
Collect  following,  the  people  kneeling,  but  the  Lord's  Prayer  may 
be  omitted  if  Morning  Prayer  hath  been  said  immediately  before.' 

"And,  whereas,  some  authorities  in  the  Church  sustain  one  posi- 
tion  in   such   matter   and   some   another; 

"And,  whereas,  lit  is  a  recognized  principle  in  the  law  of  our 
Church,  that,  where  there  is  uncertainty  in  matters  of  ritual  or 
practice,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  may  give  direction  therein,  I 
would  ask  that  within  your  rights  as  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  you 
give  direction  in  such  a  matter,  pending  any  expressing  of  opinion 
by  the  House  of  Bishops  or  the  General  Convention  thereon. 

"And  as  t'hcre  is  likewise  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether  the 
Priest  should  begin  the  Communion  Service  on  the  Epistle  or  the 
Gospel  side  of  the  altar,  as  expres:>ed  in  above  last  quoted  rubric, 
some  Bishops  expressiing  one  view  and  some  another,  that  you  give 
order  likewise,  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  in  this  Diocese,  as  to  which 
■side,  in  yoyr  opinion,  the  Minister  should  begin  the  Service  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  that  is  to  say,  at  the  Gospel  or  the  Epistle  side." 

As  you  know,  the  General  Convention  is  to  meet  in  October  of 
this  year,  and  our  Diocese  is  to  appear  before  it  with  a  memorial  in 
which  we  shall  plead  for  the  adoption  of  our  solution  of  the  most 
important  problem  which  the  Church  is  In'kely  to  be  called  upon  to 
solve  in   the  whole  course  of  the  Twentieth   Century. 

Two  meniorials  from  one  little  Diocese  may  seem  a  little  pre- 
sumrptuous,  but  I  do  wish  that  these  and  some  other  question  of  a 
similar  character  might  be  answered  authoritatively  for  the  whole 
American  Church,  and,  therefore.  I  recommend  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  to  prepare  a  short  memorial  to  the  General  Convention  on 
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the    subject   of   "Ritual    Uniformity,"    covering   the   two   questions    of 
this  interesting  communication  and  also  the  following: 

1.  In  the  Confirmation  Service,  when  a  candidate  has  been  con- 
firmed, should  the  people  as  well  as  the  Bishop  say  Amen;  and  at 
the  conclusion  of  his  service,  should  the  people  join  in  saying  of 
the  Lord's  Prayer? 

2.  A  rubric  in  the  Communion  oftlce  provides  for  the  singing 
of  an  Offertory  and  what  is  commonly  known  as  the  Communion 
Hymn.     What  other  sentences  and  hymns  may  be  sung,  and  when? 

3.  What  hymns   may   be   sung  in   the   Services   of   this   Church? 

4.  Is  is  allowable  to  say  or  sing  "Thanks  be  to  thee,  O  Lord," 
or,  "Thanks  be  to  thee.  O  Christ,"  at  the  end  of  the  Gospel. 

5.  What  is  the  proper  posntion  of  the  Congregation  at  the  reading 
of  the  Epistle,  kneeling  or  sitting? 

6.  Should  the  General  Thanksgiving  in  the  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  be  said  by  both  Minister  and  People,  or  by  the  Minister 
alone? 

Until  the  General  Convention  does  take  action,  my  desiire  and 
request  is  that  our  Ministers  and  people  should  say  the  Lord'-s  Prayer 
together  always,  whenever  it  is  appointed  to  be  said  in  the  Prayer 
Book  services;  that  the  Minister  use  the  liberty  accorded  by  the  famou-s 
Lincoln  judgment  as  to  the  place  he  occupies  at  the  reading^ 
of  the  Ante-Communion;  that  both  Ministers  and  people  say  "Amen'* 
after  the  Confirmation  of  each  Candidate,  and  that  they  join  in  the 
Lord's  Prayer  of  the  Confirmation  Service;  that  the  people  sit  during 
the  reading  of  the  Epistle ;  that  no  sentence  or  hymn  be  said  or 
sung  in  the  communion  office  except  such  as  is  provided  for  by 
rubric;  that  the  hymns  sung  in  our  regular  Church  Services  be  select- 
ed from  the  Hymnal  set  forth  by  the  General  Convention  of  this 
Church,  and  that  the  General  Thanksgiving  be  said  by  the  Minister 
alone. 


THE  TRIAL  AND  DEPOSITION  OF  THE  REV.  ALGERNON  S.  CRAPSEY  , 
D.  D.,  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  WESTERN  NEW  YORK 

Since  the  deposition  in  November  last  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Crap- 
sey,  notices  from  Bishops  of  the  deposition  of  an  unusually  large  num- 
ber of  Clergymen,  ujmn  their  own  request,  for  causes  not  affecting 
their  moral  character,  have  been   received  bv  me. 

How  far  this  distressing  and,  indeed,  alarming  falling  away  from 
our  Ministry  is  due  to  the  condemnation  of  Dr.  Crapsey  I  can  not 
say;  but  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  some  among  both  our  Clergy 
and  Laity  are  in  varying  degrees  in  sympathy  with  him  and  that 
many  regret  U\s  condemnation.  Among  such  are  some  of  the 
most    distinguished   of   the   Church's   sons.     The   Rev.    Professor   Al- 
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len,  of  the  Cambridge  Divinity  School,  is  generally  supposed  to  be 
one  of  them,  for,  though  he  makes  no  allusion  to  Dr.  Crapsey, 
his  powerful  plea  for  "Freedom  in  the  Church"  is  believed  to  have 
especial  reference  to  the  article  of  the  Creed,  the  denial  of  which 
was  the  chief  cause  of  Dr.  Crapsey's  trial. 

Among  the  protests  against  and  replies  to  Professor  Allen's 
book,  the  most  notable  is  by  the  able  Chaplain  of  the  Bishop  of  Ver- 
mont, entitled  "Freedom  Through  The  Truth."  Professor  Allen 
and  Chaplain  Johnson  have  covered,  from  opposite  points  of  view, 
so  much  of  the  controversial  ground,  and  they  have  done  their  work 
so  we!l,  that  one  is  inclined  to  listen  with  impatience  to  any  discus- 
sion of  the  "Crapsey  case"  by  a  person  who  has  not  read  those 
books.  The  reading  of  the  official  report  entitled  "Arguments  for 
Presentors  and  Defense  of  the  Rev.  Algernon  Crapsey,  before  the 
Court  of  Review  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churchy  upon  the  Ap- 
peal from  the  Judgment  of  the  Court  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
New  York"  is  also  almost  a  prerequisite  of  competency  to  speak  :n- 
telligently  or  reach  right  conclusions  about  this  "burning  question" 
concerning  the  comprehensiveness  of  the  Church. 

As  I  apprehend  this  to  be  a  question  that  is  likely  to  vex  the 
Church  for  a  long  time  to  come,  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  make  some 
provision  for  the  thorough  study  and  discussion  of  it,  and  the  plan 
which  I  have  decided  upon  is  to  ask  Dean  McPherson,  the  head  of 
our  Theo'ogical  School,  and  the  Chairman  of  our  Board  of  Examin- 
ing Qiaplains,  to  prepare  a  critical  essay  on  "the  Infancy  Pas- 
sages" of  the  First  and  Third  versions  of  the  Gospel.  Dr.  Norton, 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  will  be  asked  to  give  a  con- 
densation and  critical  review  of  the  books  "Freedom  in  the  Church" 
and  "Freedom  Through  the  Truth."  The  Rev.  Thomas  D.  Windiate. 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville,  will  be  asked  to  prepare 
a  biographical  sketch  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Crapsey  and  a  historical  re- 
view of  his  trial.  I  shall  assign  myself  the  task  of  preparing  an 
'essay  on  "The  Doctrine  of  the  Virgin  Conception  of  Jesus  and  its 
Relation  to  the  Doctrine  of  the  Incarnation,"  in  which  I  shall  make 
(i)  a  Plea  for  the  Doubter  and  (2)  an  Argument  for  the  Believer. 

Provision  will  be  made  for  the  delivery  and  discussion  of  these 
papers  at  an  extra  session  of  our  Theological  School,  which  will  be 
•  held  in  the  See  City  on  the  Friday  and  Saturday  preceding  our  great 
Missionary  Rally.  I  request  that  all  of  our  Clergy  and  Catechists 
will  be  present  and  that  they  will  prepare  themselves  to  take  part 
in  this  session  of  the  School,  which  probably  will  be  of  great  edu- 
cational value. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  it  may  be  unwise  to  bring  the  matter 
of  the  Crapsey  controversy  before  our  Candidates  and  Postulants  for 
Holy  Orders,  and  especially  before  the  Lait\%  but  I  believe  that, 
in  view  of  the  publicity  that  has  been  given  to  that  controversy  by  the 
deniers  of  the  Article  of  the  faith  upon  which  it  hinges,  those  who 
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have  the  responsibility  of  setting  forth  the  trutli  as  it  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  and  in  the  Word  of  God,  are  compelled  to  get  at  all  the 
facts  hearing  upon  the  matter  so  far  as  they  can  be  ascertained, 
and  so  far  as  we  arc  concerned.  I  know  of  no  better  way  of  doing 
this  than  the  one  that  I  have  decided  upon. 


NECROLOGY 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  34th  session  of  our  Council  three 
Bishops  of  the  American  Church  and  one  prominent  layman  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas  have  passed  on  from  the  Church  militant  to  the 
Church  triumphant. 

Will  you  kindly  stand  while  I  recite  the  names  of  these  departed 
saints : 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Isaac  Lea  Nicholson,  D.  D.,  the  fifth  Bishop  of 
Milwaukee  and  the  one  hundred  and  fifty-ninth  in  the  American 
Apostolic  Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on  October  28th,  1901  and 
died  in  Milwaukee  on  October  29th,  1906,  in  the  sjixty-isecond  year  of 
his  age,  and  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  his  Episcopate. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  Isaac  J.  Scheres-chewsky,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the! 
third  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Shanghai,  China  and  the  one 
hundred  and  eighteenth  in  the  American  Aposto'ic  succession.  He 
was  consecrated  on  October  31st,  1877,  resigned  his  See  in  1884,  and 
died  in  Tokio,  Japan,  on  October  15th,  1906,  in  the  seventy-fifth  year  of 
his  age  and  in  the  twenty-ninth  year  of  his  Episcopate. 

Bishop  Schereschewsky  was  one  of  the  greatest  among  all  the 
linguists  and  Oriental  scholars  of  the  world,  and  his  translation  of 
the  Bible  in  the  chief  dialect  of  the  Chinese  language  will  immortalize 
his  name.  It  is  one  of  the  greatest,  most  difficult  and  beneficent 
achievements  of  modern  learning  and  industry.  For  many  years 
the  Bishop  was  greatly  handicapped  in  his  stupendous  undertaking  by 
a  physical  infirmity  and  his  perseverance  in  the  enormous  task  which 
he  had  set  for  himself  gives  him  rank  among  the  great  heroes  oF 
Christianity. 

Bishop  Schereschewsky  was  a  Christianized  Jew  and  the  conver- 
sion of  such  a  man  should  promote  hopefulness  respecting  Jewish  mis- 
sions and  set  us  to  thinking  about  the  loss  to  Christianity  which  re- 
sults from  our  lack  of  enthusiasm  and  wisdom  in  the  work  of  evan- 
ge'izing  the  remarkable  race  to  which  our  Lord  belonged. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  George  Franklin  Seymour,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  and  D. 
C.  L.,  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield  and  the  one 
hundred  and  twenty-first  in  the  American  Apostolic  Succession.  He 
was  consecrated  on  June  nth,  1878  and  died  in  Springfield,  Illinois 
on  December  8,  1906,  in  the  seventy-eighth  year  of  his  age  and  the 
twenty-ninth  year  of  his  Episcopate. 
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Bishop  Seyniour  was  at  once  a  scholar,  orator,  and  controversial- 
ist, lie  belonged  to  the  "Catholic"  or  "traditional"  school  of  thcolo- 
giians  and  his  many  sermon,?:,  addresses  and  articles  in  support  of 
its  doctrines  secured  for  him  general  recognition  among  his  sym- 
pathyzers  as  "the  Athanasius  of  the  United  States."  He  was  one  of 
the  most  striking  and  best  known  figures  in  the  House  of  Bishops 
and,    indeed,    in    the    whole    American    Church. 

The  Late  Judge  John  T.  Jones 

On  Sunday,  March  loth,  1907,  the  oldest  communicant  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas,  Judge  John  T.  Jones,  passed  to  his  reward  in 
the  ninety-fourth  year  c^f  his  age.  The  Judge  was  a  resident  of  Lee 
county  and  a  member  of  St.  John's  Church,  Helena.  His  death  oc- 
curred at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  in  the  home  of  one  of  his  sons.  The 
interment  took  place  at  Helena,  on  Tuesday,  March  12th.  Much  to 
my  regn"ct  I  was  unable  to  attend  the   funeral. 

Judge  Jones  was  a  Virginian,  a  graduate  by  the  University  of 
Virginia  and  a  pioneer  lawyer  and  planter  in  Arkansas.  He  was 
a  gifted,  courtly  gentlemen  of  the  old  Southern  School.  His  religious 
history  was  in  accordance  with  the  Church's  beautiful  ideal.  He  was 
baptized  in  infancy,  received  a  careful  religious  training,  was  con- 
firmed in  young  manhood  and  he  continued  a  faithful  exemplary  com- 
municant until  his  life's  end.  He  supported  the  work  of  the  Church 
by  contributions  according  to  his  ability  not  only  in  his  Parish  but 
also  in  the  Diocese  and  in  the  making  of  his  will  he  did  not  forget 
the  Church  as  so  many  do.  While  he  lived  he  helped  me  with  one 
of  the  largest  subscriptions  I  have  had  to  the  Arkansas  Mission  Church 
Building  Fund  and  he  made  provision  for  the  building  of  two  Mis- 
sion  Churches  after  his   death. 

Let  us  thank  God  for  the  blessed  memory  of  this  exemplary 
Christian  and  Churchman  and  pray  that  when  we  have  lived  out  our 
days  and  are  gathered  to  our  Fathers  others  may  be  able  to  speak 
of  us  as  all  men  are  speaking  of  hint 

The  Late  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Little  Rock 

I  deem  it  proper  that  I  should  make  official  record  of  the  fact 
that  on  February  27th,  1907,  passed  away  in  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  his 
age  the  Rt.  Rev.  Edward  Fitzgerald,  D.  D.,  who  for  nearly  a  third 
of  a  century  was  the  Bishop  of  the  "Holy  Catholic  Apostolic  Roman 
Church"  in  the  Diocese  of  Little  Rock. 

Bishop  Fitzgerald  was  a  good,  strong  man.  He  was  unusually 
well-known  to  Protestant  Christians  because  of  the  courageous  stand 
he  took  against  the  movement  looking  to  the  declaration  of  the 
Pope's  infallibility. 
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LOSSES  AHD  GAIHS  IH  OUR  CLERGY 

Within  the  last  Council  year,  two  of  our  most  faithful  brethren 
in  the  Miinistry  who  have  been  workinjj^  among  us  for  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  ycaj-^i  have  left  us  and  taken  up  work  in  other  Dioceses.  The 
Rev.  Caleb  15.  K.  Weed,  M.  A.,  who  had  been  one  of  the  Clergy 
of  this  Dioccire  since  1899  an<i  wbo  for  the  past  hve  years  was  Rector 
of  St  John's  Church.  Fort  Smith,  accepted  a  call  to  become  Associate 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Memphis:  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Jenkins 
Cornish,  B.  D.,  who  had  been  lal)oring  among  us  since  1901,  answer- 
ed a  call  to  Charleston,  S.  C.  For  several  years  past  he  had  been 
Rector  of  the  MisAionar>'  Parish  of  St.  Andrew's,  Marianna.  With 
reluctance  I  issued  the  Letter  Dismissor>-  to  these  brethren.  Both 
had  worked  so  faithfully  that  I  naturally  wished  they  could  re- 
main with  us.  However,  I  hope  that  the  move  made  by  them  will 
prove  to  be  the  right  one  and  I  feel  assured  that  you  will  join  with 
me  in  bidding  them  God-speed  in  their  new  and  important  fields. 

The  Rev.  Charles  W.  Du  Bois  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity 
Church,  Van  Buren  and  the  principalship  of  the  Helen  Dunlap  Me- 
morial Industrial  School  on  January  15th,  1907,  after  having  been 
with  us  only  a  little  more  than  a  year. 

The  vestry  of  Trinity  Parish,  Van  Buren,  called  the  Rev.  J.  W. 
Thompson  of  Monticello,  to  their  vacant  Rectorship  and  he  entered 
upon  his  duties  on  the  third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  21st,  1907.  I 
propliesy  a  prolonged  and  successful  ministerial  administration  for 
that    Parish. 

We  are  very  glad  to  welcome  to  the  Diocese  the  following 
Clergymen : 

The  Rev.  Thomas  D.  Windiate,  from  Memphis,  Tennessee,  the 
Very  Rev.  William  Bruce  McPhcrson  from  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and 
the  Rev.  George  A.  Symington,  Deacon,  from  Denver,  Colorado. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Windiate  became  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Faycttevire,  on  September  ist,  1906.  Since  January  ist,  1907  he  has 
been  the  Canon  of  the  Fayetteville  Convocation  and  a^  such  has  had 
charge  of  Grace  Mission,  Siloam  Springs,  St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Win- 
slow,  and  the   Helen  Dunlap  Memorial   Industrial   School. 

Mr.  Windiate  has  won  the  high  esteem  and  admiration  of  every- 
one who  is  under  his  care.  His  self-5acrificing  labors  have  been 
blessed  and  St.  Paul's  Parish  as  well  as  the  Missions  and  the  School 
in  his  care  are  in  excellent  and  flourishing  condition. 

The  Very  Rev.  W.  B.  McPherson  most  generously  answered  my 
call  to  become  Dean  of  our  Arkansas  Theological  School  and  he 
entered  upon  his  duties  in  that  capacity  in  October,  1906.  Dean  Mc- 
Pherson sacrificed  a  good  many  things  when  he  resigned  his  Rector- 
ship in  Baltimore  and  severed  his  connections  with  the  great  Diocese 
of  Maryland  to  take  up  work  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  and  we 
cannot   be   too   grateful    that   God   put   it   into   his   heart  to   consider 
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our   call    from    a   point   of    duty    rather    than    from   other    points    of 
view. 

When  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  became  vacant  the  Vestry 
of  that  Parish  recognized  in  the  Dean  the  man  they  wanted  and  called 
him  to  become  their  Rector.  They  offered  him  generous  inducements 
to  come,  among  others  a  new  Rectory.  The  old  Rectory  was  to  be 
turned  into  a  Parish  House  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Theologi- 
cal School,  the  sessions  of  which  are  now  held  in  it  three  times  a 
year. 

This  arrangement  proves  to  be  a  providential  one  for  all  the 
persons  and  interests  concerned  ami  we  know  that  with  God's  bless- 
ing upon  the  Dean's  strenuous  endeavors,  St.  John's  Parish,  Fort 
Smith,  as  well  as  our  Theological  School  will  make  great  forward 
strides   from   this  on. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Symington  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  Missions 
at  Dardanelle,  Russellville,  Morrilton  and  Conway  with  headquarters 
at  Morrihon.  We  are  looking  forward  to  a  successful  administra- 
tion in  the  case  of  this  new  brother. 

Two  of  our  Catechists  have  joined  the  ranks  of  our  Clergy,  the 
Rev.  Elmer  A.  Rounds  and  the  Rev.  Francis  Nesbitt  Cullen  both  of 
whom  were  ordained  by  me  to  the  Diaconate  on  Sunday,  November 
25th  in  St.  Mark's  Church.  Pulaski  Heights.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Rounds 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Brinkley  Missionary  District  and  is  also 
helping  the  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  as  assistant  minis- 
ter. The  Rev.  Mr.  Cullen  still  remains  in  charge  of  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Pulaski   Heights. 


OUR  GROWTH 

I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  number  of  workers 
is  now  more  than  three  times  greater  than  it  was  when  I  came  to 
the  Diocese  nine  years  ago.  The  same  is  true  of  the  number  of 
our  organizations,  Churches  and  Rectories.  Then  there  is  our  splendid 
Episcopal  residence  which  at  a  low  estimate  is  worth  $20,000  and  our 
Diocesan  Endowment  Fund  which  has  increased  from  about  $16,000 
to  more  than  $34,000.  Moreover  our  Communicants  have  nearly  if 
not  quite  doubled,  that  is  to  say,  they  have  increased  from  between 
two  and  three  thousand  to  between  four  and  five  thousand.  We  have 
had  more  Confirmations  this  year  than  in  any  year  of  my  Episcopate 
or  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese. 

Last  year  we  stood  second  among  the  Dioceses  dn  the  rate  of  our 
growth,  and,  this,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  compared  with  many 
other  Dioceses,  notably  the  one  that  was  ahead  of  us,  we  have  profited 
very   little  by    immigration    to   the    State.      Besides,    up   to   this    time 
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<much  of  our  work  has  been  .  of  the  kind  that  does  not  show  up 
•in  reports  and  this  will  be  true  largely  of  the  next  two  or  three 
years.  We  are  getting  ready  to  grow,  laying  our  foundation.  Much 
of  our  time  and  substance  have  been  spent  in  securing  and  paying 
for  larger  lots,  in  putting  dilapidated  Church  and  Rectory  properties 
in  gocxi  repair,  in  building  Parish  houses,  in  opening  new  Mission 
fields  and  in  building  Chapels  and  Rectories  in  them. 

In  respect  to  Baptisms,  Confirmations  and  Missionary  oflFerings, 
and  in  other  elements  of  spiritual  strength,  we  indeed  have  grown 
a  great  deal  but  not  anything  like  as  much  as  we  hope  to  grow  as 
so'jn  as  we  have  the  foundations  laid  and  are  able  to  give  our  atten- 
tion to  the  superstructure,  or  to  change  the  figure,  as  soon  as  the 
planting  is   done  and   we  begin  cultivating.

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CLERICAL  SALARIES 

I  could  mention  a  Parish  that  is  rejoicing  in  the  prospects  of  a 
Pipe  Organ  to  cost  $1,200,  the  money  for  which  has  for  the  most 
part  been  raised  this  year.  At  a  recent  Visitation  to  that  Parish  I 
was  told  of  this  good  fortune  by  a  dear  soul  who  evidently  expected 
me  "to  go  to  pieces"  with  delight  at  the  surprising  news.  Of  course 
I  rejoiced  as  best  I  could  with  those  who  were  rejoicing,  bu-t  I  could 
have  done  so  with  much  more  enthusiaism  except  for  the  knowledge 
that  in  that  Parish  the  Rector  and  his  wife  are  living  as  best  the> 
can  on  a  salary  of  $700  in  a  Rectory  that  needs  some  repairs!  I 
am  expecting  to  write  the  Vestry  of  that  Parish  asking  it  to  raise  the 
salary  of  their  Rector  $100  from  year  to  year  until  it  reaches  at 
lease  the  $1,000  mark. 

I  need  hardly  remind  the  Laity  th3t  the  expenses  of  living  have 
increased  greatly  within  the  last  ten  years  and  that  as  a  consequence 
the  wages  and  salaries  of  nearly  all  laboring  and  professional  people 
have  been  raised  correspondingly.  Some  among  our  Vestries  have 
been  most  exemplary  in  their  thoughtfulness  towards  their  Rectors 
and  have  increased  their  salaries  until  they  are  almost  if  not  quite 
doub'e  what  they  were  ten  years  ago,  but  in  many  cases  the  salary 
seems  to  be  a  fixed  quantity.  I  beg  that  the  Council  year  upon  which 
we  are  entering  may  be  distinguished  especially  for  the  increase  of 
Clerical  salaries.  Let  there  be  some  advance  in  every  Parish  and 
Mission  Station,  even  if  it  can  be  no  more  than  $25.  It  will  be  a 
good  thing  for  the  people  and  an  inspiration  to  the  Rector  or  Mis- 
sionary. 


THE  SERVICES  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  CONFIRMATION  VISITATIONS 

I  request  that  as  a  rule  the  Services  at  my  Confirmation  Visita- 
tions shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  In  the  case  of  a  Morning  Visitation : 

(i)  The  Ante-Communion  through  to  the  Creed;  (2)  The 
Sermon;  (3)  Confirmation;  (4)  Offertory;  (5)  Celebration  of 
the  Holy  Communion. 

2.  In  the   case  of  an   Evening  Visitation : 

(i)  Litany;  (2)  Sermon;  (3)  Confirmation;  (4)  Offertory; 
(5)     Benediction. 

May  I  furthermore  request  that  our  Clergy  and  CatechistT  tact- 
fully use  their  (influence  with  choirs  to  induce  them  to  sing  appropri- 
ate and  popular  hymns  instead  of  anthems.  In  cases  where  an  anthem 
is  unavoidable,  please  do  what  you  can  to  have  it  a  chorus  rather 
than  a  solo. 

I  do  not  want  to  hurt  the  feelings  of  any  of  the  Clergy  or  Laity 
by  a  too  strong  expression  of  my  well-known  preference  for  mid-day 
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celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  but  I  venture  to  express  the 
hope  that,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  thiu  preference  will  be  respect- 
ed and  that  I  will  neither  be  asked  to  administer  an  early 
Sunday  morning  celebration  or  be  expected  to  attend  it.  Perhaps  I 
ought  to  explain  that  this  hope  is  not  based  upon  an  indisposition 
to  be  about  in  the  morning,  for  generally  I  am  up  hou-rs  before  any- 
body else  about  the  house  where  I  am  stopping;  nor  is  it  due  to 
prejudiice  against  fasting  communions,  for  it  is  my  rule  not  only  to 
go  to  the  Lord's  Supper  fasting,  but  to  all  other  ser\nces  as  well. 
My  objection  to  the  early  Sunday  morning  Communion  is  due  to  the 
growing  conviction  that  it  is,  from  several  points  of  view,  a  mistake. 


CONFIRMATION  )ypD  THE  HOLY  COMMUNION 

It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  one  of  our  Catecbists  has 
discouraged  a  baptized  person  of  another  body  of  Christians  from 
coming  to  the  Holy  Communion,  because  he  was  not  Confirmed,  or, 
rather,  because  he  had  not  conformed  to  this  Church,  for  I  believe 
it  was  the  case  of  a  Roman  Catholic  who  had  been  confirmed,  but 
desired  to  come  to  us.  I  regret  this  incident  very  much,  and  hope 
that  there  will  be  no  others  of  a  similar  character. 

Coming  to  the  Holy  Communion  without  Confirmation  is  no 
doubt  an  irregularity,  and  when  a  person  is  observed  to  do  so  fre- 
quently, or,  perhaps,  even  once,  it  is  no  doubt  the  privilege  and 
duty  of  a  Pastor  to  do  what  he  can  to  persuade  him  or  her  to  be 
confirmed.  But  I  believe  it  to  be  an  unjustifiable  interpretation  of 
our  law  upon  the  subject  to  insist  that  a  person  who  does  not  see 
it  to  be  a  duty  to  present  himself  for  Confirmation  shall  not  come 
regularly   to  the  Communion. 

The  doctrine  of  the  Anglican  Communion  is  that  every  person 
who  has  been  baptized  is  a  member  of  the  Church  and  that  the  Holy 
Communion  is  necessary  to  spiritual  sustenance  and  growth.  This 
being  the  case,  we  can  not  reasonably  and  consistently  insist  that  only 
Confirmed  persons  may  communicate. 

By  all  means  try  to  get  -people  to  be  confirmed;  but  you  are  not 
likely  to  be  more  successful  in  this  effort  because  you  have  previously 
repelled  them  from  the  Lord's  Supper.  H  you  can  not  induce  a  person 
to  come  to  the  Apostolic  rite  of  Confirmation,  but  can  in- 
duce him  to  come  to  the  Divinely  instituted  Sacrament  of  Christ's 
Body  and  Blood,  do  what  you  can.  The  Rite  of  Confirmation  first  and 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  afterwards,  is  confessedly  and 
undeniably  the  Churc^h's  way,  and  the  Church's  way  is,  I  believe, 
the  better  way.  Still,  in  the  case  of  one  who  has  been  baptized,  who 
sincerely  repents  himself  of  has  former  sins,  and  is  determined  to 
lead  a  new  life,  and  is  in  charity  with  all  men,  it  is  better  that  they 
should  come  to  the  Lord's  Supper  by  any  way  rather  than  by  no  way. 
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It  is  indeed  true  that  our  law  prevents  the  official  admittance  of 
persons  as  recognized  communicants  of  the  Church  before  Confirma- 
tion, but  I  have  never  believed  that  we  have  any  law  which  compels 
us  to  recommend  persons  who  can  not  for  any  reason  be  brought  to 
Confirmation  to  turn  their  back  upon  the  Holy  Communion.  For 
over  a  century  after  the  founding  of  this  Church  at  Jamestown  the 
Rite  of  Confirmation  was  not  administered  in  this  country;  and,  even 
now,  we  have  a  provision  which  admits  of  our  people  coming  to  the 
Sacrament  without  that  Kite.  The  rubric  which  forbids  the  admis- 
sion of  persons  to  the  Communion  was  written  as  a  guide  for  the 
religious  culture  of  the  Church's  children  in  England  under  the  normal 
conditions  of  that  country,  and  had  no  reference  to  adults  who  do  not 
acknow'edge  allegiance  to  the  Church  under  the  conditions  wh.ich  pre- 
vail in  the  United   States. 

From  what  I  know  of  our  Reformation  Fathers,  I  am  very  sure 
that  the  ru-bric  in  question  never  would  have  been  written,  if  it  had 
been  foreseen  that  it  would  be  used  by  Arkansas  Catechists  to  re- 
puv«e  people  from  the  Holy  Communion.  That  rubric  was  written 
ill  the  hope  of  bringing  innocent  young  children  to  confirmation,  not 
with  a  view  of  keeping  repentant  old  sinners  from  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

It  should  be  remembered  that,  so  to  speak,  Confirmation  is  made 
for  the  Holy  Communion,  not  the  reverse.  Confirmation  has  for 
one  of  its  ends  the  bringing  of  people  to  the  Lord's  Supper.  There- 
fore, any  view  and  use  of  the  inferior  Rite  which  has  a  tendency 
to  repel  from  the  superior  Sacrament  can  not*  be  ii«  accord  with 
the  true  Anglican  idea,  nor  can  it  be  the  correct  interpretation  of 
the  rubric  in  question. 


OUR   CATECHISTS 

Our  Catechists.  or,  as  some  one  has  called  them,  our  Clergymen 
"in  embryo"  have  done  their  duty  faithfully  in  their  respective  Mis- 
sionary fields.  Quite  naturally  changes  among  these  young  men  occur 
more  frequently  than  among  the  Clergy,  because  it  is  only  after  a 
fair  test  and  trial  that  they  or  we  can  determine  whether  they  are 
rea'ly  fitted  for  the  work  of  the  Ministry.  There  are  at  present 
twelve  Catechists  at  work  in  the  Diocese;  six  under  the  direction  of 
Archdeacon  Lloyd  and  six  under  Archdeacon  McGuire.  With  only 
one  or  two  exceptions  all  of  them  are  doing  a  satisfactorily  good 
work  which  would  not  be  done  without  them,  and  the  Arkansas  School 
of  Theolog\'. 


THE  REVIVAL  OF  OUR  CONVOCATIONAL  SYSTEM 

The    employment    in    our    Mission    field    of    Catechists    who    are 
Candidates   for  Holy  Orders  creates  the  problem  of  how   adequately 
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to  provide  priestly  supervision  and  ministrations.  When  we  first 
adopted  the  present  system,  our  indefatigable  Archdeacon  was  able 
to  render  the  two  or  three  Catechists  about  all  the  assistance  that 
was  absolutely  necessary,  but  as  the  number  of  them  has  .increased 
it  has  become  more  and  more  difficult  for  him  to  do  this  until  now 
even  for  him  it  is  really  a  physical  impossibility. 

I  must  therefore  release  Archdeacon  Lloyd  from  this  work  and 
the  only  way  in  which  this  can  be  done  is  to  turn  it  over  to  our 
Rectors.  As  with  them  this  will  be  largely  a  work  of  love,  I  can  not 
require  .it  at  their  hands  and  so  must  appeal  for  vo'unteers.  I  am 
thankful  to  say  that  one  or  two  of  our  Priests  seeing  my  great  need 
of  help  in  this  important  matter  have  offered  their  services  freely 
and  generously  and  this  has  encouraged  me  to  call  for  other  voltm- 
tecrs,  who,  so  to  speak,  will  adopt  a  Catechist  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  him  the  requisite  ministrations  and  supervision.  I  want  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Archdeacon  and  the  consent  of  the  volunteers 
to  apportion  the  Diocese  between  such  voFuntecrs  into  convocations. 
Of  course  I  will  make  some  provision  by  which  the  traveling  and 
other  expenses  of  the  Priests  will  be  paid  and  in  some  cases  I  may 
be  able  to  grant  a  small  stipend.  I  hope  that  all  our  Priests  will 
offer  to  take  a  hand  in  this  most  necessary  work. 


GRACE  CHURCH,  WASHINGTOW 

One  of  the  oldest  Church  Buildings  in  this  EHoccse,  Grace  Church, 
Washington,  Hempstead  County,  Arkansas,  was  destroyed  by  a 
tornado  on  the  evening  of  February  28th,  leaving,  so  to  speak,  not 
one  stone  upon  another.  The  loss  was  complete,  and  no  redress  could 
be  had  from  the  Insurance  Company,  which  refuses  to  honor  tornado 
claims. 

Had  the  tornado  come  fifteen  minutes  earlier  than  it  did,  the 
loss  of  life  might  have  been  great,  for  a  large  congregation  was 
attending  a  midweek  Lenten  Service,  conducted  by  the  Missionary 
in   charge,   the  Rev.  J.   W.   Sykcs. 

Our  people  at  Washington  are  few  and  poor,  and  the  Church 
has  been  to  them  such  a  friend  that  they  earnestly  desire  to  re- 
build. I  wish  that  I  could  help  them  to  such  an  extent  as  to  enable 
them  to  proceed  at  once  with  their  heart's  desire,  but  my  Missionary 
Funds  are  so  low  at  present  that  for  some  months  to  come  it  is 
absolutely  impossible  for  me  to  undertake  any  building  objects  beyond 
fhose  to  which   I   am  already   pledged. 

I  suggest  that  on  the  first  Sunday  in  June  a  collection  be  taken 
at  all  our  services  for  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Washington  Re- 
building Fund,"  and  that  Clerical  and  Lay  delegates  to  this  Council 
do  what  tlicy  can  to  make  the  collection  in  each  case  a  large  one.

BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF 
ARKANSAS,  BY  THE  VEN.  W.  K.  LLOYD,  D.  D., 
ARCHDEACON  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  AR- 
KANSAS. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas  and  the  Council: 

I  beg  to  present  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Archdeacon  of 
the   Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

During  the  year  I  have  performed  the   following  official   acts :

These  figures  show  that  I  have  had  my  vestments  on  and  officiated 
at  some  sort  of  service  on  an  average  of  five  times  a  week  throughout 
the  year. 

There  has  been  added,  at  a  conservative  estimate,  about  $12,000 
worth  of  property,  in  land  bought  or  donated  and  money  raised  locally 
for  building  purposes. 

There  have  been  encouraging  developments  in  every  phase  of  the 
mission  work,  the  result  being  only  limited  by  my  inability  to  get  to 
more  places. 

Had  I  an  assistant,  double  the  work  could  be  done,  for  the  op- 
portunities are  great.  What  a  chance  for  some  Churchman  who  has 
$1,200  worth  of  love  for  the  Holy  Church  to  put  another  Priest  in  the 
field  with  me  for  a  year. 

We  have  established  Missions  in  several  counties  where  heretofore 
the  voice  of  the  Church  has  been  silent,  and  yet  there  are  39  out  of  75 
counties  where  we  have  nothing. 

In  detail,  the  work  has  been  as   follows: 
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Berryi'illc — Lot   deeded   and    services   held. 

Harrison — I  can  not  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  recording  my 
appreciation  of  the  l.ibors  of  the  Lay  Reader  of  St.  John's  Church. 
For  about  two  years  Mr.  J.  E.  Barnard  has  kept  up  the  services  every 
Sunday,  and  this  without  money  and  without  price,  and  sometimes 
without  much  encouragement  from  some  of  the  other  Communicants. 

A  guild  is  in  good  working  order,  the  small  debt  has  been  paid 
oflF,  and  now  the  little  brick  church  will  soon  have  a  carpet. 

Mr.  Barnard  has  been  entered  as  a  Postulant  for  Holy  Orders. 

Paragould — Three  lots  bought  at  a  cost  of  $500;  now  worth  about 
$1,000.     Services  held. 

Dcs  Arc — Lot  given  and  money  raised  for  Church  and  contract 
let.  This  is  the  third  Church  in  Prairie  County,  where  two  years  ago 
we  had  none.  Services  were  held  here  before  the  war,  but  nothing 
tangible  was  ever  done  towards  securing  a  permanent  home. 

This  place  has  been  so  successfully  pushed  by  the  Catechist  in 
charge,  Mr.  J.  Boosey,  who  lives  at  Searcy. 

Clarendon — At  a  cost  of  $1,500  we  bought  the  old  school  property, 
consisting  of  half  a  block  of  land,  a  large  building,  and  a  smaller  one. 
At  an  additional  cost  of  $750  we  converted  the  large  building  into  a 
Rectory  and  a  Parish  house,  and  the  smaller  one  is  now  a  very  pretty 
Chapel;  a  guild  has  been  formed,  which  is  doing  good  work;  a  choir 
organized  and  Sunday  School  started,  with  a  class  of  adults  about 
ready  for  Confirmation.  The  whole  property  is  worth  about  $4,000. 
A  Catechist  has  been  put  in  charge,  with  Brinkley  and  Stuttgart  as 
attached  Missions.  St.  Cyprian's,  Clarendon,  is  our  Second  Church  in 
Monroe  County. 

Dc  ValVs  Bluff— Two  lots  bought  and  St.  Michael's  Church  built. 
A  sp'endid  work  is  being  done  here  by  the  Catechist  in  charge,  Mr.  J. 
Kuehnle,  who  has  also  taught  school  to  support  himself  during  the 
past  year.  With  a  school  three  miles  away  taking  up  five  days  in  the 
week,  with  parish  visiting  on  Saturday  and  services  on  Sunday,  he 
h;is  been  kept  very  busy.  The  school  is  out  now,  and  he  writes  me 
that  he  has  to  sleep  in  the  Vestry  and  has  $10  per  month  salary,  and 
wants  to  know  if  the  Bishop  can  help  a  little  more.  His  request  re- 
minds me  of  the  scholar  in  Squeer's  School,  "Please,  sir.  I  want  some 
more."  Doubtless  the  Bishop  will  squeeze  out  another  five  do'lars, 
making  the  total  stipend  fifteen  dollars  monthly.  If  he  sleeps  in  the 
Vestry,  does  his  own  washing,  and  is  reasonably  economical,  he  ought 
to  be  able  to  live,  anyway. 

Dardanellc — The  old  Church  was  a  disgrace  to  a  civilized  com- 
munity, not  a  square  inch  of  window  glass  left,  everything  rotten  and 
decayed  doors  ripped  off  their  hinges;  a  self-respecting  cow  would  not 
have  used  it  for  shelter,  although  the  pig<^  and  goats  did  try  and 
make  themselves  comfortable  in  that  part  which  was  once  the  Chancel. 
I  visited  the  place  once  and  left  within  two  hours,  absolutely  discouraged 
at   the   outlook.     A    few   months   later   the   Bishop   made   a   visit   and 
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held  a  service;  such  was  the  enthusiasm  aroused  in  the  town  that 
the  building  was  practically  rebuilt,  although  there  were  but  one  male 
and  one  female  communicant  in  the  place. 

Regular  services  were  started  again,  and  within  nine  months  a 
Deacon  was  placed  in  Residence.  A  class  for  Confirmation  is  in  course 
of  preparation. 

Mt.  Nebo — A  summer  resort  near  Dardanelle.  Land  and  Church 
bought,  services  held. 

Pulton — Lot  deeded  and  Church  built,  nearly  all  this  being  the 
result  of  the  work  of  two  loyal  women. 

Low  Gap — Nothing  had  ever  had  been  done  in  this  (Newton) 
county.  Fifty  miles  from  the  railway.  Through  the  energy  of  Mrs. 
Elmer  Bradley,  a  Sunday  School  was  started.  I  held  a  Mission  here 
in  December,  secured  an  acre  and  ha!f  of  land,  and  let  the  contract 
for  a  Church.  • 

Everything  that  has  been  done  is  due  to  the  work  and  loving 
ijatience  of  the  aforesaid  lady. 

Monticello — Under  the  care  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Thompson,  this  Mis- 
sion has  built  a  pretty  little  Chapel  worth  about  $2,000.  The  Church 
is  built  right  in  the  heart  of  the  town,  so  from  now  on  we  will 
flourish;  heretofore  we  have  had  nothing  but  a  dirty  Courthouse  for 
service  and  people  have  got  to  have  more  devotion  (at  least  than  there 
is  in  Arkansas)  before  they  will  climb  two  flights  of  stairs  for  a 
service. 

Eudora — Another  of  Mr.  Thompson's  numerous  Missions.  Again 
through  his  care  we  have  had  a  lot  given  and  have  bought  a  second. 
A  nice  little  guild  is  a  valuable  asset.    We  will  build  within  a  year. 

A  class  is  about  ready  for  Confirmation. 

Warren — -Also  in  Mr.  Thompson's  district,  which  is  about  as  large 
us  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey,  with  one  hundred  and  twenty  priests. 

This  is  the  banner  Mission  of  the  Diocese  this  year.  A  guild  was 
organized  and  the  occupants  of  no  bee  hive  ever  "kept  at  it"  like  these 
ladies.  A  splendid  acre  of  land  is  paid  for  and  a  nice  Church  will 
go  up  in  a  few  months.  The  Communicants  are  largely  Northern 
people;  if  they  arc  fair  specimens  of  what  the  Church  is  doing  up 
there,  we  can  thank  God  for  such  allies  and  tighten  our  belts  for 
another  charge. 

Little  Rock,  St.  Margaret's — One  lot  given  by  Mr.  John  Braddock, 
Sr.,  and  another  bought.  They  are  worth  $900.  A  handsome  granite 
Church  has  been  built  and  a  good  Congregation  gathered  up,  most 
of  whom  "went  nowhere"  before.  A  class  has  been  Confirmed  and 
they  have  a  vested  choir.  This  is  a  splendid  monument  to  the  superior 
leadership  of   Mr.   Sherman  Richards,  who  is   in  charge. 

Little  Rock,  Holy  Cross  Mission — This  is  in  the  west  end  of  the 
city.  Three  lots  given  by  Mr.  Cunningham  and  three  more  bought. 
A  few  years  hence  thiiv  will  be  the  finest  church  property  in  the 
city.    If  we  have  any  confidence  in  the  future  of  the  Church,  why  not 
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let  us  lay  broad  foundations?  It  is  expected  that  a  handsome  little 
Chapel  will  be  built  this  summer  as  a  memorial  to  Bdshop  Polk,  the 
first  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  who  was  killed  in  battle  whilst  serving  as  a 
Major-General  in  the  Confederate  Army. 

Little  Rock,  St.  Mark's  Church  (Pulaski  Heights)— Wonderful  to 
relate,  ours  is  the  first  and  only  Church  in  this  growing  settlement. 
Two  years  ago  a  little  brick  church  was  built  and  a  Catechist  put  in 
charge.  Since  then  Mr.  F.  N.  Cullen  (who  is  now  a  Deacon),  with  some 
of  the  boys  and  a  little  paid  help,  have  built  the  finest  parish  house 
in  the  Diocese.  Steady  progress  is  being  made.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cullen 
are  much  beloved. 

Argcnta — One  lot  donated  on  condition  that  a  Chapel  is  built  with- 
in a  year.  We  have  also  bought  a  second  one.  For  a  town  of  12,000 
to  have  no  Episcopal  Church  is  not  only  a  reflection  upon  the  Church 
people  wlio  live  there,  but  it  is  also  a  discredit  to  the  Church  people 
of  Little  Rock  that  we  should  be  so  indifferent  to  their  needs.  There 
are  fifty  Communicants  in  Little  Rock,  any  one  of  whom  could  build 
this  Church.  If  -it  was  a  boathouse  or  a  shooting  box  I  could  raise 
the  money  in  a  day. 

Morrilton — We  had  a  good  Church  and  lot  here,  but  adjoining 
was  an  unsightly  lumber  yard,  which  was  also  a  menace  to  the  Church 
building.  Our  little  flock  had  a  chance  to  buy.  The  Bishop  came  to 
their  assistance  with  a  third  of  the  cost  and  the  faithful  got  to  work. 
In  less  than  a  year  it  was  paid  for  and  a  concrete  w^lk  put  around  the 
whole.  Most  of  the  results  are  due  to  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Henry  James;  would  that  we  had  many  more  such;  there  would  be 
less  heartaches  among  the  Clergy. 

Comvay,  St.  Peter's  Church — On  the  other  hand,  there  appears  to 
be  no  one  willing  to  go  ahead  at  Conway.  The  Patron  Saint  of  this 
Church  must  blush  with  shame  to  see  the  indifference  of  those  who 
have  taken  his  name,  but  overlooked  his  energy.  The  Church  uf 
the  Heavenly  Rest  would  be  a  more  appropriate  name. 

AfcGchee — ^Lot  promised.  Services  held.  This  is  a  railroad  divi- 
sion point,  and  the  town  is  bound  to  grow.  They  should  have  more 
attention. 

/;/  Dorado — Before  the  war  we  had  a  good  Church  and  Rectory. 
Since  then,  our  people  have  been  impoverished,  disheartened,  and  scat- 
tered. There  remains  nothing  but  a  block  of  land.  This,  however, 
with  the  advent  of  two  railroads,  is  becoming  valuable.  The  Rev.  H. 
Ingham,  of  Camden,  full  of  Missionary  zeal,  has  visited  and  held 
ser\nces.  He  has  also  fenced  in  the  property  and  laid  a  good  founda- 
tion for  an  organization.  The  lazy  way  suggests  that  we  sell  some 
of  the  land  to  build  a  Church,  but  the  Bishop  wi'l  not  listen  to  this. 
As  a  result  of  this  far-seeing  policy  of  getting  and  holding  all  the 
land  possible,  although  it  is  a  struggle  now,  a  few  years  hence  when 
the  towns  grow  large  we  will  have  magnificent  properties. 
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Fort  Smith — Dean  McPherson  has  secured  the  promise  of  a  lot 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  and  has  organized  a  Sunday  School,  with 
a  Catechist  in  charge. 

Texarkana  (Ark.) — Two  good  lots  secured,  so  that  when  the  city 
is  large  enough  for  two  Churches,  we  wiil  not  have  to  put  all  the 
money  raised  into  land. 

Prcscott — We  have  exchanged  our  one  lot  for  tlwee  others,  thereby 
giving  us  land  enough   for  all  times. 

Booneville — One  faitliful  woman  keeps  the  Church  and  Sunday 
School  alive.     Have  nice  Chapel  and  several  lots. 

Crossett — A  new  town  of  2.500  population.  We  have  Communi- 
cants here,  but,  so  far,  I  have  not  found  time  to  give  them  a  single 
Service. 

Searcy — Searcy  rejoices  in  having  one  of  the  prettiest  Churches 
in  the  Diocese.  The  little  pipe  organ  given  them  by  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock,  is  a  great  addition.  Steady  progress  is  being  made,  and 
Mr.  Boosey,  the  Catechist  in  charge,  is  proving  himself  a  valuable  ad- 
dition to  the  working  force.     I  wish  we  had  a  dozen  more  like  him. 

Hascn — Services  held.  A  Churchman  here  told  me  he  had  had 
no  chance  to  attend  a  service  for  thirty  years;  when  this  has  been 
the  case,  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  in  hundreds  of  instances,  is  it 
any  wonder  we  are  weak  in  Arkansas? 

Tollvillc,  St.  Peter's  on  the  Prairie — Undisturbed  by  the  din  and 
clatter  of  the  outside  world,  Tollville  keeps  pegging  away.  Two  years 
ago  we  had  but  one  Communicant.  Last  year  they  secured  an  acre  of 
land  and  built  a  Church,  with  fifteen  Christened  and  six  Confirmed. 
This  year  twenty-three  were  Christened  and  twenty-four  Confirmed. 
The  whole  tone  of  this  community  has  been  changed  by  the  work  of 
the  Church. 

Joneshoro — We  have  a  fine  property,  Church,  and  Rectory.  The 
Mission  is  doing  better  than  ever,  under  the  tactful  guidance  of  Mr. 
C.  L.  W.  Reese,  the  Catechist.  Pocahontas,  Osceola,  Blytheville,  and 
Paragould  are  all  under  his  care.  Of  course,  justice  can  not  be  done 
to  the  work  outside,  and  another  man  must  be  put  in  here  to  assist. 

Services  have  also  been  held,  and  a  peg  or  two  planted  or  the 
cords  lengthened  at  the  following  places:  Dumas,  Dermott,  Fourche, 
Bellville,  Spadra,  Brinkley.  Stuttgart,  Eureka  Springs,  Russellville, 
Elmira,  and  Benton. 

I  am  still  very  much  of  the  opinion  that  the  Rectors  in  the 
Diocese  should  each  take  a  Mission  under  their  fostering  care;  by  this 
arrangement  at  least  eight  more  places  woi>^d  be  cared  for  and  the 
Parishes  would  learn  to  be  a  little  more  unselfish.  People  are  flocking 
into  the  great  Southwest  and  Arkansas  is  destined  to  be  something 
to  be  proud  of  in  a  few  years,  hence  now  is  the  time  for  us  to  store 
up  for  a  gigantic  Missionary  power  which  will  be  available  in  ten  years.

THE  SECOND  ANNUAL  MISSIONARY  REPORT  TO 
THE  DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS  BY  THE  VEN. 
GEORGE  ALEXANDER  McGUIRE,  M.  A., 
ARCHDEACON  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF 
ARKANSAS. 

To  the  Right  Rev.  IV m.  Af.  Brown,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  and 

to   the  Members  of  the  1907  Diocesan  Council. 

Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God  and  Brethren  :  It  is  with  a  deep  sense 
of  responsibility,  combined  with  a  feeling  of  gratitude,  that  I  make 
use  of  the  privilege  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  requiring  me 
to  make  a  report  of  my  work  during  the  past  year  as  Archdeacon  of 
Ihe  Convocation  of  Arkansas;  and  to  add  a  few  remarks  of  general 
interest  relative  to  the  missionary  effort  which  is  being  made  to 
reach   the  Negro  within   and   without  the   diocese. 

My  first  report,  covering  six  months'  work,  delivered  at  Newport, 
Arkansas,  to  the  Thirty- fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Council,  told 
of  the  beginnings.  Duning  the  past  year  we  have  strengthened  our 
stakes   and   lengthened   our   cords. 

St.  Philip's  Church,  Little  Rock,  has  continued  its  activities;  its 
communicant  membership  has  increased,  and,  best  of  all,  it  has 
decided  to  be  a  parish  in  deed  as  in  name,  paying  all  of  its  current 
expenses,  including  the  stipend  of  its  catechist,  a  young  man  who  has 
recently  come  to  us  from  the  Methodist  ministry. 

St.  Philip's  House  of  Industry,  connected  Avith  this  parish,  after 
a  year's  work  among  women  and  girls,  rendering  them  effiaient  in 
the  details  of  household  service,  suspended  operations  for  lack  of 
a  matron.  A  Philadephia  woman  who  has  felt  herself  called  to  our 
distant  field  has  accepted  the  position  of  city  missionary,  and  in- 
cluded in  her  duties  will  be  the  conduct  of  the  House  of  Industry 
and  the  reopening  of  the  kindergarten,  started  by  the  wife  of  the 
Archdeacon.  I  take  great  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  one  of  the 
eight  colored  congregations  of  Philadelphia,  through  the  agency  of 
its  Sunday  School,  will  undertake  in  part,  if  not  whole,  the  support 
of  this  addition  to  our  staff. 

St.  James'  Mission,  in  the  Southern  section  of  Little  Rock,  has 
had  erected  upon  its  lot  a  beautiful  chapel,  so  that  our  holdings  there 
now  value  $2,000.  Our  Church  is  the  prettiest  place  of  worship  in 
the  section;  its  Sunday  School  numbers  50.  Children  who  came  to 
us  over  the  age  of  twelve  years,  not  even  knowing  the  Lord's  Prayer 
a  few  months  ago,  can  now  rehearse  it,  as  well  as  the  Creed  and 
the  Ten  Commandments.  We  have  also  a  creditable  day  school  for  the 
younger  children  who  can  not  attend  the  distant  public  schools.  About 
six  former  communicants  of  St.  Philip's,  now  living  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  new   mission,   have  transferred   their   membership  to   St. 
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James/  and  have  banded  themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  in  others.  The  catechist  recently  placed  in  charge  has  been 
a  Chu-rchman  all  his  life,  is  brimful  of  enthusiasm,  and  is  winning 
many  friends  for  his  work  and  himself. 

St.  Mary's,  Hot  Springs,  has  presented  two  classes  to  the  Bishop 
for  confirmation,  and  about  twenty  communicants  have  been  gained 
during  the  year.  Unfortunately,  within  the  past  month  about  .jight 
of  these  have  been  compelled  to  leave  the  city,  owing  *o  lack  of 
employment.  The  Bishop  has  very  recently  bought  a  beautiful  and 
centrally  located  spacious  lot  not  more  than  half  a  block  from  the 
largest  Colored  Church  in  Hot  Springs.  He  pand  for  this  lot,  and 
a  house  upon  it,  which  rents  for  $20.00,  the  sum  of  $2,600,  and  next 
fall  we  hope  to  erect  St.  Mlary's  Church.  The  members  left  in  the 
city  are  endeavoring  to  raise  a  building  fund  of  $500,  of  which  there 
is  nearly  $200  in  hand.  Unless  there  is  more  money  circulated  in  their 
town,  it  will  be  extremely  difficult  for  these  people  to  secure  the 
balance.  The  catechist  in  charge  is  apt  to  become  discouraged,  not 
having  a  building,  but  I  have  asked  him  and  his  members  to  "learn 
to  labor  and  to  wait." 

St.  Augustine's  Mission  in  Fort  Smith  is  that  of  which  I  feel 
proudest.  In  last  July  I  vJsited  the  "Border  City"  and  lectured  to 
the  citizens  on  "The  Adaptability  of  the  Episcopal  Church  to  the 
A  fro- American,  and  Vice  Versa,"  with  the  result  that  I  was  requested 
to  begin  a  work  in  that  community.  The  first  service  was  held  by  me  on 
August  5th,  1906,  and  a  catechist,  formerly  a  Baptist  minister,  was 
left  in  charge.  In  December  the  Bishop  confirmed  a  class  of  24, 
in  February  a  class  of  10,  and  on  last  Sunday  two  persons  more — 
a  total  of  36  in  nine  months.  I  make  bold  to  say  that  few  white 
parishes  with  a  large  membership,  with  a  rector,  with  all  the  neces- 
sary equipment,  with  wealth  and  influence  added,  have  presented  to 
our  Bishop  more  persons  for  confirmation  during  this  Coundl  year 
than  this  nine-month-old  mission,  without  any  former  members  to 
aid,  with  no  home  other  than  a  hall  procurable  on  Sundays  only, 
and  having  no  other  leader  than  a  layman  of  limited  education.  And 
these  36  represent  the  best  negro  type.  The  Mission  Committee  con- 
srists  of  seven  men,  who  conduct  their  diurch  business  with  as  much 
precision  and  exactness  as  any  vestry  in  this  diocese.  I  predict  that, 
in  three  years  the  work  in  Fort  Smith  will  be  the  largest  in  my 
Convocation,  not  excepting  the  twenty-year-old-parish  of  St.  Philip's, 
Little  Rock.  The  work  is  now  iin  charge  of  another  catechist,  like 
his  predecessor,  a  former  Baptist  minister,  but,  unlike  him,  a  man 
of  deep  learning  and  sterling  character.  I  trust  he  will  be  as 
energetic  as  the  former  man  in  his  mi«?sionary  labors. 

St.  Andrew's  Mission  in  Pine  Bluff  was  begun  by  me  last  Decem- 
ber, and  left  in  care  of  a  catechist  who  had  come  to  us  from  the 
ministry  of  the  Moravian  Church.  In  less  than  a  month  he  pre- 
sented seven  persons  for  confirmation  and  reclaimed  from  Methodism 
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three  former  communicants  who  had  come  from  other  dioceses.  The 
people  of  this  mission  are  of  the  same  type  as  those  in  Fort  Smith. 
Indeed,  they  may  be  described  as  "hust'.ers."  They  delight  in  at- 
tempting great  things,  and  in  January  informed  the  Bishop  that  they 
would  take  steps  to  raise  a  building  fund  of  $500.  This  they  did 
on  their  own  initiative  and  have  had  the  satisfaction  of  rai>ing  over 
$roo  in  the  past  month  towards  the  fulfilment  of  ^^cir  pledge.  With- 
in a  week  or  two  another  c'ass,  consisting  of  seven  or  eight  adults, 
will  be  confirmed.  The  catechist  here  has  made  his  personality 
felt  in  the  community,  and  the  outlook  for  the  work  is  most  en- 
couraging. 

St.  Luke's  Mission,  Newport,  was  started  in  January,  although 
I  had  preached  several  times  during  the  previous  summer  in  that 
town.  A  young  Churchman  was  placed  in  charge  as  Catechist.  He 
has  had  one  clasps  confirmed;  conducts  a  Sunday  School  of  30  pupils; 
and  a  day  school  of  abut  35.  At  first  he  kept  his  school  in  a  hall, 
and  when  that  was  taken  for  a  skating  rink,  nothing  daunted,  and 
with  no  little  presumption,  secured  the  C.  M.  E.  church  at  a  rental 
of  $5.00  per  month  for  his  children.  On  Sundays  he  worships  with 
his  congregation  in  another  hall  rented  to  lodges  during  the  week. 
This  young  man  has  done  far  better  work  than  I  dared  to  expect 
of  him,  considering  the  difficulties  he  had  to  contend  with,  but  his 
dcternuination  to  succeed,  and  his  unwearied  zeal  in  house  to  house 
visitcitions,  have  more  than  atoned  for  his  inexperience.  He  is  a 
jewel   in  the   rough. 

There  are  other  points  which  have  been  visited,  but  I  note  par- 
ticularly my  visit  to  Camden  last  July  at  the  invitation  of  General 
Reeves,  who,  by  his  influence  among  the  Colored  people  of  the 
town,  secured  not  only  entertainment  among  the  Colored  Methodists 
for  me,  but  the  ust  on  Sunday  of  their  largest  Church.  In  time  I 
shall  start  a  Mission  there  to  be  served  from  Pine  BUiflF.  Within 
the  next  month  it  is  my  intention  to  visit  Helena  and  Texarkana, 
spying  out  the  land,  with  the  view  of  opening  up  Missions  next 
winter. 

The  members  of  the  Council  will  be  delighted  to  learn  that  we 
have  also  been  making  some  progress  in  the  matter  of  self-support 
We  are  ambitious  to  help  ourselves,  rather  than,  as  in  past  years, 
to  look  to  the  Bishop  and  outside  sources  for  everything  needed. 
The  sum  of  $965  may  not  appear  very  large,  but  it  is  with  some 
degree  of  pride  and  satisfaction  that  I  report  that  this  sum  has 
been  collected  in  the  various  missions,  most  of  them  less  than  a  year 
old,  and  distributed  as  follows:

St.   Mary's,    Hot   Springs 240.00

St.  Andrew's,  Pine  Bluff 200.00 

St.    Luke's,    Newport 45  00 
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The  raising  of  nearly  $1,000  towards  local  maintenance  or  build- 
ing funds  indicates  clearly  the  realization  on  the  part  of  these  people 
that  they  can  win  success  and  merit  the  esteem  and  respect  of  others 
only  in  proportion  as  they  help  themselves.  No  race  of  men  can 
attain  greatness  by  remaining  forever  as  the  wards  of,  or  parasites 
upon,  any  other  race.  As  a  weak  race,  we  need  the  aid  and  encourage- 
ment of  your  5tronger  race,  but  the  time  has  assuredly  come  when, 
in  our  temporal  and  spiritual  affairs,  we  must  make  the  effort  to 
walk  a'one,  and  not  hope  to  be  perpetually  carried  in  the  arms  of 
our  friends.  Only  yesterday  our  convocation  gave  an  offering  at 
its  afternoon  session  to  the  catechist  in  Hot  Springs  for  his  build- 
ing fund.  Best  of  all,  we  decided  to  establish  a  Convocation  Fund, 
every  communicant  member  being  assessed  a  dollar  each  year  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  new  congregations  in  erecting  their  chapels. 
This   action  was  unanimously  taken   by  the  fifteen   delegates  present. 

Our  methods  of  work  have  not  failed  to  attract  the  attention 
of  those  outside  our  diocese.  The  "Arkansas  Plan"  for  doing  the 
work  of  our  Church  among  the  Colored  People,  as  you  well  know, 
meets  my  hearty  approval.  We  are  grappling  at  present,  not  with 
ideal  theories  of  Church  oneness  and  equality,  but  with  the  actual 
conditions  confronting  us.  What  the  distant  future  may  accomplish 
in  the  way  of  obliterating  racial  lines  in  State,  in  Church,  or  in 
society,  is  no  very  grave  concern  of  ours.  The  fact  can  not  be 
denied  that  at  present  there  must  be  total  cleavage — complete  separa- 
tion— all  along  these  lines,  if  we  desire  peace,  5U<5cess,  and  full 
development  for  all  parties.  Realizing  this  truth,  we  hav?  gone  to 
work  in  the  only  natural  and  right  way,  and  the  results  are,  indeed, 
most  gratifying. 

The  Convocation  of  Arkansas  h  a  very  new  affair.  It  is  practical- 
ly virgin  soil.  But  from  weakness  and  obscurity,  we  have 
grown  into  a  healthy  youngster,  with  the  hope  of  rivaling  financially 
and  numerically  the  older  Convocations  in  the  Virginias  and  the 
Carolinas.  Possibly  some  of  our  friends  have  looked  for  larger 
returns  than  we  have  yet  reported.  But  permit  me  to  state  that 
for  a  time  our  growth  must  be  s'ow,  and  none  should  be  discouraged 
and  pessimistic  because  this  is  so.  Figures  do  not  tell  the  entire 
story  of  good  results.  A  prominent  Colored  Methodist  said  to  one 
of  our  social  gatherings  a  few  weeks  ago,  "I  welcome  the  Episcopal 
Church  into  every  Negro  community.  It  raises  the  tone  of  all  our 
people,  and  serves  as  a  little  leaven  in  a  barrel  of  meal."  As  I 
go  on  my  visits,  I  observe  that  the  ministers  of  the  Negro  Churches 
are  studying  their  books  more,  preaching  better  sermons,  making 
more  frequent  pastoral  visits,  and  behaving  themselves  better  since 
we  have  entered  their  towns.  The  intelligent  Negroes  are  being 
attracted  by  the  Church,  and  once  having  entered  our  midst,  they 
become  the  -salt  of  the  earth  among  their  people.  The  unintelligent, 
however,   seem  to  resent   the  idea  of  missionary   work  on   their  be- 
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half.  The  great  majority  of  Colored  people  do  not  consider  them- 
selves proper  subjects  for  such  effort.  "Why  doesn't  the  Church  send 
you  to  Africa?"  I  am  sometimes  asked.  "We  are  not  heathen." 
Negroes  are  not  yet  clamoring  for  the  Church.  No  strong  demand 
comes  to  us  from  any  community  for  our  forms  of  worship  and 
for  the  ministrations  of  our  clergy.  There  is  no  urgent  Macedonian 
cry,  "Come  over  and  help  us."  These  people  have  their 
forms  of  worship  under  which  they  have  served  God  for  these  many 
years,  and  they  honestly  believe  they  can  not  be  surpassed.  Hence 
you  will  hear  them  frequently  singing: 

"Give  me  the  old  time   religion; 

It's  good  to  live  by,  it's  good  to  die  by, 

And   it's   good   enough    for   me. 
"Give  me  the  old  time  religion; 

It    was    good    enough    for    father,    it    was    good    enough    for 
mother. 

And   it's  good   enough   to  me." 

Aware  that  we  have  something  better  in  the  way  of  religions  to 
offer  our  brethren,  we  are  entering  the  several  centers  of  Negro  popu- 
lation, not  with  streaming  banners  and  beating  drums  singing 

"Hold  the  Fort,  the  Church  is  coming," 

but  cautiously,  discreetly,  winning  our  way  slowly  by  steady,  patient 
effort.  The  Church  will  conquer  the  hearts  of  our  Black  Folk,  not 
by  strenuous  opposition  to  their  forms  of  worship,  not  by  ridiculing 
their  primitive  .songs  and  emotional  demonstrations,  but  by  the  calm 
endeavor  to  convince  them  that  the  Church  offers  them  something 
better  by  far  than  the  old-time  religions  of  their  great-grandfathers. 
We  must  not  seek  to  destroy,  but  rather  to  fulfil.  We  must  acknowl- 
edge the  good,  however  infinitesimal,  in  their  religion,  and  then  add 
to  the  same  knowledge,  virtue,  and  all  things  that  are  of  good 
report. 

There  is  an  obligation  resting  upon  the  American  Episcopal  Church 
for  the  salvation  of  American  Negroes,  and  woe  if  she 
preach  not  the  gospel  to  them.  The  first  Negro  child  born  in  the 
western  world  was  baptised  into  the  Church  at  Jamestown  about 
the  year  1624,  and  following  that  event,  thousands  of  Negroes  were 
baptized,  taught,  and  confirmed  in  the  Church.  How  is  it  that 
other  religious  bodies  have  taken  from  her  that  which  she  had? 
How  is  it  that  with  the  wonderful  start  which  she  had  in  Negro 
membership,  she  has  not  10,000  in  10,000  millions,  and  has  left  un- 
done that  which  she  is  so  signally  adapted  for.  Not  until  she  again 
undertakes  her  neglected  duty  do  I  hope  for  permanent  reformation 
of  Negro  life  and  character.  Despite  everything  that  has  been  done,  and 
is  being  done  for  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  redeeming,  saving,  ele- 
vating, and  developing  of  our  Afro-American  population,  the  factor 
which  has  accomplished  most  lasting  benefit  for  their  real  progress  and 
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advancement,  as  well  as  for  the  amelioration  of  the  immoral  or  unmoral 
conditions  existing  among  them,  is  the  missionary  work  done  among 
these  people  by  the  Episcopal  Church,  insignificant  though  the  effort 
has  been  when  compared  with  the  strength  and  influence  of  the 
Church. 

Much  has  been  done  for  my  race  by  specialists  in  the  educa- 
tional, industrial,  scientific,  and  economic  fields,  but  until  the  Episco- 
pal Church  becoines  consciou-s  of  her  power  among  us,  and  her  mis- 
sion to  us,  influencing  and  transforming  us  as  no  other  agency  can, 
the  question  will  still  be  unsatisfactorily  answered,  "What  shall  we 
do  with  the  American  Negro?"  For  the  Church  does  more  for 
43S  than  the  mere  work  of  evangelization  and  education,  as  those 
words  are  generally  understood.  She  has  proven  herself  to  be  the 
most  powerful  lever  lin  our  moral  elevation.  In  the  islands  of  the 
sea  known  as  the  British  West  Indies  where  the  ratio  of  the  Negro 
population  to  the  white  is  ten  to  one,  why  is  that  we  do  not  hear 
of  crimes  such  as  those  charged  to  the  American  negro?  As  a 
native  of  those  islands,  and  dwelling  in  them  for  the  first  27  years 
of  my  life,  I  can  honestly  state  that  the  "usual"  crime  for  which 
summary  punishment  as  so  often  visited  upon  the  head  of  the  criminal, 
is  practically  unknown  in  the  West  Indies.  And  for  this  happy  con- 
dition the  credit  must  be  given  to  the  excellent  work  done  by  the 
Church  of  England,  which  numbers  among  its  membership  more 
people  of  color  than  any  religious  body  in  the  Carribbean   Sea. 

We  believe  that  the  same  condition  can  be  brought  about  here 
in  the  Southland,  where  the  majority  of  us  will  always  live.  The 
Episcopal  Church  can  do  for  American  Negroes  what  the  English 
Church  has  done  for  West  Indian  Negroes.  In  our  Convocation 
work  we  have  taken  great  pains  to  emphasize  righteous  living.  This 
is  the  phase  of  Gospel  teaching  most  overlooked  in  the  Negro 
Churches.  Indeed,  it  is  studiously  banished  from  some  of  their 
pulpits.  You  have,  no  doubt,  heard  the  story  of  Pompey,  the  old 
slave  preacher.  Said  his  master  to  him,  "Pompey,  I  understand  that 
you  are  a  great  preacher."  "Yes,  Master,"  he  replied,  "the  Good 
Lord  does  help  me  pow'ful  sometimes."  "Then  Pompey,  I  want 
you  to  preach  to  the  slaves  a  sermon  on  stealing."  Scratching  his 
head,  the  old  Negro  said,  "No,  marster,  I  can't  tech  that  subject.  It 
would  t'row  a  col'ness  over  the  meeting*."  There  are  whole  legions 
of  Pompeys  among  Colored  preachers  to-day.  They  never  preach  on 
the  Commandments  which  insist  on  morals  and  holiness.  "It  would 
frow  a  col'ness  over  the  meetin',"  there  would  be  no  shouting,  and, 
of  course,  where  no  shouting  is.  there  would  be  but  a  small  collec- 
tion. And  who  does  not  know  that  when  the  Colored  preacher  be- 
gins his  sermon  he  regards  the  collection  as  the  "objective  point."  I 
learned  this  the  first  hour  I  spent  in  Arkansas.  On  the  night  of 
October  31,  1905,  I  was  entering  this  State  to  assume  charge  of 
my  work.     A   Colored   denomination   had  been  holding  their   Annual 
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Convention  in  Chicago,  and  at  St.  Louis  many  of  the  delegates  oc- 
cupied the  same  car  which  I  had  taken.  Eager  to  know  how  things 
were  done  among  my  people  in  the  South,  I  opened  eyes  and  cars 
to  learn  what  I  could  from  the  conversations  of  these  preachers  of 
Arkansas,  Texas,  and  Mississippi.  I  learned  from  one  that  money 
was  a  very  prominent  matter  in  religious  gatherings.  Another  broth- 
er was  heard  talking  thus:  '*I  had  an  al.-day  rally  in  my  Church 
a  moinli  ago.  I  had  So-and-So  to  preach  for  me  in  the  afternoon, 
and  you  believe  me,  sir,  that  big  yellow  Negro  didn't  preach  a  single 
thing,  and  out  of  a  big  crowd  of  people  I  just  took  up  $40.00.  At 
night  I  just  had  to  turn  in  and  fi.l  the  pulpit  myself.  Before  15 
minutes,  I  just  had  them  Negroes  shouting  and  hollering,  and  I 
wound  up  things  with  a  $300.00  collection." 

Was  it  possible,  I  said  to  myself,  that  money  was  the  object 
of  preaching?  Becoming  interested,  I  pricked  up  my  ears,  and  wait- 
ed for  my  second  lesson  in  a  "Jim  Crow"  car.  I  have  leamt 
much  wisdom  in  these  cars,  and  some  of  these  days  I  may  write 
for  the  benefit  of  those  who  never  enjoyed  the  pleasure  of  a  ride  in 
these  beautiful  and  luxuriously  appointed  public  carriers,  a  treatise 
entitled  "Philosophy  of  the  Jim  Crow  Car."  This  was  the  second 
■story  I  heard  from  which  I  learnt  my  second  lesson:  One  very 
black,  but  seemingly  well-fed  brother,  as  most  of  them  were,  rose- 
and  with  imposing  presence  and  sonorous  voice  commanded  silence. 
"Say,  did  any  of  you  hear  that  fellow  from  Mississippi  who  preached 
Sunday  night  at  such  and  such  a  church?  You  didn't?  Well,  I'll 
tell  you  what  he  said.  He  took  his  text  from  that  verse  in  Exodus 
which  says,  'When  I  see  the  blood,  I  wnll  pass  over  you.*  After 
giving  out  his  text,  he  looked  all  around  him,  cleared  his  throat, 
and  said,  'A-hcm !  A-hem !  All  you  men,  every  one  of  you,  when 
you  go  home,  get  some  land.  I  have  150  acres  of  land  down  where 
I  come  from.  One  evening  about  sunset  walking  over  my  land,  I 
saw  two  white  men  watching  me.  They  didn't  know  it  was  my  land. 
Next  morming  passing  by,  I  saw  written  and  stuck  upon  a  tree,  *We 
do  not  allow  Negroes  around  here.'  So  I  just  got  a  piece  of  paper 
and  wrote  and  put  upon  the  same  tree,  'This  is  my  land.     As  high 

as   heaven   is   my  land.     As   deep   as  is   my   land.     Every   tree 

on  it  is  my  tree,  and  every  crow  that  flies  over  it  is  my  crow.* 
Brothers  and  sisters,  when  you  go  home,  every  one  of  you,  get 
jome  land,  for  the  text  says,  'When  I  see  the  blood  I  vdW  pass  over 
you.' " 

I  reflected.  Then  money  and  land,  and  temporal  affairs,  are 
the  object  and  subject  of  these  so-called  sermons,  while  there  is 
an  unbroken  silence  as  to  questions  of  morals.  I  then  and  there 
resolved  that  very  night  that  I  would,  with  the  commission  of  the 
Church,  publish  among  my  people  in  Arkansas  the  glad  tidings  of 
redemption  and  release  from  sin,  immorality,  and  vice  of  every  knnd. 
We  are  beginning  with  the  most  elementary  lessons  of  good  morals. 
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insisting  on  the  learning  and  observing  of  the  Ten  Commandments. 
Gambling  must  go:  laxity  in  the  marriage  relation  must  be  driven 
out;  lying  and  stealing  must  be  stopped.  This  is  the  kind  of  preaching 
that  we  are  doing,  and  though  results  are  tardy,  I  am  convinced 
that  in  the  end  we  shall  "win  out,"  as  we  emphasize  something  which 
the  average  Negro  preacher  lignores. 

The  white  people  in  the  Church,  by  the  influence  of  their  ex- 
ample and,  in  some  degree,  by  personal  contact,  have  done  much 
to  make  Negro  Episcopalians  the  very  best  type  of  their  race.  The 
criminal  class  of  Negroes  is  not  recruited  from  our  membership. 
We  try  to  follow  the  precepts  and  example  of  our  fellow  Churchmen 
of  Caucasian  descent.  We  need  that  example  now  as  in  the  old 
days.  White  Episcopalians  are  a  superior  class  of  Anglo-Saxons. 
They  live  up  to  high  standards  of  ethics  and  racial  integrity,  and 
are  not  among  the  sort  who  resort  to  methods  of  vengeance  and 
blood  in  dealing  with  a  weaker  race.  We  stand  ready  to  follow 
your  example.  We  are  still  a  child  race — only  three  centuries  re- 
moved from  barbarism,  only  half  a  century  emancipated  from  a 
degrading  condition  of  slavery,  and  we  therefore  feel  grateful  for 
the  examples  set  us  for  imitation  by  the  men  and  women  of  your 
race  whose  beautiful  lives  and  characters  give  wings  to  our  aspira- 
tions  and    stimulus   to   our   pursuit   after    righteousness. 

I  thank  God  that  I  have  associated  with  me  in  my  efforts,  six 
men,  not  merely  of  learning,  but  of  splendid  moral  character,  who 
are  persuading  their  peop'e  to  level  up  to  this  "aristocracy  of  righteous- 
ness" which  our  good  Bishop  preaches  to  us  at  almost 
every  opportunity.  I  thank  God  that  he  has  appointed  me  to  serve 
under  such  a  Bishop,  who  while  doing  wonders  among  the  people 
of  his  own  race,  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  until  the 
Church  provides  us  with  Bishops  of  our  own  race  who  are  not 
restrained  in  any  measure  from  meeting  and  touching  us  in  every 
point  like  as  we  are,  he  is  the  Bishop  of  all  the  people,  white  and 
black.  To  him,  more  than  to  any  man,  belongs  the  praise  for 
what  has  been  accomplished.  No  Bishop  within  the  past  year  ha-s 
done  more  work  among  the  Colored  people.  With  less  money,  he 
has  achieved  greater  results,  and  he  has  emphasized  strongly  the 
necessity  of  our  raising  our  fair  quota  of  local  self-support,  while 
he  interests  outside  friends  on  our  behalf.  He  has  visited  all  our 
Missions  from  one  to  five  times,  and  has  held  ten  Confirmation  serv- 
ices in  the  year.  More  and  more  he  is  winning  the  esteem  of  the 
Negro  population,  and  condemnation  has  given  way  to  commendation. 
Be  it  noted,  too,  that  this  change  has  come  about  since  the  separa- 
tion of  the  Colored  work  into  a  Convocation  of  its  own.  They  who 
cursed  have  now  remained  to  bless. 

Many  rectors  and  parishes  have  been  generous  to  us.  The  rector 
of  St  Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  has  been  personally  kind  to  the  catechist 
there,  and  has  subscribed  to  our  Building  Fund.     So  have  a  few  of 
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his  parishioners,  one  of  whom  made  it  possible  for  the  Sunday  School 
to  have  a  Christmas  tree.  In  Fort  Smith  the  recent  and  present  rec- 
tors have  been  unusually  kind,  assisting  in  the  Holy  Communion 
and  other  services  when  I  could  not  be  in  that  city,  while  the  parish- 
ioners of  St.  John  have  donated  an  organ,  communion  set,  and  other 
furniture  to  our  Mission.  Others  arc  interesting  themselves  in  secur- 
ing for  us  a  Church  lot  at  easy  figures.  At  Pine  Bluff  tlie  rector 
graciously  assisted  in  our  opening  service,  and  lent  us  an  organ  until 
we  secured  our  own — the  gift  of  a  Colored  woman  in  Philadelphia. 
The  rector  in  Newport  has  not  been  unmindful  of  our  work  there. 
Trinity  Cathedral  has  supplied  the  pews  for  St.  James'  Mission,  Lit- 
tle Rock,  .some  of  these  members  of  Trinity  coming  to  our  services 
occasionally,  and  many  of  the  Fort  Smith  people  have  attended  the 
services  in  our  Colored  Mission,  thereby  showing  their  intense  in- 
terest in  us. 

I  am  absolutely  certain  that  this  interest  on  your  part  will  con- 
tinue and  increase.  All  the  missionary  money  raised  in  Arkansas 
will  not  be  sent  to  the  Philippines,  to  China,  Cuba,  and  Mexico.  The 
work  among  our  own  Negroes  will  be  remembered;  we  will  ''begin 
at  Jerusalem" — at  our  very  doors.  Right  here  in  Arkansas  there 
are  a  lot  of  good  white  men  and  women  in  the  Episcopal  Church  who, 
remembering  the  noble  Negro  men  and  women  of  their  early  days 
and  of  the  old  time  before  them,  stand  ready  to  help  us.  A  prominent 
gentlemen  in  one  of  our  towns  >said  to  me  last  year,  "Archdeacon, 
when  you  come  here  to  build,  I  will  give  you  the  first  $50  on  one 
condition."  I  was  anxious  to  learn  the  condition.  As  he  paused 
to  wipe  a  tear  from  his  manly  face,  he  continued,  "I  never  knew 
my  mother.  I  was  reared  by  my  black  mammy.  I  remember  the 
first  prayers  she  taught  me.  She  was  a  good  womart  and  has  gone 
to  heaven,  and  if  you  will  permit  me  to  put  a  memorial  of  some 
kind  in  the  new  Church,  I  will  give  you  $50  on  your  building."  I 
did  not  hesitate  to  accept,  secretly  wishing  that  he  had  six  such 
"mammies."  Of  course  he  had  not,  but  he  told  me  of  another  promi- 
nent Churchman  in  the  town  who  also  had  a  "mammy" — one  of  those 
very  large  mammies  with  broad  bosoms  and  long  and  sinewy  arms — 
and  that  wherever  she  met  him,  on  the  street  or  elsewhere,  she  would 
exclaim,  "Honey!"  and  throwing  her  arms  around  him,  she  would — 
nothing  strange  for  such  a  mammy — kiss  him.  I  shall  hope  to  get 
another  $50  in  that  town,  and  I  shall  not  be  disappointed. 

In  concluding  this  report  or  address,  I  present  my  earnest 
prayer  to  you  Churchmen  for  your  assistance  in  giving  to  us  the 
benefits  of  your  religion  and  Church.  My  earnest  prayer,  I  repeat, 
for  what  is  prayer?  It  is  the  cry  of  want  or  distress  made  from 
the  weaker  to  the  stronger,  whether  that  cry  be  articulate  or  in- 
articulate, uttered  or  unexpressed.  In  the  poultry  yard  the  young 
chickens  see  a  strange  bird  hovering,  and  instinctively  they  rush  to 
the  mother  hen,  who  hears  their  cry  and  rushes  to  their  protection. 
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The  lamb  bleats  and  the  dam  hastens  to  its  side  to  feed  or  protect 
it.  The  straying  calf  is  pounced  upon  by  the  wolf  and  its  bellows 
bring  the  entire  herd  to  its  assistance,  for  animal  prayer  has  been 
heard  and  answered.  The  little  babe  cries  and  the  mother  hears  and 
answers  its  prayer.  A  human  being  amid  flames  of  fire  or  in  the 
surging  waves  of  water  cries  for  help,  and  his  fellow-oreatures,  by 
a  law  of  their  being,  risk  danger  and  save  him.  Prayer,  then,  is 
the  appeal  for  aid  from  a  lower  to  a  higher  source.  I  therefore  pray 
you,  men  and  brethren,  to  give  us  your  religion,  that  Anglo-Saxon  form 
of  Christianity  which  has  made  you  what  you  are.  Will  you  turn  a 
deaf  ear  to  our  prayer?  Will  you  send  us  away  empty-handed? 
"Can  you  whose  souls  are  lighted 

With  wisdom  from  on   high. 
Can  you  to  us  benighted 

The  lamp  of  life  deny? 
Salvation,  O  salvation, 

The  joyful  news  proclaim 
Till   earth's  remotest  nation, 
Has  learnt  Messiah's  name."

APPENDIX  IV 

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE 
THEOLOGICAL  SCHOOL,  THE  VERY    REV. 

w.  B.  Mcpherson,  m.  a. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 

Right  Reverend  Father,  and  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity:  In  presenting  to  you  this,  my  first  report  as  Dean  of  the 
Arkansas  Theological  School,  I  desire  to  express  my  profound  ad- 
miration for  what  has  already  been  accomplished  in  the  line  of 
Theological  education  by  the  reverend  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and 
by  those  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  who  have  profited  by  their 
lectures  and  instructions.  This  work  has  been  done  under  great  dis- 
advantages, yet  gladly  have  they  made  a  free-will  offering  of  their 
time  and  talent  to  guide  spiritually  those  who  were  seeking  the 
inestimable  privilege  of  ministering  before  the  Altar  of  God,  and 
to  equip  them  mentally  for  the  exacting  work  of  interpreting  the 
mind  of  Christ  to  the  men  and  women  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury. Those  who  are  familiar  with  your  past  know  far  better  than 
I  do  the  results  whicli  have  been  accomplished,  and  the  difficulties 
under  which  those  results  have  been  achieved. 

It  i-s  not  necessary  for  me  to  review  the  history  of  this  move- 
rment  for  theological  education  in  our  midst,  nor  to  trace  back  the 
inception  of  the  idea  to  the  wise  mind  and  the   warm  heart  of  our 
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beloved  Diocesan — for  of  these  things,  also,  you  know  far  better 
than  I.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  for  his  plan  he  has  the  precedent  for 
primitive  Catholicity,  and  the  testimony  of  many  Bishops  of  our 
own  time  who  have  successfully  carried  out  the  ideal  of  the  pastor 
pastorum  by  fixing  upon  the  men  they  admit  to  the  sacred  ministry 
the  impress  of  their  own  interpretation  of  Anglican  Catholidsm,  so 
that,  like  St.  Paul,  in  the  case  of  Timothy,  they  can,  in  a  real 
sense,  call   their   ordinands   their  "sons  in   the   faith." 

In  the  past,  as  you  know,  the  plan  on  whidi  the  School  has  been 
conductCjd  has  been  modeled  somewhat  after  the  Chautauqua  move- 
ment, i.  €.,  the  Catcclvists  have  assembled  at  some  place  appointed 
by  the  Bishop,  and  thither  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  with  some 
others  secured  by  him,  have  repaired,  to  lecture  to  our  students  on 
topics  useful  to  every  Churchman  who  would  be  well  informed  in 
the  faith,  but  not  always  bearing  directly  upon  those  subjects  in 
which  the  Canons  of  the  General  Church  require  a  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  those  who  seek  her  Orders. 

It  became  apparent  in  time  that  this  plan  needed  supplementing  by 
some  supervision  of  the  regular  course  of  study  mapped  out  by  the 
Bishop  and  his  examining  Chaplains  to  be  pursued  by  the  Candidates 
for  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  and  to  this  work  I  was  called  by  the 
Bishop,  taking  charge  of  it  October  ist  last.  Upon  my  arrival  .in 
the  Diocese  I  found  six  young  men  seeking  Dcacon^s  Orders,  and 
in  varying  degrees  of  mental  preparedness  for  admission  to  that 
rank  of  the  ministry  of  the  Church.  During  the  first  two  weeks 
of  my  residence  in  the  See  City  I  was  able  to  visit  five  of  these 
Candidates,  to  acquaint  myself  with  their  educational  proficiencies, 
to  counsel  them  as  to  the  proper  methods  of  study,  and  to  instruct 
them  in  the  initial  steps  of  the  various  branches  of  learning  they 
were  supposed  to  be  pursuing,  and  which  the  Canons  of  the  Church 
require. 

From  November  15th  to  November  i8th  a  session  of  the  School 
was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Little  Rock,  at  which  time  a  course 
of  lectures  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Arnold,  of  Detroit, 
on  "A  Christian  Philosophy  of  the  Universe."  At  this  session  of  the 
School  it  was  also  the  great  privilege  of  Teachers  and  Students  alike, 
to  listen  to  a  lecture  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Daniel  S.  Tuttle,  D.  D.,  on  "The  Bible"  and  "The  Relation  of 
the  Priest  of  the  Church  to  all  the  Souls  in  his  Cure." 

The  Bishop  of  Arkansas  delivered  an  address  on  "The  Times  of 
Archbishop  Laud;"  The  Rev.  R.  W.  Patton,  field  secretary  of  the 
Eighth  Missionary  District,  gave  "An  Answer  to  Some  Modern 
Phases  of  Doubt,"  while  my  own  instructions  on  the  Bible,  the 
Prayer  Book,  and  Church  History  were  continued.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  this  session  of  the  School,  examinations  were  held  in  the 
subjects  required  for  admission  to  the  diaconate,  and  two  of  the 
Candidates,    Francis    Nesbit    Cull^n    and    Elmer    A.    Rounds,    giving 
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satisfactory   evidence   of   their   knowledge   of   the    subjects,   were   re- 
commended   for   Ordination. 

The  next   session   of  the    School   was   he'd   in   Little   Rock   from 

January  25th  to  27th.     At  the  opening  service  in  Christ  Church  the 

Ven.  W.  K.  Lloyd,  Archdeacon  of  Arkansas,  read  the  Litany,  and  I 

made  an  address  on   "The  Life  and  Work  of  St.   Paul  as  a   Model 

for  the  Christian  Minister  of  To-day."     The  next  day  the  Rt.   Rev. 

Wm.    Paret,   D.   D.,   LL.    D.,   Bishop   of   Maryland,   who   was   at   the 

time   visiting   in   our    See   City,   delivered   two   valuable   lectures,   one 

upon  the  "Use  of  the  Prayer  Rook"  and  one  upon  '*The  Place  of  the 

Sunday   School    in   the   Work   of   the    Parish;"   at   this   time    further 

progress  was   also  made   in  the  instructions  upon  the   regular  course 

of  study. 

On    March    ist,    1007,    I    having,    by    the    advice    and    consent    of 
the  Bishop,  accepted  the  rectorship  of  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith, 
^   further  modification  in  the  plans  of  the   School  became  necessary. 
Xnstead  of  my  being  required  to  visit  the  students  in  their  respective 
»Tiission   stations   for  the   instruction   and  conference   with   them,   they 
5ire  to  come  three  times  a  year  to  Ft.  Smith  for  two  weeks  of  study 
and    recitation.      The    Vestry    of    St.    Jol\n*s    Church    lent    their    aid 
to  this  scheme  by  placing  their  Parish  House  freely  at  our  disposal 
SLS   headquarters   for   the   School,   so   that  the   men   may   live   in   com- 
inunity  and  give  their  whole  time  to  the  work  in  hand.     One  session 
of    the    School    has    been    held    under    this    new    arrangement,    from 
April  15th  to  April  26th.     Recitations  and  instructions  were  held  each 
morning  from  9 130  to  i  :oo,  and  in  the  afternoons  from  3  :oo  to  5  :oo. 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  present  three  days  and  gave  a  very 
valuable  course  of  lectures  on  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and  TToly 
Communion;  exercises  in  reading  the  service  and  making  public  ad- 
dresses were   also   conducted.     Satisfactory   progress   was   made   with 
the   studies   in   hand,   and   several    of   the   Catechists   who   have   been 
longest   in   the   Diocese   expressed   the   opinion   that   this  plan    is   the 
most  beneficial  to  them  of  any  yet  devised,  though   lacking  some  of 
the  pleasant  literary  and  social  features  connected  with   former  meet- 
ings  of  the   School.     There   are   at  present   four   Deacons  and   seven 
Catechists    enrolled    as    members   of   the    School,    all    of    them    doing 
excellent  work. 

In  my  opinion,  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  has  in  this  School  an 
institution  which  is  of  the  greatest  benefit,  nay,  of  imperative  neces- 
sity, to  the  development  of  her  Missionary  work  at  present,  and 
which  contains  much  promise  for  the  future.  Nor  need  her  Clergy 
and  Laity  feel  any  misgivings  as  to  the  educational  equipment  of 
the  men  who  are  here  prepared  for  Holy  Orders,  for  they  are 
thoroughly  taught  those  fundamental  facts  of  Bible  truths,  and 
Anglican  Iheology  which  fit  them  to  present  the  Church  to  the 
men   and   women   of  the   twentieth   centurv   as   the   rational    form   of 
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religious  belief  and  the  medium  of  a  reverent,  moderate,  yet  artistic, 
mode  of  worshipp»ing  Almighty  God. 

As  we  look  to  the  future  we  can  see  here  the  norm  of  a  much- 
needed  institution  for  theological  education  in  this  vast  region  of  the 
Southwest  where  there  is  at  present  no  organized  seminary  of  the 
Church. 

This  is  the  day  of  beginnings,  and  small  things  with  us,  but 
to-morrow  hs  rushing  upon  us  with  its  fast-coming  population,  its 
large  cities,  and  its  increased  interest  in  the  things  pertaining  to  the 
Kingdom  of  God. 

There  is  at  present,  so  far  as  I  know,  but  one  Candidate  for 
Holy  Orders  who  is  a  native  of  this  Diocese,  but  with  the  times 
of  spiritual  awakening  and  the  possibility  of  studying  near  at  home, 
there  will  be  those  of  our  own  people  who  will  gladly  "offer  of  their 
sons  to  bear  the  message  glorious,"  and  Arkansas  will  yet  give  many 
noble  men  to  the  priesthood  of  the  Church,  as  she  has  already  given 
one  who  stands  as  a  leader  in  the  vanguard  of  the  far-flung  battle 
line  in  the  distant  Chinese  Mission. 

Let  us  all.  Clergy  and  loyal  laymen  alike,  never  forget  this  call 
to  the  highest  servnce  man  can  render  his  Saviour,  looking  out  young 
men  of  devotion  and  promise  for  the  ministry,  taking  pride  in  what 
has  been  done  in  the  past  towards  filling  the  ranks,  fostering  the 
feeble  beginnings  we  have,  and  taking  steps  as  soon  as  possible  for 
the  permanent  estab*isliment  of  the  Arkansas  Theological  School.

APPENDIX  V 

REPORT  BY  THE  REV.  A.  M.  TRESCHOW,  M.  A., 
CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  finds,  on  examination 
of  the  Parochial  reports,  a  decided  progress  in  the  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sion stations  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop,  in  pursuance  of  his  ten  years*  Building  policy,  which 
now  has  reached  the  eighth  year,  has  succeeded  as  heretofore  in  more 
than  living  up  to  his  agreement  with  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society. 

The  excellent  report  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  on  our  Endowment 
Fund,  of  which  he  is  the  trustee,  proves  that  the  fund  is  earning  a 
good  rate  of  interest,  and  it  is  well  secured. 

The  Scriptural  strength  and  growth  of  our  beloved  Church  is  well 
demonstrated  by  the  following  facts: 
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During  the  Council  year  1906-1907  there  have  betn  369  Confirma- 
tions, an  increase  of  118  above  the  previous  year;  100  more  Baptisms; 
with  the  sum  total  of  4,190  Communicants.  The  Sunday  School  Work, 
a  very  important  part  of  our  work,  has  made  a  vast  stride  forward, 
having  added  nearly  400  pupils  to  last  year's  Roll. 

We  have  73  Parishes,  Missions,  and  Preaching  stations,  supplied 
by  32  Priests,  Deacons,  and  Catechists.  One  Parish  has  reported  35 
Confirmations  and  36  Baptisms  in  the  last  two  jrears,  as  against  41 
Confirmations  and  44  Baptisms  in  the  last  ten  years  previous  to 
1905.  All  this  is  a  gratifying  showing,  touching  the  spreading  in- 
fluence of  our  Church  here  in  Arkansas. 

Our  Diocese  can,  therefore,  with  an  humble  and  grateful  heart  to 
ALMIGHTY  GOD  for  the  results  shown  at  this  retrospect  of  the 
past  Conciliar  year  1906-1907,  look  forward  to  entering  upon  our 
new  year  with  renewed  hope  and  fortitude,  with  a  steadfast  determina- 
tion to  succeed;  and  in  the  Spirit  of  the  words  in  the  Refrain  of  one 
of  our  most  inspiring  and  beautiful  Missionary  Hymns,  emphasize  our 
gratitude  and  carry  the  beloved  Master's  work  into  every  corner  of 
Arkansas  by  saying: 

"Publish  glad  tidings,  tidings  of  Peace, 
Tidings  of  JESUS,   Redemption  and  release."

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  call  attention  to  the  in- 
crease of  the  earning  capacity  of  the  fund  for  the  past  year. 

The  invested  value,  comprising  Building  &  Loan  Stock,  Book 
value;  Bills  Receivable,  with  accrued  interest;  and  the  cash  on  hand 
of  May  I,  1906,  was  $23,522.22;  calculating  this  upon  a  basis,  as  if  it 
had  been  loaned  on  that  day  at  nine  per  cent.,  would  have  produced 
$2,116.99.  The  amount  of  interest  as  shown  was  $2,137.91.  Of  course, 
the  earning  basis  was  not  for  the  whole  year;  in  fact,  sixteen  days 
after  the  report  was  made  $1,500  was  paid  out  as  payment  on  the 
Episcopal  Residence. 

The  accrued  interest  on  Bills  Receivable  does  not  bear  interest; 
and  when  a  loan  was  paid  off,  it  was  not  always  possible  to  at  once 
get  a  borrower;  however,  you  will  see  that  the  money  has  not  been 
dormant  very  loi.g. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  a  larger  number  of  Parishes  have  con- 
tributed to  the  fund  than  ever  before.  And  while  the  amounts  have 
not  been  large,  the  interest  has  been  awakened  by  our  dear  Bishop, 
and  I  feel  sure  the  offerings  will  be  considerab'y  in  excess  this  year 
of  what  they  have  been. 

The  Bishop  informs  me  that  he  has  made  improvements  on  the 
Episcopal  Residence  which  must  be  considered  as  payment  for  his 
rents. 

This  will  increase  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Residence  Fund,  but 
will  reduce  the  cash  portion.  There  are  other  matters  pertaining  to 
the  Episcopal  Residence  he  desires  to  bring  before  the  Council. 

I  feel  we  ihave  much  reason  to  be  thankful.

Right  Reverend  Sir  and  Bkethren  :  As  Registrar  of  the  Diocese 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  year  1906-07. 

The  Hon.  Fay  Hempstead,  your  former  Registrar,  turned  over 
to  me  all  the  papers  and  documents  in  his  possession  at  the  time  of 
his  resignation,  and  in  the  absence  of  another  place  of  safety,  I  had 
•same  deposited  in  the  vaults  of  the  Citizens'  Investment  and  Securitv 
Company,  Little  Rock.  None  of  these  documents  and  papers  of  value 
'have  ever  been  indexed.  This  should  be  done  without  delay,  and  I 
hope  that  provision  will  be  made  by  the  present  Council  to  furnish 
the  Registrar  with  the  necessary  funds  to  cover  the  expense  of  making 
a  convenient  and  easy  accessible  index  of  all  said  documents,  and 
also  for  the  rental  of  a  safety  vault  for  the  use  of  the  Registrar. 

Furthermore,  I  should  suggest  that  the  contents  of  the  many  boxes 
stored  in  the  tower  room  of  the  Cathedral,  containing  mostly  pro- 
ceedings of  other  Diocesan  Councils  and  Conventions,  ishould  be  care- 
fully sifted  and  only  such  papers  be  preserved  as  may  be  of  value. 

I  also  take  this  opportunity  to  renew  a  suggestion  made  by  my 
worthy  predecessor  at  several  former  sessions  of  this  Coundl,  namely, 
that  the  Rectors  and  Ministers  in  charge  of  the  several  Parishes  and 
Missions  in  the  Diocese  should  take  the  trouble  to  collect  all  historical 
data  possible  relating  to  their  respective  fields  of  labor.  It  is  im- 
possible for  the  Registrar  to  secure  this  data  without  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Clergy,  aud  I  hope  and  trust  that  in  tflie  future  the 
Registrar  will  be  favored  with  the  sftme,  so  as  to  enable  him  to 
present  a  better  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  next  Council.

The  Committee  on  Necrology  begs  to  submit  the 
following : 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  35th  Annual  Coun- 
cil, one  Priest,  one  Deacon,  and  one  prominent  Lay- 
man, have  passed  to  the  Rest  of  Paradise. 

The  Rev.  J.  C.  Beaubien,  a  priest  canonically  resi- 
dent in  this  Diocese,  but  doing  work  in  the  Diocese  of 
Louisiana,  died  within  the  vear  in  the  Diocese  where 
he  was  working. 

Rev.  Elmer  A.  Rounds,  Deacon,  died  August  11, 

1907.     He  was  newly  enlisted  among  the  Clergy  of 

the  Diocese,  but  had  universal  respect  and  affection. 

He  was  a  tireless  worker,  an  unaffected  Christian,  and 

a  loyal  Churchman.     From  the  date  of  his  ordination 

to  the  Deaconate,  he  had  been  serving  as  Assistant 
Minister  at  St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  and  his  loss 

was  widely  felt  throughout  the  parish. 

Mr.  John  M.  Daggett,  who  for  many  years  had 
been  prominent  as  a  worker  in  the  Church,  died  in 
Marianna,  his  home,  March  28th  of  the  present  year. 
He  was  officially  prominent  as  a  layman  in  the  Church. 
For  eleven  vears  he  had  been  Secretarv  of  the  Diocese. 
He  was  for  some  time  a  Delegate  to  the  General 
Convention  and  he  was  a  member  of  our  Standing 
Committee  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

God  be  thanked  for  the  good  examples  of  his 
servants,  and  let  us  pray,  that  when  he  have  completed 
our  course,  our  lives  mav  thus  stand  as  landmarks 
in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  **There  Remaineth  a

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST  DAY. 


The  Thirty-Sixth  Annual  Council  of  the  EHocese  of  Ar- 
kansas convened  on  Wednesday,  May  13th,  1Q08,  at  St.  John's 
Churchy  Fort  Smith.  The  Session  was  opened  at  9:00  A.  M. 
by  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  being  the 
celebrant,  assisted  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Very  Rev. 
W.  B.  McPherson,  M.  A.,  and  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D. 

In  place  of  a  sermon  the  Bishop  read  a  part  of  his  Annual 
Address. 

(See  Appendix  I,  Page  33.) 

Immediately  after  the  service  the  Council  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  and  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council, 
prepiared  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  was 
called,  and  a  quorum  answered  to  their  names. 

The  Rev.  G.  A.  Ottmann  was  elected  Secretary  Pro-Tem. 

The  Bishop  appointed  a  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay 
Delegates,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Buckner,  LL.  D.,  Rev. 
J.  W.  Thompson  and  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots.  This  Committee  re- 
ported that  the  majority  of  the  delegates  according  to  the 
credentials  presented  by  them  were  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Council.

'Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  in  1909,  and  by  vote  the  Coun- 
cil accepted  the  invitation. 

Mr.  Gustave  Jones  moved  that  the  Council  resolve  itself 
into  a  Board  of  Missions  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Gustave  Jones  moved  that  the  present  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  Mission^  be  re-elected  and  this  was  done. 

Mr.  Gustave  Jones  moved  that  the  Board  of  Missions  ad- 
journ and  the  Council  resume  its  session.     Carried. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood  was  called  to  the  Chair. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Windiate  moved  that  a  Committee  of  five 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  draft  a  letter  of  congratulation 
to  the  Bishop  for  the  splendid  work  accomplished  by  him 
during  the  past  ten  years.     Carried. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Buckner  moved  that  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lock- 
woo:!,  D.  D.,  be  made  Chairman  of  this  Committee  and  the 
motion  was  adopted. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  members  of  this  committee :  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Buckner,  Mr.  Gustave  Jones,  Mr.  J.  E.  Stevenson, 
Major  P.  K.  Roots. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Ottmann  moved  that  this  Committee  be 
authorized  to  draw  up  such  resolutions  and  take  such  action 
as  they  thought  best,  in  their  own  time  and  way,  and  to  report 
their  action  at  the  next  Council.     It  was  carried. 

Moved  that  the  Council  take  a  recess  until  8:30  A.  M. 
Friday.    Approved.     Adjourned. 


THIRD  DAY — FRIDAY,  MAY   IS,  8:30  A.   M. 


Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  7:30  A.  M.  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Boothe,  Catechist. 

At  8:30  the  Council  was  called  to  order,  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
Lockwood  D.  D.,  in  the  Chair,  and  prayers  were  said  by  the 
Chairman. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day's  sessions  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Thomas  Mabley  was  nominated  as 
Trustee  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  place  of  the 
Rev.  C.  H.  Kues,  who  has  left  the  Diocese,  and  on  motion 
made  and  carried  the  Very  Rev.  John  Hartly  cast  the  ballot  of 
the  Council  electing  Mr.  Mabley. 

The  Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham  moved,  and  it  was  seconded  by 
Dean  Hartley,  that  the  Secretary  have  printed  enough  copies 
of  the  Diocesan  Journal  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  Bishop 
and  to  provide  one  copy  for  each  ten  communicants,  or  part 
thereof,  in  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 
Carried. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  have  printed  in  the  Jour- 
nal a  list  of  the  Diocesan  officers  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.

The  Bishop  then  read  a  portion  of  his  Address. 

(See   Appendix   I,    Page  33.) 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  minutes  of  this  day's 
session  of  the  Council  be  left  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Secretary 
for  their  approval. 
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After  prayers  and  the  Benediction  by  the  Bishop   the 
Council  adjourned  sine  die.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS  TO  THE  THIRTY-SIXTH 
ANNUAL  SESSION  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS,  BEING  THE  TENTH 
OFFICIAL  ADDRESS  TO  THE  COUNCIL  BY  THE 
RIGHT  REVEREND  WlLLIAH  HONTGOHERY 
BROWN,  D.  D. 


Brethren,  well  Beloved  in  the  Lord: 

This  is  the  tenth  session  of  the  Annual  Council  of  th.e  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  attend.  I  could  not,  if  I 
were  to  attempt  it,  g\\t  you  any  adequate  realization  of  the  gratitude 
and  joy  which  I  experience  in  being  permitted  to  see  this  day.  As 
many  of  you  know,  I  came  to.  you  ten  years  ago  in  robust  health 
which  was  broken  in  the  Spring  of  i(X)i  by  the  labors  and  anxieties 
connected  with  my  first  trip  to  the  North  and  East  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  funds  with  which  to  develop  the  Mission  Field  of  our 
Diocese.  In  1902-3-4  my  condition  was  so  serious  that  it  looked  to 
me  and,  as  I  have  been  told  since,  to  my  physicians  as  if  I  could 
not  live  beyond  a  few  months.  In  those  days  I  often  prayed  that  I 
might  be  permitted  to  work  with  you  in  this  Vineyard  of  the  Lord 
for  ten  years.  My  prayers  have  been  answered  and,  though  I  am 
still  comparatively  weak  and  probably  never  shall  fully  recover  my 
strength,  yet  I  have  good  reason  for  hoping  and  believing  that  it  is 
God's  will  that  I  may  continue  the  work  some  distance  into  another  de- 
cade. If  I  could  be  assured  that  I  should  see  it  through  I  would  be 
willing  to  promise  a  hearty  singing  of  the  Nunc  Dimittis  while  stand- 
ing on  the  threshold  of  the  third  decade. 

MY  TENTH  ANNIVEBSABY  AND  MY  DESIBE  TO  OOMMEM- 
ORATE  IT  BY  A  BADIOAL  CHANGE  IN  MY  MISSIONABY 
POLICY. 

About  a  month  ago  I  sent  out  to  the  Clergy  and  Catechists  of  the 
Diocese  a  communication  entitled,  "A  Pastoral  Letter  Urging  a  Large 
Attendance  Upon  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  to  be  Held 
in  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  on  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Fri- 
day, May  13th,  14th  and  15th,  1908." 

No  doubt  my  request  that  the  letter  be  read  to  our  people  was 
generally  complied  with  and  so  the  majority  among  you  have  heard 
it;  but,  as  it  is  short  and  relates  to  a  matter  which  I  hope  you  will 
take  up  as  the  great  business  of  this  session  of  our  Council,  I  shall 
read  it  here: 
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To  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 
Greeting  : — 

On  St.  John  Baptist's  Day,  June  24th,  1908,  I  will,  no  preventing 
Providence,  complete  the  tenth  year  of  my  work  in  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas. 

It  is  the  object  of  this  letter  to  ask  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of 
the  Diocese  to  make  an  unusual  effort  to  send  complete  delegations 
of  representative  men  to  the  Fort  Smith'  Session  of  our  Diocesan 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  marking  the  beginning  of  the  setond  decade 
of  my  Episcopate  by  inaugurating  a  policy  which  will  secure  a  far 
more  general  interest  and  co-operation  in  our  Church  extension  and 
upbuilding  undertakings. 

Soon  after  my  consecration  I  adopted  the  policy  of  operation  which 
I  thought,  all  things  considered,  would  contribute  more  than  any  other 
to  "the  lengthening  of  the  cords  and  the  strengthening  of  the  stakes" 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese:  and  I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  say 
that  I  have  the  comfortable  feeling  that  no  great  mistake  was  made. 

Some  features  of  my  policy  have  materialized  into  more  or  less 
permanent  institutions.  This  is  perhaps  notably  true  of  my  Archdia- 
conal  and  Circuit  Missionary  Systems;  the  use  in  the  Mission  Field 
of  Catechists  who  are  Candidates  and  students  for  the  Christian  Min- 
istry; the  establishment  of  a  school  for  their  education;  the  building 
of  a  definite  number  of  Churches  each  year;  the  raising  of,  Mission- 
ary Funds  for  all  purposes  upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  Churches 
built;  the  separation  of  the  work  of  the  Church  among  our  White  and 
Colored  populations,  and  the  making  of  the  Cathedral  the  center  of 
Missionary  operations,  especially  for  the  See  City.  All  these  feat- 
ures of  the  policy  adopted  for  the  work  of  my  Episcopate  will  be  car- 
ried over  into  its  second  decade  and  some  of  them  will  live  after 
me. 

But  there  are  other  parts  of  my  plans  which  were  intended  to  meet 
temporary  exigencies.  These  will  naturally  sooner  or  later  be  aban- 
doned altogether  or  else  more  or  less  modified.  This  is  true  of  the 
policy  of  securing  the  majority  of  our  Candidates  from  abroad;  that 
of  carrying  on  our  Church  extension  and  upbuilding  operations  by  con- 
tributions received  from  outside  of  the  Diocese,  and  especially  that  of 
placing  the  funds  raised  for  Missionary  purposes  at  almost  the  sole 
discretion  of  the  Bishop. 

In  the  laying  of  foundations,  "a  one  man  policy"  is  often  dtfsira- 
ble.  Conditions  in  Arkansas  contributed  to  make  the  adoption  of  such 
a  policy  on  my  part  almost  unavoidable.  But  the  time  has  come  for 
the  building  of  the  superstructure  and  the  doing  of  this  will  require 
the  realization  of  the  ideal  co-operating  conditions  in  religious  un- 
dertakings described  by  the  Prophet  Jeremiah  where  he  speaks  of 
the  children  gathering  wood  and  the  fathers  kindling  the  fire  and  the 
women  kneading  their  dough  to  bake  cakes  to  the  queen  of  Heaven.

If  such  unity  could  be  enlisted  l?y  Jewish  idolaters  in  the  interest  of 
the  demoralizing  worship  of  Astarte  surely  we  Arkansas  Churchmen 
can  secure  it  for  the  promotion  of  civilizing  and  sanctifying  Christian- 
ity as  it  is  interpreted  by  our  American  branch  of  the  Apostolic 
Church  of  the  English  speaking  race. 

But  in  view  of  tlje  great  American  principle,  "no  taxation  without 
representation,"  which  holds  in  the  Church  as  well  as  State,  I  cannot 
count  upon  the  co-operation  of  our  Clergy  and  people  generally  with- 
out the  abandonment  of  my  "one  man  polic}'."  I  am  not  confessing 
to  the  failure  of  this  policy,  but  I  am  pointing  out  that  it  has  accfim- 
plished  its  purpose,  and  is  outgrown  and  therefore,  it  will  have  to  give 
place  to  something  more  American  and  permanent. 

Hoping  that  all  our  Parishes  and  Missions  will  be  fully  and  ably 
represented  at  the  approaching  Council  and  thanking  all  for  anything 
that  they  may  do  to  promote  the  realization  of  this  hope  and  wishing 
you  a  joyous  Easter,  I  am.

May  I  ask  the  members  of  the  Council  to  recognize  this  letter  as 
an  appeal  from  me  for  their  best  effort  in  the  way  of  some  legisla- 
tive action  which  will  secure  a  more  general  co-operation  in  the 
great  work  of  developing  this  extensive  and  promising  Diocese,  and 
may  I  express  the  hope  that  the  first  opportunity  may  be  imprgved  by 
some  one  to  offer  a  resolution  providing  for  an  early,  full  and  fav- 
orable consideration  of  this  appeal,  the  reasonableness  of  which  must 
be  recognized  by  all? 

I  should  be  very  glad  if  in  response  to  my  appeal,  the  Council 
would  see  fit  to  appoint  a  large  and  competent  committee  for  the  pur- 
pose of  considering  and  reporting  upon  the  feasibility  and  advisability 
of  reorganizing  our  Missionary  work  upon  the  basis  of  a  Cathedral 
System,  the  Chapter  of  which  will  give  me  and  my  successors  a  large 
and  efficient  band  of  advisors  and  co-operators  in  the  Church  exten- 
sion and  upbuilding  work  of  this  Diocese. 

MY  TENTH  ANNIVEBSABY  AND  THE  NEED  OF  INCREASED 
EPISCOPAL  SUPERVISION  BY  SUFFRAGANS  FOR  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS. 

I  have  not  worked  out  the  details  of  the  proposed  Cathedral  Sys- 
tem because  I  preferred  to  leave  them  to  the  superior  wisdom  of  the 
"multitude  of  councilors"  that  I  hoped  would  assemble  here. 

But,  in  order  to  bring  my  heart's  desire  before  you  and  to  start 
you  off  in  an  effort  to  meet  it,  I  will  say  that  I  have  thought  that 
the  Chapter  might  be  composed  of  the  Rectors  and  a  chosen  lay 
representative  of  each  of  our  self-supporting  Parishes. 
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The  officers  of  the  Chapter  might  be  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  Diocese  might  be  divided  into  two 
Convocations  and  the  Secretary  might  be  selected  from  among  the 
Laymen  of  one  Convocation  and  the  Treasurer  from  the  other.  •  The 
President  of  the  organization  would  of  course  be  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 

I  hesitate  in  giving  expression  to  my  hope  in  respect  to  the  Vice- 
Presidents  of  the  proposed  Cathedral  Chapter,  or  Cathedral  Board 
of  Diocesan  Missions  because  of  the  fear  that  you  will  regard  it  as 
an  impracticable  vision  and  me  as  the  builder  of '**castles  in  the  air;" 
but,  if  I  begin  with  the  acknowledgment  that  my  ideas  cannot  be  car- 
ried out  at  once,  perhaps  you  will  give  my  suggestion  a  respectful 
hearing  and  consideration. 

Well,  then,  I  venture  to  say  that  the  proposed  Missionary  organ- 
ization should  have  two  Vice-Presidents  and  that  they  should  be 
Suffragan  Bishops.  If,  therefore,  you  will  indulge  me  by  giving  my 
plan  a  favorable  consideration  you  will  begin  at  this  Council  to  make 
provisions  which  will  ultimately  give  the  extensive  and  promising 
State  of  Arkansas  three  Bishops  instead  of  one. 

Brethren,  I  affirm  it  to  be  highly  desirable,  if  not  indeed  abso- 
lutely necessary,  that  this  Diocese  should  either  be  divided  or  have 
additional  Episcopal  super\'ision,  because  it  is  really  a  physical  impos- 
sibility for  one  Bishop  to  do  the  work  that  should  and  must  be  done 
if  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  our  large  and  increasing  popula- 
tion are  to  be  met  and  improved.  The  Diocese,  as  you  know,  is  con- 
terminus  with  the  State  which  has  an  area  of  53»ooo  square  miles  and 
a  population  of  fully  1,500,000. 

Immigration  has  commenced  to  turn  our  way  and  it  is  destined 
to  roll  over  every  part  of  the  State  with  the  result  of  filling  the  land 
with  at  least  3,000,000  of  people  before  the  close  of  this  century. 
There  are  seventy-five  large  Counties  in  the  State.  It  takes  me  al- 
most as  long  to  make  a  visitation  trip  to  our  out-of-the-way  Missions 
as  it  would  to  go  to  Galion,  Ohio,  and  return.  And  of  the  two 
trips  the  one  in  Arkansas  would  be  the  harder.  In  view  of  such 
facts  I  ask,  in  the  name  of  common  sense,  how  can  one  Bishop  be 
expected  to  give  adequate  ministrations  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas? 

There  are  now  two  ways  and  I  hope  soon  there  will  be  a  third 
way  in  which  our  great  and  pressing  need  of  an  increased  Episcopal 
supervision  could  be   supplied : 

I.  One  way  of  meeting  this  need  would  be  to  offer  a  part  of  our 
territory  to  the  General  Convention  and  urge  its  acceptance  as  a  Mis- 
sionary District.  If  it  be  thought  well  to  adopt  this  expediency,  I  am 
perfectly  sure  that  the  facts  will  enable  us  to  set  up  and  sustain  one 
of  the  strongest  claims  to  favorable  action  that  has  ever  been  pre- 
sented for  the  consideration  of  that  body. 
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We  could  not  oflFer  as  many  square  miles  for  a  Missionary  Dis- 
trict as  are  found  in  some  of  the  Northwestern  Districts  but  we  can 
oflFer  a  much  greater  population  to  begin  with  and  much  greater 
prospects  of  an  increase  of  it;  and,  after  all  souls,  rather  than  square 

miles,  should  count  in  estimating  the  importance  of  a  Missionary  Dis- 
trict. Besides  it  could  be  shown  that  the  Church  has  been  compara- 
tively neglectful  of  the  people  of  the  Southwest.  They  of  the  North- 
west are  five  or  six  times  better  able  to  help  themselves  and  yet  they 
have  had  at  least  three  times  as  much  assistance. 

When  we  come  to  consider  the  question  of  increased  Episcopal 
supervision.  I  should  like  to  have  Dean  McPherson  give  the  Council 
his  idea  about  forming  a  Missionary  District  by  joining  a  part  of 
Northwestern  Arkansas  with  Eastern  Oklahoma.  There  is  no  doubt 
about  the  feasibility  of  this  plan;  but,  if  it  should  be  carried  out,  I 
fear  so  little  of  this  Diocese  would  be  embraced  in  the  combination 
District  that  another  whole  District  would  have  to  be  carved  out  of 
Arkansas  before  our  Diocese  would  become  small  enough  for  effective 
administration  by  one  Bishop.  If  the  Council  should  recommend  such 
a  double  Missionary  District  scheme,  I  think  that  I  could  and  probably 
would  bring  myself  to  the  point  of  giving  my  consent;  but  it  is  not 
the  solution  of  our  problem  which  commends  itself  to  me.  I  would 
favor  it  only  as  a  last  resort. 

2.  The  second  way  for  the  securing  of  the  additional  Episcopal 
supervision  which  is  absolutely  necessary,  if  we  are  to  take  advantage 
of  the  many  opportunities  for  the  lengthening  of  the  cords  and  the 
strengthening  of  the  stakes  of  the  Church  in  this  important  State,  is 
by  the  election  of  a  Coadjutor.  This  way,  as  matters  now  stand,  is 
open  to  us  so  that  we  can  proceed  by  it  without  reference  to  any 
consent  or  future  action  of  the  General  Convention. 

But,  though  I  should  perhaps  prefer  to  meet  the  pressing  need 
of  which  1  am  speaking  by  the  election  of  a  Coadjutor  Bishop,  rather 
than  by  the  Division  of  the  Diocese  by  the  cession  of  territory  for  a 
Missionary  District  or  Districts,  yet  I  shall  be  sorry  if  we  are  forced 
to  adopt  this  solution  of  our  problem.  As  you  know  I  began  my  Epis- 
copate as  a  Coadjutor.  My  superior  lived  only  a  little  more  than  a 
year  after  my  consecration  and  we  got  on  well  enough  together;  yet 
in  so  short  a  time,  under  the  most  favorable  of  conditions,  I  became 
convinced  that  the  Coadjutor  Episcopate  has  very  serious  drawbacks. 
It  is  not  the  harmonizing,  unifying  and  efficient  institution  that  we  in 
Arkansas  are  in  need  of.  T  should  almost  as  soon  see  the  Diocese 
divided  into  one  or  more  Episcopal  jurisdictions  as  to  have  it  elect 
a   Coadjutor. 

One  objection  to  a  Coadjutor  for  me  would  be  my  age.  I  am 
only  in  my  fifty-third  year  and,  if  my  health  should  continue  as  good 
as  it  now  is,  I  stand  some  chance  of  living  through  the  three-score 
and  ten  years  which  seem  to  mark  the  limit  of  life  beyond  which  no

man  can  reasonably  expect  to  pass  very  far.  Now  if  you  were  to  elect 
for  me  a  Coadjutor  and  I  should  be  permitted  to  live  out  my  days,  I 
would  pity  him.  I  doubt  whether  any  man  could  be  happy  as  my 
Coadjutor  for  twenty  or  more  years.  The, truth  is  the  Coadjutor 
type  of  the  Episcopate  was  primarily  designed  as  an  old  man's  make- 
shift and  I  for  one  consider  it  to  be  an  undesirable  institution.  It  is 
one  of  the  departures  of  the  Aiherican  Episcopal  Church  from  ancient 
usage  and  there  are  many  Churchmen,  especially  in  Dioceses  that  have 
or  have  had  Coadjutors,  who  feel  that  this  system  of  increasing  Epis- 
copal supervision  is  a  mistake. 

3.  The  only  way  of  meeting  our  need  of  increased  Episcopal 
supervision  which  unreservedly  commends  itself  to  me  is  a  way 
which  is  not  yet  open  but  which  I  hope  will  be  opened  by  our  next 
General  Convention  by  making  the  Suffragan  Episcopate  a  possibility 
in  the  American  Church.  I  feel  quite  certain  that  if  we  are  given  a 
choice  between  a  Coadjutor  and  Suffragan  Episcopate  for  the  meeting 
of  such  needs  as  the  one  which  is  being  felt  by  us,  very  few  Coadjutor 
Bishops  will  be  elected  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  we  have  as  many 
Suffragan  as  Diocesan  Bishops  in  our  American  Branch  of  the  Angli- 
can Communion. 

The  Suffragan  Episcopate  under  various  names  is  an  institution 
which  has  existed  in  nearly  all  branches  of  the  Church  Catholic  al- 
most from  the  beginning.  I  think  that  it  might  be  maintained  with 
considerable  show  of  reason  that  St.  Timothy  and  St.  Titus  were  the 
first  Suffragans.  They  appear  to  have  been  consecrated  by. St.  Paul 
and  the  Presbyters  to  help  him  in  "the  care  of  all  the  Churches" 
which,  though  not  so  very  numerous,  yet  they  were  so  widely  scat- 
tered as  to  make,  it  necessary  for  him  to  have  such  assistance  as  I 
with  only  about  seventy-five  congregations  feel  the  need  of. 

Among  the  advantages  of  increasing  the  Episcopate  by  Suffragan 
Bishops  rather  than  by  the  Division  of  Dioceses  or  by  the  election 
of  Coadjutors  are   the  following: 

1.  Unity  in  the  administration  of  the  Diocese.  This  I  believe 
to  be  a  great  advantage.  I  am  not  among  those  who  hold  that  it  is 
desirable  to  cut  our  States  up  into  small  Dioceses.  My  idea  is  that  the 
Bishoprics  should  not  be  multiplied  in  sections  of  the  country  where 
the  Church  is  weak  but  that  in  such  regions  any  necessary  increase 
of  Episcopal  supervision  should  be  provided  for  by  the  consecration 
of  Suffragan  Bishops. 

2.  I  believe  that  a  Suffragan  Bishop  is  to  be  preferred  to  a  Coad- 
jutor Bishop  because  his  future  would  depend  upon  what  he  under- 
took and  accomplished.  The  future  of  a  Coadjutor  is  secure.  All  he 
needs  to  do  is  to  outlive  the  Bishop  and  then  he  will  step  into  the 
shoes  of  his  Diocesan.  But  a  Suffragan  would  realize  that,  if  he  is 
ever  to  be  at  the  head  of  a  Diocese,  he  must  be  up  and  doing.    Human 
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nature  being  what  it  is  this  is  a  great  advantage  for  the  Suflfragan  over 
the  Coadjutor  Episcopate. 

3.  Another  advantage  of  a  Suffragan  Episcopate  over  the  Coad- 
jutor type  would  be  the  reduction  of  the  risk  and  hesitancy  in  elect- 
ing Bishops  to  meet  the  need  of  increased  Episcopal  supervision 
where  it  exists  as  it  does  in  Arkansas.  There  is  almost  as  much 
anxiety  about  the  election  of  a  Coadjutor  as  a  Diocesan  because  of 
the  fact  that  the  Succession  belongs  to  him.  There  would  not  be 
much  more  concern  about  the  election  and  consecration  of  a  Suf- 
fragan than  about  the  appointment  and  installation  of  an  Archdeacon. 

4.  As  Suffragans  would  be  chosen  for  their  Missionary  proclivi- 
ties and  aptitudes  rather  than  for  preaching  or  other  shining  quali- 
ties, a  man  who  would  be  regarded  as  good  Archdeacon  timber  would 
be  considered  as  eligible  for  a  suffraganate.  This  is  a  great  advan- 
tage, among  other  reasons,  because  such  a  man  would  be  willing  to 
accept  an  election  for  about  the  same  salary  that  an  Archdeacon 
would  have. 

Of  course  some  mistakes  would  be  made  by  electing  men  Suffra- 
gans who  would  not  be  thought  of  in  connection  with  the  Coadjutor 
or  Diocesan  Episcopate.  But  there  would  be  very  few  of  them  for 
men  have  a  wonderful  faculty  for  rising  to  the  occasion.  And  even 
if  it  came  to  the  worst  a  misfit  Suffragan  would  be  dealt  with 
very  much  as  a  misfit  Archdeacon  is  dealt  with :  he  would  be  let 
out  to  return  to  Parish  life. 

I  wish  that  the  Council  would  make  it  its  very  first  business  to 
provide  for  the  memorialization  of  the  General  Convention  for  the 
making  of  the  Suffragan  Episcopate  a  possibility  upon  the  ground 
that  three  Suffragan  Bishops  are  needed  in  Arkansas,  one  for  each 
of  two  white  Convocations  and  one  for  our  Colored  Convocation. 

MY  TENTH  ANNTVEBSABY  AND  A  BIT  OF  BIOGBAPHY 
SHOWING  THE  NEED  OF  INCBEASED  OONTBTBUTIONS 
FOB  MISSIONABY  WOBK  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ABKANSAS. 

It  has  been  my  inestimable  privilege  to  !i:ive  spent  the  whole  of 
my  Ministerial  life  in  Mission  Fields  of  our  beloved  Church.  When 
I  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  my  Bishop,  the  sainted  Bedell  of 
Ohio,  sent  me  to  a  little  closed  up  Mission  station.  I  had  been  called 
to  be  assistant  in  a  large  Parish  and  I  thought  that  my  Bishop  was 
doing  me  a  great  wrong.  T  therefore  went  to  my  out-of-the-way, 
hard  Mission  Field  with  feelings  in  my  heart  such  as  no  Deacon 
should  have  towards  his  Bishop.  I  was  fully  determined  not  to  re- 
main beyond  my  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  when  I  would  be 
free  to  accept  any  call,  such  as  I  had  been  obliged  to  decline,  that 

might  come  to  me.     But  before  my  Diaconal  year  was  over  I  found 
myself  well  suited  with  my  work  and  willing  to  remain  at  least  an- 
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other  year  and  by  the  end  of  the  second  year  I  had,  as  the  result  of 
the  Missionary  enthusiasm  which  was  developing  in  me,  made  up  my 
mind  to  branch  out  as  a  Circuit  Missionary  and  to  spend  all  my  life 
in  the  enlarged  field  to  which  the  Bishop  had  sent  me.  I  did  stay 
in  it  eight  years.  Then  I  became  the  General  Missionary  of  the  Dio- 
cese with  the  title  of  Archdeacon  and  served  as  such  for  seven  years, 
when  I  came  to  you.  My  understanding  is  that  your  attention  was 
directed  to  me  and  I  was  elected  because  of  my  record  as  a  Mis- 
sionary. 

If  you  will  allow  me  to  say  it  for  the  purpose  of  getting  at  the 
appeal,  I  will  observe  that  the  secret  of  whatever  success  I  had  in 
Ohio  and  have  had  in  Arkansas  is  the  recognition  of  the  indispensa- 
ble relationship  of  money  to  Church  extension  and  upbuilding  work, 
and  to  the  adoption  of  an  effective  system  of  raising  money.  When 
I  became  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  it  was  raising 
between  $2,500  and  $3,000  for  its  missionary  work  from  year  to  year 
and  when  I  left  it  was  raising  between  $9,000  and  $10,000.  I  came 
to  Arkansas  with  the  understanding  that  my  responsibihty  should  be 
the  development  of  her  Mission  Field.  Rishop  Pierce  had  been  having 
$1,500  per  year  for  his  work.  I  told  him,  and  he  agreed  with  me, 
that  this  was  only  a  drop  in  the  bucket  compared  with  what  was  need- 
ed. I  fixed  upon  $10,000  per  year  as  being  the  least  amount  that  would 
save  my  Episcopate  from  failure  from  a  Missionary  point  of  view. 

I  believe  Bishop  Pierce  told  me  that  the  most  the  Diocese  had 
ever  raised  for  its  Missionar>'  work  was  $500.  After  going  over  the 
field  and  seeing  how  few  and  poor  our  Parishes  were,  I  did  not 
have  the  heart  to  ask  for  more  than  $1000,  and  I  thought  that  it 
would  be  at  least  three  years  before  it  could  be  brought  up  to  the 
point  of  giving  so  much.  Of  late  years  we  have  been  raising,  all 
told  including  my  Building  Fund  receipts  about  $2,500,  and  last  year 
our  Men's  Missionary  Thank  offering  effort  brought  it  up  to  fully 
$3,500.  This  is  not  counting  what  was  raised  by  our  Diocesan  branch 
of   the    Woman's   Au.xiliary.      All   told    our   contributions   to   Missions 

must  have  amounted  to  nearly  $4,000. 

» 

As  I  have  said,  ten  years  ago  $500  was  the  high-water  mark  of  our 
Missionary  giving  and  we  were  receiving  only  $1,500  from  the  Domes- 
tic and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  I  went  before  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  told  its  members  that  if  they  would  give  me,  or  make  it 
possible  for  me  to  get.  all  told  $10,000  per  year  for  ten  years,  I  would, 
with  God's  blessing  upon  my  endeavors  and  those  of  my  co-laborers, 
build  up,  within  that  time,  a  self-supporting  work  so  far  as  our  ordi- 
nary Missionary  Field  is  concerned.  After  looking  into  my  repre- 
sentations they  promised  me  $4,500  upon  condition  that  I  would  raise 
$1,000  from  my  own  people  and  $4,500  from  friends  that  I  could  make 
at  the  North  and  East  for  our  work.     I  accepted  this  proposition. 

My  part  of  this  contract  provided  for  the  building  up  of  a  self- 
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supporting  Diocese,  so  far  as  our  ordinary  Mission  Field  is  concerned, 
by  the  erection  of  five  Mission  Churches  and  two  Rectories,  and  by 
putting  two  new  Missionaries  into  the  field  every  year  for  ten  years.  I 
knew  from  my  experience  as  a  Missionary  that  I  was  undertaking  an 
heroic  task  in  promising  to  do  so  much  Church  extension  and  upbuild- 
ing work  in  so  short  a  time.  But,  though,  as  I  expected,  I  found  the 
erection  of  fifty  Churches  and  twenty  Rectories  and  the  placing  and 
maintaining  of  so  many  Missionaries  in  the  field  in  ten  years  a  great  un- 
dertaking, yet  the  keeping  of  this  part  of  my  contract  has  been  very 
much  easier  than  the  part  which  provides  for  the  raising  of  $4,500 
per  year  from  the  friends  that  I  undertook  to  make  at  the  North 
and  East. 

The  raising  of  this  money  has  required  an  enormous  amount  of 
work  in  the  way  of  public  appeals  and  letter  writing.  I  thought  that 
my  Ohio  experience  had  taught  me  something  about  the  difficulty 
and  disagreeableness  of  raising  money  for  Missions  by  pulpit  and  let- 
ter appeals.  But  I  was  mistaken.  I  had  been  born  and  had  grown 
up  in  Ohio  and  the  money  I  raised  there  was  from  those  who  had 
known  me  for  many  years  and  for  work  in  their  own  beloved  Dio- 
cese. But  upon  my  first  trip  East  I  found  myself  among  Northern 
strangers  trying  to  raise  money  for  a  Southern  Diocese  for  which  no- 
body had  much  love  and  against  which  many  had  a  decided  preju- 
dice. This  prejudice  was  increased  to  the  point  of  dislike  and  con- 
scientious disapproval,  and  even  opposition  by  my  complete  Southern- 
ization  and  the  position  I  took  against  Northerners  on  all  questions 
relating  to  the  Great  American   Race   Problem. 

My  first  trip  East  was  in  Lent,  1900,  and,  in  order  to  raise  the 
$4,500,  I  was  obliged  to  remain  over  three  months  at  the  hardest  and 
most  uncongenial  work  that  I  had  ever  undertaken.  My  anxiety  as 
well  as  my  labor  was  very  great.  The  strain  was  more  than  I  could 
bear  and  I  came  back  a  very  different  man  from  what  I  was  when  I 
went  out.  My  health  was  wrecked.  From  that  day  to  this  I  have 
gone  about  with  a  thorn  in  the  flesh.  It  is  now  imbedded  and  does 
not  give  me  as  much  trouble  as  it  did,  but  for  over  three  years  it 
seemed  as  if  it  would  be  my  death.  My  weakness  was  often  so 
great  that  it  was  almost  impossible  for  me  to'  walk  in  procession  from 
the  Vestry  Room  to  the  Chancel,  and,  for  over  three  years,  I  could 
not  stand  in  a  pulpit  without  holding  on  to  some  part  of  it  while  I 
was  making  my  appeal  or  preaching.  Many  a  time  I  was  obliged  to 
sit  down  while  T  was  speaking. 

Everybody  begged  me  to  give  up,  my  family  implored  me  to  do 
so,  but  T  knew  that  the  following  of  their  advice,  for  even  a  few 
months,  would  mean  the  undoing  of  all  my  plans  and  the  failure  of 
my  Episcopate  from  a  Missionary  point  of  view.  T  made  up  my  mind 
that  rather  than  witness  such  a  misfortune  T  would  die  at  my  post 
with    everything    in    good    shape,    trusting    to    God    for    the    raising 
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up  of  some  one  to  take  my  place  and  carry  out  my  plans  for  the 
development  of  the  Diocese.  And  here  I  am  to-day  rejoicing  in  the 
hope  of  being  permitted  to  see  the  end  of  the  ten  years  covered  by 
my  contract  with  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and 
in  the  knowledge  that  if  God  graciously  permits  me  to  do  so,  all  that 
I  have  promised  will  be  fulfilled  in  good  measure,  pressed  down, 
heaped  up  and  running  over  besides.  As  I  stand  upon  the  threshold 
of  the  second  decade  of  my  Episcopate,  I  have  the  great  consolation 
of  knowing  that  things  are  now  in  such  shape  that  even  if  I  should 
fall  by  the  way,  my  promises  to  the  Board  of  Missions  and  our  Bene- 
factors will  be  made  good,  and  more  too. 

But  after  that,  what  then?  What  shall  we  do  after  the  fulfill- 
ment of  our  contract  with  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety and  with  the  generous  Missionary  Benefactors  whom  God  has 
graciously  raised  up  to  us?  When  the  ten  years  are  up,  what  then? 
I  have  already  answered  this  important  question  in  part  by 
saying  that  we  must  have  more  Episcopal  supervision.  Let  me  now 
tell  you  that  we  must  raise  more  money. 

Arkansas  by  reason  of  her  growth  in  late  years,  has  come  to  oc- 
cupy an  enviable  place  among  the  Dioceses  of  the  United  States.  By 
common  consent  she  ranks  among  the  very  first  in  the  rate  of  her 
growth  in  the  various  elements  of  strength;  and,  all  things  con- 
sidered, T  think  we  may  fairly  lay  claim  to  the  head  place.  But  before 
we  put  our  Archdeacons  in  the  field  and  commenced  to  get  outside 
help  for  the  support  of  them  and  their  work,  our  place  was  unques- 
tionably at  the  other  end  of  the  line.  Arkansas,  until  recent  years, 
was  always  referred  to  as  the  "weak  spot  in  the  American  Church.** 

With  the  end  of  the  ten  years  in  view,  during  which  we  have  been 
asking  outside  help,  a  great  question  looms  up.  Shall  we  continue  to 
hold  our  place  at  the  head?  I  say  yes,  by  all  means  let  us  do  it. 
But  I  imagine  many  of  you  are  mentally  asking,  is  it  possible? 
Bishop,  is  it  possible?  I  reply,  that  depends  upon  your  answer  to 
this  crucial  question,  "Will  you  give  the  money  which  T  must  have,  at 
least  $5000  per  year,  if  T  am  to  keep  an  Archdeacon  and  adequate  corps 
of  Circuit  Missionaries  in  the  field?"  There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt 
in  my  mind  that  we  can  continue  our  growth  if  we  maintain  the 
force.  But  it  will  take  a  great  deal  of  money,  at  the  lowest  esti- 
mation, .$5000  per  year,  to  support  the  Archdeacon  and  an  adequate 
staff  of  other  Missionaries,  and  in  the  future  the  great  bulk  of  this 
money  must  come  from  inside  the  Diocese  instead  of,  as  heretofore, 
from  the  outside  of  it. 

MY  TENTH  ANNIVEESAEY  AND  THE  PRESENT  FOE  WHICH 

I  ASK. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  tenth  anniversary  of  my  consecra- 
tion, June  24,  1908,  be  marked  by  the  giving  of  a  Pastoral  Staff  and 
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perhaps  of  a  Miter,  also,  but  such  a  staff  and  head-gear  would  mean 
about  as  much  to  a  Bishop  of  my  make-up  and  ideals  as  a  Cathedral 
and  Episcopal  Throne  and  Deans  and  Chapter  and  Archdeacons  that 
are  not  the  centers  and  heads  of  Diocesan  Missionary  influence  and 
operations.  They  all,  no  doubt,  are  very  venerable  and  ornamental 
accessories  of  the  Episcopal  office,  but  unless  they  can  be  made  to 
serve  some  Missionary  purpose,  I  should  hold  them  in  about  the  same 
estimation  that  the  "Quick-rich-American-Globe-Trotter"  did  the 
pyramids  of  Egypt,  which  he  and  a  cultured  Englishman  chanced  to 
be  viewing  together.  The  Englishman  was  awe-struck  by  the  example 
of  the  Seventh  Wonder  of  the  ancient  world  which  was  before  them 
and  he  wanted  to  spend  days  in  going  from  one  to  another  and  in 
the  study  of  them.  But  one  pyramid  was  enough  for  the  American 
and  he  tired  of  it  in  half  an  hour.  When  his  companion  urged  him 
to  remain  over  with  him  he  declined  by  asking,  "What  do  you  want 
to  spend  so  much  time  over  these  here  old  pyramids  for?  There 
haint  no  demand  for  them." 

Now  from  my  point  of  view,  we,  in  Arkansas,  in  the  present 
stage  of  the  development  of  the  Church,  have  just  about  as  much  real 
interest  in  Bishop's  staffs  and  miters  as  the  money  making  American 
had  in  Egyptian  pyramids.  So,  if  in  the  goodness  of  your  hearts, 
you  want  to  make  me  happy  at  the  close  o^the  first  and  the  beginning 
of  the  second  decade  of  my  Episcopate,  do  what  you  can  to  make 
the  Cathedral  of  the  Diocese  an  effective  Missionary  organization  in 
the  See  City  and  throughout  Arkansas,  and  to  furnish  me  with  the 
means  to  carry  on  the  extensive  Church  extension  and  upbuilding 
operations  which  have  thus  far  depended  so  largely  upon  the  generos- 
ity of  our  Northern  Benefactors. 

The  setting  on  foot  of  a  successful  movement  looking  towards 
these  ends  will  be  altogether  the  most  acceptable  Tenth  Anniversary 
Present  that  you  can  give  me.  It  is  quite  within  the  range,  yes,  easily 
within  the  range  of  possibilities  that  you  should  make  me  the  hap- 
piest Bishop  in  the  whole  world  by  giving  me  $5,000  per  year  from 
this  on  for  our  Diocesan  Missionary  work. 

If  it  be  asked,  as  it  surely  will  be,  how  can  we  in  Arkansas  raise 
$5,000  for  Diocesan  Missions?  I  answer,  it  can  be  done  easily,  if 
only  our  Communicants  will,  on  an  average,  subscribe  to  the  Arkan- 
sas Church  Extension  and  Upbuilding  Fund,  fifty  cents  for  each  Church 
that  the  Archdeacon  and  his  helpers  can  build.  In  round  numbers  we 
have  4,000  communicants  now,  and  they  will  from  this  on  increase 
by  immigration  as  well  as  by  Confirmation.  Suppose  that  at  the  close 
of  the  decade  we  reduce  the  number  of  Churches  annually  built  from 
five  to  three,  one  every  four  months.  That  will  still  keep  us  at  the 
head.  In  that  case  each  communicant  who  subscribes  fifty  cents  to 
the  Arkansas   Church  Extension  and  Upbuilding  Fund  will  annually 
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be  called   upon   for  $1.50,  and  4,000  communicants  each   subscribing 
$1.50,  would  in  the  course  of  a  year  send  in  $6,ooa 

Of  course  many  will  not  subscribe  anything,  but  a  systematic 
effort  to  get  all  to  do  so  and  to  collect  the  subscriptions  would  do 
great  good.  Many  can  and  would  give  from  $1.00  to  $5.00  for  each 
Church  and  some  more.  I  am  very  far  from  being  one  of  the  richest 
persons  in  the  Diocese,  but  I  will,  if  necessary,  pledge  the  Arch- 
deacon $100  for  each  Church  that  he  builds  up  to  three  per  year. 
When  the  ten  years  have  expired,  I  intend  to  turn  much  more  of  the 
Missionary  administration  of  the  Diocese  over  to  an  Archdeacon  or 
preferably  to  a  Suffragan  Bishop  and  to  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 
for  I  need  my  time  and  strength  for  other  things. 

Not  only  will  the  Archdeacon  or  the  Suffragan  have  .the  subscrip-  * 
tions  to  the  Church  Extension  and  Upbuilding  Fund  but  there  will 
be  the  ordinary  collections  for  Missions  which  now  amount  to  $1,000. 
And  some  among  the  generous  Benefactors  whom  God  has  graciously 
raised  up  to  this  Diocese  will  in  all  probability  send  in  occasional 
gifts. 

I  doubt  whether  there  are  now  or  ever  will  be  a  hundred  com- 
municants in  the  Diocese  who  could  not,  if  they  would,  give  the  Arch- 
deacon or  Suffragan  fifty  cents  for  the  building  of  each  of  three 
Churches  every  year,  that  is  fifty  cents  every  four  months.  There 
are  seventeen  and  one-thirfl  weeks  in  four  months,  and  in  order  to 
be  ready  for  the  Church  Extension  and  Upbuilding  Fund  Calls,  all  a 
subscriber  to  it  would  have  to  do  would  be  to  lay  aside  three  cents  a 
week,  and  that  would  give  him  or  her  the  requisite  fifty  cents  with 
which  to  fulfill  the  pledge  and  two  cents  for  the  stamp  on  the  letter 
in   which   it  is  sent. 

Now.  anybody  can  see  from  this  showing  that,  if  we  do  not  keep 
our  enviable  place  at  the  head  of  the  growing  Dioceses  of  the  United 
States,  it  will  undoubtedly  be  because  of  the  lack  of  system  rather 
than  of  ability.  Comparatively  poor  as  we  are,  nevertheless,  we  are 
abundantly  able  to  give  the  requisite  $5,000  for  the  keeping  of  our 
place  at  the  head  and  we  ought  to  do  it. 

Brethren,  I  am  not  naturally  a  beggar,  nor  do  I  have  to  beg  for 
myself.  Though  I  greatly  need  my  small  salary  for  the  carrying  out 
of  cherished  plans  for  the  welfare  of  my  beloved  Diocese,  yet,  except 
now  and  then  as  a  necessary  temporary  loan,  not  one  cent  of  it  goes 
into  my  living  expenses  and  considerably  more  than  a  tenth  of  my 
income  and  that  of  Mrs.  Brown,  which,  considering  the  demands 
upon  us,  is  meager,  is  devoted  to  the  keeping  up  of  insurance  policies 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Diocese  when  she  and  I  are  gone. 

You  see,  therefore,  that  nothing  but  a  sense  of  duty  to  God  and 
His  Church,  and  pity  for  His  neglected  children,  scattered  as  sheep 
without  a  shepherd  throughout  our  vast,  undeveloped  Diocese,  could 
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induce  me  to  approach  you  with  this  plea  for  financial  help. 
But  the  most  pathetic  deprivations  of  many  of  our  neglected 
Brethren  in  the  Lord,  the  almost  utter  and  even  shocking  religious 
destitution  in  some  communities  and  the  golden  opportunities  for 
planting  and  developing  which  now  exist  and  are  rapidly  multiplying, 
have  compelled  me  to  come  before  you  with  this  Macedonian  cry, 
"Do  come  over  and  help  us"  to  the  full  extent  of  your  ability.  "If 
thou  hast  much  give  plenteously;  if  thou  hast  little  do  thy  diligence 
gladly  to  give  of  that  little." 

BEA80N8  WHY  ABKANSA8  CHUBCHMEN  SHOULD  COMPLY 
WITH  THEIB  BISHOP'S  BEQUEST  THAT  THE  TENTH 
ANNIVEBSABY  OF  HIS  CONSECBATION  BE  COMMEMOB- 
ATED  BY  A  OBEAT  INCBEASE  IN  THEIB  CONTBIBUTIONS 
FOB  DIOCESAN  MISSIONABY  WOBK. 

I.  In  my  appeal  for  the  observation  of  my  anniversary  by  be- 
ginning to  raise  $5,000  per  year  for  the  lengthening  of  the  cords  and 
the  strengthening  of  the  stakes  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ark- 
ansas, I  naturally  offer  the  fact  of  the  neglect  and  privation  of  our 
isolated  Brethren  in  the  Lord  as  the  first  reason  why  you  should 
make  a  favorable  response. 

There  are  literally  hundreds  of  people  scattered  through  Arkan- 
sas in  out-of-the-way  places,  and  in  some  places  which  are  not  very 
much  out-of-the-way,  who,  though  they  love  the  Church  as  dearly  as 
any  one  among  us  loves  her,  are  denied  the  sweet  privilege  of  worship- 
ping God  by  the  Prayer  Book  Services  and  of  leading  their  children 
in  "the  old  paths"  in  which  their  fathers  trod.  I  have  since  coming 
to  Arkansas  met  a  few  among  such  in  every  part  of  the  Diocese  who 
had  not  even  seen  the  face  of  a  Church  Clergyman  for  long  years. 
In  one  community  I  found  as  many  as  twelve  souls  who  had  been 
almost  entirely  without  the  Services  of  the  Church  ever  since  the 
War.  Such  a  condition  is'  pathetic,  and  we,  who,  in  respect  to  our 
Church  privileges,  are  so  supremely  blest,  ought  to  be  moved  by  pity, 
if  not  by  a  sense  of  duty,  to  do  all  we  can  to  remedy  it. 

There  are,  it  is  said,  here  and  there,  in  Arkansas  communities 
as  many  as  500  white  people  where  no  public  religious  service  of 
any  kind  has  ever  been  held.  In  such  places  the  sick  and  dying 
have  no  Minister  of  the  Gospel  to  visit  them,  and  the  bereaved  some- 
times, yes,  often,  bury  their  dead  without  the  consolation  of  a  Chris- 
tian service!     This  I  am  told  is  true  of  some  of  our  own  people! 

When  I  first  came  to  Arkansas  and  heard  of  this  awful  religious 
destitution,  I  was  inclined  to  doubt  it,  but  upon  investigation  I  found 
the  representation  to  be  only  too  sadly  true.  My  General  and  Cir- 
cuit  Missionaries   report   that  burials   without   Religious   Services  are 
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by  no  means  unknown,  and  that  some  of  our  own  dead  and  bereaved 
have  been  thus  shamefully  neglected. 

2.  A  second  reason  why  you  should  give  money  tp  the  full  ex- 
tent of  your  ability  towards  the  planting  and  developing  of  the  Church 
in  our  Diocese  is  the  fact  that  the  State  of  Arkansas  is  absolutely 
sure  to  become  one  of  the  first  States  of  the  Union,  both  in  respect 
to  the  number  and  character  of  its  white  population  and  also  as  to 
its  commercial  importance.  Every  well  informed  person  realizes  and 
concedes  this,  because  he  knows  that  we  have  the  extent  of  territory, 
the  variety  of  climates  and  soils,  and  the  diversity  of  resources  which 
in  the  course  of  time  will  inevitably  make  our  State  populous  and 
rich. 

The  exceedingly  bright  prospects  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  should 
be  a  source  of  great  inspiration  to  her  Episcopalians  and  a  sufficient 
encouragement  to  them  to  give  money  in  large  sums  for  the  lengthen- 
ing of  the  cords  and  strengthening  of  the  stakes  of  their  beloved 
Church.  For  the  ultimate  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Church  in 
any  State  must,  in  the  nature  of  things,  depend  largely  upon  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  the  State.  It  goes  without  saying  that  a 
thinly  populated,  poverty  stricken,  unhealthy  and  unresourceful  State 
offers  correspondingly  little  encouragement  for  tlhe  p'lanting  and 
developing  of  a  Church.  I  am  sure  that  all  will  agree  with  me  that  we 
shall  fall  short  of  our  duty  unless  we  see  to  it  that  the  growth  of  our 
great  Church  keeps  pace  with  that  of  our  great  State. 

3.  Another  encouragement  to  Arkansas  Churchmen  to  the  liberal 
giving  of  their  money  for  Diocesan  Church  extension  and  upbuilding 
work  is  found  in  the  fact  that  Arkansas  is  an  excellent  field  for  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

In  the  preceding  section  we  spoke  of  the  excellency  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Field  of  Arkansas  from  a  theoretical  point  of  view.  But 
theory  does  not  long  amount  to  much  as  a  source  of  encouragement 
unless  it  begins  to  materialize.  The  proof  of  the  pudding  is  nqt  in 
any  opinion  that  may  be  advanced  touching  its  excellency  but  in  the 
eating  thereof.  A  good  opinion  of  it  may  promote  a  desire  to  taste 
but  after  all  it  is  the  tasting  that  must  decide  the  question  of  a  pud- 
ding's merits  or  demerits. 

Now,  that  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  is  an  exceptionally  good  field 
for  the  Church  must  be  evident  to  all  from  the  simple  fact  that,  in 
the  course  of  eight  years  since  I  commenced  to  make  my  appeals  and 
we  have  liad  about  ten  thousand  dollars  per  year  outside  help,  we 
have  built  thirty-eight  Mission  Churches,  fourteen  Rectories  and  have 
increased  our  Clerical  force  from  nine  to  thirty-two.  Such  a  showing 
could  not  possibly  be  made  in  any  but  the  very  best  and  choicest  of 
Mission  fields. 

We  have  also  purchased  an  Episcojial  Residence  and  we  have 
greatly   increased   our   Diocesan   Endowment   Fund.     Furthermore  we 
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have  done  much,  very  much,  in  the  way  of  paying  off  debts  and  re- 
storing dilapidated  Church  and  Rectory  properties,  and  last  but  not 
least,  we  have  for  the  past  four  or  five  years  fully  met  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society's  apportionment  to  Arkansas.  One 
year  we  sent  $100  more  than  was  expected  of  us. 

Nor  have  we  said  anything,  nor  have  we  time  to  say  anything, 
about  the  work  commenced  among  our  Mountaineers  by  the  establish- 
ment of  the  fascinatingly  interesting,  indeed,  romantic,  Helen  Dunlap 
Memorial  School  for  Girls  or  about  our  undertakings  on  behalf  of 
the  Negro  population  of  the  State,  which  are  very  noteworthy  both 
because  of  their  uniqueness  and  success. 

Surely,  Brethren,  we  Churchmen  of  Arkansas  can  say  with  St. 
Paul  that  there  is  a  great  door  open  unto  us.  Can  we  say  that  we 
are  entering  our  door  as  he  entered  his? 

As  you  have  just  seen,  the  invitation  of  the  providentially  ''open 
door"  of  Missionary  opportunity  has  not  been  altogether  unheeded. 
The  Bishop  and  the  Archdeacon  and  their  corps  of  Missionary  work- 
ers have  passed  through  and  accomplished  what  they  could.  But, 
Brethren,  suffer  me  to  say  a  delicate  thing  plainly:  unfortunately  the 

rest  of  the  Clergy  and  the  great  majority  of  the  Laity  have  not  fol- 
lowed us,  so  that  we  are  beginning  to  feel  quite  lonely  and  to  realize 
that  we  can  not  go  much  further  unless  we  can  have  a  little  more 
helpful  company. 

We  could  not  have  gone  anything  like  as  far  as  we  have,  in  fact 
we  could  not  even  have  crossed  the  threshold  of  the  "open  door"  but 
for  the  fact  that  Clergy  and  people  from  outside  of  the  Diocese  have 
gone  where  our  own  people  have  failed  to  go  and  lent  us  the  helpful 
hand  which  they  did  not  extend.  They  did  this  in  response  to 
appeals  of  mine  to  them  to  "come  over  and  help  us*'  until  Ar- 
kansas Churchmen  would  be  able  and  willing  to  pass  through  the 
great  door  which  Providence  has  so  graciously  and  spaciously  opened 
to  them. 

In  making  my  appeals  for  outside  help,  I  promised  that  if  that 
help  were  forthcoming  at  the  rate  of  only  $10,000  per  year  for  only 
ten  years,  I  would  not  ask  any  more  for  our  ordinary  Mission  field 
after  that.  On  Easter  Day,  1910,  the  ten  years  will  be  up,  and  I 
ought  to  be,  and  I  expect  to  be,  in  position  to  announce  that  my 
promise  is  made  good  for  I  have  had  annually  more  than  the  $10,000 
for  which  I  asked.  One  year  I  had  all  told  nearly  $12,500.  You  will 
be  glad  to  know  that  in  all  particulars  I  have  so  far  about  kept  the 
letter  of  my  promise  as  to  all  the  things  that  should  be  accomplished 
in  the  way  of  planting  and  developing  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  and 
upon  the  whole  I  have  much  more  than  done  so. 

My  great  concern  just  now,  therefore,  is  not  about  my  ability  to 
come  out  all  right  with  flying  colors  at  the  end  of  the  ten  years  but 
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how  to  keep  the  flag  afloat  and  continue  the  conquest  after  that.  It 
can  not,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  be  done  without  a  great  change  in  the  at- 
titude of  Arkansas  Churchmen  towards  the  Church  extension  and 
developing  work  of  their  Diocese. 

For  eight  years  I  have  been  spending  the  Lenten  season  at  the 
North  and  East  at  the  exceedingly  hard  and  most  uncongenial  work 
of  making  appeals  for  money.  But  the  hard  times  r.endered  it  next 
to  useless  for  me  to  do  so  this  year  and  the  growth  of  the  Diocese 
reached  a  point  where  it  became  nearly  impossible  that  I  should  be 
absent  so  much.  Besides  I  have  found  it  increasingly  difficult  to  stand 
the  strain  of  the  constant  travelling,  speaking  and  exposure.  Ac- 
cordingly I  was  almost  compelled  to  stay  at  home  this  Lent.  So  I 
concluded  to  do  what  I  could  to  set  my  house  in  order  for  the  end 
of  the  ten  years  by  a  general  and  systematic  effort  at  working  up  in- 
terest in  and  subscriptions  to  our  Diocesan  Missionary  work. 

ANOTHER  BIT  OF  BIOGRAPHY  WHICH  SHOWS  THE  ADVAN- 
TAGE  OF  RAISING  THE  PROPOSED  FIVE  THOUSAND 
DOLLARS  THROUGH  THE  ARKANSAS  MISSION  CHURCH 
BUILDING  FUND. 

The  Arkansas  Mission  Church  Building  Fund  was  an  original 
idea  with  me,  one  which  came  to  me  more  than  twenty  years  ago 
while  I  was  a  Circuit  Missionary  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  Like  nearly 
all  such  ideas  its  origin  and  development  is  due  to  the  special  condi- 
tions which  suggested  it. 

I  had  established  a  good  many  preaching  stations,  about  fifteen, 
some  of  which  had  developed  into  organized  Missions  and  it  was 
expected  that  all  would  do  so  sooner  or  later.  In  nearly  all  of  the 
preaching  places  a  guild  had  been  organized  with  a  view  of  collecting 
the  money  that  would  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  and 
building  of  a  Chapel.  After  these  guilds  4iad  been  working  for  two 
or  three  years  several  of  them  showed  signs  of  discouragement  and 
it  began  to  look  as  if  my  undertakings  would  in  their,  cases  and 
probably  others  come  to  nothing  unless  I  could  find  some  way  of  re- 
viving and  keeping  up  courage.  I  finally  hit  upon  a  bold  but  most 
successful  way  of  doing  this  by  promising  the  guilds  $500  when  they 
had  succeeded  in  raising  the  rest  of  the  money  necessary  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  lot  and  building  of  the  Chapel. 

This  promise  was  a  great  hit  and  worked  like  magic.  In  an  in- 
credibly short  time  the  guilds  commenced  to  notify  me  that  they  were 
ready  to  claim  my  pledge.  My  salary  was  $800  without  a  house  and 
this  with  the  private  incomes  of  Mrs.  Brown  and  myself  was  little 
enough  to  meet  our  living  and  my  traveling  expenses.  The  only  thing 
to  be  done  was  to  go  to  my  friends  and  ask  them  to  give  me  some- 
thing for  each  Church  I  could  build.     So  I  started  out  on  a  canvass- 
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ing  tour  about  the  Diocese  and  kept  at  it  until  the .  subscriptions 
amounted  to  somewhat  more  than  $500  for  each  Church  that  I  could 
build  in  my  Mission  field. 

When  I  became  the  Archdeacon  of  Ohio,  I  made  my  building 
Fund  a  Diocesan  Institution  and  when  I  came  here  I  brought  the  idea 
with  me  and  niaterialized  it  under  the  name  of  "The  Arkansas  Mis- 
sion Church  Building  Fund."  The  value  of  this  simple  system  of  rais- 
ing Missionary  funds  will  appear  when  I  tell  you  that  it  has  been  the 
means  of  building  or  restoring  or  buying  in  all  about  sixty  Churches, 
only  a  very  few  of  which  would  have  been  added  to  our  Church  prop- 
erty without  it.  We  are  soon  to  have  forty  Churches  in  Arkansas  as 
monuments  witnessing  to  the  value  of  the  Arkansas  Mission  Church 
Building  Fund  and  before  the  ten  years  are  up  we  shall,  with  God's 
continued  blessings  upon  our  endeavors,  have  fifty  such  monuments 
to  the  credit  of  the  fund. 

Besides  making  all  this  Church  building  a  possibility  the  Fund 
has  been  the  means  of  doing  a  surprising  amount  of  Church  exten- 
sion and  upbuilding  work  that  could  not  have  been  undertaken  or 
even  thought  of  without  it.  The  Rectories  that  have  been  built  or 
purchased  or  repaired  and  improved ;  the  debts  that  have  been  paid, 
the  lots  that  have  been  added  to  our  real  estate  holdings,  the  Parish- 
Houses  that  have  been  erected,  all  as  the  result  of  the  stimulus  of 
pledges  of  assistance  made  on  behalf  of  this  Fund  would  in  themselves 
almost  justify  its  existence  and  the  great  importance  I  attach  to  it. 

And  then  there  is  the  Helen  Dunlap  Memorial  Industrial  School 
for  Mountain  Girls,  and  our  Arkansas  School  of  Theology  and  our 
work  among  the  Colored  People  which  are  successful  undertakings 
that  seem  destined  to  develop  into  institutions  of  great  and  far  reach- 
ing usefulness,  which  could  not  have  been  founded  and  sustained 
without  this  Fund. 

The  Fund  paid  the  first  $2,000  on  the  purchase  price  of  our 
splendid  Episcopal  Residence  property  and  put  improvements  upon  it 
amounting  to  at  least  $3,000. 

And  besides  all  this  it  has  enabled  me  to  do,  not  "a  hundred  and 
one  things"  but  a  thousand  and  one  things  of  more  or  less  importance 
which  could  not  have  been  done  without  it.  In  short,  next  to  God's 
gracious  blessing  upon  our  endeavors,  we  owe  our  enviable  distinction 
and  place  among  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  of  the 
American  Church  to  our  Building  Fund. 

Do  you  wonder  then  that  this  Fund  is  my  hobby  and  that  I  want 
every  communicant  of  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  every  man,  woman 
and  child  to  become  a  subscriber  to  it?  I  estimate  that  if  all  such 
will  support  the  Fund  to  the  extent  of  only  three  cents  per  week  it 
will  be  able  to  continue  its  splendid  work  on  about  the  same  scale 
after  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  our  Northern 
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and  Eastern  Missionary  Benefactors  have  stood  by  us  the  ten  years 
during  which  we  asked  their  "  help.  I  wish  every  member  of  thi^ 
Council  would  become  a  subscriber  to  my  'Building  Fund  before  leav- 
ing and  an  agent  for  it  after  returning  to  his  home. 

Those  who  make  subscriptions  to  the  Fund  should  note  that  I 
have  undertaken  to  build  five  Mission  Churches  each  year  for  ten 
years  and  that  the  blank  pledge  to  the  Fund  reads  "FOR  EVERY 
MISSION  CHURCH."  If,  therefore,  an  individual,  or  a  Parochial 
Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  or  a  Sunday  School  (I  have  re- 
ceived pledges  from  all  these  sources)  makes  a  pledge  of  say,  $5.00  for 
each  Church  that  I  can  build,  it  commits  the  person  or  organization 
to  $25.00  providing  the  pledge  is  not  withdrawn  before  the  expiration 
of  the  year,  and  providing  I  can  build  five  Churches  within  twelve 
months. 

-  Whenever  I  am  ready  to  build  a  Church,  I  write  each  per- 
son or  organization  that  makes  a  pledge,  telling  all  about  the  Mission 
for  which  the  Church  is  to  be  built.  In  this  way  I. hope  to  keep  up 
the  interest  in  my  work,  so  that  the  subscribers  will  not  withdraw  for 
at  least  one  year. 

The  money  that  is  sent  to  me  every  time  I  give  notice  of  a  Church 
having  been  built  goes  into  a  common  fund  from  which  I  support  Mis- 
sionaries, and  encourage  the  building  of  Churches  and  Rectories  by 
grants  not  exceeding  as  a  rule  one-third  of  the  amount  of  the  cost 
of  erecting  and  furnishing  free  of  debt. 

Among  the  advantages  of  making  such  a  pledge,  rather  than  giv- 
ing money  or  checks  outright  is,  that  if  I  and  my  representatives  do 
not  accomplish  anything  in  the  way  of  extending  the  Church  in  Ark- 
ansas, you  will  not  be  called  upon  for  contributions.  These  conditional 
subscriptions  keep  your  Bishop  "up  and  doing."

If  there  is  any  truth  in  the  observation  that  every  man  must  have 
his-  hobby  you  will  not  wonder  that  I  am  astride  of  my  Building  Fund 
and  that  I  am  likely  to  ride  it  with  almost  childish  enthusiasm  during 
the  remainder  of  my  Missionary  career.  Therefore,  if  in  starting  me 
off  on  the  second  decade  of  my  Episcopate,  you  want  to  do  something 
that  will  be  especially  gratifying,  the  surest  way  to  accomplish  this 
will  be  for  you  to  become  a  subscriber  to  and  an  agent  for  the  Arkan- 
sas Mission  Church  Building  Fund. 

CONCLUSION  OF  THE  WHOLE  MATTER. 

What  the  cause  of  Missions,  and  philanthropy  generally,  needs,  is 
regular  and  systematic  giving.  The  Arkansas  Mission  Church  Build- 
ing Fund  promotes  this  kind  of  giving. 

We  have  been  building  Churches  at  the  rate  of  five  per  year  for 
eight  years.  One  of  the  first  subscribers  to  our  Fund  was  a  little  New 
Jersey  boy  who  after  hearing  me  speak  to  his  Sunday  School  under- 
took to  give  $0.25  for  each  Church  that  I  could  build  in  our  Mission 
Field.  I  kept  track  of  him  for  three  years  but  unfortunately  after 
that  I  lost  his  letter  and  as  I  have  forgotten  his  name  and  place  of 
residence  I  can  not  be  certain  of  his  identity,  but  I  feel  quite  sure  that 
he  is  still  standing  by  me  and  that  he  increased  his  subscription  three 
or  four  years  ago.  But  suppose  he  has  continued  through  all  these 
years  on  the  basis  of  $0.25  for  each  Church,  he  has  sent  me  forty 
times  twenty-five  cents  or  $10.00. 

If  I  had  thought  of  asking  that  little  boy  for  $10.00  for  our  work 
he  and  his  Sunday  School  teacher  and  parents  would  have  thought 
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that  I  was  a  very  unreasonable  man.  Not  many  of  my  Building  Fund 
Subscribers  commenced  with  the  first  Church,  but  if  one  who  is  a 
$5.00  subscriber  did  so  he  has  given  forty  times  five  dollars  or  $200.00. 
One  person  has  given  $25.00  for  every  Church  I  have  built  and  she 
has  sent  in  $1,000! 

The  subscriptions  of  the  members  of  St.  John's  Church,  Helena, 
aggregate  about  $25.00  for  each  Church  that  we  are  building  and  so 
they  are  sending  in  $125.00  per  year  above  their  regular  collections 
and  recently  the  Sunday  School  has  undertaken  to  give  $25.00  to- 
wards the  building  of  each  Church  or  $125  per  year,  making  a  total 
of  $250.00  extra  from  the  Parish.  It  would  not  take  many  such  Par- 
ishes to  keep  up  a  very  fine  Diocesan  Missionary  work.  But  St.  John's 
Church,  Helena,  has  fully  four  hundred  communicants  of  whom  only 
twenty  are  giving  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  for  each  Church.  Suppose 
four  hundred  were  to  give  $1.50  per  Church,  that  would  be  $600.00 
or  $3,000  per  year,  more  than  half  the  amount  that  I  am  asking  for. 
Experience  has  taught  me  that  we  may  expect  almost  anything  in  the 
way  of  helpful-  co-operation  from  St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  but  I 
am  not  really  looking  for  $3,000  from  it  per  year.  I  believe,  how- 
ever, that  the  Parish  could  be  brought  up  to  an  average  of  five  cents 
per  week  for  all  its  members  and  that  would  amount  to  about  $1,000. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  showing  that  has  now  been  made  that 
the  Arkansas  Mission  Church  Building  scheme  of  giving  to  Missions 
enables  anybody  who  has  any  Missionary  spirit  to  give  substantial 
material  support  to  the  great  cause  of  Christian  Missions.  If  a  little 
girl  or  boy,  or  a  poor  old  washer  woman,  were  to  give  only  five  cents 
towards  each  Church  that  we  build  it  would  be  twenty-five  cents  per 
year  or  $2.50  in  ten  years.  There  are  very  few  Christians  living  that 
could  not  do  that  much,  but  there  are  millions  who  fall  far  short 
of  doing  it.  If  the  500,000,000  Christians  were  to  give  twenty-five 
cents  per  year  towards  the  spread  of  the  kingdom  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
the  sum  would  be  $125,000,000  per  year  and  that  amount  of  money 
wouJd  soon  convert  the  world  to  Christianity,  or,  at  least,  it  would 
rapidly  provide  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  to  every  creature. 

Up  to  this  time  some  of  our  people  have  been  contributing  to 
Missions  by  responding  to  the  calls  of  their  Rector  for  collections 
for  Missions  and  in  response  to  their  Bishops'  Building  Fund  Calls. 
Each  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  is  assessed  for  the  Mission 
work  of  the  Church  in  amounts  ranging  from  $5.00  to  $400.00.  The 
collections  have  applied  upon  the  assessment  but  the  contributions 
made  to  my  Building  Fund  have  not  helped  in  making  up  Parochial 
assessments.  I  now  propose  that  we  lay  our  plans  for  the  raising 
of  a  much  larger  sum  of  money  for  Missions;  that  we  do  it  largely 
through  the  Arkansas  Mission  Church  Building  Fund  and  that  all 
monies  raised  for  Missions  in  any  way  be  applied  upon  the  assess- 
ment of  the  Parish   and  Mission  contributing  it. 
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At  present  fifty  cents  of  every  dollar  raised  for  Missions  goes  to 
our  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  and  fifty  cents  to  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society.  The  Society  expects  about,  $1,000  from 
us.  I  wish  that  the  Council  would  do  the  unique  thing  of  undertak- 
ing to  raise  double  the  amount  that  is  expected  for  General  Missions, 
and  three  times  as  much  for  Diocesan  Missions.  The  carrying  out 
of  this  suggestion  would  require  us  to  raise  all  told  ^,000  for  Mis- 
sions of  which  $2,000  would  go  to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  and  $6,000  to  our  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.  The 
conscience  of  the  Church  would  approve  and  commend  the  adoption 
and  carrying  out  of  such  a  scheine  and  our  doing  so  would  prove  that 
we  had  kept  our  promise  to  the  Board  of  Missions  and  other  Mission- 
ary Benefactors  to  become  a  self-supporting  Diocese  and  Missionary 
force  within  ten  years  as  the  result  of  receiving  outside  help  at  the 
rate  of  $10,000  per  year,  for  ten  years. 

The  raising  of  $8,000  for  Missions  as  the  result  of  the  united 
endeavors  of  our  Congregations,  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Sunday  Schools, 
and  the  Building  Fund  appeals  would  be  quite  within  the  range  of 
possibilities.  Let  us  do  it.  Our  four  thousand  communicants  alone, 
without  the  assistance  of  any  of  our  other  adherents,  would  raise  the 
$8,000  by  contributing  through  the  Arkansas  Mission  Church  Build- 
ing Fund  an  average  of  forty  cents  for  each  one  of  the  five  Churches 
that  we  hope  to  build  from .  year  to  year  until  the  conclusion  of  the 
ten  years.  There  are  fifty-two  weeks  in  a  year  and  five  cents  per  week 
from  each  communicant  would  much  more  than  raise  the  suggested 
$8,000.  Of  course  I  am  aware  that  it  will  acquire  a  great  deal  in  the 
way  of  organized,  systematic,  and  perservering  effort  to  accomplish 
such  a  thing  but  I  insist  that  it  is  none  too  much  to  undertake  and 
again  I  say  let  us  do  it. 

Let  us  do  it,  if  for  no  higher  reason,  because  of  the  honorable 
and  enviable  distinction  that  it  will  bring  to  us. 

But  let  us  do  it  for  higher  reasons,  because  of  pity  for  our  neg- 
lected, isolated  Brethren  in  the  Lord  who  are  scattered  as  sheep  with- 
out a  shepherd  throughout  this  State  and  the  United  States. 

Let  us  do  it  out  of  gratitude  because  of  what  has  been  done  for 
lis  by  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  by  our  in- 
dividual   Missionary   Benefactors. 

Let  us  do  it  because  of  love  and  pride  for  our  dear  Spiritual 
Mother,  the  Anglo-American  Branch   of  the  Catholic  Church. 

And  above  all  let  us  do  it  because  the  Lord  Jesus  has  commanded 
us  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature, 
and  becau-se  we  love  Him  enough  to  keep  His  commandments. 
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0BDINATI0N8  AND  THE  ABKAKSAS  80H00L  OF 

THEOLOGY. 

God  has  graciously  vouchsafed  many  blessings  and  encourage- 
ments within  the  year.  Of  these  perhaps  the  greatest  is  the  completion 
of  the  requirements  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  by  six  White 
Candidates  and  four  Colored  Candidates.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  ordination  of  the  White  men  immediately  after  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Council.  At  that  time  one  Deacon  will  be  advanced 
to  the  Priesthood.  The  Colored  Candidates  are  to  be  ordained  on 
Ascension  Day.  The  making  of  so  many  Deacons  is  a  very  great 
cause  for  thanksgiving  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  decade  of  my 
Episcopate. 

The  Rev.  William  E.  Williamson  is  to  be  ordained  Priest.  Those 
who  are  to  be  ordained  Deacons  are  ( i )  White :  John  Harvey  Boosey, 
Joseph  Kuehnle,  William  Albert  Nichols,  Howard  Cady,  Charles 
Louis  Weyland  Reese,  Nicholas  Rightor.  (2)  Colored:  William 
Alexander  Tucker,  Augustus  Ceasar  Roker,  John  Jehosophat  Pusey, 
Walter  Theophilus  Cleghorn. 

We  owe  the  preparation  of  these  men,  all  of  whom  have  passed 
good,  and  some  among  them  very  remarkable,  examinations,  to  the  Very 
Rev.  Wm.  Bruce  McPherson,  M.  A.,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Fort  Smith,  and  Dean  of  the  Arkansas  School  of  Theology,  a  teacher 
of  rare  ability,  and  to  his  helpful  associate  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dowell 
Phillips,  M.  A.,  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  who  is  a  venerable  in- 
structor of  many  years  experience  in  the  great  art  of  successful 
teaching.  After  the  examiners  had  finished  their  thorough  work 
with  the  Candidates,  I  took  up  the  examination,  giving  several  test 
questions  on  each  subject  and  I  was  greatly  surprised  by  the  ability 
of  the  young  men  to  sustain  the  reputation  that  my  Chaplains  had 
given  them.  In  order  that  you  may  have  some  definite  idea  of  the 
very  high  quality  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  our  School  of 
the  Prophets  I  give  herewith  my  questions  covering  the  New  Tes- 
tament : 

1.  What  were  the  criteria  by  which  books  were  admitted  to  the 
New  Testament? 

2.  When  was  the  New  Testament  Canon  settled  as  we. have  it 
now? 

3.  Mention  some  early  Christian  writers  who  quote  or  refer  to 
our  Canonical  Gospels? 

4.  What  is  probably  the  earliest  of  the  four  Gospels? 

5.  Was  our  present  Matthew  originally  written  in  Hebrew?  Ex- 
plain Papias'  remark,  "Matthew  then  composed  the  Logia  in  the  He- 
brew tongue." 

6.  What  do  you  mean  by  "Synoptic  Gospel?"  Which  are 
they? 
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7.  Discuss  the  Synoptic  problem,  giving  Resemblances,  Differ- 
ences and  Probable  Conclusions. 

8.  Which  Synoptics  give  the  Gospel  of  the  Infancy?  Assign  its 
events  to  their  proper  Gospel. 

9.  Where  is  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  found?  Write  a  brief 
synopsis  of  Christ's  teaching  contained  in  it. 

10.  What  part  of  Christ's  public  Ministry  do  we  learn  only  from 
St.  John?  What  differences  in  the  portrayal  of  the  character  of 
Jesus  and  His  teaching? 

11.  Prove  from  Acts  that  the  work  of  the  Church  is  a  continu- 
ance of  Jesus'  work. 

12.  Give  three  incidents  where  St.  Peter  seems  to  be  a  leader  of 
the  Apostles. 

13.  Sketch  briefly  St.  Paul's  second  Missionary  Journey. 

14.  What  was  his  argument  on  Mars  Hill? 

15.  Which  are  the  earliest  of  St.  Paul's  Epistles?  Which  four 
have  never  been  disputed? 

16.  What  was  the  occasion  of  the  writing  of  the  first  Epistle  to 
the  Corinthians?     Its  date. 

17.  For  what  did  St.  Paul  rebuke  the  Galatians? 

18.  What  argument  based  on  the  life  of  Abraham  did  St.  Paul 
make  to  prove  righteousness  by  Faith?    Rom.  iv.  9-10. 

19.  iName  the  General  Epistles.     What  is  meant  by  "General?" 
For  the  most  part  these  questions  were   answered  to  my  entire 

satisfaction.  If  I  had  marked  the  young  men  the  least  competent 
would  not  have  received  less  than  a  grade  of  75  and  about  half  of 
the  class  would  have  been  given  98.  One  Candidate  whom  the  Dean 
designated  as  the  Valedictorian  would  have  had  99  or  100. 

OUB  DIOCESAN  ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

These  remarks  in  connection  with  the  tenth  anniversary  of  my 
Episcopate,  would  be  incomplete  without  some  special  reference  to 
the  most  gratifying  increase  of  our  fund  for  the  endowment  of  this 
Diocese. 

When  I  came  among  you  my  venerable  Predecessor  of  blessed 
memory  often  made  this  fund  the  subject  of  congratulatory  com- 
ment. I  have  vivid  recollections  of  his  great  happiness  when  it 
reached  the  sum  of  $12,000.  Since  his  lamented  death,  less  than 
nine  years  ago,  this  fund  has  increased  until  now  it  amounts  in  round 
numbers  to  $37,000.  This  showing  of  fully  a  three-fold  increase  is  to 
the  great  credit  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Helena, 
the  wise  and  unselfish  treasurer  of  the  fund. 

I  understand  that  Mr.  Faulkner  has  set  his  heart  upon  getting 
his  trust  fund  up  to  $40,000  by  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.  His 
laudable  ambition  has  my  cordial  indorsement  and  in  order  to  help 
him  realize  it  I  will  continue  to  let  the  increase  of  the  fund  be  added 
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to  its  principal  instead  of  taking  it  for  my  salary.  All  the  collections 
taken  at  my  visitations  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  probably  during 
the  remainder  of  my  £pisc6pate,  will  be  devoted  to  the  augmentation 
of  this  Endowment  Fund.  I  shall  notify  its  treasurer  of  my  visita- 
tions in  advance  so  as  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  get  in  a  word 
that  will  be  calculated  to  increase  the  collections  to  be  taken  then. 

BE8IONATION  OF  ABCHDEACON  McauntE. 

Under  somewhat  exasperating  circumstances  we  are  to  lose  the 
head  of  the  Convocation  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  The  Diocese 
has  reached  a  point  in  its  growth  where  it  is  almost  impossible  for 
me  to  do  my  legitimate  work  in  it  and  spend  the  Lenten  season,  as 
I  have  been  doing  for  eight  years,  at  the  North  and  East  in  the  making 
of  appeals  for  money  with  which  to  carry  on  our  Church  extension 
and  developing  undertakings.  Besides,  the  hard  times  added  to  the 
necessity  for  my  remaining  at  the  helm  more  closely  than  usual  and 
also  greatly  lessened  the  prospects  of  a  successful  "begging  tour." 

My  greatest  need  of  funds  was  for  the  work  among  the  Negroes 
of.  Arkansas.  As  our  good  people  at  the  North  and  East  like  to 
give  of  their  means  for  the  work  of  the  Church  among  Negroes,  and 
as  Archdeacon  McGuire  is  a  prepossessing  eloquent  man  with  a 
splendid  story  of  great  progress  and  golden  opportunities  to  tell,  I 
concluded  'to  send  him  this  year  in  my  place.  I  dreamed  a  dream 
and  in  my  dreaming  I  thought  that  I  saw  the  people,  especially  the 
Bostonians,  falling  over  each  other  in  frantic  efforts  to  get  to  the 
Archdeacon  with  checks  and  money  for  our  work! 

When,  therefore,  the  Archdeacon  left  on  his  mission  of  money 
raising  I  thought  my  financial  troubles  to  be  practically  over  for  at 

'■^         least  this  season  and  I  secretly  determined  to  send  him  every  year. 

\..  He  was  gone  about  five  weeks  and,  though  he  was  as  economical  as 
could  be,   his  trip  cost  nearly  $200.     Now   imagine  as  best  you   can 

'-'  my   disappointment   and   sinking   of  heart   when   he   came   back   with 

less  than  $100  and  an  accepted  call  to  Boston  in  his  pocket!  As  the 
net  result  of  the  unhappy  venture  in  which  I  had  centered  so  much  of 
hope,  I  lost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $125.00  and  what  was  much 
worse  my  Archdeacon  was  gone  too. 

The  unkindest  cut  of  all  was  the  losing  of  the  Archdeacon  to 
Boston.  That  was  almost  more  than  I  could  bear;  for  Boston,  you 
will  remember,  is  the  citadel  of  the  opposition  to  the  Arkansas  Plan. 
Archdeacon  McGuire  had  gone  over  soul  and  body  to  the  enemies* 
camp! 

Realizing  our  great  misfortunes,  I  at  once  set  myself  to  the  dif- 
ficult task  of  overcoming  them  and  I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to 
report  that  I  have  so  far  succeeded  that  I  am  now  feeling  as  com- 
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fortable  about  the  outlook  for  the  Negro  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  the  State  of  Arkansas  as  at  any  time  during  Archdeacon 
McGuire's  rather  brilliant  career.  I  have  a  fine  man  to  succeed 
him  who  I  am  sure  will  rapidly  develop  into  quite  his  equal,  one 
-whom  God  has  raised  up  to  us  on  the  ground,  and  one,  moreover, 
who  is  unreservedly  and  courageously  committed  to  the  Arkansas 
plan.     Boston  will  not  get  him. 

Archdeacon  McGuire  was  the  only  Clergjyman  in  the  Convocation. 
There  are  now  to  be  four  Clergymen  and  the  number  of  the  Mission 
Schools  and  Workers  are  to  be  increased.  The  Missions  are  also  to 
raise  more  money  for  self-support  and  some  important  building  pro- 
jects which  have  been  waiting  are  to  go  forward  without  further 
delay.  So,  while  I  am  sorry  to  lose  Archdeacon  McGuire  to  whom  I 
was  personally  much  attached,  I  am  rejoicing,  and  you  will  rejoice 
with  me,  that  the  work  of  the  Convocation  is  to  go  right  on  as  if 
nothing  had  happenel  and  that,  too,  at  an  accelerated  pace. 

Owing  to  Archdeacon  McGuire's  leaving,  I  thought  it  best  not 
to  have  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convocation  of  Arkansas  until  his 
successor,  the  Ven.  William  A.  Tucker  M.  A.,  had  gotten  hold  of 
things  and  was  prepared  to  outline  his  plan.  Hence  no  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  Convocation  is  to  be  published  in  this  Journal.  As 
the  Convocation  now  prints  its  own  Journal  there  is  no  further 
necessity  for  the  appearance  of  anything  beyond  the  bare  statistics  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Diocese. 

THE  RESIGNATION  OF  ABOHDEACON  LLOYD. 

The  proverbial  saying,  "troubles  never  come  singly,"  has  certainly 
proven  true  within  the  last  year  in  the  case  of  my  Archdeacons.  I 
doubt  whether  any  Bishop  with  a  large  and  difficult  Mission  field  was 
ever  blessed  with  better  General  Missionaries  than  I.  It  is  no  easy 
matter  to  be  my  Archdeacon.  I  was  a  Circuit  and  General  Mis- 
sionary myself  for  many  years  and.  therefore,  have  some  idea  of  what 
should  be  accomplished.  I  expect  my  Archdeacons  to  do  things.  In 
the  course  of  the  ten  years  of  my  Episcopate  I  have  had  three  white 
Archdeacons.  I  know  I  wore  the  first  two  out  and  I  am  afraid  that 
Archdeacon  Lloyd's  resignation  is  partly  due  to  the  feeling  that  he  is 
on  the  verge  of  nervous  prostration. 

However,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  can  partly  account  for  the 
Archdeaccn's  resignation  on  grounds  which  do  not  reflect  so  much 
■discredit  upon  myself.  His  well  known  fondness  for  military  life  led 
him  to  make  application  for  a  Chaplaincy  in  the  United  States  Army 
and.  though  it  will  be  difficult  for  me  to  find  his  equal  as  a  General 
Missionary,  I  am  heartily  glad  that  President  Roosevelt  has  favored 
Dr.  Lloyd  and  honored  Arkansas  with  the  appointment  of  him  over 
all  competitors.

Archdeacon  Lloyd  is  universally  popular  throughout  our  Diocese 
which  is  conterminus  with  the  State  of  Arkansas.  And  some  of  his 
experiences  in  the  back-woods  of  the  State  have  made  him  a  Mis- 
sionary hero  of  more  than  local  reputation.  He  has  on  the  one  hand 
been  called  upon  to  deal  with  many  amusing  situations  and  on  the 
other  hand  he  has  confronted  dangers,  one  of*  which  has  left  its 
mark  upon  him.  It  is  his  inestimable  privilege  to  have  some  things 
in  common  with  the  greatest  Missionary  who  ever  lived,  St.  Paul. 

Archdeacon  Lloyd's  going  will  be  generally  regretted  and  the  love 
and  good  wishes  and  prayers  of  many  among  us  will  follow  him  and 
Mrs.  Lloyd  to  the  end  of  their  lives. 

As  Dr.  Lloyd  is  to  remain  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas  and  as  he  no  doubt  will  be  able  and  willing  to  secure 
more  or  less  help  for  our  Missionary  work  by  improving  opportu- 
nities for  the  making  of  appeals  on  its  behalf,  I  hereby  appoint  him, 
nominally,  the  Archdeacon  of  Fort  Smith.  We  hope  that  the  Arch- 
deacon may  frequently  favor  us  with  a  visit. 

THE  RESIGNATION  OF  DB.  8MEADE. 

Dr.  Smeade  is  one  of  the  few  Clergymen  who  was  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Arkansas  when  I  came  to  it  ten  years  ago,  and  though  he, 
and  perhaps  the  majority  of  the  people  of  his  large  parish,  did  not 
welcome  my  advent,  they  treated  me  nicely  and  in  the  course  of  time, 
sooner  than  I  expected,  I  found  myself  as  welcome  in  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock,  as  in  any  of  the  so  called  "Brown  Parishes.**  I  have 
always  credited  to  Dr.  Smeade's  account  this  great  good  fortune  which 
has  meant  so  much  to  me  and  this  Diocese. 

It  would  have  been  easy  under  the  influence  of  certain  misun- 
derstandings which  existed  for  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  the  oldest 
and  largest  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  to  have  stood  aloof  from  me.  Had 
our  influential  mother  Church  done  this,  my  Episcopate  would  have 
been  a  very  unhappy  and  handicapped  one.  It  is  therefore  a  matter 
for  great  congratulation  and  thankfulness  that  in  God's  good  provi- 
dence a  man  of  Dr.  Smeade*s  Christian  and  magnanimous  character 
was  the  leader  of  this  congregation. 

For  what  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church  has  done  in  the  interests 
of  peace  and  good  will  and  unity,  the  Diocese  and  the  Bishop  of 
Arkansas  owe  him  a  great  debt  of  gratitude.  He  has  also  done  very 
much  for  which  the  people  of  Christ  Church  will  long  hold  him  in 
grateful  remembrance.  Dr.  Smeade,  all  things  considered,  has  done 
a  great  work  in  his  Parish,  materially  and  spiritually.  The  many 
notable  improvements  in  the  property  are  well  known  but  people  gen- 
erally are  probably  not  aware  of  the  fact  that  Dr.  Smeade  has  been 
presenting  splendid  confirmation  classes  from  year  to  year,  the  last 
being  one  of  the  largest  and  most  interesting  of  all. 
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Naturally  I  shall  do  what  I  can  to  keep  this  good  and  valuable 
man  in  the  Diocese.  I  have  offered  him  the  place  which  Archdeacon 
Lloyd  is  vacating.  Whether  he  remains  or  goes  I  shall  love  him  with 
an  everlasting  love  for  what  he  has  done  for  the  Diocese  of  Arkan- 
sas and  for  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  and  for  me. 

GENERAL  OLEBGT  BELIEF  FUND. 

The  necessity  for  some  effective  action  on  the  part  of  the  Church 
to  recruit  the  thinning  ranks  of  her  Clergy  was  given  most  careful 
and  earnest  consideration  at  the  last  General  Convention.  The  ques- 
tion which  had  to  be  answ^ered  was,  "Why,  in  the  face  of  growing  de- 
mands for  the  Church  at  home  and  opportunities  for  extension  in 
the  Mission  Field,  such  as  has  not  been  known  since  the  days  of  the 
Apostles,  are  so  few  men  offering  themselves  for  the  Ministry?"  And 
the  unwelcome  truth  was  forced  upon  the  Convention  that  one  reason 
was  the  failure  of  the  Church  to  provide  for  her  aged,  infirm  and  dis- 
abled  Clergymen,  or  for  their  widows  and  orphans. 

The  spirit  of  heroism  displayed  by  our  self-sacrificing  Ministers 
and  their  families  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  was  never  more  evi- 
dent than  it  is  today.  Yet  when  our  Clergy  become  aged  and  disa- 
bled, they  and  their  families  in  many  cases  are  almost  paupers. 
At  best,  under  present  conditions,  they  have  the  feeling  that  the  pit- 
tance paid  towards  their  support  is  contributed  as  a  form  and  act  of 
charity.  Not  infrequently  a  Clergyman  and  his  family  who  have  given 
all  they  have  and  are  for  the  good  of  others  are  allowed  to  suffer  by 
destitution. 

It  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  tell  heart-rending  truths  about  a 
few  cases  and  secure  relief  for  them;  but  distress  is  wide-spread  and 
an  adequate  remedy  must  be  provided  through  the  General  Clergy 
Relief  Fund.  No  more  legislation  is  needed.  But  much  larger  con- 
tributions are  absolutely  necessary  and  the  Richmond  Convention 
authorized  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund  to  raise 
an  endowment  of  $5,000,000. 

To  accomplish  this  it  will  be  necessary  that  every  member  of  the 
Church  should  make  his  contribution:  otherwise,  everybody's  busi- 
ness will  again  prove  to  be  nobody's,  and  the  situation  will  remain  as 
desperate  as  it  is  disgraceful  to  the  Church  today.  It  is  no  wonder 
that  earnest  spiritual  minded  and  able  men  should  refuse  to  enter 
the  Ministry  when  they  realize  that  in  case  they  die  or  are  disabled 
their  families  may  be  obliged  to  hide  their  poverty  and  drag  out  a 
miserable  existence. 

I  believe  the  action  of  the  General  Convention  most  timely  and 
wise,  and  recommend  that  this  Council  appoint  a  committee  to  con- 
sider and  report  to  this  session  what  in  their  judgment  Arkansas  can 
and  ought  to  do  in  the  helping  on  of  this  great  and  much  needed 
movement.

THE   MEN'S  AND   BOTS'   MI8SI0NABT   THANK  OFFEBING. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Council  I  made  an  appeal  on  behalf  of 
the  great  united  offering  for  the  extension  and  upbuilding  of  the 
Church  which  it  had  been  proposed  that  the  Men  and  the  Boys  of  the 
American  branch  of  the  Anglican  Communion  should  make  as  a  token 
of  their  gratitude  to  God  for  the  blessings  that  had  come  to  our 
fathers  and  us  in  the  course  of  the  Three  Hundred  Years  since  the 
planting  of  our  historic,  apostolic  Church  of  the  English  speaking 
race  at  Jamestown,  Virginia. 

I  proposed  that  the  Churchmen  of  Arkansas  should  give  $1,000 
to  this  offering.  At  the  Council  it  was  thought  to  be  impossible  that 
we  should  do  so  much,  but  soon  after  the  Council  I  issued  a  Pastoral 
letter  in  which  I  urged  the  doing  of  it. 

When,  at  the  great  and  memorable  Missionary  meeting  of  the 
Richmond  General  Convention,  the  roll  of  Dioceses  and  Jurisdictions 
"and  the  amounts  of  their  contributions  was  called,  I  was  delighted  to 
bear,  "Arkansas,  $1,045!"  With  the  single  exception  of  Western 
Texas  this  was  the  largest  contribution  to  the  Fund  by  any  Diocese 
or  Missionary  Jurisdiction  in  all  this  Trans-Mississippian  Southwest- 
ern country;  and  the  contribution  of  Western  Texas  was  "designated" 
for  the  endowment  of  their  own  Episcopate,  whereas  ours  was  **un- 
designated." 

The  comparative  size  of  the  contribution  oHF  the  Diocese  that 
until  recent  years  has  always  been  referred  to  as  "the  weak  spot 
in  the  American  Episcopal  Church"  was  the  topic  of  considerable 
gratifying  comment.  For  several  days  after  the  mammoth  Missionary 
meeting  at  which  the  treasurer's  report  was   read  your  Bishop  and 
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Delegates  were  the  happy  recipients  of  many  flattering  congratula- 
tions and  I  want  through  you  to  thank  the  people  of  our  Parishes 
and  Missions  for  the  generosity  which  brought  so  much  honorable 
distinction  to  us. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  F.  N.  Burke  of  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Marianna,  who  was  kind  enough  to  act  as  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  of 
the  Missionary  Thank  Offering  Fund  and  to  do  a  great  deal  of  work 
on  its  behalf. 

THE    ANNUAL    MI8SIONABT   RALLY    OF    THE    DIOCESE    OF 

ABEANSAS. 

This  is  an  annual  institution  which  holds  its  sessions  in  the 
See  City.  The  object  of  it  is  the  stirring  up  of  Missionary  interest 
by  securing  the  presence  in  the  Diocese  once  a  year  of  distingfuished 
missionary  speakers. 

The  first  session  of  the  Rally  may  be  said  to  have  been  held  in 
the  Winter  of  1905  and  our  guest  on  that  occasion  was  the  newly 
consecrated  Bishop  of  Hankow,  China,  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Roots. 
We  therefore  regard  Bishop  Roots  as  its  founder.  In  1906,  the  chief 
speaker  was  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  S.  Lloyd,  General  Secretary  of  the  Do- 
mestic and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  In  1907  the  second  annual 
conference  of  the  Eighth  Missionary  District  met  with  us  and  our 
Rally  merged  with  it.  It  was  a  notable  Rally  at  which  the  Presiding 
Bishop  and  the  Bishops  of  Louisiana,  Texas  and  Tennessee  were  the 
central  figures. 

In  1907  we  had  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Roots  with  us  again.  The  Rally 
occurred  on  Sunday,  December  15th.  The  opening  Service  was 
an  early  celebration  of  the  Holy  Commuion  in  Christ  Church,  at  which 
Bishop  Roots  made  a  devotional  Missionary  address.  He  preached 
at  Christ  Church  to  a  large  congregation  at  11  a.  m.  At  3 .30  he 
spoke  again  in  Christ  Church  to  an  assemblage  of  children  that  had 
been  announced  as  the  Sunday  School  Rally  but  as  such  it  was  a 
farce.  The  addresses  of  Archdeacon  Lloyd,  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Ingham 
and  Bishop  Roots  were  worthy  of  a  real  Sunday  School  Rally,  but 
there  were  in  all  not  above  fifty  children,  men  and  women  in  the 
congregation. 

'The  Union  Night  Service  at  the  Cathedral  at  which  both  Bishop 
and  Mrs.  Roots  spoke  was  a  great  and  inspiring  session.  There  was 
a  large  congregation  and  the  addresses  were  magnificent.  The  col- 
lection taken  for  Bishop  Roots  at  two  or  three  of  the  Services  at 
which  he  spoke  amounted  to  nearly  $150. 

The  next  annual  session  of  the  Rally  will  be  held  either  imme- 
diately before  or  after  the  Missionary  Conference  of  our  District, 
The  reason  for  fixing  upon  this  time  is  that  we  may  be  sure  of  se- 
curing distinguished  speakers  at  less  expense. 
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THE  BOSSIOKABT  OONFEBEKOE. 

As  you  know  since  1894  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions 
of  the  United  States  have  been  divided  into  Missionary  or  Provincial 
Departments.  Arkansas  at  first  belonged  to  the  Eighth  Department 
but  at  the  last  General  Convention  some  changes  were  made  in  the 
boundaries  and  numberings  which  put  us  in  the  Seventh  which,  as  I 
understand,  includes  Missouri,  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Louisiana 
and  Arkansas. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  new  Department  was  held  at  Houston, 
Texas,  from  January  7th  to  8th,  inclusive.  I  was  unable  to  attend  but 
Archdeacon  Lloyd  and  Dean  McPherson  ably  represented  the  Diocese. 
I  am  told  that  the  meeting  was  a  very  profitable  and  interesting  one. 
The  next  Session  of  the  G>nference  is  to  be  at  Topeka,  Kansas.  The 
date  has  not  yet  been  fixed  upon. 

The  1907  General  Convention  took  action  directing  that  "each  de- 
partment shall  organize  a  Missionary  Council,  auxiliary  to  the  Board 
of  Missions.  Said  Council  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  Bishops  offi- 
cially resident  within  the  departnient  and  of  four  Clerical  and  four 
Lay  representatives  from  each  of  the  several  Dioceses  and  Missionary 
Districts  within  said  department,  to  be  elected  by  the  Conventions  or 
Councils  of  such  Dioceses  and  by  the  Convocations  of  such  Districts 
respectively.  Provided,  that  the  Council  may  at  any  time  increase  or 
diminish  the  number  of  representatives  from  the  Dioceses  and  Mis- 
sionary Districts  within  the  department." 

Under  this  provision  there  should  be  elected  by  this  Council,  four 
Clerical  and  four  Lay  representatives  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Missionary  Conference  of  the  Seventh  Department. 

A  COMMITTEE  ON  TITHE  arVXNG. 

At  our  last  Council  a  Committee,  of  which  the  Rev.  H.  M.  In- 
gham, Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Camden,  is  the  Chairman,  was 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  advocating  the  idea  of  Tithe  Giving  for 
the  support  of  religious  and  philanthropic  work.  I  am  very  much 
interested  in  the  work  of  this  Committee  and  hope  that  its  report 
will  be  a  favorable  one.  If  we  could  persuade  our  people  to  give 
a  tenth  part  of  their  incomes  to  the  support  of  their  Parishes,  Mission- 
ary and  Charitable  undertakings  there  would  be  an  end  of  our  chief 
difficulty  in  such  work. 

THE   PAN-ANQLICAN   CONQEESS   AND    THE   LAMBETH   OON- 

FEEENCE. 

Two  notable  event§  are  scheduled  for  this  summer,  the  Pan- 
Anglican  Missionary  Congress  and  the  Lambeth  Episcopal  Conference. 
These  are  to  meet  in  the  world's  metropolis,  the  Congress  from  Men- 
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day,  June  15th  to  Wednesday,  June  24th,  1908,  and  the  Conference 
from  July  4th  to  August  6th,  1908. 

The  Anglican  part  of  Christendom  has  been  looking  forward  to 
the  coming  of  these  great  events  for  several  years  and  interest  in 
them  has  spread  and  deepened  very  much  within  the  last  year.  The 
Committees  on  Arrangements  and  Hospitality  have  been  marvelously 
efficient  and  generous  organizations. 

I  consider  that  the  educational  and  inspirational  value  of  these 
meetings  will  be  of  incalculable  importance  and  that  the  increased  in- 
terest of  the  several  branches  of  our  world  wide  Anglican  Communion 
in  one  another,  with  the  greater  unity  of  intelligent  effort  to  bring  the 
Christian  religion  in  more  general  and  closer  touch  with  the  needs  of 
all  the  Nations  and  Races  of  mankind  and  with  every  phase  of  civili- 
zation will  place  them  among  the  epoch  making  events  in  the  history  of 
Christianity.  This,  I  believe  will  be  especially  true  of  the  Missionary 
Congress.  It  is  the  first  Pan-Anglican  Missionary  Congress  of  our 
Clergy  and  Laity  and  the  Fifth  Pan-Anglican  Conference  of  our 
Bishops  in  all  the  world.  The  first  of  these  Lambeth  Conferences  of 
Bishops  was  held  in  1867,  the  second  in  1878,  the  third  in  1888,  the 
fourth  in  1897. 

The  Conference  of  this  year  is  the  first  that  has  met  since  my 
consecration.  Until  very  recently  during  all  the  ten  years  of  my 
Episcopate,  I  have  been  counting  upon  going  w^ith  the  most  hopeful 
and  pleasant  of  anticipations  which  were  almost  if  not  quite  doubled 
by  the  organization  of  the  Missionary  Congress.  For  some  time  I 
even  dreamed  of  a  yearns  vacation  in  connection  with  the  Conference 
in  which  to  journey  around  the  world.  But  man  proposes  and  God 
disposes.  After  coming  to  Arkansas  I  soon  found  myself  running  into 
debt  and  my  personal  indebtedness  increased  until  it  exceeded  $3,000.  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  it  has  been  slowly  diminishing  for  the  past  two  or 
three  years  and  that  I  have  some  hope  of  paying  it  off  within  a  few 
months.  But  the  debt  has  been  the  occasion  of  so  much  anxiety  and 
embarrassment  to  me  that  I  cannot  think  of  increasing  it  by  the 
expenses  of  a  European  trip  even  for  two  months  to  attend  the  Con- 
gress and  Conference. 

Some  one  kindly  suggested  that  the  Diocese  would  by  collections 
and  subscriptions  enable  me  to  go  without  increasing  my  indebtedness, 
but,  while  I  do  not  want  to  discourage  such  kindness,  yet  I  give  the 
thoughtful  promoter  of  the  idea  fair  warning  that  if  he  carries  it  out 
I  will  misappropriate  the  money  by  sending  it  to  Mr.  Windiate  for 
the  g^eat  offering  to  be  taken  at  the  Missionary  Congress  in  which 
It  is  hoped  that  all  the  Jurisdictions  of  the  Anglican  Communion  will 
be  represented.  Mrs.  Brown  and  I  propose  to  give  $25  towards  this 
offering  and  I  wish  that  the  Council  would  take  some  action  which 
would  enable  us  to  be  represented  by  at  least  $200.  I  suggest  that  a 
Committee  be  appointed  which  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility 
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of  promoting  collections  and  subscriptions  to  this  Pan-Anglican  Mis* 
sionary  Offering,  and  that  Mr.  F.  N.  Burke  of  St.  Andrews  Churchy 
Marianna,  be  its  treasurer. 

I  wish  also  that  God  would  put  into  the  hearts  of  some  of  our 
Vestries  or  Church  people,  who  could  if  they  would  do  such  a  thing, 
to  send  their  Rectors  to  the  Missionary  Congress.  If  this  is  done 
quickly  I  will  appoint  the  fortunate  Rector  or  Rectors  to  membership- 
in  the  Delegation  to  which  we  are  entitled  until  it  is  complete. 

THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Since  my  consecration  to  the  Episcopate  there  have  been  four 
sessions  of  the  General  Convention,  that  at  Washington  in  1898,  San 
Francisco  in  1901,  Boston  in  1904,  and  Richmond  in  1907.  I  attended 
all  except  that  of  San  Francisco. 

My  personal  interest  in  the  Richmond  Convention  was  very  much 
greater  than  in  that  of  either  Washington  or  Boston.  This  was  due 
to  the  appeal  of  Afro-American  Churchmen  for  Missionary  Bishops 
and  Jurisdictions  of  their  own  and  to  what  is  known  as  the  Arkansas 
Plan  for  answering  that  appeal,  "^s  you  know  our  plan  provided  for 
the  creation  of  an  Autonomous  A  fro- American  Church  which,  al- 
though in  communion  with  the  Anglo-American  Church,  would  be  a 
wholly  distinct  and  separate  organization.  I  had  felt  it  to  be  my  duty 
to  urge  the  carrying  out  of  this  plan  in  this  Diocese  and  to  recom- 
mend it  for  general  adoption. 

My  first  public  utterance  upon  the  subject  of  the  Arkansas  Plan 
was  a  lecture  delivered  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  year  1903.  The 
adverse  criticisms  which  that  lecture  received  caused  me  to  do  con- 
siderable writing  in  defense  of  the  position  I  and  my  Diocese  had 
taken.  Finally,  in  the  hope  of  influencing  the  action  of  the  General 
Convention,  I  concluded  to  develop  my  Boston  lecture  and  other  writ-^ 
ings  on  the  Great  American  Race  Problem,  so  far  as  it  especially 
concerns  the  Episcopal  Church,  into  a  book  entitled,  "The  Crucial 
Race  Question."  I  was  unavoidably  late  in  publishing  this  book,  but  it 
appeared  in  time  for  me  to  get  it  into  the  hands  of  some  members  of 
the  General  Convention  for  reading  on  the  way  to  Richmond  and  many 
others  purchased  it  there.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  copies  were 
printed  of  which  one  thousand  four  hundred  have  been  sold. 

The  book  had  to  be  supplemented  with  a  speech  in  the  House  of 
Bishops  and  I  doubt  whether  I  ever  bestowed  more  time  and  pains 
upon  a  piece  of  work  than  I  did  upon  that  speech.  I  knew  that  in 
the  House  of  Bishops  I  was  standing  absolutely  alone  in  my  advo- 
cacy of  an  Autonomous  Ecclesiastical  Organization  for  Afro-American 
Churchmen,  that  many  of  the  Bishops  regarded  the  Arkansas  Plan  as 
too  absurd  to  claim  serious  attention  and  that,  in  my  effort  to  com- 
mend the  cause  I  had  at  heart,  I  would  have  to  further  contend  with 
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the  great  disadvantages  of  being  a  new  voice  and  one  which  was 
altogether  devoid  of  eloquence.  So  I  realized  that  fny  only  hope  of 
securing  and  holding  the  attention  of  the  Bishops  lay  in  writing  and 
rewriting  my  address  until  I  had  presented  my  case  so  clearly,  forcibly 
and  briefly  as  to  compel  the  attention  of  unwilling  listeners. 

But  this  was  not  all  of  my  task.  I  was  not  so  inexperienced  as 
to  be  unaware  of  fhe  fact  that  my  speech  would  have  very  little  in- 
fluence unless  it  cowld  be  written  briefly  apd  interestingly  enough  to 
secure  its  publication  in  one  of  the  Richmond  papers  and  its  reading 
by  members  of  the  House  of  Deputies.  Last  but  not  least,  the  New 
York  Churchman  published  adverse  criticisms  of  my  Arkansas  Plan 
and  the  book  by  which  I  supported  it.  The  influence  of  this  editorial 
and  review  had  to  be  overcome  and  the  doing  of  this  imposed  upon  me 
no  small  task. 

A  large  part  of  the  speech  was  published.  I  know  it  made  many 
friends  for  the  Arkansas  Plan  and  some  converts  in  high  places  and 
I  believe  that  it,  with  an  Open  Letter  which  I  have  since  published,  has 
silenced  the  guns  of  The  Churchman. 

One  of  the  effects  of  the  Churchman's  onslaught  and  of  my  pub- 
lished speech  was  the  creation  of  considerable  interest  in  my  book. 
Many  read  it  in  part  or  whole  and  not  a  few  who  did  so  declared 
themselves  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  Arkansas  Plan  is,  if  not  the 
immediate,  at  least  the  ultimate  solution  of  the  Church's  Race  Prob- 
lem. I  was  told  of  one  distinguished  member  of  the  Convention,  a 
Northern  man.  who  became  so  much  interested  that,  shortly  before  the 
vote  was  taken,  he  remained  away  from  the  Convention  for  a  whole 
day  in  order  to  read  the  book.  On  the  morning  after  the  vote  had 
been  taken  one  of  the  most  distinguished  among  the  Colored  leaders 
came  to  me  and  exclaimed,  "Bishop  Brown,  you  are  the  victor  in  this 
fight.'*  He  then  went  on  to  confess,  what  all  candid  people  must 
acknowledge,  that  what  had  been  done  was  more  in  line  with  the 
Arkansas  Plan  than  any  other. 

Thus  I  was  abundantly  repaid  for  all  the  work  and  self-denial 
which  my  address  had  cost  me.  In  order  to  be  ready  with  it,  I  did 
not  attend  any  of  the  many  great  meetings  connected  with  the  Con- 
vention, except  only  the  Grand  Missionary  Rally,  and  I  avoided  re- 
ceptions, dinners  and  excursions,  even  the  famous  trip  to  Jamestown. 

Of  course  I  was  not  so  unsopliisticated  as  to  hope  for  the  carry- 
ing of  the  Arkansas  Plan  at  the  Richmond  Convention,  but  I  did 
venture  to  hope  that  in  my  book  and  speech  I  might  be  permitted  to 
contribute  a  little  something  towards  preventing  the  making  of  one 
of  two  mistakes,  (i)  The  creation  of  a  Missionary  Episcopate  which, 
with  the  Jurisdictions  that  would  go  with  it.  should  have  representation 
in  the  General  Convention;  or:  (2)  The  refusal  to  grant  any  negro 
Episcopate.  T  was  profoundly  convinced  that  the  doing  of  either 
of  these  two  things  would  have  lost  to  the  Church  a  great  opportunity. 
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In  my  efforts  to  prevent  such  a  misfortune  I  was  greatly  encouraged 
and  most  ably  seconded  by  the  Arkansas  Delegation.  They  practically 
established  a  headquarters.  All  worked  hard  and  some  made  speeches 
which,  their  opponents  being  witnesses,  had  much  influence  and  were 
a  great  credit  to  the  Diocese. 

IIY  SPEECH  IN  THE  HOUSE  OF  BISHOPS  IN  FAVOB  OF  THE 
PBOP08AL  TO  CREATE  AN  AFBO-AMEBICAN  EPISCOPATE 
AND  AGAINST  ITS  EEPBESENTATION  IN  THE  GENEBAIi 
CONVENTION. 

Mr.  Chairman  :  I  want  to  oppose  with  all  my  little  might  the 
proposition  to  create  an  Afro-American  Episcopate  of  any  type  with 
representation  of  any  kind  to  any  degree  in  either  House  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

And,  at  the  outset,  let  me  say  that  I  agree  with  the  eloquent  and 
powerful  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Xew  York,  where,  in  his  great  speech  on 
Friday  last  in  favor  of  a  Suffragan  Episcopate  with  representation 
in  our  General  Convention,  he  spoke  with  such  rare  and  character- 
istic power  of  the  Catholicity  of  the  Church.  But,  Sir,  I  desire  the 
opportunity  of  trying  to  make  it  appear  that  membership  in  and 
connection  with  the  Catholic  and  Apostplic  Church  of  Christ  are  not 
at  all  dependent  upon  representation  in  the  General  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  that  the  adoption  of  any  measure  which  would  open  the  door 
to  A fr.o- American  representation  in  the  Convention  would  be  a  mis- 
take of  colossal  magnitude  for  both  them  and  us. 

Yes,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  agree  with  the  distinguished  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor of  New  York  and  the  able  supporters  of  his  proposition  that 
the  Church  of  Christ  is  a  Catholic,  an  all  comprehensive  institution 
and  that  the  Color-Line,  or  any  other  line,  is  not  and  must  not  be 
drawn  about  the  Church  to  the  exclusion  of  any  human  being,  White, 
Yellow  or  Black  who  is  trying  to  serve  the  Lord  Jesus.  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  is  a  Divine  institution  for  the  Salvation  of  the  world 
and  therefore  it  is  Catholic,  all  inclusive. 

This  basic  truth  is  aptly  illustrated.  Sir,  by  the  plan  upon  which 
the  New  York  Cathedral  is  being  built.  There  is  to  be  the  great 
Nave  in  which  all  the  followers  of  Christ  in  the  United  States,  if 
not  the  world,  are  to  have  an  equal  right,  but  there  are  also  to  be 
the  Chapels  in  which  only  the  representatives  of  the  Races  or  Fami- 
lies of  Races  for  which  they  arc  designated  are  to  be  on  the  same 
footing. 

We  maintain  that  it  is  not  only  right  but  that  it  is  in  the  nature 
of  things  necessary  that  widely  differentiated  Christians,  such  as  Cau- 
casians and  Negroes,  belonging  to  the  same  Divine,  Catholic  Church 
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should  have  their  separate  human  Parochial,  Diocesan  and  General 
organizations.  All  are  agreed  that  these  must  have  separate  Parishes 
and  many  concede  as  much  of  Diocesan  organizations.  Sir,  it  has 
never  been  satisfactorily  explained  how  it  is  that  what  is  necessary 
and  right  in  the  way  of  color  line  drawing  in  the  case  of  Parishes 
and  Dioceses  becomes  unnecessary  and  wrong  when  the  National 
organization  of  the  Church  is  concerned. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 
is  a  National,  or  to  speak  more  accurately,  a  Racial  branch  of  the 
Historic,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Christian  Church.  It  is,  so  to  speak, 
the  Anglo-American,  Racial  Christian  Chapel  to  the  great,  all  inclu- 
sive Humanity  Cathedral  of  Christianity.  Negroes  have  as  much 
right  in  this  Cathedral  as  we  have  and  they  are  equally  entitled  to  a 
racial  Chapel.  But  they  have  no  right  in  our  Racial  Chapel.  There 
is  "no  room  in  this  Chapel  for  any  people  or  race  which  Anglo-Ameri- 
cans can  not  assimilate. 

I  have.  Sir,  a  letter  in  my  possession  from  a  prominent  Priest  in 
the  Church  who  claims  that  the  amalgamation  of  the  Anglo-American 
and  the  Afro-American  races  is  the  solution  of  our  difficulties  and 
that  they  will  be  solved  in  this  way  within  fifty  years.  I  pass  this 
nauseating  theory  by  with  the  observation  that  this  is  the  solution 
upon  which  many  of  the  most  representative  Negroes  have  set  their 
hearts,  and  that,  if  this  Church  wants  to  further  them  in  the  realiza- 
tion of  that  desire,  the  creation  of  an  Afro-American  Episcopate  of 
either  the  Missionary  or  Suffragan  type  with  any  degree  of  represen- 
tation in  the  General  Convention  would  be  action  along  the  right  line; 
otherwise  it  would  be  fundamentally  wrong. 

I  reiterate,  Sir,  the  Negro  as  well  as  the  Caucasian  has  a  right 
to  a  place  in  the  great  Humanity  Cathedral  of  Christianity,  but  he  has 
no  right  to  a  place  in  the  Anglo-American  Chapel  of  that  Cathedral. 
He  has  a  right  to  an  Afro-American  Chapel,  and  I  most  earnestly 
contend,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  that  it  is  our  duty  to  enable  him 
to  build  that  Chapel.  We  have.  I  believe,  a  great  Mission  to 
Afro-Americans  in  giving  them  a  complete  Ministry  by  which  they 
may  organize  their  own  Racial  Branch  of  the  Catholic  Church. 

Mr.  Chairman.  I  contend  with  all  the  earnestness  and  emphasis 
that  I  can  throw  into  my  words  that  it  is  all  wrong  for  different 
races  even  to  try  to  get  along  with  one  Chapel.  To  do  so  is  to 
ignore  the  will  of  God.  For,  evidently.  He  intended  the  races  to  have 
their  own  social,  political  and  religious  institution.s,  otherwise  he 
would  not  have  created  them  so  diverse  one  from  the  other  when 
He  might  have  made  them  all  alike. 

The  proposed  Afro-.American  Episcopate  with  representation  in 
the  General  Convention  is  a  scheme  for  the  promotion  of  organic 
unity  between  Caucasian  and  Negro  Christians.    But,  Sir,  the  scheme 
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will  fail,  because  of  the  deep  rooted  and  ineradicable  race  antipathy 
by  which  God  always  has  and  always  will  mightily  seek  to  frustrate 
such  schemes  for  the  joining  together  of  that  which  He  has  sepa- 
rated. Race  prejudice  being  what  it  is  in  this  country,  a  Missionary 
or  Suffragan  Episcopate  with  representation  in  the  General  Con- 
vention would  make  matters  much  worse  than  they  are  now  by 
shifting  our  difficulties  from  the  Diocesan  Councils  to  the  General 
Convention. 

Of  course,  if  we  should  consecrate  only  one  or  two  Afro- Ameri- 
can Bishops  and  divide  our  whole  South  country  into  as  many  juris- 
dictions, the  colored  Episcopate  with  its  delegations  would  per- 
haps not  be  embarrassing  and  hurtful  to  an  unbearable  degree;  but, 
then,  Sir,  I  ask  what  good  would  be  done  by  two  or  three  Colored 
Bishops  with  vast  Jurisdictions?  If  an  Afro- American  Episcopate  is 
to  justify  the  hope  that  its  friends,  black  and  white,  center  in  it,  there 
must  ultimately  be  nearly  as  many  Colored  Bishops  in  the  "Black 
Belts"  of  the  South  as  there  are  white  Bishops  now.  If  we  think  it 
worth  while  and  advisable  to  grant  the  appeal  at  all,  we  should  con- 
fidently expect  that  Colored  Bishops  will  increase  on  an  average  of 
say  one  per  year  during  the  next  twenty  years. 

Possibly  the  House  of  Bishops,  which  will  be  much  larger  by  the 
end  of  that  period  than  it  is  now,  could  indure  its  "thorn"  of  twenty 
Colored  Bishops,  but  have  you  any  idea.  Sir,  that  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  could  endure,  their  "thorn"  of  as  many 
Negro  delegations?  Every  Southerner  knows  that  it  would  be  in- 
tolerable, and  that  the  end  would  be  the  breaking  up  of  the  General 
Convention.  No  doubt  Negro  delegations  would  appear  at  the  Tri- 
ennial meetings  of  the  Woman's  AuxiHary.  Wouldn't  that  be  in- 
teresting to  the  Southern  Ladies? 

What  A  fro- Americans  need  is  several  Bishops.  They  know  it; 
so  do  we.  But  since  social  conditions  will  not  permit  any  such  in- 
crease in  our  House  of  Bishops,  nor  any  large  representation  in  our 
House  of  Deputies,  let  us  acknowledge  this  in  an  open,  straight- 
forward manner  and  give  them  an  Autonomous  Church,  with  their 
own  General  Convention  and  all  that  goes  with  it. 

Mr.  Chairman :  At  the  bottom  of  his  heart  every  native  South- 
erner and  Southernized  Northerner  feels,  and  many  Northern  people. 
who  never  have  been  South,  feel,  that  a  Negro  is  "out  of  place*'  as 
a  member  in  a  White  Church,  especially  as  a  representative  in  its 
official  gatherings.  This  being  the  feeling  of  white  Churchmen  re- 
specting their  local  Parishes  and  Diocesan  Councils,  will  any  one  think 
that  the  presence  -of  Negroes  in  the  General  Convention  will  be  any 
more  agreeable  to  them?  On  the  contrary,  I  affirm,  without  fear  of 
sucessful  contradiction,  that  everybody  who  knows  anything  about  hu- 
man nature  will   see  that  Afro-American   Bishops  and   delegations  in 
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the  General  Convention  will  simply  be  intolerable,  if  there  are  more 
than  one  or  two  of  them  and  that  if  they  get  too  thick  the  delega- 
tions of  the  Southern  Dioceses  will  grow  more  and  more  incomplete 
until  some  of  them  drop  out  altogether. 

If  I  were  asked,  "How  do  you  account  for  the  fact  that  the 
Bishop  and  the  Council  of  East  Carolina  have  advocated  Missionary 
Bishops  and  Jurisdictions  with  representation  in  the  General  Con- 
vention?" I  would  reply,  Sir,  that  the  good  Bishop  and  his  Council 
must  have  been  governed  in  their  action  by  mistaken  charitable  con- 
siderations rather  than  by  unerring  natural  instincts.  I  believe  that  in 
this  case  real  charity  would  have  been  conserved  by  pursuing  the 
opposite  course.  But  whether  I  am  right  or  wrons:  in  this  explana- 
tion and  conviction  the  fact  remains  that  East  Carolina  Churchmen 
are  advocating  specifically  but  one  Negro  Bishop,  or  at  the  most  two 
as  an  experiment.  Evidently  even  they  do  not  intend  that  the  dele- 
gations of  Negroes  in  the  general  Convention  shall  be  very  many. 

Sir,  in  the  Southland  as  elsewhere,  "the  voice  of  the  people  is 
the  voice  of  God."  Would  it  be  right,  then,  for  the  Episcopal  Church 
to  create  an  Afro-American  Missionary  or  Suffragan  Episcopate 
with  representation  in  the  General  Convention?  The  vast  majority 
•of  the  Southern  people  answer,  "No."  Mr.  Chairman,  that  answer 
ought  to  settle  the  question  and  it  ultimately  will  settle  it. 

The  only  thing  that  can  be  hoped  for  by  Colored  Churchmen  from 
a  Missionary  or  Suffragan  Episcopate  with  representation  in 
the  General  Convention  is  {he  false  gratification  of  a  reprehensible 
ambition  to  be  upon  the  same  footing  with  White  Churchmen  in  a 
White  man's  Church.  But,  Sir.  as  an  actuality  such  a  thing  is  in 
the  very  nature  of  things  an  impossibility.  Through  an  Autono- 
mous Afro-American  Racial  Episcopate  and  Church  with  Diocesan 
and  General  Conventions,  it  is  quite  within  the  range  of  possibilities 
that  Afro-American  Churchmen  should  occupy  relatively  as  good  a 
footing  as  Anglo-American  Churchmen.  But,  Sir,  a  God-implanted 
race  prejudice  makes  it  impossible,  absolutely  so,  that  Afro- Americans 
and  Anglo-Americans  should  ever  occupy  the  same  footing  in  a  dual 
Racial  Church.  Such  a  thing  always  has  been,  is  now  and  ever  will 
be  impossible. 

The  great  Divine  Law  of  racial  antipathy  renders  it  perfectly 
certain  that  the  representation  of  an  adequate  Afro-American  Epis- 
copate in  our  General  Convention  would  be  a  far-reaching,  blighting 
misfortune.  As  surely  would  this  law  bring  about  baneful  results 
as  the  laws  of  nature  will  continue  to  cause  a  succession  of  day  and 
night,  summer  and  winter. 

It  is,  Sir.  just  as  natural  and  just  as  necessary  for  Afro- Ameri- 
cans and  Anglo-Americans  to  have  their  own  Ecclesiastical  organiza- 
tions as  it  is  for  bumble-bees  and  honey-bees,  and  for  black  ants  and 
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white  ants  to  have  separate  hives  and  hills.  I  submit,  Sir,  that  if 
bumble-bees  and  honey-bees,  black  ants  and  white  ants  were  crowded 
together  physically  into  one  hive  or  hill  they  would  be  separated 
spiritually  much  more  widely  than  if  they  occupied  separate  hives 
and  hills.  Spiritual  unity  "the  G>mmunion  of  Saints,"  is  the  essen- 
tial thing  in  Christian  unity,  and  this  necessary  unity  would,  in  the 
case  of  Afro-American  and  Anglo-American  Churchmen,  be  hindered 
rather  than  promoted  by  the  proposed  effort  to  live  together  in  one 
Ecclesiastical   organization. 

And  now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  come  to  a  most  important  considera- 
tion which  must  not  be  lost  sight  of.  The  Creation  of  an  Afro- 
American  Episcopate,  of  either  the  Missionary  or  Suffragan  type, 
with  representation,  in  the  General  Convention  would  make  of  our 
Church  an  Anglo-Afro  institution  and  thus  rob  it  of  what  is  at  once 
its  most  distinctive,  highly  prized,  and  attractive  glory  of  being  the 
Anglo-American  Church,  our  national  part  of  our  racial  branch  of 
the  historic,  Apostolic  Church  of  the  English  speaking  peoples.  It 
is  this  well-founded,  unique  claim,  which  is  now  being  emphasized 
so  greatly  at  Richmond  and  Jamestown.  But,  Sir,  to  create  an  Afro- 
American  Episcopate  with  representation  in  our  General  Legislative 
body  would  be  to  sell  this  inestimably  precious  birthright.  And  what 
would  we  get  for  it?     A  combination  mess  of  Anglo-Afro  pottage. 

The  introduction  of  Colored  Priests  and  Deacons  and  Lay  Dele- 
gates from  Colored  Parishes  and  Missions  into  our  Diocesan  Coun- 
cils is  now  generally  conceded  to  have  been  a  great  mistake.  This 
being  the  case,  how  can  any  thoughtful  far-seeing  man,  favor  the 
consecration  of  Colored  Bishops  who  will  have  seats  and  perhaps 
votes  in  our  House  of  Bishops  and  the  delegations  of  whose  juris- 
dictions will  be  in  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies? 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Brethren,  permit  me  in  conclusion  to  observe 
that  a  person  who  does  not  set  his  own  goal  and  govern  himself  in 
the  eflForts  he  puts  forth  to  attain  it  will  not  make  the  most  of  life. 
This,  Sir,  is  as  true  of  Races  as  it  is  of  individuals.  I  therefore 
contend  that  segregation  and  independent  self-government  are  in- 
dispensable pre-requisities  to  a  great  future,  or  any  creditable  future, 
for  the  Afro-American. 

But  race  prejudice  being  what  it  is,  neither  a  White  Man's 
Country,  such  as  is  the  United  States,  nor  a  White  Man's  Church, 
such  as  IS  the  Episcopal,  or  Anglo- American  Church,  can  afford  the 
Negro  the  opportunity  for  self  government  which  is  absolutely  es- 
sential to  the  de\'elopnient  of  a  people.  Confining  myself  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  phase  of  the  American  Race  question.  I  maintain  that 
Afro-American  Churchmen  should  separate  themselves  from  Anglo- 
American  Churchmen  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  their  own  branch 
of  the  Apostolic  and  Catholic  Church  and  that  we  should  encourage 
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and  enable  them  to  do  so  by  offering  to  give  them  an  independent 
Episcopate. 

There  is  an  Elect  element  among  Afro- Americans  upon  which 
the  Salvation  of  that  section  of  the  Negro  Race  which  resides  in  the 
United  States,  perhaps  of  the  whole  people,  depend?  as  upon  no  other 
human  power.  Of  this  element  there  is,  I  firmly  believe,  enough 
among  Afro-American  Churchmen  to  justify  their  appeal  for  racial 
Bishops  and  Jurisdictions  and  a  favorable  reply  to  it. 

If,  Sir,  the  Elect  part  of  the  A  fro- American  Race,  which  is  now 
attached  to  the  Anglo-American  Church,  were  given  an  independent 
Episcopate  and  Church,  it  would,  under  the  fostering  care  of  the 
Mother  Church,  soon  take  its  place  in  the  vanguard  of  the  race  and 
lead  it  on  to  glories  which  arc  now  undreamed  of  even  by  the  most 
hopeful  among  themselves.  For  a  race  situated  as  is  the  Afro-Am- 
erican, it  is  impossible  to  conceive  of  an  institution  which  is  better 
adapted  than  an  Autonomous  Negro  Episcopal  Church  would  be  for 
the  attainment  of  self-government,  the  chief  requisite  of  greatness 
in  individuals  and  races.  An  Autonomous  Catholic  Episcopate  and 
Church  would  give  the  Afro-Americans  what  the  Israelo-Egyptians 
had  in  their  Moses,  Aaron.  Joshua  and  other  leaders  and  in  their 
Theocracy  .ind  it  would  contribute  to  make  the  history  of  Afro- 
Americans  in  its  essential  features  to  some  degree  a  repetition  of  the 
history  of  the  Israelo-Egyptians. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I,  therefore,  most  earnestly  recommend  and  plead 
that  the  General  Convention  will  answer  the  appeal  of  Afro-American 
Churchmen  by  offering  them  an  Autonomous  Racial  Episcopate  and 
Church.  Among  the  great  reasons  why  this  course  should  be  pur- 
sued, I  respectfully  reiterate  the  fact  that  a  Missionary  or  Suffragan 
Episcopate,  with  representation  in  the  General  Convention,  even  if 
it  were  to  be  granted,  would  inevitably  prove  to  be  an  inadequate, 
dependant  and  handicapped  Episcopate,  and  it  would  simply  transfer 
our  present  difficulties  from  our  Diocesan  Councils  to  our  General 
Convention,  thus  complicating  rather  than  solving  our  perplexing  and 
ominous  race  question. 

Let  us  not  make  the  mistake,  I  pray  you  Men  and  Brethren,  do 
not  make  the  mistake  of  denying  the  Appeal  of  A  fro- American 
Churchmen  for  the  Episcopate.  When  they  ask  this,  they  are  asking 
for  that  which  of  right  belongs  to  them,  and  our  Lord's  great  Com- 
mission places  us  under  as  much  obligation  to  g^ve  it  to  them  as  it 
did  the  Jews  to  give  us  our  racial  Episcopate.  But  O,  Brethren,  in 
listening  to  the  n.itural  and  pathetic  appeal  of  Afro-American  Church- 
men for  the  Episcopate,  let  us  not  make  the  fatal  mistake,  of  dis- 
regarding the  voice  of  God  by  giving  them  that  to  which  they  have 
no   rightful   title,   representation   in   this   Convention. 
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THE  "OPEN  PULPIT"  LEGISIJITION  AND  MY  <*DENOMI- 
NATIONAL  EPISCOPATE "  SUGGESTION  OOICPABED  AS 
RATIONAL  CHUBOH  UNITY  MOVEMENTS. 

In  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  I  suppose  also  in  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the  1907  session  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion will  be  long  remembered  by  its  delegates,  if  not  distinguished 
in  history,  by  three  notable  debates:  (i)  th'at  relating  to  the  pro- 
posed addition  of  a  Preamble  to  our  Constitution;  (2)  that  relating 
to  a  proposition  to  create  a  Suffragan  Episcopate  for  our  branch  of 
the  Anglican  Communion;  and  (3),  that  relating  to  a  proposition  to 
open  our  pulpits  to  Denominational  Ministers.  In  the  House  of 
Bishops  the  interest  in  these  debates  may,  I  think,  be  characterized 
as  having  been  great  in  the  Preamble  to  the  Constitution,  greater  in 
the  Open  Pulpit  and  greatest  in  the  Suffragan  Episcopate. 

There  was  a  Night  Session  of  the  House  of  Bishops  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  question  of  opening  our  pulpits  to  Denominational 
Ministers  at  which  for  an  hour  the  interest  rose  to  almost  as  great' 
a  height  as  it  had  risen  in  the  debate  on  the  Suffragan  Episcopate 
proposition.  The  nearest  approach  that  was  made  to  the  danger 
line  of  party  spirit  occurred  with  us  in  this  discussion;  and  it  is 
noteworthy  that  the  almost  overshadowing  interest  in  the  debate  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  a  battle  in  which  the  warmest  contestants 
on  both  sides  were  High  Churchmen  of  the  Catholic  type.  The 
Bishop  of  the  Phillippines  was  the  leader  in  favor  of  the  opening  of 
our  pulpits  quite  widely  and  the  Bishop  of  Springfield  headed  the 
opposition.  The  compromise  measure  that  was  finally  adopted  was 
drawn  by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  also  a  High  Churchman,  though 
of  late  years  those  who  style  themselves  "Catholic"  have,  I  think, 
generally  regarded  him  as  being  a  little  tainted  by  Protestantism. 

The  advocates  of  the  Open  Pulpit  movement  have  two  most  im- 
portant objects  in  view:  (i)  the  recognition  and  use  of  the  Priest- 
hood of  the  Laity:  and  (2)  the  promotion  of  co-operation  and  unity 
between  our  Anglo-American  branch  of  the  Ancient  Catholic  Church 
and  the  bodies  of  Modern  Protestant  Christians  which  are  without 
the  Apostolic  or  Historic  Episcopate. 

I  am  in  full  sympathy  with  both  of  these  objects  but  I  do  not 
expect  that  the  Open  Pulpit  will  do  much  towards  the  furtherance 
of  cither  of  thcni.  However,  it  is  a  movement,  though  slight, -in  the 
right  direction;  it  is  an  entering  wedge  and,  since  it  clearly  appears 
from  the  General  Convention  debates  and  the  Church  newspaper  con- 
troversy that  has  been  going  on  ever  since,  that  no  more  magnani- 
mous and  statesmanlike  action  was  at  this  time  possible,  I  suppose 
we  ought  to  be.  and  T  am  trying  to  be,  thankful  for  the  very  little 
that  was  accomplished.  Upon  the  proverbial  principle  that  a  half  loaf 
is  better  than  no  part  of  a  loaf,  I  suppose  we  ought  to  admit  !hat  a 
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<:rumb  is  to  be  gratefully  accepted  when  it  is  all  that  can  be  obtained. 
Feathers  indicate  which  way  the  wind  is  blowing  and  though  I  do  not 
care  very  much  for  this  Open  Pulpit  feather  I  am  glad  for  its  happy 
revelation  concerning  the  course  of  the  wind. 

I  am  a  thorough-going  evolutionary  optimist  and  consequently 
I  see  great  things  in  small  beginnings.  Really,  therefore,  I  am  actu- 
ally expecting  that  this  almost  contemptibly  little  Open  Pulpit  move- 
ment will  yet  contribute  in  two  ways  towards  Church  Unity,  the 
great  need  of  American  Christianity:  (i)  By  a  more  general  and 
cordial  recognition  of  the  Lay  Priesthood,  and,  consequently,  (2) 
by  an  official  recognition  on  our  part  of  the  right  of  Denominational 
Ministers  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Christ  and  of  the  validity,  not- 
withstanding their  irregularity,  of  the  sacraments,  and  ordinantes 
which  they  administer. 

I. 

THE  RECOGNITION  OF  THE  LAY  PRIESTHOOD. 

I  fear  that  we  have  practically  forgotten  that  there  is  a  sense 
and  degree  in  which  the  Laity,  both  men  and  women  are  ordained 
Ministers.  St.  Peter  speaking  of  Christians  in  general,  says,  "Ye  are 
chosen  generation,  a  royal  Priesthood,  a  holy  people."  And  St.  John 
says,  "He  hath  made  us  kings  and  Priests  unto  God  and  His  Father." 
It  seems  always  to  have  been  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  Catholic  that 
the  Priesthood  spoken  of  in  such  texts  is  conferred  by  the  Holy  and 
Apostolic  Rite  of  Confirmation.  The  teaching  of  the  Ancient  Fathers 
and  Doctors  as  I  understand  it,  briefly  put,  is  that  all  confirmed  men, 
women  and  children  are  ordained  Ministers,  just  as  really  and  just 
as  truly  as  are  Deacons,  Priests  or  even  Bishops. 

The  only  difference  between  a  Priest  and  a  Deacon  is  that  the 
former  has  been  set  apart  to  a  higher  order  in  the  common  Priest- 
hood, of  which  all  Christians  are  partakers.  There  is  no  other  dif- 
ference between  a  Layman  and  a  Bishop.  They  are  both  Priests, 
but  one  is  of  the  lowest  non  official  and  the  other  of  the  highest 
official  order  of  the  common  Priesthood. 

Not  only  has  the  Lay  order  of  the  Priesthood  been  permitted 
to  teach  Christianity  in  all  ages  of  the  Church,  but  their  right  to 
administer  at  least  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  in  cases  of  necessity 
has  also  been  generally  recognized.  When  some  of  the  Apostles 
found  a  man  who  was  not  one  of  their  number,  or  even  a  professed 
follower  of  Christ,  casting  out  devils  and  healing  the  sick,  they  re- 
ported it  to  their  Master  with  disapproval.  Instead  of  sympathizing 
with  them  in  their  narrowness.  He  said,  "Forbid  them  not:  for  there 
is  no  man  which  shall  do  a  miracle  in  My  name  that  can  lightly  speak 
•evW   of    Me.     For   he   that    is   not    against    us    is    on   our    part.    For 
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whosoever  shall  give  you  a  cup  of  water  to  drink  in  My  name,  be- 
cause ye  belong  to  Christ,  verily  I  say  to  you,  he  shall  not  lose  his 
reward." 

Now,  if  the  Lord  Jesus  thus  encouraged  those  who  were  not  his 
professed  followers  to  preach  His  Gospel,  and  even  enabled  them  to 
work  miracles  in  His  name,  is  there  any  good  reason  for  our  con- 
demnation of  Denominational  Ministers  who  have  become  His  Dis- 
ciples  in  Holy  Baptism  when  they,  in  obedience  to  the  great  com- 
mandment, preach  the  Gospel?  And  if  He  attached  so  much  im- 
portance to  a  cup  of  cold  water  that  any  one  might  give  in  His  name, 
is  there  any  reason  in  our  denial  of  the  validity  of  the  Sacraments 
of  Holy  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  when  administered  by  De- 
nominational preachers? 

If  a  Christian  Layman  should  providentially  find  his  lot  cast 
among  a  heathen  tribe  which  was  not  likely  to  be  visited  soon  by 
some  representative  of  one  of  the  higher  orders  of  the  conmion 
Priesthood,  it  would  be  his  duty,  not  only  to  teach  the  people  con- 
cerning Christ,  which,  under  any  and  all  similar  circumstances,  he 
would  be  bound  to  do,  but  also  to  go  at  least  a  step  further  and  admit 
the  convents  to  the  Church  of  Christ  by  Baptism. 

We  read  of  at  least  one  instance  of  a  Layman  who  in  Apoitolic 
times  preached  the  Gospel  more  eloquently  than  it  was  preached  by 
even  the  great  St.  Paul.  This  man  was  Apollos.  His  is  an  interest- 
ing and  instructive  case.  It  is  in  itself  quite  sufficient  to  prove  that 
the  Laity  have  a  right  and  are,  therefore,  expected  to  preach  the 
Gospel  according  to  their  ability  and  opportunity,  for  we  have  in  this 
narrative  two  Laymen,  Apollos  and  Aquila,  and  also  one  Lay  woman, 
Priscilla,  who  preached,  or  what  is  the  same  thing,  taught  the  saving 
truths  of  Christ's  Gospel.  Really  every  Sunday  School  teacher  in 
the  land  is  a  preacher  and  some  among  them  are  very  able  preachers. 
It  has  been  my  privilege  to  have  heard  a  good  many  excellent  preach- 
ers. For  a  considerable  period  one  of  the  great  pulpit  orators  of 
the  Church  was  my  Pastor;  but  no  preacher  has  had  a  greater  or 
more  permanent  influence  for  good  upon  my  life  than  a  young  lady 
Sunday  School  teacher  who  taught  me  as  a  little  boy. 

You  will  see  from  this  why  I  am  prepared  to  welcome  and  sup- 
port the  Open  Pulpit  Movement.  In  my  opinion  it  is  in  the  right 
direction  at  least  in  so  far  as  it  tends  towards  the  recognition  of  the 
Lay  Priesthood. 

II. 

THE    RECOGNITION    OF    THE    VALIDITY    OF    THE    ACTS    OF 
SELF-CONSTITUTED   AND    SCHISMATIC    MINISTRIES. 

But  so  far  as  this  Open  Pulpit  Movement  concerns  the  great 
question    of    Christian    co-operation    and    unity,    which    its    promoters 
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had  in  view,  I  have  the  growing  feeling  that  it  is  utterly  unworthy 
of  the  General  Convention,  that  it  was  indeed  trifling  with  a  great 
matter.  It  is  a  small  thing  timidly  undertaken  at  the  wrong  end  of 
the  line.  In  this  respect  what  was  done  at  Richmond  in  1907,  is,  to 
my  mind,  in  very  great  and  most  unfavorable  contrast  to  what  was 
done  at  Chicago  in  1883.  Indeed  the  Chicago  Quadrilateral  bears 
about  the  same  relation  to  the  Richmond  Open  Pulpit  as  Mount 
Everet  does  to  a  foot  hill  of  the  Ozarks.  Oh,  how  I  wished  that  the 
eloquent  men  who  advocated  the  opening  of  our  pulpits  to  Denoiyi- 
national  Preachers  had  seen  their  way  clear  tp  use  their  great  powers 
in  the  advocacy  of  some  measure  which  in  its  importance  as  a  Christ- 
ian co-operative  and  unity  movement  would  have  borne  a  dignified 
relationship  to  the  Chicago-Lambeth  Quadrilateral  enactment.  The 
following  of  the  suggestion  which  I  made  in  my  last 'Council  Ad- 
dress respecting  the  offer  of  our  Episcopate  upon  conciliatory  terms  to 
the  various  orthodox  Denominations  of  this  country  which  are  with- 
out Bishops  of  the  Historic  Succession  would  have  been  such  a 
movement. 

As  I  look  at  the  matter,  the  chief  gain  of  the  carrying  of  the  pro- 
posed Preamble  to  the  Constitution  is  the  acknowledgment  which  \% 
contains  in  the  closing  phrase  that  runs  as  follows:  "and  ac- 
counting as  the  members  of  the  flock  of  Christ  all  who  have  been 
duly  Baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost."  This  proposed  Preamble  has  other  commendable  fea- 
tures, but,  it  seems  to  me,  that  it  is  the  official  acknowledgment  of 
this  phrase  which  constitutes  it  a  great  document  of  far  reaching 
influence.  On  its  account  I  am  especially  anxious  that  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas  should  give  its  vote  in  favor  of  the  addition.  An  offi- 
cial declaration  by  our  General  Convention  to  the  effect  that  all 
baptized  persons  are  members  of  the  Church  of  Christ  would  be  a 
great  step  in  the  way  of  Christian  unity.  It  would  in  fact  be  clear- 
ing the  ground  and  laying  the  foundation  for  building  the  superstruc- 
ture of  "An  United  Church  for  the  United  States  of  America."  For 
it  would  not  only  he  an  acknowledgment  that  the  adherents  of  the 
several  orthodox  bodies  of  Protestant  Christians  have  part  and  lot 
with  us  in  Christ,  but  it  would  also  be  an  acknowledgment  of  the  fact 
that,  notwithstanding  their  irregularity,  the'  official  acts  of  Denomina- 
tional and  Sectarian  Ministries  are  valid,  because,  if  the  validity  of 
their  baptism  is  admitted  it  must,  as  a  logical  necessity,  be  further 
conceded  that  their  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Communion  is  valid,  and 
the  same  must  also  be  true  of  most  if  not  indeed  all  of  the  other 
religious  rites  and  ceremonies. 

If  any  man  tliinks  that  he  can  show  that  the  validity  of  Lay 
Baptism  must  be  admitted  while  that  of  a  Lay  Lord's  Supper  may 
and  must  he  denied,  I  should  like  to  hear  or  read  his  argument.  And 
if  the  Phrase  of  the  Preamble  under  consideration  is  true,  as  I  believe 
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it  to  be,  the  battle  groun4  upon  which  our  controversy  with  Denomi- 
nationalists  must  be  fought  out  is  not  that  of  VALIDITY  but  of 
REGULARITY.  After  the  addition  of  the  Preamble  has  been  made, 
the  task-  to  which  we  must  address  ourselves  will  be  that  of  showing 
that,  though  there  may  be  more  or  less  of  justification  for  the  existence 
of  Denominationalism  and  though  the  official  acts  of  their  ministries 
are  valid,  still  it  is  a  fact  that  their  organizations,  preachings  and 
ministerings  are  irregular,  a  fact  which  should  terminate  them  when 
the  day  of  necessity  has  passed. 

But  it  will  be  said,  and  with  good  reason  too,  the  line  must  be 
drawn  somewhere  between  the  Priesthood  of  the  several  Racial  and 
National  branches  of  the  ancient  Catholic  Church  which  was  instituted 
by  Christ  and  the  Apostles  themselves  and  the  Ministry  of  the  Mod- 
ern Denominations  or  Sects  of  Christians,  which  were  organized  by 
human  leaders  without  any  special  authority  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Yes,  I  answer,  and  the  place  for  the  drawing  of  this  necessary 
differentiating  line  is  about  the  realm  of  authority,  and  not  about  the 
realm  of  ministerial  acts.  Of  course  the  preaching  of  the  Christian 
Gospel  and  especially  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments  belong  to  the 
official  orders  of  the  Ministry,  but  if  any  man  preaches  and  baptizes  or 
even  celebrates  the  Lord's  Supper  and  by  so  doing  converts  and  builds 
up  people  in  the  Christian  faith  and  practice,  his  acts,  however  irregular 
they  may  be,  are  just  as  valid  as  if  they  had  been  performed  by  the 
Archbishop  of  Caliterbury  or  the  Pope  of  Rome. 

Our  Saviour  permitted  those  who  were  not  his  Disciples,  of  whom 
the  apostles  complained,  to  minister  in  His  name,  but  He  gave  His 
Apostles  and  their  successors  and  appointees  authority  to  do  this. 
There  is  a  fundamental  difference  between  the  right  to  do  a  thing 
by  permission  and  the  right  to  do  it  by  authority.  The  acts  of  the 
Priesthood  of  the  Catholic  Church  are  regularly  valid  because  of  the 
authority  of  Christ  delegated  through  the  Apostles  and  their  succes- 
sors.    The  acts  of  the  Ministry  of  schismatic  Denominations  are  ir- 

« 

regularly  valid  by  the  permission  of  Christ  because  of  some  more  or 
less    urgent   temporary   Providential   necessity. 

The  several  national  and  racial  branches  of  the  Catholic  Church 
of  Christ  constitute  the  Fold  of  His  own  authoritative  fencing.  It 
is  this  Fold  which  encloses  those  of  whom  He  so  tenderly  spoke  on 
Mauiulay  Thursday  night,  and  it  is  this  Fold  that  is  the  Catholic 
Church  with  wliich  He  promised  to  be  until  the  end  of  the  world. 
But  this  is  not  the  only  fold  containing  Disciples  of  His,  for  He  said, 
"other  sheep  T  have  which  are  not  of  this  fold.  Them  I  must  bring, 
and  there   shall  be  One  Fold  and  one  Shepherd." 

The  Lord  did  not  say,  "other  folds  I  have,"  but  "other  sheep  I 
have."  He  has  only  one  fold  and  it  contains  the  great  majority  of 
His  sheep.  Still  He  has  sheep  which  are  not  of  His  one  great  fold, 
but  of  their  own  little  folds.     Anybody  can  become  a  disciple  of  the 
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Lfird  Jesus  and  almost  any  Disciple  may  induce  others  to  follow  their 
example.  But  while  the  way  is  open  for  all  Christians  to  make  Disci- 
ples of  Christ,  it  is  open  to  none  to  make  a  fold  of  Christ,  except 
only  to  those  who  have  authority  to  do  so.  Those  who  have  this  au- 
thority, we  believe  to  be  the  Church  as  represented  by  the  successors 
of  the  Apostles,  but  even  they  have  no  right  to  divide  the  flock  by 
the  creation  of  a  schismatic  fold,  that  is,  a  fold  which  destroys  the 
unity  of  the  historic  racial  or  national  church.  « 

Every  nation  or  race  is,  by  the  Lord's  great  charter  commission, 
entitled  to  a  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  or,  to  use  the  other  figure, 
a  compartment  of  the  great  all  inclusive  fold  of  Christ,  the  Catholic 
Church.  The  root  of  the  vine  and  the  ground  of  the  fold  is  Christ. 
The  stem  of  the  vine  and  the  fence  of  the  fold  is  the  Apostolic  Episco- 
pate. A  schismatic  or  self-constituted  ministry  can  make  genuine 
disciples  of  Christ  but  it  cannot  make  a  genuine  church  of  Christ.  It 
can  preach  the  Gospel  and  administer  the  ordinances  which  Christ 
commanded  his  Church  to  preach  and  administer,  but  if  it  do  so,  with- 
out the  authority  of  the  Apostolic  Episcopate  it  acts  irregularly. 

In  my  book,  "The  Church  for  Americans"  I  took  my  stand  upon 
this  ground  and  contended  that  because  the  Episcopal  Church  is  the 
National  Branch  of  our  Racial  Chfurch,  it  is  the  only  Ecclesiastical 
organization  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  which  can  make 
a  Divine  claim  to  the  allegiance  of  any  English  speaking  man  of 
woman.  In  those  days  I  held  not  only  to  the  invalidity  of  the  ordina- 
tions administered  by  Denominational  and  Sectarian  Preachers,  but 
also  to  the  invalidity  of  their  Sacramental  ministrations.  I  continue 
to  hold  to  the  ground  which  I  then  occupied  as  to  the  great  contention 
from  which  that  book  derives  its  title,  but  I  have  ceased  to  deny  the 
right  of  any  Christian  man  or  woman  to  preach  or  to  question  the 
validity  of  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  or  even  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
when  administered  by  Layman  or  by  Lay  woman. 

If  therefore  any  one  should  reflect  upon  your  Bishop  by  the 
representation  that  he  has,  since  writing  the  Church  for  Americans, 
forsaken  his  High  Church  and  Catholic  position  and  gone  over  to  that 
of  the  Low  Churchmen  and  Sectarians,  you  can  easily  shield  him  by 
pointing  out  the  fact  that  the  change  which  has  taken  place,  does  not 
make  necessary  the  rewriting  of  so  much  as  one  of  the  500  pages  of 
"The  Church  for  Americans."  The  main  thesis  of  that  essay  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  Protestant  sectarianism  is  exactly  the  same  as  that 
which  I  am  sustaining  in  this  charge  to  my  Diocesan  Council  on 
"The  Open  Pulpit"  and  "Preamble"  questions,  and  in  an  essay  en- 
titled, ."An  United  Church  for  the  United  States"  which  I  am  hop- 
ing to  complete  and  publish  a  few  months  before  the  meeting  of  the 
next  General  Convention,  and  in  which  I  make  an  attempt  to  carry 
the  argumentations  of  the  Church  for  Americans  out  to  their  logi- 
cal conclusion. 
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In  denying  the  validity  of  Denominational  and  Sectarian  orders 
while  conceding  the  right  of  their  ministers  to  preach  and  the  effect- 
iveness  of  their  administrations  of  the  sacraments  of  Baptism  and  the 
Lord's  Supper,  I  am  strengthening  instead  of  weakening  the  position 
taken  in  the  Church  for  Americans.  This  is  certainly  true  from 
the  irenic  point  of  view,  and  I  believe  it  to  be  equally  so  from  the 
standpoint  of  logical  consistency. 

The  position  occupied  by  the  various  Denominations  is  somewhat 
analogous  to  that  of  a  community,  or  part  of  it,  which,  under  an  ex- 
traordinary provocation,  feels  justified  in  taking  the  law  into  its 
own  hands  and  hanging  a  criminal  to  his  death  on  the  limb  of  a  tree. 

• 

The  victim  of  their  vengeance  is,  as  all  must  admit,  irregularly  hung 
but  there  is  no  basis  in  reason  for  questioning  the  validity  of  his 
hanging:  for  he  dies  by  it  just  as  really  as  if  the  law  had  taken  its 
course  with  him  and  he  had  been  regularly  hanged  by  a  sheriff  from 
the  gallows  in  the  court-yard.  The  object  of  hanging  is  to  get  rid  of 
a  dangerous  character  and  to  prevent  others  from  the  committing 
of  similar  crimes.  Therefore,  any  hanging  that  issues  in  the  death 
of  one  who  has  committed  a  capital  crime  and  intimidates  others  from 
doing  what  he  did  is  a  valid  hanging  however  irregular  it  may 
be;  moreover,  under  certain  conditions  and,  perhaps,  in  the  case 
of  certain  crimes,  it  would  appear  that  the  only  recourse  for  the 
safety  of  the  community  is  in  the  irregular  execution  of  its  criminals. 

Now  as  self-protection  is  the  first  law  of  Nature  what  is  known 
as  mob  violence  is  just  as  justifiable  as  legal  violence  when  it  can 
be  shown  that  resort  to  it  is  either  the  only  way  in  which  a  com- 
munity can  get  rid  of  its  dangerous  criminals  or  intimidate  others 
from  committing  heinous  crimes.  But  where  legal  violence  is  suffi- 
cient to  protect  a  community  against  capital  criminals,  or  can  he 
made  so,  mob  violence  not  only  becomes  unjustifiable  but  a  menace  to 
civilization.  It  is  not  too  much  to  affirm,  and  indeed  it  should  be 
insisted  upon,  that,  in  all  communities  which  have  been  established 
long  enough  for  the  setting  up  and  putting  into  operation  of  legal 
machinery,  mob  violence  ceases  to  be  a  civilizing  measure  and  be- 
comes a  barbarizing  influence. 

A  parallel  line  of  argument  leads  to  both  a  partial  justification 
and  condemnation  of  Denominationalism.  The  great  object  of  a 
Church  with  a  Ministry  and  systems  of  instruction  and  worship  is 
the  promotion  of  civilization  by  the  production  of  Christ-like  char- 
acters. .A^ny  orp:anization  which  has  in  view  the  multiplication  of 
such  characters  and  succeeds  in  its  purpose  can  make  more  or  less 
good  a  claim  to  orthodoxy  for  its  preaching  and  to  validity  for  its 
sacramental  ministrations.  "By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 
But  while  all  this  is  quite  true  it  is  equally  true  that  there  are  both 
regular   and   irregular   Churches   with   their   respective   Ministries   for 
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the  production  of  Christ-like  characters;  and  that  when  the  regular 
Church  and  Ministry  is,  or  can  be  made,  sufficient  as  a  means  of 
producing  such  characters  the  continuance  of  the  irregular  becomes 
unjustifiable  and  more  or  less  of  an  unchristianizing  influence.  Our 
Saviour  founded  but  one  Church  and  Ministry  and  under  all  normal 
conditions  it  has  a  right  to  the  whole  field. 

However,  it  cannot,  or  at  least  need  not,  be  denied  that  there 
have  been  times  and  conditions  when  the  regular  Church  failed  to 
sufficiently  cover  and  cultivate  the  Lord's  Vineyard.  When  the 
Church  of  Christ  falls  short  of  fulfilling  its  mission  the  failure  is 
generally,  if  not  always,  due  to  those  among  its  Ministry  who  are 
in  high  places  and  then  it  is  that  godly  Ministers,  or  even  Laymen, 
have  a  right  to  resort  to  the  anarchy  of  temporarily  fencing  off  a 
little  vineyard  with  a  view  of  planting  and  cultivating  it  and  thus  doing 
what  they  can  do  of  a  necessary  work  which,  under  the  circumstances, 
-cannot  be  accomplished  in  the  large  vineyard  of  Christ's  own  fenc- 
ing. When  this  has  happened  the  thing  for  the  officers  as  for  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  Lord's  great  Vineyard  to  do  is  not  to  stand  off 
and  question  the  validity  of  what  their  rivals  are  doing  in  their  little 
vineyards  but  to  emulate  them  in  good  works,  thus  making  the 
existence  of  their  separate  enclosures  unnecessary  and  inducing  them 
'to  take  down  their  fences. 

We  must  moreover  persuade  to  unity  by  overtures.  The  super- 
ior, offish  attitude  which  many  among  us  have  assumed  will  not  work. 
There  is  no  ground  upon  which  to  base  the  hope  of  the  realization  of 
our  Saviour's  prayer  and  prophecy  that  His  followers  may  be  one  as 
He  and  the  Father  are  one  and  that  there  shall  be  one  fold  and  one 
shepherd  without  a  development  which  will  bring  about  a  communipn 
1)etween  Christians  of  the  great  Catholic  Vineyard  and  those  of  the 
little  Denominational  Vineyards.  And  if  ever  the  hope  of  Christian 
unity  is  realized  it  must  be  the  result  of  a  courtship  and  this  neces- 
sary courtship  cannot  be  commenced  and  carried  on  to  a  happy  con- 
clusion by  the  denial  on  our  part  of  the  right  of  their  Ministers  to 
preach  and  of  the  validity  of  their  religious  and  Sacramental  Minis- 
trations. 

Upon  the  great  principle  expressed  in  the  homely  proverb,  "you 
■can  catch  more  flies  with  molasses  than  with  vinegar,"  it  will  be 
better  to  magnify  the  good  that  our  Denominational  rivals  have  done 
and  are  doing;  to  make  the  gratifying  confession  that  we  cannot 
plant  and  cultivate  the  field  as  it  should  be  without  their  assistance; 
to  offer  them  a  part  and  lot  in  the  Historic  Church  and  Ministry 
of  our  common  race,  not  for  the  reason  that  their  Church  is  not  a 
safe  ark  of  salvation  or  that  the  teachings  and  ministrations  of  their 
Pastors  are  not  valid,  but  because  their  acceptance  of  our  Ministry 
will  open  up  the  way  for  a  communion  and  co-operation  in  religious 
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and   philanthropic   work   which   will   ultimately   issue   in    the   develop- 
ment of  one   all   embracing   National   Church   for  the  United   States 
into  which  all  Denominations  of  Christians  will  be  merged  and,  for 
a    time    at    least,    continue   their    holdings    very    much    as    the   great 
commercial    and    manufacturing    establishments    have    been    and    are 
being  merged  into  so  many  great  American  syndicates. 
»     From  what  has  now  been  said,  you  will  see  why  I  am  inclined  ta 
regret  the  making  of  so  much  fuss  over  the  little  that  we  have  done 
in  the  way  of  opening  our  pulpits  to  the  Ministers  of  the  Christian 
bodies    about    us.     It    is   calculated    to   direct   attention   to   our   little- 
ness  and    excite   contempt   for   us   on   account  of  our   utter   lack   of 
magnanimity    and    statesmanship.    The    Ministers    of   the    older    and 
larger  religious  bodies  such  as  the  Lutherans,  Congregationalists  and 
Presbyterians   always   have  been   the   equals  of  the   Ministers  of   the 
Episcopal   Church   in   Christian   character,   scholarship   and   preaching 
ability.      And    if    the    Methodists,    Baptists    and    Disciple    Denomina- 
tions have  had  a,  less  highly  educated  Ministry,  they  have  at  least  to 
some  extent  made  up  for  the  lack  by  greater  zeal   and  sacrifices  in 
the  important  frontier  Mission  work  of  this  country.     No,  all  things 
considered,  our  Ministry  has  very  little  to  boast  of  over  other  Minis- 
tries.    If   I    were   asked   to   indicate   the   characteristics   which    really 
distinguish  us  from  other  Ministries,  I  could  not  honestly  point  to  our 
Christlikeness,'  learning    and    zeal,    for    others    at    least    equal    us    in 
these   essentials. 

The  distinguishing  characteristic  of  the  Episcopal  Church  is  the 
Divine  authority  of  Her  Ministerial  Orders  and  even  that  is  not  so 
much  a  merit  as  it  is  an  inheritance  of  ours.  It  affords  us  no  ground  at 
all  for  the  arrogance  which  some  among  us  are  so  prone  to  manifest. 
It  is  all  right  for  us  to  realize  the  fact  that  in  our  regular,  historic, 
racial  Ministry  we  possess  a  treasure  and  we  may  even  magnify  it  as 
a  pearl  of  great  price,  but  let  us  not  forget  that  we  have  it  in  an 
earthen  vessel  and  that  we  hold  it  as  a  trust  for  the  rest  of  Protest- 
ant Christendom.  In  the  good  providence  of  God  we  of  the  An- 
glican Communion  have  been  placed  in  possession  of  the  Historic, 
Apostolic,  Catholic  Ministry  and  designated  as  the  administrator  of 
it.  All  Anglo-American  Protestant  Christians  are  entitled  to  this 
Ministry  of  the  Anglo-Catholic  Church  for  the  Lord  said  to  its  first 
possessors  from  whom  we  have  it  in  regular  succession,  "Go  yt  into 
all   the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 

Obedience  to  this  command  requires  two  things :  the  preaching 
of  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Messiah  or  Divine  Saviour  of  the  world,  and 
the  establishment  of  the  Church,  the  Kingdom  of  God,  the  Lord  Jesus, 
among  those  who  accept  Him  as  such  a  Saviour. 

Now,  our  Denominational  Brethren  have  the  knowledge  of  Christ 
and  they  accept  Him  as  their  Divine  Saviour  but  they  are  without 
His   regular   Kingdom.     We   therefore  are   trustees   of  the   Kingdom 
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for  them.  By  our  Lord's  ordinance  the  historic  Ministry  of  His 
Apostolic  Church  belongs  to  them  quite  as  much  as  to  us.  We  are, 
I  insist,  simply  trustees.  How  are  we  administering  the  stewardship 
which  requires  that  we  should  offer  the  Episcopate  to  them?  Well, 
instead  of  making  a  proclamation  to  the  effect  that  we  are  ready  to 
discharge  our  stewardship  in  the  case  of  all  orthodox  Christians  we 
have  said  to  them  that  under  certain  conditions  we  will  let  some 
of  them  speak  now  and  then  in  our  pulpits.  I  submit  that  this  is 
child's  play  and  unworthy  of  a  great  body,  such  as  our  General  Con-, 
vention  is  commonly  supposed  to  be. 

6f  the  several  national  and  racial  Churches  of  the  world  the 
Anglican  Communion  is,  I  believe,  the  most  highly  endowed  with 
spiritual  gifts.  She  has  the  Apostolic  Ministry  in  regular  historical 
succession,  the  Sacraments,  the  Bible  and  the  Prayer  Book.  The 
Prayer  Book  in  itself  is  enough  to  distinguish  our  racial  Church 
above  all  other  Churches  in  Christendom.  This  Church  has  had  no 
hesitancy  in  giving  the  Bible  to  the  world  and  she  is  quite  willing 
that  the  Prayer  Book  should  go  everjrwhere  with  the  Bible.  Con- 
fining our  remarks  to  American  Christians  I  think  there  will  be  no 
difference  of  opinion  among  the  Episcopalian  section  of  them,  if  I 
say  we  are  perfectly  willing  that  our  rivals  should  have  both  the 
Bible  and  the  Prayer  Book  which  we  have  inherited  from  our  Mother 
Church.  Nor  is  this  by  any  means  all.  A  most  respectable  minority 
among  us  would  be  willing  that  our  Clergy  should  baptize  any  Am- 
erican who  might  desire  them  to  do  so,  even  though  it  were  with  the 
understanding  that  the  person  receiving  the  Sacrament  were  not  to- 
be  regarded  as  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  I  for  one  would 
confirm  people  with  that  understanding  and  I  think  that  there  are 
several  Bishops  who  would  do  so.  The  great  majority  of  our  Clergy 
administer  the  Holy  Communion  to  non  Episcopalians  and  our  Laity 
are  generally  in  favor  of  their  doing  so. 

Now,  in  view  of  all  this  liberality,  why  not  go  a  step  further  and 
offer  our  Ministry  to  at  least  the  Great  American  bodies  of  Christians 
which  have  not  the  historic  Episcopate.  The  Episcopal  Church  has 
nothing  to  lose  but  everything  to  gain  by  generosity  in  the  dispensing 
of  her  inherited  trust,  for  it  would  greatly  extend  our  sphere  of  in- 
fluence by  putting  us  in  communion  with  the  members  of  all  bodies 
of  Christians  who  accept  the  historic  Episcopate  from  us.  Unless 
we  offer  the  Episcopate  which  we  have  inherited  from  the  Mother 
Church  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Anglo-American  races  upon  con- 
ditions which  will  secure  its  acceptance  we  can  never  get  into  such 
communion.  Moreover  the  several  Denominations  which  have  gone 
out  from  us  and  the  sects  into  which  they  have  split  cannot  restore 
the  Communion  of  Saints  among  themselves  without  a  common 
Ministry.     There    can    be    no    doubt    that    the   most    potent    factor   of 
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unification  is  a  common  Ministry  of  the  historic  type.  The  truth  of 
this  observation  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  though  there  are  said 
to  be  over  a  hundred  Denominations  of  Christians  in  the  United 
States  all  except  three  or  four  of  them  are  without  the  historic 
Ministry.  The  one  great  far  reaching  thing  that  the  Episcopal  Church 
can  do  for  American  Christianity  is  the  creation  of  a  Denominational 
Episcopate.    In   the  giving  of  our  Episcopate  to  the  Denominations, 

not  in  the  opening  of  our  pulpits  to  their  Ministers,  is  centered  the 
hope  for  the  restoration  of  the  Communion  of  Saints  and  the  develop- 
ment of  an  United  Church  for  the  United  States. 

OUB    ECCLESIASTICAL    DIVORCE    LEOISLATIOK. 

I. 

One  of  the  episodes  at  Richmond  in  the  House  of  Bishops  was  an 
attempt  on  the  part  of  some  to  secure  the  reconsideration  of  our 
Divorce  legislation  for  the  evident  purpose  of  making  it  stricter,  but 
they  met  with  such  prompt  and  general  opposition  that  they  desisted. 
I  refer  to  this  episode  because  my  unhappy  experience  in  the  course 
of  the  past  year  has  deepened  a  growing  conviction  that  we  have 
already  gone  too  far  in  this  legislation.  Let  me  come  to  what  I 
have  to  say  upon  this  important  and  perplexing  subject  by  relating 
in  some  detail  one  of  the  two  experiences  that  has  come  before  me 
since  our  last  meeting. 

One  of  our  adherents  had  a  wife  who,  years  after  their  mar- 
riajjp,   became  identified  with  a  certain   growing  sect  of  people  who 

deny  nearly  every  distinctive  doctrine  of  Christianity,  among  others 
the  humanity  of  Jesus  and  the  realty  of  sin  and  suffering.  Then  a 
separation  between  them  on  account  of  her  beliefs  and  practices  com- 
menced and  grew  wider  and  wider  until  finally  about  three  years 
ago  she  refused  to  live  with  him  and  left  his  home.  He  then  got  a 
divorce. 

The  man  was  a  baptized  adherent  of  the  Church,  and  though  he 
had  procrastinated  in  the  matter  of  coming  to  Confirmation  he  had 
all  along  expected  to  present  himself  for  that  sacramental  rite  some- 
time. He  now  desired  to  marry  a  Church  woman  who  had  long 
been  a  regular  communicant  and  active  member  of  one  of  our  Par- 
ishes and  who  had  secured  a  divorce  because  of  her  husband's  long 
and  inexcusable  neglect  to  make  provision  for  the  support  of  her 
and  their  children  and  of  his  final  abandonment  of  her  and  of  all 
the  family  except  one  daughter  who  went  with  him.  The  husband 
is  still  living  in  a  distant  part  of  the  country  and  is  unmarried  but 
there  is  no  prospect  of  his  return.  This  abandoned,  divorced  wife 
accepted  the  proposal  of  marriage  by  the  aforesaid  divorced  man  and 
they  had  a  conference  with  their  Rector  in  the  course  of  which  they 
made  the  following  representations: 
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1.  That  they  very  much  desired  him  to  marry  them  which,  upon 
the  ground  of  our  Canon  Law,  he  kindly  but  firmly  refused  to  do. 

2.  That  they  would  go  ahead  with  the  proposed  marriage  and 
that,  if  the  Bishop  did  not  permit  the  woman  to  come  to  the  Com- 
munion and  the  husband  to  Confirmation,  they  would  not  identify 
themselves  with  any  other  religious  body  but  would  withdraw  from 
Christianity  and  live  and  die  as  best  they  could  without  the  helps 
and  consolations  of  our  Holy  Religion  and  of  the  CathoHc  Church  to 
which  they  were  sincerely  and  deeply  attached. 

The  Rector  believed  both  to  be  really  exceptionally  good  people 
and  the  whole  course  decided  upon  by  them  was  a  great  sorrow  to 
him.  He  wanted  if  such  a  thing  was  possible  to  allow  them  to  retain 
their  relationship  to  the  Church  and  he  believed  that  the  responsi- 
bility of  determining  what  should  be  done  belonged  to  me. 

I  naturally  shrank  from  the  weighty  responsibility  laid  upon  mC. 
It  is  perfectly  clear  that  by  the  law  now  in  force  the  Church's  in- 
tention is  to  discourage  the  marriage  of  divorced  persons  except  only 
in  the  rare  cases  of  a  divorce  obtained  on  account  of  m  breach  of  the 
Seventh  Commandment  and  it  was  equally  evident  that  according  to 
the  law  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  these  people  had  a  right  to  be 
married. 

This  then  was  my  dclimma:  If  I  decided  in  favor  of  granting 
the  heart's  desire  of  these  people  and  of  their  Rector  and  hosts  of 
friends  I  would  disregard  what  I  believed  to  be  the  intention  of  the 
Church  as  to  the  course  to  be  pursued  by  a  Bishop  in  such  cases;  if 
I  decided  against  them  I  would  cast  two  souls  and  perhaps  their 
children  and  those  of  the  proposed  union  out  from  the  ark  of 
salvation. 

II.  . . 

My  hesitancy  in  rendering  a  decision  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
tention of  the  Church  as  expressed  in  Her  Canon  Law  was  increased 
by  these  facts :  ( i )  God  has  decreed  that  it  is  not  good  for  man  to 
lave  alone;  (2)  The  Canon  of  the  Church  forbids  or  at  least  greatly 
discourages  what  the  law  of  the  State  permits;  (3)  St.  Paul  says, 
"Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  together;"  and  (4)  this  Church  invites 
all  penitent  baptized  people  to  the  Lord's  Table  and  leaves  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  acceptance  of  the  invitation  with  them. 

The  Rector  made  a  long  and  expensive  trip  in  order  to  have  a  con- 
ference with  me  about  this  case  and  two  days  were  largely  occupied 
by  us  in  anxious  discussion  of  it  from  every  point  of  view.  The 
result  was  a  decision  on  my  part  to  declare  it  as  my  judgment  that 
if  I  am  correct  in  my  interpretation  of  the  Church's  intention  our 
Divorce  Legislation  is  contrary  to  (i)  the  fundamental  law  of  God, 
{2)  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  and  (3)  to  the  great  law  of 
Christian   Charity   and   that  therefore   it   is   unconstitutional   and  may 
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and  should  be  ignored  in  all  such  cases  as  the  one  upon  which  my 
decision  had  been  asked. 

In  the  light  of  such  considerations,  and  in  view  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances and  prospects  connected  with  this  case,  I  advised  the 
Rector  to  proceed  upon  the  principle  that  in  instances  of  a  necessary 
choice  between  two  evils,  it  is  a  duty  to  choose  the  lesser  evil  and  we 
disposed  of  the  case  by  agreeing  to  leave  the  whole  responsibility  as 
to  the  course  to  be  pursued  where  we  thought  it  properly  to  belong, 
that  is,  with  the  consciences  of  the  Christian  man  and  woman. 

Within  six  or  eight  weeks  after  making  this  decision  I  was  ask^d 
to  pass  upon  a  second  case  of  much  the  same  character,  and  I  have 
heard  of  a  third  that  is  likely  to  come  before  me  soon.  I  decided  the 
second  by  leaving  it  to  the  consciences  of  the  individuals  and  to  the 
recommendation  of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  concerned.  I  have  about 
determined  to  uniformly  pursue  the  course  adopted  in  the  second  of 
these  perplexing  cases. 

III. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  right  conclusion  concerning  the  burning 
divorce  question  it  is  necessary  to  go  to  the  bottom  of  things  so  as 
to  determine  the  object  of  the  marriage  relationship.  I  believe  that 
the  true  reason  for  it  will  be  found  in  the  utilitarian  principle  of 
helpfulness.  That  this  belief  is  not  without  a  firm  scriptural  founda- 
tion will  be  evident  the  more  the  reason  as  given  in  revelation  for  the 
existence  of  the  sexes  is  considered. 

It  is  often  and,  I  think,  erroneously  assumed  that  the  primary 
object  of  the  sexes  and  of  the  institution  of  marriage  is  the  propa- 
gation of  the  human  race;  and  it  is,  indeed,  true  that  the  first  man 
and  woman  were  commanded  to  be  fruitful  and  to  multiply  and  fill 
the  earth ;  but  still  this  is  not  the  chief  reason  for  the  sexes  as  given 
in  the  scriptural  account  of  creation.  There  we  learn  that  God 
created  woman  as  a  "help  meet"  for  man.  We  must,  therefore,  I 
think,  conclude  that  the  Scriptures  teach  that  the  first  object  of  the 
existence  of  the  sexes  is  helpfulness  and  that  consequently,  when  the 
marriage  relationship  does  not  prove  mutually  helpful,  and,  especially, 
when  it  becomes  evident  that  it  cannot  be  made  so,  there  is  reason 
and   justification   for  the   dissolution  of  it. 

If  we  are  to  attach  any  importance  to  the  scriptural  doctrine 
that  the  sexes  exist  for  the  sake  of  mutual  helpfulness  and  to  St. 
Paul's  exhortation,  "be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  together,"  it  becomes 
impossible  to  maintain  that  the  breach  of  the  Seventh  Command- 
ment affords  the  only  adequate  ground  for  the  breaking  of  the  mar- 
riage bond.  I  do  not  question  that  both  reason  and  Scripture  teach 
that  marriage  should  be,  during  life,  indissoluble.  But  in  the  em- 
phasis which  we  give  to  this  fact,  we  must  not  forget  that  there  are 
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other  covenant  relationships  of  which  this  is  quite  as  true  as  of  the 
4narriage  relationship.  It  is  so  for  example  with  the  religious  cove- 
nant of  a  man  with  his  God  or  of  the  civil  covenant  of  a  king  with  his 
people,  and  as  there  are  several  conditions  upon  which  divine  and  regal 
<:ovenants  are  rested  so  it  is  with  the  marriage  covenant. 

Really  the  more  we  think  about  it,  the  more  clearly  we  shall  see 
the  errors  of  maintaining  that  the  separation  of  married  people  can 
1)e  justified  on  one  ground  only.  If  one  of  the  parties  to  a  marriage 
covenant  abandons  the  other  for  say  ten  year^,  no  reasonable  person 
would  contend  that  the  party  who  remains  at  home  is  bound  to  re- 
-ceive  the  prodigal  back  if  he  or  she  should  return  after  such  a  period 
of  absence.  No  one  could  be  obliged  to  live  with  a  hopelessly  insane 
person  and  the  same  is  true  of  one  who  is  wedded  to  a  whisky  or 
drug  fiend  or  to  a  tryant  or  even  a  churl. 

IV. 

The  laws  of  the  land  generally,  give  expression  to  the  common 
sense  of  its  people  and  if  the  voice  of  the  people  ever  is  the  voice 
of  God  it  is,  I  suppose,  when  that  voice  is  so  to  speak  graphophoned 
into  law.  Well  the  law  of  the  land,  the  voice  of  the  people,  which 
under  normal  conditions  is  the  voice  of  God  has  allowed  the  mar- 
riage contract  to  be  dissolved  quite  as  readily  for  several  causes  as 
for  a  breach  of  the  Seventh  Commandment. 

This  brings  me  to  the  observation  that,  in  my  judgment,  it  is  a 
very  dangerous  thing  for  a  Church  in  its  legal  enactments  to  be 
righteous  above  the  State.  The  State  is  quite  as  much  interested 
In  all  questions  relating  to  Marriage  and  Divorce  as  the  Church  and 
all  things  considered  I  venture  to  say  more  so,  and  the  State,  not  the 
Church  is  the  legitimate  law-making  body  touching  all  matters  upon 
which  the  promotion  of  its  welfare  depends.  No  doubt  the  Church 
has  its  realm,  for  she  is  a  Kingdom,  within  which  she  may  enact  laws 
without  much  if  any  reference  to  the  State.  But  the  Church  is  a 
Spiritual  Kingdom  and  it  behooves  her  legislators  and  officers  to  re- 
member this  in  enacting  and  enforcing  laws.  It  may  be  admitted 
that  there  is  of  necessity  a  good  deal  of  overlapping  in  the  realms 
of  the  State  and  Church,  but,  in  all  cases  in  which  the  State  is  prima- 
rily concerned,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  run  her  canonical  lines 
parallel  to  the  legal  lines  of  the  State. 

In  the  interpretation  of  and  in  the  application  of  our  Saviour's 
teaching  upon  the  subject  of  Divorce  we  must  remember  that  what 
we  think  of  as  the  Jewish  Church  was  in  reality  a  civil  and  religious 
Institution  combined  and  associated  more  intimately  than  would  be 
possible  in  this  age  and  country.  Therefore  when  the  great  Teacher 
touched  upon  the  subject  of  Divorce  it  is  not  at  all  certain  that  He 
was  laying  down  the  law  which  should  regulate  membership  in  his 
•Church. 
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The  Ten  Commandments  were  divided  into  two  tables,  the  first, 
comprising  four  commandments,  contained  regulations  which  be- 
longed to  the  Spiritual  realm  and  the  second  table  composed  of  the 
last  six  appertained  to  the  civil  realm.  The  Seventh  Commandment 
is  in  the  Civil  Code.  Therefore  what  our  Lord  had  to  say  on  the 
subject  of  divorce  was  really  the  interpretation  of  what  we 
properly  would  regard  as  a  State  law,  not  the  promulgation  of  a 
Church  Canon.  Certainly  what  He  said  on  this  subject  had  no 
direct  reference  to  the  Holy  Communion  or  Confirmation. 

Anybody  has  a  right  to  do  what  the  Lord  Jesus  did  on  the  moun- 
tain side,  that  is,  to  take  a  very  strict  and  high  view  of  marriage, 
making  it  an  indissoluble  relationship.  But  whoever  takes  this  view 
or  tries  to  persuade  others  to  do  so  should  remember  that  the  Ser- 
mon on  the  Mount  sets  forth  an  ideal  condition  of  things  that  has 
not  yet  been  attained  by  any  considerable  number  of  people  and 
probably  will  not  prevail  in  any  State  or  Church  or  great  section  of 
Society  until  the  millennium.  This  is  no  more  true  of  any  part  of 
the  sermon  than  it  is  of  that  relating  to  marriage  and  divorce  and 
social  purity.  The  Lord  Jesus  in  that  sermon  was  teaching  civic  ideal- 
ism to  the  consciences  of  individuals.  The  Church  has  the  right  to 
preach  what  He  taught.  Indeed  she  is  obliged  to  do  so.  But  that  is 
as  far  as  She  can  go.  She  has  no  riglif  to  make  membership  in  Her 
depend  upon  the  fulfillment  of  ideal  conditions.  In-so-far  as  She 
undertakes  to  do  such  a  thing  She  introduces  Puritanism  and  makes 
the  way  of  life  too  difficult,  if  not  indeed  impossible.  If  living  ac- 
cording to^the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  were  to  be  insisted  upon  at  this 
stage  of  the  development  of  the  Christian  civilization  every  Church 
in  Christendom  would  collapse  for  the  want  of  membership. 

By  ail  means  let  us  have  the  faith  in  humanity  which  the  Divine 
Teacher  had  and  believe  that  the  idealism  of  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  is  the  leaven  which  ultimately  will  leaven  the  whole  lump  and 
so  inaugurate  the  Millennium.  Yes,  let  us  preach  idealism,  but,  in  doing 
so,  let  us  be  content  to  appeal  to  the  consciences  of  all  who  will 
listen  to  us.  Idealistic  legislation  is  generally  if  not  always  useless 
and  hurtful. 

In  the  matters  of  marriage,  divorce  and  social  purity  let  us  recom- 
mend  and  even  urge  upon  the  State  to  legislate  the  people  up  to  high 
standards.  But,  inasmuch  as  these  things  are,  primarily,  concerns 
of  the  State,  let  us  not  as  a  branch  of  the  Church  enact  and  attempt 
to  enforce  legislation  which  is  out  of  line  with  that  of  the  State  and 
])y  it  close  our  doors  against  people.  I  contend  that  anybody  who 
keeps  the  laws  of  the  State  in  matters  of  chief  concern  to  the  State 
should  not  be  discriminated  against  in  the  Church. 
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THE  SEOBETABT  AND  BEQISTRAB  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

I  recommend  that  these  offices  be  combined  and  that  the  honor- 
arium attached  to  them  be  $200  with  the  understanding  that  the  offi- 
cial shall  be  a  competent  Clergyman  who  will  spend  at  least  one  day 
of  eight  hours  per  month  in  the  office  of  the  Bishop  for  the  purpose 
of  putting  his  records  in  due  and  proper  shape,  filing  documents  and 
keeping  track  of  the  insurance  on  our  Diocesan  properties,  it  being 
understood  that  his  traveling  and  other  expenses  connected  with  the 
doing  of  this  work  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Diocese  upon 
the  presentation  of  a  bill  for  the  same  O.  K'd.  by  the  Bishop  and  that 
if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  more  time  be  required  for  the  doing 
of  the  work  it  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  rate  of  sixty 
cents  per  hour. 

THE  COUNCIL   PLACE   OF  MEETING  AND  ENTERTAINMENT 

OF  DELEGATES. 

I  do  not  want  to  appear  to  be  unappreciative  of  the  kindness  of 
Rectors  and  Delegates  who  invite  the  Council  to  hold  sessions  out- 
side of  the  See  City.  Nevertheless  I  feel  it  to  be  my  privilege  if  not 
indeed  my  duty  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  much  more 
convenient  for  me  to  have  the  Council  meet  in  Little  Rock  and  I  be- 
lieve this  to  be  true  of  the  Clerg\'  and  Delegates  generally.  More- 
over I  believe  that  investigation  would  show  it  to  be  a  fact  that  the 
average  attendance  upon  sessions  which  meet  there  is  considerably 
larger  than  it  is  in  other  places.  I  therefore  venture  to  suggest  that 
from  this  on  we  meet  regularly  in  the  Cathedral.  We  hope  to  make 
the  Cathedral  more  and  more  of  a  Diocesan  institution  as  the  center 
of  Church  extension  and  upbuilding  undertakings. 

The  only  difficulty  that  I  see  in  the  way  of  having  the  Council 
always  meet  at  this  center  is  the  making  of  suitable  provision  for  the 
entertainment  of  the  .Delegates  to  the  Council  and  to  the  Auxiliary 
Conference,  and  T  suggest  that  we  get  around  it  by  following  the 
example  of  the  Dioceses  which  let  the  Parishes  and  Missions  in  each 
case  take  care  of  their  own  Delegates. 

I  ask  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  consider  this  suggestion 
and  to  report  their  recommendation  to  this  Council. 

CONFIRMATION    VISITATION    APPOINTMENTS. 

I  find  by  experience  that  the  season  in  which  our  Clergy  and 
Catechists  prefer  to  have  me  for  Confirmation  visitations  covers  a 
period  of  only  about  six  months,  from  the  middle  of  November  to  the 
middle  of  May.  I  am  trying  to  get  some  among  our  chief  Parishes 
and  Missions  to  adopt  a  Sunday  before  Lent  as  their  visitation  day.

The  diarj'  of  my  acts  since  the  last  Council  is  a  document  of 
ijixty  pages,  altogether  too  long  for  reading.  Accordingly  I  shall 
in  the  time  at  my  disposal  for  the  purpose  confine  myself  to  a  few 
selected  passages: 

HOPE,  SUNDAY,  MAY  19th  (Whitsunday):  Rose  at  5:00  A. 
M.  and  worked  on  Call  36.  At  9:00  A.  M.  I  visited  Captain  West 
and  had  prayers  with  him.  I  never  expect  to  see  him  again 
in  this  world.  He  is  a  fine  character  and  the  prospects  of 
losing  him  saddens  our  Church  and  this  community  in  which  he 
has  lived  an  exemplary  life  so  long.  At  11:00  A.  M.  I  preached  at 
St.  Mark's  Church  and  confirmed  five  persons.  At  1:00  P.  M.  I 
left  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sykes  for  Washington.

•drive  of  ten  miles. 

WASHINGTON,  SUNDAY,  MAY  19th  (Whitsunday):  Preached

cj'clone  on  the  last  day  of  March,  hence  our  use  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  story  of  the  destruction  of  the  Church  as  told  by  Mrs. 
Sykes  is  a  thrilling  one. 

PINE  BLUFF,  TUESDAY,  MAY  28th:  Visited  our  Colored 
Mission.  Preached  and  confirmod  seven  persons.  The  collection  at 
the  service  was  for  the  establishment  of  an  Afro-American  Epis- 
copate endowment.  The  first  taken  for  the  purpose  in  this  Diocese 
and  so  far  as  I  know  in  the  United  States  or  the  world. 

LITTLE  BOCK,  WEDNESDAY,  MAY  29th:  Received  notice 
of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Robertson  which  occurred  on  May 
18th  in  the  city  of  New  York.  I  ordained  Mr.  Robertson  to  the 
Priesthood.  He  was  for  some  time  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Fort  Smith.     A  rare  soul  who  suffered  much. 

LITTLE  BOCK,  THUBSDAY,  MAY  30th:  Dr.  Judaschko  and 
I  had  a  talk  about  his  vacation  and  future.  The  outlook  for  him 
is  very  discouraging. 
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8TXJTTGABT,  TUESDAY,  JUNE  4th:  Celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  and  preached.  The  Methodist  and  Presbyterian  min- 
isters came  to  the  Communion  and  took  dinner  with  me  afterwards. 
It  was  a  lovely  service.     About  twenty  communed. 

GALIOK,  WEDNESDAY,  JUNE  19th:  Reached  here  at  12:50. 
Found  everything  all  right.  Always  glad  to  get  back  to  our  be- 
loved Brownella  Cottage  in  which  we  have  spent  our  summers  for 
over   20  years. 

GALION,  THURSDAY,  JUNE  20th,  until  Sunday,  September 
29th:  All  this  time  was  spent  upon  my  book  the  **  Crucial  Race 
Question,"  and  upon  correspondence  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Diocese.  I  rose  regularly  at  3:00  A.  M.  and  retired 
9:00  P.  M.  I  did  an  enormous  amount  of  work.  Fortunately  my 
health  was  better  than  it  had  been  for  years.  The  first  copy  of  my 
book  was  received  upon  September  20th.  I  intended  it  to  be  out 
by  August  15th,  but  it  could  not  be  accomplished. 

On  the  16th  of  September  I  was  notified  by  Mr.  Robert  E.  Wait, 
President  of  the  Citizens  Investment  and  Security  Co.,  that  the 
property  next  to  the  Episcopal  Residence  was  vacant.  .  I  would  like 
very  much  to  secure  this  property  to  the  Diocese  because  it  is  an 
ideal  location  for  a  Diocesan  Building,  such  as  every  Diocese  needs 
but  it  was  found  that  the  price  was  more  than  T^e  felt  justified  in 
paying  and  so  I  was  obliged  to  temporarily  abandon  the  idea  of 
purchasing  it. 

One  of  the  events  of  the  season  was  the  Consecration  of  Trinity 
Cathedral,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  September  24th.  It  was  a  grand 
service  and  I  was  glad  for  the  privilege  of  attending  it.  Perhaps 
there  was  no  one  present  to  whom  the  occasion  suggested  more  in 
the  way  of  happy  reminiscences  than  it  did  to  myself.  Old  Trinity, 
Cleveland,  has  had  a  great  influence  over  my  life.  I  first  came  in. 
close  contact  with  the  historic  Catholic  Church  of  the  English  speak- 
ing race  in  that  Parish.  In  its  old  buildings  I  was  baptized,  con- 
firmed, admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion,  ordained  to  the  Deaconate, 
preached  my  first  sermon  as  Deacon  and  also  as  Priest,  celebrated 
my  first  communion  as  Priest,  was  married,  installed  Archdeacon, 
and  consecrated  Bishop. 

RICHMOND,  VA.,  from  September  30th,  2:00  P.  M.  to  Octo- 
ber 19th.  12:01  P.  M.  I  was  here  in  attendence  upon  the  General 
Convention  which  opened  on  Wednesday,  October  2d.  The  events 
of  greatest  interest  to  me  were  the  presentation  on  October  9th  in 
both  Houses  of  the  Arkansas  Memorial  on  behalf  of  the  Racial 
Bishops  for  Afro-American  Churchmen  and  my  address  in  support 
of  this  memorial  which  was  delivered  on  October  15th  from  11:30 
to  12:30. 

LITTLE  ROCK,  SATURDAY,  DECEMBER  7TH.  The  event  of 
the  day  was  the  coming  at  about  8:00  A.  M.  of  my  brother  James. 
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For  many  years  it  had  been  supposed  that  he  was  dead.  I  had  not 
seen  him  within  30  years.  Our  little  family  which  contained  three 
children,  two  boys  and  a  girl  aged  respectively  6^,  5,  and  3%  years 
was  broken  up  by  the  death  of  the  father  in  the  Civil  War,  and  the 
remarriage  of  the  mother.  I  was  the  oldest  child  and  brother  the 
youngest.  The  officials  of  the  State  found  the  children  homes  in 
separate  communities  and  we  grew  up  without  much  knowledge  of 
each  other  or  of  our  mother. 

UTTLE  BOCK,  SUNDAY,  DECEMBEB  15TH.  This  was  a  great 
Missionary  Rally  Day.  Dr.  Lockwood,  who  came  to  attend  the  rally 
and  school,  was  sick  at  Mrs.  Logan  Roots'  residence.  Went  to  see 
him.  See  program  of  rally.  It  was  good  to  have  Bishop  and  Mrs. 
Boots  with  us  again. 

PINE  BLUFF,  DECEMBEB  27TH.  Made  a  visit  to  St.  Cyp- 
rian's Mission.  It  was  the  anniversary  of  its  establishment.  Con- 
firmed ten  Candidates  and  made  an  address.  One  colored  man .  gave 
$50.00  towards  the  purchase  of  a  building  lot.  There  is  over  $400.00 
in  the  building  Fund.     The  Mission  has  done  wonderfully  well. 

LITTLE  BOCK,  SUNDAY,  JANUABY  19TH.  The  event  of  the 
day  was  the  installation  by  me  of  Dr.  John  Hartley  as  Dean  of  the 
Cathedral.  ^ 

LITTLE  BOCK,  JANUABY  20TH,  1908.  Received  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Ashley  Cockrill  in  which  he  reported  that  he  has  obtained  a  ver- 
dict against  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Company  in  favor  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  at  Prescott  which  was  burned  on  October  2l8t, 
1904.  As  a  result  of  this  judgment  I  am  expecting  to  be  able  to 
rebuild  at  Prescott. 

MABKED  TBEE,  TUESDAY,  FEB.  4TH.  Reached  hero  at 
4:30  o'clock.  It  was  a  very  dark  night.  Confirmed  a  lady  and  two 
boys  in  private.  Preached  in  the  M.  E.  Church  and  confirmed  five 
candidates.  Attended  reception  from  9:30  to  11:00.  This  was  my 
first  visitation  to  Poinsett  County. 

WABBEN,  MABCH  1ST.  Read  the  Litany,  preached  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  in  our  new  Church  here  at  11:00  A.  M. 
Mr.  N.  H.  Clapp,  my  host,  who  is  the  superintendent  of  the  Southern 
Lumber  Co.,  took  nie  and  his  family  and  a  few  others  in  a  caboose 
to  the  Lumber  Camp,  where  I  conducted  service  and  preached  at 
3:00.  It  was  a  unique  service  in  a  long  building  on  car  tracks  which 
serves  as  a  portable  school-house  and  Church.  At  5:00  P.  M.  I 
baptised  three  children  in  the  Church  at  Warren.  At  7:30  I  con- 
ducted Evening  Prayer  and   preached   in   the   Church   at   Warren. 

BATESVILLE,  SUNDAY,  MABCH  15TH.  The  Parish  is  vacant 
and  I  spent  the  day  here  to  help  out  in  filling  up  the  interregnum. 
The  Arkansas  Gazette  published  my  reply  to  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  Jackson  County  and  New- 
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port,  Arkansas,  who  made  a  request  through  the  Bev.  Dr.  Willis,  a 
Presbyterian  Clergyman,  for  the  endorsement  of  the  object  and  work 
of  the  League.  This  article  was  widely  reprinted  throughout  the 
country. 

HABTFOBD,  TUESDAY,  BiABOH  17TH.  Beached  here  about 
9:00  A.  M.  Confirmed  one  person  in  private  at  11:00  A.  M.  Con- 
firmed two  persons  in  private  at  i:30  P.  M.  At  8:00  P.  M.  preached 
in  the  theatre  and  confirmed  ten  persons.  The  Bev.  Prof.  PhiUipps 
was  here  and  assisted  Dr.  B.  W.  Dowd,  our  Catechist,  in  his  prepar- 
ation for  my  visitation.  After  service  I  asked  Dr.  Dowd  to  see  what 
could  be  done  in  the  way  of  making  a  bargain  for  the  purchase  of 
the  theater.  A  few  days  later  he  told  me  that  it  could  be  had  for 
$500.00  cash.  Upon  receiving  this  information.  I  sent  him  $50  to 
consummate  the  bargain  and  asked  him  to  have  the  deed  executed. 

PINE  BLUFF,  SUNDAY,  BiABOH  29TH.  Preached,  confirmed 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  11:00  A.  M.  Jn  the  after- 
noon heard  that  my  second  article  on  prohibition  being  an  answer  to 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Werlein  and  the  Bev.  Mr.  Jessup  had  appeared  in  the 
Arkansas  Gazette.  Attended  Evening  Prayer  and  preached  on  Dio- 
cesan Missions  in  Trinity  Church. 

LITTLE  BOOK,  FBIDAY,  APBIL  lOTH.  Attended  the  last  of 
the  Noon-Day  Services.  These  were  the  first  of  such  services  ever 
held  in  Little  Bock.  Much  credit  is  due  Dean  Hartley  for  having 
accepted  the  responsibility  of  inaugurating^  and  sustaining  them. 
They  were  not  largely  attended  but  they  are  likely  to  become  a 
permanent  Lenten  institution  with  us. 

LITTLE  BOOK,  FBIDAY,  APBIL  17TH.  (Gtood  Friday)  Con- 
ducted the  three-hour  service  at  Christ  Church.  Dr.  Smeade  and 
Dean  Hartley  took  the  service  alternately  after  each  address.  I 
made  the  addresses  using  Bishop's  King's  '* Meditations  on  the  seven 
last  words."  We  began  with  about  fifty  in  the  congregation  and 
ended   with    three   hundred. 

EL  DOBADO,  TUESDAY,  APPBIL  21ST.  Mr.  Ingham  accom- 
panied  me  from  Camden.  The  service  was  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  I  confirmed  a  class  of  six  and  preached.  The  congregation 
was  somewhat  smaller  than  it  would  have  been  because  of  a  hard 
rain  in  the  afternoon  and  the  tragic  killing  of  a  man  by  an  officer 
a  little  before  service   time. 

EL  DOBADO,  WEDNESDAY,  APBIL  22D.  Preached  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  at  7:30  o'clock.  Among  others  the 
Presbyterian  Minister  in  whose  Church  the  services  were  held  and  a 
visiting  Methodist  Minister  communicated.  So  did  Mr.  Cordell  and 
Judge   Biinn,   chief   Presbyterians   of   the   place. 

LITTLE  BOCK,  MONDAY,  APBIL  27TH.  Wrote  to  Mr.  Cul- 
len  about  marriage  of  divorced  woman.     Advised  him  to  act  in  ac- 
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cbrdance  with  the  judgment  of  the  Vestry  and  public  opinion.  This 
is  the  second  case  of  the  kind  that  has  come  before  me  within  the 
year.  These  cases  are  very  perplexing  to  a  Bishop  and  I  am  sorry 
for  the  change  in  the  Canon  which  saddles  the  responsibility  upon 
them. 

LITTLE  BOCK,  aA.TXnU>AT,  11/^Y  9TH.  Beached  home  at  7:30 
o'clock.  Dictated  letters  and  summary  of  my  diary.  Received  let- 
ter from  Mr.  Ashley  Cockrill  containing  report  of  the  result  of  the 
suit  he  brought  on  behalf  of  St.  James'  Church,  Prescott,  against 
the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Co.,  on  account  of  the  burning  of  our 
Church  building  there.  The  report  showed  a  net  gain  to  the  Church 
of  $741.34  at  the  result  of  the  suit.  The  Diocese  owes  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  Cockrill.  Within  the  year  we  have,  secured  fine  lots 
at  Prescott,  large  enough  for  all  time  to  come.  We  hope  to  build 
soon. 

LITTLE  BOOK,  11A.T  12TH,  1908.  I  deposited  with  the  Little 
Rock  Trust  Company  $741.34,  being  the  net  amount  obtained  from 
Mr.  Ashley  Cockrill  through  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Company 
on  account  of  the  judgment  procured  against  them  on  behalf  of  the 
Prescott  Episcopal  Church  which  was  burned  as  a  result  of  an  ac- 
cident for  which  the  Company  was  held  responsible  by  the  court.

NECBOLOOY. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  35th  session  of  our  Council  four 
Bishops  of  the  American  Church  and  one  prominent  layman  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas  have  passed  on  from  the  Church  militant  to  the 
Church  triumphant.  Will  you  kindly  stand  while  I  recite  the  names 
of  these  departed  saints : 
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The  Rt.  Rev.  Leighton  Coleman,  S.  T.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  second 
Bishop  of  Delaware,  and  the  one  hundred  and  fifty-ninth  in  the 
American  Apostolic  Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on  October  18, 
1888,  and  died  in  Wilmington,  Delaware,  on  December  14,  1907,  in 
the  seventy-first  year  of  his  age  and  the  twentieth  year  of  his  Episco- 
pate. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  George  Worthington,  S.  T.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  second 
Bishop  of  Nebraska,  and  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  in  the 
American  Apostolic  Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on  February 
24,  1885,  and  died  in  Mentone,*  France,  on  the  7th  day  of  January, 
1908.  in  the  sixty-eighth  year  of  his  age  and  in  the  twenty-third  year 
of  his  Episcopate. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Yates  Satterlee,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  first 
Bishop  of  Washington,  and  the  one  hundred  and  eightieth  in  the 
American  Apostolic  Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on  March  25, 
1896.  and  died  in  the  City  of  Washington,  D.  C.  on  February  22,  1908, 
in  the  sixty-sixth  year  of  his  age  and  the  twelfth  year  of  his  Episco- 
pate. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  the  seventh  Bishop  of  South 
Carolina  and  the  one  hundred  and  sixty-ninth  in  the  American  Apos- 
tolic succession.  He  was  the  honored  Chancellor  of  the  University 
of  the  South.  He  was  consecrated  on  July  20,  1893,  and  died  in  the 
City  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  on  April  22,  1908,  in  the  seventy-first  year 
of  his  age.  and  the  fifteenth  year  of  his  Episcopate. 

The  Rev.  Jean  Baptiste  Charles  Beaubien,  Priest,  died  on  Sun- 
day. December  8,  1907,  at  St.  Joseph,  Louisiana,  in  the  sixty-seventh 
year  of  his  age.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Beaubien  had  been  officially  connected 
with  this  Diocese  since  March  4,  1904,  but  for  a  number  of  years  his 
work  has  been  outside  of  Arkansas. 

The  Rev.  Elmer  A.  Rounds,  Deacon,  Assistant  Minister  at  St 
John's  Church,  Helena,  passed  to  his  rest  on  August  11,  1907,  at 
Helena,  after  a  brief  illness.  His  friends  in  Helena  sent  his  remains 
to  his  New  England  home  to  find  a  resting  place  among  his  kindred. 

Notable  among  the  men  of  the  American  Church  who  have  died 
since  the  last  meeting  of  our  Council,  was  the  Rev.  Morgan  Dix,  D. 
D..  D.  C.  L..  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York,  who  died  in  New 
York  on  April  29,  T908,  in  the  eighty-first  year  of  his  age.  Both  as 
citizen  and  Clergyman  Dr.  Dix  held  a  notable  place  in  American  life. 
He  had  served  as  a  Priest  of  the  Church  for  fifty-four  years,  and  fcfr 
fifty-three  years  he  had  been  connected  with  Trinity  Church,  New 
York,  one  of  the  most  important  parishes  in  the  world.  He  was  sent 
as  delegate  to  our  General  Convention  seven  times,  and  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  House  of  Deputies  at  three  meetings  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Outside  the  American  Church,  among  the  men  of  note  who  have 
passed  away,  has  been  the  Most  Rev.  George  H.  Wilkinson,  D.  D., 
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Primus  of  Scotland.  After  an  exceptionally  noble  and  distinguished 
career,  extending  through  many  years,  the  Bishop  of  St.  Andrew's 
Lord  Primus  of  the  Scottish  Church,  passed  to  his  rest  within  the 
veil,  on  December  ii,  1907,  in  the  twenty- fourth  year  of  his  Episco- 
pate, the  thirteenth  year  of  his  Primacy  and  the  seventy-fourth'  year 
of  his  age. 

Within  the  year  there  have  been  a  number  of  deaths  among  the 
Laity  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  entire  Diocese  joins  with  the  various 
Parishes  and  Missions  where  these  losses  have  come,  in  'thanking 
Ood  for  the  good  examples  and  faithful  work  of  these.  His  servants, 
who  do  now  rest  from  their  labours. 

It  seems  fitting  that  especial  mention  should  be  made  of  the  name 
of  Mr.  John  M.  Daggett,  of  Marianna.  For  eleven  years  Mr.  Dag- 
gett was  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and  for  one  year  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  Faithful  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  and  loyal  to  the  Church,  he  was  always  a  help 
to  the  Diocese  and  will  long  be  affectionately  remembered.  Let  us 
pray.

THOSE  WHO  DESIRE  TO  TAKE  HOLY  ORDERS 
IN  THE  ANGLO-AHERICAN  BRANCH  OF  THE 
APOSTOLIC  CATHOLIC  CHURCH. 

Experience  has  taught  us  that  the  canonical  requirements  of  those 
who  desire  to  make  application  to  become  Postulants  and  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  and  to  secure  the  requisite  recommendation  for 
ordination  to  the  Diaconate  and  Priesthood  are  so  voluminous  and 
complicated  as  to  make  the  following  condensation  and  simplification 
of  them  highly  desirable: 

I. 

OOUBSE  TO  BE  PUBSUED  BT  A  IaAYUAJX  WHO  DE8IBE8  TO* 
BECOME  A  POSTULANT  FOB  HOLT  0BDEB8.  SEE  OANON 
1;  PAGES  14  AND  15. 

The  Layman  desiring  to  become  a  Postulant  shall  certify  to  the 
Bishop  in  writing:  His  full  name  and  age.  The  length  of  time  he 
has  been  resident  in  the  Diocese.  When,  and  by  whom,  he  was 
baptized.  When,  and  by  whom,  he  was  confirmed.  When,  and  where, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion.  Whether  he  has  ever  be- 
fore applied  for  admission  as  a  Postulant  or  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy 
Orders.  On  what  grounds  he  is  moved  to  seek  the  Sacred  Ministry, 
The  name  of  a  Presbyter  knowing  his  qualifications  for  the  Ministry 
and  who  will  stand  Sponsor  for  him. 

NOTE.  The  application  of  a  Layman  to  become  a  Postulant  be- 
ing in  canonical  form  the  Bishop  shall  duly  record  it  and  notify  ap- 
plicant of  his  acceptance  or  rejection.

MEMORANDUM  OF  THINGS  TO  BE  DONE  BT  A  POSTULANT 
IN  MAKING  APPLICATION  TO  BECOME  A  CANDIDATE 
FOB  HOLY  OEDEES.     CANON  U,     PAGES   16-22. 

When  the  following  canonical  requirements  have  been  complied 
with  the  Bishop  may  admit  the  Postulant  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders 
and,  if  he  does  so,  he  shall  then  record  the  name  of  the  Candidate 
and  date  of  his  admission: 
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1.    Oertiflcates   That  Must   be   Fnmished   by   Both   Graduates   and 

Kon-Oraduates  of  Oolleges. 

A  Postulant  desiring  to  become  a  Candidate  must  apply  to  the 
Standing  Committee  for  its  recommendation  to  the  Bishop  to  be  re- 
ceived as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  and  shall  submit  to  it  the  fol- 
lowing papers:  (i)  Application  for  recommendation  signed  by  the 
Postulant  himself.  (2)  Bishop's  certificate  of  his  admission  as  a 
Postulan^t.     (3)    One  of  two  certificates.     (Canons,  page  16  and  17.) 

n.    Oonrae  to  be  pursued  by  a  Kon-Oraduate  Postulant  who  Desires 
to  Become  a  Oaadldate  for  Holy  Orders. 

1.  If  the  Postulant  be  not  a  graduate  of  Arts  or  of  some  Univer- 
sity or  College  in  which  he  has  duly  studied  the  Ecclesiastical  lan- 
guages, and  if  he  be  not  dispensed  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee he  will  be  remitted  by  the  Bishop  to  the  Examining  Chaplains, 
to  be  examined  in  (i)  The  Latin  Language.  (2)  The  Greek  Lan- 
guagt.     (3)     The  Hebrew  Language. 

2.  H  the  Postulant  or  Candidate  be  not  a  graduate  of  some 
reputable  College  in  Science  or  Letters  or  Philosophy  he  wiH  also 
be  examined  as  to  his  knowledge  of:  (i)  The  English  Language 
and  Literature.  (2)  Mathematics.  (3)  Geography.  (4)  History. 
(5)  Logic.  (6)  Rhetoric.  (7)  Philosophy.  (8)  Natural  Science. 
(Canons,  page  19.) 

3.  But  should  the  Postulant  be  unable  to  take  this  Literary  Ex- 
amination he  may  make  written  application  to  the  Bishop  for 
a  dispensation  from  it  until  after  he  shall  have  been  made  Deacon. 
Such  application  must  contain  a  specification  of  the  studies  from 
which  he  wishes  to  be  temporarily  dispensed  and  the  reason  for  the 
making  of  it,  and  must  be  signed  by  two  members  of  the  Board  of 
Examining  Chaplains.  This  application  may  be  laid  by  the  Bishop 
before  the  Standing  Committee  and  if  it,  by  a  three-fourths  majority 
of  all  its  members,  acts  favorably  the  Bishop  may  grant  it.  The 
Bishop  may  grant  a  dispensation  in  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew,  but 
not  in  Latin  and  Greek  unless  he  be  recommended  to  do  so  by  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee.

I.  He  must  take  the  Deacon's  Examination  part  of  which  must 
be  written.  This  examination  corrprises:  (i)  The  Books  of  Holy 
Scripture,  with  explanation  of  assigned  passages.  (2)  The  Book  of 
Common    Prayer.     (3)     The    Doctrine    of    the    Catholic    Creed.     (4) 
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The  History  of  the  first  three  Centuries  of  Christianity.  (5)  The 
English  Language.  (6)  The  office  and  Ministration  of  a  Deacon. 
(7)     The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  American  Church  and  of 

the   Diocese  of  Arkansas.     (8)     The  principles  and  methods  of  re- 

« 

ligious  education  especially  as  applied  to  the  Sunday  School. 

2.  He  must  secure  a  recommendation  to  the  Bishop  by  the 
Standing  Committee  that  he  be  made  a  Deacon  which  recommenda- 
tion can  not  be  obtained  without  his  fulfilling  the  following  conditions: 
(i)  The  making  of  an  application  to  the  Committee  for  such  recom- 
mendation in  which  application  he  must  state  the  date  of  his  birth. 
(2)  This  application  must  be  sent  in  with  the  following  three  certif- 
icates: A  certificate  from  t-he  Bishop  stating  the  date  of  admission 
as  a  Candidate.  A  certificate  as  to  character  and  fitness  from  any 
Priest  of  the  Church.  A  certificate  from  his  Rector  and  Vestry.  If, 
however,  there  be  no  parochial  organization  in  his  place  of  residence  it 
will  suffice  to  furnish  a  certificate  from  some  Priest  of  the  Diocese 
signed  by  six  Laymen  communicants  of  the  Diocese. 

GENERAL  IKFORMATIOK. 

1.  When  the  Standing  Committee  has  favorably  passed  upon 
all  the  papers  of  a  Candidate  who  has  applied  to  it  for  recommenda- 
tion for  ordination .  to  the  Diaconate  and  shall  have  so  notified  the 
Bishop  then  the  Bishop  may  proceed  to  make  him  a  Deacon. 

2.  But  no  one  shall  be  ordered  Deacon  within  three  years  from 
his  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  except  for  certain 
very  urgent  reasons,  and  no  one  may  under  any  circumstances  be 
ordered  a  Deacon  until  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

3.  The  Bishop  has  sole  power  to  grant  dispensations  in  Hebrew 
wliich  a  candidate  desiring  to  be  ordered  Deacon  must  secure  if  he 
can  not  take  that  examination. 

4.  The  examiners  of  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  are  required 
to  make  a  report  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  result  of  their  examinations 
and  the  Bishop  must  by  examination  have  personal  knowledge  of  the 
proficiency  of  the  candidates  in  their  studies  but  he  is  not  obliged  to 
be  governed  by  the  report  of  his  Chaplains  and  their  report  does  not 
properly  go  before  the   Standing  Committee. 

5.  At  the  time  of  the  Ordination  the  candidate  must  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Bishop,  subscribe  to  Artide  VHI  of  the  Constitution.

A  MEMORANDUM  OF  THINGS  TO  BE  DONE  BY  A  DEAOON 
WHO  DESIRES  TO  BE  ORDAINED  TO  THE  PRIESTHOOD. 
CANON  Vn.     PAGES  31-35. 

I. 

1.  Unless  a  Deacon  be  a  graduate  by  a  College  in  which  the 
Latin  and  Greek  languages  have  been  studied,  or  unless  he  has  sus- 
tained examinations  in  them  he  must  first  take  the.  Literary  Examina- 
tion. If,  however  he  can  not  sustain  the  examination  in  Latin  and 
Greek  he  may  renew  his  application  for  a  dispensation  from  those 
studies,  and  this  provision  applies  also  to  the  Hebrew  language. 
But  no  dispensation  may  be  granted  in  the  case  of  any  other  subject 
of  learning  as  specified  on  page  19  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 
If  the  Deacon  is  not  a  college  graduate,  or  if  he  has  not  already 
taken  an  ^  examination  in  those  subjects  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Bishop  he  must  now  be  examined  in  them. 

2.  Then  must  be  taken  the  two  examinations  especially  appointed 
as  the  conditions  of  Ordjnation  to  the  Priesthood  which  are : 

(i)  The  New  Testament  in  Greek:  the  evidences  of  natural 
and   revealed    religion;    Dogmatic   Theology. 

(2)  The  Old  Testament  in  Hebrew;  Christian  Ethics;  Ecclesias- 
tical History  from  the  Third  Century;  Ecclesiastical  Polity;  History 
and  Contents  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer;  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Church  and  those  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs; 
The  Principles  and  Methods  of  Religious  Instruction  especially  as 
applied  to  the  Sunday  School. 

n. 

1.  In  the  cases  of  those  who  hold  a  dispensation  from  Greek 
and  Hebrew  or  cither  of  them,  the  examinations  in  Holy  Scriptures 
will  of  course  not  extend  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Bible  in  the  lan- 
guage or  languages  from  which  the  Deacon  has  been  dispensed.  But 
it  is  our  intention,  except  in  rare  cases,  to  require  at  least  a  rudimen- 
tary knowledge  of  these  languages  and  of  Latin. 

2.  All  examinations  w  hcther  for  Candidateship.  Diaconate  or 
Priesthood  will  be  conducted  at  least  in  part  by  written  questions  and 
answers. 

3.  Deacons  presenting  themselves  for  the  last  examination  for 
the  Priesthood  must  come  with  three  sermons  composed  by  them- 
selves on  the  following  subjects:  **The  Christian  Doctrine  of  God," 
"The  Christian  Doctrine  of  Man  and  Sin,"  'The  Christian  Doctrine 
of  Salvation."     Each  Camlidato  will  soloct  his  own  texts  from  Holv 
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Scripture  for  his  sermons.     These  sermons  must  not  exceed  one-half 
hour  in  length  and  the  first  two  must  include  a  statement  and  de- 
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fence  of  Doctrine  against  the  sceptic's  point  of  view  and  the  third 
against  the  Roman  and  Sectarian  positions.  The  sermons  will  be 
carefully  graded  and  the  Candidate  who  receives  the  highest  grade 
for  his  three  sermons  wiH  receive  a  Prize  of  $ioo,  and  the  Candidate 
who  receives  the  next  highest  grade  will  receive  a  Prize  of  $50. 

4.  When  a  Postulant,  Candidate  or  Deacon  thinks  himself  to  be 
ready  to  pass  one  of  the  above  examinations  he  may  request  the 
Bishop  to  arrange  for  his  examination  and  when  he  has  passed  he 
will   receive  a  certificate  to  that  eflFect. 

5.  The  Deacon  applying  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  will 
be  thoroughly  examined  as  to  his  ability  to  conduct  the  services  of 
the  Church  in  a  rubrical  and  edifying  manner  and  to  deliver  ser- 
mons with  propriety  and  eflFectiveness. 

HL 

1.  The  Deacon  must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty- four  years 
and,  if  he  has  been  given  the  advantage  of  any  dispensation  from  the 
regular  studies,  except  the  Hebrew  language,  he  must  have  been  a 
Candidate  for  three  full  years.  In  no  case  shall  a  Deacon  be  Ordained 
a  Priest  within  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  admission  as 
a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  nor  until  he  has  been  a  Deacon  for  at 
lease  six  months. 

2.  A  Deacon  desiring  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  must  be 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  before 
the  Standing  Committee  can  make  the  recommendation  the  Deacon 
must  lay  before  it  the  following  documents:  (i)  An  application  to 
be  recommended,  signed  by  himself  in  which  the  date  of  his  birth  is 
stated.  (2)  A  certificate  from  the  Bishop  declaring  that  the  terms 
of  his  candidateship  and  the  time  of  his  service  in  the  Diaconate  have 
been  completed.  (3)  A  certificate  from  his  Rector  and  Vestry  or 
else  from  any  Priest  of  the  Diocese  and  six  Laymen  communicants. 

3.  At  the  time  of  his  ordination  he  shall  subscribe  before  the 
Bishop  to  the  Constitutional  Declaration.

APPENDIX  m. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COHHITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF 

THE  CHURCH 

The  facts  concerning  the  extension  and  upbuilding  of  the  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  within  the  first  ten  years  of 
the  present  Episcopate  were  a  most  surprising  and  gratifying  revela- 
tion to  your  Committee  and  we  are  persuaded  that  the  illumination 
which  we  experienced  in  the  formulation  of  this  report  will  be  shared 
by  all  who  hear  or  read  of  the  things  that  God  has  graciously 
wrought  for  us  and  of  the  great  door  which  He  has  opened  to  us. 
With  the  limited  time  and  somewhat  incomplete  data  at  its  disposal 
your  Committee  could  not  finish  its  report,  but,  in  view  of  our  dis- 
coveries we  cannpt  refrain  from  exhorting  our  associates  in  the 
Council  and  our  Brethren  in  the  Lord  throughout  the  Diocese  to 
join  us  in  the  singing  of  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  for  what  has  been 
done  and  for  the  possibility  of  undertakings  which  give  promise  of 
dwarfing  the  many  and  great  accomplishments  to  which  we  here 
make  grateful  reference. 

1.  Among  the  convictions  which  have  grown  upon  us  as  we 
proceeded  with  our  investigations  is  that  of  the  wisdom  of  our  Bishop 
in  planning  great  things  and  going  abroad  for  the  money  which  up  to 
this  time  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  this  Diocese  to  raise  for 
the  carrying  out  of  his   statesmanlike  plans. 

2.  And  this  leads  us  to  give  expression  to  the  conviction  that  our 
people  generally  have  no  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  debt  that  we 
as  a  Diocese  owe  to  our  Missionary  Benefactors,  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  "Missionary  Society  and  the  private  contributors  to  Bishop 
Brown's  Arkansas  Mission  Church  Building  Fund.  Moreover  we  are 
convinced  that  these  Benefactors  can  have  nothing  but  the  faintest 
conception  of  what  has  been  accomplished  as  the  result  of  their  gen- 
erosity, and  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  endeavors  of  the  Bishop 
and  those  of  his  efficient  co-laborers. 

3.  Again  the  investigations  of  your  Committee  germinated, 
rooted  and  developed  the  conviction  that  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  is 
no  longer  "the  weak  spot  in  the  American  Church"  and  that  by  an 
astonishingly  sudden  and  almost  miraculous  transformation  she  finds 
herself  able  and  willing  to  do  in  the  way  of  self  help  and  also  in  the 
way  of  helping  others  what  a  few  years  ago  would  have  been  regarded 
as  being  altogether  beyond  the  range  of  possibilities.  Brethren,  it 
aflFords  your  Committee  great  satisfaction  and  joy  to  announce  that 
Arkansas  is  actually  rapidly  becoming  a  self-supporting  Diocese  and  a 
Missionary  force. 

4.  Your  Committee,  as  it  proceeded  with  its  inspiring  work, 
became  more  and  more  convinced  of  the  great  utility  of  the  Arkansas 
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Mission  Church  Building  Fund  and  it  strongly  advises  the  inaug^ura- 
tion  by  this  Council  of  the  great  and  necessary  movement  for  which 
the  Bishop  asks  and  by  which  a  systematic  and  persistent  effort  will  be 
made  in  every  Parish,  Mission  and  Preaching  Station  in  the  Diocese 
to  secure  a  subscription  to  that  Fund  from  every  member  within  the 
borders  of  its  influence. 

5.  Finally  we  are  convinced  that  the  Bishop's  need  of  help  in  the 
Episcopal  supervision  of  the  Diocese  is  great  and  we  recommend  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  consist  of  the  Rectors  and  Lay  repre- 
sentatives of  our  self-supporting  Parishes  which  shall  meet  in  con- 
nection with  the  next  Missionary  Rally  or  upon  the  call  of  the 
Bishop  for  the  purpose  of  considering  what  action  looking  towards 
the  meeting  of  this  need  should  be  taken  and  making  their  recom- 
mendation  to   the   next   session   of   this   Council. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  call  special  attention  to  the  great  work 
that  Dean  McPherson  is  doing  for  the  Diocese  as  the  head  of  our 
educational  institution.  **The  Arkansas  School  of  Theology"  and  "The 
Helen  Dunlap  Memorial   Industrial  School  for  Mountain  Girls.*' 

We  are  sure  that  our  people  generally  have  no  idea  of  the  im- 
portance of  the  Theological  School  of  the  Diocese.  It  was  founded 
by  the  Bishop  to  meet  the  great  need  of  a  native  ministry  without 
which  our  Church  extension  and  upbuilding  work  would  have  dis- 
couraging limitations  and  under  Dean  McPherson's  able  administra- 
tion, it  is  succeeding  beyond  Bishop  Brown's  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions. In  the  department  for  white  candidates  there  are  eleven  stu- 
dents and  in  that  for  colored  candidates  eight,  making  in  all  nineteen 
candidates  in  training.  Six  whites  and  four  blacks  have  passed  splen- 
did examinations  for  Deacon's  Orders.  It  is  believed  that  few  if 
any  candidates  for  the  Diaconate  in  the  country  will  pass  better  ex- 
aminations. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  Diocese  owes  Dean  McPherson  a 
vote  of  thanks  for  the  great  and  indispensable  work  that  he  is  doing 
for  us.  And  while  we  are  showing  our  appreciation  for  the  work 
that  is  being  done  in  our  Theological  School  we  must  not  forget  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Dowell  Phillipps,  the  Dean's  able  assistant,  who  is 
devoting  his  time  to  the  work  almost  without  compensation. 

The  condition  of  the  Mountain  School  for  Girls  also  affords  much 
ground  for  congratulations.  Dean  McPherson  took  the  Rectorship 
of  this  school  in  December  last.  The  credit  for  the  success  of  this 
most  needy  anvl  promising  work  is  however  chiefly  due  to  Principal 
W.  A.  Xichols  and  his  cultured,  efficient  wife.  The  work  of  the  in- 
dustrial department  of  the  School  is  to  be  increased  by  the  addition 
of  Stenographic  and  Printing  Departments. 

It  is  worthy  of  mention  in  this  report  that  among  the  candidates 
who  are  to  be  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  is  one  who  is  a  native  of 
Arkansas.     We  refer  to  Mr.  Nicholas  Rightor,  who  is  we  believe,  the 
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first  person  bom  and  raised  in  Arkansas  to  receive  Holy  Orders  in 
the  Episcopal  Church. 

Your  Committee  notes  with  satisfaction  that  the  Bishop  is  setting 
on  foot  a  movement  which  has  in  view  the  raising  of  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  the  meeting  of  our  obligations  to 
the  Domestic  and.  Foreign  Missionary  Society  as  indicated  by  its  ap- 
portionment to  Arkansas.  We  bespeak  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all 
for  the  Bishop  in  this  most  commendable  endeavor.  We  recommend 
that  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Council,  every  adherent  and  friend 
of  the  Church  in  all  our  Pamshes  and  Missions  be  solicited  and,  so 
far  as  possible,  persuaded  to  make  some  contribution  to  the  Bishop's 
Building  Fund,  every  time  he  erects  a  Church. 

The  data  which  your  committee  has  had  at  its  disposal  shows  that, 
within  the  Council  year,  just  closed,  the  Church  in  many  of  our 
Parishes  and  Missions  has  made  highly  satisfactory  progress.  This  i» 
perhaps  especially  true  of  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  Trinity 
Church,  Van  Buren  and  St  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville. 

Your  Committee  has  had  before  it  a  collection  of  data  covering 
forty-one  type-written  pages  from  which  it  appears  that  within  the 
ten  years  of  Bishop  Brown's  Episcopate  the  Church  in  Arkansas  has 
fully  doubled  its  strength  in  all  the  things  that  go  to  make  a  strong 
Diocese  of  which  statistical  account  can  be  taken,  such  as  tl;ie  number 
of  Congregations  and  Ministers,  Sunday  School  Pupils  and  Teachers, 
Communicants,  Churches,  Rectories  and  Parish  House  Buildings  and 
the   amount   of  Parochial,   Diocesan   and   Missionary   Collections. 

The  development  of  the  Diocese  has  been  so  marvelous  in  the  past 
decade  that  your  Committee  deems  it  of  most  vital  importance  that 
all  data  should  be  collected  and  formulated  into  a  complete  report 
and  comparative  statement  and  it  offers  the   following  resolution : 

Resolved:  That  this  Committee  be  continued  until  it  completes 
its  report  and  files  the  same  with  the  Secretary  and  Recorder  of  the 
Diocese. 

Resolved,  Further,  That  the  report  when  so  filed  shall  be  pub- 
lished either  in  the  Journal  of  this  Council  or  in  a  separate  pamphlet

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

May  i6,  1907— The  Standing  Committee  elected  by  the  Thirty- 
Fifth  Annual  Council  met  in  Little  Rock,  and  organized  by  electing 
the  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D.,  President,  and  P.  K.  Roots, 
Secretary. 

After  granting  application  for  dispensation  from  the  Latin  and 
Creek  languages,  and  other  branches  of  learning  not  strictly  Ecclesi- 
astical, Chas.  L.  W.  Reese,  Joseph  Kuehnle,  John  Harvey  Boosey, 
and  Joseph  Martin  Matthias  (colored)  were  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

December  13,  1907. — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Nicholas 
Rightor,  William  Nichols,  and  Cornelius  Charlton  Burke  were  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  Permission 
was  granted  to  place  a  mortgage  of  $750.  or  less,  on  the  lots  in  Cun- 
ningham Addition  to  the  City  of  Little  Rock,  on  which  a  church  is 
to  he  built  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Bishop   Polk. 

The  Bishop  was  granted  permission  to  sell  one-half  of  lots  r  and 
2,  De  Vall's  Bluff,  and  re-invest  the  proceeds  in  lots  3  and  4  adjoining. 

May  12.  1908 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Consent  was  given 
to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Fred  F.  Reese,  D.  D.,  to  be  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia.  Mr.  Nicholas  Rightor,  being  over  thirty 
years  old,  he  was  granted  dispensation  to  come  within  the  six  months' 
limit  as  provivled  in  Canon  5,  Section  2,  and  he  was  recommended 
to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate.  The  Committee  gave 
consent  to  shorten  time  to  one  year  for  Deacon's  orders  to  Howard 
Cady,  Joseph  Kuehnle,  Chas.  L.  W.  Reese,  and  John  Harvey  Boosey; 
and  each  one  of  the  four  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordina- 
tion to  the  Diaconate.     John  Harvey  Boosey  was  granted  dispensation 
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from  studies  not  strictly  Ecclesiastical.  Leroy  Wells  Dowd,  was 
granted  dispensation  from  studies  not  strictly  Ecclesiastical,  and  he 
was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

Joseph  Martin  Matthias,  Augustus  C.  Roker,  and  Walter  Thomas 
Cleghorn  (colored)  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination 
to  the  Diaconate.  John  J.  Pusey,  and  William  Alfred  Tucker  (color- 
ed) were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop,  under  provision  of 
Canon  X,  Section  i,  that  St.  Paul's  Mission,  Little  Rock,  be  received 
as  a  Parish. 

May  13,  1908 — Committee  met  in  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith. 
W.  A.  Nichols  being  over  thirty  years  of  age  was  granted  a  dis- 
pensation to  come  within  the  six  months'  limit,  and  was  recommended 
to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Deaconate.  Oscar  Homburger,  and 
Thomas  Boothe,  were  each  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  a  Candi- 
date for  Holy  Orders.

1 
lot;  Eudora,  2  lots;  Cunningham's  addition  to   Little  Rock,  6  lots;  Hart- 
ford, 3  lots;  Midland,  2  lots;  Paragould,  3  lots;  Blytheyille,  1  lot;  Berry- 
ville,  1  lot;  Argenta,  1  lot  bought  and  one  promised;  McGehee,  1  lot 
promised. 

I  regret  beyond  measure  the  severance  of  the  ties  which  have  bound 
me  so  closely  to  the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  people  of  Arkansas.  Every 
courtesy  and  kindness  has  been  shown  me,  and  as  I  now  lay  down  this 
work  it  is  with  the  most  sincere  prayer  to  the  Good  Father  of  all  that  He 
^nll  most  abundantly  bless  the  efforts  of  those  toiling  so  tirelessly  in 
this,  the  most  live  mission  field  in  the  world.

REPORT  OF  CANON  FOR  NORTHWEST  ARKANSAS. 

During  the  year,  the  most  noted  improvement  has  been  in  the 
advancements  in  matter  of  the  Helen  Dunlap.  Memorial  School  at 
Winslow.  The  past  summer  a  Summer  School  was  opened,  under 
The  Canon,  as  Rector,  and  courses  were  supplied  to  give  students  the 
advantages  of  University  and  minor  courses  under  a  University  pro- 
fessor and  other  teachers  and  the  plan  proved  quite  a"  success,  giving 
a  number  the  advantage  of  advancement  in  University  and  prepara- 
tory work,  as  well  as  adding  quite  a  fund  to  the  Scholarship  Fund 
for  the  Winter  School,  which  is  distinctively  for  girls  of  the  neigh- 
boring country.  Later  in  the  year,  Mrs.  Fanny  G.  Mkitland,  who  had 
sucessfully  promoted  the  interest  of  the  school  from  its  incipiency, 
resigned,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Nichols  took  charge  as  Principal  under 
Rev.  W.  B.  McPherson's  direction,  and  the  school  is  reported  in  a 
prosperous  and  advancing  condition,  many  improvements  also  having 
been  made  in  the  Church  at  Winslow. 

.\fter  some  difficulties  Sunday  services  have  been  regularly  pro- 
vided for  at  Grace  Church.  Siloam  Springs,  under  Oscar  Homburg'er, 

D.  D.  S.,  Catechist,  and  the  work  seems  very  flourishing  and  promis- 
ing: he  is  also  to  hold  services  at  Rogers;  at  all  these  points  the  Conon 

has  held  services  regularly  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.    He 

has    also   held    services    at    Eureka    Springs,    Cane    Hill    and    at   other 

points  in   the  jurisdiction,  and   with   more  lay  help  could  open  other 

missions  in  comparatively  good  sized  towns. 
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Also  during  the  past  summer,  his  own  Parish  at  Fayetteville 
undertook  the  care  of  some  forty-five  orphans  for  about  three  months, 
providing  them  all  food,  shelter  and  other  necessities,  they  being 
under  the  charge  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Mary  from  Memphis,  and  some 
of  them  being  Arkansas  children,  and  all  were  much  improved  by  the 
summer  stay. 

The  most  important  work  appears  to  be  in  connection  with  the 
University  of  Arkansas,  situated  at  Fayetteville,  and  having  an  at- 
tendance of  about  1,200  students.  Your  Canon  has  addressed  these 
students  weekly*  in  the  University  Chapel  on  religious  subjects,  and 
conducted  services  for  them ;  visited  the  sick  students  weekly,  and  also 
supplied  every  student  with  information  concerning  the  Church  (in 
the  form  of  twenty  Answers  which  he  prepared)  and  invited  them  to 
the  Church  services. 

While  he  has  not  seen  much  fruit  in  the  way  of  candidates  for 
Confirmation,  still  he  feels  that  seed  has  been  sown.  He  also  pro- 
cured the  attendance  at  the  commencement  exercises  last  summer  of 
Right  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  who  prt*ach- 
ed  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  in  the  University  Chapel  and  was  very 
well  received.  The  Canon  feels  that  this  is  the  most  important  point 
in  the  Diocese  from  a  Missionary  stand-point  as  it  is  here  the  young 
men  and  women  largely  come  for  their  higher,  education  and  in  their 
impressionable  years  should  know  of  the  Church,  her  services  and  her 
work.  It  is  most  desirable  that  a  Hall  under  Church  influences  might 
be  opened  in  connection  with  the  University,  for  the  benefit  of  our 
students  and  others. 

Eureka  Springs  and  Van  Buren  have  secured  new  Rectors  dur- 
ing the  year,  towit,  respectively.  Rev.  Dr.  Dickinsort  and  Rev.  J.  W. 
Thompson.

BEFOBT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TITHES  AND   PROPORTIONATE 

OIVINO. 

It  must  be  evident  to  one  who  compares  the  style  of  living  of  a 
great  body  of  the  Communicants  of  the  Church  with  the  compara- 
tively meager  sums  for  religious  work  that  the  giving  of  today  is  far 
short  of  a  Christian's  privilege  and  duty. 

It  is  clear  that  the  measure  of  giving  current  in  Jewish  and 
Apostolic  times  has  been  largely  forgotten  or  laid  aside.  Much  good 
work    drags    heavily    and    the    coming   of    the    Master's    Kingdom    is 
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sorely  delayed  from  the  same  reason  now  that  operated  in  Malachi's 
time,  viz :    That  Tithes  are  not  brought  into  the  Lord's  storehouse. 

It  is  the  purpose  and  effort  of  this  Committee  to  induce  a  return 
on  the  part  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  the  primitive  and  Apos- 
tolic custom  of  giving  the  tenth  portion  of  every  income  to  the  work 
of  the  Master. 

A  careful  consideration  of  those  who  make  up  the  rank  and  file 
of  the  Church  leaves  the  irresistible  conviction  that  if  this  resuk  can 
be  accomplished,  the  offerings  through  the  Diocese  would  be  lifted 
fully  three-fold.  It  is  easy  to  see  how  great  would  be  the  uplift  ta 
every  sort  of  Diocesan  effort  if  the  current  revenues  of  the  Diocese 
could  be  so  lifted. 

The  man  in  all  this  country  who  is  best  informed  as  to  the  best 
method  of  tithe-giving  upon  the  people  is  Mr.  Thomas  Kane,  of  Chi- 
cago. Your  Committeee  has  obtained  from  him  what  in  his  judgment 
is  the  best  method  of  beginning  and  continuing  this  work  and  teach- 
ing. Here  and  now  is  hardly  the  place  to  detail  that  plan,  but  it 
involves  securing  a  list  as  far  as  practicable  of  the  present  and  future 
givers  of  the  Diocese  and  reaching  them  individually  and  repeatedly 
with  pamphlets,  letters  and  other  specially  prepared  strong  literature 
through  a  series  of  months;  at  the  same  time  urging  sermons  by  the 
Rectors  of  the  various  Parishes  as  occasion  offers.  It  may  be  said 
with  reference  to  such  lists  of  names  that  they  will  come  into  the 
hands  of  no  person  but  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  will  be 
used  for  this  sole  purpose,  and  not  be  shown  by  him  to  any  person 
whatever. 

It  is  the  desire  of  this  Committee  to  begin  at  once  to  put  this 
plan  into  execution  in  a  systematic  way,  hoping  for  such  hearty  co- 
operation as  the  Rectors  of  the  various   Parishes  are  able  to  give. 

It  is  understood  that  the  work  of  this  Committee  is  in  no  sense 
to  raise  money,  and  to  carry  out  this  plan  of  education  it  will  be 
necessary  that  a  proper  sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  be  put 
at  the  Committee's  disposal. 

It  is  thought  that  $50  will  be  needed  to  supply  the  needful  ma- 
terial and  printing  and  postage  to  cover  the  initial  expense  and  the 
first  year's  work.  There  is  every  probability  that  the  effects  of  such 
a  campaign  will  begin  to  manifest  themselves  in  a  very  short  time 
and  will  show  with  continually  increasing  effectiveness  through  many 
future  years.  Such  a  policy  will  take  considerable  time  to  be  made  to 
become  generally  effective,  but  there  is  every  reason  to  expect  that 
this  investment  will  be  returned  several  fold  during  the  first  year's 
effort.

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lOSSIONABY  BEPOBT  TO  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS,  BY  THE  BEV.  T.  DOWELL 

PHILLIPS,  B.  D.,  M.  A. 

To  the  Right  Rez'ercnd  The  Bishop  of  Arkansas  and  Council: 

I  left  my  Chicago  home  and  Diocese,  of  which  I  am  the  oldest 
member,  both  by  years  and  Holy  Orders,  early  in  December  last,  on 
the  invitation  of  your  Bishop  and  with  the  full  and  willing  consent 
of  mine,  to  do  some  Missionary  work  in  Arkansas.  Arriving  in  Lit- 
tle Rock  during  a  term  of  the  "School  of  Theology"  my  chief  work 
was  to  examine  in  Latin  and  Greek  the  Colored  Candidates  for  the 
Ministry.  I  need  refer  but  briefly  to  my  surprise  at  finding  an  ex- 
cellent knowledge  of  the  grammar  of  both  languages;  but,  as  I  re- 
ported to  the  Dean  and  to  the  Bishop,  the  novel  experience  was  one 
I  had  not  enjoyed  for  thirty  years.  It  is  only  fair  to  add  that  these 
black  men  were  not  the  ordinary  Southern  Negro,  but  came  from 
the  British  West  Indian  Islands  of  Antigua  and  Jamaica.  On  Christ- 
mas Eve  I  was  sent  to  Hartford;  where,  in  addition  to  other  ser- 
vices, I  baptized  in  a  week  four  adults  and  ten  children,  in  age  from 
I  to  10;  reading  also  with  the  Catechist  in  charge  of  St.  George's 
Mission.  Returning  to  Little  Rock  for  a  few  days,  my  next  visit  was 
to  Searcy  for  a  week;  where  my  instruction  met  with  a  ready  re- 
sponse; as  indeed  it  did  in  all  places.  Returning  to  headquarters  in 
Little  Rock,  Jonesboro  was  my  next  destination;  where,  on  the  last 
evening  of  my  stay,  I  spent  an  interesting  hour  with  the  reverend 
Roman  Catholic  Priest,  a  Swiss,  who  has  been  in  Jonesboro  for  over 
thirty  years,  and  to  whom  the  Church  is  indebted,  I  understand,  for 
the  gift  of  a  part  of  the  land  on  which  our  St.  Mark's  is  built.  I 
considered  that  this  piece  of  liberality  entitled  him  to  the  little  cour- 
tesy. Getting  back  to  the  State  Capitol  on  March  12th,  I  was  asked 
tD  again  proceed  at  once  to  Hartford;  which  I  reached,  unannounced, 
took  the  services  next  morning,  Sunday,  and  awaited  the  Bishop's 
arrival  for  a  second  Confirmation.  One  incident  of  my  week  here 
merits  record.  As  we  have  no  Church  edifice  nearly  all  my  baptisms 
were  in  private  houses;  and  it  was  my  practice,  when  two  or  three 
were  gathered  together,  to  make  a  brief  address  on  Baptism.  I  had 
taken  off  my  vestments  after  making  Christians  of  two  young  child- 
ren when  those  little  ones'  grandfather  spontaneously  requested  that 
I  would  baptize  him.  Accordingly,  I  revested,  and  administered  to 
this  man  of  sixty  the  great  initiatory  sacrament.  Though  unable  to 
kneel,  being  crippled  after  an  operation,  he  received  "the  laying  on  of 
the  hands"  on  the  following  evening.  Leaving  Hartford  April  23d, 
I  had  a  conference  with  Dean  McPherson,  at  Fort  Smith,  and  that 
evening  proceeded  to  Winslow  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 
on  the  Feast  of  the   Annunciation,  and   Low   Sunday,   read  with  the 
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Catechist  the  Gospel  of  St.  John  in  Greek,  and  other  subjects  for  his 
ensuing  examination,  also  assisted  him  in  some  Latin  and  Algebra 
classes  of  the  school.  Then  back  to  Hartford  to  meet  the  Archdeacon 
and  the  Bishop.  Returning  to  Little  Rock  on  the  gth,  in  a  secQnd 
visit  to  Searcy  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion  on  the  12th, 
preached  also  on  two  following  mornings,  and  then  took  train  for 
Chicago  on  the  15th,  arriving  home  on  the  i6th,  for  a  quiet  family 
gathering  on  Maundy  Thursday,  the  75th  anniversary  of  my  birth. 
Immediately  after  another  family  gathering  on  Easter  Monday,  the 
45th  anniversary  of  our  marriage,  I  resumed  my  Arkansas  work;  on 
which  I  have  spent  three  and  a  half  months.  The  Bishop  having 
honored  me  by  appointment  as  an  examining  Chaplain.  I  came  to 
Fort  Smith  on  May  nth,  after  reading  at  Winslow  a  little  more  than 
two  weeks  with  two  Candidates  for  the  Diaconate.  Of  my  own 
efforts  with  the  Catechists  and  Candidates  whom  I  have  met  I  need 
only  say  that,  while  the  500  or  so  hours  spent  with  them  were  largely 
given  to  the  Bible  and  its  history — the  Old  Testament  has  been  most 
carefully  gone  over  with  each  of  the  five — the  result  of  the  examina- 
tions reported  by  the  Dean  of  the  School  afford  the  best  testimony 
to  the  fidelity  of  our  work.  But  I  must  add  that  I  never  had  more 
steady  students  during  my  twenty-seven  years  in  this  countrj'.  To 
have  had  nine  to  ten  hours  a  day  given  up  to  close  reading  with  me 
for  a  week  at  a  time,  without  a  murmur,  speaks  well  for  the  devo- 
tion of  young  men  who  had,  in  addition,  parochial  duties  to  be  per- 
formed.   The  following  is  a  resume  of  my  official  acts: 

Services  in  9  different  places  52;   Celebrations  in  5,  18. 
Sermons  preached  26 ;  Lectures  1 1 ;  Addresses  to  Sunday  Schools 
5. 

Baptisms  in  4  places,  31  of  whom  8  were  adult;  Marriage  i. 

Vestment  put  on  about  100  times  in  35/2  months,  a  daily  average 
of  one.     Hours  with  students  nearly  500. 

Miles  traveled  by  rail  5,460. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  not  be  doing  justice  to  my  own  feelings 
did  1  not  return  most  cordial  thanks  to  all  with  whom  I  have  come  in 
contact  during  my  temporary  sojourn  in  the  South ;  Bishop,  Clergy 
and  Laity  have  vied,  with  unfailing  uniformity,  in  being  studiously 
kind  to  the  stranger  from  the  North.  The  hospitalities  of  Southern 
home  have  all  but  obliterated  the  loneliness  of  partial  separation  from 
the  dear  ones  at  home;  to  whom  I  return  weighted  with  a  sense  of 
gratitude  which  I  can  never  adequately  express.

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  point  out  the  source  of  increase  of 
this  Fimd.  In  my  last  report  the  cash  investment  of  the  Fund  was 
$22,200.53  and  the  increase  this  year  is  $1,948.27,  being  nine  per  cent, 
on  stated  amount. 

Now  when  it  is  considered  that  payment  due  on  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence of  $1,150.00  was  made  during  the  session  of  Council  and  $1^25.00 
appropriated  by  Council  to  re-imburse  Bishop  Brown  for  additions  made 
on  Residence;  thus  stopping  the  income  on  that  much  money,  and  that 
the  interest  on  the  unpaid  notes  of  the  Episcopal  Residence  of  $287.50, 
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and  the  costs  in  foreclosing  loans  in  Tappan  and  Seuyard  claims  of  $280.00, 
this  being  occasioned  on  account  of  their  deaths;  and,  the  rent  formerly 
paid  by  Bishop  Brown  of  $600.00  per  annum,  discontinued;  1  feel  that 
the  Diocese  certainly  has  reason  to  be  thankful. 

I  regret  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  investment  of  this  mon<»y 
has  been  practically  its  only  source  of  increase;  but  four  Parishes  have 
contributed  anything  to  this  Fund  since  our  last  Coimcil,  the  total  amount 
being  only  about  $50.00. 

When  it  is  considered  what  it  means  to  the  Church  throughout  the 
State  to  increase  this  Fund,  and  what  lack  of  business  management  on 
their  part  it  is  not  to  make  small  contributions  each  year;  then,  when 
it  is  necessary  for  us  to  support  the  Episcopate,  and  then  have  it  to  pay 
in  larger  amounts,  I  cannot  understand  such  policy. 

This  situation  is  to  be  deplored  and  I  urgently  recommend  that  some 
action  be  taken  by  this  Council  that  t^ill  stir  up  the  Parishes  to  the  needs 
of  increasing  this  Fund  by  their  contributions.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
portion  of  the  Fund  invested  in  the  Episcopal  Residence  does  not  pro- 
duce any  income,  and  for  that  reason  the  Parishes  should  come  to  the 
relief  by  liberal  donations  so  that  the  Residence  may  not  be  an  entire 
drain  upon  the  Fund,  until  such  time  as  Bishop  Brown  may  claim  his  due.

Rock,  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  Christ  Church,  Mena,  St.  Paul's, 
Newport,  etc.

An  innovation  has  been  the  change  of  term  decided  upon  at  the 
Semi-Centennial  Commencement.  The  University  will  hereafter  hold 
a  continuous  session  from  September  to  June  with  two  weeks  inter- 
mission for  Christmas.  A  special  gift  of  $1,000  has  been  received 
and  will  be  expended  for  some  needed  material  alterations  incident  to 
this  change.  University  Extension  courses  and  many  special  courses 
in  school  and  college  classes  will  be  conducted  at  Sewanee. 

Efforts  were  begun  at  Commencement  to  increase  the  Endowment 
Fund  (already  undertaken  by  a  friend  of  the  University)  to  $100,000 
or  more;  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  was  made  Chairman  of  this  En- 
dowment Committee.  Although  its  work  was  seriously  handicapped 
by  the  money  panic  that  soon  set  in,  the  results  achieved  are  very 
gratifying.     The  present  status  of  the  fund  is,  as  follows:

Rev.  Mr.  DuBose  secured  additional  pledges  to  the  amount  of 
$1^07.65;  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell  to  the  amount  of  about  $1,000. 

Upon  obtaining  $roo,ooo,  in  productive  funds,  Mr.  Andrew  Car- 
negie has  offered  the  University  an  additional  $60,000  for  a  Science 
Building  and  general  scientific  purposes.  May  we  not  hope  this 
amount  needed  to  complete  $100,000  may  be  at  once  forthcoming? 

Other  recent  gifts  have  been  through  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Claiborne 
$6,000  for  an  Annex  to  the  Infirmary  and  the  Hospital  as  a  separate 
Operating  Room.  The  work  of  the  hospital  and  dispensary  facilities 
among  the  poor  mountain  white  population,  railway  employees,  mine 
workers,  summer  visitors  and  students  has  remarkably  increased  since 
its  institution  eight  years  ago.  The  fund  for  the  Bishop  Quintard 
Memorial  Professorship  is  now  in  excess  of  $3,000. 

No  worthier  cause  can  be  named  than  the  endowment  of  the 
Church's  own  University.  Fifty  years  ago  it  was  intended  that  the 
University  should  be  opened  only  when  three  million  dollars  had  been 
raised;  but  all  was  lost  with  war.  But  its  original  great  idea  of  a 
federated  Inter-State  University,  survived,  and  Southern  loyalty  and 
Southern  friends  have  steadily  developed  this  work  for  forty  years. 
Devotion  and  Dedication  to  the  cause  have  been  the  main  springs  of 
what  is  known  as  the  Sewanee  Spirit. 

Originally  organized  to  pass  beyond  the  limitations  of  State  lines — 
by  means  of  the  breadth  and  strength  of  the  Church — the  University 
of  the  South  is  more  than  ever  today  a  national  enterprise.  There  is 
an  enormous  opportunity  and  need  for  Sewanee  and  for  the  South 
to  produce  men  for  the  Nation.  The  Church  needs  Sewanee  for  her 
contribution  from  the  Southern  half  of  the  country,  and  many  be- 
lieve that  the  success  of  the  Church's  work  in  the  Southern  States 
will  be  in  proportion  to  her  interest  in  education.  The  Nation  needs 
Sewanee  for  the  best  development  of  its  citizenship.  The  Nation 
must  come  more  and  more  to  make  use  of  the  strong  Anglo-Saxon- 
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dom  of  the  Southern  States  and  the  best  in  them.  The  character  of 
Sewanee's  past  and  present  work,  even  under  disadvantages,  and  the 
standing  of  her  alumni  in  many  states  is  guarantee  of  what  she  may 
achieve  with  increased  facilities.  Jt  is  for  this  work  that  your  in- 
terest is  invited.

Several  of  our  people,  faithful  in  all  good  works,  have  passed  to 
the  Rest  of  Paradise.  Mrs.  Lilly  Lea  Ragsdale  Rightor,  entered  into 
her  rest  June  17th,  1907.  Mrs.  Rightor  was  the  wife  of  our  faithful 
Lay  Reader  and  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  Mr.  Nicholas  Rightor. 
A  beautiful  character  has  entered  into  the  Rest,  that  "Remaineth  for 
the  people  of  God."  Mr.  N.  F.  Bruce,  Vestryman,  and  son  of  the  late 
Rev.  C.  A.  Bruce,  at  one  time  Rector  of  this  Parish,  fell  asleep  July 
19th,  1907.  A  faithful  and  good  man  has  gone  to  his  Rest.  The 
Rev.  Elmer  A.  Rounds.  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Parish,  after  a  brief 
illness,  passed  to  his  Rest,  August  nth,  1907.  Members  of  the  Parish, 
and  friends  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rounds  in  Helena,  where  he  had  minis- 
tered so  faithfully  for  several  months,  sent  his  remains  to  his  New 
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England  home  to  find  a  resting  place  among  his  kindred.  The  young 
as  well  as  the  old  are  likely  to  be  called  home,  and  the  Parish  has 
realized  the  fact  in  the  death  of  one  of  its  youngest  Communicants, 
Mabel  Hawks  Govan,  who  died  November  9th,  1907.

Section  I.  Offerings  shall  be  made  annually  in  every  Parish  and 
Mission  of  tills  Diocese  for  the  following  purposes,  viz.: 

First  -For  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent. 

Second — For  the  General  Clergy  Belief  Fund,  on  National 
Thanksgiving  Day  and  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday. 

Third  -  For  the  Permanent  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  an 
annual  offering  on  Septuagesima  Sunday,  and  on  the  visitation  of  the 
Bishop,  unless  on  Easter  Day. 

Fourtli — For  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission  on 
such  Sunday  as  the  Bector,  or  Minister,  may  designate  by  announce- 
ment at  each  regular  service  one  week  in  advance. 

Sec.  2.  Offerings  shall  be  i  *de  quarterly  on  the  Sunday  next 
following  the  Ember  Days  by  all  the  parishes  and  Missions  of  this 
Diocese  for  Missionary  Assessments;  p&*ovided,  however,  that  such 
Parishes  and  Missions  as  shall  annually  pledge  a  specific  amount 
for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  left  to  their  own  methods  of  collect- 
ing such  amount  from  the  people,  but  they  shall  remit  to  the 
proper  Treasurer  quarterly  payments  to  redeem  their  pledges.
